A  YEAR  IN  CORRECTIONAL  WORK 

The  State  Commission  of  Prisons  is  charged  with  the  visita- 
tion and  inspection  of  all  institutions  in  which  sane  adults  charg- 
ed with  or  convicted  of  crime  are  confined.  These  include  the 
state  prisons,  reformatories,  penitentiaries,  New  York  City 
penal  institutions  and  police  stations,  county  jails,  city  jails, 
and  town  and  village  lockups, — in  all,  about  600.  Through 
these  institutions  100,000  unfortunates,  more  or  less,  pass  an- 
nually, the  periods  of  their  detention  ranging  from  a  few  hours 
to  life,  while  a  few  pay  the  extreme  penalty  in  the  electric  chair 
at  Sing  Sing. 

The  number  of  persons  in  many  of  these  institutions,  par- 
ticularly in  county  jails  and  penitentiaries,  has  continued  to  de- 
crease during  the  past  year,  and  with  prohibition  in  effect  a 
still  further  reduction  may  be  expected.  However,  in  the  event 
of  a  period  of  industrial  depression  with  its  accompanying  lack 
of  employment,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  population  will  in- 
crease, as  statistics  show  this  to  have  been  the  experience  of  the 
past. 

The  problem  of  the  mentally  defective  delinquent  is  one  of 
the  most  important  with  which  those  in  charge  of  penal  insti- 
tutions have  to  deal.  In  its  report  of  last  year  the  Oommission 
presented  a  comprehensive  report  of  a  state-wide  inquiry  on 
the  subject  and  recommended  legislation  to  provide  for  the  com- 
mitment or  transfer  of  mentally  defective  delinquents  to  custo- 
dial institutions  where  they  would  receive  special  treatment 
and  care  and  be  discharged  only  when  it  is  deemed  safe  to  permit

them  to  return  to  society  rather  than  send  them  to  penal  and 
correctional  institutions  to  serve  a  definite  sentence  and  be  re- 
leased in  the  same,  or  possibly  worse,  condition  than  when  they 
were  received.  The  report  also  called  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity for  the  development  and  extension  of  psychiatric  clinics  for 
institutions  and  courts.  The  Commission  renews  these  recom- 
mendations. 

In  the  reconstruction  of  Sing  Sing  Prison  now  under  way, 
provision  will  be  made  for  testing  and  classifying  those  com- 
mitted to  our  state  prisons — a  place  where  the  mental  and  physic- 
al defectives  will  be  sifted  from  those  for  whom  there,  is  a  chance 
to  return  to  society  as  useful  members. 

New  York  City  has  about  completed  the  remodeling  of  a 
wing  of  the  old  Workhouse  on  Blackwell's  Island  into  a  recep- 
tion and  classification  hospital  for  women,  and  plans  have  been 
approved  for  reconstructing  the  former  industrial  building  at 
the  Penitentiary  into  a  similar  hospital  for  men. 

The  New  York  State  Reformatory  at  Elmira  has  been  doing 
splendid  work  in  psychiatry  for  several  years,  as  has  Dr.  Frank 
L.  Heacox,  physician  at  Auburn  Prison. 

At  a  conference  on  Mental  Clinics  and  Social  Work  held  at 
Ward's  Island,  October  23,  1919,  a  committee  on  Joint  Clinics 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  representatives  of  the  State  Hos* 
pital  Commission,  State  Commission  for  Mental  Defectives,  State 
Department  of  Health,  State  Department  of  Education,  State 
Board  of  Charities,  State  Conmiission  of  Prisons,  and  State 
Probation  Commission.  The  various  departments  are  co-operat* 
ing  in  holding  clinics  for  mental  and  neirous  cases  in  the  prin- 
cipal cities  of  the  State  with  a  view  to  broadening  their  scope  and 
hdpfulness. 

Early  in  the  year  Charles  F.  Battigan,  Superintendent  of 
State  Prisons,  appointed  a  committee  headed  by  Adolph  Lew- 
isohn  of  New  York  City  to  make  a  survey  of  conditions  in  the 
various  state  prisons  and  report  to  the  L^slature.  The  Com* 
mission  is  represented  on  this  committee  by  Commissioner  John 
S.  Kennedy.  The  Committee  has  been  at  work  throughout  the 
year  and  expects  to  submit  a  comprehensive  report  of  its  findings 
and  recommendations. 

The  decline  in  prison  population  has  had  the  eflfect  of  re- 
ducing farm  work,  particularly  among  prisoners  in  county  jails. 
In  some  counties  there  have  been  so  few  sentenced  prisoners  as 
to  make  it  impossible  to  cultivate  available  land.  Nevertheless 
the  Commission  has  continued  to  urge,  as  it  did  during  the  war, 
that  the  services  of  every  available  able-bodied  prisoner  sentenced 
to  hard  labor  be  utilized  at  farm  work. 

Apart  from  the  construction  of  the  new  prison  at  Wing- 
dale,  Dutchess  county  and  the  reconstruction  work  under  way 
at  Sing  Sing,  there  has  been  comparatively  little  structural 
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work  done  at  the  state  prisons.  In  fact,  there  has  been  little 
prison  construction  work  done,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  material 
and  labor.  Minor  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made, 
however,  in  a  numbel*  of  institutions.  Work  on  the  new  institu- 
tion for  women,  which  the  city  of  New  York  is  erecting  at  Grey- 
court,  Orange  county,  has  progressed  and  it  is  expected  it  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  some  time  next  year. 

The  industries  in  the  four  state  prisons  report  sales 
amounting  to  11,247,493.39  and  earnings  of  |240,238.51  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th.  A  fire  in  November  at  Sing  Sing 
Prison  caused  a  loss  estimated  at  |60,000  to  the  cart  and  wagon 
building  and  the  blacksmith  and  machine  shop. 

A  new  and  important  industry,  known  as  the  ^'sign  and 
number  industry,"  has  been  assigned  to  Auburn  Prison  by  the 
Commission,  the  L^islature  of  1919  having  appropriated  f75,- 
000  for  the  establishment  of  a  plant  to  manufacture  automo- 
bile license  plates  and  highway  signs.  The  Commission  be- 
lieves the  earnings  of  the  industries  should  be  applied  more 
liberally  to  the  purchase  and  installation  of  modem  machinery 
and  equipment  to  replace  that  which  is  old  and  obsolete,  and 
that  the  inmates  should  work  eight  hours.  At  present  about 
six  hours  constitute  the  average  day's  work. 

The  State  Farm  for  Women,  established  near  Valatie  as 
a  place  of  detention  for  women  misdemeanants  more  than  thirty 
years  of  age  with  records  of  frequent  offenses,  was  discontinued 
by  the  Legislature  of  1919  as  such  and  the  Superintendent  of 
State  Prisons  directed  to  operate  it  as  a  part  of  one  of  the  state 
prisons  pending  the  further  direction  of  the  Legislature.  The 
institution,  which  was  opened  in  1914,  and  designed  originally 
to  accommodate  500  inmates,  was  never  completed,  and  with 
facilities  for  but  70  or  80  proved  a  costly  undertaking.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  it  could  be  utilized  to  advantage  as  a  branch 
of  the  State  Reformatory  for  Women  at  Bedford  Hills  for  the 
segresration  of  the  feeble-minded. 

The  Westchester  County  Penitentiary  and  Workhouse, 
which  was  leased  by  the  county  to  the  Federal  Government 
for  hospital  purposes  during  the  war,  was  reopened  as  a  pen- 
itentiary on  September  19th. 

A  new  and  important  phase  of  municipal  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  prison  problem  was  undertaken  by  the  city 
of  Buffalo  during  the  year.  A  Prison  Division  of  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Welfare  of  the  Department  of  Public  Affairs  has  been 
established,  representatives  of  which  meet  Buffalo  men  and 
women  upon  their  return  to  the  city  from  state,  county  or  pri- 
vate penal  and  correctional  institutions,  secure  proper  employ- 
ment for  them,  and  look  after  the  general  welfare  of  each  in- 
dividual. Many  employers  of  labor  of  the  city  have  agreed  to 
cooperate  with  the  Department  and  superintendents  and  fore- 
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men  have  promised  not  to  reveal  the  past  history  of  any  in- 
dividual who  accepts  employment  from  him.  So  far  as  possible, 
the  work  of  the  Bureau  is  entirely  separate  from  that  of  the 
Police  Department  In  addition  to  finding  positions  for  un- 
fortunatesy  many  of  the  prisoners  are  visited  prior  to  their  re- 
lease so  that  when  they  return  to  the  city  they  may  be  greeted 
and  immediately  cared  for.  Assistance  also  is  given  in  bring- 
ing about  a  reconciliation  with  the  prisoner's  family  and  he  is 
encouraged  to  make  of  himself  a  respected  member  of  society. 
The  Commission  believes  this  to  be  a  worthwhile  and  commend- 
able effort  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  assist  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  prisoner  and  an  undertaking  which  could  well  be  emu- 
lated by  other  municipalities. 

During  the  year  three  new  lockups  were  completed  and 
twenty-two  closed — ^ten  by  local  boards  and  twelve  by  order 
of  the  Commission.  Two  city  jails  were  ordered  closed.  In- 
spections of  the  various  institutions  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Commission  to  the  number  of  442  were  made,  reports  of 
which  were  sent  to  the  responsible  authorities.  Many  of  the 
recommendations  contained  in  these  reports  have  been  complied 
with.  The  reports  together  with  statistical  information  re- 
ceived by  the  Commission  are  made  a  part  of  this  report  and 
will  be  found  annexed  hereto. 

PRISON    POPULATION 

The  population  of  the  state  prisons,  reformatories,  pen- 
itentiaries, county  jails  and  New  York  City  institutions  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  on  June  30,  1919  was  11,016,  a  decrease 
of  1,252  as  compared  with  the  number  on  June  30,  1918.  This 
is  the  lowest  prison  population  since  1903  when  it  was  10,987. 
On  September  30,  1915  it  was  17,171. 

The  comparative  population  of  the  various  groups  of  in- 
stitutions during  the  last  two  fiscal  years  was  as  follows:

This  continued  decrease  is  attributed  largely  to  abundant 
opportunity  for  employment  at  high  wages,  probation  and  pro- 
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hibition,  although  they  do  not  cover  the  period  since  July  Ist. 
All  of  these  groups  show  a  decrease  except  the  reformatories 
for  males  at  Elmira  and  Napanoch  and  the  penitentiaries,  the 
latter  increase  being  but  1. 

The  number  of  actual  commitments  on  charges  to  the  various 
institutions  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  85,175  a  decrease  of 
4,207  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  women  admitted  to  these  institutions  was 
16,748  an  increase  of  1,222.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there 
were  1,183  women  in  custody  as  compared  with  1,409  the  preced- 
ing year,  a  decrease  of  226. 
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PROBATION    AND    PAROLE 


Under  the  proyisions  of  the  State  Boards  and  Commissions 
Law  tiie  State  Commission  of  Prisons  annually  designates  one 
of  its  members  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  State  Probation  Com- 
mission. Commissioner  Frank  E.  Wade  so  served  from  •  June, 
1910^  until  his  retirement  from  both  Commissions  in  June,  1919. 
For  the  last  two  years  Mr.  Wade  was  President  of  the  Probation 
Commission.  Commissioner  Allan  I.  Holloway  was  designated 
to  represent  the  Prison  Commission  on  the  Probation  Commis- 
sion as  Mr.  Wade's  successor. 

The  State  Commission  of  Prisons  has  cooperated  with  the 
Probation  Commission  in  urging  the  extension  and  development 
of  efficient  probation  service  throughout  the  State.  The  effective 
work  of  the  Probation  Commission  has  been  a  large  factor  in 
the  development  and  success  of  the  system.  The  Commission 
reports  continued  growth  in  the  use  of  probation  and  better 
results  from  its  application.  It  reports  that  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1919,  a  total  of  22,846  persons  of  all  ages  were 
placed  on  probation  by  the  courts  of  the  State.  This  was  an 
increase  of  608  over  the  number  granted  probation  during  the 
previous  year,  and  greater  than  in  any  other  year  since  the  en- 
actment of  the  probation  law.  The  number  on  probation  at  the 
close  of  the  year  was  15,685,  an  increase  of  7.7  per  cent,  over 
the  number  on  probation  in  the  State  one  year  before.  In  vie\r 
of  the  marked  decrease  which  has  occurred  during  the  past  few 
years  in  the  population  of  the  correctional  institutions  and  the 
reported  decrease  in  arrests  and  court  arraignments  due  prin- 
cipally to  the  war,  it  is  a  remakable  fact  that  the  use  of  the  pro- 
bation syst^n  has  continued  to  increase.  It  means  that  more 
courts  are  using  probation  and  also  that  the  system  is  being 
used  in  a  greater  percentage  of  cases  coming  before  the  courts. 

The  Probation  Commission  has  been  urging  for  years  that 
salaried  probation  officers  be  employed  to  serve  all  courts.  Its 
erperience  has  shown  that  the  suspension  of  sentence  in  criminal 
cases,  placing  the  defendant  under  the  nominal  supervision  of 
volunteers,  such  as  attorneys  for  the  defendant,  deputy  sheriffs, 
police  officers,  or  interested  citizens,  whether  they  are  formally 
commissioned  as  volunteer  probation  officers  or  not,  is  unpro- 
ductive of  the  results  sought.    Probation  supervision  to  be  ef- 
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fectiye  must  be  a  real  system  of  discipline.  Its  principal  features 
are  regular  reports  in  person  to  the  probation  officer,  usually 
required  once  a  week,  and  visits  to  the  home,  place  of  employ- 
ment and  elsewhere,  in  order  to  secure  true  information  as  to 
the  conduct  of  the  probationer.  In  addition  the  probation  of- 
ficer must  really  help  the  probationer  by  guiding  his  employ- 
ment, amusements,  companionship,  and  helping  him  in  his  home 
life.  This  work  requires  both  time  and  skill.  In  other  words, 
it  requires  a  salaried  probation  officer. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  State  Probation  Commission 
the  volunteer  probation  work  which  predominated  at  one  time 
throughout  this  State  has  been  gradually  replaced  by  a  paid 
system.  The  Commission  reports  throughout  the  State  the  em- 
ployment of  217  salaried  probation  officers.  The  number  has 
increased  each  year.  Last  year  four  new  offices  were  established 
in  the  counties  of  Chautauqua,  Nassau,  Tompkins  and  Delaware, 
and  an  additional  assistant  probation  officer  was  appointed  in 
Niagara  County. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked, — '^Does  the  probation 
method  succeed  in  reforming  delinquents  and  keeping  them  froni 
again  appearing  in  the  courts?"  Statistics  collected  by  the  Pro- 
bation Commission  regarding  the  results  of  probation  in  the 
21,728  cases  discharged  during  the  past  year  show  that  79.6  per 
cent,  completed  their  probation  terms  successfully  and  were 
honorably  discharged;  9.8  per  cent,  were  rearrested  and  com- 
mitted during  the  year  and  only  4.5  per  cent,  absconded  or  were 
lost  from  oversight  during  their  probation  terms. 

The  probationers  under  supervision  at  any  one  time  last 
year  were  made  up  of  about  one-third  or  4,000  children  under 
sixteen,  and  two-thirds  or  11,000  adults.  Among  the  children 
the  principal  causes  for  probation  are  petty  larceny,  being  un- 
governable or  disorderly  and  improper  guardianship.  Among 
adults  the  greatest  causes  for  probation  are  non-aupport  and 
desertion.  It  is  shown  that  these  cases  involving  the  domestic 
relation  require  the  same  careful  investigation  and  intensive 
probationary  supervision  that  the  cases  of  children  require.  A 
great  factor  in  these  cases  is  to  require  the  men  to  work  and  pay 
through  the  probation  department  the  money  ordered  bv  the 
court  for  the  support  of  his  family.  Last  year  probation  officers 
actually  collected  and  paid  over  to  wives  and  other  dependents 
a  total  of  $228,750  in  this  State.  In  New  York  City  there  was 
collected  by  the  Department  of  Charities  from  men  on  probation 
under  the  general  supervision  of  probation  officers  1344,976. 

Large  sums  of  money  are  annually  collected  by  the  probation 
officers  for  fines  paid  in  installments.  Last  year  $37,630  was  so 
collected.  Restitution  orders  as  a  condition  of  probation  and 
paid  over  to  aggrieved  complainants  was  collected  by  probation 
officers  in  the  sum  of  |69,040. 
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It  is  the  testiinony  of  superintendents  of  correctional  in- 
ntutions  in  this  State  that  the  normal  and  more  reclaimable 
delinquents  have  been  of  late  years  weeded  out  from  the  reform- 
atories and  prisons  of  the  State,  leaving  in  large  measure  the 
defective  and  less  reformable  or  entirely  unreformable  offender. 
Among  the  factors  which  have  contributed  to  this  change  in  the 
prison  population  none  has  been  so  potent  as  the  extension  of 
the  probation  system.  Through  this  system  first  offenders  and 
reformable  offenders  generally  are  being  given  another  chance 
to  redeem  themselves  in  society,  and  a  large  majority  of  them 
take  advantage  of  this  chance.  In  so  doing  they  are  greatly  as- 
sisted by  the  tactful  and  skillful  help  of  the  probation  officers 
of  this  State.  The  system  should  be  still  further  extended  and 
developed. 

PAROLE 

There  has  been  no  change  of  importance  in  regard  to  the 
imrole  work  of  the  State  and  city  institutions  during  the  past 
year.  The  paroling  and  subsequent  supervision  of  defendants 
from  the  New  York  City  Workhouses,  the  Penitentiary  and  Re- 
formatory is  carried  on  with  efficiency  and  success  by  the  New 
York  City  Parole  Commission.  This  work  has  become  an  in- 
creasingly important  factor  in  the  treatment  of  delinquents  in 
the  ^ty  and  has  generally  approved  itself  to  the  courts  and  to 
the  people.  The  Commission  employs  an  adequate  staff  of  parole 
officers  who  give  persons  released  on  parole  helpful  and  close 
supervision  very  similar  to  that  afforded  by  the  probation  of- 
ficers in  the  courts. 

The  parole  work  of  the  State  institutions,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  handicapped  by  the  inadequate  number  of  parole  officers  em- 
ployed and  the  size  of  the  territory  to  be  covered.  Only  29  parole 
officers  are  employed  by  all  the  State  institutions  for  delinquents. 
There  is  no  coordination  between  the  work  of  the  various  institu- 
tions. There  is  no  effective  parole  work  carried  on  for  the  State 
prisons,  only  three  parole  agents  being  employed  for  the  entire 
State.  The  various  institutions  must  largely  depend  upon  vol- 
unteer assistance  from  chiefs  of  police,  social  workers,  and  in- 
creasingly from  probation  officers. 

Both  the  St^te  Probation  Commission  and  this  Commission 
have  recommended  that  probation  officers  be  ui^fed  increasingly 
to  assist  in  the  supervision  of  the  persons  paroled  from  State 
institutions.  The  probation  officers  are  on  the  ground,  are 
familiar  with  local  conditions  and  are  usually  willing  to  under- 
take this  service.  The  probation  law  authorizes  them  to  do  so 
at  the  request  of  any  institution.  Several  hundred  persons 
paroled  from  State  institutions  were  required  to  report  to  pro-

bation  officers  who  visited  them  and  cared  for  them  the  same  as 
for  their  probationers  last  year.  This  plan  should  be  extended. 
The  Commission  has  recommended  for  several  years  that 
there  be  worked  out  a  closer  coordination  between  the  work  of 
probation  and  parole  officers  throughout  the  State.  To  this 
end  it  has  recommended  and  still  recommends  that  the  State 
Probation  Commission  which  has  developed  and  supervised  the 
growing  probation  work  of  the  State  be  also  authorized  to  super- 
vise and  report  upon  the  work  of  the  parole  officers  of  the  State, 
to  the  end  that  parole  work  may  be  further  developed  and  co- 
ordinated with  probation  work. 
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STATE    PRISONS 


The  average  daily  population  of  the  fonr  State  prisons, 
Aubnm,  Clinton,  Great  Meadow  and  Sing  Sing — ^was  lower  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year  than  it  has  been  at  any  time^  since  1908. 
In  that  year  it  was  3,967 ;  daring  the  past  year  it  was  4,065. 
Curiously  enough  the  population  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  in 
1908  was  3,967  the  same  as  it  was  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year

There  were  34  deaths  in  the  prisons  from  natural  causes  jgU9 
compared  with  29  the  preceding  year  and  3  committed  suicide. 
There  were  6  electrocutions  at  Sing  Sing,  1  less  than  the  year 
before.  Forty-six  were  transferred  to  State  Hospitals  for  the 
Criminal  Insane,  6  more  than  during  the  preceding  year.  Escapes 
were  fewer,  16  as  compared  with  18  the  preceding  year. 

Although  the  average  daily  population  was  approximately 
18  per  cent,  less  than  the  preceding  year  the  cost  of  maintenance 
increased  from  $1,293,310.72  to  $1,389,235.29  and  the  average 
per  capita  per  year  from  $331.70  to  $398.32  as  shown  by  the 
following  table:

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The  construction  of  the  new  prison  at  Wingdale  in  Dutchess 
county  and  the  reconstruction  of  Sing  Sing  Prison  is  being  carried 
forward  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Pris- 
ons. The  Commission  on  New  Prisons  which  had  this  work  in 
charge  was  legislated  out  of  office  by  chapter  524  of  the  Laws 
of  1919  which  authorized  and  directed  the  Superintendent  of 
State  Prisons  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  new  farm 
and  industrial  prison  at  Wingdale  and  the  construction  of  the 
new  buildings  at  Sing  Sing,  plans  for  which  had  been  approved 
by  the  Commission  on  New  Prisons.  So  far  as  practical  the 
Superintendent  was  authorized  to  employ  prison  labor  in  this 
work,  and  to  transfer  to  the  Wingdale  site,  men  from  any  prison. 
For  prisoners  employed  on  the  construction  of  the  new  build- 
ings at  Sing  Sing  a  charge  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  day  per 
man  for  additional  maintenance  was  authorized.  The  law  be- 
came effective  on  May  9th. 

It  is  the  expectation  of  those  in  charge  of  the  work  at  Wing- 
dale to  so  far  progress  it  as  to  make  it  possible  to  care  for  at 
least  200  inmates  sometime  during  the  summer  of  1920.  The 
power  house  has  been  completed  and  three  other  buildings  are 
under  way.  The  cell  block  building  has  been  roofed  in  and  about 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  partition  work  completed.  The  brick  walls 
of  the  mess  hall  are  up  and  the  interlocking  building  is  above 
the  first  story. 

Between  70  and  100  prisoners  from  Sing  Sing  Prison  were 
employed  at  Wingdale  during  the  year  in  the  preliminary  con- 
struction work,  the  quarry  and  cultivating  the  farm  site. 

Inmates  of  Sing  Sing  Prison  are  doing  much  of  the  prelim- 
inary grading  and  construction  work  for  the  new  buildings  to 
be  erected  there.  Contracts  have  been  let  for  a  new  clinic  an^ 
hospital  building,  interlocking  building  and  mess  hall  and 
kitchen.  The  clinic  building  is  ready  for  the  superstructure, 
the  foundations  for  the  interlocking  building  have  been  com- 
pleted and  the  excavation  for  the  mess  hall  and  kitchen  is  under 
way.  About  300  of  the  cells  in  the  old  cell  block  have  been  torn 
down  and  the  space  is  to  be  devoted  to  storage  purposes. 

On  November  21st  the  old  cart  and  wagon  building  and  the 
building  occupied  by  the  blacksmith  and  machine  shop  were 
destroyed  by  fire.  The  loss  including  contents  is  estimated  at 
about  160,000. 

Sing  Sing  was  erected  originally  by  convicts  from  Auburn 
Prison  in  charge  of  Captain  Elam  Lynds,  a  former  Auburn 
warden  under  authorization  of  an  act  of  Legislature  of  1824,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  State  prison  in  New  York  City  known  as 
Newgate.  Captain  Lynds  took  100  convicts  with  keepers,  guard, 
,  baggage  and  provision  from  Auburn  arriving  at  the  site  of  the 
present  prison  on  May  14,  1825  "without  a  place  to  receive  or 
a  wall  to  enclose  them,*'  according  to  a  report  of  the  government

and  discipline  of  the  prison,  submitted  to  the  Senate  in  March 
1834.  Sing  Sing  at  that  time  was  known  as  Mount  Pleasant 
Prison. 

Describing  the  erection  of  the  prison  this  report  says : 

^^On  the  same  day  a  temporary  barrack  was  erected 
to  receive  the  convicts  at  night;  they  were  then  set  at 
work  building  the  prison,  making  of  each  one  a  carpen- 
ter, mason,  &c.,  and  having  no  means  to  keep  them  in 
obedience,  but  the  rigid  enforcement  of  discipline,  and 
the  firmness  and  energy  exhibited  by  Capt.  Lynds.  Dur- 
ing several  years  the  convicts  whose  numbers  were  grad- 
ually increased,  were  engaged  in  building  their  own 
prison,  which  was  completed  in  1829,  and  contained  800 
cells.  In  consequence  of  the  increase  of  convicts,  owing 
to  the  addition  to  this  prison  district  of  several  counties 
which  were  taken  from  Auburn,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
lieving that  prison  from  too  great  a  press  of  convicts, 
the  Legislature,  by  an  act  passed  April  20, 1830,  author- 
ized the  addition  of  two  hundred  cells  to  the  original 
plan.  This  was  accordingly  accomplished,  by  raising 
the  building  another  story,  and  finally  completed  in 
1831.  In  May,  1828,  there  having  been  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  cells  completed,  the  convicts  in  the  old  prison  at 
New  York,  were  removed  to  Sing  Sing,  and  that  prison 
was  abandoned/' 

Captain  Lynds'  exploit  was  referred  to  in  a  report  to  the 
Xegislature  in  1831  as  ^^the  bold,  daring,  and  difficult  enterprise 
of  constructing  the  prison  on  a  marble  quarry,  in  an  open  field, 
with  the  labor  of  convicts,  unshackled  and  almost  unguarded.'^ 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing,  Auburn  Prison  is  older 
than  Sing  Sing  and  its  cell  block  is  about  on  a  par  with  the  one 
now  being  demolished.  Its  cells  are  small  tomb-like  apertures 
in  the  solid  masonry  and  are  without  modem  sanitary  facilities. 
The  conversion  of  two  cells  into  one  by  tearing  out  the  inter- 
vening partitions  has  been  suggested  and  as  an  illustration  of 
such  Improvement  two  cells  have  been  made  into  one.  Auburn 
has  a  cell  capacity  of  1,282  in  the  men's  prison  and  the  average 
daily  population  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  1,131.  To  carry 
out  the  proposed  improvement  would  reduce  the  number  of  cells 
by  half  and  as  more  than  700  of  the  inmates  are  employed  in  the 
industries  some  plan  for  additional  housing  facilities  would 
have  to  be  worked  out.  The  Commission  has  recommended  that 
eventually  the  prison  be  removed  to  a  site  outside  the  city.  If 
there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  such  a  plan  being  carried  out 
modem  cell  facilities  and  a  central  heating  plant  should  be  pro- 
Tided. 

The  removal  of  the  women's  prison  from  Auburn  and  the 
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conversion  of  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  women  into  quar- 
ters for  men  has  been  advocated  in  former  reports  of  this  Com- 
mission. Because  of  its  small  population,  which  averaged  only 
63  during  the  past  year,  its  per  capita  cost  is  high'  and  the  sug- 
gestion has  been  made  by  women  interested  in  the  institution 
that  the  prison  be  abolished  and  legislation  enacted  to  permit 
the  transfer  of  the  inmates  to  the  reformatories  for  women  af 
Bedford  and  Albion. 

Clinton  Prison,  like  Auburn,  is  old  and  lacks  modern  eelT 
facilities.  These  should  be  provided.  There  was  a  socalie^ 
^^strike"  among  the  inmates  of  the  institution  on  June  16th  when 
several  hundred  of  them  who  were  exercising  in  the  yard  pfter 
dinner  refused  to  return  to  their  work  at  the  customary  time. 
They  remained  in  the  yard  until  the  whistle  blew  in  the  pvenin<r 
when  they  returned  to  their  cells.  Two  hundred  and  fifteen  of 
the  participants  were  locked  in  cells  in  the  south  hall  which  was 
unoccupied  at  the  time  where  they  were  confined  until  they  in- 
dicated a  willingness  to  return  to  work.  The  last  of  the 
"strikers"  were  released  on  November  10th. 

Although  Great  Meadow  Prison  at  Comstock  is  a  compara- 
tively modern  institution,  having  been  first  occupied  in  1911, 
the  plant  has  been  permitted  to  deteriorate  and  it  will  require 
the  expenditure  of  several  thousands  of  dollars  to  put  it  in  good 
condition.  William  J.  Hompr,  agent  and  warden  of  the  insti- 
tution, died  suddenly  October  4th  and  William  Hunt,  formerly 
commissioner  of  charities  and  correction  of  Erie  County,  has 
been  appointed  as  his  successor. 

William  H.  Mover,  agent  and  warden  at  Ring  Sing  Prison, 
was  succeeded  on  April  15th  by  Edward  V.  Brophy,  who  served 
until  December  15th  when  Daniel  J.  Grant  was  named  as  acting 
warden.  Subsequently  Lewis  E.  Lawes,  superintendent  of  the 
New  York  City  Reformatory  for  Male  Misdemeanants  at  New 
Hampton,  was  appointed  warden,  effective  January  1,  1920. 

PRISON    INDUSTRIES 

While  there  are  industries  in  all  four  of  the  State  prisons 
there  is  little  industrial  work  carried  on  at  Great  Meadow, 
where  the  chief  occupation  is  agriculture.  About  500  of  the  1,100 
acres  comprising  the  site  of  this  institution  are  under  cultivation 
in  addition  to  200  acres  which  are  leased.  In  the  summer  tree 
planting,  road  and  quarry  and  institutional  work  furnish  ample 
employment  but  an  industrial  building  is  needed  to  provide  em- 
ployment during  the  winter  months.  An  appropriation  of  $25,- 
000  for  such  a  building  has  been  available  since  1916  but  its 
construction  has  been  delayed.  At  present  there  is  a  mat  shop 
in  operation  in  the  basement  of  one  of  the  cell  blocks  where  a 
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few  men  are  employed.  An  industrial  building  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  Commission  to  assign  more  industries  to  this 
prison.  During  the  year  ice  making  and  the  manufacture  of 
socks  were  assigned  as  additional  industries,  but  only  a  few  men 
are  employed  in  each. 

Until  the  present  year  Great  Meadow  was  not  classed  as 
an  industrial  prison  so  that  its  inmates  received  no  compensation 
for  their  work.  During  the  year,  however,  a  sum  was  set  aside 
by  the  State  Comptroller  as  the  institution's  share  of  the  capital 
fund,  which  is  made  up  of  earnings  from  the  various  industries 
and  the  men  now  rece^sie  the  small  pay  allotted  to  those  in  the 
other  prisons. 

The  principal  industries  at  Auburn  Prison  are  wood  work- 
ing and  cloth  making,  the  products  being  cloth,  blankets,  furni- 
ture and  school  desks.  There  is  a  foundry,  broom,  basket  and 
weave  shop  and  a  bed  and  brass  industry.  Some  new  machin- 
ery has  been  installed  during  the  year  and  efforts  are  being  made 
to  increase  the  output. 

The  Legislature  of  1919  appropriated  f 75,000  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  automobile  number 
plates  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  it  installed  in  time  to  turn  out  the 
plates  for  1920.  This  should  develop  into  a  profitable  industry. 
The  Commission  has  been  actively  interested  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  industry  and  it  was  largely  through  its  efforts  that 
its  establishment  was  brought  about. 

The  industries  at  Clinton  Prison  turn  out  clothing,  yam, 
shirts,  lumber,  tinware,  galvanized  iron  products  and  wheel- 
barrows. A  large  number  of  the  inmates  also  are  employed  at 
institutional  work,  farming,  road  building  and  reforesting. 

The  men  at  Sing  Sing  Prison  make  underwear,  socks,  stock- 
ings, bath  robes,  paiamas,  wrappers,  sheets  and  pillow  cases, 
shoes,  brooms  and  brushes,  cans,  can  carriers,  sash  and  doors 
and  mattresses.  There  is  also  a  print  shop  where  some  state 
printing  is  done. 

The  sales  of  the  industries  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30th  amounted  to  $1,247,493.39  and  the  earnings  were  $240,238.- 
51  as  shown  by  the  following :

These  figures  include  the  earnings  of  the  farms  at  Auburn, 

Great  Meadow  and  Sing  Sing  Prisons  as  well  as  the  Women's 

Prison  at  Auburn. 

The  so-called  capital  fund  was  established  many  years  ago 
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by  the  Legislature  which  appropriated  f  500,000  as  a  revolving 
fund  with  which  to  conduct  the  industries.  To  it  is  added  an- 
nually the  earnings  of  the  various  prisons.  When  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  State  Comptroller  the  amount  on  hand  is  more  than 
is  required,  he  transfers  the  excess  to  the  State  Treasury.  As 
has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  much  of  the  machinery 
in  the  prisons  is  old,  worn  out  or  of  an  obsolete  type.  This 
should  be  replaced  with  modern,  up-to-date  machinery.  Such 
replacement  would  make  it  possible  to  turn  out  better  products 
in  greater  quantities.  There  has  always  been  more  or  less  ob- 
jection to  the  use  of  prison  made  goods  because  many  of  those 
required  to  use  them  claim  they  are  not  as  good  as  are  obtainable 
in  the  open  market.  New  and  modern  machinery  would  aid  in 
bettering  the  quality  of  the  goods  turned  out  and  with  modern 
facilities  the  prisons  ought  to  be  able  to  fill  many  orders  which 
are  now  released  by  this  Commission  because  of  inability  to 
furnish  them  in  sufficient  quantities  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  earnings  of  the  industries 
should  be  used  so  far  as  necessary  to  provide  modern  machinery 
and  equipment  and  that  this  is  more  important  than  that  the 
reports  of  the  several  prisons  should  show  large  profit  balances. 
Modern  equipment  would  give  the  inmate  an  opportunity  of 
learning  to  operate  machines  similar  to  those  in  use  in  progres- 
sive plants  outside  the  prison.  During  the  past  year  some  new 
machinery  has  been  installed,  but  more  is  needed  and  should  be 
provided  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  operation  of  prison  industries  is  subject  to  various 
^  handicaps.  While  the  laborer  in  free  life  works  eight  hours  a 
day,  the  inmates  of  our  prisons  as  a  whole  do  not  work  more 
than  six.  The  schools,  which  are  conducted  during  the  day, 
take  many  men  from  their  work.  Other  interruptions  are  caused 
by  bathing,  barbering,  band  practice,  sick  calls,  visits,  etc.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  months  men  are  taken  from  the  shop  for  road 
work  at  various  camps  and  transfers  from  one  institution  to  an- 
other affect  the  industrial  organization. 

The  Commission  believes  that  so  far  as  possible  the  men 
should  be  compelled  to  put  in  a  full  day  at  their  tasks.  They 
are  given  opportunities  for  recreation  and  entertainment  and 
tire  allowed  various  privileges.  In  return  for  this  they  should 
not  be  permitted  to  shirk  their  work.  The  man  who  shirks  can 
be  penalized  by  withholding  his  time  off  as  compensation  for 
willing  and  efficient  service. 

Although  school  work  as  now  conducted  tends  to  interfere 
with  the  industries,  the  Commission  believes  every  encourage- 
ment should  be  given  to  inmates  to  acquire  at  least  an  elementary 
education.  The  illiterate  in  particular  should  be  compelled  to 
learn  to  read  and  write  the  English  language  before  his  release 
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and  this  should  be  one  of  the  factors  to  be  considered  by  the* 
Parole  Board  in  releasing  him  on  parole. 

The  (Commission  suggests  that  it  would  be  advantageous 
if  it  were  authorized  to  employ  an  Industrial  Agent.  Officials 
in  charge  of  local  institutions  and  of  municipalities  are  con- 
stantly changing  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Commis- 
sion annually  calls  the  attention  of  the  various  state  departments^ 
institutions  and  political  subdivisions  of  the  State  to  the 
fact  that  the  Prison  Law  requires  that  goods  of  a  kind' 
manufactured  in  the  prisons  must  be  purchased  of  the  prisons  un- 
less a  release  is  issued  by  this  Ck)mmission,  new  od^icials  in  many 
cases  claim  to  be  ignorant  of  the  law  and  make  purchases  in 
the  open  market  without  the  knowledge  of  either  this  Commission 
or  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons.  An  energetic  Industrial 
Agent,  we  believe,  would  largely  increase  the  use  of  prison  made 
goods  by  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  their 
obligation  to  purchase  supplies  of  the  prisons.  It  often  happens 
that  payment  for  prison  goods  received  is  held  up,  sometimes 
through  negligence  or  because  of  some  controversy  in  relation  to 
them  between  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  and  the  pur- 
chaser. A  tactful  industrial  agent  would  be  useful  in  assisting 
in  smoothing  out  these  controversies  and  could  render  valuable* 
service  in  securing  prompt  payment. 
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STATE   FARM    FOR   WOMEN 


What  to  do  with  the  State  Farm  for  Women  is  a  problem 
which  remains  to  be  solved.  Designed  originally  as  a  place  of 
detention  for  women  of  thirty  years  of  age  or  more  who  had  been 
convicted  of  a  misdemeanor  five  times  within  a  period  of  two 
years,  it  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  such  inmates  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  1914,  in  charge  of  a  warden  under  the  administration  of 
the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons.  It  comprises  a  tract  of 
about  300  acres  near  Valatie,  Columbia  county  and  was  intended 
to  accommodate  500  inmates,  but  only  two  cottages  were  com- 
pleted. A  few  inmates  from  Great  Meadow  Prison  were  assigned 
to  the  institution  to  do  the  heavy  work  and  later  they  were  suc- 
ceeded by  inmates  from  Auburn.  However,  much  of  the  farm 
work  was  done  by  the  women. 

Early  in  December,  1918,  the  institution  was  turned  over  to 
the  State  Department  of  Health  to  be  used  for  the  treatment  of 
women  with  venereal  diseases  and  the  inmates  were  all  paroled. 
This  experiment  did  not  prove  a  success  as  no  women  were 
sent  for  treatment  as  contemplated  and  the  Legislature  of  1919 
discontinued  the  institution  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
established  pending  final  disposition,  and  directed  that  the  farm 
with  its  stock  and  equipment  be  considered  as  part  of  one  of 
the  state  prisons.  An  appropriation  of  f6,000  was  provided. 
This  became  effective  July  1st  and  the  institution  has  since  that 
time  been  conducted  by  a  superintendent  appointed  by  the  Su- 
X)erintendent  of  State  Prisons  and  has  been  cultivated  by  inmates 
from  Auburn  Prison. 

The  institution  was  originally  established  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Women's  Prison  Association  of  New  York  City. 
They  maintained  that  outdoor  work,  healthful  surroundings,  and 
sympathetic  encouragement  would  do  much  to  reclaim  the  class 
of  women  who  are  continually  being  resentenced  to  penal  in- 
stitutions for  minor  offences.  During  the  period  in  which  it 
was  conducted  as  an  institution  for  this  class  it  was  filled  to 
its  capacity  most  of  the  time.  The  Legislature,  however,  de- 
clined to  make  appropriations  for  additional  cottages  and  build- 
ings as  contemplated  in  the  original  plans  and  with  but  70  or  80 
inmates  it  proved  an  expensive  undertaking. 

The  utilization  of  the  farm  as  a  possible  site  for  the  State 
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Prifioi^  for  Women  at  Aubnrn  has  been  recommended  by  the  Com- 
miflsion  in  former  reports.  Such  a  change  contemplated  the 
administration  of  the  State  Farm  for  Women  and  the  State 
Prison  for  Women  under  the  same  management.  The  decision 
of  the  Legislature  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  State  Farm  as 
originallj  contemplated,  however^  might  make  it  more  advisable 
to  turn  it  over  to  some  other  institution  for  use  as  an  annex  or 
to  utilize  it  as  a  place  for  the  care  of  the  feeble-minded. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  it  could  be  used  to  advantage 
in  the   proposed  reconstruction   of   the  women's   reformatory 
system  as  a  place  for  the  s^regation  and  care  of  mentally  de- 
fective inmates  of  the  State  Reformatory  for  Women  at  Bedford 
Hills. 
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STATE      REFORMATORIES 


Four  reformatories,  two  for  males  and  two  for  females,  are 
maintained  by  the  State.  The  New  York  State  Reformatory 
at  Elmira  and  the  Eastern  New  York  Reformatory  at  Napanoch, 
to  which  male  felons  between  the  ages  of  16  and  30  are  sent,  are 
under  the  same  board  of  managers,  while  the  New  York  State 
Reformatory  for  Women  at  Bedford  Hills  and  the  Western  House 
of  Refuge  at  Albion  are  administered  by  separate  boards. 

The  population  of  these  institutions  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  endhig  June  30,  1918  and  June  30,  1919,  was  as  follows :

Comprehensive  reports  of  inspection  of  the  Elmira  and 
Napanoch  institutions  will  be  found  annexed  to  this  report.  The 
reformatories  for  women  receive  offenders  sixteen  years  of  age 
and  older  convicted  of  felonies  or  lesser  crime  and  are  subject 
to  the  joint  inspection  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  the 
State  Commission  of  Prisons.  The  institution  at  Albion  has  been 
the  subject  of  an  investigation  by  a  Legislative  Committee  dur- 
ing the  past  year.    The  Committee  has  not  yet  made  its  report. 

At  the  request  of  the  Governor  an  investigation  of  the  dis- 
ciplinary methods  in  vogue  at  the  Bedford  Hills  reformatory  is 
being  made  by  Commissioner  John  S.  Kennedy  but  has  not  been 
completed.  In  a  report  of  inspection  of  this  institution,  made 
by  Commissioner  Kennedy  under  date  of  December  14,  1918, 
attention  was  called  to  the  methods  of  discipline  at  that  time 
and  the  Commission  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
that  it  proceed  to  an  immediate  study  of  the  situation  and  sub- 
mit a  plan  for  maintaining  discipline  along  humane  and  scientific 
lines.  Subsequent  developments  at  a  trial  of  one  of  the  inmates 
charged  with  assaulting  a  matron  resulted  in  the  Investigation 
now  under  way. 

The  average  daily  population  at  Elmira  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  was  706,  somewhat  less  than  the  preceding  year  which 
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was  726.  At  Napanoch  the  average  during  the  past  year  was  186 
as  compared  with  205  the  preceding  year.  An  increase  in  the 
I>opTilation  of  both  these  institutions,  however,  is  shown  in  the 
comparative  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  years  1918  and  1919. 

Their  management  continues  along  much  the  same  lines. 
The  inmates  are  kept  well  employed  and  are  given  military  train- 
ing, educational,  vocational  and  physical  training.  Farm  work 
constitutes  an  important  part  of  the  activities  of  both  these 
institutions  and  a  considerable  number  are  employed  at  institu- 
tional work. 

A  few  at  Elmira  are  employed  making  clothing,  stationery 
and  blank  books  and  roasting  coffee.  The  sales  of  these  indus- 
tries during  the  past  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $16,209.19  as  com- 
pared with  115,983.12  the  preceding  year.  The  earnings  were 
92,387.93  as  compared  with  12,775.28.  The  sales  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1918  and  1919,  were  as  follows:

The  Commission  again  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  for  a 
*State  Keformatory  for  Male  Misdemeanants.  The  City  of  New 
York  years  ago  established  an  institution  for  training  its  young 
misdemeanants  which  is  gradually  being  developed  along  modem 
lines  at  New  Hampton,  Orange  county.  Here  young  men  are 
given  educational,  vocational,  agricultural  and  military  training, 
while  the  State  permits  its  youthful  offenders  to  be  sent  to  county 
jails  and  penitentiaries  where  instead  of  being:  trained  along 
useful  lines  they  are  more  likely  to  be  schooled  in  crime.  A 
State  Keformatory  for  Male  Misdemeanants  was  established  by 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  1912,  but  the  appropriation  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site  and  the  beginning  of  the  institution  was  per- 
mitted to  lapse  by  those  having  the  proposed  institution  in  charge 
and  it  has  never  materialized.  We  recommend  that  the  matter 
be  given  your  earnest  consideration. 
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NEW   YORK   CITY    INSTITUTIONS 


The  Department  of  GorrectLoD  of  the  City  of  New  York  ad- 
ministers the  affairs  of  the  penal  institutiomr  ei  the  city  and  is 
in  charge  of  Commissioner  James  A.  Hamilton.  These  instita- 
tions  include  the  Penitentiary  and  Workhouse  on  Blackwell's 
Island,  the  Reformatory  Prison  on  Hart's  Island,  the  Municipal 
Farm  on  Biker's  Island,  the  Reformatory  for  Male  Misdemean- 
ants at  New  Hampton,  Orange  county,  three  city  prisons  in  the 
boroughs  of  Manhattan,  Brooklyn  and  Queens  respectively,  eight 
district  prisons,  a  traffic  detention  prison,  and  a  House  of  De- 
tention for  witnesses. 

In  February,  1919,  Commissioner  Hamilton  sent  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  a  three-year  program  of 
improvements  in  the  institutions  in  the  Department,  the  cost  of 
which  was  estimated  at  |4,256,000  and  which  it  was  proposed  to 
finance  by  corporate  stock  issues  from  1919  to  1921  as  follows:

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In  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
Commissioner  Hamilton  pointed  out  that  for  many  years  the 
correctional  institutions  of  the  city  have  existed  in  a  condition 
which  has  made  impossible  the  carrying  out  of  a  humane  and  en- 
lightened policy  in  the  care  and  betterment  of  those  committed 
to  them.  "The  buildings  are,"  he  said,  "in  most  instances,  non- 
fireproof  and  insanitary,  and  having  been  built  many  years  ago 
are,  in  general,  not  adapted  to  furnish  the  classification  and 
segregation  now  considered  highly  essential  in  the  care  of  the 
offender. 

'TTnder  present  conditions  too  large  a  percentage  of  male 
inmates  are  confined  in  open  segregated  dormitories,  which  type 
of  housing  for  the  adult  is  considered  objectionable. 

"This  Department  has  been  receiving  and  endeavoring  to 
care  for  those  committed  to  its  institutions  in  buildings  which 
do  not  possess  adequate  means  for  making  the  necessary  mental 
and  physical  examinations  and  which  are  without  proper  facili- 
ties for  classification  and  segregation.  The  lack  of  moderniza- 
tion in  this  resi)ect  makes  the  city  of  New  York  compare  un- 
favorably with  many  communities.'' 

The  Commissioner  stated  that  in  order  that  the  modern- 
ization which  was  commenced  by  the  transfer  of  the  New  York 
City  Reformatory  from  Hart's  Island  to  New  Hampton,  Orange 
county,  and  the  purchase  of  a  farm  at  Greycourt  to  be  used  as  a 
women's  farm  colony,  may  be  continued,  funds  should  be  provided 
for  the  proper  equipment  of  these  institutions  which  are  so 
located  as  to  make  their  retention  desirable. 

Additional  funds  are  also  needed  to  provide  clearing  houses 
for  both  the  male  and  female  offenders  where  they  may  be  first 
received  after  conviction,  classified,  seisrregated,  and  given  hos- 
pital treatment  if  necessary  and  then  be  transferred  to  the  in- 
stitution suitable  for  their  care.  The  south  wing  of  the  Work- 
house is  being  remodeled  for  a  clearing:  house  for  females,  and 
alterations  are  contemplated  to  the  industrial  building  of  the 
penitentiary  to  provide  similar  facilities  for  the  males.  In  19t6 
an  appropriation  of  $60,000  was  made  to  reconstruct  the  indus- 
trial building,  but  the  amount  appronriated  proved  inadequate 
and  an  additional  appropriation  of  $20,000  was  asked  by  the 
Commissioner  to  complete  this  work.  Provision  for  such  build- 
ing was  made  mandatory  by  the  Lesrislature  and  the  industries 
have  been  removed  to  Hart's  Island.  The  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  however,  failed  to  authorize  the  funds  in 
question  for  the  new  constniction  in  1919,  but  additional  funds 
have  since  been  allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  remodeling 
of  this  building  as  planned. 

The  principal  new  work  recommended  by  the  Commissioner 
afi  a  part  of  the  general  imnrovement  is  the  complete  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Reformatory  Prison  at  Hart's  Island  and  the  Mu- 
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nidpal  Farm  at  Biker's  Island,  so  that  they  may  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  modern  institutions,  the  first  requisite  being  the 
construction  of  suitable  housing  accommodations  for  the  inmates. 

The  New  York  City  Reformatory  at  New  Hampton  is  de- 
signed to  care  for  young  male  misdemeanants,  and  when  com- 
pleted will  provide  for  the  care  of  the  total  population  of  1,000. 
The  receiying,  classification  and  administration  building  has 
been  practically  completed  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  power 
house,  storage  building,  laundry  building  and  institutional  bath 
house,  industrial  building,  kitchen,  bakery,  mess  hall  and  as- 
sembly hall,  garage  and  shops,  houses  for  attendants,  keeper, 
etc.,  cow  barn,  silo  and  farm  building,  school  buildings,  and 
chapel. 

There  is  now  under  construction  at  the  Women's  Farm  Colony 
at  Greycourt  an  administration  and  housing  building  which 
includes  laundry,  kitchen,  mess  hall,  boiler  room,  infirmary, 
dormitory,  accommodations  for  72  inmates  in  separate  rooms, 
and  a  dormitory  with  accommodations  for  about  50.  A  storage 
building  is  also  in  course  of  construction  and  the  appropriations 
recommended  by  the  Commissioner  are  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing two  additional  wings  to  the  administrational  housing 
building,  school  building  and  auditorium,  housing  building  for 
attendants,  farm  buildings,  detached  housing  buildings  for  150 
inmates,  a  chapel,  and  for  roads  and  outside  work. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  reports  of  this  Commission,  the 
present  buildings  at  the  Municipal  Farm  on  Biker's  Island, 
with  the  exception  of  the  so-called  disciplinary  building,  are  un- 
suitable for  housing  purposes.  They  consist  of  open  dormitories 
of  frame  construction,  built  so  close  to  one  another  that  in  the 
event  of  a  fire  the  results  might  be  disastrous.  The  building 
program  recommended  would  provide  for  housing  facilities  with 
separate  rooms  for  300  inmates,  kitchen  and  mess  hall,  laundry, 
auditorium,  storehouse,  shops,  and  power  house  and  equipment. 

Most  of  the  buildings  at  the  Reformatory  Prison  on  Hart's 
Island  are  old,  inadequate,  and  unsuitable  for  use,  and  the  Com- 
missioner recommends  a  modem  housing  building  containing  cells 
for  about  200  and  additional  buildings  from  year  to  year  on  a 
comprehensive  plan  so  that  ultimately  the  use  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary on  Blackwell's  Island  may  be  discontinued  as  contemplated, 
the  Legislature  having  provided  that  no  new  buildings  for  the 
Department  of  Correction  shall  be  located  there. 

The  report  further  recommends  that  the  southern  point  of 
Hart's  Island,  comprising  about  four  acres  of  privately  owned 
land,  be  purchased.  The  Commissioner  points  out  that  the  prop- 
erty is  at  present  used  for  general  boat  repairs  and  affords  means 
for  the  introduction  of  liquor,  drugs,  and  other  prison  contra- 
band, and  that  the  small  boats  beached  there  offer  a  constant 
temptation  to  inmates  to  escape. 
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Notwithfitanding  the  failure  to  appropriate  the  necessary 
fniids  for  carrying  ont  the  program  recommended^  progress  to- 
ward the  ends  in  view  has  been  made  during  the  past  year.  Work 
on  the  administration  and  storage  buildings  at  Greycourt  has 
eontinned  as  has  the  general  work  of  constructing  the  Reform- 
atory at  New  Hampton. 

The  male  prisoners  in  the  Workhouse  on  Blackwell's  Island 
were  transferred  on  June  28th  to  the  Penitentiary,  the  west  wing 
of  that  institution  having  been  designated  by  the  Commissioner 
of  CJorrection  for  that  purpose.  The  low  population  at  the  Pen- 
itentiary made  this  change  possible. 

On  June  12th  the  women  serving  penitentiary  sentences  in 
the  City  Prison,  Queens,  were  transferred  to  the  Workhouse. 
Mrs.  Mary  M.  Lily  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion and  Warden  Frank  W.  Fox,  who  had  been  in  charge  for 
many  years,  was  transferred  to  the  City  Prison,  Queens.  The 
south  wing  of  the  workhouse,  vacated  by  the  men,  is  being  re- 
modeled into  a  clearing  house  and  hospital  for  women.  It  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  spring. 
As  soon  as  the  institution  at  Greycourt  is  prepared  to  receive 
prisoners,  women  serving  sentences,  particularly  those  who  have 
been  given  hospital  treatment  at  the  Workhouse,  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  Greycourt  so  they  may  be  built  up  physically  at  the 
farm.  During  the  past  summer  women  at  the  Workhouse  have 
been  employed  out  of  doors  for  the  first  time  at  gardening  and 
other  work. 

Under  the  scheme  of  reoi^anization  planned  by  former  Com- 
missioner Burdette  G.  Lewis,  the  Municipal  Farm  at  Riker^s 
Island  was  intended  as  an  institution  for  the  unskilled  and  those 
requiring  work  in  the  open  as  a  part  of  the  treatment  to  rehabil- 
itate them.  Durini?  the  past  year,  however,  there  has  been  a 
change  in  the  functions  of  the  institution  which  is  now  used 
solely  for  the  detention  of  drug  addicts  of  which  there  were 
306  on  December  31,  1919. 

The  Reformatory  Prison  at  Hart's  Island  is  the  industrial 
institution  of  the  department.  Here  brooms,  brushes,  beds, 
shoes  and  clothing  are  manufactured  and  a  print  shop  does  print- 
ing for  the  Departments  of  Correction  and  Charities.  Ice  is  also 
made  for  these  two  departments.  The  institution  has  a  new 
hospital  which  cares  for  inmates  with  tuberculosis.  A  few  boys 
are  transferred  to  this  prison  and  old  crippled  and  infirm  men 
are  also  cared  for  in  a  separate  building.  The  institution  had 
627  inmates  when  last  inspected  on  November  17th. 

At  the  Reformatory  for  Male  Misdemeanants  at  New  Hamp- 
ton young  men  are  given  educational,  vocational,  agricultural 
and  military  training.  Major  Sidney  Brewster,  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent, has  been  placed  in  charge  temporarily.  Lewis  E. 
Lawes,  who  had  been  superintendent  of  the  institution  since 
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its  removal  from  Hart's  Island,  was  appointed  warden  of  Sing 
;Sing,  effective  January  1,  1920. 

The  City  Prison,  Manhattan,  known  as  ''The  Tombs/'  the 
City  Prison,  Brooklyn,  and  the  City  Prison,  Queens,  are  the  in- 
stitutions to  which  those  awaiting  action  by  the  courts  are  com- 
mitted. Minor  offenders  sentenced  to  a  few  days'  imprisonment 
are  also  sent  to  these  prisons.  Persons  prior  to  conviction  can- 
not be  compelled  to  work  and  it  is  necessary  to  assign  prisoners 
serving  sentences  at  the  Workhouse  or  Penitentiary  to  do  the 
institutional  work  at  these  prisons. 

The  eight  district  prisons  and  traffic  detention  prison  are 
in  charge  of  a  warden  who  resides  in  quarters  in  the  Fouth  Dis- 
trict Prison  and  are  used  for  the  temporary  detention  of 
those  held  to  await  the  action  of  the  magistrates'  courts.  Short 
term  prisoners  are  also  sent  to  some  of  these  prisons. 

The  warden  in  charge  of  the  district  prisons  also  has  chaise 
'Of  the  witnesses  detained  in  the  House  of  Detention  for  Male 
Witnesses  at  126-131  Worth  street.  This  institution  occupies  two 
upper  floors  of  a  building  otherwise  occupied  by  offices.  Plans 
for  this  place  of  detention  were  approved  by  the  Commission  dur- 
ing the  war  with  the  understanding  that  it  was  a  temporary 
-expedient  and  that  more  suitable  quarters  would  be  provided 
when  conditions  became  normal.  It  was  first  occupied  December 
"20,  1919.  Prior  to  that  time  it  was  necessary  to  detain  male 
witnesses  in  the  district  prisons.  The  female  witnesses  are  held 
in  the  Fifth  District  Prison. 

The  population  of  the  various  institutions  in  the  Department 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1918  and  June  30, 
1919,  was  as  follows:

Of  the  3,700  inmates  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  3,267  were  males  and  433  females  of  whom  467  males  and  31 
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females  were  awaiting  trial,  2,785  males  and  402  females  were 
serring  sentences,  and  15  males  were  detained  as  witnesses. 

The  Penitentiary  having  been  designated  as  a  receiving  and 
classifying  institution,  most  of  these  prisoners  are  sent  there  and 
redistributed  to  the  other  institutions.  Those  sentenced  for  an 
indeterminate  period  are  released  by  the  Parole  Commission  of 
the  City.  Only  a  comparatively  few  are  given  determinate  sen- 
tences. 

Thousands  of  unfortunates  pass  through  these  institutions 
annually.  Ordinarily,  more  persons  are  admitted  to  New  York 
City's  penal  institutions  than  through  all  the  state  prisons,  re- 
formatories, penitentiaries  and  county  jails.  Beports  show  that 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  48,702  males  and  10,595  females,  a 
total  of  59,297,  were  admitted  to  the  institutions  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Correction,  1,719  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

Detailed  reports  of  inspection  of  these  institutions  will  be 
found  annexed  to  this  report. 
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NEW  YORK  CITY  POLICE  STATION; 


There  are  eighty-four  precinct  police  stations  in  New  Yort 
City,  thirty  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan,  ten  in  the  Bronx, 
four  in  Richmond,  thirty-one  in  Brookljii,  and  nine  in  Queens. 
With  the  exception  of  the  77th  precinct  at  Prospect  Park,  these 
station  houses  and  jails  are  in  charge  of  the  Police  Commissioner. 
On  October  Ist  the  99th  precinct  with  station  house  and  jail  at 
132  Flushing  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  was  abolished  and  its  work 
divided  between  the  96th,  97th  and  98th  precincts. 

Kot  all  of  the  jails  in  connection  with  the  station  houses 
are  in  use.  No  prisoners  are  detained  in  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  10th, 
17th,  21st,  22nd,  29th,  33rd,  35th,  38th  and  42nd  precincts  in  Man- 
hattan, the  45th  in  the  Bronx,  the  60th,  63rd  and  66th  in  Rich- 
mond, the  73rd,  80th,  90th  and  91st  in  Brooklyn,  and  the  116th 
in  Queens. 

Appropriations  have  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  for  new  station  houses  and  jails  in  the  26th 
precinct,  Manhattan,  the  66th  Richmond,  and  the  92nd  and  105th 
in  Brooklyn,  plans  for  which  are  being  prepared.  The  station 
house  in  the  26th  precinct  at  345  West  47th  street  is  old  and  the 
precinct  is  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  city.  With  an  appropriation 
of  1200,000  available,  a  site  has  been  selected  for  the  new  build- 
ing which  will  be  of  modem  construction  with  jail  accommoda- 
tions for  males  and  females. 

The  jail  in  the  66th  precinct  at  Stapleton  was  closed  by  the 
Commission  in  1918  because  it  was  found  to  be  inadequate  and 
insanitary.  The  65th  at  West  Brighton  is  the  only  precinct  in 
the  borough  of  Richmond  where  prisoners  are  detained.  The 
other  station  houses  are  at  New  Dorp  and  Tottenville.  The  new 
station  bouse  and  jail  in  the  66th  precinct  will  care  for  both 
males  and  females  and  an  appropriation  of  |175,000  for  its  con- 
struction has  been  made  available. 

The  station  house  and  jail  in  the  92nd  precinct  at  318 
Adams  street,  Brooklyn,  is  inadequate  and  unfit  for  detention 
purposes.  An  appropriation  of  $250,000  has  been  made  for  a 
general  headquarters  and  jail  in  this  precinct.  Meanwhile,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Commission,  female  prisoners  arrested 
in  the  precinct  are  being  sent  to  the  jail  in  the  93rd  precinct  at 
74  Poplar  street  which  has  well  equipped  quarters  for  their  de- 
tention. 
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The  105th  precinct  station  and  jail  at  145  Greenpoint  avenue 

been  described  as  one  of  the  worst  in  the  borough  of  Brook- 
lyn. The  sum  of  |175,000  has  been  appropriated  for  a  site  and 
new  building  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  precinct.  The  de- 
partment contemplates  sending  persons  under  arrest  to  the  101st 
precinct,  and  it  is  possible  that  no  jail  will  be  provided  in  the 
new  building. 

The  Police  Department  requested  approximately  |1,750,000 
for  construction  and  repairs  in  the  various  precincts  for  1920 
and  was  allowed  |1435,500  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment. 

During  the  past  year  67  inspections  of  jails  and  police  sta- 
tions were  made  and  reports  sent  to  the  Police  Commissioner 
with  recommendations  for  improvements.  So  far  as  funds  were 
available,  many  of  these  recommendations  have  been  carried  out 
and  the  Commission  has  been  assured  that  more  improvements 
will  be  made  during  the  coming  year.  Many  of  the  jails  are  in 
need  of  paint  and  the  plumbing  in  several  of  them  is  of  an 
obsolete  type.  The  reports  show  that  most  of  the  jails  are  well 
kept  by  those  in  charge. 

Attention  has  been  called  in  some  of  these  reports,  as  well 
as  reports  of  inspection  of  detention  quarters  in  connection  with 
magistrates'  courts,  to  failure  to  provide  food  for  prisoners  de- 
tained for  any  considerable  length  of  time.  A  conference  was 
held  in  September  between  representatives  of  the  Magistrates' 
Courts,  the  Department  of  Correction,  Police  Department,  and 
the  Gommission,  at  which  time  it  was  agreed  that  the  responsi- 
bility for  feeding  prisoners  in  the  Magistrates'  Courts  would  be 
assumed  by  the  Board  of  City  Magistrates.  A  request  was  made 
for  an  appropriation  of  |1,000  for  this  purpose  which  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  declined  to  allow.  Subsequently, 
the  Commission  took  up  the  matter  with  the  Mayor  and  was  in- 
formed that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  had  ap- 
propriated f  160  for  the  use  of  the  Police  Department  for  feeding 
prisoners  and  that  the  Board  deemed  this  sum  ample. 

Detailed  reports  of  inspection  of  the  various  station  houses 
and  jails  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report 
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PENITENTIARIES 


The  counties  of  Albany,  Erie,  Monroe,  Onondaga  and  West- 
chester continue  to  maintain  penitentiaries  to  which  are  com- 
mitted prisoners  from  these  counties  and  from  such  others  as 
may  contract  for  the  care  of  their  offenders.  The  Penitentiary  on 
Blackwell's  Island  which  is  conducted  by  the  city  of  New  York 
is  not  included  in  the  penitentiary  group  in  this  report. 

The  Westchester  County  Penitentiary  and  Workhouse,  which 
was  leased  to  the  Federal  Government  for  hospital  purposes 
during  the  war,  has  been  reopened  as  a  penitentiary.  The  in- 
stitution was  officially  closed  on  October  10,  1918,  and  the  of- 
ficial reopening  was  September  19,  1919. 

It  is  a  rather  curious  fact  that  the  number  of  prisoners  in 
custody  in  penitentiaries  on  June  30,  1919,  was  794,  one  more 
than  on  June  30,  1918,  and  that  the  number  received  during  the 
year  was  8,541,  or  one  less  than  the  number  discharged. 

The  population  of  the  various  penitentiaries  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  was  as  follows:

The  average  daily  population  during  the  year  was  905;  the 
highest,  1,229;  and  the  lowest,  618.  There  were  8,542  received 
and  8,541  discharged.  Seventeen  died  and  12  were  transferred 
to  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane.  The  total  cell  capacity  of 
the  five  penitentiaries  is  2,232.

The  expense  of  conducting  these  institutions  is  paid  largely 
by  the  coHnties  which  maintain  them  and  in  part  by  the  Federal 
and  State  government  and  the  counties  with  which  they  have 
contracts.  The  rate  paid  by  the  Federal  Government  for  the 
maintenance  of  prisoners  committed  to  the  penitentiaries  varies. 
Albany  County  receives  |3.50  per  week,  Erie  |2.80,  Monroe  and 
Onondaga  (3.15,  and  Westchester  $3.75.  The  rate  paid  by  the 
State  for  the  maintenance  of  tramps  convicted  under  section 
2370  of  the  penal  law  and  for  felons  who  receive  penitentiary 
sentences  is  fixed  by  statute  at  60  cents  per  day  or  |4.20  per  week. 

The  Commission  believes  the  Federal  Government  should 
pay  a  uniform  rate  for  the  maintenance  of  its  prisoners  in  pen- 
itentiaries. With  the  present  high  cost  of  food  and  clothing 
some  of  the  counties  would  appear  to  be  caring  for  United  States 
prisoners  at  a  loss. 

The  rates  per  week  paid  by  counties  having  contracts  with 
penitentiaries  are  as  follows :  Albany  ^.00 ;  Erie  f 4.50 ;  Monroe 
14.00 ;  Onondaga  |4.00 ;  Westchester  |3.99. 

The  amounts  received  by  the  five  penitentiaries  for  the  main- 
tenance of  Federal,  State  and  County  prisoners  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  were  as  follows:

It  cost  the  five  counties  $457,843.09  to  maintain  their  peni- 
tentiaries, and  the  receipts,  not  including  the  amounts  contrib- 
uted by  the  five  counties,  were  f  138,601 .34.  These  receipts  and 
expenditures  were  as  follows :

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The  Commission  has  recommended  in  previous  reports  that 
the  State  take  over  these  penitentiaries  and  conduct  them  as 
State  workhouses.  Although  the  State  contributes  large  amounts 
annually  to  their  maintenance,  it  has  no  part  in  their  manage- 
ment other  than  the  power  of  visitation  and  inspection  by  this 
Commission.  The  Commission  has  not  changed  its  belief  with 
respect  to  taking  over  these  institutions,  but  in  view  of  the 
unsettled  conditions  and  the  present  heavy  financial  burdens  it 
does  not  recommend  such  an  undertaking  at  this  time. 

HBALTH 

Many  of  the  inmates  received  at  penitentiaries  are  old, 
decrepit  or  diseased,  and  if  able  to  work  at  all,  can  be  utilized 
only  for  light  tasks.  Many  of  them  are  so-called  "rounders" 
who  are  sentenced  to  these  institutions  again  and  again.  For 
instance,  one  man  in  the  Albany  County  Penitentiary  was  re- 
ported to  have  been  committed  more  than  forty  times.  The 
continued  expense  to  the  counties  because  of  the  arrests,  trial 
and  conmitment  of  this  class  of  recidivists  must  necessarily  be 
great.  Commenting  on  this  situation,  Commissioner  Kennedy 
in  a  report  of  inspection  of  the  Albany  County  Penitentiary  says : 

"From   the   studies   made   by  the   Commission,   it 
seems  apparent  that  a  number  of  these  recidivists  are 
of  the  feeble-minded  type,  who  should  be  disposed  of 
by  the  proper  authorities  upon  the  termination  of  their 
present  sentence.     It  is  recommended  that  an  examin- 
ation of  a  number  of  these  recidivists  be  made  by  a  com- 
petent psychiatrist,  and,  as  the  county  has  an  authority 
on  this  subject,  it  would  not  be  a  diifficult  proposition 
to   have   this   examination   undertaken   and   it   would 
seem  well  worth  having.    The  result  might  be  that  a 
number  of  men  who  are  constantly  being  returned  at 
great  expense  to  the  penitentiary  might  be  disposed 
of  in  another  way  and  the  repeated  arrests  ended." 
At  the  Onondaga  County  Penitentiary  inmates  upon  ad- 
mission are  given  a  physical  examination.     While  the  mental 
examination  is  not  as  thorough  as  that  given  in  some  Other 
institutions,  it  nevertheless  is  said  to  be  an  aid  to  the  peni- 
tentiary authorities  in  the  assignment  of  the  prisoner  to  his 
or  her  task,  and  is  to  be  commended. 

In  the  Erie  County  Penitentiary  not  all  of  the  prisoners 
admitted  are  examined  physically.  The  physician  says  it  has 
never  been  practical  to  examine  them  all  because  the  great 
majority  are  committed  for  minor  offenses  for  a  term  of  five 
or  ten  days.  The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  that  institu- 
tion for  the  past  fiscal  year,  however,  shows  that  of  5,606  in- 
mates admitted,  265  were  sentenced  for  not  exceeding  ten  days, 
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while  486  were  sentenced  for  thirty  days,  177  for  sixty  days, 
and  many  for  longer  terms. 

The  Commission  believes  that  every  inmate  committed  to 
a  penal  institution  should  be  examined  to  determine  whether 
or  not  he  or  she  is  diseased,  so  that  if  found  to  have  a  contagious 
or  infectious  disease  they  may  be  properly  segregated. 

EDUCATION 

The  Commission  has  also  recommended  that  the  inmates 
of  penitentiaries  should  be  given  educational  advantages.  While 
it  is  true  that  many  of  those  admitted  are  old  and  incapable  of 
learning,  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  young  and  more 
promising  inmates  who  should  be  given  at  least  the  rudiments 
of  an  education. 

Of  the  8,542  prisoners  received  during  the  fiscal  year,  3,079 
were  foreign  bom  and  393  illiterate.  The  necessity  for  teaching 
the  foreign  born  and  illiterates  is  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent  in  these  times  of  unrest  and  the  penitentiaries  would 
appear  to  present  a  fertile  field  along  these  lines. 

EMPLOYMENT 

With  the  reduced  population  the  problem  of  keeping  all 
the  inmates  employed  is  no  longer  acute.  All  of  the  peni- 
tentiaries have  farms  on  which  many  are  employed  during  the 
summer  season.  Albany  cultivates  a  small  acreage,  but  the 
authorities  contemplate  the  eventual  abandonment  of  the  peni- 
tentiary and  the  construction  of  a  county  jail  on  a  farm  site 
near  the  city.  The  Commission  has  urged  the  county  author- 
ities to  procure  a  site  as  soon  as  conditions  permit,  so  that, 
even  if  the  new  jail  is  not  built  in  the  near  future,  the  land  will 
be  available  for  cultivation  by  prison  labor. 

Erie  County  has  a  jail  farm  of  746  acres  in  the  town  of 
Alden,  a  few  miles  from  Buffalo,  which  is  being  developed  and 
improved  by  inmate  labor.  It  is  planned  eventually  to  remove 
the  penitentiary  from  the  city  to  this  farm,  and  the  Commission 
has  ui^ed  that  the  project  be  consummated  at  an  early  date. 
Tn  addition  to  farm  work  the  inmates  are  employed  at  road 
building  when  weather  conditions  permit,  but  there  is  neces- 
miily  considerable  idleness  during  the  winter  months  among 
the  inmates  of  the  penitentiary  in  Buffalo. 

In  Monroe  county  farming  constitutes  the  chief  employ- 
ment. About  450  acres  were  under  cultivation  the  past  year. 
In  his  report  to  t^ie  Board  of  Supervisors  the  superintendent 
states  that  the  cash  receipts  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1919,  were  (97,536.55,  and  the  total  expenditures  for  the  year 
f8?,191.34,  showing  receipts  in  excess  of  expenditures  of  |12r 
345.21,  whi£h  did  uot  include  (5,000  due  from  insurance.  "Dur- 
ing the  year,**  says  the  report,  "one  of  the  lai^e  buildings  used 
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for  storage  purposes  was  damaged  by  fire  which,  together  with 
its  contents,  amounted  to  |5,000.  The  building  has  been  re- 
paired and  its  contents  replaced,  the  amount  for  which  is  in- 
cluded in  the  disbursements." 

This  is  a  splendid  showing. 

Onondaga  has  a  farm  of  about  100  acres,  but  more  land 
could  be  cultivated  to  advantage.  The  institution  has  a  stone 
quarry,  a  stone  crushing  plant  which  affords  employment 
throughout  the  year.  Owing  to  the  low  population  during  the 
past  year  no  road  work  was  done. 

Westchester  has  a  600  acre  site  which  affords  varied  em- 
ployment. As  the  institution  did  not  reopen  until  September 
there  were  no  farming  operations  by  prisoners  during  the  past 
year.  ;       f-*^ 

It  takes  quite  a  number  of  inmates  to  care  for  these  institu- 
tions, apart  from  the  other  activities  in  which  they  are  engaged. 
There  is  some  idleness  in  winter,  but  on  the  whole  with  the 
low  population  the  inmates  have  been  fairly  well  employed. 

OPINIONS    AFFECTING    PBNITBNTIARIBS 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  the  superintendent  of  the 
Westchester  County  Penitentiary  the  Attorney-General  in  an 
opinion  holds  that  for  the  purpose  of  imprisonment  of  mis- 
demeanants in  the  county  of  Westchester  that  institution  is 
constituted  a  county  jail;  that  for  the  reception  and  detention 
of  prisoners  sent  to  it  from  other  counties  under  sentence  for 
periods  of  less  than  six  months  it  is  likewise,  a  county  jail; 
that  it  is  within  the  meaning  of  section  250  of  the  Prison  Law 
so  far  as  it  affects  the  right  of  convicts  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment therein  by  any  court  or  magistrate  in  Westchester;  and 
that  they  are  entitled  to  compensation  provided  in  said  section 
as  are  prisoners  sent  from  other  counties  for  periods  of  less 
than  six  months. 

The  Attorney-General  points  out  that  while  a  penitentiary 
is  not  a  "county  jail  or  a  county  farm,"  as  defined  by  lexicog- 
raphers, he  believes  for  certain  and  definite  prescribed  pur- 
poses, such  as  the  detention  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  it  for  less 
than  six  months,  it  is  performing  the  functions  of  a  county 
jail.  Copies  of  this  opinion  were  sent  by  the  Commission  to 
the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  other  i)enitentiaries. 

In  another  opinion  the  Attorney-General  holds  that  sec- 
tion 2193  of  the  Penal  Law  as  amended  by  chapter  410  of  the 
Laws  of  1919,  which  provides  that  the  time  spent  in  jail  before 
conviction  shall  be  allowed  in  addition  to  time  allowed  for 
good  conduct  and  earned  as  compensation  under  article  9  of 
the  Prison  Law,  applies  to  persons  sentenced  to  a  state  prison 
or  penitentiary  only  and  does  not  apply  to  persons  confined  or 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  or  jail  farm. 
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COUNTY   JAILS 


No  new  coimty  jails  have  been  constructed  during  the  past 
year^  but  improyements  have  been  made  in  sanitary  and  other  con- 
ditions in  several,  including  those  in  the  counties  of  Albany, 
Bronx,  Broome,  Erie,  Ontario,  Orleans,  Otsego,  Bockland,  Sara- 
togSLy  Schoharie,  Steuben,  Sullivan  and  Washington.  Painting  and 
minor  repairs  have  been  made  in  several  others.  There  are  68 
county  jails  in  the  State  used  as  places  of  detention  for  those  serv- 
ing sentences,  awaiting  trial  or  examination,  witnesses,  and  debt- 
ors. Oneida  County  has  two  jails,  one  at  Borne  and  another  at 
Utica,  and  maintains  a  jail  farm  near  Bome.  Orange  County  has 
two,  at  Goshen  and  Newburgh.  Seneca  has  a  jail  at  Waterloo 
which  is  modem  and  adequate  for  the  needs  of  tiie  county,  while 
the  one  at  Ovid  is  old  and  should  be  abandoned.  At  present  the 
Ovid  jail  is  said  to  be  used  only  during  court  week  and  for  an 
occasional  local  prisoner.  Washington  Coimty  has  a  jail  at 
Salem  and  maintains  a  court  house  jail  at  Hudson  Falls.  In 
Albany  and  Onondaga  counties  the  principal  jails  are  located 
in  the  penitentiary  buildings  and  in  addition  court  house  jails 
are  maintained  where  prisoners  are  detained  temporarily  during 
sessions  of  court. 

Proceedings  are  now  pending  before  the  Appellate  Division 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  Second  Department,  to  compel  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  Nassau  county  to  provide  a  jail  with  sufficient 
accommodations  to  permit  the  sheriff  to  classify  the  prisoners 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Prison  Law.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  Hon.  William  B.  Dickey,  as  official-referee, 
who  has  reported  in  favor  of  enlarging  the  jail  but  not  to  the 
extent  recommended  by  the  Commission.  The  report  has  not 
as  yet  been  affirmed. 

Plans  for  improving  the  Clinton  County  Jail  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  agreed 
to  make  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  but  have  failed  to 
do  so.  At  the  request  of  the  Commission  the  Attorney-General 
has  instituted  an  action  in  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  Third  Department,  to  compel  the  Board  to  provide  an 
adequate  and  sanitary  jail  and  the  proceedings  are  pending. 

The  Dutchess  County  Jail  is  located  on  the  top  floor  of  the 
court  house  at  Poughkeepsie.  A  committee  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, appointed  to  investigate  the  proposed  removal  of  the 
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jail  to  a  farm  site,  has  had  plans  for  a  new  jail  prepared  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  160,000  and  an  option  on  a  farm  has  been 
secured.  There  has  been  such  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  pris- 
oners in  the  jail  during  the  past  year,  however,  that  the  Board  is 
waiting  to  determine,  if  possible,  what  the  future  needs  of  the 
county  will  be.  The  average  daily  population  of  the  jail  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  was  20. 

Boards  of  supervisors  in  Columbia,  Cortland,  Herkimer, 
Niagara,  Rockland  and  Schuyler  counties  have  been  notified  to 
show  cause  why  jail  conditions  in  their  respective  counties  should 
not  be  improved,  and  these  proceedings  are  still  pending.  In 
Columbia  county  the  jail  was  reported  as  not  being  sufficiently 
heated  and  the  Board  has  taken  steps  to  remedy  conditions. 

Cortland  county  contemplates  the  erection  of  new  court 
house  and  jail  buildings  on  the  site  of  the  State  normal  school, 
the  school  having  been  destroyed  by  fire  during  the  year.  It  will 
require  action  by  the  Legislature  to  secure  the  site.  The  present 
jail  is  old  and  inadequate. 

In  Herkimer  county  the  Commission  has  recommended  san- 
itary plumbing  in  the  cells  and  has  asked  the  Board  not  to  accept 
local  police  prisoners  in  the  jail. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  remodeling  an  almshouse  build- 
ing on  the  Niagara  County  Jail  farm  have  been  approved  which, 
when  completed,  will  provide  housing  facilities  for  prisoners 
employed  on  the  farm.  This  should  have  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  population  in  the  jail  at  Lockport  so  as  to  permit  a  legal 
classification  of  prisoners. 

The  Rockland  county  Board  of  Supervisors  plans  to  make  im- 
provements to  the  jail  in  that  county  so  as  to  provide  legal  classi- 
fication of  prisoners  as  soon  as  funds  are  available. 

The  Schuyler  County  Jail  is  old  and  unfit  for  use.  Very  few 
prisoners  are  detained,  however,  and  part  of  the  time  the  jail 
is  unoccupied.  The  Board  has  promised  to  make  some  improve- 
ments so  afii  to  make  it  more  habitable. 

BMPLOYMBNT 

In  previous  reports  the  Commission  has  emphasized  the 
importance  of  keeping  every  able-bodied  sentenced  prisoner  em- 
ployed. Farm  work  has  been  advocated  for  the  reason  that  the 
exercise  in  the  open  tends  to  improve  the  men  physically  and 
mentally  and  the  products  of  the  farm  furnish  wholesome  food 
for  the  inmates  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  thereby  reduced. 
The  decrease  in  the  number  of  prisoners  in  many  of  the  jails 
has  had  the  effect  of  lessening  production,  but  good  reports  have 
been  received  from  a  number  of  counties. 

Jail  farms  are  operated  by  prison  labor  in  Cattaraugus, 
Chenango,  Bssex,  Franklin,  Jefferson,  Madison,  Nassau,  Niagara, 
Oneida,.  Orange,  Oswego,  Rensselaer  and  St  Lawrence  counties. 
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In  Broome,  FoltoDy  Genesee,  Ontario,  Orleang,  Otsego,  Steuben 
and  SnfiFolk  counties  prisoners  have  aided  in  cultivationg  county 
farms.  Gardening  in  a  small  way  was  done  in  Allegany,  Chau- 
tauqua, Lewis,  Livingston,  Saratoga  and  Warren  counties. 

In  addition  to  farming,  prisoners  in  Oneida  county  cut  and 
sawed  250  cords  of  wood,  filled  the  ice  house  at  the  county  hos- 
pital, and  did  other  work.  The  jail  farm  at  Bome  showed  a  profit 
for  the  year,  according  to  the  sheriiPs  report,  of  {3,356.22. 
Before  the  farm  was  purchased  a  few  years  ago  the  prisoners 
were  permitted  to  idle  away  their  time  in  their  cells. 

The  Madison  County  Jail  farm  showed  a  profit  of  91,675.25, 
and  Franklin  county's  net  gain  from  its  farm  was  91,010.52. 
J^erson  and  other  counties  report  satisfactory  results. 

The  Attorney-General,  in  an  opinion  recentiiy  rendered,  holds 
that  farm  products  from  county  jails  or  county  farms  may  be 
disposed  of  as  will  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  county.  Under 
this  ruling  counties  will  be  permitted  to  sell  surplus  products 
in  the  open  market. 

In  some  of  the  jails  where  the  population  has  been  low  the 
inmates  have  been  fully  employed  in  doing  the  institutional  work. 
At  times  during  the  past  fiscal  year  there  were  no  prisoners  in 
the  jails  in  Allegany,  Cortland,  Greene,  Lewis,  Orleans,  Putnam, 
Schoharie,  Schuyler,  Tompkins,  Wayne,  Wyoming  and  Tates 
counties. 

DBTBNTION  OF  THB  INSANE 

The  question  having  arisen  as  to  whether  the  detention  of 
an  alleged  insane  or  insane  person  in  a  county  jail  constitutes  a 
violation  of  section  87  of  the  Insanity  Law,  an  ppinion  was  re- 
quesrted  of  the  Attorney-General.  The  section  in  question  reads 
in  part  as  follows: 

^^n  no  case  shall  any  insane  person  be  confined  in 
any  other  place  than  a  state  hospital  or  duly  licensed  in- 
stitution for  the  insane,  for  a  period  longer  than  ten 
days,  nor  shall  such  person  be  committed  as  a  disorderly 
person  to  any  prison,  jail  or  lockup  for  criminals.*' 
The  Attorney-General  holds  that  "an  insane  or  allied  in- 
sane person  should  not  be  temporarily  incarcerated  in  a  jail  or 
lockup  pending  a  determination  as  to  his  or  her  insanity." 

"Insane  people  are  mentally  ill,"  says  the  opinion,  "and  are 
not  primarily  in  need  of  attention  such  as  an  ordinary  jail  and 
its  staff  might  be  able  to  render.  Especially  is  this  true  in  an 
emergency  case.  Under  section  87  of  the  Insanity  Law  alleged 
insane  persons  who  are  confined  in  jails  awaiting  a  determination 
as  to  their  insanity  are  not  accused  of  any  crime.  Incarceration 
in  any  jail  which  in  any  manner  leaves  with  such  insane  person 
an  impression  that  he  is  confined  in  an  institution  with  and  for 
criminals  adds  to  the  belief  of  persecution  on  the  part  of  the 
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insane,  which  illusion  is  one  of  the  basic  ideas  which  penneates 
the  mind  of  the  insane  person.'' 

The  Attorney-General  points  out  that  the  intended  place 
of  confinement  under  the  statute  is  one  where  the  insane  person 
shall  be  '^cared  for  in  a  place  suitable  for  the  comfortable,  safe 
and  humane  confinement  of  such  person''  pending  a  determina- 
tion as  to  his  sanity  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  health  ofiFicer 
to  select  some  suitable  person  to  act  as  attendant. 

He  further  states  that  pursuant  to  chapter  307  of  the  laws 
of  1914  any  health  officer  in  the  State  can,  upon  what  is  known 
as  an  emergency  certificate,  secure  immediate  admission  for  the 
insane  either  to  a  private  licensed  institution  for  the  insane  or 
to  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  his  examination  and  com- 
mitment thereafter  to  take  place  within  ten  days  from  the  date 
of  admission. 

Copies  of  the  opinion  were  sent  by  the  Commission  to  sher- 
ifiFs  and  police  officers  throughout  the  State. 

Some  question  having  arisen  as  to  whether  the  five  days' 
commutation  per  month,  as  provided  by  section  250  of  the  Prison 
Law,  as  amended  by  chapter  193  of  the  laws  of  1919,  are  to  be 
computed  only  for  the  months  subsequent  to  the  sentence  of  a 
prisoner  or  also  for  the  time  he  or  she  spends  in  a  jail  prior  to 
sentence,  the  Commission  requested  an  opinion  from  the  At- 
torney-General, whose  reply  holds  that  the  law  relates  only  to 
persons  who  are  confined  in  a  county  jail  or  farm  for  a  definite 
term  and  is  intended  to  apply  only  to  persons  confined  after  and 
under  judgment  of  conviction. 

NASSAU  COUNTY  JAIL 

Reports  of  alleged  lax  conditions  in  the  management  of  the 
Nassau  County  Jail  were  investigated  by  a  special  committee  of 
the  Commission  during  the  summer,  the  investigation  being 
directed  particularly  to  circumstances  surrounding  the  suicide 
of  a  prisoner  who  had  been  convicted  of  murder.  The  Commis- 
sion's conclusions  in  the  matter  were  as  follows : 

"The  Commission,  having  received  reports  of  a 
majority  and  a  minority  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
investigate  into  the  alleged  lax  conditions  of  the  man- 
agement of  the  Nassau  County  Jail,  and  having  ordered 
them  spread  upon  the  minutes,  determines: 

"After  the  careful  investigation  made  by  the  com- 
mittee, occupying  four  days,  in  which  the  committee 
was  assisted  by  counsel,  it  was  unable  to  determine  the 
manner  in  which  Br.  Walter  K.  Wilkins  secured  the 
rope  with  which  he  accomplished  his  suicide  on  June 
29th. 

"The  investigation  developed  that  there  was  laxity 
in  the  management  of  the  jail  and  lack  of  understand- 
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ing  and  observance  of  the  rules  promulgated  by  the 
former  sherifiF  and  continued  by  the  present  sheriff. 
The  C/ommission  found  that  due  diligence  was  not  ex- 
ercised in  the  custody  and  supervision  of  Dr.  Wilkins 
after  the  time  of  his  conviction  in  court.  The  Commis- 
sion has  directed  that  the  sheriff  immediately  proceed 
to  the  formulation  of  new  rules,  which  will  provide  for 
proper  assignment  and  complete  understanding  of 
duties  of  each  employee  of  the  jail,  and  for  the  main- 
tenance of  discipline  and  lawful  custody  of  the  prisoners 
committed  to  this  jail. 

**The  investigation  developed  that  the  law  was 
violated  in  the  improper  segregation  of  prisoners.  The 
Commission  has  for  several  years  called  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  of  Nassau  to 
the  fact  that  the  County  Law  was  being  violated  in  that 
the  jail  does  not  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the 
separation  and  classification  of  prisoners,  as  required 
by  this  law,  and  court  proceedings  to  remedy  these 
illegal  conditions  now  pending. 

"The  Commission  believes  that  much  of  the  trouble 
and  cause  for  complaint  which  has  existed  in  the 
Nassau  County  Jail  is  due  to  the  lack  of  adequate  facil- 
ities to  provide  for  the  legal  classification  of  prisoners. 

"The  matter  of  alleged  lax  conditions  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  Nassau  County  Jail  is  now  formally  be- 
fore the  Governor  on  charges  preferred  by  the  Nassau 
County  Association.  The  Commission,  having  in  mind 
that  the  power  of  hearing  and  removal  lies  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  the  Governor,  refrains  from  expressing 
any  recommendation  as  to  whether  or  not  the  condi- 
tions which  were  testified  to  before  the  committee  are 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  removal  of  the  sheriff." 
The  sheriff  was  subsequently  removed  from  office  by  the 
Governor. 

POPULATION  AND   COST 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th  there  were 
953  males  and  76  females  in  custody  in  the  various  county  jails 
as  compared  with  1,089  males  and  106  females  on  the  same 
date  the  preceding  year.  There  were  admitted  to  the  jails  dur- 
ing the  year  26,078  males  and  2,440  females  as  compared  with 
29,061  males  and  2,256  females  the  preceding  year.  Of  those 
in  custody,  432  males  and  39  females  were  held  for  trial,  483 
males  and  31  females  were  convicted  of  crime,  21  males  and  6 
females  were  detained  as  witnesses,  and  17  males  as  debtors. 
Nineteen  males  and  2  females  died  during  the  year,  and  109  males 
and  9  females  were  sent  to  state  hospitals  for  the  insane. 
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The  mounting  cost  of  foodstuffs  is  reflected  in  the  reports 
of  sheriffs  of  the  cost  of  boarding  prisoners.  Accurate  inform- 
ation is  not  available  from  all  the  counties,  as  some  of  them 
furnish  maintenance  to  the  sheriff  and  family  and  a  separate 
account  of  the  cost  of  prisoners'  food  is  not  kept.  Of  the  54 
counties  which  reported  this  information,  however,  the  average 
cost  of  prisoners'  board  was  (3.24  as  compared  with  |2.98  re- 
ported by  50  counties  the  preceding  year.  Those  reporting  a 
rate  under  f  2.00  per  week  were :  Genesee  |1.60 ;  Ontario  |1.63 ; 
St.  Lawrence  tl.69;  Onedia  |1.97;  Oswego  |1.97.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  of  these  Ave  counties  St.  Lawrence,  Oneida 
and  Oswego  conduct  jail  farms  and  Genesee  and  Ontario  employ 
their  prisoners  on  the  county  farm. 

The  highest  rate  reported  was  |10.50  in  Hamilton  county 
where  but  one  prisoner  was  admitted  during  the  year.  Others 
reporting  costs  of  fS.OO  or  more  were:  Schoharie  t5.00;  Del- 
aware 15.01;  Queens  |5.25;  Richmond  t5.60;  and  Yates  f5.87. 

In  our  inspection  of  county  jails  we  occasionally  find  that 
juveniles,  particularly  young  girls,  are  detained  for  considerable 
periods  awaiting  the  disposition  of  their  cases  or  transfer  to 
other  institutions.  We  recommend  amendments  to  the  Penal 
and  State  Charities  laws  to  prevent  this  practice. 
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CITY     JAILS     AND     TOWN     AND 

VILLAGE     LOCKUPS 


There  were  82  city  jails  and  348  town  and  village  lockups 
on  the  Commission's  records,  outside  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
a)n  December  31,  1919.  During  the  year  248  inspections  were 
made,  reports  of  which  with  recommendations  for  improvements 
were  sent  to  the  authorities  in  charge.  Many  of  these  recom- 
mendations have  been  complied  with,  as  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
ence to  notes  at  the  end  of  the  various  reports.  In  some  of  the 
towns  and  villages  the  local  authorities  decided  to  close  the 
lockups  rather  than  make  improvements  or  build  new  ones, 
1>ecause  they  were  seldom  used.  Town  lockups  at  Depauville, 
Farmingdale,  Pittsford  and  Randolph,  and  village  lockups  at 
Adams,  Brookfield,  Cherry  Valley,  Clayville,  Clinton  and  Lime- 
stone were  closed  by  their  respective  town  and  village  boards. 
In  other  places  where  the  local  authorities  declined  to  make 
necessary  repairs  or  improvements  to  provide  sanitary  and 
adequate  places  of  detention,  the  lockups  were  closed  by  the 
'Commission.  Those  ordered  closed  included  village  lockups  at 
Bronxville,  Kenmore,  Marathon,  Millerton,  Painted  Post  and 
Wellsburg,  town  lockups  at  Croton-on-Hudson,  Highland  Falls, 
Natural  Bridge,  Norfolk,  Patterson  and  Red  Hook,  and  the  town 
and  village  lockup  at  Lewiston.  The  operation  of  the  order 
dosing  the  lockup  at  Kenmore  was  extended  to  March  10,  1920, 
the  town  authorities  having  made  an  appropriation  to  construct 
a  new  one  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  in  the  village. 

The  city  jails  at  Lockport  and  Renesslaer  were  ordered 
closed  by  the  Commission.  The  Lockport  order  becomes  ef- 
fective January  19,  1920,  and  the  Rensselaer  order  February 
3,  1920.  The  jail  at  Johnstown,  which  was  ordered  closed,  was 
improved  and  the  closing  order  set  aside.  The  jail  at  Port 
Jervis  was  also  improved  and  the  show  cause  proceedings  which 
Tiad  been  instituted  were  discontinued.  The  city  jail  at  Auburn 
has  been  improved  and  the  closing  order  which  becomes  effect- 
ive January  15, 1920,  probably  will  be  set  aside. 

Show  cause  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  first  and  sev- 
enth precinct  station  house  jails  at  Buffalo  and  city  jails  at  El- 
mira  and  Schenectady  are  pending.    The  Commission  approved 
specifications  for  improvements  in  the  Buffalo  jails  but  in  the 
-case  of  the  first  precinct,  police  headquarters  and  the  jail  were 
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destroyed  by  fire  on  December  11th  before  the  work  was  under- 
taken. The  improvements  in  the  seventh  precinct  will  be  made.' 
The  jail  at  Elmira  is  being  improved  and  plans  have  been  ap- 
proved for  new  plumbing  in  the  cells. 

The  city  jails  at  Salamanca  and  Gloversville  have  been  im- 
proved and  plans  for  improving  the  one  at  Ogdensburg  have 
been  approved.  The  cities  of  Sherrill  and  White  Plains  have 
no  city  jails. 

New  lockups  have  been  constructed  at  Babylon,  Southamp- 
ton and  Washingtonville.  Those  at  Canastota,  Carthage^ 
Kinderhook  and  Massena  have  been  remodeled,  and  various 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  lockups  at  Alden,  Bell- 
more,  Canaseraga,  Cattaraugus,  Fillmore,  Franklinville,  Friend- 
ship, Hicksville,  Johnson  City,  Portageville,  Port  Washington, 
South  Nyack,  Westfield,  Whitesville  and  Williamsville. 

Where  lockups  are  non-flreproof  the  Commission  has  in- 
sisted that  they  be  given  proper  supervision  when  occupied. 
The  village  lockup  at  Afton  was  damaged  by  fire  during  the 
year  and  at  last  reports  was  not  in  use. 

The  action  taken  by  the  dommission  during  the  year  in 
citing  the  authorities  of  cities,  towns  and  villages  to  show  cause 
why  their  respective  jails  and  lockups  should  not  be  closed  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  379  of  the  laws  of  1914  was  as  follows :

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


Briefly  summarized,  the  Commission's  recommendations  are 
as  follows : 

(1)  Provide  for  the  proper  segregation  and  care  of  men- 
taUy  defective  delinquents. 

(2)  Make  appropriations,  if  necessary,  for  replacing  old 
and  obsolete  machinery  in  the  industries  of  the  state  prisons 
with  modem  equipment  properly  safeguarded  to  prevent  acci- 
dents. 

(3)  Increase  food  production  by  making  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  cultivation  by  inmates 
of  Auburn  and  Clinton  prisons  and  the  reformatories  at  Elmira 
and  Napanoch. 

(4)  Make  an  appropriation  for  the  acquisition  of  a  site  and 
to  hegra  the  construction  of  a  reformatory  for  male  misdemean- 
ants established  by  the  Legislature  of  1912. 

(5)  Provide  for  the  eventual  removal  of  the  State  Prison 
at  Auburn  to  a  farm  site. 

(6)  That  consideration  be  given  to  the  abandonment  of 
the  State  Prison  for  Women  at  Auburn  and  the  placing  of  the 
small  population  in  another  location. 

(7)  That  every  encouragement  be  given  to  the  extension 
of  educational  facilities  of  stat/B  penal  institutions  to  the  end 
that  men  and  women  leaving  prison  may  be  better  qualified  to 
letum  to  society. 

(8)  Authorize  the  State  Probation  Commission  to  super- 
Tise  both  probation  and  parole  for  more  effectual  cooperation  of 
imrole  and  probation  officers,  eventually  leading  to  the  combi- 
nation of  the  two  systems. 

(9)  Amend  the  State  Charities  and  Penal  laws  so  as  to 
prevent  the  practice  of  temporarily  detaining  children  in  county 
jails. 

(10)  Enact  a  full  indeterminate  sentence  law. 

(11)  Permit  any  court  of  record  having  jurisdiction  to  try 
a  defendant  charged  with  a  misdemeanor  to  accept  a  plea  of 
^^guilty'*  with  the  consent  of  the  district  attorney  and  pronounce 
sentence  without  the  intervention  of  a  grand  jury.

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SPECIAL     REPORTS 


A  si)ecial  committee  of  the  Commission  was  appointed  July  1,  1919 
to  investigate  reports  of  alleged  lax  conditions  of  the  management  of  the 
Nassau  County  Jail,  with  particular  reference  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Walter 
K.  Wilkins,  an  inmate  of  said  jail.  Majority  and  minority  reports  were 
presented   by   the  Committee  as  follows: 

In  the  Mattek  of  Inquiry  by  the  State  Commission  i 
OF  Pbisons  into  Alleged  Lax  Conditions  in  the  Manage-  v 
ment  of  the  Nassau  County  Jail.  \ 

(Fittdings  of  a  majoritjt  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  State 

Commission  of  Prisons.) 

Comm'ijsslouers  So-lomou  and  Weinstock,  prior  to  the  appointment  of 
the  committee,  on  June  30,  1919,  started  nn  invest! pi tion  into  the  alleged 
lax  conditions  of  the  Nassau  County  Jail.  Subsequently  the  committee 
took  additional  testimony  and  received  in  evidence  certain  exhibits,  in- 
cluding the  tesliraony  taken  before  Walter  II.  Jones,  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  the  Town  of  Hempstead,  acting  as  Coroner.  All  of  the  testimony  and 
exhibits,  aud  the  testimony  tiiken  before  the  Coroner,  have  been  care- 
fully considered,  prior  to  the  recommendation,  and  submission  of  the  find- 
ings hereinafter  set  fourth. 

From  the  testimony  taken  on  June  30;  1919,  and  the  subsequent  testi- 
mony taken  by  the  full  committee,  on  the  various  dates  on  which  hear- 
ings were  held,  and  from  the  exhibits  and  the  testimony  taken  before  the 
Coroner,  the  following  conditions  are  respectfully  submitte<l,  based  upon 
the  testimony  and  the  law  applicable  thereto. 

It  is  an  elementary  principle  of  law,  and  likewise  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge,  that  a  person  must  be  held  accountable  for  the  natural  con- 
sequences  of   his   conduct — or,    rather,   misconduct. 

A  sheriff  may  not  unlock  the  doors  of  tlie  jail  and  leave  the  persons 
escape,  and  then  jicquit  himself  with  the  answer  that  he  did  not  expect 
that  they  would  be  so  low  as  to  take  advantage  of  his  good  nature.  He 
could  no  more  do  this  than  one  could  ^Wlfully  become  intoxicated  to  a  de- 
gree where  he  could  not  appreciate  the  nature  of  his  act,  commit  murder, 
and  seek  to  interplead  John  Barlycom  as  a  defendant  in  his  stead.  One 
cannot  read  this  reconl  and  escajie  the  conclusion  that  the  Nassau  County 
Jail  has  been  conducted  with  a  looseness  and  laxity  which  is  without 
parallel.  Indeed,  it  is  difficult  to  retain  the  fact  that  it  is  a  jail.  The 
superintendent  of  an  institution  for  the  blind  or  a  home  for  aged  and  in- 
firm exercises  more  care  and  supervision.  It  Is  no  answer  to  point  to  other 
suicides — to  other  escapes.  This  is  not  a  case  where  the  sheriff  was  out- 
witted or  his  subordinates  overpowered.  Here  we  have  no  spectacular 
fight  for  freedom,  nor  race  for  life;  not  even  craft  nor  graft  could  have 
been  necessarily  employed.  The  rope  which  was  Dr.  Wilkins'  undoing 
could  have  been  given  him  by  the  warden,  the  keepers,  the  trusties,  his 
fellow-prisoners,  his  counsel,  his  visitors,  or  he  could  have  brought  it  along 
with  him. 

FINDINGS 

The  following  charges  are  amply  supported  by  the  testimony  and  be- 
come the  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  a  majority  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

1. 

The  sheriff  omitted  to  promulgate  any  rules,  nor  even  to  see  to  It 
that  the  rules  of  his  predecessor  in  office  were  enforced. 
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II. 

By  proimilgatiiig  a  new  set  of  rules,  after  this  Ck>inmittee  had  started  an 
Inresti^tion,  Is  of  itself  an  admission  of  his  ignorance  of  duty,  and  his 
obligation  to,  at  the  inception  of  his  taking  olBce,  formulate  reasonable  ' 
roles  and  regnlationB  for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Inmates. 

III. 

He  omitted  to  arrange  the  time  when  the  keepers  were  to  be  on  watcb, 
and  permitted  the  change  of  watch  from  one  keeper  to  another  without  in- 
sisting on  the  keepers  first  obtaining  permission  from  him. 

IV. 

He  permitted  visitors  to  be  admitted  to  the  Jail  without  a  pass  and 
after  fire  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  He  permitted  packages  to  come  in  and 
go  oat  without  being  exanxined  by  the  keepers.  He  permitted  visitors  to  re^ 
main  over  thirty  minutes  without  requiring  them  to  obtain  his  ];>ermission. 
He  permitted  a  prisoner  to  act  as  gate  keeper  for  the  admission  of  vehicles 
into  the  JaU  yard  and  their  departure.  He  omitted  to  give  instructions  or 
to  see  to  it  that  visitors  should  be  searched. 

V. 

He  maintained  no  system  whatever  which  was  calculated  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  the  law  which  bound  him  to  "safely  keep"  every  person 
lawfully  committed  to  his  custody. 

VI. 

The  lax  and  indifferent  attitude  of  the  warden  and  keepers  is  attribu- 
table to  the  sheriff  who  is  resiionslble  for  the  men  whom  he  Appoints  to 
oflloe.  The  majority  of  the  Committee  does  not  approve  of  shifting  the  re^ 
iponslhlUty  upon  a  subordinate,  with  the  hope  of  shielding  the  official  whON 
shonld  be  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  law  and  order,  viz.,  the  sheriff. 

VII. 

The  omission  of  the  sheriff,  which  Is  borne  out  by  the  testimony,  forces 
US  to  reach  the  conclusion  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  mismanagement, 
negligence  and  carelessness  in  the  conduct  of  the  Jail. 

VIII. 

The  negligence  and  carelessness  in  the  management  of  the  Nassau 
County  Jail,  if  permitted  to  continue,  and  the  one  responsible  therefor  not 
pnnlshed,  will  Invite  Just  criticism  on  the  part  of  the  public  and  force  the 
public  to  the  conclusion  that  an  institution  for  the  punishment  of  violators 
of  the  law  Is  a  place  for  comfort  and  repose  rather  than  a  Jail. 

IX. 

From  the  testimony  taken  it  would  appear  that  there  have  been  viola- 
tloas  of  the  County  Law,  which,  in  our  opinion,  sustain  the  findings  and 
oondnsions  herein  set  forth.

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MINORITY      REPORT 


In  tiik  Matter  of  Inquiry  by  a  Specl\l  Committee  of  J 
THE  State  Ck>MMiS8ioN  of  Prisons  Into  the  Alleged  ( 
Lax  conditions  In  tbe  Management  of  tlie  Nassat;  f 
County  Jail.  3 

This  investigation  was  the  outcome  of  an  inquiry  begun  by  President 
Henry  Solomon  and  Commissioner  Leon  C.  Wfeinstock  into  the  suicide  of 
Dr.  Walter  K.  Wilkins  on  June  29,  1919,  and  subsequently,  at  its  meeting 
on  July  1,  1919,  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  appointed  a  committee  of 
three,  consisting  of  Commissioners  Solomon,  Weinstock  and  Davids,  to  in- 
vestigate reports  of  alleged  lax  conditions  of  management  in  the  Nassau 
County  Jail,  with  particular  reference  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Wilkins,  an  in- 
mate of  said  jail,  and  report  to  the  Commission. 

At  a  preliminary  inquiiy  made  by  Commissioners  Solomon  and  Wein- 
stock on  June  SOth,  with  Myron  Sulzberger  acting  as  counsel,  the  testimony 
of  Sheriif  Phineas  A.  Seaman  and  Keepers  John  T.  Mills  and  Wlliam  H. 
Hendrickson  was  taken. 

Subsequent  hearings  were  conducted  by  the  committee  on  July  8,  14 
and  15,  1919,  at  the  Nassau  County  Court  House. 

An  examination  of  the  evidence  fails  to  show  any  wilful  acts  of  fraud 
or  corruption  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  oJQicials  of  the  jail  which  made  it 
possible  for  Dr.  Wilkins  to  procure  the  rope  with  which  he  committed  sui- 
cide. There  was  not  a  particle  of  evidence  submitted  to  show  or  even  inti- 
mate how  the  rope  was  procured.  Visitors  came  and  went  and  were  allowed 
to  see  prisoners,  as  is  the  custom  throughout  the  State.  They  were 
not  searched,  and  there  is  no  law  which  says  they  must  be  searched  before 
visiting  jail  inmates.  The  only  visitors  Dr.  W)llkins  had  were  his  counsel 
and  spiritual  advisors.  They  were  not  searched  and  were  trusted  by  the 
Jail  officials,  being  privileged  visitors  under  the  law.  The  evidence  does 
not  show  omissions  of  the  sheriff  whidi  would  justify  your  committee  in 
making  a  report  finding  him  guilty  of  mismanagement.  There  probably 
were  errors  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  sheriff  and  lax  conditions  in  the 
conduct  of  the  jail,  but  the  testimony  fails  to  show  that  any  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  the  sheriff  or  his  officials  contributed  to  the  death  of  Dr. 
Wilkins,  or  which  would  warant  drastic  action  on  the  part  of  this  Com- 
mission. 

It  is  possible  that  the  suicide  of  Dr.  Wilkins  might  not  have  happened 
if  the  Nassau  County  Jail  were  so  constructed  as  to  allow  legal  classification 
of  prisoners.  This  Commission  has  for  several  years  called  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Nassau  to  the  fact  that  the  County  Law  is 
being  violated  in  that  the  jail  does  not  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the 
separation  and  classification  of  prisoners  as  required  by  this  law.  Court 
proceedings  to  remedy  these  illegal  conditions  are  now  pending.  It  is  a 
matter  of  record  that  these  recommendations  have  often  been  made  to  the 
supervisors,  and  the  fact  that  conditions  have  not  been  remedied  has 
brought  about  conditions  for  which  the  sheriff  and  his  assistants  should  not 
be  blamed. 

The  evidence  conclusively  shows  that  when  Dr.  Wilkins'  cell  door  was 
open  the  door  of  the  corridor  was  locked ;  and  when  the  corridor  door  was 
open  the  cell  door  of  J)r.  Wilkins  was  locked.  The  conditions  at  the  jail,  due 
to  lack  of  facilities  for  classification,  caused  the  sheriff  to  place  Dr.  Wilkins 
in  the  corridor  with  the  trusties,  and  whether  he  was  aided  by  any  of  these 
trusties  in  procuring  the  rope  with  which  he  committed  suicide  is  mere  con- 
jecture. Faulty  construction  of  the  bath  room  made  it  impossible  for  any 
keeper,  even  had  he  been  present,  to  see  what  was  going  on  inside.  The 
door  to  this  room  should  have  open  space,  both  above  and  below,  in  order 
that  a  keeper  may  at  all  times  observe  what  is  going  on  Inside. 

The  sheriff  has  the  reputation  of  being  a  humane  official,  and  in 
following  the  trend  of  the  treatment  of  prisoners  in  these  times  he  has 
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shown  uniform  kindness  and  consideration  for  those  in  his  charge.  Pos- 
sibly he  has  erred  in  showing  too  much  kindness  and  consideration,  and 
treated  the  prisoners  as  human  beings. 

In  this  instance,  however,  the  sheriff,  when  he  came  into  office,  re- 
tained in  his  employ  the  warden,  who  has  had  fifteen  years'  experience,  and 
jailers  of  five  years'  experience  and  upwards,  thereby  availing  himself  of 
the  exi>erienee  of  these  men.  In  addition,  rules  had  been  adopted  by  the 
preceding  sheriff,  and  were  in  no  way  altered  or  changed  by  Sheriff 
Seaman. 

Under  the  Constitution,  a  sheriff  cannot  be  elected  to  succeed  him- 
self. In  view  of  the  fact  that  men  having  little  or  no  previous  expe- 
rience are  often  elected  to  this  office,  I  recommend  that  the  State  Com- 
mission of  Prisons  revise  its  present  rules  relative  to  the  management  of 
Jails  so  as  to  aid  those  in  charge  of  Jails  in  the  just,  humane  and  ecso- 
nomic  performance  of  their  duties.

The  Commission  being  unable  to  agree  with  either  the  majority  or 
minority  report  of  the  committee,adopted  the  following,  Commissioners 
Kennedy,  Pierce,  HoUoway  and  Davids  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  Com- 
mlflBioners  Solomon  and  Weinstock  in  the  negative : 

'The  Commission,  having  received  the  reports  of  a  majority  and  a 
minority  of  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate  into  the  alleged  lax  con- 
ditions of  the  management  of  the  Nassau  County  Jail,  and  having  ordered 
them  spread  upon  the  minutes,  determines : 

"After  careful  investigation  made  by  the  committee,  occupy- 
ing four  days,  in  which  the  committee  was  assisted  by  counsel,  it 
was  unable  to  determine  the  manner  in  which  Dr.  Walter  K. 
Wilkins  secured  the  roi)e  with  which  he  accomplished  his  suicide 
on  June  29th. 

"The  investigation  developed  that  there  was  laxity  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  jail  and  lack  of  understanding  and  observance  of 
the  rules  promulgated  by  the  former  sheriff  and  continued  by  the 
present  sheriff.  The  Commission  found  that  due  diligence  was  not 
exercised  in  the  custody  and  supervision  of  Dr.  Wilkins  after  the 
time  of  his  conviction  in  court.  The  Commission  has  directed  that 
the  sheriff  immediately  proceed  to  the  formulation  of  new  rules, 
which  will  provide  for  proper  assignment  and  complete  understand- 
ing of  duties  of  each  employee  of  the  jail,  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  discipline  and  lawful  custody  of  prisoners  committed  to  this  jail. 
"The  investigation  developed  that  the  law  was  violated  in  the 
improiier  segregation  of  prisoners.  The  Comndssion  has  for  sev- 
eral years  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  Nassau  to  the  fact  that  the  County  Law  was  being  vio- 
lated in  that  the  jail  does  not  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the 
separation  and  dassiflcation  of  prisoners,  as  required  by  this  law, 
and  court  proceedings  to  remedy  these  Illegal  conditions  are  now 
^pending, 

"The  Commission  believes  that  much  of  the  trouble  and  cause 
for  complaint  which  has  existed  in  the  Nassau  County  Jail  Is  due 
to  the  lack  of  adequate  facilities  to  provide  for  the  legal  classifica- 
tion of  prisoners. 

"The  matter  of  alleged  lax  conditions  in  the  management  of 
the  Nasasu  County  Jail  is  now  formally  before  the  Governor  on 
charges  preferred  by  the  Nassau  County  Association.  The  Com- 
mission, having  in  mind  that  the  power  of  hearing  and  removal 
lies  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  refrains  from  expressing 
any  recommendation  as  to  whether  or  not  the  conditions  which 
were  testJjfied  to  before  the  conuntlttee  are  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
removal  ot  the  sheriff."

Inspected  December  16-17,  1919.  E.  S.  Jennings,  agent  and  warden. 

Anbmn  prison  has  a  o^l  capacijty  of  1,282,  exdusive  of  the  prl^ion  for 
women.  On  December  10th  there  «were  1,172  inmates.  The  highest  number 
of  prisoners  dnring  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th  -was  1,302,  the  lowest 
l,0i9,  and  the  average  dally  population  1,131. 

Of  the  1,172  inmates  on  the  day  of  Inspection,  330  were  assigned  to 
maintmance  as  the  Institutional  work  is  knowm,  731  to  <the  Industries, 
30  to  coDstrueti<m,  12  tx)  road  work  and  09  to  non-(productiye  group  as 
fioUows:  School,  13;  Muftual  Welfare  League,  11;  siok  in  hospital,  12; 
Idle  on  doctor's  orders,  33 ;  at  court,  1.

THE  PRISON  FLAN^ 

Ai:rt>nm  prison  is  more  than  one  hundred  years  old,  its  original  cell 
blodic  hsTlng  been  completed  In  1817.    Since  the  completion  of  the  prison 

the  city  of  Auburn  has  grown  up  around  dt,  making  an  increase  of  its 
«ise  practically  impossible.    The  cells  are  narrow,  tomb-like  apertures  in 

the  stone  masonry,  without  modem  sanitary  facilities,  poorly  lighted  and 
^eotUated.    The  diapel  is  not  well  yentilated  and  a  fire  hazard.     The 
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kitchen  eqvipmeDA  is  old  and  worn  ont  EYom  time  to  time  additional 
boilers  and  engines  were  scattered  about  the  institation  mitil  at  one  time 
there  were  fourteen  such  dnstallatlons.  This  number  has  been  reduced  to 
seven,  but  the  necessity  for  a  central  lighting  and  heating  plant  is  evident 
and  has  been  recommended  for  years  by  successive  wardens  of  the  institu- 
tion and  by  the  State  Ck)mmission  of  Prisons.  Much  of  the  machinery  in  the 
shops  is  old  and  ont  of  date  and  should  be  replaced  with  modem  equip- 
ment. To  make  Auburn  a  modem  instituition  it  should  have  new  cells 
suitably  equipped  with  sanitary  facilities,  a  new  central  heating  and  lift- 
ing plant,  new  machinery  for  the  imdustries,  new  kitchen  equipment,  a 
remodeled  chapel;  in  fact  much  of  it  would  have  to  be  rebuilt  and  even 
then  the  prison  will  be  old. 

We  reiterate  the  recommendation  made  in  previous  reports  of  the  State 
Commission  of  Prisons — that  a  large  site  be  purchased  outside  the  city 
aud  that  a  modem  prison  be  construoted  gradually,  mainly  by  prison 
labor,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  institution. 

Demonstrating  what  could  be  done  with  the  present  cells,  a  partition 
between  two  cells  has  been  removed  making  a  cell  about  8  feet  6  inches 
deep,  8  feet  wide,  and  7  feet  10  inches  high.  Each  cell  under  this  arrange- 
ment would  have  two  doors,  or  a  door  and  a  window,  which  would  material- 
ly improve  the  ventilation  and  light.  The  work  of  enlarging  the  cells 
oould  be  done  by  Inmate  labor  at  a  comparatively  small  expense,  and  while 
the  result  would  not  be  a  modern  cell,  the  improvement  would  be  marked. 
Such  sm  improvement,  however,  would  materially  reduce  the  cell  capacity 
of  the  prison. 

The  Installation  of  a  c^itral  power  plant  undoubtedly  would  result 
in  a  considerable  saving  of  fuel  and  labor.  At  the  present  time  Niagara 
power  is  used,  supplemented  by  electricity  generaited  by  water  power  from 
the  Owasco  river  by  a  plant  owned  by  the  Prison  Department.  The  gen- 
eration of  power  by  this  plant  is  variable  and  not  dependable,  owing  to 
the  manipulation  of  the  water  flow  by  commercial  plants  on  the  stream 
above  the  prison.  As  a  precaution  against  the  failure  of  the  water  power, 
steam  is  kept  up  in  one  of  the  boilers  so  as  to  operate  dynamos  in  a  short 
time  should  an  emergency  arise. 

The  chapel  is  used  for  religious  services  and  for  entertainments.  It 
has  a  wooden  floor  and  but  one  entrance.  The^ceiling  is  low  and  the  room  is 
not  well  ventilated.  We  visited  the  chapel  in  the  evening  when  a  moving 
picture  was  being  shown.  The  room  was  filled  with  inmates  in  charge 
of  officers  of  the  Mutual  Welfare  League.  The  men  were  quiet  and  orderly. 
In  tlie  event  of  a  fire,  however,  -the  several  hundred  men  in  attendance 
would  have  had  but  two  exits — one  the  main  entrance,  and  the  other 
through  the  fire  escape  Into  the  yard.  It  was  stated  that  an  oflicer  is 
stationed  outside  the  exit  to  the  fire  escape  whenever  the  chapel  is  occupied, 
to  open  the  door  in  case  of  emergency.  The  warden  in  his  annual  report 
has  recommended  that  the  floor  be  raised  and  ventilating  equipment  in- 
stalled. This  recommendation  is  endorsed.  The  installation  of  a  concrete 
floor  for  the  present  one  of  wood  would  lessen  the  fire  hazaid.  We  believe 
additional  exits  should  be  provided.  Should  a  fire  break  out  under  present 
conditions  the  possibilities  of  a  panic  with  resultant  loss  of  life  are  ap- 
parent. 

The  kitchen  equipment  is  old  and  worn  out  and  a  new  floor  is  needed. 
Other  improvements  recommended  by  the  warden  include  a  new  refrig- 
erating plant  and  a  new  greenhouse. 

About  a  month  ago  the  Warden  inaugurated  a  weekly  inspection  of 
the  plaat.  Every  Saturday  afternoon  officers  are  assigned  to  go  through 
the  shops  and  other  places  to  inspect  sanitary  conditions  and  machinery, 
look  for  leaks,  etc.  They  report  to  the  warden  who  orders  the  faulity 
cotnditions  remedied.  The  following  week  other  officers  are  assigned  to 
go  over  the  prison  and  report  as  to  whether  the  repairs  have  been  made. 
In  this  way  the  warden  endeavors  to  keep  in  touch  with  .the  immediate 
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needs  of  the  institutioo.  We  deem  this  a  very  important  departure  on 
the  part  of  Warden  Jennings  and  would  suggest  that  the  system  so  estab- 
lished be  considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  wardens  of  the  various 
prl8<Kis  with  a  view  to  adopting  such  a  plan  in  the  other  prisons. 

HEALTH 

fRie  report  of  tihe  physiclani  Dr.  Frank  iL.  Heacox,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30th,  states  that  but  four  inmates  died  during  the  year  and 
tbftt  the  death  rate  was  the  lowest  in  ithe  history  of  the  institution.  The 
report  farther  states  that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been  practically  elim- 
inated from  the  prison  population  and  that  cases  of  venereal  diseases  are 
segregated  and  given  intefosive  treatment.  During  the  epidemic  of  in- 
fluenza last  year  there  were  about  40  oases  but  no  deaths.  Eleven  were 
transferred  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Criminal  loisane  at  Dannemora. 

The  prison  is  fortunate  in  having  a  physician  who  devotes  practically 
Ills  whole  time  to  his  woi&  With  an  assistant.  Dr.  Lawrence  B.  Sisson, 
be  cares  not  only  for  the  inmates  of  the  men's  prison,  but  for  the  women's 
as  welL  In  addition  to  a  thorough  physical  examination  of  each  man 
admijtted  to  the  inatitution,  Dr.  Heaoox  has  continued  to  make  mental 
examinations  which  he  has  been  doing  since  1913.  The  results  of  these 
examinations  have  been  carefully  noted.  A  summary  of  the  tests  made 
since  1913,  given  in  the  annual  report  of  Dr.  Heacox,*show  55.5  per  cent,  of 
those  examined  to  have  had  a  mental  age  of  less  than  12  years  and  44.5  per 
cent,  more  than  12.  The  inmates  are  dasslfi^  as  competent,  deviates, 
defectives,  psychopaths,  drug  addicts  and  unclassified.  The  doctor  states 
that  many  of  those  already  in  prison  when  the  work  was  undertaken,  de- 
age  of  from  9  to  11  years. 

Dr.  Heacox  states  that  the  result  of  the  mental  tests  are  not  taken 
cUned  to  take  the  teat  A  large  number  of  those  tested  showed  a  mental 
into  consideration  in  the  original  or  first  assignment  of  pHsoners  to  work 
at  this  time.  The  first  assignment  Is  made  by  the  principal  keeper  before 
the  mental  test  is  made.  Such  assignments  are  always  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  physician  who  may  or  may  not  approve  them,  or  he  may 
make  recommendations  to  the  principal  keeper. 

"It  is  not  my  opinion,"  says  Dr.  Heaoox,  **that  it  would  be  to  advantage 
to  attempt  to  make  use  of  the  tests  as  a  routine  procedure  until  we  could 
originate  a  method  on  a  raitional  basis,  and  this  would  mean  a  reception 
•company^  a  classification  of  the  various  shops  in  the  industries,  and  the 
Tocational  diagnosis  of  each  individual  case.  This  is  a  rather  comprehen- 
«lye  program  but  we  expect  this  department  to  be  ready  with  its  part  about 
or  800D  after  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  July  1st" 

This  is  an  important  and  commendable  work  and  should  be  encouraged. 

The  employment  of  a  civilian  cook  has  been  recommended  for  several 
years  and  the  recommendation  is  renewed.  Modem  kitchen  equipment 
would  make  it  possible  to  prepare  the  food  in  a  more  appetizing  way. 
Vegetables  and  supplies  have  been  available  from  the  farm.  Part  of  the 
Inmates  are  seated  at  tables  in  small  groups  and  we  believe  this  plan  could 
be  extended  advantageously  to  include  the  whole  mess  hall  instead  of  the 
long  tables  now  In  use. 

INDUSTBIES 

The  principal  industries  at  Auburn  are  the  cloth  and  woodworking 
departments.  The  output  includes  cloth,  blankets  and  furniture.  The 
Mies  of  fichool  furniture  have  been  eonall  during  the  past  year,  bu4:  there 
has  been  little  or  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  other  products;  in  fact 
the  orders  for  cabinet  work  are  greater  than  the  supply.  A  much  larger 
4>B^ot  in  the  cloth  donrtmeot  could  be  sold.  The  other  commodities 
namfiBclxired  at  the  priaon  include  beds,  brooms,  baskets  and  castings. 
?3y  net  aalea  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were  9410,712.64  as  compared  with 
4821,015.02  the  preceding  jsear. 
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In  1916,  at  the  reqoeot  of  the  State  Oominiaalon  of  Prsioins  the  State- 
iDclustiial  Oommlaslon  made  a  survey  of  ithe  Industries  In  the  prisons  and 
reported  as  to  what  new  imachinery  and  equipment  in  the  Judgment  of  it» 
inspectx»e  was  neoeasary  to  modernize  the  plants.  The  report  also  in- 
cluded suggestions  for  guarding  the  machineiy  in  use  so  as  to  prevent 
accidents  to  inmcutes  employed.  A  copy  of  ithe  report  was  sent  to  the  then 
Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  who  was  urged  to  comply  with  the  reoom- 
mendatioxts  so  far  as  xKiasible. 

Since  tha«t  time  the  various  blanches  of  the  woodwoiidng  department 
at  Auburn  Prison  have  been  consolidated,  some  of  ithe  machinery  either- 
scrapped  or  its  use  discontinued,  and  considerable  new  machinery  installed. 
Modem  machinery  in  most  instances  has  proper  safeguards  but  many  of 
the  recommendations  for  guarding  machinery  still  in  use  have  not  been* 
compiled  with. 

In  general,  however,  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  plant  con- 
ditions. The  foundry  could  be  much  improved  in  plant  and  marketing 
conditions  with  a  little  intensive  study  and  use.  We  urge  the  warden  to 
give  his  attention  to  this  matter. 

A  fire  curtain  should  be  provided  for  the  arch  between  the  old  lower 
cabinet  shop  and  the  school  furniture  department. 

Carrying  out  the  ivecommendation  of  the  Stwte  Qfimmission  of  Prisons 
ithe  Legislature  at  i>te  last  session  appropriated  $75,000  for  the  establish- 
ment of  an  industry  for  the  manufacture  of  license  number  plates  for 
autoipobiles  and  (the  Commission  has  assigned  the  manufacture  of  sucih- 
plates  as  a  prison  industry.  The  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  has 
decided  to  establish  .the  plant  %t  Auburn  Prison  and  has  awarded  the 
contract  for  its  installation.  The  machinery  has  not  arrived.  Bids  have 
been  received  for  the  steel  and  other  materials  necessary  to  make  the 
plates.  It  is  expected  that  the  plant  will  be  installed  in  time  to  manu**- 
facture  the  license  plates  for  1921  and  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons 
is  making  every  effort  to  do  so.  This  should  prove  an  important  industry, 
as  the  demand  for  plates  wdll  increase  from  year  to  year. 

During  our  inspection  of  the  industries  our  attention  was  attracted 
in  a  marked  degree  to  the  number  of  prisoners  apparently  doing  nothing 
except  Jn  the  cloth  department.  Upon  inquiry  we  found  there  was  not 
sufficient  business  in  some  of  the  departments  to  keep  things  going  to  full 
capacity.  We  deem  this  one  of  the  most  serious  defects  in  the  industrial 
system  established  at  Auburn.  In  this  age  of  efficiency  and  teaching  of 
efficiency  we  feel  that  a  prisoner  when  assigned  to  a  particular  shop  for 
work  should  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  he  is  there  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  something  while  there  and  during  every  minute  of  the  time 
he  is  there.  We  feel  such  an  atmosphere  could  be  brought  about  by  a 
more  careful  assignment  of  prisoners  to  shops  having  in  mind  the  need  of 
production  to  meet  orders  in  that  particular  shop  at  the  time  of  assign- 
ment, or  a  lessening  of  hours  of  work  in  any  particular  shop  to  meet 
productive  needs.  We  feel  it  is  far  better  for  the  ultimate  good  of  the  man 
himself  and  for  society  in  general  to  create  In  the  mind  of  the  man  the 
idea  that  when  he  works  he  should  WpRK,  instead  of  the  idea  that  the- 
shop  is  a  welcome  change  from  the  Irksomeness  of  cell  life.  We  strongly 
urge  the  immediate  consideration  of  this  problem  on  the  part  of  Warden 
Jennings. 

Farming  and  road  work  afford  additional  employment  The  institu- 
tion leases  a  tract  of  220  aczes  which  is  being  operated  at  a  profit  and' 
affords  healthful  work  in  the  open.  Several  road  gangs  were  out  during- 
the  season.  Although  efforts  were  made  to  select  men  for  this  work  who 
could  be  trusted,  there  was  an  unusual  number  of  escapes  during  the  year;. 
The  warden  states  that  an  experienced  farmer  is  needed.  The  assign- 
ment of  men  to  road  and  farm  work  at  times  interferes  with  the  conduct 
of  the  industries.  Twenty  men  were  at  the  farm  at  the  time  of  inspection. 
Their  food  is  sent  from  the  prison.  Five  men  trKoxk  this  instSitution  were 
employed  at  the  State  Faim  for  Women  at  Valatie. 
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SCHOOLS 

Dnriiig  ijhe  past  fiscajL  year  the  school  at  Aubnm  ha4  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  343  and  an  average  monthly  enrollment  of  425.  Biglut 
standaidfl  are  taught  in  addition  to  classes  in  language.  The  head  teacher 
in  tils  report  to  the  SnperiipteDdent  of  State  Prisons  says  thait  more  than 
half  the  men  in  the  school  Are  aliens  and  that  "broadly  stated,  the  aim  in 
view  in  the  teaching  of  English  to  aHens  is  the  Americanization  of  the 
immigrant" 

We  regard  the  school  as  a  very  important  factor  in  prison  work  and 
believe  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  the  scope  of  school 
work  and  to  encourage  attendance  at  its  classes.  Opinions  difTer  as  to 
whether  better  resulte  oould  be  obtained  by  holding  classes  at  night.  Such 
a  change  probably  would  necessitate  calling  upon  the  officers  to  serve 
longer  hours,  or  an  increase  in  the  official  force.  We  believe  a  man's  pro- 
greas  in  school,  with  due  regard  for  his  ability  to  learn,  should  be  empha- 
atsed  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  his  parole  and  that  a  man  should  be  able 
to  read  and  write  before  being  paroled. 

The  institution  has  a  library  of  7,000  volumes  fairly  well  utilized,  a 
catalogue  of  which,  the  Warden  stated,  is  to  be  printed. 

Bikigious  services  are  conducted  weekly  by  Protestant,  OathoHc  and 
Jewish  clergymen. 

DISOZPLIinE  AKD  BECBBATION 

The  Mutual  Welfare  League  has  been  continued  and  misvor  violations 
of  roles  are  dealt  with  by  the  League,  violators  being  deprived  of  their 
prlTll^es  for  a  certain  period  dependent  upon  the  offense.  In  the  more 
serious  cases  tiie  offender  is  sent  to  "jail"  as  the  punishment  cells  are 
known.  Others  are  "square  chalked"  in  their  cells.  The  institution  has 
a  modem  isolation  building  similar  to  the  one  at  Clinton  Prison,  with 
Sood  eifled  cells  and  connecting  yards,  but  it  was  stated  they  had  not  been 
used  for  several  months. 

In  a  report  of  inspection  by  Commissioners  Kennedy  and  Wade,  under 
date  of  November  2,  1918,  attention  was  called  to  complaints  of  duplication 
of  punishmente,  it  being  allieged  that  prisoners  were  punished  in  three 
or  four  different  ways  for  the  same  offense.  The  Warden  states  that  this 
duplication  is  a  result  of  the  old  prison  system  and  conflicting  laws  and 
customs  which  will  require  the  co-operation  of  the  Legislature  to  entirely 
overcome.  However,  he  stetes  that  through  the  support  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  State  Prisons  he  has  changed  a  few  of  the  seemingly  un- 
necessary punishmente;  that  he  has  aimed  to  give  the  men  greater 
privileges,  reduce  the  punishmente  and,  at  the  same  time,  have  stricter 
discipline.  The  discipline,  he  stetes,  is  unquestionably  bet^r  than  it  was 
six  montihs  ago ;  punishment  reporte  have  been  reduced  and  the  additional 
privileges  have  produced  greater  oontentmient  among  the  men. 

The  ioUowing  is  a  comparative  stetement  of  punishment  records  for 
1918  and  1919:

Punished  for  minor  offenses  226         151

Punished  for  escaping  or  attempting  to  escape 16  16 

Total    268  195 

During  1918,  195  men  were  confined  in  the  punishment  cells  as  com- 
pared with  116  in  1919.  No  inmate  is  punished  by  being  "square^alked" 
in  his  cell  without  exercise,  except  upon  order  of  the  physician  for  health 
or  obserration.  The  Isolation  cells  are  not  used  except  by  order  of 
tide  physician.  Inmates  who  violate  the  rules  of  the  institutioai  or  refuse 
to  woik  are  not  sent  to  the  punishment  ceUs  until  they  have  had  an  op-

portiinlty  to  appear  before  tihe  principal  keeper  or  the  Judiciary  committee 
of  the  League,  which  action  is  taken  immediately  upon  the  commission 
of  the  offense,  the  offender  being  placed  in  the  detention  cells  until  the 
arrival  of  the  principal  keeper. 

When  weather  conditions  are  favorable  the  inmates  are  permitted 
recreation  houis  in  the  yard  daily  and  there  are  moving  picture  exhibi- 
tions in  the  chapel  which  those  in  good  standing  in  the  League  are  per- 
mitted to  attend  in  the  evening.    The  men  are  in  charge  of  League  officers. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  ithat  more  care  should  be  exercised  in  the 
selection  of  the  pidtures  shown;  that  those  of  the  "vamp"  type  should 
be  excluded  and  more  films  of  an  instructive  and  educational  nature 
secured  if  possible.    The  pictures  are  donated  by  various  concerns. 

An  entertaimment  to  whicjh  the  public  was  admitted  and  for  which  an 
admission  fee  was  charged,  was  given  recently,  the  proceeds  of  which 
were  devoted  to  League  purposes. 

RECOMia&in>ATIONS 

That  the  Legislature  be  urged  to  consider  the  removal  of  the  Prison 
to  a  farm  site. 

That  in  the  event  it  is  determined  not  to  make  such  a  change,  a  central 
heating  and  lighting  plant  be  provided,  cell  conditions  improved,  a  new 
floor  and  ventilating  apparaitus  installed  in  the  chapel  and  other  neces- 
sary repairs  and  improvements  made. 

That  the  work  of  installing  the  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  auto- 
mobile license  plates  be  expedited. 

That  the  industries  be  modernized  by  the  installation  of  new  machin- 
ery where  required  and  that  machinery  now  in  use  be  properly  guarded 
to  prevent  injury  to  inmates. 

That  the  school  work  be  encouraged  and  extended. 

That  more  small  tables  be  provided  in  the  me^s  hall. 

That  a  civilian  cook  be  employed. 

That  the  Attorney-General  be  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  action  of  the  users  of  water  of  the  Owasco  river  above  Auburn 
Prison  in  impounding  water  of  the  river  at  their  plants  without  nllowijag 
suflScient  to  pass  to  operate  the  State's  plant  at  Auburn  Prison  continu- 
ously.

STATE  PRISON  FOR  WOMEN 

ATTBtTBN 

Inspected  December  17,  1919.  E.  S.  Jennings,  agent  and  warden; 
Mrs.  Margaret  Daley,  matron. 

There  were  65  inmates  and  2  infants  in  this  inettitutioji  on  the  day  of 
inspection.  The  average  daily  population  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  ^, 
the  highest,  72,  and  (the  lowest,  66.  The  ooet  of  maintenance  for  the  year 
was  $34,682.08  and  the  average  cost  per  capita  $550.51.  The  institution 
has  a  capacity  ot  128,  each  inmate  having  a  separate  loom,  well  lighted 
and  ventilated. 

The  women  are  employed  In  variofus  capacities.  On  4;he  day  of  inspec- 
tion 25  were  aasigDed  to  the  shop,  11  to  the  laundry,  9  to  the  kitchen,  9  to 
Khe  wards,  1  to  the  matron's  department,  4  to  the  hospital  and  6  to  bo- 
caUed  *^arm"  work  wbieh  oonsists  of  caring  for  the  chidcens,  greenhouse, 
tfioveling  paths  and  other  loMtotioxiAl  woiik. 
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The  w^mien  in  the  shop  finish  blankets,  pillows  and  mattiessee,  make 
bedding  and  night  shirts  for  the  men's  hospital  and  shirts  for  men. 
Thej  are  taught  to  make  dresses  and  to  do  mending^  darning,  fancy  work, 
etc  A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  done  for  the  Red  Cross,  the 
maiteilal  being  furnished.  During  the  summer  a  garden  of  about  four 
acres  is  cuUlTated. 

The  recreational  features  include  entertainments  furnished  by  res- 
idents of  Auburn,  dancing  pasties,  games  in  the  yards  and  wards,  reading, 
sewing,  etc.  Twice  a  week  a  singing  class  is  conducted. 

There  have  been  few  changes  im  the  Instiitution  during  the  past  year;. 
The  hospital  has  been  painted  and  some  of  the  wards  are  in  need  of  paint. 

Offenders  against  the  rules  are  punished  by  loss  of  privileges  and 
In  case  of  serious  offense,  by  imprisonment  in  the  so-called  jail,  where 
ihey  receive  regular  meals  and  sleep  on  a  mattress.  Imprisonment  in  the 
jail  usnally  amounts  to  solitary  confinement  as  there  is  usually  not  more 
than  one  occupant  at  a  time,  although  there  are  three  cells.  There  was  no 
one  in  Jaii  on  the  day  of  in£^)ectlon. 

Religious  services  are  held  weekly  by  Protestant,  Catholic  and  Jewish 


Many  of  the  inmates  attend  school.  The  average  dally  attendance 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  34  of  whom  26  were  illiterate  upon  entering^ 
Some  of  the  inmates  make  splendid  progress.  There  is  a  library  of  about 
2,000  volumes. 

The  institution  was  clean  and  orderly  throughout 

In  previous  reports  the  removal  of  the  women's  prison  to  some  other 
part  of  the  state  has  been  recommended  and  like  recommendations  have 
been  made  by  the  warden  of  the  institution.  A  study  of  the  problem  of 
what  to  do  wUh  the  inmates,  whether  to  recommend  legislation  to  i>ermlt 
lihcm  to  be  sent  to  other  institnitions  for  women  or  to  remove  them  to  the 
State  Farm  for  Women  at  Yalatie,  as  has  been  considered,  Is  being  made 
hj  IJhe  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Prisons  to 
aiake  a  general  survey  of  the  prisons. 

The  women's  prison  could  be  used  to  advanitage  in  almost  any  plan 
wbi<^  contemplated  the  remodeling  of  the  men's  prison.  With  so  smalT 
a  population  as  at  present  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  is  high. 
We  recommend  that  the  Commission  give  the  question  of  removal  careful 
conalderation  with  a  view  to  determining  what  is  the  best  course  to  pursue.

CLINTON  PRISON 

DANNEMOBA 

Inspected  December  10,  1919.    John  B.  Trembly,  warden. 

Clinton  Prison  has  a  ceU  capacity  of  1,200.  On  the  day  of  inspection 
there  were  1,085  Inmates.  Quite  a  number  sleep  in  wtaft  is  known  as 
**tbe  flats,''  a  corridor  in  one  of  the  wings ;  these  men  are  required  to  arise 
earlier  than  the  general  population  because  of  the  nature  of  their  employ- 
ment and  are  not  locked  in  cells.  The  south  hall,  containing  232  cells,  was 
vacant,  bat  is  available  should  an  increase  in  population  make  its  use 


The  greatest  number  of  inmates  in  custody  at  any  one  time  during  the- 
llflcal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  was  1,311,  the  lowest  1,126,  and  the  aver- 
age daily  population  1,195. 
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The  weekly  labor  report  shows  that  of  the  1,085  men  on  the  day  of 
Inspectkm  245  were  aaslgned  to  mainitenaoice,  bb  institutional  woik  is 
known,  652  t^  industries,  23  to  constmction,  and  266  to  the  '^non^pioducstiTeN 
group  which  included  182  sick  in  eitlher  the  tuberculosis  or  general  hos- 
pital, 17  idle  on  doctor's  OPders,  11  employed  in  school,  20  musicians,  24 
segregaited  in  the  isolation  building,  and  10  at  couirt  or  out  on  escape.

Of  those  assigned  to  construction,  6  were  employed  in  remodeling 
the  general  hospital,  6  in  remodeling  the  library,  and  11  on  the  new  piggery. 

THE  PLANT 

Like  Auburn  and  Sing  Sing  prisons,  the  cells  in  this  institution  are 
small,  poorly  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  without  modem  sanitary  fa- 
cilities. They  should  be  replaced  with  larger  cells  of  concrete  or  steel, 
equipped  with  modem  toilets  and  lavatories. 

Since  the  last  inspection  tihe  laundry  building,  which  was  damaged  by 
^re,  has  been  rebuilt  and  now  contains  a  modem  laundry  and  bath  house, 
a  state  shop,  and  school  quarters.  A  new  concrete  fioor  has  been  ladd  in 
the  cotton  shop  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  engine  and  boiler 
rooms.  A  new  Corliss  engiee,  purchased  originally  for  the  prison  which 
was  to  have  been  erected  at  Bear  Mountain,  has  been  installed  and  the  old 
Corliss,  which  Ihas  not  been  run  for  six  years,  has  been  overhauled  and  put 
in  condition  for  use.  The  steam  turbines  have  been  repaired  and  the  wir- 
ing behind  the  switch-board  in  the  engi(ne  room  has  been  rearranged.  Four 
of  the  six  boilers  have  been  repaired  and  are  in  use,  the  other  two  being 
out  of  commission.  The  steam  lines  have  been  covered,  the  boiler  feed 
pumps  repaired,  and  a  itank  in  which  water  is  heated  before  it  goes  to 
the  boilers  has  been  installed.  Exhaust  steam  is  being  used  in  may  places 
tor  heating.  These  improvements  are  commendiable  and  should  result  in 
a  considerable  saving  of  fuel.  The  institution  was  said  to  have  an  ample 
<x)al  supply. 

The  new  chapel  has  been  completed  and  is  large  enough  to  seat  all 
those  who  are  able  to  attend  services  or  entertainments.  The  old  chapel 
and  the  quarters  foimerly  occupied  by  cells  for  the  condemned  men  and 
the  execution  chamber  are  being  rebuilt  for  general  hospital  quarters.

Work  wajs  progressing  on  a  new  piggery. 

About  100  feet  of  the  north  wall  iiave  been  omnpleted  and  work  will 
"be  resumed  in  >the  spring  when  weather  conditions  permit.  For  several 
jears  a  portion  of  the  back  yard  has  been  endoeed  by  a  wooden  stockade. 

l%e  warden  renews  his  recommendation  tha)t  provision  be  made  for 
increasing  the  water  supply  which  at  times  is  inadequate,  making  lit  neces- 
sary to  use  water  from  an  abandoned  iron  mine  nearby. 

Attrition  Is  also  called  by  the  warden  to  the  necessity  for  a  new  meat 
cooler,  a  new  elevator  in  ithe  hospdital,  and  a  new  roof  for  the  boiler  house. 

The  mess  hall  has  been  repainted  and  decora<ted  in  an  attractive  man- 
ner and  two  new  aluminum  kettles  were  soon  to  be  installed  in  the  kitchen. 
Three  meals  are  served  daily ;  <the  ration  appeared  to  be  ample  and  the 
quality  wholesome. 

HEALTH 

Because  of  its  location  in  the  Adirondacks  and  exceptional  hospital 
facilities,  tuberculous  inmates  of  other  prisons  are  transferred  to  Dan- 
nemora.  The  new  tulberculosis  hospital  which  has  been  occupied  since 
January,  1918,  has  acoommodations  tor  150  patients.  Under  the  direction 
of  I>r.  J.  B.  Banaom,  prison  physician,  ithe  patients  are  given  skilled 
treatment  and  a  large  percentage  of  them  leave  the  institution  apparently 
cored  or  with  the  disease  arrested.  Except  in  the  advanced  cases,  prac- 
tically all  under  treatment  show  improvement  and  the  number  of  deaths  is 
comparatively  few.    Twelve  died  from  tuberculosis  during  the  past  fiscal 


The  tuberculosis  hospital  is  being  conducted  as  a  separate  unit  and  the 
warden  in  his  annual  report  calls  attention  to  the  need  for  additional 
the  present  number  being  inadequate. 

During  the  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  fall  of  1918,  there  were  225 
in  the  prison,  29  of  whom  developed  pneumonia,  resulting  in  9  deaths. 
There  were  450  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  village  of  Dannemora. 

InnuDtes  suffering  with  venereal  diseases  are  segregated.  Patients  in 
ibe  general  hospital  and  others  in  ill  health  who  are  unable  to  exercise  in 
the  open  are  allowed  to  do  so  in  a  yard  in  the  rear  of  the  prison. 

Twenty-six  inmates  were  transferred  to  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital 
dnring  the  last  fiscal  year. 

EMPLOYMENT 

The  principal  industries  at  Clinton  Prison  are  the  manufacture  of  yam 
and  doth,  clothing,  tintware,  and  wood  and  lumber.  The  total  sales  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th  amounted  to  $389,871.86. 

In  1916  at  the  request  of  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  the  State 
Industrial  Commission  made  a  survey  of  the  institution  with  a  view  to 
reoommending  the  installation  of  modem  machinery  where  needed  and 
to  indicate  protective  measures  wihch  should  be  taken  to  guard  inmates 
from  injury.  These  reports  were  submitted  to  the  then  Superintendent 
of  State  Prisons  with  the  request  that  insofar  as  possible  the  recommenda- 
tions be  complied  with.  Since  that  time  some  new  machinery  has  been 
Installed,  but  little  has  been  done  to  guard  the  old  machinery  in  use. 

A  large  number  of  inmates  are  employed  at  institutional  work,  farm- 
ing, road  building,  and  reforesting.  Only  a  small  proportion  of  the  land 
comprising  the  prison  site  is  tillable.  Land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  institution 
is  particularly  adapted  to  raising  potatoes,  and  the  recommendation  has 
been  made  for  several  years  that  additional  farm  land  be  purchased  for 
cultivation  1^  prisoners.  We  believe  that  such  an  investment  would  prove 
profitable  to  the  State  and  would  provide  addiitional  healthful  employment. 
A  large  quantity  of  milk  is  used  in  the  tuberculosis  and  general  hospitals 
wbldi  is  supplied  by  the  institution's  dairy.  The  warden's  report  for  the 
past  fiscal  year  states  that  the  farm  produced  milk,  meat  and  garden  pro- 
ducts valued  at  $10,927. 
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The  road  from  Dannemora  to  CadyviUe  has  been  practically  completed 
by  prison  labor  and  considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on 
the  Loon  Lake-Duane  road. 

All  State  lands  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles  of  the  pritson  are  known 
as  prison  lands  and  are  being  reforested  by  Inmates  of  the  prison.  Re- 
foresting of  other  tracts  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Gonseryation 
Commission  has  been  done.  This  is  an  important  work  and  should  be 
continued. 

SCHOOLS 

The  completion  of  the  new  quarters  for  the  school  aflPords  opportunity 
for  increased  activities  along  educational  lines.  The  enrollment  on  the  day 
of  inspection  was  247.  Six  standards  are  taught  as  well  as  classes  in  book- 
keeping, stenography,  mechanical  drawing,  shop  mathematics,  and  French. 
A  student  must  have  completed  the  English  course  6a.tisfiactorily  before  he 
is  permitted  to  study  French.  We  believe  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
improve  and  extend  the  school  work,  not  only  in  Clinton  but  in  the  other 
prisons,  and  that  a  man's  progress  in  school  should  be  an  impontant  factor 
in  considering  his  application  for  parole.  Certainly  no  man  should  be 
paroled  from  prison  unless  he  can  read,  write  and  speak  the  English 
language. 

DISCIPLINB 

Discipline  at  this  prison  is  strict  but  not  severe.  The  fact  that  m^i 
wiho  are  unable  to  get  along  satisfactorily  in  other  prisons  are  sent  here 
for  disciplinary  purposes  makes  strict  discipline  necessary.  Those  who 
obey  the  rules  and  endeavor  to  **make  good"  seldom  have  cause  for  com- 
plaint Punishment  consists  in  loss  of  good  time  or  imprisonment  In  the 
"cooler"  as  the  screen  cells  are  known.  These  are  ordinary  cells  with 
screen  doors  where  inmates  are  isolated  for  comparatively  short  periods. 
At  the  time  of  Inspection  these  cells  were  without  occupants. 

In  exceptional  cases  ineorrigibles  are  sent  to  the  "Isolation  prison," 
a  separate  building  in  the  prison  yard.  Here  they  are  confined  in  a  good 
sized  ^ell  equipped  with  «toilet  and  lavatory.  Each  cell  opens  into  a  small 
yard  where  the  inmates  may  exercise  in  the  open.  They  bathe  in  a  shower 
at  one  end  of  the  building.  In  some  instances  men  are  sent  to  "isolation" 
to  protect  them  from  injury  by  other  Inmates.  The  building  was  full, 
having  24  occupants  on  the  day  of  ln^)eotion. 

On  June  16th  several  hundred  of  the  inmates  who  were  exercising  in 
the  yard  after  dinner  refused  to  return  to  their  respective  assignments  at 
the  customary  time.  They  remained  in  the  yard  until  the  evening  whistle 
blew  when  they  returned  to  their  cells.  Of  those  who  participated  In  the 
80-called  "strike"  215  were  locked  up  in  the  South  Hall,  which  was  vacant 
at  the  time,  and  were  kept  there  until  the  warden  had  an  opportunity  to 
Interview  each  man.  When  they  indicated  a  willingness  to  return  to  work 
they  were  permitted  to  do  so.  Some  of  the  obstinate  ones  held  out  and  it 
was  not  un>til  November  10th  that  the  South  Hall  was  finally  cleared  of 
the  strikers. 

It  developed  that  agitators  among  the  population  had  planned  a 
demonstration  about  the  Fourth  of  July,  but  it  was  staged  on  the  day 
Principal  Keeper  Thomas  F.  Conltry  retired  after  a  period  of  long  service 
and  was  succeeded  by  E.  D.  Burby. 

BECBEATIOIV 

During  the  months  when  weather  conditions  permit  the  men  are  glvoi 
an  h^ur  for  exercise  in  the  yard  and  a  half  day  on  Saturdays,  Sundays 
and  holiclfiys.  When  the  stone  wall  around  the  yard  In  the  rear  of  the 
prison  is  completed,  It  is  expected  diat  this  yard  will  be  used  instead  of 
the  one  In  front  of  the  sooth  wing.

GREAT  MEADOW  PRISON 

COMSTOCK 

Inspected  December  3,  1919.  James  L.  Long,  deputy  superintendent 
of  state  prisons,  acting  warden  in  charge. 

WilUam  J.  Homer,  who  had  been  warden  of  this  institution  since  1911, 
died  October  5th  and  since  his  death  James  L.  Long,  deputy  superintendent 
of  state  prisons,  has  been  temporarily  in  charge.  The  appointment  of 
William  Hunt,  commissioner  of  charities  and  correction  of  Erie  county, 
as  Warden  Homer's  successor  has  been  announced  but  he  had  not  assumed 
office  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

Great  Meadow  Prison,  which  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  prisoners 
in  1911,  has  1.168  modem  cells,  each  equipped  with  toilet,  lavatory  and  cot 
bed.  On  the  day  of  inspection  there  were  460  inmates.  At  no  time  has  the 
prison  been  fully  occupied.  The  institution  is  known  as  a  prison  without 
walls.  No  comm^ments  are  made  directly  to  it,  its  population  being  made 
up  of  men  transferred  from  Auburn,  Clinton  and  Sing  Sing  prisons.  Its 
activities  are  chiefly  along  agricultural  and  institutional  lines,  and  be- 
cause many  of  its  inmates  are  employed  here  and  there  over  Its  1,100  acres 
tbey  must' necessarily  be  men  who  can  be  trusted.  This  has  made  it  dif- 
ficnlt  to  select  a  sufficient  number  of  those  who  would  readily  and  safely 
adapt  themselveH  to  the  environment.  The  State  Commission  of  Prisons 
has  recommended  in  previous  reports  that  every  effort  be  made  to  utilize 
this  modem  prison  to  its  capacity  rather  than  keep  men  Imprisoned  In  the 
small,  poorly  ventilated  cells  in  the  old  state  prisons,  but  the  cells  have 
never  been  even  approximately  filled.  Indeed,  it  has  been  said  by  those 
familiar  with  prison  conditions  that  Great  Meadow  will  never  be  filled 
mitil  it  has  more  Industries  and  a  wall  around  It.  Other  prisons  must 
necessarily  have  their  quota  of  trusties  to  do  farm,  road  and  other  work, 
and  this  reduces  the  number  available  for  transfer  to  Great  Meadow. 
However,  those  in  charge  assert  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  transfer 
as  many  as  possible  to  this  institution. 

THE  PRISON  PLANT 

Although  a  comparatively  new  institution,  not  yet  completed,  the 
present  plant  is  beginning  to  show  signs  of  deterioration.  There  are  leaks 
in  the  gutters  of  |he  cell  block,  in  the  roof  of  the  mess  hall,  and  in  th^ 
passageway  leading  from  the  mess  hall  to  the  cell  block.  The  hot  water 
heating  plant  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs  and  it  is  necessary  to  keep  i^ 
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force  of  men  constantly  at  work  to  maintain  it  Some  of  the  radiators 
in  tbe  cell  block  held  in  place  bj  wooden  supports  are  beginning  to  give 
way  and  a  few  in  other  parts  of  tfhe  institivtion  are  ont  of  commission.  The 
enameled  iron  toilete  in  many  of  the  cells  are  beginning  to  chip  and  mst, 
presenting  an  unsightly  appearance  and  making  it  difllcalt  to  keep  them 
clean  and  in  sanitary  condition.  Eventually  these  toilets  will  Ijiave  to  be 
discarded  and  modem  ones  of  vitreous  ware  installed.  The  woven  wire 
springs  in  many  of  the  oot  beds  in  the  ceUs  are  rusted  and  many  of  the 
beds  are  in  need  of  paint 

The  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  condemned  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  construction  of  a  new  one  -will  be  undertaken  when 
funds  are  made  availaUe  by  the  Legislature. 

The  boiler  which  heats  the  greenhouse  cracked  while  we  were  at  the 
institution  and  a  temporary  one  was  being  installed.  Repairs  and  improve- 
ments are  needed  at  tbe  power  house,  some  of  which  are  under  way.  A 
survey  has  been  made  by  the  State  Architect  to  determine  the  necessary 
repairs  and  it  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost  at  least  $30,000  to  do  this 
work  which  will  be  undertaken  in  the  spring  if  funds  are  forthcoming. 

Meanwhile,  some  improvements  have  been  undertaken  by  the  acting 
warden.  The  print  shop  on  the  first  floor  of  the  administration  building 
has  been  transferred  to  a  room  formerly  occupied  by  the  store  room  on 
the  second  floor.  Tbe  state  shop  is  to  be  moved  to  the  band  room  and  the 
band  has  been  assigned  a  place  in  tbe  bath  room  for  prnctice.  The  rooms 
vacated  by  the  print  and  state  shops  are  to  be  made  into  ofiices  for  the  war- 
den, clerk  and  comptroller's  clerk,  and  the  present  warden's  office  will  be 
used  as  a  visiting  room.  At  the  present  time  inmates  receive  visitors  in 
the  chapel,  there  being  no  visitors'  room.  The  state  shop  is  being  changed 
and  enlarged. 

The  ceiling  of  the  corridors  on  the  flrst  floor  of  the  administration 
building  were  being  painted  and  broken  glass  in  the  bam,  cell  block  and 
other  buildings  was  being  replaced.  The  district  school  and  new  cow  barn, 
t)oth  of  which  have  been  in  course  of  construction  for  some  time,  have 
not  been  completed. 

The  tables  in  the  mess  hall  are  being  painted  white  and  the  chairs 
black.  The  floor  and  interior  of  the  power  house  have  been  painted  and  a 
screen  is  to  be  placed  around  the  switchboard  so  as  to  protect  Inmates 
from  possible  injury.  A  telephone  system  is  to  be  installed  throughout 
the  institution,  cciiiiei'ting  with  the  warden's  residence  and  office. 

T!:ere  is  a  small  recreation  yard  between  the  administration  building 
and  the  north  cell  block  where  inmates  are  permitted  to  play  ball  and 
other  games.  A  large  yard  is  to  be  com^tructed  south  of  the  passageway 
leading  from  the  cell  block  to  the  mess  hall.  Some  grading  already  has 
been  done. 

EMPL0YMEN7 

As  previously  stated,  Great  Meadow  is  primarily  an  agricultural 
prison.  About  500  of  the  1,100  acres  are  under  cultivation  and  the  crops 
were  said  to  have  been  somewhat  better  this  season  than  last.  An  ad- 
ditional farm  tract  of  200  acres  is  leased.  The  principal  crops  during  1919 
were  175  tons  of  hay,  suflHcient  to  winter  the  stock,  1,000  bushels  of  oats, 
116  bushels  of  beans,  290  tons  of  ensilage,  and  quantities  of  cabbage,  beans, 
potatoes,  carrots,  turnips  and  tomatoes.  The  institution  has  a  large 
tractor,  but  it  has  proved  to  be  too  heavy  for  the  quality  of  tihe  soil  and 
it  Is  proposed  to  ship  It  to  Auburn  Prison  and  purchase  a  lighter  one. 
The  livestock  on  the  day  of  inspection  included  21  horses,  2  mules,  87 
head  of  cattle,  268  hogs,  and  44  chickens. 

In  addition  to  the  farm  work  a  tree  nursery  is  conducted  for  the 
State  Conservation  Commission.  When  this  was  started  about  seven  years 
ago  it  comprised  twelve  acres.  In  the  spring  of  1919  a  new  tract  of  about 
six  acres  was  started  on  the  hill,  at  which  time  a  part  of  the  original 
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minery  area  was  rdeased  tor  farm  nae.  At  the  present  time  tbere  are 
tboot  ten  acres  under  nursery  coltiTatlon,  The  Conservation  Commission 
tasigns  an  expert  to  oversee  the  work,  famishes  the  materials  and  such 
supplies  as  are  tnecessary,  and  the  prison  furnishes  the  labor.  The  Prison 
Dqjartment  receives  as  compensation  for  the  labor  such  portion  of  the 
value  of  the  stock  sold  to  private  land  owners  as  represents  the  cost  of 
civilian  labor  before  ^the  war  in  otiher  nurseries  conducted  by  the  Conser- 
vation Commiasion.  The  Conservation  Commission  makes  no  charge  for 
trees  which  are  planted  on  state  owned  land,  therefore  if  trees  are  shipped 
from  this  nursery  for  such  purpose  no  pay  is  received  by  the  prison.  The 
amount  request^  in  the  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  repres^iting  the 
work  of  the  calendar  year  of  1919,  is  ^,410.12. 

Under  an  opinion  of  the  Attomey-Oeneral  who  held  such  sales  legal, 
trees  may  be  sold  in  the  open  market,  tihe  prices  ranging  from  (1.50  to  $5 
ft  thousand,  according  to  the  kind  and  age,  the  purchaser  agreeing  that 
the  trees  are  to  be  used  for  reforesting  land  within  the  State  of  New  Yoiik. 
Not  lees  than  1,000  of  any  species  are  sold  and  only  for  reforesting 
pnrposes. 

The  nursery  has  not  beesl  satisfactory  to  the  Conservation  Commission, 
particularly  in  the  last  two  or  tihree  years,  the  reasons  assigned  are  a^ 
follows: 

First  The  soil  is  a  heavy  clay  and  not  well  drained  and  therefore 
cannot  be  woiiced  to  advantage  earty  in  the  spring  v^en  necessary.  The 
wet  soil  causes  a  cold  place  tor  prisoners  to  work.  A  sandy  soil  produces 
better  trees  and  can  be  worked  to  far  better  advantage. 

Second.  ISie  labor  is  largely  from  the  cities  and  by  the  time  prisoners 
become  experienced  they  are  released. 

Third.  At  times  there  has  been  a  scarcity  of  labor  which  has  not 
permitted  utilization  of  trees  and  therefore  a  loss  has  resulted.  The  seeds 
are  pkinted  in  seed  beds  and  after  two  years'  growth  are  transplanted  to 
rows  where  they  remain  for  a  year  or  two  more  before  being  shipped.  In 
certain  instances  trees  had  to  be  left  in  seed  beds  and  not  transplanted. 

The  records  of  the  Conservation  Department  show  that  approximately 
4he  following  number  of  trees  were  transplanted  in  the  years  Indicated: 

1913 1,463,000 

1914 - 2,142,000 

1915 2,976,000 

1916 2,043,000 

1917 1,500,000 

1918 437,000 

1919 — 150,000 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  that  during  the  last  two  years 
the  number  transplanted  has  been  materially  reduced.  This  is  attributed 
to  the  lack  of  labor.  The  work  of  transplantiDg  from  the  seed  beds  begins 
in  April  and  requires  800  or  400  men  to  take  care  of  it  properly.  This 
number  is  gradually  reduced  as  the  season  advances  until  fall  when  little 
or  no  work  is  done. 

During  the  spring  of  1919  the  Conservation  Commission  wanted  to 
transplant  1,000,000  trees,  but  only  160,000  were  transplanted.  It  is 
stated  that  ten  civilians  could  have  transplanted  160,000  in  one  week. 
Prisoners  dislike  to  work  on  cold  clay  soil  or  during  wet  weather  on  the 
"cooservation  tract.*'  They  are  unskilled  in  the  work  and  many  of  them 
are  said  to  exercise  little  care  with  respect  to  destroying  growing  trees. 
The  hours  of  labor  are  short,  in  fact  statistics  prepared  by  the  Conservation 
OoDunission  show  that  the  inmates  of  this  prison  accomplish  about  26  per 
coit  as  compared  with  civilians  employed  in  other  nurseries,  while  in  a 
ntirsery  operated  in  connection  with  the  Rome  Custodial  Asylum  the  per- 
centage is  about  60. 

In  1917  a  temporary  nursery  was  established  at  Goldsmith's,  about 
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twenty  miles  from  Clinton  Prison.  During  1917-18  prisoners  from  Clinton 
Prison  transplanted  about  1,500,000  trees  which  were  shii>ped  from  Com- 
Btook  Prison.  Their  efficiency  as  compared  with  civilian  labor  was  rated 
at  90  per  cent 

We  believe  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  co-operate  with  the 
Conservatiooi  Oonunission  in  the  piXKluction  of  trees.  Reforestation  is  an 
important  work  and  every  available  man  should  be  assigned  to  this  in- 
dustry in  the  spring  when   the  work  must  necessarily  be  done. 

Until  the  present  year  Great  Meadow  was  not  classed  as  an  industrial 
prison.  It  had  oo  capital  fund  and  its  inmiates  did  not  receive  compensa- 
tion for  their  work  as  in  the  other  prisons,  which  caused  dissatisfaction 
among  some  of  the  men.  During  the  past  year  a  sum  was  set  aside  by 
the  Comptroller  as  the  institution's  share  of  the  capital  fund  and  inmates 
are  now  receiving  compensation  as  in  the  other  prisons. 

One  of  the  prison's  greatest  needs  is  an  industrial  building  where 
industries  can  be  es1)ablished  tp  keep  the  men  employed  wihen  farm,  conser- 
vation, road  and  other  work  cannot  be  carried  on.  During  the  summer 
there  is  no  difficulty  in  keeping  all  the  able-bodied  inmates  busy  on  the 
farm,  in  the  nursery,  in  road  gangs,  in  the  quarry  and  stone  crushing 
operations,  construction,  grading,  and  other  outdoor  employment  At  the 
time  of  Inspection  one  of  the  rood  gangs  was  still  out  but  was  expected 
to  return  to  the  institution  within  a  few  days.  In  winter,  however,  much 
of  this  work  is  necessarily  curtailed  and  more  shop  work  is  needed.  At 
the  present  time  the  institution  manufactures  its  own  clothes,  shoes,  and 
socks.  There  is  a  mat  industry  in  the  basement  where  a  comparastively 
small  number  are  employed  throughout  the  year. 

An  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  the  construction  of  a  shop  building 
has  been  available  since  1916,  this  amount  having  been  reappropriated  in 
1918.  Plans  have  been  prepared  but  the  work  has  not  been  undertaken. 
We  are  informed  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  present  administration  to 
push  the  construction  of  this  shop  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  Legislature  of  1920  to  a^ain  reappropriate  the  fund  to 
permit  construction  in  the  spring.  When  the  shop  is  completed  it  will  be 
possible  to  assign  added  industries  to  this  prison  and  thereby  aid  in  keep- 
ing all  the  men  employed  throughout  the  year. 

The  institution  has  an  ice  plant  with  a  daily  capacity  of  four  and 
one-half  tons.  In  July  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  requested  the 
State  Commission  of  Prisons  to  assign  ice-making  as  an  industry  because 
the  health  authorities  of  Hudson  Falls  stated  that  a  serious  condition 
existed  in  that  village,  due  to  lack  of  ice.  The  industry  was  assigned  by 
the  Com  mission  but  it  was  stated  that  no  ice  was  furnished.  However, 
should  an  ice  famine  threaten  nearby  villages  in  the  future,  it  will  be 
I)ossible  for  the  Institution  to  supply  ice  in  an  emergency. 

There  are  a  few  obsolete  machines  for  manufacturing  socks  which 
the  acting  warden  said  were  practically  of  little  value  and  should  be 
Junked.  Since  the  inspection  the  Superintendent  of  .Sta'te  Prisons  has 
requested  that  the  manufacturing  of  socks  be  assigned  as  an  industry,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  purchase  new  machines  to  carry  on  this  work.

SCHOOL  WORK 

QRie  head  teacher  reports  that  during  the  past  fiscal  year  the  school 
had  the  smalleet  enrollment  since  1913.  On  the  day  of  inspectiooi  there 
were  bat  69  ont  of  460  inmates  enrolled,  or  about  15  per  cent,  of  the  total 
population.  While  the  low  population  has  served  to  keep  down  the  en- 
rcrOment,  and  while  we  appreciate  that  there  are  various  handicaps  to 
sdiool  work,  nevertheless  we  believe  more  inmates  should  be  in  school, 
particularly  the  young  and  more  promising.  If  a  man's  progress  in  school 
to  the  extent  of  his  ability  were  emphasized  more  as  one  of  the  conditions 
of  his  parole,  we  beUeve  it  would  prove  an  incentive  to  better  school  work. 
Certainly  no  man,  unless  incapable  of  learning,  should  be  paroled  from 
prison  who  cannot  read,  write  and  speak  the  Englishlanguage.  Of  those 
entering  this  Institution  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  47  were  illiterate  and 
75  were  imable  to  read  and  write  English.  We  urge  that  every  encourage- 
ment be  given  the  school  work  in  this  institution,  believing  that  education 
is  a  vital  factor  in  bettering  the  inmate. 

The  school  work  comprises  five  standards  taught  by  the  bead  teacher 
and  two  inmate  teachers.  There  is  a  class  in  stenography,  but  the  inmate 
teacher  who  has  charge  of  this  clai»  Is  soon  to  be  released.  The  automo- 
bile vocational  class  has  been  discontinued. 

There  is  a  library  of  about  2,500  volumes  and  a  number  of  mai^azines 
are  available.  Technical  and  educational  books  are  famished  by  the  State 
Library.  Tbe  books  are  not  catalogued.  It  would  be  helpful  to  the  inmates 
in  aelectlng  books  if  catalogues  were  available.  They  could  be  printed  in 
the  inetitiition  at  comparatively  small  cost. 

I  DISCIPLINE  AND  BECBBATION 

The  discipline  in  the  institution  is  not  severe.  The  men  are  permitted 
to  talk  at  their  work  and  during  their  meals.  In  summer  they  en^^age  in 
games  and  sports  in  the  yard  and  on  Saturday  afternoons  attend  a  ball 
gtme.  During  the  winter  moving  pictures  are  shown,  usually  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  evenings.  The  picture  machine,  however,  is  reported  to  be  in 
had  condition  and  films  are  not  always  available. 

Inmates  are  locked  in  their  cells  occasionally  for  short  periods  for 
misconduct  and  inoorrigibles  are  transferred  to  Dannemora.  'The  cases 
requiring  disciplinary  treatment,  however,  are  comparatively  few. 

The  institution  has  a  modem,  well  equipped  hospital.  There  was  but 
one  patient  at  the  time  of  inspection.  The  active  outdoor  employment  is 
an  aid  in  keeping  the  men  in  good  health. 

Protestant,  Catholic,  Hebrew  and  Christian  Bcience  services  are  held 
weekly. 

Three  meals  a  day  are  served  in  the  large  mess  hall  which  is  well 
lighted  and  ventilated.  The  kiitchen  equipment  is  modern  and  the  food 
wholesome. 

BEOOMMENDATIONS 

That  the  construction  of  a  ahop  building  be  expedited. 

That  the  Legislature  be  urged  to  provide  sufficient  funds  to  keep  the 
institntion  in  proper  repair  and  to  build  a  new  sewage  disposal  plant. 

That  conservation  work  be  encouraged  and  every  available  inmate  be 
assigned  to  tflids  work  when  required. 

^I^t  school  work  be  encouraged  and  ext^ided  and  a  man's  progress 
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in  Bchool  work  be  emphasised  aa  one  of  tbe  conditions  of  parole 
That  a  calalogue  of  the  Dooks  in  the  library  be  printed. 
That  eyery  effort  be  made  to  transfer  as  many  inmates    to    Great 

Meadow  from  tbe  other  prisons  as  safety  and  prudence  will  permit

SING  SING  PRISON 

OSSININO 

Inspected  December  5,  1919.  Edward  V.  Brophy,  warden;  Martin  J. 
Beely,  principal  keeper;  John  P.  Joyce,  superintendent  of  industries. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  1,097,  distributed 
as  foUows :  At  Wingdale  86 ;  in  the  hospital  49 ;  in  the  dormitory  206 ;  in 
the  cell  block  725 ;  in  the  condemned  cells  26 ;  new  arrivals  unassigned  5. 

The  work  of  demolishing  the  cell  block  in  the  old  cell  house  continued 
until  800  cells  at  one  end  were  removed.  This  work  was  then  suspended, 
a  board  partition  put  up  at  the  end  of  the  remaining  cells,  and  a  temporary 
floor  put  in  the  section  where  t^e  cells  had  been  removed.  It  is  used  for 
Storage  purposes.  The  remaining  900  cells  are  occupied  by  prisoners  as 
formerly.  Why  any  of  these  cells  were  removed  before  any  new  quarters 
were  provided  does  not  appear,  but  the  discontinuance  of  the  work  of  re- 
moving the  old  cells  until  a  new  cell  block  is  provided  is  certainly  wise  and 
to  be  approved. 

17EW  OONSTBirOTIOir 

Contracts  have  recently  been  let  for  the  construction  of  a  portion  of 
the  new  building  on  the  hill.  These  included  what  the  State  Architect 
calls  the  clinical  unit  and  classiflcation  prison.  The  general  construction 
of  these  buildings  was  let  to  P.  J.  Garlin  Go.  for  (965,089.10,  and  the  heat- 
ing, sanitary  and  electric  construction  and  the  installation  of  new  boilers 
has  been  let  to  other  firms,  making  a  total  amount  of  work  under  contract 
$1,186,709.66. 

The  work  of  installing  the  concrete  foundations  has  been  commenced 
by  the  contractor.  As  this  work  has  been  let  to  contractors,  only  a  few 
of  the  prisoners  are  employed  at  new  construction,  and  these  were  finish- 
ing  up  some  jobs  of  grading  and  excavating. 

SCHOOL  WORK 

On  December  3rd  the  number  registered  in  the  school  was  204,  of 
whom  four  were  absent,  leaving  an  actual  attendance  on  that  date  of  200. 
The  school  work  has  continued  practically  as  described  in  the  inspection 
report  of  July  10,  1918.  The  number  in  attendance  has  been  somewhat 
less,  as  at  the  time  of  that  report  290  were  attending  the  school.  The 
attendance  of  illiterates  is  compulsory  and  these  include  all  who  cannot 
read  and  write  the  English  language.  The  school  record  of  prisoners 
applying  for  parole  is  furnished  the  Parole  Board  together  with  their 
general  record.  Just  what  consideration  is  given  the  school  record  by  the 
Parole  Board  we  were  unable  to  learn.  We,  however,  believe  it  should 
be  the  settled  policy  of  the  State  not  to  parole  a  prisoner  at  least  until  he 
has  learned  to  read,  speak  and  understand  the  English  language,  and  thai 
every  prisoner  Ignorant  of  the  English  language  should  be  so  advised  on 
his  reception  in  the  prison. 

No  prisoners  are  sentenced  to  Sing  Sing  for  less  than  a  year,  and  very 
few  are  sentenced  for  one  year  only.    During  the  year  ending  June  SO,  1919, 
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there  were  only  15  ptrisoners  flentenoed  to  Sln^  Sing  for  one  year  on  de- 
tenninate  sentence  and  only  24  with  minimnn  sentence  of  one  year.  As 
the  total  niiml)er  of  convicts  received  during  that  year  was  1,073,  the 
nuinber  eligible  to  parole  who  have  not  been  in  the  institntion  for  one 
year  Is  pvaotlca^lly  ne^^igible*  and  It  can  bardly  be  donbted  that  if  prison- 
ers were  Informed  npon  their  arrival  at  the  prison  that  they  mnst  become 
fimlliar  with  the  English  language  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  parole  or  to 
commutation,  tbey  would  apply  themselves  to  the  study  of  English  with 
sudi  energy  as  to  become  reasonably  proficient  without  shortening  the 
term  of  their  stay  in  the  institution.  We  were  advised  by  some  of  the 
prison  officials  thait  more  attention  has  1)een  given  to  this  matter  than 
fozmerly,  as  It  Is  now  no  longer  necessary  to  have  interpreters  present 
at  a  meeting  of  t3ie  Parole  Board. 

VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 

This  school  continues  practically  as  described  in  the  report  of  last 
year.  It  is  a  voluntary  school  maintained  by  the  prisoners.  The  recom- 
mendation in  the  report  referred  to — that  it  should  be  a  prominent  part 
of  the  scihool  work  In  the  prison  and  maintained  out  of  the  prison  funds 
and  dionld  be  to  a  greater  extent  put  under  prison  management — ^has  not 
been  complied  with*  The  number  registered  in  each  class  was  as  follows : 
Automobile  class,  68 ;  barber  class,  9 ;  show  card  and  commerlcal  drawing, 
16;  telegraphing,  6;  cloth  cutting  and  designing,  5.  The  automobile  class 
was  in  session  at  t3ie  time  of  our  visit  and  the  prisoners  seemed  very  much 
interested.  This  class  teaches  the  mechanical  construction  and  repair  of 
automobiles.  As  the  use  of  automobiles  in  this  country  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing, there  Is  no  doubt  that  instruction  in  this  class  will  help  a  prisoner 
to  find  profitable  employment  on  his  discharge  from  prison.  We  were, 
however,  advised  by  some  prominent  officials  connected  witb  the  admin- 
istration of  criminal  law  of  New  Yoiic  City  that  maintenance  of  this  school 
was  inadvisable.  The  claim  Is  made  that  the  automobile  is  now  almost 
tmiversaUy  used  by  bandits  and  hold-up  men  in  their  attacks  on  banks, 
stores  snd  Individuals,  and  that  it  is  unwise  to  give  these  criminals  while 
at  Slug  Sing  Instruction  in  mechanical  construction  of  automobiles  when 
soch  knowledge  aids  tbem  In  Uieir  criminal  transactions.  After  a  person 
has  become  famlUar  with  the  mechanical  construction  of  an  automobile 
and  knows  what  is  the  matter  with  it  when  it  balks  and  how  to  repair  it, 
it  does  not  take  him  long  to  become  an  efficient  chauffeur.  In  addition 
to  the  above  criminal  transactions  the  stealing  of  automobiles  has  become 
a  very  common  practice  and  it  is  suggested  that  such  instruction  helps  a 
criminal  to  make  such  a  theft  We  do  not  at  this  time  recommend  the 
abolition  of  tHis  school,  but  do  recommend  that  this  suggestion  be  investi 
gated.  - 

An  editor  of  a  conservative  New  York  Magazine  recently  stateci  that 
in  16  cities  of  this  State  22,273  cars  had  been  stolen,  worth  at  a  low  esti- 
mate 922,273,000.  He  estimated  that  the  value  of  cars  stolen  annually  In 
the  United  States  must  run  into  hundreds  of  millions,  lEind  remarked  that 
the  staling  of  motor  cars  has  increased  to  the  status  of  a  leading  industry. 
Dortaig  the  first  8  months  of  1919  there  were  846  people  killed  by  automo- 
Mle  acddents  in  New  York  State  alone.  This  Is  at  the  rate  of  1,269  for 
the  entire  year.  This  must  mean  that  in  the  whole  country  between  10,000 
and  15,000  are  Ulled  annually.  It  is  questionable  if  a  chauffeur's  license 
ihoQld  be  given  to  a  man  with  a  bad  criminal  record.  This  whole  question 
needs  careful  coosideration. 

THE  BEOENT  FIBE 

On  November  21,  1919,  the  prison  plant  suffered  severe  loss  by  fire. 
Two  buildings— the  old  cart  and  wagon  building  and  the  blacksmith  and 
machine  shop  building— ^ere  destroyed.  The  fonner  was  a  two-story 
btick  bnllding,  20x146  ft  in  slse,  erected  about  fifteen  years  ago  at  a  cost 
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of  $8,000.  At  the  present  time  it  would  cost  about  $25,000.  We  were  in- 
formed at  the  time  of  the  Are  it  was  used  for  storing  m&terlals  for  tha 
yarioufl  industries.  The  otiher  building  was  a  one-story  brick,  35x146  ft. 
in  size,  and  was  erected  about  five  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  It  would 
cost  about  $9,000  to  rebuild  it  at  the  present  time,  we  were  advised.  It 
was  u^ed  for  a  blacibsmith  shop  and  machine  repair  work  for  the  industries. 

The  knitting  department  suffered  a  loss  of  about  $25,000  worth  of 
yam,  and  the  bmeh  and  mattress  department  a  loss  of  about  $12,000  worth 
of  ticking  and  hair  used  In  the  manufacture  of  mattresses  and  blocks  and 
fibre  used  in  making  brushes.  There  was  practically  no  salvage  from  any 
of  these  losses. 

There  will  be  considerable  salvage  of  machinery  and  equipment  in  the 
sheet  metal  loss  and  blacksmith  shop.  It  has  not  yet  been  determined  how 
much,  but  a  rough  estimate  places  the  total  loss  at  not  more  than  $5,000. 
The  total  loss  of  the  fire  is  estimated  at  about  $60,000. 

MUTUAL  WEXFABE  LEAGUE  AND  BECBEATION 

The  work  of  iMs  League  and  the  recreation  allowed  have  continued 
during  the  past  year  as  described  in  the  report  of  July  10,  1919. 

PRISON  STORES 

There  are  two  stores  in  the  institution,  one  known  as  the  League 
Store  where  candy,  clothing,  tobacco  and  cigarettes  are  sold,  but  no  fruit 
or  edibles.  It  is  operated  by  a  card  system.  A  prisoner  Is  allowed  to 
purchase  not  exceedimg  $3.00  worth  a  month. 

The  other  store  is  known  as  the  grocery  store  and  sells  dry  groceries, 
fruit,  and  practically  all  supplies  usually  kept  in  a  grocery  store.  Prison- 
ers are  allowed  to  purchase  not  to  exceed  $6.00  worth  a  montli  at  this 
«tore,  which  has  been  in  operation  a  long  time.  Just  how  it  is  financed  we 
did  not  learn.  After  it  was  started  It  was  supposed  to  be  self-sustaining. 
The  iSuperintendent  of  Prisons  does  not  favor  stores  In  prison.  He  says 
he  will  not  consent  to  establishing  them  in  the  other  prisons  and  is  serious- 
ly considering  closing  those  in  Sing  Sing. 

HEALTH  AND   HOSPITAL  WORK 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good  during  the  year. 
On  November  29th  there  were  33  sick  in  the  hospital  and  7  idle  on  doctor's 
orders.  Tliere  was  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  February  with  77  cases, 
but  no  deaths.  There  are  no  cases  at  present  Dr.  Amos  D.  Squires  has 
continued  to  instruct  a  class  of  Inmate  nurses  and  again  emphasizes  the 
need  of  a  civilian  head  nurse  and  X-ray  apparatus.  He  urges  a  special 
appropriation  for  hospiftal  equipment  and  drugs.  Drug  addicts  and  ven- 
ereal complaints  have  been  successfully  treated  in  the  medical  department. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

Religious  instruction  and  library  work  and  the  kitchen  and  mess  hall 
arrangements  have  been  continued  as  described  in  the  former  report.  On 
the  day  of  inspection  there  were  27  in  the  department  for  condemned  men. 
Nine  guards  watch  over  them,  three  on  duty  at  all  times.  There  was  only 
one  man  in  the  isolation  cells.  The  concreting  of  the  exercise  court  for  the 
condemned  men  has  been  completed.  Each  man  is  daily  given  exercise  in 
this  open  court. 

FARMING 

Farming  this  year  on  the  small  five-acre  farm  on  the  hill  at  the 
prison  was  very  successful.  Some  of  the  products  were  as  follows :  String 
beans,  58  bu. ;  turnips,  40  bu. ;  cabbage,  12,288  heads ;  tomatoes,  145  bu. ; 
potatoes,  405  bu. ;  carrots,  340  bu. ;  beets,  280  bu. ;  parsnips,  135  bu. ;  onions, 
125  bu.;  and  large  quantities  of  green  corn,  lettuce,  celery,  green  onions. 
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and  other  garden  products  of  an  eatimated  value  of  $3,800.    All  the  pro- 
ducts were  used  in  the  prison. 

IKDUSTBIES 

The  same  industries  are  continued.  The  Shoe  Shop  employs  about 
70  men  and  has  an  average  output  of  about  200  paira  a  day.  The  superin- 
tendent said  the  machinery  of  this  shop  is  modem — that  recently  an  expert 
from  the  United  Shoe  Oo.  pronounced  it  an  up-to-date  plant 

The  Knitting  and  Hosiery  Shop  employs  from  140  to  100  men  and 
makes  underwear,  socks,  stockings,  bath  robes,  pajamas,  wrappers,  night 
gorwns,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and  other  articles.  The  machinery  of  this 
eliop  is  claimed  by  the  superintendent  to  be  first  class.  Among  the  new 
machines  were  a  hem  folder,  a  tucking  machine,  and  a  milling  machine. 
The  last  named  is  used  for  repair  work  in  keeping  the  machines  in  order 
and  even  making  new  parts  when  needed,  saving  long  delays  and  Large 


About  125,000  worth  of  materiail  of  this  shop  was  lost  in  the  fire  in 
one  of  the  buildings  destroyed,  l^ere  was  a  10-day  supply  In  the  shop  and 
new  supplies  were  quickly  obtained,  so  there  was  no  interruption  of  the 
indnstzy. 

The  Brunh  and  Mattress  Shop  employs  40  to  50  men  and  has  an  aver- 
age ontput  of  43  dozen  a  day.  It  makes  all  kinds  of  brushes,  including 
hand  street  brooms.  The  work  is  mostly  hand  work,  not  much  machinery 
being  used.  There  is  a  new  machine  for  making  scrub  brushes,  not  set 
up  yet  This  industry  lost  about  $11,000  of  material  in  the  fire,  but  did 
not  stop  work. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Industry  employs  about  20  men.  It  makes  can  car- 
riers, refuse  cans,  steel  street  scrapers  and  park  benches,  and  does  work 
ioT  the  other  industries.  In  the  carpenter  shop  annex  it  makes  doors  and 
sash.  The  machinery  of  this  shop  was  mostly  in  the  fire,  but  it  is  expected 
that  about  70  per  cent  can  be  salvaged.  The  loss  of  machinery  and  stock 
is  estimated  at  $9,000.  As  the  brick  walls  stood  up  in  the  fire  a  section 
in  a  comer  of  the  shop  has  been  temiMrarily  enclosed  and  the  work  con- 
tinued.    A  temporary  blacksmith  shop  also  has  been  constructed. 

The  Printing  Industry  employs  from  20  to  25  men.  There  is  no  civil- 
ian foreman  and  the  shop  is  run  by  prisoners.  There  is  a  linotype,  the 
property  of  the  League,  which  is  loaned  to  the  prison  when  not  in  use  for 
the  League's  work.  The  plant  is  inadequate.  The  filling  of  orders  for 
printing  drags  interminably.  The  industry  lacks  competent  printers  and 
is  more  of  a  vocational  training  school  than  a  printing  shop.  It  should  be 
reorganized  on  an  efficient  basis  and  a  civilian  foreman  employed.  The 
State  should  buy  and  own  a  linotype  which  oould  be  operated  on  State 
work  without  delay  or  hindrance  by  League  woiik.  During  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1917,  12  men  were  received  at  Sing  Sing  whose  previous 
occupation  had  been  printing,  and  5  at  the  other  prisons.  At  the  close  of 
the  next  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  23  printers  were  in  custody  at  Sing 
Sing  and  14  at  the  other  primus;  and  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1919, 14  were  received  at  Sing  Sing  and  10  at  the  other  prisons.  If  all  these 
men  were  assigned  to  the  printing  shop  and  a  sufficient  number  of  young 
men  as  apprentices,  who  had  been  sentenced  for  terms  long  enough  to  be- 
come somewhat  proficient  as  printers,  this  shop  could  be  thoroughly  man- 
ned at  all  times,  so  that  orders  could  be  promptly  filled,  and  when  there 
were  no  orders,  kept  runninng  as  a  wide-aiwake  vocational  training  shop. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  232  boys  21  years  of  age  and  under  were 
sentenced  to  Sing  Sing  Prison.  It  would  be  well  worth  while  for  the  State 
to  teach  a  considerable  numlber  of  these  boys  the  printing  trade,  even  if  it 
did  not  pay  the  State  financially.  A  large  sum  Is  spent  annually  at  the 
State  Reformatory  at  Elmira  in  giving  boys  trade  school  instruction.  Sing 
Shig  should  do  as  well  for  the  boys  sent  to  this  institution.  Printing  is 
a  good  trade  for  boys  to  learn. 
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The  net  sales  for  the  tndnstries  for  the  year  endinK  June  80,  1919, 
were  {457,279.13,  and  the  net  profits  or  earnings  were  $113,689.02  as  com- 
fMired  with  tb.e  net  sales  of  the  prerlous  year  which  were  $434,004.69,  and 
the  net  eamin^B  $116,846.02.  The  net  sales  for  the  first  four  months  of 
the  present  year  (July  1st  to  October  31st)  were  $151,429.74,  and  the  net 
earnings  $49,209.62,  or  about  32  per  cen-t  of  sales.  This  is  a  very  creditable 
showing  as  compared  -with  previous  years,  yet  it  la  apparent  that  If  the 
prison  had  to  pay  the  men  employed  any  wages  comparable  (to  thoee  paid 
in  oommerdal  shops,  the  industries  would  be  bankrupt  in  a  year.  To  pay 
300  men  for  300  days,  even  $2.00  a  day,  would  cost  $180,000.  This  is  about 
half  of  what  m&a.  are  paid  in  outside  shops,  and  yet  these  prison  shops  are 
exempt  from  rent  and  interest  on  capital  and  insurance- 

The  superintendent  of  industries  cptated  that  the  ayerage  output  per 
man  is  abobt  one-third  of  that  in  the  outside  shop.  This  is  explained,  in 
part,  for  the  fodlowing  reasons: 

1.  All  the  shops  are  to  a  considerable  extent  vocational  training 
schools,  as  they  are  constantly  taking  on  gre^i  men  who  know  nothing  of 
the  business.  This  cannot  be  wholly  ayoided  but  might  be  reduced  by  more 
oonslderate  and  careful  assignments. 

2.  Prisoners  only  work  about  six  hours  a  day  as  compared  with  eight 
hours  in  outside  shops.  As  honest,  law-abiding  men  in  commercial  shops 
have  to  work  eight  hours  a  day  to  support  their  families,  ~Siere  is  no  good 
reason  why  prlsaners  should  not  work  an  equal  number  of  houra.  This 
condition  is  caused  in  part  by  school  work,  but  it  couHd  be  minimized  by 
assigning  to  the  shops  the  men  who  do  not  need  to  attend  school. 

3.  There  are  no  prison  officers  In  the  shops  to  speed  up  the  work 
and  make  note  of  the  slackers.  Probably  better  results  would  be  obtained 
if  there  were  a  tactful,  wide-awake  and  energetic  prison  officer  in  each 
shop.  This  is  a  suggestion  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  prison  author- 
ities. 

4.  A  prisoner  assigned  to  a  shop,  if  he  developes  any  aptitxide  Cor 
the  work  of  that  shop,  should  remain  there  until  discharge  from  prison. 
He  should  not  be  put  in  any  draft  for  transfer  to  another  prison,  therq 
to  start  in  again  on  some  other  woik  or  trade.  When  a  prisoner  is  entitled 
to  parole  or  commutation  or  his  term  expires,  he  must  of  course  be  releas- 
ed, however  expert  he  may  be.  Less  than  one-third  of  the  population  of 
the  prison  work  in  the  shops.  As  Sing  Sing  Prison  receives  about  100  new 
men  each  month,  large  transfers  to  the  other  prisons  are  necessary,  but 
these  can,  and  shouid  be,  from  new  arrivals,  from  yard  men,  common 
laborers,  and  other  than  the  men  who  have  acquired  some  experience  and 
efficiency  in  the  shops.  The  only  exception  would  be  if  a  shop  man's 
health  broke  down  or  he  became  insubordinate.  The  law  gives  the  power 
of  transfer  to  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  and  he  should  give 
definite  liostruction  to  his  officers  to  comply  with  this  suggestion. 

OBNKEAL  BEMABKS 

We  do  not  repress  an  opinion  as  to  the  condition  of  the  machinery  or 
the  quality  of  the  product  We  are  not  exprets,  and  we  are  advised  that 
the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  to  make 
a  survey  of  the  prisons  has  had  experts  visit  the  prisons  and  will  soon 
report  on  these  matters. 

We  noted  with  approvmi  the  construction  of  new  toilet  facilities  in 
the  flfhops,  as  recommended  in  the  last  report. 

We  saw  some  evidences  that  smoking  is  permitted  in  the  shops.  This 
abould  not  be  altowed;  it  is  a  fruitful  source  of  fires  of  which  there  re- 
cently have  been  three  in  Sing  Sing,  one  very  destructive. 

The  State  Commission  of  Prisons  is  of  necessity  identified  with  the 
prison  industries.  It  was  created  by  the  constitutional  convention  which 
abolished  contract  labor  and  created  the  present  prison  labor  plan,  largely 
because  of  that  change.  It  selects  and  assigns  industries  to  the  prisons. 
It  procures  estimates  of  suppUes  fr(»n  the  public  officers  and  institutiona 
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^  liie  Bute  of  the  Und  which  can  be  famished  by  the  prisoners.  It  re- 
celTes  and  distribntes  requiBitione  for  sach  supplies.  It  is  one  of  the 
Board  ftdng  the  price  of  prison-made  goods,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  active 
la  the  enforcement  of  the  'law  requiring  public  officers  and  institutions  to 
puGhaae  prison-made  goods.  It  gives  releases  to  such  officers  and  in- 
•titotioos  when  the  prisons  cannot  furnish  such  supplies. 

In  public  esteem  the  Commission  is  to  a  large  extent  held  responsible 
for  the  qualiity  and  prices  of  prisou-made  goods,  for  failure  to  make  prompt 
deliTeries»  and  is  generally  in  the  public  mind,  and  even  in  ithe  decisions 
of  the  oouvts  considered  to  be  closely  associated  with  prison  industries. 
From  aU  these  circumstances  it  would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  give  special  attcaition  to  ithis  phase  of  prison  management  and  keep 
In  close  touch  with  its  progress  and  lend  every  possible  assistance  to  its 
SQOcess.  There  are  some  other  things,  not  discussed  in  this  report,  which 
we  did  not  go  into.  For  instance,  ait  Blmira  and  Napanoch  all  new  build- 
lungs  aie,  and  for  years  have  been,  erected  and  equipped  by  prison  labor, 
whereas*  priscm  building  are  unifonnly  constructed  by  contract,  prisoners 
only  dcring  some  preliminary  excavating  and  gTr;dlng. 

Another  matter  is  the  wisdom  or  unwisdom  of  dormitories  in  State 
prisons  for  felons,  and  other  nmtters  Which  might  well  receive  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commission  of  Prisons. 

We  subodt  the  following  reoomnaendaitions : 

1.  Carefully  consider  the  wisdom  of  continuing  the  automobide  school. 

2.  Permit  no  man  to  be  paroled  or  allowed  commutation  imtil  he  has 
acquired  a  resonable  knowledge  of  the  English  language. 

3.  Prohibit  smoking  in  the  shops. 

4.  Do  not  transfer  men  who  (have  ])ecome  even  partly  efficient  in 
tlie  shops  to  any  other  prison. 

5.  Man  and  equip  the  printing  shop  so  it  can  fill  orders  promptly 
without  hindrance  from  L^igue  work ;  pot  it  in  charge  of  a  civilian  fore- 
man and  make  it  a  vocational  training  school  when  there  are  no  orders. 

0.  Consider  the  matter  of  requiring  prisoners  to  work  eight  hours 
a  day. 

7.  Use  enough  of  the  prison  capital  fund  to  keep  >tihe  machinery  of 
the  shops  modem  and  up-to-date. 

8.  Consider  the  advisability  of  having  one  or  more  prison  officers 
in  each  shop. 

9.  Provide  a  civilian  head  nurse  for  the  hospital,  also  an  X-ray  ap- 
paratos  and  a  fuller  drug  supply.

STATE  FARM  FOR  WOMEN 

YAULTIE 

Inspected  October  9,  1919.  Stephen  J.  Bergin,  superintendent;  Harry 
J.  King,  prison  guard. 

This  institution  continued  under  <the  State  Department  of  Health,  as 
explained  in  the  last  report  of  inspection  of  December  17,  1918,  until  April 
1,  1919.  Most  of  the  time  there  were  only  one  or  two  patients.  A  guard 
and  a  few  prisoners  from  Auburn  Prison  continued  tn  charge  of  the  farm 
work  during  the  winter.  On  April  1st  the  Health  Department  vacated 
and  the  custody  of  the  farm  and  buildings  reyerted  to  the  Superintendent 
of  State  Prisons.  It  was  not  reopened  for  the  custody  of  women  prisoners, 
but  has  been  closed  since  that  date.  It  has  been  in  charge  of  a  farm  su- 
perinrtendent,  a  prison  guard,  and  several  prisoners  from  Auburn  Prison. 
In  April  there  were  4  prisoners,  in  May,  6,  and  since  May,  8.  The  superin- 
tendent and  family  occupy  the  warden's  residence  and  the  guard  and  pris- 
oners tiie  Emerson  cottage.    The  other  cottage  has  be^i  kept  closed. 

The  buildings  and  appurtenances  are  all  in  good  condition  except  that 
the  water  supply  of  tthe  Armstrong  cottage  is  defective  and  insufficient 

The  stock  on  the  farm  consists  of  1  work  team  and  1  single  horse,  5 
cows,  2  yearling  heifers,  4  brood  sows,  1  boar,  and  37  young  pigs;  a  few 
wiU  be  large  enough  (to  butcher  late  this  fall. 

The  crops  have  all  been  gathered,  30  acres  of  rye  sown  for  next  year, 
and  a  start  made  in  raising  alfalfa.  There  is  practically  no  land  on  this 
farm  that  can  be  persuaded  to  produce  (timothy  hay ;  this  makes  the  raising 
of  alfalfa  for  hay  an  important  matter  for  this  farm.  Wlthou't  consider- 
able stock  and  fodder  for  it  this  farm  Is  sure  to  deteriorate  rapidly.  The 
State  should  set  an  example  in  keeping  its  farm  in  a  high  state  of  culti- 
vation ;  to  do  this,  land  must  be  kept  well  fertilized.  The  crops  produced 
the  present  season  were  as  follows :  Potatoes  950  bushels,  rye  244  bushels, 
oats,  674  bushels,  buckwheat  5  bushels,  beets  35  bushels,  tomatoes  20 
bushels,  beans  (white)  24  bushels,  hay  about  9  tons,  oat  straw  12  tons, 
rye  straw  12  tons,  ensilage  90  tons,  buckwheat  straw  8  tons,  and  com 
fodder  8  tons. 

There  is  a  good  apple  orchard.  The  trees  were  properly  sprayed  and 
a  bountiful  crop  of  excellent  apples  produced.  The  151  barrels  of  picked 
apples  were  sold  to  an  evaporating  company  at  Valatie  for  $3.50  a  barrel. 
There  was  also  a  considerable  quantity  of  windfalls  sold  for  $1.50  a  barrel. 

This  whole  section  is  favorable  for  fruit  growing,  especially  apples 
and  pears.    Additional  land  on  this  farm  might  well  be  devoted  to  this  use. 

This  farm  was  established  for  tiie  custodial  care  and  reformation  of 
middle^ge  and  elderly  women  addicted  to  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  or  drugs,  and  were  being  repeatedly  arrested  and  convicted  and 
sent  to  workhouses  and  jails  for  short  terms  and  when  discharged  were 
again  arrested  and  for  the  most  part  of  the  time  were  in  custody  on  a 
short  sentence  in  some  institution.  This  practice  consumed  much  time  of 
the  courts  and  police,  was  expensive,  and  of  no  benefit  to  the  women.  Here 
they  were  held  in  custody  until  cured  of  their  uncontrollable  appetite, 
their  physical  condition  reinvlgorated  by  healthful  outdoor  work,  and  then 
released  on  parole,  in  positions  so  far  as  possible  free  from  old  environ- 
ments. 
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During  tihe  year  of  its  operation  it  was  congested  until  war  conditions 
somewhait  depleted  its  population  as  they  did  most  other  correctional  in- 
stitDtions.  It  iirouid  have  had  many  more  inmates  if  there  had  been  room 
for  them.  The  original  plan  was  to  build  for  500  inmates,  and  there  have 
been  for  years  many  women  of  this  class  in  custody  somewhere  in  the 
State.  It  is  really  cheaper  to  keep  them  on  a  l^rm  under  Che  old  endless 
diain  system  of  arrest  and  rearrest. 

This  institution  has  never  seemed  to  fit  well  into  the  State  Prison 
system.  It  might  be  well  to  give  it  a  board  of  managers  like  the  institu- 
tions at  Albion,  Bedford  and  Hudson.     It  fills  a  real  need  in  the  State 

iiiould  be  ^ilarged  and  developed  and  not  lightly  abandoned.    These 

z,  broken  down  unfortunate  women  are  entitled  to  humane  consider- 
ation. The  Women's  Prison  Association  was  tiie  sponsor  for  this  farm 
and  worked  weary  years  wiith  patience  and  faith  for  its  establishment. 
The  members  of  tihe  Association  may  well  be  consulted  and  consideration 
giTen  to  their  recommendations  in  determining  its  future.

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The  garden  prodncts  the  present  year  were  of  the  estimated  value  of 
11,283.98.  These  Incliided  190  bushels  of  onions,  51 1-2  bushels  of  beans, 
26,358  Ibe.  of  cabbage,  and  large  quantities  of  parsnips,  beets,  carrots, 
tomlps,  tomatoes,  celery,  lettuce,  and  many  other  garden  products. 

The  Held  crops  were  155  bushels  of  com,  18,890  lbs.  of  hay,  4,575  lbs.  oD 
straw,  38%  bushels  of  rye,  20  bushels  of  buckwheat,  822  bushels  of  pota- 
toes, the  value  of  aU  $1,912.07.  Owing  to  blight  the  yield  of  potatoes^ 
which  was  the  principal  crop,  was  comparatlTdy  small. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  were  32  bushels  of  apples  and  5  of 
pean,  value  $8.75.  There  were  2,987  lbs.  of  pork  products  of  the  value  of 
$896.10.  There  were  17  pigs  killed  during  the  year  and  48  on  hand  De- 
cember 1.  The  poultry  products  were  586  doz.  eggs  and  858  lbs.  dressed 
fowls,  of  the  value  of  $395.71.    There  were  130  on  hand  December  1.

ELMIRA 

Inspected  October  18,  1919.    Frank  L.  Christian,  M.  D.,  superintendent. 

The  E^mira  Reformatory,  known  to  students  of  criminal  problems  all 
over  the  world,  is  In  its  forty-fourth  year,  with  a  long  record  of  con-i 
stmctive  achievements,  a  commendable  present  plan  and  a  comprehensive 
forward  plan  foi:  the  future. 

The  old  cell  'blocks  built  over  forty  years  age,  and  the  very  latest,  % 
small  block  built  fifteen  years  ago,  still  continue  In  use  despite  the  efTorts 
of  successive  managements  and  this  Commission  to  have  them  replaced  by 
a  modem  plant  The  Governor,  in  a  recent  public  address,  said  that  ^s 
was  shocked  to  find  here,  in  a  reformatory,  cells  of  the  same  type  as 
found  in  state  prisons.  With  the  Governor's  approval,  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers Is  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  $100,000  to  enable  them  to  build  a 
modem  housing  plant  with  rooms  for  Inmates  which  will  be  located  out- 
side the  walls  and  be  occupied  by  prisoners  who,  studies  develop,  can  be 
trusted. 

Here,  too.  In  the  shops  are  found  out-of-date  machinery  and  appliances 
which  should  be  replaced  by  the  most  modem  outfit,  so  that  young  men 
taught  trades  may  be  able  to  enter  up-todate  factories  and  workshops 
upon  discharge  with  a  knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  machinery  and  ap- 
pliances to  be  found  in  the  industrial  world.  The  management  is  asking  for 
an  appropriation  of  |5,000  this  year  as  a  start  in  overcoming  this  very  bad 
litnatloiL 

POPULATION 

Notwithstanding  the  general  opinion  of  prison  authorities  that  thers 
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would  be  a  great  iuerease  In  the  prison  population  after  the  war,  this  has 
not  materialized  here. 

With  a  cell  capacity  of  1,440,  the  population  on  the  day  of  inspection 
was  but  803.  On  July  1,  1918,  the  population  was  679,  while  in  1916  it 
ran  as  high  as  1,279.  The  continued  industrial  activity  and  the  extended 
use  of  the  suspended  sentence  are  unquestionably  important  factors  in 
reducing  the  number  of  young  men  sent  to  the  reformatory. 

The  preent  population  includes  29  honorably  discharged  and  5  dis- 
honorably discharged  and  5  *A.  W.  O.  L.  former  soldiers  from  the  Army 
■and  12  honorably  discharged,  3  dishonorably  discharged,  and  *6  A.  W.  O. 
li.  former  sailors  from  the  Navy.

year  an  inmate  population  of 775 

^The  average  of  admission  was  19.60  years  and  the  average  period  of 
detention  for  those  paroled  for  the  first  time  was  one  year,  one  month  and 
twenty-six  days,  the  maximum  period  one  year  and  fourteen  days,  and 
the  maximum  two  years  and  twenty  days.  Thirty  five  per  cent  or  196  in- 
mates, were  paroled  in  the  mininum  time  permitted. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  only  one  was  in  the  third  grade,  505  were  in  the 
second,  and  269  in  the  first.  During  the  period  there  were  3  reductions 
from  the  first  to  the  second  grade  and  44  from  the  second  to  the  third. 

Of  750  persons  committed,  254  were  from  New  York  county,  102  Erfe, 
57  Kings,  35  Onondaga,  26  Monroe,  27  Westchester,  23  Bronx,  21  Queens, 
and  19  Albany. 

Fortunately,  the  number  of  drug  addicts  sent  here  is  small,  but  18  t|e- 
ing  received  during  the  year;  but  the  best  information  obtainable  showed 
4(H  out  of  750  classed  as  intemperate,  with  nearly  all  of  the  balance  using 
liquor  to  some  extent. 

The  cost  to  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  was  $298,- 
050.25,  and  the  daily  cost  of  maintaining  each  prisoner  was  f  1.155. 

PLANT  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  parade  ground  pavement,  commenced  last  year,  is  completed.  Its 
dimensions  are  480  by  150  feet.  It  is  a  fine  piece  of  concrete  work,  peis 
formed  entirely  by  the  Inmates'  labor,  and  adds  greatly  to  the  appearance 
of  the  institution. 

Progress  has  been  made  upon  Shop  Building  No.  4.  The  building  is 
enclosed,  the  roof  in  place,  and  the  glazing  of  the  windows  completed. 

Upon  the  recently  acquired  garden  land  a  40  by  60  foot  bam  has  been 
completed.  The  ground  floor  is  of  concrete,  the  siding  of  wood,  and  the 
roof  is  of  slate.  The  lower  floor  will  be  utillized  as  a  storage  room  for 
garden  tools  and  apparatus ;  a  scond  floor  will  serve  as  a  drying  room  for 
vegetables. 
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The  exterior  of  the  walls  of  buildings  fronting  the  enclosure  have  been 
painted. 

The  work  of  replacing  old  steam  radiators  in  the  institutional  corridors 
with  wall  coils  has  been  completed. 

7ABM  WOBE 

As  in  previous  years,  the  management  has  rented  about  one  hundred 
acres  of  farm  land  which  has  been  cultivated  in  addition  to  the  institu- 
tional farm  of  about  300  acres.    The  acreage  of  crops  was  a  follows :

Ten  acres  were  devoted  to  garden  products,  which  included  with  the  usual 
vegetables,  8  acres  of  tomatoes  for  canning,  which  is  done  with  institu- 
ti<mal  farm  of  about  300  acres.    The  acreage  of  crops  was  as  follows: 

The  dairy  comprises  about  40  cows.    The  yield  of  milk  has  been  good. 

The  agricultural  equipment  has  been  increased  by  a  large  farm  tractor, 
formerly  utilized  in  the  State's  agricultural  operations  but  no  longer  needed 
for  this  purpose. 

EXAMINATION   AND    STUDIES    OF   INMATES 

The  physical  examinations  of  the  inmates  are  made  about  two  days 
after  they  are  received  in  the  reformatory.  When  a  draft  arrives  from 
New  York  City,  for  Instance,  they  are  met  In  the  store  room  by  the  as- 
sistant physician,  who  takes  cultures  from  throats  and  looks  them  over  for 
any  evidence  of  Infectious  or  contagious  disease.  They  are  then  sent  to  the 
hospital  and  usually  within  a  day  or  two  are  subjected  to  a  routine  physical 
examination.  This  includes  a  Wasserman  blood  test  for  syphilis  and  a  Von 
Plrquet  test  for  tuberculosis.  The  active  tuberculosis,  syphilitic  and  gon- 
orrheal cases  are  properly  segregated  and  treated. 

The  mental  examinations  begin  while  the  inmates  are  still  in  the  hospital 
and  consist  of  a  preliminary  interview  with  the  psychiatrist  After  the 
sociological  study  has  been  completed  a  psychological  examination  Is  made, 
using  both  the  methods  devised  by  Binet  and  Healy.  The  information 
thus  obtained  is  used  by  the  psychiatrist  in  the  writing  of  a  final  resume 
of  the  case  and  this  Incorporated  into  a  report  known  in  the  institution  as 
a  psychogram.  This  Information  is  available  for  all  officers  who  for  any 
reason  may  desire  It 

The  department  of  psychiatry  and  sociology  seeks  information  from 
every  possible  outside  source  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  a  full  history  of 
the  inmate.  A  series  of  ten  blank  forms  covering  every  conceivable  phase 
of  an  inmate's  life  is  used  in  these  investigations.  A  set  of  the  blanks 
Is  attached  to  this  report  as  an  office  file. 

A  table  of  1,000  studies  made  by  Dr.  John  R.  Harding  shows  on  the 
mental  dlognosis  5  per  cent,  good,  15  per  cent  fair,  21  per  cent  poor,  49 
per  cent  sub-normal,  15  i>er  cent  being  of  the  type  that  should  be  segre- 
gated and  placed  in  a  custodial  Institution  indefinitely.  The  dassifica-; 
tlon  shows  11  per  cent,  accidental  offenders,  29  per  cent,  responsible  of- 
fenders, 24  per  cent,  psychopathic,  19  per  cent,  eplletic,  and  17  per  cent. 
defective  delinquents.  The  physical  condition  examination  showed  15  per 
cent  good,  42  per  cent,  fair  and  43  per  cent.  poor. 

The  complete  treatment  of  every  inmate  is  based  upon  the  examination 
and  studies  made  of  him. 

It  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  management  that  these  studies,  which 
were  begun  in  a  crude  way  nineteen  years  ago,  have  been  continued  without 
Interruption  during  all  these  years  and  now  meet  the  standards  established 
by  modem  thought  in  this  direction.  The  Mmira  Reformatory  is  i|oday 
the  only  institution  in  the  State  doing  a  complete  Job  along  these  linesl. 
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ASSIGNMENT  TO  TBADR  SCHOOLS 

In  planning  work  for  the  inmates,  they  are  sent  to  the  office  of  the 
trade  school  director  who,  having  the  necessary  information  available,  con- 
ducts an  inquiry  into  the  boy*s  industrial  history,  taking  into  considera- 
tion his  early  training,  race,  color,  educational  advantages,  intellectual 
capacity  and  other  facts  which  may  be  of  value  in  determining  what  trade 
is  best  suited  to  the  individual.  The  boy's  own  wishes  are  ot  course  con- 
sulted, but  acquiescence  in  such  wishes  is  not  permitted  if,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  director,  he  would  not  make  a  success  in  the  trade  which  he  de- 
sires to  learn,  for  reasons  which  would  be  perfectly  obvious — ^usually 
mental  and  physical  reasons. 

DISCIPLINB 

The  discipline  Is  in  charge  of  an  officer  whose  duties  are  wholly  of  a' 
disciplinary  character.  \Each  prisoner  is  furnished  with  a  rule  book  and 
a  few  days  after  his  reception  he  is  taken  into  the  disciplinarian's  officei 
wlieie  tlie  rules  are  explained  in  detail  to  him. 

Two  kinds  of  reports  are  issued,  known  as  Major  Offense  and  Minor  Of- 
fense Reports;  copies  of  these  are  attached  as  office  files. 

Major  Offense  reports  usually  result  in  an  inmate  being  sent  to  the 
guardhouse  during  the  time  that  his  report  is  being  investigated.  He  has 
an  opportunity  to  call  his  witnesses  before  the  disciplinarian  and  if,  as  a 
result  of  his  investigation  he  is  fined  one  dollar  or  more,  thirty  days  are 
added  to  the  time  of  his  parole.  But  the  fact  that  he  receives  a  report! 
does  not  necessarily  Indicate  that  it  stands.  Investigation  by  the  disci- 
plinarian may  result  in  cancellations  and  frequently  in  reductions  in  the 
amount  of  the  fine.  Many  Major  Offense  reports  are  reduced  after  In- 
vestigation to  Minor  Offense  reports.  If  the  inmate  is  not  satisfied  with 
the  adjnstiment  of  his  case  by  the  disciplinarian  he  may  appeal  to  the 
superintendent  for  a  review  of  same,  and  this  is  granted  him.  In  many 
instances  a  re-investigation  of  the  case  is  ordered  where  there  seem  to  be 
circumstances  warranting  it;  in  other  instances  a  reduction  of  cancella- 
tion may  be  decided  upon ;  or,  the  judgment  of  the  disciplinarian  may  be 
sustained.  If  the  inmate  is  still  not  satisfied  with  the  disposition  of  his 
case  he  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  for  a  hearing  before  them 
about  the  report  he  has  received.  The  Board  will  ask  for  the  evidence  and 
give  him  a  hearing.  The  Board  also  uses  its  discretion  in  cancelling  or 
reducing  the  report  or  in  sustaining  the  judgment  of  the  officials. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  for  this  purpose  there  were  ninety-five 
men  who  appeared  for  various  reasons — not  all  of  them  complaints,  many 
being  requests  for  favors  of  various  kinds.    There  was  not  a  single  com- 
plaint made  by  any  of  these  inmates  against  any  oflicer  of  the  reformatory. 
The  rules  call  for  a  reduction  in  grade  if  an  inmate  loses  two  months  in 
succession  for  fines  exceeding  one  dollar.    This  procedure  is  rarely  follow- 
ed.    The  superintendent  has  discretion  in  the  making  of  reductions  and 
defers  them  if  in  his  judgment  it  Is  warranted.     Most  cases  that  come 
up  for  reduction  in  grade  actually  are  deferred.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  in 
the  year  1917-1918  but  tliiriy  men  were  reduced  to  the  third  grade,  and  iu 
1918-1910  fifty  men  were  reduced.    Eighteen  years  ago  it  was  not  uncom- 
mon to  have  from  20  to  40  per  cent  of  the  population  in  the  third  grade. 
Reductions  to  the  third  grade  are  sometimes  made  for  serious  assaults* 
for  malicious  disturbances,  for  attempts  to  escape,  or  for  licentiousness.  In 
many  instances  an  inmate  who  should  be  reduced,  according  to  the  rule,  is 
instead  sent  into  the  special  training  class  for  defectives. 
.The  Minor  Offense  reports  represent  twenty-five  cents  in  fines,  each,  and 
.an  inmate  would  have  to  receive  four  of  them  in  a  month  in  order  to  lose 
the  month  or  suffer  a  fine  of  thirty  days'  additional  time.     Ordinarily, 
these  minor  offense  reports  are  not  investigated  unless  especially  requested 
by  the  inmate  upon  which  the  displinarian  grants  the  petition.     An  in- 
mate who  has  lost  a  month  by  receiving  four  of  these  minor  offense  re- 
ports can  almost  always  secure  a  cancellation  of  one  of  them,  provided  his 
record  warrants  it. 
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Tlie  gaaidhooBe  is  a  cell  block  from  which  the  furniture  has  been  remov- 
ed and  an  inmate  who  has  violated  the  regulations  to  a  sufficient  degree  to 
warrant  his  being  sent  there  is  ..epc  luere  i:i  co.iliur  i 

ciplinarian  settles  his  case.     TMs  cell   hi  <*k  v  ni    ll^       *• 
in  the  Institution.    They  are  8x10  feet  in  dimensions  and  each  has  a  win- 
dow as  well  as  a  barred  door.    A  stool  is  furnished  the  boy  to  sit  on  and 
at  night  he  has  a  mattress  and  blankets  on  which  to  sleep.    There  are  no 
screen  doors  on  the  rooms. 

The  same  food  that  is  furnished  the  inmates  in  the  regular  dining  room 
is  sent  to  the  guardhouse;  there  is  plenty  of  water  furnished.  The  in- 
mate is  also  taken  from  his  room  one  hour  each  day  and  permitted  to  go 
Into  the  yard,  where  he  walks  about ;  and  he  is  also  given  "setting-up"  ex- 
ercises, according  to  army  drill  work.  He  may  also  be  removed  from  his 
zoom  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  guardhouse,  to  do  work  necessary  to  be 
done  about  the  cell  block. 

They  are  never  placed  on  short  diet,  but  get  full  rations.  No  inmates 
are  ever  handcuffed.  The  old  dungeon  has  not  been  used  for  punishment 
for  sometUng  like  ten  years,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  is  used  at  the  present 
time  as  a  storage  place  for  cement  and  tools. 

The  number  of  men  who  are  sent  to  the  guardhouse  varies  considep- 
ably.  In  the  nine  months  of  this  ye.ir,  1A2'2  ium.  cb  i 
the  highest  number  being  in  August  when  174  were  so  confined,  and  the 
lowest  number  in  February,  141.  The  longest  time  an  inmate  was  kept  in 
tlie  guardhouse  was  nine  days,  and  the  next  longest  was  four  days.  Of  160 
men  who  were  sent  there,  and  whose  records  are  consecutive,  the  averatce 
period  of  detention  in  the  guardhouse  was  1-31-100  days  (actually  less 
than  two  days).

The  actual  guardhouse  population  varies  from  3  or  4  to  18  or  20.  At 
times  not  one  prisoner  has  been  confined  here. 

The  important  point  about  the  discipline  is  the  fact  the  disciplinarian 
constantly  uses  the  department  of  psychiatry  in  determining  (he  de^^ree  of 
responsibility  of  the  offenders.  Many  cases  that  are  sent  to  the  guard- 
house axe  immediately  referred  to  the  psychiatrist.  Some  of  these  are 
placed  in  observation  in  the  hospital  so  that  a  close  study  of  them  can  l>e 
made;  others  are  sent  to  the  special  training  division;  :ind  many  rep(»r{s 
issued  are  canceled  on  the  recommendation  of  the  psychiatrist,  or  reduced 
upon  his  suggestion. 

The  superintendent  urges  that  there  is  an  intimate  relationship  be- 
tween mental  disorders  and  disciplinary   liuracii*. 
inmate  is  considered  sub-normal  meiiia:)v. 
many  cases  of  concealed  epilepsy  nre  f  >'mi(1  f 

fnl  handling  by  the  disciplinarian.  The  history  of  the^e  inmates  is  al- 
ways to  be  had  in  the  department  of  psychiatry,  and  proper  adju.stment  can 
be  made  for  these  unstable  individuals.  Discipline  here  t':een)8  v  eaiAy 
reasonable  and  along  humane  and  scientific  lines. 

THE    PAROLE    SYSTEM 

An  inmates  is  imroled  after  he  has  made  twelve  perfect  months  in  the 
institution,  so  that  the  minimum  time  of  parole  is  made  po8Sil)le  in  twelve 
months  and  twenty  drys.     Al.ont  :/<   ver 

in  making  a  parole  in  the  minimum  time;  others  are  obIige<l  to  stay 
longer  before  being  granted  this  privilege.  Those  who  succeed  in  makiug 
tbeir  parole  must  have  made  a  record  of  satisfactory  conduct,  obedience 
to  the  rules,  and  also  must  have  made  progress  in  trades  school  and  in 
achool  of  letters.  While  it  Is  possible  to  hold  a  man  a  considerable  period 
of  time  for  bad  conduct,  failures  in  school  do  not  retard  parole  more  than 
thirty  days  in  each  grade,  so  that  even  though  a  in  n  i 
be  would  not  be  detained  more  than  sixty  dnys  by  e 
Ab  a  matter  of  actual  application,  men  who  do  persistently  fail  are  re- 
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ferred  to  the  psychiatrist  for  report,  and  if  in  his  Judgment  they  cannot 
make  progress,  proper  allowance  is  made  for  them. 

Men  who  are  paroled  are  required  to  have  a  bona  fide  job  before  they 
are  released,  and  this  job  is  certified  to  by  the  parole  ofilcers  of  the  In&tlta- 
tlon  or  by  the  police  officials.  Paroled  men  are  not  permitted  to  change 
their  employment  or  leave  the  positions  to  which  they  are  sent,  withont 
permission.  Those  who  have  served  time  in  other  correctional  institu- 
tions, or  have  a  long  and  unsatisfactory  police  record,  are  required  to  re- 
main on  parole  for  two  years;  others  having  more  satisfactory  previous 
records  are  permitted  final  release  after  one  year  of  satisfactory  conduct 

Prior  to  July  20,  of  this  year  the  requirement  of  monthly  reports  was  for 
a  period  of  only  six  months  after  release,  but  this  was  raised  to  at 
least  twelve  months  before  eligbility  for  final  release,  experience  in- 
dicating that  the  aadditional  six  months'  reporting  period  would  tend  to 
stabilize  the  man's  habits  and,  by  exercising  a  restraining  influence  upon 
his  actions  for  a  longer  period  before  permitting  him  to  pass  from  tbe 
board's  control,  would  be  of  material  advantage  in  effecting  his  per- 
manent reformation. 

A  generally  accepted  opinion  seems  to  exist  that  the  boys  and  young  men 
sent  here  for  felonies  are  all  first  offenders,  and  there  has  been  some 
criticism  in  quoted  articles  in  the  public  press  that  those  sent  for  the 
more  serious  crimes,  such  as  manslaughter  and  highway  robbery,  should 
be  kept  much  longer  than  those  sent  for  i>etty  offenses.  As  a  matter  at 
fact,  an  investigation  shows  that  a  great  many  of  those  sent  here  for  petty 
offenses  (burglary,  larceny,  etc.),  have  long  histories  of  juvenile  delin- 
quency and  have  served  time  in  an  elemosynary  or  correctional  institu- 
tion, and  were  real  chronic  delinquents  before  being  sent  here.  It  fre- 
quently happens  that  a  man  convicted  of  such  crimes  as  assault  in  tbe  first 
•degree,  manslaughter,  etc.,  are  guilty  of  these  crimes  as  a  result  of  pas- 
sion, or  unusual  circumstances,  and  are  real  first  offenders. 

Dr.  Harding's  study  of  1,000  cases  showed  that  only  30  per  cent  were 
first  offenders,  while  23  per  cent,  were  second,  18  per  cent,  third,  13  per 
cent,  fourth,  and  12  per  cent,  fifth  offenders.  On  industrial  capacity  38  per 
cent,  were  self  supporting,  42  per  cent,  were  semi-dependent,  and  20  per 
•cent,  dependent.  On  associations,  6  per  cent,  were  good,  37  i)er  cent, 
vagrant,  46  per  cent,  gambling,  20  per  cent,  prostitutes,  and  56  per  cent, 
criminal.  An  examination  of  parole  records  shows  practically  no  change 
in  the  time  of  release,  the  average  in  1901  being  one  year  and  four  months, 
under  much  less  favorable  conditions  and  management  than  at  present, 
the  average  time  in  1019  being  about  one  year  and  three  months. 

TRANSFEBS    TO    STAPANOCH 

The  rule  as  to  transfer  of  inmates  to  the  Eastern  Refoifmatory  at 
Napanoch  is  as  follows: 

Practically  all  the  men  who  are  returned  for  violation  of  parole  are  sent 
to  Napanoch.  Those  who  are  over  25  years  of  age,  and  upon  occasion 
younger  than  this  if  they  have  had  an  extensive  criminal  record,  are  sent 
there.  Inmates  with  poor  institutional  records  are  not  sent  to  the  Nap- 
anoch institution,  fj'cllities  at  Elmira  for  dealing  with  the  so-called  In- 
corrigible being  much  better  than  at  Napanoch.  At  times  men  are  sent  in 
order  to  break  up  partnership  in  crime  or  to  part  members  of  a  gang  who 
have  been  sent  here  for  some  crimes  committed  by  the  same  gang. 

OENEBAL 

The  school  of  letters  is  carried  on  with  increasing  usefulness  to  the  in- 
mates. The  library  contains  approximately  8,000  volumes,  reference  and 
fiction,  besides  bound  magazines  and  trade  journals.  A  description  of  the 
library  is  attached  for  office  file.  Books  are  selected  by  the  librarian  and 
-school  director  as  the  need  of  the  inmates  appears. 

The  religious  welfare  of  the  inmates  is  carefully  looked  after  by  Protes- 
tant, Catholic  and  Jewish  chaplains  and  services  are  held  regularly. 
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During  the  year  525  patients  were  treated  in  the  hospital,  of  whom  447 
resomed  work,  5  were  sent  to  Dannemora  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  9 
■ent  to  Napanoch,  22  paroled,  and  there  were  but  4  deaths. 

AH  kinds  of  outdoor  sports  and  indoor  entertainments  are  provided  as 
the  seasons  require. 

The  splendid  military  drill  which  has  made  the  institution  famous  is 
continued  with  great  success. 

'The  Summary,"  published  for  the  benefit  of  the  inmates,  has  entered  its 
85th  year  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  inmates. 

An  examination  of  the  kitchen  and  storerooms  and  of  the  food  menus 
showed  that  there  can  be  no  cause  for  complaint  on  this  point  During  the 
Bunmier  the  Inmates  were  furnished  with  large  quantities  of  vegetables 
from  the  extensive  garden.  There  is  also  a  large  supply  of  canned  vege- 
tables, Including  5,000  gallons  of  tomatoes  on  hand  for  the  winter,  all 
canned  by  inmates.  Weekly  means  for  September  and  October  are  sub- 
mitted herewith  for  the  file  of  the  Commission. 

deanlinesa  and  order  prevailed  in  every  part  of  the  institution. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriations  spoken  of  at  the  outset,  viz.:  Newr 
modem  housing  plant  $100,000,  and  new  machinery  and  equipment  $5,000, 
the  Board  of  Managers  is  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  $5,000  for  new  pave- 
ments, $5,000  for  repainting  interior  of  buildings,  ft50,000  for  repairs  of 
roofs,  on  buildings,  $3,000  for  repairing  roads,  $3,OCh5  for  refrigerating  ap- 
paratans  and  cold  storage  rooms,  $25,000  for  much  needed  additional  farm 
lands,  $5,000  for  motor  truck,  and  $6,500  for  other  detail  improvements. 

Twelve  officers,  including  the  superintendent  and  senior  physician,  were 
in  the  service  of  their  country  in  the  late  war.  Seven  have  resumed  their 
places  at  the  reformatory. 

The  Board  of  Managers  is  composed  of  high-minded  men  and  women  who 
are  woikfaog  in  a  fine  spirit  of  harmony  with  the  very  efficient  and  humane 
SQperlntendent  in  the  endeavor  to  make  this  a  model  institution  for  the  re- 
formatioii  of  unfortunate  young  men.

NEW  YORK  STATE  REFORMATORY  FOR  WOMEN 

BEDFOBD    BILLS 

Helen  A.  Cobb,  superintendent. 

By  direction  of  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  I  visited  the  State 
Reformatory  for  Women  on  April  7,  1919,  to  ascertain  if  any  change  had 
been  made  in  tlie  methods  of  discipline  and  pnnisljment  described  in  Com- 
mlBsioner  John  S.  Kennedy's  report  of  inspection  dated  December  14,  1919. 

The  population  of  the  institution  was  949  of  whom  24  were  infants. 
There  were  9  inmates  in  the  Disciplinary  Building,  all  of  the  cells  being 
occapied.  In  Rebecca  Hall,  which  is  known  as  the  institution  "prison,"  42 
inmates  were  being  detained  for  various  offenses.  It  was  stated  that  the 
population  of  Rebecca  Hall  is  made  up  of  second  commitments  and  girls 
who  have  violated  their  parole  and  who  are  detained  there  for  their  period 
of  qnarantine  and  until  such  time  as  they  can  be  satisfactorily  placed  in 
cottages.  As  the  accomodations  for  the  latter  dass  are  reported  to  be 
limited,  these  girls  are  allowed,  if  they  prefer,  to  remain  in  Rebecca  Hall. 

In  addition  to  being  sent  to  the  disciplinary  building  and  to  Rebecca  Hall 
for  major  offenses,  many  of  the  girls  are  disciplined  in  the  cottages  fof 
minor  infractions  of  the  rules.  Occasionally  a  girl  refuses  to  be  punished 
hi  her  room  and  she  is  sent  to  Rebecca  Hall. 

Nearly  one-eeventh  of  the  totr.l  population  of  the  institution  were  in  the 
two  disciplinary  buildings  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  the  number  in  pun- 
iabment  in  their  rooms  in  cottages  would  considerably  increase  this  pro- 
portion.   As  stated  in  Gomi^issioner  Kennedy's  report,  *'the  query  arises 
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whether  these  punishments  are  not  overdone,  and  whether  some  form  of 
discipline  of  a  reformatory  nature  could  not  be  substituted  in  a  great  many 
of  the  cases. 

The  records  indicate  that  all  of  those  who  were  In  the  two  disciplinary 
buildings  are  mentally  subnormal,  their  average  mental  age  being  but  11.6 
years.  One  of  the  girls  in  Rebecca  Hall  who  had  been  sent  there  for  creat- 
ing a  disturbance  in  a  cottage  and  who  had  been  sent  to  the  Hall  four  times 
in  six  months,  has  a  mental  age  of  only  6  years  and  10  months. 

The  disciplinary  methods  apparently  had  not  changed  since  Commission- 
er Kennedy's  inspection.  The  Superintendent  stated  that  it  was  necessary 
at  times  to  use  hand-cufTs.  The  double  doors  on  the  cells  in  the  Disciplin- 
ary Building  were  still  in  use. 

In  a  communication  dated  April  23,  1919,  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  institution  the  statement  is  made  that  the  board 
has  considered  the  report  of  Commissioner  Kennedy  at  several  meetings 
and  adds: 

"To  the  two  special  recommendations,  namely,  the  elimination  of 
hand-cuffs  and  the  abolition  of  the  use  of  the  two  outside  cell  doors 
at  the  Disciplinary  Building,  the  Board  of  Managers  have  given  much 
thought.  They  have  found  in  the  past  that  the  use  of  hand-cuffs  at 
times  could  not  be  avoided  because  of  the  particularly  difficult  and 
vared  group  of  inmates  which  constitutes  the  population  of  the  Re- 
formatory, because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  buildings  and  equipment, 
and  because  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  properly  trained  and  ex- 
perienced employes.  The  Board  of  Managers  feel  that  the  time  may 
now  be  opportune  to  try  to  dispense  with  the  hand-cuffs  and  to  elim- 
inate the  use  of  the  two  outside  cell  doors  of  the  Disciplinary  Building 
and  will  accept  these  recommendations  and  use  their  best  efforts  to 
put  them  into  successful  operation. 

**The  Board  will  be  glad  to  have  Mr.  Kennedy,  any  member  of  the 
Commission,  or  any  person  they  may  choose,  meet  with  them  to  study 
the  problems  of  the  Reformatory  with  a  view  to  formulating  a  plan  for 
maintaining  discipline  with  due  reference  to  present  needs  and  practi- 
cal and  scientific  methods,  and  will  welcome  the  cooperation  of  the 
State  Commission  of  Prisons  in  an  effort  to  secure  proper  buildings 
and  equipment  and  adequate  salaries  to  obtain  capable  employes  to 
assist  in  the  execution  of  such  a  plan."

NEW  YORK  COUNTY  PENITENTIARY 

BLAGXWELL'S  ISUOT 

Inspected  January  14,  1919.  Robert  Barr,  warden;  Martin  J.  Feeley^ 
deputy  warden. 

The  prison  population  was  512,  all  males,  of  whom  81  were  minors ;  64 
of  the  latter  were  leaving  the  following  day  for  the  New  York  City  Re- 
fonnatory  at  New  Hampton  Farms.  The  average  number  of  Inmates  for 
the  past  year  was  550.  The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  1918  was 
712. 

The  number  of  cells  is  1,240.  It  will  be  noticed,  as  is  the  case  In  most 
til  poial  Institutions  of  the  state  at  present,  that  the  population  is  ab- 
noimally  small. 

The  warden  stated  that  the  order  and  behavior  of  the  Inmates  for 
tome  time  past  has  been  very  good.  I  found  only  one  man  in  the  punish- 
ment cells  and  he  had  been  there  just  one  day. 

All  the  beds  are  supplied  with  sheets,  pillow  slips  and  each  has  four 
blankets:  the  linen  is  changed  weekly. 

All  the  Industries  have  been  moved  to  Hart's  Island  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  carpenter  shop,  and  the  manufacturing  of  revolving  brooms 
which  are  used  by  street  cleaning  departments. 

There  is  a  store  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  inmates  who  have  money 
to  their  credit  on  the  books  of  the  institution,  with  tot>acco,  cigarettes, 
candy,  crackers,  etc.,  and  indeed  almost  anything  one  might  need.  In- 
mates may  buy  as  much  as  $2.00  worth  each  per  week.  It  is  quite  a  success, 
MB  from  the  profits  are  purchased  musical  instruments  for  the  band,  and 
other  things  from  which  the  prison  population  derive  a  benefit.  Even  eye- 
ifiWBBes  have  been  bought  from  the  surplus,  for  those  who  have  no  money. 

There  is  a  library  of  about  2,700  books  which  are  kept  in  an  excellent 
manner.  A  thousand  new  books  have  recently  been  bought,  also  from  the 
piofltB  of  the  commissary  department.  There  are  about  860  books  in  the 
hands  of  the  inmates  most  of  the  time. 

Prisoners  are  allowed  to  receive  visits  from  twelve  to  one  o'clock 
daily. 

Breakfast  consists  of  cereal,  cofTee  and  bread ;  dinner,  soup,  meat  and  a 
vegetable;  supper,  preserved  fruit,  bread  and  cofTee — sometimes  hash. 

There  is  an  up-to-date  barber  shop  with  five  modem  chairs  which  is 
open  daily.    There  are  two  matrons  and  two  resident  physicians. 

The  whole  institution  was  scrupulously  clean  from  one  end  to  the 
other;  Indeed,  I  have  been  inspecting  the  place  for  many  years  and  never 
•aw  it  so  clean.  It,  however,  needs  repairs  in  many  places,  also  paint  to 
itaUsh  the  parts  not  recently  painted.  The  walls  of  the  room  containing 
the  punishment  cells  need  plastering  and  painting.  The  assignment  of  the 
hunates  was  as  follows:

NEW   YORK   COUNTY   PENITENTIARY 

BLACKWELL'S  ISLAND 

Inspected  July  4-6-6,  1919.  James  A.  Hamilton,  commissioner  of  cor- 
rection; Robert  Barr,  warden;  Supervising  Warden  Henry  O.  Schletht 
acting  warden  in  charge. 

The  New  York  County  Penitentiary  is  the  clearing  house  for  the  De- 
partment of  Correction  of  the  City  of  New  York.  To  it  are  sent  all  male 
prisoners  from  the  city  and  those  committed  from  the  counties  of  Nassau, 
Orange,  Putnam  and  Westchester.  Its  population,  necessarily,  is  con- 
stantly shifting,  as  Its  inmates  are  transferred  to  other  institutions  in  the 
Department. 

At  the  time  of  Inspection  Warden  Barr  was  away  on  a  six  weeks' 
leave  of  absence  and  Warden  Schleth,  supervising  warden  of  the  Depart- 
ment, was  in  charge  temporarily.  The  institution  was  being  reorganized 
with  a  view  to  bettering  conditions  and  things  were  more  or  less  unsettled 
in  consequence.  On  June  28,  all  the  male  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  on 
Blackweirs  Island  were  transferred  to  the  Penitentiary,  the  so-called 
West  Prison  having  been  designated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Correction  as 
the  Workhouse  for  Men.  The  women  serving  penitentiary  sentences  at  the 
City  Prison,  Queens,  were  transferred  to  the  Workhouse  in  June  and  the 
latter  institution  hereafter  will  be  conducted  exclusively  for  women. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  628  of  the  laws  of  1917,  that  part  of 
the  Penitentiary,  formerly  used  as  an  industrial  building,  was  named  the 
Clearing  House  and  Beceivlng  Building;  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  De- 
partment to  provide  a  psychiatric  laboratory  for  the  intensive  study  of  the 
mental  and  physical  status  of  each  inmate  received,  prior  to  his  assign- 
ment to  the  institution  best  adapted  to  his  needs.  The  industries  were 
transferred  to  Hart's  Island  some  time  ago  and  an  appropriation  of 
^60,000  was  made  in  1916  to  remodel  the  building  for  hospital  and  labor- 
atory purposes.  Plans  for  this  work  and  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  so- 
called  South  Prison  were  approved  by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  in 
1917,  but  the  construction  has  not  been  undertaken.  The  appropriation 
proved  inadequate  and  at  the  request  of  Commissioner  Hamilton  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  granted  an  additional  $20,000 
with  which  to  complete  the  work  as  originally  planned. 

Meanwhile,  no  attempt  is  being  made  to  study  the  mental  makeup  of 
the  prisoners  received  beyond  sifting  out  for  observation  those  who  ap- 
pear to  be  insane.  The  psychiatrist  appointed  in  1917,  who  made  a  be- 
ginning of  the  work  of  mental  and  physical  examination  of  the  inmates, 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  the  Manhattan  State  Hospital  and  later 
accepted  a  commission  In  the  National  Army.  No  successor  to  him  has 
been  appointed.  Inmates,  however^  are  given  a  physical  examination  when 
received  and  those  with  venereal  disease  and  tuberculosis  are  segregated 
and  given  medical  attention.  Those  with  venereal  diseases  are  confined  in 
the  South  Prison.  The  syphilitics  are  not  allowed  to  mingle  with  the  other 
inmates,  either  in  the  institution  or  on  the  grounds,  and  are  given  their 
meals  apart  from  the  others  in  separate  utensils.  The  perverts  also  are 
confined  in  the  South  Prison  in  a  separate  group  and  work  In  the  laundry 
and  on  the  farm. 

The  necessity  for  the  prompt  establishment  of  the  proposed  dearing^ 
house  in  the  Penitentiary  and  Workhouse  for  males  and  females,  respect- 
ively, has  been  pointed  out  in  a  report  of  the  special  commltte  of  the 
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State  CommlBSion  of  Prisons  appointed  to  inyestigate  the  matter  of  mental 
disease  and  delinquency,  and  now  that  additional  funds  are  available  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  work  will  proceed  without  delay. 

Structurally,  conditions  at  the  Pentltentiary  have  not  changed  ma- 
terially in  recent  years.  The  institution  was  constructed  many  years  ago. 
Its  cells  are  small  and  are  without  modem  sanitary  facilities,  making  it 
necessary  to  employ  the  objectionable  bucket  system.  The  prisoners  wash 
daily  in  cement  and  terrazo  wash  basins  in  the  corridors  and  bathe  in 
the  bath  house. 

The  population  at  the  time  of  inspection  was  748,  of  whom  523  were 
penitentiary  and  225  workhouse  inmates.  As  the  institution  has  1,104 
cells,  it  will  be  noted  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  confine  two  inmates 
in  a  cell  as  was  customary  a  few  years  ago. 

In  selecting  prisoners  for  transfer,  those  under  30  years  of  age  who  are 
first  offenders  or  who  have  never  been  convicted  of  a  felony  previous  to 
their  present  conviction  are  transferred  to  the  City  Reformatory  at  New 
Hampton,  Orange  county.  Boys  sentenced  to  the  Workhouse  are  sent  to 
the  Reformatory  Prison  at  Hart's  Island.  Here  also  are  sent  the  old  and 
decrepit  and  those  adapted  to  work  in  the  industries.  Drug  addicts  and 
those  requiring  climatic  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Municipal  Farm  at 
Bik^s  Island  as  are  those  who  appear  to  be  physically  able  to  do  farm 
woik. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Although  all  of  the  industries  except  the  manufacture  of  street  brooms 
have  been  removed  to  the  Reformatory  Prison,  there  appears  to  be  no  lack 
of  employment.  More  men,  it  is  stated,  could  be  employed  if  available.  At 
the  time  of  inspection  Warden  Schleth  was  putting  into  effect  a  schedule  of 
working  hours  whereby  the  inmates  will  work  approximately  eight  hours 
instead  of  a  much  shorter  working  day  formerly  in  vogue.  The  men  leave 
the  institution  for  their  various  employment  about  the  Island  so  as  to  be 
at  their  tasks  by  8  A.  M.,  and  work  until  5  P.  M.  Supper  is  served  at  6 
P.  M.,  instead  of  4  P.  M.,  as  formerly.  This  change  requires  the  prisoners 
to  do  more  work  and  has  the  advantage  of  keeping  them  in  the  open  in- 
stead of  confining  them  in  their  small  cells. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  better  results  are  obtained  by  working  the 
men  in  small  groups  of  not  more  than  ten  or  twelve  instead  of  larger 
squads.  Bventually  the  Department  hopes  to  arrange  the  employment  so 
as  to  materially  shorten  the  present  long  hours  of  service  rendered  by  the 
keepers.    This  would  be  a  commendable  change. 

A  school  of  instruction  for  keepers  was  inaugurated  about  three  years 
ago,  but  was  abandoned.  Such  a  school  would  appear  to  be  of  advantage 
and  might  well  be  reestablished. 

Blackwell's  Island  is  between  one  and  two  miles  long.  On  it  are  lo- 
cated the  City  Hospital,  Penitentiary,  City  Home,  Neurological  Hospital, 
Workhouse  or  Correction  Hospital  as  it  is  now  known,  Metropolitan 
Hospital,  and  tlie  various  other  building  used  by  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction.  The  Penitentiary  does  much  of  the  outside  work 
for  the  Charities  Department.  At  the  time  of  inspection  squads  were  em- 
ployed digging  a  sewer,  laying  cement  walks,  handling  freight,  farming, 
carting  dirt,  gart>age,  ashes,  ice,  etc.,  unloading  and  mixing  coal,  painting, 
caring  for  lawns  and  grounds,  building  roads,  blacksmithlug,  and  construc- 
tion work  at  various  institutions.  Men  are  also  sent  to  Randall's  Island  to  do 
woik  for  the  Charities  Department  A  considerable  number  of  the  inmates 
are  required  to  do  Institutional  work  such  as  cleaning,  cooking,  serving 
meals,  etc  At  the  time  of  inspection  male  prisoners  were  employed  in 
the  boiler  room  at  the  Workhouse,  but  the  Department  expects  in  the  near 
fnture  to  employ  civilians.  Beginning  July  4,  all  inmate  clerks  in  the 
warden's  office  were  removed  and  civilians  employed. 

For  convenience  of  administration,  the  acting  warden  has  divided  the 
Island  into  three  zones.    The  first  comprises  the  southerly  end  of  the  Is- 
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land  up  to  the  Penitentiary  gate  or  wall,  and  includes  the  City  Hospital, 
Penitentiary,  warden's  residence,  new  storehouse  of  the  Charities  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Penitentiary  farm  and  quarry. 

The  second  extends  from  the  Penitentiary  wall  north  to  the  south- 
erly end  of  the  Workhouse  grounds  and  includes  the  Neoiological  Hospital, 
City  Home,  Correction  and  Charities  Departments'  storehouses  and  the 
fire  engine  hcuse. 

The  third  extends  from  the  southerly  end  of  the  Workhouse  grounds 
to  the  northerly  end  of  the  Island  and  includes  the  Woridiouse  and  grounds 
and  the  Metropolitan  Hospital. 

The  men  from  the  Penitentiary  employed  in  the  first  cone  get  their 
dinners  at  the  Penitentiary;  those  in  the  second  zone  at  the  City  Home; 
and  those  in  the  third  zone  at  the  Metropolitan  Hospital.  This  makes  it 
unnecessary  for  the  men  in  the  second  and  third  zones  to  make  the  long 
trip  to  the  Penitentiary  for  their  noonday  meal  with  the  consequent  loss 
of  time.  The  prisoners  are  not  permitted  to  oonyerse  or  come  hi  contact 
with  the  inmates  of  the  various  institutions. 

The  food  served  appeared  to  be  ample  and  well  cooked.  Prisoners 
are  not  permitted  to  converse  during  meals  as  is  done  In  most  of  the  other 
penal  institutions  of  the  State.  The  authorities  stated  that  when  conversa- 
tion was  permitted  it  interfered  with  discipline,  as  the  inmates  became 
noisy  and  wasted  food. 

BECREAnON 

Privileges  of  additional  recreation  in  the  yard  have  been  granted  re- 
cently. Heretofore,  the  men  were  permitted  to  be  out  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, but  beginning  July  4,  additional  periods  of  recreation  are  to  be 
allowed  on  Sunday  and  holiday  afternoons,  weather  permitting.  This  is  a 
commendable  change  and  serves  to  keep  the  men  out  in  the  open  instead 
of  confining  them  in  the  small,  poorly  lighted  and  ventilated  cells  for 
long  periods. 

The  Penitentiary  band  gives  concerts  for  the  inmates  of  the  City 
Home  where  the  aged  poor  are  cared  for,  on  Saturday  afternoons  during 
seasonable  weather.  On  the  afternoon  of  July  4,  the  band  played  for  the 
prisoners  in  the  penitentiary  yard.  During  the  winter  months  it  was 
stated  moving  pictures  are  shown  weekly.

■  The  Penitentiary  has  been  called  "The  Dannemora  of  the  Department' 
for  the  reason  that  incorrigibles  who  fail  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  in- 
stitution to  which  they  are  transferred  are  returned  to  the  Penitentiary. 
Offenders  against  the  rules  are  punished  by  confinement  in  the  isolation  cells 
in  the  South  Prison.  The  cells  are  the  same  as  the  others  in  the  wing  and 
the  men  in  isolation  are  provided  with  a  cot  and  bucket  and  are  given 
three  meals  daily.  When  a  prisoner  pounds  on  the  ^1  door  with  his 
bucket  it  is  removed  until  such  time  as  he  is  wlUing  to  be  quiet,  and 
occasionally  when  a  prisoner  attempts  to  destroy  his  cot  it  is  taken  out. 
The  length  of  punishment  is  said  to  be  determined  by  the  ofTense  and  the 
willingness  of  the  offender  to  behave  himself.  At  times  the  rations  are  re- 
duced to  bread  and  water  and  all  privileges  are  denied.  Stripes  have  been 
eliminated. 

A  system  of  credit  markings  for  good  conduct  and  efficiency  is  in  use 
at  the  institution  and  marks  are  taken  away  for  offenses.  These  marks  are 
given  the  men  by  the  keepers  in  whose  squads  they  are  worldng,  the  marks 
being  subject  to  revision  by  the  head  keepers.  These  marks  are  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  Parole  Commission  in  determining  when  a  prisoner 
shall  be  paroled. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  the  head  keepers  should  be  careful 
in  approving  these  reports,  to  see  that  no  favoritism  is  allowed  and  that 
the  markings  shall  be  strictly  upon  their  merits.    Recently  one  of  the  keep- 
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en  was  indicted  <m  a  charge  of  receiving  money  from  a  convict  as  a  re- 
mit of  an  investigation  bj  the  Department 

Prisoners  are  permitted  to  receive  visitors  every  other  week,  to  read 
newspapers,  and  to  write  letters  when  they  wish.  They  bathe  at  least 
onoe  a  week  and  are  shaved  in  a  barber  shop  equipped  with  five  chairs.  It 
was  stated  that  some  toilet  paper  is  furnished  but  not  in  sufficient  quanti- 
ties to  permit  a  regular  supply  for  each  prisoner.  No  printed  rules  are 
posted. 

There  is  a  library  of  about  8,500  volumes  available  for  the  inmates, 
bat  no  sdiool  is  maintained.  The  population  shifts  so  rapidly  that  the 
authorities  stated  it  would  be  impracticable  to  attempt  to  maintain  a 
schooL  However,  quite  a  proportion  of  the  inmates  remain  dn  the  institu- 
tUm  for  a  considerable  length  of  time  and  it  would  seem  that  some  of  the 
nuns  promising  younger  prisoners  could  be  given  at  least  elementary  in- 
stnictifliL  during  their  stay. 

The  new  Charities  storehouse,  built  in  connection  with  the  new 
Qnettisboro  bridge,  has  about  been  completed  and  in  the  very  near  future 
visitors  and  inmates  will  reach  the  Island  by  means  of  elevators  from  the 
bridge  instead  of  by  boat  as  at  present  Eventually  it  is  planned  to 
abdUsh  the  ferry  service.  Visitors  to  the  Island  will  then  be  required  to 
obtain  a  pass. 

The  institution  was  reasonably  clean  throughout  and  showed  evidence 
of  good  care. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

That  the  work  of  remodeling  the  industrial  building  for  receiving, 
classifying  ind  examining  prisoners  be  expedited. 

That  a  school  be  established  for  the  younger  and  more  promising  in- 
mates. 

That  the  school  of  instruction  for  officers  be  reestablished. 

That  toilet  paper  be  furnished  each  inmate  regularly.

WORKHOUSE 

BLACKWELL'S  ISLAND 

Inspected  January  20,  1919.  Frank  M.  Fox,  warden;  Thomas  Mc- 
Manos,  deputy  warden. 

The  total  prison  population  was  838^98  males  and  340  females. 
Sighty  of  the  females  were  colored.  This  has  been  the  average  population 
for  the  past  year. 

Tlie  building  in  which  the  males  are  confined  for  several  months  has 
beoi  undeigcing  a  radical  reconstruction,  to  be  used  when  completed,  for 
hospital  and  segregation  purposes.  There  are  no  shop  industries  here. 
The  men,  however,  are  mostly  all  employed  working  on  the  outside,  repair- 
ing ToadR,  loading  and  unloading  boats,  painting,  and  doing  work  at  the 
City  Home  and  Metropolitan  HospitaL 

There  are  four  resident  physicians  and  a  staff  of  visiting  specialists. 
The  hospital  for  men  has  medical,  surgical,  observation,  and  venereal  dis- 
ease wards.    There  is  a  library  with  about  400  books. 

The  men  have  for  bedding,  blankets  and  pillows  with  slips.  They  are 
pennitted  to  purdiase  extras  and  delicacies  from  the  commissary  of  the 
penitentiary,  to  the  extent  of  two  dollars  each  per  week,  which  amounts  to 
usually  about  a  total  of  $250  weekly. 

The  building  for  females  remains  as  it  has  been  for  some  time  past, 
flooded  with  light  and  plenty  of  air,  being  all  open  to  the  roof  where  there 
are  large  skylights.  The  hospital  for  females  has  four  wards,  one  each  for 
dmg  addicts,  medical,  surgical,  and  venereal  diseases.  Women  still  suf- 
fering from  venereal  disease  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  are  transferred 
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to  the  Riverside  Hospital.  The  beds  for  women  are  provided  with 
blankets,  sheets,  and  pillows  with  slips. 

There  are  thirty  matrons — ten  in  the  hospital,  eighteen  in  the  build- 
ings, and  two  on  the  transfer  boats. 

At  present  the  women  have  not  sufficient  work ;  some  do  the  cleaning, 
housework,  etc.,  but  many  are  idle.  I  would  suggest  that  knitting 
machines  be  installed  on  which  the  hosiery  used  in  the  institution  could  be 
made. 

The  industrial  department  at  Hart's  Island  might  send  clothing  to  be 
made  here,  as  they  could  easily  supply  40  or  50  operators. 

Owing  to  so  much  building  going  on  the  institution  was  not  found  as 
clean  as  it  would  be  under  normal  conditions.

THE   MUNICIPAL  FARM 

biker's  island 

Inspected  October  13.  1910.  James  A.  Hamiilton,  commissioner  of  cor- 
rection; Harry  C.  Honeck,  warden. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  inspection  there  has  been  an  entire  change  in 
the  functions  of  this  institution.  At  that  time  71  out  of  403  prisoners  were 
drug  addicts.  At  the  present  time  only  drug  addicts  are  sent  here,  and  the 
total  population  is  of  this  class.  One  doctor,  who  it  is  understood  is  a  good 
medical  man  but  not  a  specialist  in  the  treatment  of  drug  addiction,  is 
located  here.  The  question  of  the  adequacy  of  the  care  and  treatment  of 
these  drug  addicts  is  being  further  investigated  and  will  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  supplementary  report.  , 

The  number  of  inmates  on  date  of  inspection  was  342,  all  male.  In 
addition  to  the  warden  there  are  2  headkeepers,  28  day  keepers.  8  nisht 
keepers,  1  resident  physician,  2  farm  instructors,  1  engineer,  1  fireman,  2 
cooks,  1  stableman,  and  1  Instructor  of  industry  (masonry).  The  position 
of  assistant  physician  is  vacant 

Although  the  census  was  but  60  less  than  last  year,  there  are  5  less 
keepers  than  there  were  at  the  time  of  the  last  inspection.  It  is  strongly 
urged  that  tlie  department  arrange  to  provide  additional  keepers  for  this 
institution.  At  the  present  time  it  is  necessary  for  one  man  to  handle  90  to 
100  inmates,  and  a  large  number  of  them  are  the  most  vicious  and  danger- 
ous kind  found  in  any  institution.  No  working  gang  should  contain  more 
than  15  inmates.  At  least  14  additional  keepers  should  be  provided  in 
order  that  the  inmates  shall  be  properly  safeguarded  and  required  to  woriE. 

The  Island  has  about  275  acres  of  land,  05  per  cent,  of  it  made  from 
dumpings  of  the  New  York  City  Street  Cleaning  Department.  During  the 
year  about  35  acres  of  the  flUed-in  ground  was  cleared,  plowed  and  har- 
rowed ready  for  cultivation,  making  a  total  area  available  for  the  farm  of 
110  acres. 

The  value  of  the  farm  products  raised  last  year,  at  wholesale  prices, 
was  approximately  $15,000,  all  used  by  institutions  in  the  department. 
The  results  this  year  will  be  about  the  same.  A  motor  tractor  has  Just 
been  provided,  as  recommended  by  the  Commission,  and  should  prove  of 
great  value  next  season. 

Fall  cover  crop  of  wheat,  rye  and  clover  have  been  put  in  for  the  pur- 
pose of  turning  under  in  the  spring.  Crop  rotation  has  also  been  establish- 
ed which  will  be  beneficial  to  the  land.  Large  quantities  of  manure  and 
fertilizer  should  be  used  here,  with  resultant  financial  benefit?  from  the  ad- 
dition to  crops. 

The  Department  has  provided  five  sows  and  a  boar,  as  recommended 
in  the  last  report,  and  with  the  litters  up  to  date,  there  are  now  25  pigs.  A 
few  cows  would  be  a  desirable  acquisition  to  the  farm,  and  they  could 
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gradually  be  increased  In  number  so  as  to  provide  sufficient  milk  and 
butter  for  the  needs  of  the  institution.  The  cost  of  maintenance  would  be 
nominal,  as  there  are  about  three  acres  of  pasturage  available. 

The  dehydrating  of  fruits  and  vegetables  has  been  abandoned  for  need 
of  proper  equipment.  As  a  means  of  saving  money  to  the  city  this  was  a 
valuable  work  and  should  be  resumed. 

The  buildings  remain  in  practically  the  same  condition  as  on  the  last 
inspection.  A  new  house  for  the  resident  physician  is  under  construction 
by  inmate  labor. 

The  old  dormitory  buildings  are  still  used,  all  of  them  veritable  fire 
traps  and  built  so  closely  together  that  a  fire  would  probably  sweep  away 
all  on  one  side  of  the  street  before  being  controlled.  Buildings  Nos.  1,  2^ 
3  and  4  are  not  in  use. 

The  double-deck  beds  so  strongly  condemned  in  the  last  report  have 
been  eliminated  and  every  man  has  a  single  bed. 

The  plumbing  in  dormitories  1  and  2,  3  and  4,  5  and  6  and  lower  8  is 
in  very  bad  condition  and  should  be  replaced  with  modern  sanitary  fix- 
tures with  ample  flushing  facilities.  Doors  or  rubber  curtains  should  be 
installed  on  the  bathing  booths  in  order  to  permit  privacy  to  the  inmate 
wLeu  bathing.  Ventilators  should  be  installed  in  the  dormitories  to  allow 
more  frequent  changes  of  air. 

The  artificial  lighting  arrangements  in  the  dormitory  buildings  are 
very  bad,  only  one  line  of  lights  running  through  the  center.  Additional 
lines  of  electric  lights  should  be  placed  about  midway  between  the  center 
and  outside  walls  on  each  ^ide. 

Connecting  dormitories,  with  Joint  bath,  lavatory  and  toilet  facilities, 
are  dangerous  and  are  again  condemned.  Partitions  should  be  put  up  so 
that  the  guards  may  be  responsible  only  for  the  men  assigned  to  their 
dormitory. 

The  front  half  of  the  dormitories  should  be  left  dear  of  beds  in  the 
center,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of  inmates  in  each  dormitory  to  about 
75,  which  is  ample.  This  would  give  the  men  an  opportunity  to  exercise 
during  inclement  weather  and  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  as  there  is  no 
provision  made  for  recreation  except  baseball  on  Sundays  in  the  summer. 
Educational  features  and  some  form  of  amusement  should  be  provided 
for  the  men  during  the  winter  months. 

On  the  day  of  inspection,  a  holiday,  the  men  were  locked  in  their 
domdtories  with  only  the  space  between  rather  closely  assembled  beds  in 
which  to  exercise.  Mogt  of  them  were  doing  nothing,  very  little  reading 
matter  being  in  evidence.  Amusements  should  be  provided,  talks,  and  lec- 
tures on  interesting  and  instructive  subjects  should  be  given,  and  an  ar- 
rangement made  with  the  Public  Library  for  the  furnishing  of  good  reading 
matter,  such  as  is  provided  at  the  Queens  prison.  The  minds  of  the  men 
should  be  occupied  as  much  as  possible  with  elevating  influences,  when  not 
at  work.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  but  little  work  here  except  during  the  farm- 
ing season,  this  becomes  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  this  institution. 

The  Isolation  Building  has  been  put  to  use  since  the  last  inspection^ 
the  10  sound-proof  cells  being  used  for  corrective  and  deterrent  purposes, 
and  the  30  individual  cells  used  for  the  drug  addicts  on  arrival  and  dur- 
ing the  hospital  period. 

The  lower  section  of  Dormitory  No.  7  has  been  altered  and  made  into 
the  office  and  visitors'  room  of  the  institution,  the  office  work  now  being 
done  by  civilian  clerks,  thereby  preventing  the  inmate  clerks  from  having 
access  to  the  prison  records.  The  change  from  inmate  to  civilian  clerks, 
was  urged  by  the  Ck)mmission,  and  is  to  be  commended. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  this  institution  is  a  modem  laundry.  At 
the  present  time  all  the  washing  for  this  large  body  of  men  is  done  in  tubs 
by  hand.  There  is  an  obsolete  equipment  on  hand  which  has  never  been 
nsed  here  and  is  apparently  good  only  for  junk.  Whatever  may  be  the  fu- 
ture plans  as  to  buildings  here,  there  can  be  no  argument  as  to  the  immedi- 
ate necessity  of  a  modem  laundry  for  washing  and  ironing,  which  should 
include  a  sterilizer  for  inmates'  clothes  and  blankets.    The  presence  here  of 
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inmates  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  yenereal  diseases  makes  tbls  Im* 
peratiye. 

The  Island  has  no  boat  assigned  to  its  use,  and  those  who  go  there 
have  to  get  such  other  city  boats  as  they  can.  In  case  of  escapes*  the 
Island  has  no  serrice  about  the  Island  or  to  the  mainland.  This  should  be 
remedied  at  once. 

Religious  services  are  given  weekly  by  Protestant,  Catholic  and  Jew- 
ish chaplains. 

During  the  year  there  were  130  men  placed  in  the  isolation  building  for 
infractions,  such  as  refusing  to  work,  disorder  in  dormitory  or  mess  hall, 
attempting  to  escape.  The  average  length  of  time  is  about  two  days  and 
the  longest  period  was  fifteen  days  for  two  of  the  ringleaders  of  an  at- 
tempted escape  involving  a  large  number  of  inmates. 

Warden  Honeck  is  to  be  commended  for  his  successful  farm  work, 
the  cleanly  condition  of  the  buildings  and  the  administration  of  the  differ- 
ent situations  which  the  Island,  with  the  present  assignment  of  inmates, 
housing  and  equipment  presents. 

In  a  statement  sent  to  the  Commission  under  date  of  February  18, 1919, 
the  Commissioner  of  Correction  outlines  a  plan  which  provides,  among 
other  things,  for  the  complete  reconstruction  at  Hiker's  Island  into  a  mod- 
em institution.  He  agrees  with  the  Commission  that  the  buildings  are  un- 
suitable for  the  housing  of  the  offender,  and  that  they  are  decidedly  a  fire 
hazard.    He  proposes  as  his  plan  the  following:

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  this  apparently  complete  and  compre- 
hensive plan  may  be  carried  out  by  the  dty. 

BSCOM  MENDATION  S 

That  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  provide  proper  laundry  facilities  for 
this  institution. 

That  a  sufficient  number  of  additional  keepers  be  provided  to  safeguard 
the  custody  of  inmates  and  provide  proper  supervision  for  their  work. 

That  the  plumbing  in  the  dormitories  mentioned  above  be  replaced 
with  modem  sanitary  plumbing. 

That  proper  means  be  taken  to  give  privacy  to  the  bathing  facilities. 

That  additional  artificial  lighting  facilities  be  provided  in  the  dor- 
mitories, and  that  proper  ventilation  be  made  in  these  buildings. 

That  the  present  plan  of  connecting  dormitories  be  discontinued  and 
that  proper  provision  be  made  for  separating  them. 

That  arrangements  be  made  for  suitable  addresses  and  entertainment 
for  the  inmates,  and  that  an  arrangement  be  made  with  the  public  libra- 
ries for  providing  reading  matter. 

That  prompt  steps  be  taken  to  provide  necessary  boat  facilities  be- 
tween the  Island  and  other  points. 

The  Commissioner  of  Correction  should  be  asked  to  report  to  the  Com- 
mission on  or  before  its  January  meeting  as  to  compliance  with  the  above 
recommendations.

THE  HUNIOIPAL  FARM 

BIKSB'^    ISLAND 

Inspected  Becember  31,  1919.  James  A.  Hamilton,  commissioner  of 
correction;     Harry  C.  Honeck,  warden. 

A  seneral  inspection  report  was  made  under  date  of  October  18,  1919, 
it  beinff  uiderstood  that  a  supplementary  report  would  be  submitted  as  to 
tlie  adequacy  of  treatment  given  drug  addict  prisoners.  At  the  time  of  the 
inspection  last  year,  only  71  out  of  408  prisoners  were  drug  addicts. 
During  the  past  year  the  functions  of  the  institution  have  been  entirely 
changed,  so  that  now  only  drug  addicts  are  sent  here  to  sen^e  time  and 
for  care  and  rehabilitation.  There  were  306  such  prisoners  on  hand  Decem- 
ber 31,  1910.  The  population  is  made  up  of,  first,  the  self-committed 
addict  who,  desiring  to  be  cured  on  applying  to  the  Department  of  Health, 
is  committed  to  this  department  and  sent  to  the  Municipal  Farm  for  the 
core  under  Sec.  249  a  P.  H.  L.  Second,  there  is  the  man  who  has  violated 
the  law  or  charged  with  violation  of  the  law;  he  is  conmiitted  under 
Sec.  327,^423,-438  of  the  P.  H.  L.,  and,  on  rehabilitation,  is  returned  to 
court  for  trial.  Third,  there  Is  the  man  that  has  been  sentenced  and  is 
a  drag  addict ;  after  he  has  been  treated  he  is  returned  to  the  Receiving 
and  Classification  Institution  for  re-asslgnment.  The  drug  addicts  are 
users  of  morphine,  opium,  cocaine,  heroin,  and  paregoric,  many  limiting 
tbeir  use  to  one  of  these  drugs  and  some  frequent  users  of  all  of  them. 

Having  no  expert  knowledge  of  the  proper  care  of  drug  addicts  and 
doubting  the  adequacy  of  the  care  given  here,  the  matter  was  submitted  to 
Dr.  Royal  S.  Copeland,  Health  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
under  date  of  October  31,  1919,  in  the  following  letter : 

"Being  aware  of  the  campaign  which  is  being  conducted  by  your 
Department  as  to  the  use  of  drugs  in  the  City  of  New  York,  I  desire 
to  submit  to  you  a  situation  on  which  I  would  appreciate  your  opinion, 
if  the  question  is  an  entirely  proper  one. 

*'I  recently  made  an  inspection  of  the  Municipal  Farm  at  Riker's 
Island.  It  develops  that  there  are  842  inmates,  all  male,  and  all  drug 
addicts  in  various  stages  of  rehabilitation.  There  are  no  trained  drug 
nurses  employed  on  the  Island,  and  but  one  doctor,  and  I  understand 
that  while  he  is  an  excellent  medical  man,  he  has  had  no  large  expe- 
rience in  the  treatment  of  drug  addicts. 

"But  a  short  distance  away  is  the  Riverside  Hospital  devoted  en- 
tirely to  drug  addicts,  in  which  I  understand  there  are  about  400 
patients.  Here  there  is  a  staff  of  7  physicians,  106  nurses,  and  6  other 
aaristants. 

"Both  of  these  sets  of  patients  are  charges  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  and  I  would  like  your  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not,  having  the 
two  situations  in  mind,  the  care  and  treatment  of  people  on  Riker's 
Island  is  adequate.'' 
Under  date  of  November  25,  Commissioner  Copeland  replied: 
''Without  having  any  further  knowledge  of  the  situation  existing 
on  Riker's  Island  than  that  obtained  from  your  letter,  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  me  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  treatment  employed  there." 

He  stated   that   Dr.   Robert   J.   Wilson,   Director   of   the   Bureau   of 
Hospitals  of  the  Department  of  Health,  reported  to  him  as  follows: 

"I  do  not  think  that  there  is  anything  comparable  between  the 
treatment  of  drug  addiction  as  carried  on  at  Riker's  Island  and  at 
Riverside   Hospital.     One  institution   is   a   hospital  for  the   care  of 
acute  infectious  diseases ;  the  other  is  a  prison  for  the  care  of  >prlson- 
ers  whose  drug  addiction  is  an  incident  to  prison  life." 
The  situation  was  then  submitted  to  Hon.  Walter  R.  Herrick,  Com- 
missioner State  Department  of  Narcotic  Drug  Control,  who  assigned  Dep- 
uty Commissioner  Frederick  C.  Morrill  to  make  an  investigation.    His 
xeport,  dated  December  31,  1919,  follows : 

**0n  Friday  afternoon,  December  26,  pursuant  to  your  instructions, 
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and  accompanied  by  Deputy  Commissioner  William  Dalton  of  the  New 
York  City  Department  of  Correction,  I  inspected  the  varions  buildings 
utilized  on  Riker's  Island  for  the  treatment  of  drug  addicts,  the  ma- 
jority of  whom  are  under  custodian  service.  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following    report : 

"The  custodian  service  at  the  Island  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Warden  Harry  C.  Honeck.  It  is  apparent,  from  my  personal  observa- 
tions, that  many  changes  are  necessary  to  be  effected  in  order  that  a 
more  modern  method  of  treatment  and  care  of  drug  addicts  be  applied. 
There  are  five  dormitories  situated  upon  the  Island,  which  are  utilized 
for  the  housing  of  the  addicts,  one  of  which  is  designated  as  the  'Re- 
ceiving Building,'  where  the  addict  is  first  received  and  therein  reduced 
from  his  former  narcotic  consumption. 

"Upon  inspection  of  the  building  known  as  the  'Mess  Hall,'  I 
found  tbat  the  tables  and  accessories  were  in  excellent  condition,  and  I 
carefully  observed  quality  and  quantity  of  sustenance  that  the  patients 
are  receiving.  It  is  perfectly  clear  to  me  that  the  food  at  the  present 
time  is  without  question  inadequate  in  both  quantity  and  quality,  and 
it  is  necessary  that  a  drastic  change  be  made  without  any  further  de- 
lay, in  order  that  the  patients  may  receive  the  food  that  is  vitally  es- 
sential in  the  way  of  body  reconstruction. 

"It  is  a  well  established  fact  that  the  ordinary  addict  is  an  under- 
nourished human  being,  and  at  the  time  when  his  drug  has  been  remov- 
ed he  is  a  pitiful  object,  physically  and  mentally,  and  it  is  at  this  mo- 
ment that  his  system  demands  and  needs  real  nourishing  agents,  and 
these  are  not  being  supplied  at  the  present  time  at  Riker's  Island. 

"My  attention  was  also  called  to  the  fact  that  Sec.  423  of  the 
Public  Health  Law  has  not  been  rigidly  enforced  inasmuch  as  several 
addicts  have  been  passed  at  the  various  local  penal  institutions,  and 
received  at  the  Island  with  suspected  venereal  diseases.  A  correction 
of  ti:is  condition  should  be  re<»ommended  at  once.  There  is  a  conspic- 
uous absence  of  proper  and  adequate  sanitation  in  the  dormitories.  I 
found  only  a  few  operable  toilets  in  the  several  buildings  inspected, 
and  I  recommend  that  these  be  increased  to  a  number  calculated  to 
relieve  the  needs  of  the  patients. 

"In  the  first  instance  of  my  inspection  I  learned  that  Dr.  Stuart 
MacVean,  who  is  the  resident  physician  of  the  Island,  admittedly 
knows  nothing  of  drug  addiction,  either  ante  or  post-treatment,  and  is, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  negligible  element  in  the  care  or  medical 
treatment  of  drug  addicts." 

The  situation  developed  above  calls  for  prompt  and  drastic  action. 

Dr.  Robert  J.  Wilson,  Director,  Bureau  of  Hospitals  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health, 'States  that  drug  addicts  "while  they  are  having  the  drug 
withdrawn  and  during  the  hyoscin  treatment  stand  in  the  same  relation 
to  the  hospital  as  any  case  of  acute  poisoning  and  require  proportionately 
a  larpe  amount  of  nursing  and  care." 

That  there  is  not  adequate  medical  care  and  no  nursing  at  Riker's 
Island  is  an  indisputable  fact  which  cannot  be  Ignored. 

The  practice  of  sending  men  suffering  from  venereal  diseases,  tuber- 
culosis or  other  communicable  disease  to  the  Island  should  be  discontinued 
at  once.  There  is  no  way,  with  the  present  plant,  to  segregate  these  in- 
mates and,  if  additional  buildings  were  utilized,  there  are  not  sufficient 
keepers  to  supervise  them  nor  is  there  proper  medical  or  nursing  facilities 
provided.  The  fact  that  this  institution  with  over  300  men  has  no  laundry 
or  sterilizing  facilities  is,  in  itself,  a  controlling  reason  why  such  inmates 
should  not  be  held  here.  Tubs  are  the  only  means  of  washing  here  and  the 
healthy  and  diseased  men  may  use  the  same  tubs  with  great  danger  of 
spreading  disease. 

If  this  institution  is  to  be  continued  as  a  detention  place  for  drug  ad- 
dicts, prompt  action  should  be  taken  to  remedy  the  conditions  set  forth 
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above. 

The  Commissioner  of  Correction  sbonld  be  informed  that  the  Com- 
mission requests  that  he  submit  his  statement  in  this  matter  in  person,  or 
by  representative  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  Commission.

REFORMATORY  PRISON 

HABT'S    ISLAND  i 

Inspected  November  17,  1919.  Michael  C.  Breen,  deputy  warden  in 
charge:  James  King,  superintendent  of  industries.  The  other  officers  con- 
8i8t  of  1  resident  physician,  1  chief  engineer  and  2  assistants,  1  storekeeper, 
1  chef,  1  day  and  1  night  headkeeper,  55  keepers,  and  1  farmer. 

On  the  day  of  inspection  there  was  also  present  William  Dalton, 
depnty  commissioner  of  correction. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  627  of  whom  529 
bad  been  transferred  from  the  penitentiary  on  Blackwell's  Island  and  98 
from  the  Workhouse,  all  males.  No  women  are  sent  to  this  institution.  No 
commitments  are  made  direct,  all  inmates  being  transferred  from  other  in- 
stitutions. The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  the  past  fiscal  year 
was  704,  the  average  637.  There  were  40  boys  between  the  ages  of  16  and 
20,  most  of  them  transferred  from  the  penitentiary.  None  had  been  trans- 
ferred from  the  reformatory  at  New  Hampton.  Practically  all  the  pris- 
oners transferred  from  the  penitentiary  are  serving  indeterminate  sen- 
tences. 

This  institution  has  a  new  tuberculosis  hospital,  one  story  high,  made 
of  concrete  blocks,  containing  38  beds.  On  the  day  of  inspection  there 
were  32  patients ;  they  are  cared  for  by  the  resident  physician  and  inmate 
nurses;  most  of  them  were  able  to  be  dressed  and  n round  the  hospital  and 
to  some  extent  outside ;  a  few  were  lying  in  bed.  The  former  hospital  for 
ordinary  cases  of  illness  is  still  continued,  occupying  two  rooms  on  the 
second  floor  in  one  of  the  brick  buildings.  There  are  20  beds  in  one  room 
and  10  in  the  other,  and  19  patients.  The  smaller  room  is  intended  for  a 
contagious  disease  hospital;  as  there  were  no  patients  with  contagious 
diseases  on  the  day  of  inspection  both  rooms  were  occupied  by  other  pa- 
tients ;  the  attendant  stated  the  number  ranges  from  12  to  50.  In  this  same 
building  is  the  Protestant  chapel  on  the  first  floor,  which  is  also  used  by  the 
H^rews;  the  Catholic  chapel  is  in  a  separate  building. 

Among  the  industries  the  number  employed  and  the  output  are  as 
follows:  Street  Broom  shop,  21  employed  with  an  output  of  104  brooms  a 
day;  Brush  shop,  16  employed  with  a  daily  output  of  from  45  to  50  house 
brooms  and  36  to  40  whisk  brooms,  nlKo  <*oiiKlrtorab1e  quantltieH  of  hnir 
brushes,  floor  brushes,  and  scrub  brushes ;  Bed  shop,  31  men  who  make  the 
iron  cot  beds  used  in  the  institution  together  with  the  woven  wire  springs 
with  which  these  beds  are  equipped,  with  an  average  output  of  35  beds  a 
day ;  Shoe  shop  55  men,  with  an  average  output  of  72  pairs  a  day ;  Tailor 
shop  51  men,  with  an  average  output  of  40  suits  a  day  and  300  pairs  of 
socks;  Printing  shop  15  men,  who  do  the  printing  for  the  Department  of 
Collection  and  Department  of  Charities. 

The  prisoners  are  housed  in  dormitories  of  which  there  are  11,  each 
containing  60  to  100  cots,  most  of  them  single ;  in  one  or  two  double-deck 
oots  are  still  used,  which  is  objectionable. 

One  of  the  other  industries  is  the  manufacture  of  ice.  Since  Jniinary 
1,  2,655  tons  have  been  nmnufactured  and  distributed.  It  furnishes  ice  to 
the  Departments  of  Correction  and  Charities,  and  also  during  that  time 
famished  433.5  tons  to  the  poor  of  the  city.  It  was  very  fortunate  the  De- 
partment had  this  ice-making  plant  during  the  past  year  when  ice  was  so 
difficult  to  obtain. 
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The  dty  owns  the  largest  part  of  Hart's  Island,  which  consists  of  600 
or  600  acres,  and  cultivates  certain  portions  of  It.  During  the  past  season 
the  farm  produced  544  bushels  of  potatoes,  enough  to  supply  the  institu- 
tion for  three  months.  There  were  ahK)  large  quantitlflg  of  onions,  carxotf, 
beets,  tomatoes,  scallions,  turnips,  sweet  com,  cabbage,  string  beans, 
rhubarb,  lettuce,  raddishes  and  peppers. 

The  Isolation  Building  continues  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  former  in- 
spections and  has  been  fully  described  in  former  reports.  Some  of  the  cells 
have  plank  beds  and  prisoners  occupying  them  when  undergoing  punish- 
ment are  furnished  blankets.  During  the  first  three  days  of  their  confine- 
ment they  are  given  only  bread  and  water;  after  the  third  day  they  are 
given  full  rations.  I  exaintned  the  punishment  record  and  for  so  large  a 
population  there  were  comparatively  few  confinements  in  the  isolation  cells. 
There  were  two  who  concluded  their  third  day  on  the  day  of  inspection  and 
were  released.  Their  offense  was  attempting  to  attack  an  oflicer,  one  of 
them  throwing  a  heavy  shoe  at  the  officer's  head.  The  records  show  that 
only  two  men  had  been  confined  for  ten  days  in  recent  months.  They  were 
punished  for  beating  up  a  boy  in  the  bath  room  who  had  Just  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  institution  from  the  penitentiary.  They  said  he  was  a  "rat," 
and  beat  him  so  severely  he  had  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital ;  this  was  veri- 
fied by  the  doctor.  Occasionally  a  man  is  sent  to  these  cells  for  refusing  to 
work,  but  is  released  whenever  he  expresses  a  willingness  to  worlL  I  was 
informed  by  the  warden  that  the  solid  door  is  never  closed  except  at  night. 
The  corridor  outside  is  well  lighted  by  a  skylight.  The  windows  in  the 
cells  are  very  small,  and  while  they  assist  ventilation  the  light  is  mostly 
from  the  corridor  through  the  barred  door. 

The  new  fireproof  building  containing  the  kitchen  and  mess  hall  has 
been  completed  and  was  occupied.  Twenty-three  men  were  assigned  to  the 
kitchen  work  and  seventeen  to  the  mess  hall.  The  inmates  are  given  three 
meals  a  day  in  the  mess  hall  which  seats  about  700.  The  bread  used  is 
baked  at  the  penitentiary  on  Blackwell's  Island  and  sent  up  daily  by  the 
boat.  The  menu  for  dinner  on  the  day  of  inspection,  I  was  informed  by 
the  chef,  consisted  of  one-half  pint  of  milk,  barley  soup,  roast  beef  with 
gravy,  potatoes,  boiled  onions,  bread,  and  coffee  with  milk  and  sugar.  No 
llah  iei  served,  even  on  Friday.  All  the  provisions  seemed  to  be  good  and  of 
sofflcient  quantity.  Neither  myself  nor  Mr.  Dalton  could  find  anybody  who 
complained  about  the  food.  The  chef  stated  he  had  heard  no  complaint. 
Mr.  Dalton  was  making  inquiry  particularly  to  ascertain  if  there  was  any 
basis  for  the  anonymous  complaint  recently  sent  to  the  Mayor  and  publish- 
ed in  one  of  the  New  York  newspapers.  Neither  he  nor  I  was  able  to  dis- 
cover who  made  the  complaint  nor  anybody  who  expressed  any  cause  for 
complaint  It  is  difficult  to  investigate  a  complaint  where  no  names  are 
given  and  nobody  comes  forward  to  substantiate  the  statements  made  there- 
in. 

There  is  a  room  adjacent  to  the  mess  hall,  known  as  the  band  room. 
The  institution  has  a  band  of  thirteen  members  and  they  were  behig  drill- 
ed by  a  bandmaster  at  the  time  of  inspection ;  they  are  drilled  on  Monday 
and  Thursday  afternoons  of  each  week. 

The  storehouse  is  continued  in  new  quarters.  Everything  received, 
either  for  use  in  the  industries  or  for  the  maintenance,  passes  through  the 
storehouse  and  a  record  is  made  of  its  receipt  and  disposition. 

The  institution  uses  280  quarts  of  milk  a  day.  On  the  day  of  inspec- 
tion 489  pounds  of  fresh  pork  were  received  from  New  Hampton  Farms.  In 
many  institutions  pigs  are  kept  and  fed  on  the  garbage  of  the  institution 
and  pork  produced  without  expense.  It  would  seem  that  this  might  be 
done  here,  as  the  Island  is  large  and  a  piggery  might  be  erected  at  a  suf- 
ficient distance  from  the  institution  to  be  unobjectionable. 

There  is  a  central  heating  plant  which  not  only  furnishes  heat  for  the 
entire  institution  but  also  runs  the  electric  light  plant  and  the  ice-making 
plant  It  is  in  charge  of  an  engineer  and  two  assistants.  Twenty  in- 
mates are  assigned  to  the  work  of  this  plant,  working  on  three  hour  shifts, 
eight  during  the  day  and  six  on  each  of  the  other  shifts.

SCHOOLS 

There  Is  only  one  teacher  and  two  school  sessions  daily,  one  In  the 
forenoon  and  one  in  the  afternoon,  from  15  to  20  inmates  attending  each 
session.  Only  those  who  do  not  understand  English  attend  the  school, 
where  they  are  taught  to  speak,  read  and  write  the  English  language; 
most  of  these  were  adults. 

On  the  day  of  inspection  there  were  40  boys  in  the  institution  between 
16  and  20  years  of  age,  two  of  whom  are  in  the  band ;  they  are  illiterates 
and  attend  the  school.  All  the  others  work  at  shoveling  coal,  one 
squad  of  about  20  at  the  yard  of  the  heating  plant  and  the  remainder  in 
another  squad  on  the  docks.  Most  of  the  boys  are  transferred  from  the 
penitentiary  and  are  serving  indeterminate  sentences  of  from  six  months  to 
three  years. 

The  old  men  are  still  kept  on  the  hill  in  the  cottages  formerly  occupied 
by  the  women.  They  assist  to  some  extent  with  the  fanning,  but  are  not 
expected  to  do  any  severe  labor. 

A  number  of  inmates  were  engaged  in  making  necessary  repairs  to 
bnikiings,  many  of  which  are  old  and  require  constant  effort  to  keep  them 
hi  proper  condition.  ' 

The  warden  stated  that  usually  only  one  guard  remained  in  each 
dormitoxy  during  the  night.  Both  the  warden,  and  aU  the  keepers  who 
made  any  expression  upon  the  matter,  preferred  cells  to  domitories.  The 
warden  stated  he  had  had  applications  from  prisoners  to  be  sent  back  to 
Bladkwell's  Island  where  each  could  have  a  cell  to  himself.  It  is  a  seri- 
ous undertaking  for  a  single  guard  to  watch  50  to  100  prisoners  locked  in  a 
donnitoiy  at  night. 

All  the  prisoners  to  whom  Inquiries  were  addressed  expressed  satis- 
fMkm  with  the  treatment  they  were  receiving. 

BBOOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Better  school  facilities  should  be  provided  especially  for  the  boys, 
and  they  should  be  given  vocational  training  in  the  shops.  The  warden 
stated  he  would  not  hesitate  to  put  a  boy  in  any  of  the  shops  if  he  were 
specially  qualified  but,  as  I  stated  in  my  report  two  years  ago,  it  is  more 
Important  for  the  City  of  New  York  that  these  boys  should  receive  some 
srhoollng  and  vocational  training  than  that  they  should  do  a  large  amount 
of  common  labor. 

2.  The  City  should  plan  to  substitute  either  cells  or  cubicles  for  the 
dormitories  in  all  its  permanent  prison  buildings;  in  the  meantime  the 
use  of  double-deck  beds  should  be  discontinued. 

8.    Increase  the  cultivation  of  land  on  the  Island  as  much  as  possible. 

4.  The  City  owns  this  Island  except  about  four  acres  in  the  extreme 
east  end.  The  fact  that  the  City  has  no  control  over  this  section  of  the 
Island  is  a  continual  menace  to  the  institution  affording  opportunities  for 
prisoners  to  escape  and  receive  contraband  articles  from  outsiders.  It 
is  recommended  that  the  City  purchase  this  land  so  as  to  have  control  of 
tbe  entire  Island,  and  if  it  cannot  be  done  by  satisfactory  agreement  with 
the  owners  the  Legislature  should  authorize  condemnation  proceedings.

COBBECTION  HOSPITAL 

BLACKWXLL'S  ISLAND 

Inspected  July  5,  1919.  James  A.  Hamilton,  commissioner  of  correc- 
tion; Supervising  Warden  Henry  O.  Schleth,  acting  warden  in  charge; 
Mrs.  Mary  M.  Lilly,  superintendent. 
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On  June  4,  1919,  Warden  Frank  W.  Fox,  who  had  been  in  charge  of 
the  institntlon  for  a  s^ore  or  more  of  years,  was  transferred  to  the  City 
Prison,  Queeu8,  and  Mrs.  Lilly  was  appointed  superintendent. 

This  institution,  which  was  constructed  in  the  early  50*s,  has  been 
known  as  the  Workhouse,  to  wMdi  both  male  and  female  prisoners  were 
committed.  The  Legislature  in  1917  changed  its  name  to  the  Correction 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  it  is  intended  to  hereafter  maintain 
it  for  the  exclusive  detention  of  female  prisoners. 

The  female  penitentiary  prisoners  who  had  been  in  custody  in  the 
City  Prison,  Queens,  were  transferred  to  the  Workhouse  on  June  12,  a 
portion  of  the  Workhouse  having  been  designated  as  the  penitentiary  for 
women  by  the  Commissioner  of  Correction.  The  male  prisoners  at  the 
Workhouse  were  transferred  to  the  Penitentiary  on  Juuo  28. 

The  south  wing,  formerly  occupied  by  male  prisoners,  is  being  con- 
verted into  a  clearing  house  for  women  where  all  sentenced  females  will  be 
received,  classified,  segregated,  and  receive  hospital  treatment  if  necessary 
and  then  transferred  to  the  new  Women*s  Farm  Colony  now  under  con- 
struction at  Greycourt,  Orange  county.  The  work  of  remodeling  this  wln^^ 
is  well  along  toward  completion.  Male  inmates  from  the  penitentiary  are 
tearing  out  the  beds  in  the  rooms,  plastering  the  walls,  and  scraping  oft  the 
paint  preparatory  to  painting  the  interior,  which  wiU  be  done  by  contract. 
The  window  frames  and  bars  are  being  painted  white  by  inmate  labor, 
greatly  improving  the  light  in  the  wards  and  the  appearance  of  the  build- 
ing. This  wing  when  completed  will  provide  ample  facilities  for  the  class- 
ification, segregation  and  treatment  of  all  women  offenders  and  will  be 
furnished  with  new  hospital  equipment. 

The  mess  hall,  formerly  used  by  the  men,  will  be  utilized  as  a  sewing 
room  for  the  women  where  sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels  and  clothing  will  be 
made.  The  old  tables  have  been  removed  and  the  interior  is  being  painted 
and  prepared  for  use. 

Heretofore,  the  female  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  wei-e  not  pennitte<l  to 
work  in  the  open,  but  after  the  men  were  transferred  to  the  Penitentiary 
four  squads  with  matrons  in  charge  were  assigned  to  work  on  the  farm  and 
grounds  surrounding  the  institution.  These  women  are  cultivating  several 
acres  of  land,  mowing  the  lawns,  caring  for  the  fiower  beds,  sweeping  the 
sidewalks,  and  doing  other  outside  labor  formerly  done  by  the  male  in- 
mates.   The  women  also  took  charge  of  the  Workhouse  kitchen. 

The  supper  hour  for  the  women  has  been  changed  from  4  to  6  P.  M., 
making  the  hours  of  labor  longer  than  heretofore.  On  Saturday  and 
Sunday  and  holiday  afternoons  the  women  are  permitted  to  exercise  in  the 
yard  surrounded  by  a  stockade.  One-fifth  of  the  inmates  bathe  each  night 
between  five  and  six,  and  each  has  her  individual  clothing  and  towels  with 
two  laundry  bags,  one  for  soiled  and  one  for  clean  clothing. 

The  commingling  of  four  or  five  women  in  a  single  cell  in  this  institu- 
tion without  modem  sanitary  facilities  has  been  the  subject  of  criticism  for 
years.  The  126  cells  are  arranged  on  three  tiers  surrounding  a  central  pit 
or  court.  Each  cell  has  four  or  more  bunks  attached  to  the  walls.  The 
cells  and  halls  are  well  ventilated  but  the  offenders  are  necessarily  com- 
mingled. When  the  hospital  wing,  now  being  remodeled,  is  completed  it 
will  afford  housing  facilities  for  a  considerable  number  of  inmates  who  re- 
quire medical  attention.  Later,  the  Farm  Colony  for  Women  at  Gieycourt 
will  provide  a  place  for  others.  If  the  population  does  not  materially  in- 
crease it  ought  to  be  possible  to  provide  each  inmate  with  a  cell.  This 
could  and  should  be  accomplished  by  removing  the  present  bunks  and 
equipping  each  cell  with  a  cot,  modem  toilet  and  lavatory.  Meanwhile, 
the  dmg  addicts  are  being  given  treatment  in  a  separate  ward  and  those 
with  venereal  disease  are  also  segregated  from  the  general  population. 

There  were  d42  inmates  on  June  30,  1919,  which  was  76  less  than  on 
the  corresponding  date  in  1918.  The  highest  number  of  inmates  during  the 
year  was  457,  the  lowest  280,  and  the  average  377.  There  were  2,714  wo- 
men admitted  during  the  year,  their  ages  ranging  from  16  to  79. 
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It  Is  reGommended  that  every  effort  be  made  to  complete  the  hospital 
wing  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the  clinical  and  hospital  work  contend 
plated  may  be  undertaken.

NEW  YORK  CITY  PRISON

Inspected  October  16,  1919.    John  J.  Hanley,  warden. 

The  total  population  at  this  time  was  575-^S43  males  and  32  females. 
Of  the  males  14  were  Federal  prisoners.  The  highest  number  of  inmates 
dnce  January  1,  1919  was  680.  Of  the  present  number  53  were  men 
brought  down  from  the  workhouse  to  do  the  cleaning,  etc. ;  they  sleep  in  a 
dormitory  on  the  top  floor.    All  other  inmates  occupy  cells. 

The  women's  quarters  have  recently  been  pahited  and  looked  rery 
creditable.  The  men's  prison  is  being  painted  and  when  completed  nothing 
should  deter  keeping  the  place  thoroughly  clean  at  all  times.  Nearly 
twenty  thousand  Inmates  pass  through  this  prison  annually.

CITY  PRISON— BROOKLYN 

RAYMOIVD  STBEET 

Inspected  September  27,  1919.  James  A.  Hamilton,  commissioner  of 
correction;  Robert  Barr,  warden. 

This  prison  serves  the  same  purpose  to  Brooklyn  as  the  Tombs  to  Man- 
hattan. It  has  a  constantly  changing  population  from  day  to  day.  Very 
few  prisoners  are  sentenced  here  and  these  seldom  for  more  than  thirty 
days.  There  are  425  cells  in  the  male  section,  which  is  adequate  for  the 
present  needs  of  the  Borough,  and  it  has  been  a  long  time  since  there  was 
any  'Moubling"  in  the  cells.    The  women's  section  consists  of  61  cells. 

On  the  day  of  inspection  there  were  292  inmates,  classified  as  follows :

Prisoners  from  the  penitentiary  and  workhouse  are  assigned  to  the 
prison  to  do  cleaning  and  other  work  about  the  prison.  The  highest  number 
of  prisoners  during  the  year  on  any  one  day  was  338. 

Twenty-four  guards  are  provided  at  this  prison  and  are  now  working 
in  eight-hour  shifts,  the  plan  being  tried  out  by  the  Department  of  Correc- 
tion.   There  are  8  matrons  for  the  women's  section. 

Attention  was  called  in  the  1917  report  of  the  Commission  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  proper  segr^ation  in  the  female  section  of  the  pricK>n.  On  the 
day  of  inspection,  in  two  corridors  adults  and  minors  were  found  confined 
together.  The  matron  in  charge  did  not  seem  to  understand  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  as  to  the  segregation  of  different  classes  of  prisoners, 
ptitlcalariy  as  to  adults  and  minors.    The  warden,  who  has  recently  been 
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placed  in  charge  of  the  prison,  took  up  the  matter  immediately  and  issued 
orders  that  the  legal  classification  of  prisoners  should  be  strictly  carried 
out 

All  the  cells  were  clean  and  provided  with  blankets,  sheets  and  pillow 
cases.  Good  toilets  and  wash  basins  are  provided  in  each  ceU.  There 
is  a  shower  bath  at  the  end  of  each  corridor.  Prisoners  are  required  to 
take  a  bath  at  least  once  a  week.  It  was  found  that  no  toilet  paper  was 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  cells.  This  should  be  remedied 
at  once. 

Protestant,  Catholic  and  Jewish  services  are  held  weekly  in  a  very 
fine  chapel.  There  is  no  library  here,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  ex- 
cellent plan  now  ^established  in  the  Queens  City  Prison  be  put  into  effect 
here. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  connection  with  the  Jail  and  cases  of  sickness 
are  sent  to  the  Bellevue  Hospital  or  the  Brooklyn  Hospital,  which  is 
adjacent  to  the  Jail.  There  is  a  large  Jail  yard  in  which  prisoners  are 
exercised  daily,  the  men  and  women  at  different  times.  There  is  a  good 
laundry,  and  the  kitchen  was  cleanly  and  well  kept. 

An  authorized  caterer  furnishes  fruit,  tobacco  and  other  supplies  not 
provided  by  the  JalL  It  is  reconunended  that  the  successful  plan  of  a  com- 
missary department,  which  is  in  effect  at  the  Queens  City  Prison  be  install- 
ed here. 

The  warden  has  undertaken  the  painting  of  the  outside  of  the  cells 
in  the  men's  section,  which  will  add  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  place  and 
aid  in  lighting  this  rather  poorly  lighted  cell  system. 

The  living  quarters  for  the  warden  at  this  Jail  are  inadequate  and 
some  time  ago  the  building  of  a  warden's  house  was  undertaken  on  the 
plot  adjacent  to  the  Jail.  It  was  stated  that  the  work  was  stopped  when 
the  building  was  under  way  because  of  the  objection  of  labor  bodies  to 
building  by  convict  labor.  It  would  seem  that  with  the  present  day  at- 
titude of  the  labor  organizations  toward  aiding  in  providing  work  for  men 
confined  in  penal  institutions,  a  satisfactory  arrangement  could  be  made 
so  that  work  could  be  again  taken  up  on  this  building. 

The  Jail  throughout  was  cleanly  and  showed  excellent  care. 

The  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Correction  should  be  called  to 
the  necessity  of  exercising  care  in  selecting  prisoners  from  the  penitentiary 
who  are  sent  here  to  do  the  cleaning  and  other  work  about  the  prison.  It 
would  seem  desirable  that  only  men  convicted  of  minor  offenses  or  older 
men  should  be  sent  here  for  this  purpose.  Because  of  the  nature  of  their 
work  which  requires  the  cleaning  of  corridors  and  cells  dangerous  prisoners 
from  the  penitentiary  come  in  contact  with  those  held  for  trial,  and  could 
because  of  the  freedom  they  are  given  about  the  place,  pass  contraband 
articles  or  weapons  with  which  they  might  injure  themselves  or  others. 
There  is  also  the  danger  of  escape  by  penitentiary  prisoners  of  this  tjipe 
because  of  their  being  allowed  greater  freedom  than  prisoners  regularly 
committed  here  are  given.

Inspected  October  1,  1919.  James  A.  Hamilton,  commissioner  of  cor- 
rection; Frank  W.  Fox,  warden. 

This  prison  was  fully  described  in  previous  reports  to  the  Commission, 
and  the  buildings  and  equipment  have  not  been  added  to  or  changed  in 
any  material  respect  The  population  was  very  low,  only  94  being  iu 
confinement.  Last  year  the  average  number  of  prisoners  was  about  175u 
;rhe  prisoners  were  divided  as  follows:

Workhouse  prisoners 9 

On  June  12,  of  this  year  a  change  was  made  which  provides  that  fe- 
male prisoners  formerly  held  in  this  prison  are  sent  to  the  workhouse,  this 
having  been  designated  as  a  penitentiary  for  women  by  the  Commis^oner 
of  Correction. 

Flans  have  been  under  consideration  for  some  time  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  an  appropriation  was  made  for  a  new  building  to  contain  a 
basement  with  a  large  kitchen,  a  mess  hall  on  the  first  floor  and  a  laundry 
<m  the  second  floor.  All  of  these  are  urgently  needed  and  it  is  stronfl^ 
recommended  that  work  be  commenced  on  these  improvements  in  tiie  very 
near  future.  At  the  present  time  it  is  necessary  for  all  the  men  prisoners 
to  be  fed  in  the  first  floor  corridor  of  the  men's  Jail,  which  is  a  bad  arrange- 
ment as  it  involves  the  mingling  of  all  classes  of  prisoners,  including 
minors.  The  corridor  is  entirely  unsuited  for  use  as  a  mess  hall.  The 
quarters  now  used  for  kitchen  and  laundry  are  urgently  needed  for  other 
poiposes,  particularly  the  providing  of  a  room  for  counsel  who  wish  to 
interview  prisoners.  At  the  present  time  there  is  a  considerable  quantify  of 
brick,  sand  and  lumber  available  at  the  prison  and  a  building  could  be 
erected  without  great  cost  by  using  the  cement  blocks  made  on  Hart's 
Island. 

By  reason  of  the  rule  as  to  women  prisoners,  referred  to  above,  there 
were  only  three  females  in  the  women's  section.  Two  of  these  were  minors 
and  were  in  the  same  corridor  with  an  adult  The  warden,  who  had  been 
here  but  a  short  time,  ordered  the  immediate  separation  and  enforcement 
of  the  rule  as  to  the  dassiflcation  between  adults  and  minors. 

There  are  137  cells  in  the  male  section  and  72  in  the  female  section, 
and  there  has  been  no  necessity  for  doubling  up  for  a  long  time.  Cells  are 
provided  with  blankets,  sheets  and  pillow  cases  and  have  wash  basins  and 
toilets  flushed  from  inside  the  cells.  A  number  of  the  locks  on  the  cells 
are  out  of  order  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  repair  these  and  also 
the  bars  on  some  windows  which  are  unsafe.  The  Warden  has  undertaken 
the  repainting  of  all  the  cells  in  the  men's  section  and  two  tiers  have  al- 
ready been  completed.  The  work  is  proceeding  slowly  because  of  the  limited 
number  of  workmen  available. 

QTlie  prison  provides  a  flne  chapel,  in  which  Protestant,  Catholic  and 
Jewish  services  are  held  weekly.  The  excellent  arrangement  made  with 
the  Public  Library  for  the  furnishing  of  books  to  prisoners  has  been  con- 
tinued. The  prison  commissary  department  has  been  continued  with  very 
gratifying  results.  Prisoners  are  allowed  to  exercise  in  the  large  yards 
an  hour  and  a  half  daily,  weather  permitting.  Orders  have  been  issued 
to  install  dose  wire  mesh  screens  on  the  windows  looking  out  upon  the 
court  house  grounds  to  prevent  the  passing  of  contraband  materials,  which 
is  possible  through  these  windows  at  the  present  time.  Arrangements  have 
alBo  been  made  for  the  installation  of  an  additional  screen  in  the  visitors' 
room  to  prevent  the  passing  of  drugs  and  other  articles  to  the  prisoners  by 
visitors. 

The  prison  physician  makes  daily  visits  and  cases  of  sickness  are  sent 
to  the  workhouse  hospital  or  in  urgent  cases  to  St.  John's  Hospital,  which 
is  across  the  street  from  the  prison. 

The  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Correction  should  be  called  to 
the  necessi^  of  exercising  care  in  the  selecton  of  prisoners  who  are  sent 
here  from  the  penitentiary  to  do  cleaning  and  other  work  about  the  prison. 
Because  of  the  nature  of  their  work,  which  requires  the  deaning  of  cor- 
ridors and  cells,  dangerous  prisoners  from  the  penitentiary  come  in  contact 
with  those  held  here  for  trial  and  it  would  seem  desirable  that  only  men 
convicted  of  minor  offenses  or  older  men  should  be  selected  for  this  work. 
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laaBmnch  as  under  tbe  new  mle  the  women  held  here  sre  nearlr  all 
vrsittng  trial,  they  mnnot  be  oblfsed  to  do  auy  of  the  work  abont  the 
omeo'B  section  and  it  Is  ueceawr?  to  naslsn  mea  to  do  this  woric.  This  is 
bad  practice  and  could  be  aTolded  If  a  aufflclent  number  of  women  were 
Migned  from  the  workhouae  ao  that  no  men  would  be  allowed  to  enter 
le  women's  section. 

For  some  time  past  there  hnve  been  large  piles  of  short  lengths  of  wood 
od  brick  In  the  prison  yard.  These  should  be  removed  as  in  case  of  any 
isurrectlon  or  revolt  among  the  prisoners  while  at  exercise  In  tbe  yard 
ader  a  few  guards  these  might  easily  be  used  to  OTerpower  the  guards  and 
Hist  in  making  wholesale  escapes.  Two  prisoners  recently  escaped  from 
le  prison,  and  investigation  developed  that  they  were  assisted  by  a 
'Oman  from  the  ontslde  who  threw  saws  over  the  wall  with  which  the; 
'ere  able  to  cut  the  bars,  and  getting  Into  the  yard,  were  able  to  eacape  by 
slug  the  materials  above  referred  to  which  were  piled  In  the  yard. 

The  prison  tbrot^bout  was  cleanly  and  orderly  and  creditable  to  the 
Iministration  of  Warden  Fox.

Inspected  September  17,  1919.  Peter  A.  Mallon,  warden ;  John  BarkeL 
Mper,  assisted  by  7  male  keepers  and  T  matrons. 

On  the  morning  of  tbe  da;  of  inspection  there  were  SO  male  and  32 
tmale  prieoners;  during  tbe  day  some  of  these  were  discharged  and  10 
thera  came  In.  Twelve  of  the  males  and  7  of  tbe  females  were  from  Black- 
ell's  Island,  sent  over  to  do  the  housework  of  the  institution.  Both  tbe 
sad-keeper  and  head-matron  complained  that  there  was  insufficient  help. 
t  times  there  are  many  more  Inmates  than  there  were  on  the  day  of  lu- 
>ectlon,  sometimes  as  many  as  106,  and  tbe  average  is  about  80  I  was  In- 
■rmed.  Among  the  inmates  were  2  male  witnesses  and  recently  there  have 
fen  as  mouy  as  6  at  line  time.  They  are  necessarily  mixed  up  with  criml- 
ils,  dearly  In  violation  of  law.  No  women  witnesses  are  detained  here. 
11  women  arrested  after  4  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  in  the  entire  borough 
'.  Manhattan  are  brought  to  this  prison  and  detained  for  the  night.  They 
re  no  longer  kept  over  night  in  the  police  stations  of  Manhattan,  and  the 
ight  court  for  women  has  been  discontinued. 

Prisoners  who  have  been  before  tbe  court  and  not  discharged  are  aa- 
imbled  at  this  prison  and  transferred  from  here  to  whatever  Institutions 
le  court  directs— some  to  the  City  Prison  and  some  directly  to  Blackwell'a 
iland.  This,  however,  does  not  apply  to  those  who  are  sentenced  for  ten 
lya  or  leas  who  are  held  here  to  serve  out  their  time,  of  whom  there  were 
!  on  the  day  of  insx>ectlon. 

The  women's  department  has  recently  been  greatly  improved.  Form- 
■ly,  the  three  upper  tiers  of  cells  opened  on  balconies;  these  balconies 
ive  been  extended  so  as  to  make  a  solid  Boor  for  eacb  tier.  New  windows 
ive  been  Installed  with  an  Improved  arrangement  for  ventilation,  and  the 
hole  Interior  repainted  a  light  color.  Tbe  beds  consist  of  iron  cots  with 
oven  wire  springs  and  are  furnished  with  blankets,  white  sheets,  and  pll- 
ws  with  slips. 

One  tier  of  10  celts  Is  given  up  to  the  women  brought  In  by  the  police 
Id  held  all  night,  as  stated.  The  number  ranges  from  2  to  20  nightly,  I 
as  informed  by  tbe  head  matron.  Another  tier  Is  used  for  drug  addicts. 
tie  colored  women  have  a  tier  to  themselves. 

There  are  four  floors  with  18  cells  on  each  floor,  9  on  each  side,  and  one 
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afaower  batb.  The  belp  from  Blackwell's  Island  occapy  the  fourth  floor. 
There  is  a  barred  door  at  the  end  of  each  conidor  so  that  prisoners  in  one 
corridor  cannot  mingle  with  any  of  the  other  prisoners. 

Connected  with  the  women's  department  is  a  Board  of  Health  clinic 
where  a  blood  test  is  made  of  women  who  have  been  conyicted,  when  order- 
ed by  the  conrt 

A  new  bridge  has  been  constructed  from  the  women's  department  to 
the  Magistrate's  Court  called  the  "Bridge  of  Hope."  Lying  between  the 
prison  proper  and  the  court  room  there  is  a  prison  pen  for  women  and 
another  room  used  by  the  ofScers  in  waiting.  The  women's  department  was 
(dean  throughout  showing  excellent  care. 

This  Institution  is  supposed  to  have  6  or  7  matrons,  and  should  have 
more.  There  were  only  three  on  duty  on  the  day  of  inspection,  the  others 
haying  been  detailed  for  special  work  in  some  other  institution  or  were  on 
their  vacation. 

The  men's  Jail  is  entirely  separated  from  the  women's  and  contains  29 
brick  cells  in  four  tiers,  all  on  the  upper  tiers  opening  on  balconies.  These 
ceils  have  two  bimks  in  each  and  at  4.80  P.  M.  they  were  occupied  by  49 
prisoners.  One  tier  of  cells  is  used  for  drug  addicts.  A  man  was  lying  on 
the  floor  of  one  of  the  cells  whose  groans  could  be  heard  throughout  the 
entire  department. 

There  is  a  dormitory  on  the  flrst  floor  furnished  with'  iron  cot  beds, 
occupied  by  the  help  from  Blackwell's  Island. 

This  institution  needs  new  toilets  in  all  the  cells  and  also  for  the 
kitchen  help,  and  It  would  be  an  improvement  if  the  same  changes  were 
made  in  the  men's  jaU  that  have  recently  been  made  in  the  women's  de- 
partment

Inspected  September  19,  1919.  Peter  A.  Mallon,  warden;  John  O. 
Lynch,  keeper  in  charge,  assisted  by  7  male  keepers  and  1  matron. 

There  is  a  sitting  room  with  a  matron  in  charge  for  women  awaiting 
action  of  the  court  for  transfer  to  the  7th  district  prison ;  no  women  are 
held  here  over  night. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  87,  all  men. 
There  are  three  different  courts  in  this  building — men's  night  court,  men's 
day  court  and  domestic  relations  court.*  Sometimes  the  number  of  inmates 
held  here  over  night  is  as  many  as  70.  Five  of  the  male  inmates  were  wit- 
nesses. Meals  are  provided  for  witnesses  in  the  corridor  by  themselves 
which  is  practically  in  the  same  room  with  the  cells  on  the  other  corridors 
occupied  by  court  prisoners. 

The  Jail  is  constructed  with  balconies  for  the  cells  above  the  flrst  tier. 
A  new  house  of  detention  is  being  fltted  up  at  125-131  Worth  street,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  when  it  is  completed  the  practice  of  commingling  wit- 
nesses with  criminals  will  be  discontinued.  During  the  day  the  keeper 
allows  the  witnesses  to  use  as  a  sitting  room  the  dormitory  in  which  the 
helpers  sleep. 

This  prison  has  25  cells  in  all,  9  of  them  double,  and  a  dormitory  for 
the  help.  In  this  institution,  as  well  as  the  other  district  prisons,  men 
sentenced  for  ten  days  or  less  are  not  transferred  to  Blackwell's  Island  or 
the  city  prison  but  are  detained  here.  There  were  three  such  prisoners  on 
the  day  of  inspection.  Among  the  inmates  were  5  men  sent  over  from 
Blackwell's  Isliuid  to  do  the  housework  of  the  institution.  The  number  of 
prisoners  received  here  since  January  1,  was  5,188  males  and  212  females.

1,  I&IO  was  70. 

There  are  25  cells,  9  of  which  have  four  beds,  16  have  two  beds,  malting 
tbe  capacity  68.  A  matron  1b  employed  but  women  prisoners  do  not  remain 
here  over  ntgUt;  they  are  only  held  during  the  day.  Dr.  McGulre  malcea 
regular  Tlslts  and  If  needed  at  other  times  he  la  promptly  on  hand.  The 
cells  and  whole  place  were  perfectly  clean.  The  plumbing  has  recently 
been  OTerhauled  and  at  tbe  time  of  my  visit  painting  was  being  done.

Peter  A.  Million,  warden;  Fred  M.  Moro- 
head,  head  keeper,  assisted  by  7  additional  keepers  and  2  matrons. 

The  number  of  lumateH  ou  the  day  of  Inspection  was  as  follows : 
Awaiting  trial,  18  males  and  3  females;  wltneasea,  2  males  and  1  female; 
helpers,  10  mates  and  4  females.  The  highest  nnmber  at  any  time  during 
the  past  eeveral  months  was  85,  and  the  average  about  TO.  The  number  of 
prisoners  received  at  this  Institution  for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1919,  was 
11,517  males  and  2,672  females. 

A  new  large  hot  water  heater  baa  recently  been  Installed.  The  laundry 
la  now  run  by  men  Instead  of  women  as  formerly.  All  tbe  laundry  work 
of  the  Institution  la  done  here  except  tbe  blankets  which  are  sent  to  Black- 
well's  Island. 

There  are  two  rooms  for  the  lOnlay  men.  The  board  platforms  have 
been  removed  from  these  rooms  which  are  now  famished  with  iron  cot  beds 
with  woven  wire  springs  and  blankets,  sheets  and  pillows.  Each  room  has 
a  toilet  and  stationary  wash  basin. 

There  la  a  charel  where  services  are  held  weekly  for  nil  prisoners. 
There  Is  also  another  men's  dormitory  with  eight  beds  and  toilet  and  wask 
basin  adjacent,  occupied  by  tbe  helpers. 

The  men's  Jail  for  court  prisoners  consists  of  24  cells  In  three  tiers  <tf 
8  cells  each.  Witnesses  are  kept  on  tbe  upper  tier  and  court  prisoners 
on  the  first  and  second.  There  are  two  shower  baths  for  court  prisoners 
and  witnesses. 

The  interior  has  recently  been  repainted.     Since  my  last  inspection  two 
bnnks  have  been  Installed  In  each  cell ;  this  change  Is  to  be  r^retted.

This  institution  has  simply  two  detention  pens,  one  for  police  prisoners 
waiting  to  be  taken  to  conrt  and  the  other  for  prisoners  waiting  to  be 
transferred  after  having  been  held  by  the  court.  Those  committed  to  the 
Department  of  Correction,  averaging  about  8  a  day,  are  sent  to  the  Fifth 
Dii^ct  Prison  every  afternoon,  and  those  committed  to  the  Bronx  County 
Jail  are  taken  there  by  the  sherifT,  the  number  averaging  about  7  a  day. 

These  pens  are  in  the  care  of  a  janitor  who  cleans  them  every  afternoon 
after  court  adjourns  and  the  prisoners  are  removed.

Inspected  September  19,  1919.  Peter  A.  Mallon,  warden;  James 
Smith,  head-keeper,  assisted  by  six  other  male  keepers  and  one  matron. 

Women  are  not  held  here  over  night  but  are  sent  to  the  Second  District 
Prison.  The  number  of  prisoners  in  custody  on  the  morning  of  the  day  of 
inq)ection  was  18  awaiting  trial,  12  male  witnesses,  and  12  sent  over  from 
Bladrwell's  Island  to  do  the  housework  of  the  institution.  The  keeper 
stated  that  the  average  number  is  about  40  and  that  sometimes  they  have 
as  many  as  65.  EfTort  is  made  to  segregate  the  witnesses  by  keeping  them 
on  the  upper  floor. 

There  are  24  cells  and  a  bath  on  the  upper  floor  and  15  cells  and  bath 
on  the  middle  floor  used  for  court  prisoners.  There  is  a  dormitory  on  the  top 
is  furnished  with  cot  beds.  There  is  also  a  dormitory  on  the  first  floor  for 
floor  for  the  help.  This  dormitory  has  toilet  and  wash  basin  adjacent  and 
short-term  men,  now  furnished  with  cot  beds. 

A  new  boiler  has  recently  been  provided  that  furnishes  hot  water  for 
tbe  baths. 

The  institution  was  dean  throughout,  showing  good  care.

In  charge  of  head  keeper  J.  M.  Smith,  6 
assistant  keepers  and  a  matron. 

There  were  31  prisoners,  15  awaiting  action  of  the  courts  and  16  serv- 
ing sentence.  Of  the  latter,  11  were  from  the  workhouse  and  were  bdng 
used  to  keep  the  place  dean. 

Women  brought  here  during  the  day  are  sent  to  Jefferson  Market 
Prison  when  the  court  doses. 

This  prison  is  also  used  as  a  house  of  detention  for  witnesses.  At 
this  time  there  were  16  of  such  inmates.  The  top  row  of  cells  has  been  set 
aside  for  this  purpose  until  the  new  dormitory  or  house  of  detention  on 
Centre  Street,  Comer  of  Worth,  is  ready  for  occupnucy. 

A  hot  water  boiler  has  recently  been  installed  and  the  interior  has  been 
repainted.

This  district  prison  has  no  jaU  and  no  prisoners  are  detained  here  over 
night  There  are  two  prison  pens  for  men,  each  famished  with  settees, 
wash  basin  and  toilet  One  pen  is  used  for  police  prisoners,  that  is,  men 
awaiting  to  be  called  before  court,  and  the  other  for  the  Department  of 
Correction  prisoners  awaiting  transfer  to  some  other  institution.  There  is 
also  a  separate  pen  for  women ;  there  are  few  women  and  both  classes  are 
detained  in  the  same  pen. 

At  the  close  of  court  in  the  afternoon  prisoners  to  be  held  are  removed 
either  to  the  Bronx  County  Jail  by  the  sheriff  or  to  the  Fifth  District 
Prison  by  the  keeper.  The  number  sent  to  the  Bronx  County  Jail  averages 
about  7  a  day,  and  to  the  district  prison  about  2  a  day. 

The  whole  number  of  women  held  by  the  court  since  January  1,  to 
September  1,  of  the  present  year  was  14. 

The  pens  were  clean  and  in  good  condition.

There  is  no  prison  here  except  three  prison  pens,  two  of  which  are  for 
men  and  one  for  women.  One  of  the  pens  is  for  male  prisoners  brought  in 
by  the  police  before  they  are  taken  to  court,  and  the  other  for  prisoners 
held  by.  the  court  awaiting  transfer  to  some  other  institution.  The  average 
number  so  held  was  about  14  each  day ;  they  are  sent  to  the  Fifth  District 
Prison  by  the  auto  patrol  of  the  Department  of  Correction.  They  are 
transferred  twice  daily.  Most  of  the  prisoners  received  here  are  serious 
offenders  charged  with  homicide,  robbery,  grand  larceny,  and  offenses  of 
like  character.  The  number  of  women  prisoners  averages  about  6  a  week. 
The  court  sits  every  day  in  the  year,  including  Sundays  and  holidays. 

All  the  prison  pens  were  in  good  condition.  The  plumbing  showed 
especially  good  care.

This  institution  occupies  the  two  upper  floors  of  the  City  Building, 
otherwise  used  for  office  purposes.  On  the  seventh,  or  top,  floor  is  a  room 
for  the  officers,  a  kitchen,  and  a  dining  room.  On  the  sixUi  floor  is  a  large 
dormitory  with  10  large  windows  and  now  furnished  with  86  iron  cot  beds 
with  woven  wire  springs;  the  room  is  large  enough  to  contain  48  of  such 
cots.  Adjacent  to  this  dormitory  is  a  bath  and  toilet  room  containing  three 
showers,  three  wash  basins  and  three  toilets. 

The  building  is  not  flreproof  and  these  floors  are  furnished  with  Are 
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escapes.  The  place  is  not  yet  occupied,  as  some  of  the  windows  hare  not 
yet  been  barred,  bat  it  is  under  the  general  supervision  of  Warden  Peter 
A.  Mallon  of  the  Department  of  Ck>rrection,  who  informed  me  that  he 
expected  these  bars  would  be  installed  and  the  place  occupied  by  the  wit- 
nesses within  six  or  eight  weeks.  Practically  all  interior  supplies  are  on 
liand.  As  yet  the  witnesses  are  detained  in  the  various  district  prisons  of 
the  city  who  mingle  more  or  less  with  criminals,  an  illegal  practice  that 
the  dty  should  discontinue  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

This  is  a  new  place  arranged  for  witnesses,  and  occupies  two  upper 
floors  in  two  buildings.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  it  was  not  occupied,  not 
being  quite  ready,  but  it  was  expected  that  it  would  be  in  a  few  days.  It 
seemed  to  be  well  arranged  with  kitchens,  dormitories,  etc  In  the  mean- 
time the  witnesses  axe  held  at  the  prison  on  West  58rd  Street 

Partitions  ought  to  be  placed  in  the  bed  rooms  so  that  each  inmate 
would  have  his  separate  room.  Dormitories  under  any  drcnmstances,  are 
bad,  and  particularly  so  for  this  class  of  men.  When  Burdette  O.  Lewis 
was  Commissioner  of  Correction  it  was  agreed  when  arranging  similar 
quarters  in  40  Lafayette  Street  that  such  separation  would  be  maintained 
by  Installing  standard  cubicles.

Essex  Market  Court  is  now  housed  in  a  new  building.  On  the  first  floor 
is  a  prison  pen  for  male  police  prisoners  in  the  care  of  a  court  ofllcer. 
On  the  second  floor  are  two  pens,  one  for  women  and  one  for  the  detention 
4>f  male  prisoners  held  by  the  court  These  are  in  the  custody  of  the  De- 
partment of  Correction.  The  pen*  for  men  consists  of  one  large  room  and 
six  smaller  rooms  adjacent;  each  of  the  smaller  rooms  has  an  outside 
window,  stationary  wash  basin,  a  toilet,  and  a  seat 

Prisoners  committed  to  the  Departinent  of  Correction  by  the  court 
are  removed  to  the  Second  District  Prison  every  day  at  noon  and  at  the 
<do0ing  of  court  in  the  afternoon  about  4  o'clock;  the  number  averages 
about  12  a  day,  seldom  more  than  16. 

The  women's  department  has  a  matron's  room  and  three  small  rooms 
-op^itDg  off  of  a  larger  room  with  an  arrangement  similar  to  that  for  men. 
A  matron  is  on  duty  from  7  A.  M.  to  7  P.  M.  These  rooms  have  concrete 
floors  and  were  all  clean,  showing  excellent  care.  The  number  of  women 
prisoners  held  and  sent  to  the  district  prisons  averages  about  three  a  week 
I  was  informed.

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TRAFFIC  COURT  DETENTION  PENS 

301  MOTT  8TBEET,  BOBOUGH  OF  MAITHATTAN

general  supervision  of  Warden  Peter  A.  Mallon  of  the  Department  of  Cor- 
rection. 

Most  of  the  cases  brought  before  this  court  are  what  is  known  as 
summons  cases  for  violation  of  traffic  ordinances.  Some  are  discharged 
and  some  are  fined  and  pay  their  fines  to  the  court  clerk  at  once.  Those 
not  prepared  to  pay  their  fines  and  those  given  a  Jail  sentence  are 
detained  in  the  prison  i)ens  which  consist  of  a  large  room  about  20x40  feet, 
furnished  with  four  large  windows.  There  is  a  bath  room  adjacent  with 
two  toilets  and  wash  basin.  These  prisoners  so  detained  are  sent  to  the 
Second  District  Prison  twice  daily — at  noon  and  again  at  the  close  of  court 
about  4  o'clodc.  The  number  so  transferred  averages  about  21  a  day,  I 
was  informed.  Quite  a  number,  especially  second  offenders,  are  given  Jail 
sentences  ranging  from  5  to  10  days  without  the  option  of  paying  a  fine? 
The  amount  of  fines  collected  from  January  1,  to  August  1,  1919,  was 
j(14,384.  The  pens  are  cared  for  by  the  Janitor  of  the  building  and  are 
cleaned  every  day  after  the  adjournment  of  court.

7TH   DISTRICT   MAGRISTRATE'S   COURT   PENS 

35  SNYDEB  AVENUE,  BOBOUGH  OF  BBOOKLYN 

Inspected  July  21,  1919.  Edward  Riegelmann,  borough  president; 
John  Gilligan,  custodian. 

The  detention  quarters  for  this  court  are  located  in  what  was  origi- 
nally the  old  town  hall  of  the  town  of  Flatbush.  The  Cffind  precinct  police 
station  and  court  room  are  located  in  the  same  building.  The  trial  of 
cases  from  the  73rd,  74th,  77th,  79th,  82nd  and  88tii  precincts  are  held  here. 

It  is  stated  that  the  territory  taken  in  by  the  7th  District  Court  em- 
braces nearly  one-third  of  the  entire  borough  and  that  this  is  the  only  self- 
sustaining  court  in  the  borough.  For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  2,885 
prisoners  were  held  here  awaiting  trial  of  whom  2,110  were  men  and  275 
women ;  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  there  were  1,155,  of  whom  980 
were  men  and  175  women.  The  increasing  importance  of  this  court  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  six  months  of  1918,  the  number  of 
prisoners  brought  here  for  trial  was  only  747  as  against  1,155  for  the  same 
period  this  year. 

The  detention  quarters  are  located  in  the  basement  of  this  dilapidated 
building,  consisting  of  four  large  pens,  or  rooms,  which  were  formerly  used 
by  the  police  as  a  Jail  but  abandoned  as  unfit  for  use.  Two  of  these  rooms 
are  now  occupied  by  male  prisoners  and  one  by  female  prisoners  awaiting 
trial  in  the  court.  The  fourth  room  is  used  for  the  storage  of  ballot  boxes. 
The  women's  room  is  directly  across  a  narrow  corridor  from  one  of  the 
men's  rooms  and  allows  of  full  opportunity  to  converse  and  no  privacy  to 
the  women  confined  there.  The  detention  quarters  were  severely  condemn- 
ed in  reports  of  tlie  Commission  in  1916  and  1918.  The  building  in  its  en- 
tirety has  also  been  condemned  by  the  Flatbush  Taxpayers  Association 
and  a  public  meeting  of  citizens  held  during  the  past  few  months.  The 
Board  of  City  Magistrates  has  also  condemned  the  whole  place  for  the 
past  six  years  with  no  resultant  action  by  the  city. 
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The  Chief  City  Magistrate  has  a  tentative  plan  for  a  new  btiilding  at 
this  location  which  he  will  submit  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  an  appro- 
priation. 

Conditions  at  the  present  time  are  evep  worse  than  previously  de- 
scribed in  reports.  Located  in  a  damp,  dark.  Inadequately  lighted  cellar, 
with  water  running  on  the  floor  of  the  corridor  from  recent  rains,  the  con- 
dition of  the  pens  was  disgraceful.  In  a  report  made  by  the  New  York 
City  Commissioner  of  Health  imder  date  of  August  13, 19lB^,  upon  complaint 
to  him  by  this  Commission  he  reports  as  follows : 

*That  the  four  prison  cells  in  cellar  are  inadequately  ventilated. 

"That  the  short  hopper  water-closets  in  said  cells  are  corroded  and 
unclean,  and  cannot  be  kept  clean.  (There  is  one  water-closet  in  each 
ceU.> 

'fThat  said  water-closets  are  inadequately  flushed. 

'That  the  cement  floors  of  cells  are  broken  and  dangerous. 

**That  the  washout  water-closet  in  cellar  for  public  use  is  loosely  set 
drain  air  escapes  Into  cellar  and  prison  cells. 

"That  the  woodwork  around  the  sink  in  cellar  is  not  protected  with 
metal  flashings  and  saturated  and  fllthy." 

This  report  was  sent  by  Commissioner  of  Health  to  the  Borough 
President  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  premises,  but  nothing  has  been 
done  to  remedy  conditions. 

It  was  further  found  that  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  some  prison- 
ers are  held  as  long  as  eight  hours,  no  provisions  are  made  for  furnish- 
ing food  unless  they  have  money  which  they  can  give  to  the  bootblack  in 
the  building  to  purchase  it  for  them.  The  Acting  Chief  City  Magistrate 
writes  that  an  appropriation  was  asked  for  in  1918  and  1919  to  provide  food 
for  prisoners  held  for  trial  in  Magistrates'  Courts,  but  the  request  was 
denied  on  the  ground  that  the  feeding  of  prisoners  was  a  function  of  the 
Police  Department.  The  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, but  he  states  that  the  problem  lies  with  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction.  The  question  is  now  before  the  Commissioner 
of  this  Department,  but  the  Commission  has  no  advice  as  to  whether  or 
not  action  has  been  taken  to  provide  for  the  situation. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  the  great  City  of  New  York  would  tolerate  con- 
ditions such  as  are  found  here  and  confine  unfortunates,  charged  with 
offenses  whom  the  law  presumes  to  be  innocent  until  proven  guilty  by 
Judicial  process,  in  such  quarters  as  these. 

During  the  war  there  was  a  reasonable  excuse  for  not  undertaking 
new  construction,  but  that  cannot  longer  be  urged  as  an  excuse  for  con- 
tinuing the  intolerable  situation  at  this  building. 

The  mere  forwarding  of  the  reports  to  the  city  ofiScials  on  this  situa- 
tion seems  to  have  no  effect  and  drastic  action  slinuld  be  taken  at  once. 

The  Secretary  has  been  requested  to  obtain  from  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  detention  pens  in  connection  with 
Magistrates'  Courts  can  be  closed  under  an  order  of  the  Commission.  It  is 
strongly  recommended  that  if  it  is  found  that  the  Commission  has  this 
power,  proceedings  be  taken  to  close  these  detention  quarters.

DETENTION  QUARTEES— 7TH  DISTRICT  MAGISTRATE'S  COURT 

35  SNTDEB  AVENUE,  BOBODOH  OF  BBOOKLTN 

Re-inspected  October  27,  1919.  Edward  Riegelmann,  borough  presi- 
dent; John  Gilligan,  custodian. 

Following  correspondence  had  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  the 
Borough  President,  Brooklyn,  a  re-inspection  was  made  of  these  quarters. 
It  was  found  that  the  entire  place  had  been  thoroughly  cleaned  up,  the  de* 
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tention  pens  satisfactorily  painted,  and  the  floor  was  In  good  condition.  The 
old  st^Ie  hopper  closets  were  clean,  and  the  attendant  stated  that  they  were 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  scoured  every  day.  The  leaders  on  the  building 
which  caused  water  to  run  in  on  the  floor  of  the  detention  pen  have  been 
repaired,  so  that  complaint  is  eliminated. 

The  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Health  states: 
*'In  my  opinion  these  pens  are  suitable  for  their  purpose,  and  are 
in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  except  as  to  dampness  of  walls  caused  by 
the  escape  of  storm  water  from  defective  rain  leaders  on  which  a  vio- 
lation has  been  referred  to  the  Borough  President  for  his  attention." 
The  Secretary  to  the  Borough  President  advises  that 
"the  Board    of    Estimate    and    Apportionment  has  appropriated 
money  with  which  to  pay  for  the  services  of  an  architect  to  prepare 
plans  of  a  combination  Magistrates'  and  Municipal  Court,  and  as  soon 
as  the  plans  are  completed,  application  will  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  for  the  necessary  funds  to  build  a  new  court  building.'* 
The  much  improved  situation  at  this  place  brought  about  by  the  criti- 
cisms of  the  Commission,  would  warrat  the  Commission  in  delaying  any 
summary  proceedings  as  to  the  closing  of  the  place  for  a  reasonable  time, 
in  which  the  city  authorities  should  work  out  a  plan  for  a  new  building. 
If  the  proposed  plan  is  not  carried  out  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  matter 
of  closing  the  place  should  again  be  taken  up. 

It  was  found  that  nothing  had  been  done  toward  feeding  prisoners  who 
have  been  conflned  here  on  the  part  of  the  dty.  Although  prisoners  are 
sometimes  held  for  as  long  as  eight  hours,  the  only  food  they  now  receive 
is  furnished  by  a  bootblack  in  the  building  if  they  have  money  to  pay  for 
it  A  conference  with  representatives  of  the  Magistrates'  Courts,  the  De- 
partment of  Correction  and  the  Police  Department  was  held  on  September 
23,  at  which  time  it  was  agreed  that  the  responsibility  would  be  assumed  by 
the  Board  of  City  Magistrates.  Following  the  Inspection,  the  matter  was 
taken  up  with  Cbiet  Cleric  Frank  Oliver  of  the  City  Magistrates'  Courts, 
who  advises  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  was  asked  for  in  the  budget 
for  feeding  the  prisoners  within  the  control  of  the  Courts,  but  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  refused  to  make  the  appropriation  and 
the  condition  remains  the  same  as  in  the  past  This  should  be  taken  up  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  should  not  be  dropped  until  an  arrangement  is 
made  to  take  care 'of  the  situation. 

Annexed  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  the  report  are  letters  from  Frank 
J.  Monaghan,-  Deputy  Commissioner,  Department  of  Health,  and  Frank 
Oliver,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  City  Magistrates'  Court.

The  number  of  officers  In  this  precinct  is  106.  Women  arrested  are 
sent  to  the  14<th  precinct.  Men  arrested  in  the  5th  precinct  are  confined 
here.  Children  are  sent  to  the  Children's  Society.  The  trial  of  cases  is 
held  at  the  First  Di^rict  Court. 

For  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1919,  the  number  of  arrests  in 
the  precinct  was  1,667,  of  which  1,663  were  men  and  4  women.  Prisoners 
sent  to  this  Jail  from  other  precincts  for  the  same  period  were  250  males. 

This  is  one  of  the  finest  of  the  New  York  City  police  stations,  being 
well  built  and  equipped  in  a  modern  manner.  There  are  24  cells  for  males 
and  5  for  females.  The  cells  for  females  are  not  in  use.  The  cells  aro 
provided  with  integral  seat  toilets  with  push  button  attachment  and  there 
are  good  wastbstands  in  the  corridor.  The  numiber  of  cells  is  ample  for  ttie 
needs  of  the  precinct  and  there  is  never  any  doubling  of  persons  in  cells. 

A  number  of  station  houses  in  the  city  are  sadly  in  need  of  new  ceUs, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  the  five  cedls  for  women,  which  are  not  in  use^ 
might  well  be  transferred  to  some  other  station. 

The  corridor  and  cells  in  the  first  tier  need  repainting,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  this  be  done  in  the  near  future.

The  number  of  arrests  In  this  precinct  since  January  1,  1919, 
to  date  of  inspection  was  1,782,  about  700  of  whicih  were  summons  casjes- 
and  about  100  juvenile  delinquents.  These  do  not  include  about  350  pris- 
oners arrested  in  other  precincts  and  brought  here  for  detentioin  or  brought 
in  by  detectives. 

While  certain  classes  of  women  who  are  to  be  detained  all  night  are- 
sent  to  the  Jefferson  Market  Prison,  other  classes  of  women  are  detained 
in  the  station  house  in  Manhattan  after  the  day  courts  dose  about  4  P.  M. 
There  is  now  no  night  court  for  women  in  Manhattan.  The  number  of 
women  detained  bere  over  night  average  8  or  4  a  week  I  was  informed. 
There  are  tbree  matrons. 

The  number  of  men  detained  or^erage  3  or  4  a  night,  frequently  6  or  6, 
and  sometimes,  especially  on  Saturday  night,  there  are  as  many  as  16. 
Quite  a  number  of  them,  however,  are  brought  in  in  time  to  be  taken  to* 
the  men's  night  court 

This  jail  has  two  departments,  each  with  ei^ht  steel  cells — ^four  in- 
fnmt  and  four  in  the  rear,  back  to  back.  The  ceiding  of  the  room  is  about 
12  ft  high  and  the  ceHs  have  perforated  tops,  and  each  has  a  plank  bunk, 
an  iron  toUet  of  antiquated  type  with  a  faucet  over  it,  and  is  flushed  from 
a  tank  operated  from  the  corridor  by  the  attendant  The  floors  are  con- 
crete and  there  are  electric  lights.  There  ie  one  window  In  front  of  the 
cdls  for  women  and  one  at  the  end  of  the  corridor,  and  three  in  front  of 
tlie  cells  for  men.  The  only  sunlight  for  the  eight  cells  in  the  rear  is  a 
skylight  over  the  back  corridor.  While  the  corridors  are  fairly  well  lights 
ed,  the  cells  are  without  light;  one^half  the  front  is  solid  steel  plate  and 
the  other  cldsely  latticed  steel  bars,  rendering  the  interior  dark  and  dun- 
seoQ-like. 

The  jail  was  clean,  showing  good  care. 

There  is  another  serious  defect  in  this  jaid.  The  steam  pipes  are  only 
in  front  and  about  half  way  around  the  ^nds.  There  is  no  heat  In  tihe  rear 
corridor  or  cells,  rendering  tihese  cells  practically  uninhabitable  in  cold 
weather.  This  condition  I  crlticUied  some  two  or  three  years  ago,  but  it 
has  never  been  remedied. 

Many  prisoners  are  thinly  clad  and  underfed  and  not  in  condition  to 
resist  cold,  and  to  compel  them  to  stay  all  nigbt  in  a  cold  ceU  wlthotlt 
blankets  is  liable  to  cause  serious  illness,  and  is  inflicting  an  inexcusable 
and  unnecessary  hardship. 

Therefore,  it  is  again  recommended: 

L  That  the  cells  be  reconstructed  so  as  to  give  sunligiht  to  the- 
interior. 

2.    ^That  heat  be  provided  for  the  rear  cells. 

These  are  tide  ihore  important  and,  the  more  urgent  improvements 
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needed.     The  installation  of  modem  toilets  and  repainting  tiie  interior 
"wonld  al«o  be  commendable  improvements  and  are  again  recommended.

They  are  made  of  latticed 
flat  iron  bars  with  spaces  of  about  one  and  one-half  inch,  rendering  tihe 
cells  very  dark.  I  would  suggest  that  every  other  bar  be  cut  out.  This 
can  be  done  by  means  of  an  acetylene  torch.  The  doors  should  be  of  three* 
fourtii  inch  round  bars  placed  upright  on  4  1-2  inch  centers. 
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At  the  eni^eetion  of  this  Commission  an  additional  window  has  re- 
cently been  placed  in  the  jail  wall,  wihich  g:lYes  a  littde  more  light  than 
before.  Toilet  paper  is  provided  for  the  eeUs.  The  number  of  arrets 
since  January  1,  1919  was  1,340. 

The  total  police  force  is  72,  witb  1  captain,  3  lieutenants  and  9  ser- 
geants.   Women,  when  arrested,  are  sent  to  the  36th  precinct 

The  cleanly  and  tidy^condition  of  the  whole  place  shows  good  care^ 
and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  captain  and  officers.

This  station  house  takes  care  of  the  male  prisoners  arrested  in  the 
46th  precinct  as  well  as  those  in  this  precinct.  The  number  in  custody 
daily  ranges  from  2  to  22,  I  was  informed,  the  average  number  held  over 
ni^t  being  4  or  5. 

The  men's  Jail  has  20  steel  cells,  10  on  each  side,  back  to  back.  Eacb 
has  a  toilet  and  one  bunk. 

The  women's  Jail  consists  of  11  cells  of  the  same  size  and  arrangement 
as  those  for  men.  All  women  arrested  anywhere  in  the  borou^  of  The 
Bronx  and  detained  are  brought  to  this  station  house,  as  it  is  the  only 
one  in  the  borou^  where  a  matron  is  employed.  The  number  of  women 
detained  average  about  three  a  week.  There  is  a  good  sized,  well  lighted 
and  well  equipped  room  for  the  matron. 

This  is  a  somewhat  modem  fireproof  station  house,  in  good  condition. 
The  arrangement  of  the  cells  is  not  entirely  commendable,  as  little  sun- 
li|^t  enters  their  interior. 

The  number  of  arrests  in  tihis  precinct  since  January  1st  of  this  year 
to  date  of  inspection  was  2,038,  including  the  summons  cases  which  consist 
of  half  the  number  or  more.

All  of  Hie  prisoners  arrested  in  the  borough  of  lUcbmoDiJ,  if  detained, 
are  brought  to  this  station  house.  Since  the  Iflll  and  station  hoose  at 
Stapleton  were  closed  no  Jail  bas  been  maintained  in  connection  with  any 
of  the  other  three  precincts.  Last  year,  pending  the  proceedings  to  close 
the  jail  at  Stapleton,  all  women  were  sent  to  the  West  New  Brighton 
station  house  and  the  men  in  custodr  there  were  transferred  to  Stapleton. 
Since  the  closing  of  the  Stapleton  jail  botb  men  and  women  are  detained 
Jn  the  ]al]  at  West  New  Brighton.  The  Jail  of  this  station  house  formerly 
consisted  of  a  single  room  with  ten  lirlck  cells,  each  furnisbed  wUh  one 
bunk  and  a  toilet.  Each  cell  has  a  latticed  door ;  the  rest  of  the  front  is 
liolld.  The  only  light  for  these  ten  cells  was  from  a  large  windojr  at  the 
end  of  the  corridor  which  gave  fairly  good  light  to  the  corridor  but  very 
meager  to  the  cells. 

In  order  to  provide  a  se|)arate  place  for  women  In  thie  jail  the  author- 
ities erected  a  partition  across  the  center  of  this  corridor,  leaving  five 
celLs  on  each  side  of  the  partition.  The  partition  was  furmahed  with  a 
solid  door.  The  first  five  cellH  are  now  nsed  for  women  and  the  Sve  next 
tbe  window  for  men.  The  cell  room  has  a  high  ceiling  and  this  new  par- 
tition eiitends  about  T  feet  from  the  floor,  above  which  is  a  wire  Kcreea. 
When  there  are  both  men  end  women  in  the  Jail  the  door  lu  the  partition 
is  kept  locked.  This  arrangement  is  subject  to  three  serious  objectious: 
(1)  The  -women's  department  le  without  sunlight,  contains  no  window  of 
any  kind  and  not  only  the  cells  but  the  corridor  is  dark.  It  Is  an  Inside 
room  wJthont  light  and  proper  ventilation.  (2)  Access  to  the  men's 
department  is  through  the  women's  room.  This  Is  always  objectionable. 
(3)  On  account  of  tlie  open  wreen  work  over  the  partition,  any  loinJ 
talk  in  either  ctep.irlment  is  eatdly  heard  in  the  other.  This  can  hardly 
be  called  a  proper  and  complete  segregation  of  the  women  from  the  maa. 

The  quarters  for  wMnen  in  this  Jail  are  no  better  than  they  were  at 
Stapleton  where  there  was  a  skylight  over  the  corridor,  giving  some  liRht 
and  ventilation,  and  the  s^rcf:atlon  from  the  men  was  complete.  Men 
could  be  taken  to  their  cells  without  going  Mirough  the  women's  quarters. 
The  closing  of  the  Jail  at  Stapleton  was  fully  Justified,  being  an  unfit 
]>lace  for  the  conflnemeut  of  human  beings  as  then  arranged,  but  It  seems 
absurd  to  close  that  Jail  and  then  detain  women  in  the  alxive  described 
quarters  at  West  New  Brighton. 

It  Is  recommended: — 

That  tills  place  of  detention  for  women  at  West  New  Brighton  be 
condHnned  and  closed  and  the  partldon  removed  so  as  to  restore  the  Jail 
to  Its  normal  condttioD,  and  that  some  suitable  and  sanitary  place  be  pro- 
rided  In  the  borough  of  Rldimond  for  the  detention  of  women  prisoners. 
The  old  Jail  at  Stapleton  could  be  fixed  up  so  as  to  make  a  much  better 
place  for  the  confinement  of  women  than  that  in  use  in  West  New  Brighton. 
This  cotild  be  done:  <1)  By  removing  the  partition  and  the  adjacent 
cells  between  the  two  departments  of  the  old  Jail  at  Stapleton.  (2)  By 
Installing  a  couple  of  windows  In  the  outside  wall.  (3)  By  fnmishlDg 
this  Toocn  with  a  few  cot  beds.  This  would  make  a  fair  sised  room  with 
two  skyllgihts  and  two  outside  windows,  and  should  of  course  have  a 
toilet  and  etatlonary  wash  basin.  Certainly,  the  present  arrangement  at 
West  New  Brighton  should  not  be  permitted  to  continue. 

The  number  of  arrests  in  the  West  New  Brighton  precinct  averages 
about  3.S  a  month,  I  was  informed,  not  Including  the  prisoners  arrested 
In  the  otiher  three  precincts  and  brought  to  thU  station  house  for  deten- 
tion.

Notwitbfltanding  the  restrictions 
of  prohibition,  400  more  arrests  were  made  in  this  precinct  since  January 
Iflt  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  station  has  been  fnily  described  in  preylous  reports  and  there  can 
be  no  argument  but  that  it  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  this  piecinct 
and  unfitted  for  use  as  a  station  Jail.  In  order  to  reach  the  cells  in  which 
women  are  confined  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  prisoners  through  the  men's 
section*  It  was  also  stated  thait  at  times  as  many  as  ten  lost  children 
were  picked  up  tiirough  the  night,  and  it  is  necessary  to  take  them  through 
(his  men's  Jail  into  the  women's  section.  Both  the  male  and  female  sec- 
tions were  dirty,  with  <^d,  worn  out  toilets,  some  with  covers  and  others 
without,  filthy  to  the  utmost  desrree.  The  walls  were  badly  marked  up 
and  on  one  in  the  women's  ceUs  was  an  obscene  inscription. 

There  are  11  ceUs  on  the  second  fioor,  which  are  used  for  overflow 
of  men  and,  as  they  are  adjacent  to  the  Magistrate's  Court,  it  was  stated 
it  was  impossible  to  use  these  for  women,  inasmuch  as  ordinarily  when 
cdurt  is  in  session  these  cells  are  filled  to  overflowing. 

In  the  women's  section  only  three  cells  are  available  for  use,  making 
it  necessary  to  confine  more  than  one  person  at  a  time  in  the  edls.  Two 
of  the  cells  are  filled  with  ballot  boxes  and  one  with  police  supplies.  These 
cells  should  be  emptied  and  made  available  for  use  at  once  and  other 
quarters  found  for  storage  purposes.  If  no  other  place  in  this  building  is 
available,  there  is  plenty  of  space  at  the  72nd  precinct,  not  far  distant 

It  will,  of  course,  be  impossible  to  do  anything  toward  improved 
quarters  in  this  precinct  during  the  summer  season,  but  the  place  should 
at  once  be  given  a  thorough  scrubbing  and  cleaning,  the  toilets  scoured 
out,  the  cdto  washed  down,  an  attempt  made  to  keep  the  place  as  cleanly 
^m  possible  until  the  end  of  the  season.  It  was  stated  that  no  provision 
was  made  for  the  feeding  of  children  who  are  detained  here  over  nifl^t, 
and  the  matrons  were  obliged  to  provide  food  at  their  own  expense.  'Dils 
situation  should  be  taken  care  of  at  once. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Cotmnission  condemn  this  place  as  inad- 
equate and  unlit  f6r  a  Jail,  and  that  the  Police  Department  be  so  advised. 
ThB  Department  should  be  required  to  submit  to  the  Commission,  within 
a  reasonable  time,  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Jail  or  the  rebuilding 
of  the  present  one.  These  plans  should  provide  for  a  sufficient  number 
of  oeUs  to  take  care  of  prisoners  arrested  here,  both  males  and  females; 
also,  for  modem  toilet  arrangements  in  the  c^s,  and  separate  detention 
quarters  to  take  care  of  lost  children.

The  heating  and  hot  water  app^liratus  'is  out  of  order  and  there  is 
DO  hot  water  available.  The  entire  building  is  badly  in  need  of  painting. 
Old  style  closets  are  still  continued  in  the  cells  and  are  flushed  from  the 
outside.  These  should  be  replaced  by  modern  toilets  of  the  type  approvea 
l^  the  Commission. 

In  the  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  necessity  for  cuttkig 
off  and  rounding  the  planks  of  the  folding  bunks.    This  has  not  been  done. 

TheJaU  was  dean  and  in  good  condition. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  present  insanitary  toilets  be  taken  out 
snd  replaced  by  new  ones  of  a  type  to  be  approved  by  the  Commission; 
that  the  entire  interior  of  the  jail  be  painted  in  a  light  color  with  waters 
proof  paint  which  will  permit  of  the  walls  being  washed  down ;  and  that 
the  heating  apparatus  be  placed  in  proper  shape  so  that  it  will  afford  sat^ 
Isfactory  heating  this  winter.*

The  records  of  arrests  made  at  this  precinct  for  the  six  months  ending 
June  30,  1919.  is  2,445  males,  601  females,  total,  3.046. 

W.omen  arrested  in  the  89th,  90th,  91st  and  93rd  precincts  are  sent 
bere  for  detention,  and  these  numbered  131  for  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year. 

There  are  only  8  cells  in  all ;  4  on  the  women's  side  and  4  in  the  men's 
quarters. 

In  a  report  made  August  10,  1918,  this  precinct  jail,  which  is  one  of 
the  busiest  in  the  city,  was  severely  criticised  as  being  inadequate  to  prop- 
erly take  care  of  the  men  or  women  detained  here  and  unfitted  in  its 
present  condition  to  confine  human  beings. 

The  only  light  or  air  in  the  jail  is  from  a  skylight  overhead,  which 
was  covered  with  dirt  and  admitted  but  little  light,  and  from  a  small 
window  at  the  end  of  the  women's  jail.  During  the  heated  days  of  the 
summer  this  jail,  with  practically  no  ventilation,  caused  much  suffering 
among  those  unfortunate  enough  to  be  locked  up  here.  It  is  impossible 
to  see  the  rear  of  the  cells  from  the  corridor  on  a  sunny  day  without  us- 
ing the  electric  lights. 

The  congestion  has  been  so  great  that  at  times  it  has  been  necessary 
to  put  as  many  as  four  women  in  one  of  these  small  cells. 

The  situation  on  the  men's  side  is  also  very  bad,  and  at  times  all 
of  the  cells  have  held  as  many  men  as  could  be  forced  into  them. 

I«t  is  questionable  whether  using  all  of  the  cells,  8  In  number,  for  men 
alone  the  fadlities  would  be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  precinct    The

Trial  of  cases  is  held  at  the  Second  District  Magistrate's  Court 

For  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1919,  the  number  of  arrests  in 
this  precinct  was  182,  all  men.  There  were  64  male  prisoners  sent  here 
for  detention  from  other  precincts. 

The  station  house  and  jail  are  located  in  the  old  Newtown  Town  HalK 
which  also  houses  the  Municipal  Court  In  a  report  dated  August  30, 1918^ 
It  was  stated  that  the  station  house  and  jail  are  far  from  satisfactory  at 
this  place.  The  dormitories  are  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  force, 
causing  necessity  for  the  m^i  doubling  up  in  beds.  The  plumbing  is  bad 
and  there  is  no  provisison  for  either  tub  or  shower  bath. 

The  jail  section  is  not  a  good  one.  Only  one  electric  light  has  been 
provided  where  at  least  three  should  be  placed.  The  floor  outside  the  cells 
is  of  wood  and  should  be  replaced  with  concrete  for  the  purpose  of  clean- 
liness. The  toilets  in  the  cells  have  wooden  top  and  are  difficult  to  keep 
dean.  Over  week-ends  it  is  necessary  to  pat  two  or  three  in  these  dark 
and  gloomy  cells. 

The  station  officials  have  not  been  advised  of  the  recommendations 
made  for  providing  food  for  prisonei^  who  are  detained  for  any  length  of 
time.  The  Police  Department  should  see  that  this  is  attended  to.  The 
situation  at  Newtown  is  one  which  calls  for  the  future  serious  attention, 
of  the  Police  Department  and  should  be  put  down  as  one  of  the  places 
where  a  new  station  house  and  jail  are  badly  needed.  The  Secretary 
should  be  directed  to  ask  the  Commissioner  if  the  Department  has  any 
plans  to  better  the  very  bad  situation  at  this  station  and  the  matter  should 
then  be  given  further  consideration  by  the  Commission.

l^e  station  house  and  Jail  are  located  in  the  old  Jamaica  town  hall 
^building,  which  also  houses  the  Magistrate's  Court,  Municipal  Court, 
Health  Departmenit  offices  and  other  city  agencies.  The  btdlding  is  in  a 
generally  dilapidated  condition  and,  I  was  informed,  has  been  condemned 
l>y  the  building  authorities. 

The  dormitory  provisions  for  the  large  force  of  officers  located  here 
«ire  very  poor  and  not  suitable  for  the  requirements  of  the  precinct 

The  area  covered  by  the  precinct  has  a  population  of  over  60,000  and 
takes  in  Floral  Park,  Springfield,  Queens,  HoUis,  Rosedale,  St.  Albans 
and  part  of  South.  Ozone  Park.  The  arrests  here  have  increased  from 
S19  in  1910  to  1,900  annually. 

The  Jail  for  men  consists  of  six  brick  cells  in  the  basement  of  the 
t>uilding.  The  floors  of  the  cells  are  nearly  five  feat  below  the  surface  level 
and  on  the  day  of  inspection,  which  was  intensely  warm,  the  floors  were 
damp,  making  the  place  apparently  unsanitary  and  unhealthy.  This  con- 
dition has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  city  Department  of  Healti^. 

To  the  east  of  this  building  is  a  fine  plot  of  land  about  75  by  200  feet, 
which  belongs  to  the  city  and  is  vacant  The  present  station  house,  so 
tar  as  the  Jail  is  concerned,  should  be  cond^nned  and  the  city  re<]uired 
to  erect  a  modem,  fireproof  building  whidl  will  provide  decent  Jail  quar- 
ters for  this  large  section  of  the  city. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  tiie  present  Jail  quarters  be  con- 
demned as  inadequate,  unsanitary  and  unfit  for  use  as  a  Jail,  and  the 
Police  Commissioner  should  be  asked  to  submit  a  reply  to  this  recomm^i- 
dation  on  or  before  October  1st.

Farrell,  lieutenant  at  desk.    The  number  of  officers  in  this  precinct  is  100. 

Women  arrested  are  taken  to  the  118th  precinct  station.  Children 
are  sent  to  'the  Children's  Society.  Trial  of  cases  is  held  at  the  Third  and 
Four^  District  Magistrates'  Courts.  By  the  dosing  of  the  Jail  at  the  125th 
precinct  station  male  prisoners  are  brought  from  Far  Rockaway  to  this 
station. 

For  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1919,  the  number  of  arrests  in 
this  precinct  was  345,  of  which  318  were  men  and  27  women.  There  were 
also  16  male  prisoners  from  other  precincts  sent  to  tSiis  Jail  for  detention. 
During  the  period  from  July  Ist  to  August  15th  there  were  284  arrests  of 
which  248  were  men  and  36  women,  and  there  were  10  male  prisoners 
sent  from  other  precincts.  The  importance  of  this  precinct  is  shown  by 
the  number  of  arrests,  particularly  during  the  summer  season,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  record  for  the  month  and  a  half,  shown  above. 

The  station  house  and  jail  are  loc&ted  in  a  frame  building,  which  of 
course  is  not  fireproof.  The  building  was  formerly  used  as  a  school.  The 
Jail  for  men  is  in  a  large  room,  fairly  well  lighted,  and  has  four  steel  cells 
furnished  with  bunks  and  toilets.    Inasmuch  as  this  Jail  now  takes  care

The  population  on  this  date  was  134  males  and  4  females.  The  highest 
number  at  any  one  time  during  the  past  year  was  175;  lowest,  65.  The 
total  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  ending  June  80,  1918,  was  465 ; 
during  the  previous  year  the  total  was  851.    In  1915  the  total  was  1361. 

This  Institution  occupies  about  forty  acres  of  valuable  land  In  the 
heart  of  the  dty  of  Albany.  It  has  been  described  In  detail  In  many 
former  reports  and  was  found  in  practically  the  same  condition  as  at  the 
time  of  the  last  Inspection.  Many  comendable  improvements  have  been 
made  in  recent  years  and  the  officials  In  charge  are  apparently  doing  their 
best  in  the  care  of  the  penitentiary,  considering  its  ancient  construction  and 
the  facilities  provided.  Some  trouble  is  always  exi>erienced  with  vermin  in 
the  cells,  but  aside  from  this  the  whole  plant  was  clean  and  In  order. 

Some  employment  Is  provided  for  the  men,  such  as  repairing  shoes, 
making  clothing  for  the  inmates,  farming,  and  Institution  work.  The 
farming  operations  could  well  be  Increased.  The  women  are  kept  employed 
in  the  sewing  room* 

Three  meals  a  day  are  furnished  In  the  mess  hall.  The  cooking  and 
baking  Is  done  at  the  Institution;  the  kitchen  Is  in  charge  of  a  matron, 
most  of  the  work  being  done  by  Inmates.  The  kitchen  showed  good  care 
and  the  meal  which  was  served  at  the  time  of  my  visit  was  well  prepared 
and  the  rations  seemed  ample.  The  bread  was  especially  excellent;  the 
rest  of  the  meal  consisted  of  pea  soup  with  beef  and  coffee. 

In  fair  weather  the  inmates  are  permitted  some  recreation  and  ex- 
ercise In  the  yard,  and  attend  chapel  services  on  Sunday.  Discipline  is 
enforced  by  the  use  of  screen  cells  and  reduced  rations. 

The  inmates  receive  no  instruction  or  training  in  trades  or  letters, 
and  any  real  effective  treatment  of  a  preventive  or  reformative  character 
is  considered  a  hopeless  proposition  among  the  class  of  men  sent  to  this  in- 
stitution. A  large  percentage  of  the  inmates  is  decrepit  or  of  the  down-and- 
out  class.  However,  most  of  the  prisoners  are  benifited  physically  by 
their  stay  at  the  penitentiary.  A  physician  is  in  dally  attendance  and 
persons  suffering  from  the  effects  of  "dope,"  alcohol  or  Infectious  diseases 
receive  treatment.  The  hospital  facilities  are  inadequate  for  the  proper 
segregation  and  treatment  of  both  male  and  female. 

Former  recommendations  relative  to  congestion  and  "doubling  np" 
are  not  applicable  at  the  present  time  because  of  the  decreasing  popula- 
tion as  indicated  by  the  foregoing  figures.  Many  of  the  other  conditions 
still  prevail,  which  have  led  to  much  adverse  criticism  in  the  past,  such  as 
the  objectionable  cell  block  with  its  small  vault-like  cells  without  toilet 
facilities,  the  stone  flagging,  lack  of  electric  lights,  modem  beds,  etc.  It  is 
the  settled  policy  of  the  county  authorities,  as  understood  by  the  State 
Commission  of  Prisons,  that  the  penitentiary  is  to  be  abandoned  and  a 
county  Jail  only  maintained  and  that  to  be  erected  on  a  farm  outside  the 
dty  limits.    According  to  the  last  annual  report  fled  with  this  Commis-

examination  undertaken  and  it  would  seem  well  worth  having.  The  re- 
sult might  be  that  a  number  of  men,  who  are  constantly  being  returned  at 
a  great  expense  to  the  penitentiary,  might  be  disposed  of  in  another  way 
and  repeated  arrests  ended. 

The  county  physician  visits  the  penitentiary  frequently  during  the 
week  but  there  is  no  regular  examination  of  men  and  women  upon  admis^ 
slon  to  the  penitentiary.  It  is  recommended  that  every  prisoner  received  at 
the  penitentiary  be  placed  in  a  separate  cell  section  until  such  time  as  he 
may  be  examined  by  the  county  physician,  with  particular  attention  to 
veneieal  disease  and  tuberculosis.  If  any  prisoners  are  found  afOicted 
with  these  diseases  and  their  condition  would  endanger  the  health  of  the 
other  prisoners,  they  should  be  segregated  and  given  special  treatment 
during  the  time  of  their  conflnemient  The  examination  should  also  be 
directed  to  the  detection  of  drug  addicts  and  proper  treatment  provided 
when  any  are  found. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  should  be  directed  to  take  up  with 
the  proper  county  authorities  the  question  of  providing  a  new  jail  for  the 
county  and  to  ask  for  some  definite  assurance  as  to  when  the  matter  will 
be  taken  up  for  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  population  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  81  males  and  2  females. 

Since  the  last  inspection  on  July  8,  the  work  of  repainting  the  hospital 
has  been  completed.  There  were  no  patients.  New  toilets  of  an  approved 
type  have  been  installed  in  the  women^s  department. 

The  institution  throughout  was  orderly  and  dean. 

In  the  last  report  of  inspection  it  was  recommended  that  recidivists 
sentenced  to  this  institution  be  examined  by  a  psychiatrist  as  an  aid  to  the 
proper  disposition  of  those  of  feeble-minded  type.    This  has  not  been  done* 

It  was  stated  that  inmates  are  examined  by  the  county  physician 
with  particular  attention  to  venereal  diseases  and  tuberculosis. 

The  county  authorities,  as  stated  in  previous  reports,  contemplate  the 
abandonment  of  this  institution  and  the  erection  of  a  county  Jail  on  a 
farm  near  the  city,  but  up  to  the  present  time  a  site  has  not  been  secured.

The  institution  is  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  William  Hunt,  commis- 
sioner of  charities  and  correction.  The  population  at  the  time  of  inspec- 
tion was  178  males  and  17  females.  The  women  are  all  in  the  penitentiary 
proper;  the  males  were  detailed  as  follows:  Penitentiary,  112;  Farm  46; 
County  Home,  9;  Bridge  Detail,  6.  The  112  males  in  the  penitentiary 
were  assigned  as  follows :  Tailor  Shop  25 ;  Receiving  Room  8 ;  BertiUon  2 ; 
Laundry  5;  Engine  Room  12;  Carpenter  Shop  8;  Bake  Shop  2;  Yard  4; 
Kitchens  17;  Trucks  2;  Garage  1;  Office  2;  Garbage  2;  Bath  Room  1; 
HaUmen  9;  Extra  Gleaners  7;  Sick  4;  Barber  1;  Hospital  8;  New  Men  7; 
total  112. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  old  south  wing  is  not  now  in  use. 
The  women's  department  was  very  clean  and  in  excellent  condition.  This 
department  is  an  old  cell  block  in  which  the  partition  between  every  other 
cell  has  been  removed,  making  one  large  cell  of  what  was  formerly  two 
cells.  The  wash  bowls  and  toilets  were  clean,  although  some  of  the  latter 
were  stained.  The  beds  are  provided  with  wire  fabrics.  Each  bed  in  use 
was  provided  with  2  quilts  or  comfortables,  used  as  pads,  2  sheets,  2 
blankets  and  extra  comfortable,  and  a  pillow  with  slip.  Clean  sheets  and 
pillow  slips  are  provided  every  Friday  so  that  the  change  would  be  made 
the  day  following  the  inspection.  All  the  bedding  in  this  section  was 
dean.  We  visited  the  hospital  and  sewing  room  in  this  section  and  they 
were  well  kept  We  examined  the  prison  library  and  feel  that  it  could  be 
much  improved.    The  six  isolation  cells,  we  were  told,  are  seldom  used. 

The  department  in  which  the  young  men  are  confined  was  clean  and  in 
excellent  condition.  The  bedding  here  is  changed  every  Thursday  and 
part  of  it  had  been  removed  from  the  beds  at  the  time  of  inspection.  The 
beds  are  provided  with  a  mattress,  mattress  cover,  one  sheet  and  two 
quilts,  which  were  in  good  condition. 

We  found  the  men's  hospital  in  good  order  and  the  bedding  on  the  cots 
was  dean  and  in  fair  condition.  One  man,  received  that  morning,  was  im- 
mediately sent  to  the  hospital.  We  were  informed  he  had  been  sentenced 
for  six  months ;  he  was  76  years  old  and  very  feeble.  Undoubtedly  he  will 
be  transferred  to  another  institution. 

The  west  wing,  or  main  prison,  showed  lack  of  care.  Owing  to  the 
very  small  population  only  a  part  of  two  tiers  was  in  use.  There  was  a 
great  deal  of  dust,  even  part  of  the  section  occupied  by  prisoners.  The 
floors  and  steel  work  were  not  clean  and  the  toilets  did  not  show  good  caxe. 
The  bedding  in  this  depatment  is  the  same  as  in  the  young  men's  section 
and  was  in  fair  condition.  It  is  changed  every  Thursday,  we  were  told  by 
the  officer  in  charge.  Five  men  were  engaged  in  cleaning  and  where  they 
had  finished  the  results  were  very  apparent.  We  weie  told  that  about 
November  10,  orders  were  issued  to  clean  the  cell  block  in  the  west  wing 
thoroughly.  Satisfactory  results  were  not  obtained  and  on  November  24, 
two  guards  were  transferred  from  this  section  to  another  for  inefficiency 
and  the  deaners  before  mentioned  had  been  at  work  ever  since. 

The  main  bath  room  was  without  electric  light  and  showed  neglect.

MILL  GROVE 

Visited  September  23,  1919.  William  Hunt,  commissioner  of  charities 
and  correction. 

The  county  farm  is  situated  in  the  town  of  Alden  and  consists  of  746 
acres.  It  was  described  in  detail  in  the  last  report  and  many  of  the  rec- 
ommendations contained  therein  have  been  complied  with  or  are  in 
process.  The  management,  which  was  taken  over  by  a  committee  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  has  been  restored  to  the  commissioner  of  charities 
and  correction  and  a  comprehensive  program  of  development  of  this  farm 
project  is  gradually  being  worked  out.  An  enormous  amount  of  work  has 
been  accomplished  and  a  vast  improvement  is  in  prospect.  The  plan  con- 
templates the  ultimate  removal  of  the  penitentiary  to  the  farm. 

On  this  date  72  inmates  were  employed.  A  large  bam  is  being  erected, 
the  concrete  blocks  used  in  the  construction  of  the  buildings  all  being  man- 
ufactured by  prisoners.  The  farm  land  is  being  improved  and  more  brought 
under  cultivation  each  year.  Thousands  of  drain  tile,  which  are  also  man- 
ufactured by  the  inmates  are  being  laid.  The  soil  is  mostly  of  clay  and  the 
possibilities  of  developing  a  flrst-class  dairy  and  poultry  farm  are  excellent. 
Potatoes  and  garden  vegetables  do  not  do  well,  especially  this  season. 

The  permanent  buildings  are  practically  fireproof  and  modern.  The 
shelter  house  in  which  the  inmates  are  domiciled  is  a  large  two-story  and 
basement  building  constructed  of  concrete  blocks  by  inmate  labor.  It  is 
light  and  sanitary  throughout.  The  mess  hall  and  kitchen  are  on  the 
main  floor;  also  provision  is  made  on  this  floor  for  chapel  services.  The 
second  floor  contains  the  dormitory.  The  heating  apparatus,  which  is  run 
by  natural  gas,  is  in  the  basement,  also  shower  baths,  toilets,  lockers,  and 
rooms  for  storage.  The  floors  of  the  mess  hall  and  dormitory  are  tile  and 
the  equipment  of  these  departments  is  up  to  date.  Throughout  the  build- 
ing an  excellent  state  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation  prevailed.  There  are 
no  barred  windows,  walls  or  high  fences,  prisoners  being  on  their  honor. 
It  is  said  that  comparatively  few  escapes  occur. 

As  a  county  undertaking  this  farm  project  is  a  most  commendable 
achievement  and  its  completion  as  planned  will  be  looked  forward  to  with 
interest

MONROE  COUNTY  PENITENTIARY 

ROCHESTER 

Inspected  December  23, 1919.  William  H.  Craig,  superintendent ;  John 
Bums,  deputy  superintendent. 

This  institution  continues  under  the  competent  and  successful  super- 
vision of  the  above  named  officials.  Mr.  Craig  has  had  charge  for  many 
years  and  Mr.  Bums  has  completed  38  years  of  service  for  the  institution. 
Under  their  able  management  farming  has  been  made  the  principal  in- 
dustry. It  has  proved  very  beneficial  to  the  inmates  and  financially  suc- 
cessful to  the  county  of  Monroe.  Some  few  years  ago  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors wisely  added  about  400  acres  of  good  farm  land  to  the  plant.  A 
dairy  of  from  50  to  60  cows  is  kept  and  milk  and  bread  furnished  to  the 
County  Hospital  and  jail. 

A  large  dairy  bam  has  been  built  on  the  farm  and  a  few  inmates  live 
there  as  does  the  farmer  in  charge.  They  take  care  of  the  dairy  and  cook 
their  own  supper  and  breakfast.  A  hot  dinner  is  sent  from  the  institution 
lor  all  the  men  employed  at  the  farm.    Except  those  in  care  of  the  dairy 
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all  tbe  prisoners  are  housed  in  the  institution  and  eat  their  supper  and 
breakfast  In  the  mess  hall.  The  farm  is  more  than  a  mile  from  the  institu- 
tion. 

The  stock  on  the  day  of  inspection  consisted  of  55  cows,  200  pigs,  and 
16  horses.  Among  the  farm  tools  is  a  tractor.  In  the  two  henneries  were 
300  Plymouth  Rock  and  Leghorn  chickens.  The  following  were  the  dro- 
duets  of  the  farm  the  past  year:

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  Inspection  was  91  males,  oif 
whom  5  were  minors  and  8  females.  The  highest  number  at  any  time  the 
past  year  was  219  men  and  21  women,  the  lowest  68  men  and  5  women,  and 
the  average  125  men  and  JIO  women. 

EMPLOYMENT 

From  25  to  35  men  are  employed  at  farm  work ;  others  do  painting ;  a 
nnmber  work  in  the  kitchen,  bake  shop,  mess  hall,  and  laundry;  others 
take  care  of  the  cell  halls  and  cells ;  several  assist  the  engineers  at  the 
power  house ;  one  takes  care  of  the  henneries  and  another  the  large  green- 
house; and  a  few  are  kept  busy  in  the  shoe,  tailor  and  harness  shops,  bam 
work,  and  as  teamsters.    There  is  also  a  repair  shop  that  makes  tinware. 

When  the  population  is  low,  as  at  present,  all  have  full  employment. 
The  women  are  fully  employed  in  the  women's  kitchen  and  the  sewing 
room.  The  teamsters  sleep  In  a  large  dormitory  which  has  14  beds.  A 
few  cripples  and  old  men  not  able  to  work  occupy  a  few  of  the  lower  cells 
on  one  side  of  the  old  cell  hall.  All  the  others  are  housed  in  the  new  cell 
halL  The  beds  are  iron  cots  with  mattresses,  blankets,  white  sheets,  ftfld 
pillows  with  slips. 

There  is  a  well  lighted  and  equipped  hospital  room  with  eight  beds 
and  a  bath  room  with  ten  showers  and  ten  stalls.

GEI7EBAL  STATEMENT 

Other  interesting  facts  and  details  appear  in  the  superintendent's 
annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  he  summarizes  in  the 
following  statement: 
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"That  cash  receipts  exceed  the  disbursements  by  $12,346.21,  which  does 
not  include  the  sum  of  $5,000  due  us  from  insurance,  which  would  make  the 
actual  excess  receipts  for  the  year  $17,345.21. 

"During  the  year  one  of  the  large  buildings  used  for  storage  purposes 
was  damaged  by  fire,  which  together  with  its  contents  amounted  to  $5,000. 
The  buildkig  has  been  repaired  and  its  contents  replaced,  the  amount  for 
which  is  included  in  the  disbursements. 

"The  amount  received  from  the  board  of  prisoners,  $60,523.51,  repre- 
sents moneys  received  from  the  State  for  the  board  of  tramps  and  felons, 
from  the  Government  for  the  board  of  its  federal  prisoners,  and  from  the 
various  surrounding  counties  (10),  including  the  county  of  Monroe.  The 
amount  charged  for  board  of  prisoners  is  (4.00  per  week. 

"Under  the  caption  Sale  of  Produce  $30,475.09  is  the  amount  received 
from  the  sale  of  milk,  pigs,  berries,  wheat,  onions,  celery,  cabbage,  tomatoes, 
and  beets;  $6,205.95  represents  the  money  collected  for  bread  and  rolls. 
We  supply  all  the  milk,  bread  and  rolls  used  by  the  Monroe  County  Taber> 
culosis  Sanatorium  and  the  Monroe  County  JalL 

<^he  commodities  above  produced  are  in  addition  to  the  large  amount 
used  in  the  institution  to  feed  itself.  We  also  supply  ourselves  with  pota- 
toes and  eggs  and  all  the  oats  and  hay  necessary  to  feed  the  animals  <m  the 
farm.  In  view  of  the  prevailing  prices  of  food  stuffs,  this  is  in  itself  a 
large  saving. 

"We  have  about  one-third  the  number  of  prisoners  incarcerated  in 
this  institution  this  year,  in  comparison  to  former  years,  yet  the  same 
number  of  acres  (450)  have  been  under  cultivation,  which  exemplifies  the 
value  of  the  earnest  and  conscientious  cooperation  of  all  concerned.''

ONONDAGA  COUNTY  PENITENTIARY 

JAICSSVILLE 

Inspected  September  23,  1919.    C.  H.  Livingston,  superintendent 

Not  since  the  opening  of  this  institution  on  November  1,  1901,  has  the 
population  been  so  low  as  it  was  on  the  day  of  in£q;>ection — 65  males  and  5 
females,  a  total  of  70.  Five  of  the  males  were  minors  and  all  of  the  fe- 
males were  adults.    Ten  years  ago  there  were  more  than  600  inmates. 

The  superintendent's  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919. 
shows  the  average  daily  population  to  have  been  140  males  and  21  females, 
the  highest  170  males  and  17  females,  and  the  lowest  117  males  and  12  fe- 
males.   The  number  in  custody  on  June  30,  was  169  males  and  12  females. 

The  cause  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  inmates  is  attributed  by 
the  superintendent  to  conditions  due  to  the  war.  Men  formerly  committed 
for  vagrancy  and  petty  offenses  are  able  to  find  employment  at  good  wages 
and  there  are  fewer  commitments  for  intoxication.  There  is  a  probability 
however,  that  the  number  will  increase  during  tlie  winter  when  Uie  popula- 
ton  of  most  of  the  county  penal  institutions  ordinarily  is  greater  than  dur- 
ing the  summer  months. 

In  addition  to  the  penitentiary  population  there  were  21  males  and  1  fe- 
male in  the  wing  of  the  institution  set  apart  for  county  Jail  purposes. 

Of  the  755  inmates  received  at  the  penitentiary  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  688  were  committed  from  Onondaga  coimty  and  the  others  from  the 
counties  of  Broome,  Cayuga,  Chenango,  Cortland,  Franklin,  Fulton,  Herki- 
mer, Jefferson,  Lewis,  Madison,  Oneida,  Oswego,  Seneca,  and  Tioga  counties. 
The  rate  of  board  for  county  prisoners  is  $4.00  per  week. 

EMPLOTMENT 

The  quarry  and  stone  crushing  plants  have  been  operated  during  the 
year  but  no  road  work  has  been  done  because  of  the  few  prisoners  in 
custody. 
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Aboot  100  acres  were  cultiTated  this  year  including  approximately  12 
acres  of  potatoes  which  promise  a  good  yield,  10  acres  of  wheat  which  pro- 
4aced  365  bushels,  12  acres  of  beans,  and  5  acres  of  com.  Other  crops 
were  1,000  bushels  of  beets,  75  bushels  of  apples,  considerable  garden 
track,  and  35  tons  of  hay  sufficient  to  winter  tiie  stock,  which  includes  6 
horses,  a  mule,  12  cows,  2  heifers,  about  105  hogs  and  pigs,  and  460  hens. 

More  land  could  be  worked  to  advantage  and  the  recommendation 
tbat  additional  acreage  be  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  re- 
aewed.    A  tractor  and  a  potato  digger  are  needed. 

Institutional  work  furnished  employment  to  other  inmates  and  thexe 
has  been  no  difficulty  in  keeping  every  able-bodied  prisoner  employed ;  in 
fact,  the  superintendent  stated  more  men  could  be  kept  at  work. 

IMFBOVBMBITTB 

Since  the  last  inspection  two  refrigeration  plants,  one  for  the  peni- 
tentlaxy  kitchen  and  the  other  for  the  administration  department,  and  an 
ioe  machine  have  been  installed  by  inmate  labor.  The  need  of  these  facili- 
ties lias  been  set  forth  in  p;revlous  reports  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
is  to  be  commended  for  providing  this  new  and  modem  equipment 

The  penitentiary  roof,  40.000  square  feet  of  fence  and  the  cow  stable 
liave  been  painted  by  inmates,  and  the  standplpe  in  which  the  water  supply 
of  tbe  institution  is  stored  is  soon  to  be  cleaned  and  painted  by  contract 

After  eighteen  years  of  use  the  niche  toilets  have  become  stained  and 

rested.  Bflforts  have  been  made  to  improve  them  by  covering  the  seats 
with  concrete  and  paint  Continual  cleaning  and  painting  is  necessary  to 
keep  these  toilets  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

A  new  pipe  threading  machine  has  been  installed  in  the  pipe  shop. 

A  daily  balance  is  kept  of  supplies  and  materials  received.  Purchases 
are  made  by  the  county  purchasing  agent  The  superintendent  stated  that 
the  institution  has  on  hand  2,600  tons  of  soft  coal  and  76  tons  of  chestnut, 
safficient  to  last  through  the  winter. 

In  his  annual  report  the  superintendent  recommends  an  enclosed  yard 
to  permit  female  prisoners  to  exercise  in  the  open  air.  The  only  opportunity 
tbey  have  for  exercise  at  the  present  time  is  in  the  corridor.  This  recom- 
men^tion  is  endorsed. 

MBITTAL  AND  PHYSICAL  BXAMINATION 

In  this,  as  in  other  institutions  of  like  character,  there  are  many  re- 
ddivlsts.  Of  the  782  received  during  the  past  fiscal  year  296,  or  87  per 
ceat,  had  been  pieviouaAy  committed  to  this  institution  from  two  to  ten  or 
more  times.  Since  January  1,  inmates  upon  arrival  have  been  given  a 
pbysical  and  mental  examination  in  an  effort  to  segregate  tiie  diseased 
tiom  the  well  and  to  sift  out  the  insane  and  feeble-minded.  Mentally,  the 
iimiates  are  recorded  by  the  physician  as  being  "Average,"  "Below  Aver- 
ase,"  ''High  Grade  Imbecile,"  "Mental  Defective,"  etc.  The  authorities  in 
diarge  of  the  institution  are  guided  by  the  physician's  recommendations  as 
to  labor  assignments  and  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  individual  prisoner. 

A  detention  hospital  for  the  care  of  women  with  venereal  diseases  has 
been  opened  in  the  city  of  Syracuse  and  this  class  of  offenders  is  no  longer 
sent  to  the  penitentiary. 

EDUOATZON 

In  previous  reports  it  has  been  recommended  that  efforts  be  made  to 
gl?e  the  younger  and  more  promising  inmates,  particularly  the  illiterates, 
some  educational  facilities.  Nothing  along  this  line  has  been  attempted, 
the  reason  assigned  being  that  the  terms  of  the  inmates  are  too  short  to 
penoit  a  school  to  be  conducted  successfully.  While  it  is  true  that  many  of 
tbe  prisoners  are  old  and  have  little  or  no  incentive  to  learn,  there  is  a 
certain  proportion  of  the  population  which  could  be  benefited  if  given  an 
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opportunity.  The  average  period  of  detention  during  the  past  fiscal  year 
is  reported  as  having  been  three  months,  and  of  those  admitted  254  males 
and  35  females  were  thirty  years  of  age  or  less.  Fifty-nine  males  and 
three  females  were  reported  as  being  unable  to  read  or  write ;  while  seven 
could  read  only.    Of  the  782  admitted,  210  were  foreign  bom. 

In  these  times  when  the  efforts  of  public  spirited  citizens  are  being 
directed  toward  the  Americanization  of  our  foreign  bom  and  the  education 
of  the  masses  it  would  seem  that  some  step  should  be  taken,  if  only  iu  a 
small  way,  toward  educating  the  younger  inmates  in  our  penal  institutions. 

The  institution  throughout  was  clean  and  orderly. 

BECOM  MENDATION  S 

That  educational  facilities  be  afforded  the  illiterates  and  other  Inmates 
capable  of  receiving  instruction. 

That  additional  land  for  cultivation  by  prisoners  be  purchased  or 
leased.

The  men's  Jail  occupies  the  south  wing  of  the  penitentiary  building;, 
the  women's  Jail  consists  of  one  side  of  a  small  cell  block  in  the  north  wing. 
The  men's  Jail  is  divided  into  four  departments  and  with  the  low  popula- 
tion it  is  possible  to  separate  the  dilTerent  cltisses  as  the  law  prescribes, 
provided  there  are  no  witnesses  or  civil  prisoners,  and  they  were  properly 
daasified  at  the  time  of  the  inspection.  The  females  were  mingling  in  one 
room. 

The  Jail  was  found  in  fairly  clean  condition  and  in  all  respects  the 
same  as  described  in  the  last  report  It  is  obsolete  and  its  eariy  passing 
onght  to  be  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure  by  all  parties  interested,  the 
pxesent  understanding  being  that  a  new  Jail  is  to  be  erectcMl  on  a  farm. 

If  the  Jail  is  to  continue  here  for  any  length  of  time,  the  present 
toilets  should  be  replaced  with  modem  one-piece  vitreous  closets  without 
the  objectionable  wooden  s^ats;  more  shower  baths  should  be  Installed 
and  everything  possible  done  to  make  the  dark  vault-like  cells  as  sanitary 
as  possible. 

The  inmates  have  access  to  the  yard  and  march  to  the  mess  hall  where 
they  receive  their  meals  similar  to  the  penitentiary  prisoners.  No  em-* 
ployment  is  provided. 

Four  of  the  females  were-  drug  addicts  and  were  receiving  treatment 
hy  the  physician;  one  was  said  to  be  ssrphilitlc.  There  are  no  hospital 
facilities  or  adequate  quarters  for  the  separation  of  such  patients. 

BECOMfMENDATION 

That  the  erection  of  a  new  Jail  on  a  farm  be  expedited  as  much  ag 
possible.

This  Jail  has  been  fully  described  in  previous  reports  of  the  Commis- 
sion. It  is  located  in  a  large  office  building.  There  are  106  properly 
equipped  cells  for  men  prisoners  and  dormitory  rooms  for  women  prisoners 
and  witnesses.  The  arrangement  for  the  custody  of  prisoners  charged  with 
crime  is  different  in  Bronx  county  than  in  New  York,  Kings  and  Queens 
counties  where  this  class  of  prisoners  is  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  De- 
partment of  Correction  and  held  In  city  prisons.  In  Bronx  county  all 
prisoners  charged  with  crime,  as  well  as  witnesses,  are  held  in  the  county 
Jail  under  the  supervision  of  the  sheriff. 

The  Jail  is  adequate  for  the  present  needs  of  the  county,  although 
with  the  tremendously  growing  population  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to 
erect  a  new  jail  building  within  a  few  years.  The  old  county  Jail  at  161st 
street  and  3rd  avenue  is  still  used  as  Red  Cross  headquarters. 

On  the  date  pf  inspection  there  were  58  prisoners  of  whom  47  were 
awaiting  trial,  5  were  witnesses,  and  6  were  serving  time.  In  the  wo- 
men's section  there  were  5  women,  4  of  whom  were  adults  and  1  a  minor. 
Two  additional  prisoners  committed  here  were  in  hospitals  because  of 
illness.  Of  those  held  for  trial,  7  men  and  1  woman  were  charged  with 
murder. 

There  was  a  proper  classification  of  prisoners  in  both  the  male  and  fe-

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It  is  also  recommended  that  a  substantial  ceiling  be  installed  over 
the  corridors.

There  are  also  an  under-sheriff  and  a  matron. 

The  number  of  prisoners  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  21  men  and 
4  women,  all  adults,  classified  as  follows:  Court  prisoners,  9  men  and  1 
woman;  serving  sentence,  12  men  and  8  women.  The  highest  number  in 
custody  at  any  one  time  since  January  1,  when  the  present  sheriff  took 
control  was  42;  the  average,  about  31. 

This  is  a  modem  three-story  fireproof  Jail  and  has  been  fully  described 
in  former  reports.  It  has  recently  been  furnished  with  new  toilets.  The 
bunks  are  furnished  with  mattresses,  blankets,  sheets,  and  pillows  with 
slips  and  presented  a  very  neat  appearance.  The  entire  JaU  was  dean. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  keeping  the  new  plumbing  free  from 
stain. 

In  addition  to  the  Jail  housework  the  prisoners  take  care  of  the 
grounds  and  walks,  and  the  sheriff  is  cultivating  three  acres  of  land  about 
one-third  of  a  mile  from  the  Jail,  most  of  it  is  planted  in  potatoes  and  a 
section  of  it  used  for  general  gardening.  The  product  is  to  be  consumed  by 
the  prisoners  thereby  reducing  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

This  is  a  good  Jail,  well  equipped  and  well  managed.

On  this  date  there  were  2  inmates,  one  an  adult  male  serving  sentence 
and  the  other  a  14  year  old  girl  held  as  a  witness.  There  were  also  4 
prisoners  employed  on  the  county  fano.  Such  persons  are  sentenced  to 
serve  their  thne  on  the  farm  and  remain  there  during  their  term  In  the 
custody  of  the  superintendent  and  a  deputy  sheriff. 

The  Jail  consists  of  16  cells  on  two  floors,  2  detention  rooms,  and  one 
large  additional  room  used  as  a  chapeL  The  interior  was  well  painted, 
dean,  and  in  order.  The  toilet  bowls  are  badly  corroded  and  have  been  for 
a  long  time ;  this  should  be  removed  and  the  bowls  re-enameled.* 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day.  The  kitchen  and  laundry 
facilities  are  adequate  and  were  found  in  good  condition. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Juveniles  must  be  detained  in  Jail.  However, 
the  district  attorney  stated  that  the  girl  mentioned  in  the  for^^ing  would 
be  held  only  a  short  time  as  the  case  would  doubtless  be  disposed  of  in  a 
few  days.  She  bore  evidence  of  feeble-mindedness  and  will  probably  re- 
quire custodial  care  in  an  institution  for  that  class.

Inspected  August  23,  1919.  Orville  Drumm,  sheriff;  Frederick  Carter, 
first  deputy  and  JaUer;  Freneau  Drumm,  second  deputy  and  assistant 
Jailer.  The  other  employes  consist  of  one  chef  and  one  watchman.  There 
is  no  matron  except  that  the  sheriff's  wife  acts  as  matron  when  it  is  very 
necessary ;  she  is  not  employed  by  the  county  and  receives  no  compensa- 
tion. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  10,  all  males.  Of 
these  4  were  court  prisoners,  5  were  serving  sentence,  and  1  boy  was  held 
for  transfer  to  Industry.  The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  the  past 
year  was  38,  the  lowest  5,  and  the  average  about  13. 

This  is  a  new  fireproof  Jail  with  three  floors.  The  first  and  second  fioors 
each  contain  18  steel  cells  and  one  bath  room.  The  third  fioor  contains  8 
cells,  a  detention  room,  and  a  hospital  room  for  women ;  and  on  the  other 
side  are  4  cells,  a  detention  room  for  Juveniles,  and  a  hospital  room  for 
men.  In  the  basement  is  the  lodgers'  room  which  is  also  used  as  a  jail  for 
police  prisoners  of  the  city  of  Hudson.  Lodgers  are  admitted  on  a  card 
from  the  police,  and  the  police  prisoners  are  brought  by  the  police  who 
come  after  them  in  the  morning  and  take  them  to  court.  The  lodgers* 
room  is  provided  with  sleeping  platforms,  toilet,  and  wash  basin. 

In  my  report  of  inspection  of  this  Jail,  dated  March  15,  1918,  I  stated 
as  follows :  "It  is  heated  by  steam  from  the  court  house  plant.  During  the 
past  winter  it  was  discovered  that  this  plant  was  insufficient  to  properly 
heat  the  Jail  and  it  is  now  proposed  to  install  a  new  plant  in  the  JaiL" 
This  has  not  been  done,  and  even  during  the  past  winter,  which  was 
very  mild,  the  plant  at  times  proved  to  be  entirely  insufficient 

When  this  JaU  was  built  a  plant  was  installed  to  heat  water  for  the 
Jail  baths,  hut  this  plant  has  never  been  used,  the  Janitor  declaring  that  it 
had  never  been  tested  and  refused  to  put  a  fire  in  it,  with  the  result  that 
none  of  the  bath  rooms  in  the  JaU  could  be  used  during  cold  weather  in 
either  of  the  two  past  winters.  This  indicates  inexcusable  neglect  on  the 
part  of  somebody. 

Prisoners  are  employed  at  gardening,  taking  care  of  the  large  lawns 
surrounding  the  county  buildings,  taking  care  of  the  coUrt  house,  and  Jail 
housework. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

♦1.  Install  a  heating  plant  in  the  jail  basement  sufficient  to  heat  the 
Jail.  This  should  be  done  at  once  so  as  to  have  it  in  operation  before  cold 
weather.  Many  prisoners  prior  to  their  arrest  are  underfed  and  not  very 
warmly  clothed  and  require  a  well  heated  Jail. 

2.  Take  whatever  action  may  be  necessary  to  get  the  hot  water  plant 
for  the  Jail  bath  rooms  in  operation.  Failure  to  have  this  matter  properly 
attended  to  two  years  ago  is  deserving  of  severe  censure.

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  time  of  inspection  was  14,  7  males  and 
7  females.    One  of  the  males  was  a  minor ;  3  of  the  females  were  Juveniles 
aged  12  and  14  years ;  S  of  the  other  females  were  under  21. 
The  prisoners  were  classified  as  follows :

The  maximum  during  the  year  was  18 ;  minimum,  2.  The  total  niimber 
of  admissions  during  the  year  ending  June  80,  1919  was  289  males  and 
26  females. 

This  old  jail  has  been  fully  described  in  former  reports.  Briefly,  there 
are  10  stone  cells  on  the  first  floor  for  men  and  5  woodep  rooms  on  the 
second  floor  for  females.  Juveniles,  etc.  Four  of  these  rooms  have  each  a 
toilet  and  iron  cot  bed.  The  other  room  is  a  bath  room — ^the  only  one 
which  the  Jail  affords — and  there  is  also  a  storeroom  across  the  haU.  The 
cells  on  the  flrst  floor  have  no  toilets  but  there  is  an  old  iron  toilet  and  sink 
for  each  corridor.  Because  of  the  females  in  custody  on  the  second  floor, 
the  men  do  not  have  access  to  any  bath  at  the  present  tima 

The  wooden  interior  of  the  second  story  is  badly  worn  and  the  floor 
rough  and  fllled  with  cracks.  It  is  insanitary  and  a  menace  to  human  life 
in  case  of  fire.  The  facilities  for  laundry  and  hot  water  supply  are  said  to 
be  satisfactory  but  the  heating  plant  which  warms  the  court  house, 
sherifTs  residence  and  Jail  is  said  to  be  worn  out  and  entirely  inadequate 
in  cold  weather. 

The  JaO  was  clean  and  seemed  to  be  well  cared  for  considering  the 
limited  faculties  provided.  The  sheriff's  wife  acts  as  matron  and  cook  but 
receives  no  compensation.  This  is  unusual  and  seems  unreasonable.  She 
should  be  paid  for  her  services,  paticularly  when  there  are  fismales  in 
costody  over  whom  she  has  entire  charge. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  children  must  be  detained  for  several  weeks 
or  months  in  a  place  like  this.  The  Juveniles  above  mentioned  will  prob- 
ably be  held  as  witnesses  until  after  the  October  term  of  court.  It  ill 
little  less  than  outrageous  to  lock  up  children  in  solitary  confinement  in 
the  atmosphere  of  a  penal  institution,  with  absolutely  nothing  to  do.  Public 
sentiment  is  nrach  opposed  to  such  procedure  and  for  this  reason  Juvenile 
detention  homes,  humane  societies  and  houses  of  shelter  have  been  es- 
tablished. To  care  for  this  class  has  never  been  considered  a  function  of 
a  county  Jail  nor  within  the  province  of  the  sheriff,  as  no  plans  for  Jail  con- 
struction as  approved  by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  have  provided 
detention  quarters  for  Juveniles. 

This  Jail  has  outlived  its  usefulness  and  hiis  Commission  has  for 
several  years  recommended  that  a  new  one  be  provided.  Action  on  the  part 
of  the  county  authorities  has  been  promised  but  nothing  materialized. 
Prisoners  cannot  be  classified  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
ooonty  law.  The  male  minor  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  was  mingled 
with  adults  and  there  is  no  separate  place  for  sentenced  prisoners  who  are 
liable  to  be  admitted  at  any  time. 

It  is  recommended : 

*Fir8t.    That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the    county    of  Cortland  be 
cited  to  appear  before  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  to  show  cause  why 
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juandatory  proceedings  should  not  be  Instituted  by  the  Attorney  General 
to  oompel  the  county  authorities  to  provide  a  legal  and  sanitary  JaU. 

Second,    That  children  be  not  committed  to  this  jail. 

Third,    That  the  matron  be  paid  for  her  services.

On  this  date  there  were  two  inmates,  both  adult  males;  one  was 
awaiting  trial  and  the  other  held  for  the  grand  jury.  The  maximum  dur- 
ing the  year  was  13 ;  minimum  2.  The  sheriff's  wife  acts  as  matron  when 
females  are  detained,  which  is  said  to  be  an  infrequent  occurence. 

The  jail  is  modern  and  contains  a  total  of  twenty  cells  and  two  rooms. 
It  is  lightp  well  ventilated,  and  was  found^  in  clean  condition  throughout. 
The  beds  are  provided  with  mattresses,  blankets,  pillows,  sheets,  and  pil- 
low slips:  Each  cell  has  a  lavatory  and  each  department  a  bath.  The  only 
defects  apparent  are  the  badly  cracked  cement  floors  and  direct  flush  to  the 
*  toilets  which  is  weak,  probably  due  to  iilling  up  of  the  water  pipes.  The 
laundry  facilities  consist  of  stationary  tubs  in  the  basement  The  supply 
of  hot  and  cold  water  is  said  to  be  entirely  adequate. 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day  and  besides  doing  the  jail 
housework  take  care  of  the  grounds  and  other  county  buildings.

Cyrus  Morehouse,,  sheriff ;  Homer  J.  Flag- 
ler, jailer.    There  are  two  assistant  jailers  and  a  matron. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  12,  all  males,  7  of 
whom  were  court  prisoners  and  5  serving  sentence.  Four  of  the  court 
prisoners  were  held  for  examination,  and  3  foi;  the  grand  jury  1  of  whom 
was  a  minor.  The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  the  past  year  was  36. 
the  lowest  5,  and  the  average  about  20.  Snce  last  winter  the  population 
has  been  low,  not  exceeding  15  at  any  one  time. 

This  is  a  fireproof  jail,  located  on  the  top  floor  of  the  court  house  and 
is  of  modem  construction.  It  was  clean,  showing  good  care.  The  matron 
lives  in  the  jail.  Usually,  one  of  the  male  prisoners  acts  as  cook,  assisted 
by  other  prisoners;  at  the  time  of  inspection  there  was  no  prisoner  com- 
petent for  this  work  and  the  kitchen  was  in  charge  of  the  matron. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  ^  children  have  been  held  In  this  jail 
for  brief  periods.  They  were  kept  in  a  separate  department  under  the  care 
of  the  matron.  On  inquiry  I  was  informed  that  they  were  mostly  runaway 
children  from  New  York  City,  picked  up  for  train  riding  and  held  until 
their  parents  could  be  notified.  This  jaU  affords  entirely  separate  quarters 
for  their  detention  and  they  are  carefully  looked  after  by  the  matron.

lifeb,  jailer.  The  other  jail  officers  consist  of  19  guards,  3  matrons,  a 
physician,  and  an  as^tant  physician. 

There  were  191  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  of  whom  16  were  wo- 
men and  6  witnesses.  This  is  the  highest  number  at  one  time  in  several 
years.  The  average  since  January  1,  1919,  has  been  about  150.  All  the 
inmates  were  court  prisoners ;  24  had  just  been  convicted  and  were  going 
to  court  that  morning  for  sentence.  The  prisoners  are  given  three  meals  a 
day,  served  at  the  tables  in  the  central  corridor. 

This  jail  and  its  administration  were  fully  described  by  Commissioner 
Wade  in  a  report  of  Inspection  dated  December  19,  1918,  and  was  found 
in  practically  the  same  commendable  condition.  It  is  well  ventilated  and 
weU  cared  for  and  has  ample  facilities  for  classification  and  separation  of 
prisoners. 

When  this  jail  was  reconstructed  a  small  window  of  four  lights  was 
placed  in  the  upper  section  of  each  cell  door.  The  glass  has  been  broken 
<mt  of  most  of  these  windows  and  the  jailer  stated  that  the  authorities  ex- 
pected to  remove  these  windows  and  substitute  steel  bars  set  so  close 
together  that  the  prisoners  could  not  thrust  their  arms  between  them.

At  the  time  of  Inspection  the  population  of  the  jail  consisted  of  16 
adult  males,  classified  as  follows:  Serving  sentence,  4;  held  for. grand  jury, 
9 ;  and  3  federal  prisoners.  The  largest  number  at  one  time  this  year  was 
19,  the  smallest  9,  and  average  about  15. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  jail  proper  since  the  last  inspection. 
The  farm  work  is  being  continued  and  about  the  same  amount  of  acreage  is 
being  cultivated  as  last  year. 

My  last  report  recommended  that  a  garage  be  provided  for  the  sheriff's 
car  and  that  a  new  bam  be  constructed  on  the  jail  farm.  I  am  very  pleased 
to  report  that  the  garage  has  been  provided  and  that  the  Board  of  Super- 
Tisors  has  made  an  appropriation  of  |3,500  for  the  construction  of  a  bam, 
which  is  likely  to  be  built  this  season.* 

I  found  the  jail  as  clean  as  could  be  expected  under  existing  drcum- 
atances.  The  whole  interior,  including  the  cells,  needs  painting,  and  the 
sheriff  Informed  me  that  this  is  to  be  done  very  soon.  The  toilets  in  this 
jail  are  old  and  insanitary.  These  should  be  removed  and  replaced  with 
new  vitreous  ware  toilets  with  integral  seats.    The  same  is  recommended.

At  the  time  of  inspection  there  were  only  three  inmates,  all  adult 
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males.  One  was  awaiting  trial,  one  serving  sentence  and  the  other  held  as 
a  debtor.  While  the  present  number  is  the  lowest  during  the  winter,  the 
IK>pulation  did  not  exceed  12  in  the  same  period.  The  total  number  of  ad- 
missions during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918  was  126  males  and  7  fe- 
males; 8  were  under  21  years  of  age.  It  is  thought  that  with  no  liquor 
license  in  the  two  cities  of  the  county  there  will  be  a  further  falling  off  In 
the  number  of  admissions  to  the  jaiL 

In  former  reports  of  inspection  it  was  recommended  that  this  Jail  be 
enlarged  as  at  times  it  was  inadequate  to  properly  house  the  inmates  and 
maintain  a  legal  dassifiication.  The  foregoing  facts  would  seem  to  obTiate 
the  necessity  of  such  enlargement  at  the  present  time. 

It  was  also  recommended  that  the  lower  windows  be  screened  and  the 
locks  put  in  order;  that  an  electric  washer  be  installed;  and  that  thel 
matron  be  the  custodian  of  the  department  for  females.  These  recom- 
mendations have  been  complied  with. 

I>uring  the  past  year  the  prisoners  performed  1.358  days'  labor — 398 
days  at  the  county  poor  farm  for  which  the  sheriff's  office  received  no  pay. 
The  other  960  days'  service  were  rendered  on  the  streets  of  the  city  of 
Gloversville  for  which  the  county  received  $868.30.  The  inmates  also 
painted  the  Jail,  sheriff's  residence  and  bams. 

The  Jail  was  found  in  good  condition  except  the  bottoms  of  the  toilet 
niches  on  the  first  floor  which  are  rusting  badly  and  will  probably  have  to 
be  replaced  with  enameled  iron  as  was  done  in  the  Orleans  county  JaU. 
Many  of  the  rims  are  entirely  loose.  The  steel  work  on  the  first  floor  needs 
repainting;  on  the  second  floor  it  is  in  first-class  condition. 

The  prisoners  receive  three  meals  a  day  and  the  sentenced  ones  are 
employed  a  greater  portion  of  the  time.  Farm  and  garden  work  for  the  in- 
mates of  penal  institutions  throughout  the  State  has  proven  its  merit, 
particularly  from  the  standpoint  of  health  to  the  inmates  and  financial  re- 
turns to  the  taxpayers.  The  extension  of  this  work  so  far  as  possible  in 
Fulton  county  is  recommended.

This  is  a  modem  two-story  jail  of  fireproof  construction  and  was 
found  in  excellent  condition  throughout  except  the  cement  on  the  second 
floor  is  b?ully  cracked  In  places.*  This,  however,  is  about  to  be  repaired. 
Nearly  all  the  i*ecommendations  contained  in  the  last  report  of  inspection 
have  been  complied  with.  The  steel  has  been  painted ;  the  sheriff  has  been 
provided  with  a  small  supply  of  clothing  for  prisoners;  and  sheets  and 
pillow  cases  have  been  furnished  for  the  beds  except  those  in  the  men's  de- 
partment which  are  provided  with  mattress  covers  instead  of  white  sheets. 
In  addition  the  sheriff  has  installed  drinking  cups  in  each  cell  and  station- 
ary seats  in  the  corridors  so  inmates  need  not  sit  on  their  beds.  The  Jail 
now  has  the  city  water  supply. 

The  cooking  and  laundry  equipment  is  complete  but  there  is  at  times  a 
lack  of  gas  pressure.  Natural  gas  is  used  for  water  heating  and  cooking  in 
sunmier.  Because  of  the  inadequate  heating  facilities  the  coils  have  not 
yet  been  installed  in  the  drier.  A  larger  coal  heater  would  doubtless  pro- 
vide for  the  drier  and  for  heating  water. 

The  inmates  receive  three  uieuls  u  day  and  some  employment  has  been 
furnished  for  sentenced  prisoners  on  the  county  farm.    However,  the  in-

Jail  has  been  fully  described  In  former  reports  of  inspection  and 
Id  In  all  re^tecta  the  same  as  when  last  rlsited.    It  was  dean 
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throughout  and  during  the  past  year  the  interior  was  xMiinted  by  inma^ 
labor.  The  jail  is  small  but  has  three  floors  and  usually  sufEldent  separate 
quarters  are  afforded  for  the  legal  classification  of  the  inmates,  excepting 
the  local  police  prisoners,  who  dhould  be  excluded. 

The  prisoners  in  custody  at  the  time  of  inspection  were  adults  except 
one  whose  age  was  in  doubt.  It  would  be  proper  to  confine  him  in  the  de-t 
partment  for  minors  as  in  addition  to  being  charged  with  crime  he  was 
held  as  a  witness. 

This  is  one  of  the  few  county  jails  which  has  no  sanitary  toilets  in  the 
cells  and  consequently  the  bucket  system  must  continue  or  all  cell  doors  be 
left  unlocked  during  the  night.  The  installation  of  toilets  and  layatories 
has  been  recommended  in  former  reports  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
should  seriously  consider  the  providing  of  such  modem  and  sanitary 
facilities  in  the  near  future. 

The  recommendation  that  farm  land  be  purchased  or  rented  and  sen- 
tenced prisoners  employed  at  food  production  has  not  been  complied  with. 
It  would  seem  possible  under  proper  management  for  the  inmates  to  raise 
sufilcient  potatoes,  beans  and  other  vegetables  to  supply  the  jail. 

The  SherifTs  report  shows  that  there  were  247  commitments  during 
the  past  year.  In  addition  there  were  344  police  prisoners  from  the  vil- 
lages of  Mohawk  and  Herkimer  admitted  to  the  county  Jail.  This  matter 
was  discussed  in  detail  in  the  report  of  January  19,  1917  and  recommenda- 
tions made  but  apparently  no  action  has  been  taken.  The  recommendations 
contained  in  former  reports,  which  are  as  follows,  are  again  repeated : 

*First.  That  police  prisoners  he  excluded  from  the  county  jail 
or  separate  quarters  provided  for  this  class.>i 

Second.    That  the  cells  be  equipped  with  modem  toilets  and  lavatories. 

Third.  That  farm  land  be  purchased  or  rented  and  the  same  worked 
by  the  inmates.

The  population  at  the  time  of  inspection  was  19  male  adults,  2  boy^, 
and  1  woman.  Nine  male  adults  were  serving  sentence  and  the  remainder 
awaiting  action  of  the  grand  jury.  The  maximum  population  since  the 
last  inspection  was  78,  the  lowest  14,  and  the  average  a]iK)ut  45. 

Four  of  the  men  serving  Rcutence  are  working  on  the  county  highway 
and  three  on  the  jail  farm.  In  addition  to  the  jail  farm  a  portion  of  the 
Fair  ground  has  been  cultivated  this  season  under  the  sheriff's  instruction. 
The  crops  include  about  350  bushels  of  potatoes,  450  busheds  of  oats,  and 
other  produce  consisting  of  cabbage,  turnips,  carrots,  etc.  Three  meals  a 
day  are  served.  A  mess  hall  has  been  provided  in  the  laundry  where 
meals  are  served  instead  of  in  the  cells.  Sunday  services  are  held  in  this 
room. 

A  vegetable  cellar  22x28x7  feet  in  depth,  capable  of  holding  2,000 
bushels,  has  been  recently  constmcted  outside  the  jail  with  an  entrance 
through  the  jail  basement.  Much  of  the  work  of  constmction  was  done  by 
inmates.  It  is  entirely  under  ground.  Cold  air  is  admitted  through  two 
inlets  and  passes  out  through  a  ventilator  at  the  top,  keeping  a  temperature 
of  about  50  degrees.  It  is  said  to  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  this  part  of  the 
state  and  gives  assurance  of  keeping  potatoes  and  other  vegetables  through 
the  winter.

The  women'8  part  is  in  charge  of  a  matron.  At  times  prisoners  are 
held  here  from  morning  until  late  in  the  evening.  The  custodian  stated 
that  sandwitches  are  brought  from  Raymond  Street  Jail  for  those  detained 
any  length  of  time. 

The  place  was  dean  and  kept  in  good  condition. 

In  two  preyious  reports  of  the  (Commission  it  was  suggested  that  steel 
cells  should  be  installed  in  the  room  in  which  men  are  confined,  so  as  to 
insure  safe  custody.  Under  date  of  NoTember  25, 1918,  the  secretary  to  the 
Borough  President  stated  that  the  matter  had  been  referred  to  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  and  Offices  for  inyestigation.  Under  date  of  August  1,  1919, 
he  adyised  that  an  appropriation  for  the  installation  of  such  cells  will  be 
asked  for  in  the  budget  for  1920. 

As  xeconmiended  by  the  Commission,  the  women's  room  has  been  re- 
painted and  translucent  glass  placed  in  the  windows  so  that  persons  on  the 
street  cannot  look  in.  Shaded  glass,  separating  the  corridor  from  the  men's 
flroom,  has  also  been  taken  out  and  plain  glass  substituted,  as  recommended. 

Tbe  interior  of  the  men's  room  badly  needs  repainting.  Some  of  the 
■waUs  are  marked  up  and  the  room,  on  a  sunny  morning  with  the  electric 
lights  on,  was  dark  and  gloomy.  The  walls  of  the  room  aboye  the  wains- 
•coting  and  the  ceiling  should  be  painted  a  light  color,  and  should  be  of  a 
waterproof  paint  which  can  be  washed  down.

The  population  on  day  of  inspection  was  5,  all  adult  male  court  pris- 
oners. The  mazimxim  at  one  time  during  the  year  was  11 ;  at  times  there 
baye  been  no  inmates. 

This  Is  a  modem  Jail  and  together  with  the  residence  was  found  in 
excellent  condition  throughout  The  improyements  made  during  the  year 
were  laying  a  new  cement  floor  in  a  portion  of  the  basement;  papering, 
and  installing  oak  floors  in  the  sheriff's  residence.  The  work  was  done 
mostly  by  inmate  labor.  The  prisoners  are  also  employed  at  gardening 
with  excellent  results.  The  sheriff  stated  that  enough  potatoes,  beans, 
yegetables  and  other  garden  products  were  raised  by  the  inmates  to  sup- 
ply the  Jail,  and  the  per  capita  cost  per  week  for  board  of  prisoners  has 
been  reduced  to  $2.08  which  is  a  most  commendable  showings 
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Tbb  bedding  and  toilet  fixtures  were  clean  but  the  niche  bases  are 
rofltliig  and  the  turn  flush  is  difOicalt  to  operate.  Bventaally  new  vitreons 
or  enamel  bases  will  probably  be  required  and  a  pushbutton  flushometer 
flush  installed.  This  jaU  has  adequate  laundry  and  storage  facilities,  and 
the  kitchen  equipment,  which  is  in  the  sherilT's  residence,  is  said  to  be 
satisfactory. 

A  lail  physician  is  appointed  and  is  subject  to  call  when  needed.  The 
grand  jury  meets  in  February,  June  and  November.  Rlankeus  aud  other 
soppUes  are  purchased  from  the  prisons  as  required  by  law. 

The  latticed  fronts  on  the  cells  of  the  third  floor  remain  the  same. 

It  has  been  recommended  that  some  of  the  bars  be  removed  to  improve 
tbe  light  and  yentilation.  This  is  a  diflScult  task.  Few  women  are  de* 
tained,  usually  for  short  periods  and  generally  they  are  not  locked  in  the 
cells  during  the  day.  If  these  cells  are  to  be  used  to  any  extent  it  would  be 
advisable  to  Install  new  modem  fronts  of  round  bars. 

Recommendation:  That  the  niche  toilets  be  improved,  both  as  to 
condition  and  flush.

The  Jan  was  found  in  the  usual  excellent  condition  throughout;  the 
bedding  and  floors  were  dean  and  the  interior  well  painted  except  some 
of  the  steel  work  on  the  first  floor  which  would  stand  repainting.  The  in- 
stitutional equipment  has  been  well  provided  for,  the  e  ei  ..  conip  e  e 
laundry  and  kitchen  facilities,  also  a  large  cooler.  The  supply  of  hot 
and  cold  water  is  ample  at  all  times. 

Dinner  was  served  at  the  time  of  inspection.  It  consisted  of  beans, 
fish,  bread  and  coffee.  The  working  inmates  take  their  meals  at  a  table 
la  the  kitchen. 

This  county  has  a  jail  farm  consisting  of  28  acres  of  hired  land  and 
four  additional  acres  worked  on  shares.  This  affords  employment  for  the 
able-bodied  sentenced  men  during  the  farming  season  and  is  most  com- 
mendable. Last  year  the  value  of  the  farm  produce  amounted  to  $1,822.22, 
the  principal  crops  being  as  follows :

Supplies  are  purchased  from  the  prisons  as  required  by  law.    A  Jail 
physician  is  employed. 

This  is  a  modem  Jail  and  seems  to  be  under  efficient  management. 
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The  farming  operattons  could  well  be  patterned  in  eyery  mral  ooontj  of 
the  state  where  sentenced  prisoners  are  detained.

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  23  men  and  3 
women;  they  were  all  court  prisoners.  All  sentenced  prisoners  in  this 
county  are  sent  to  the  penitentiary.  The  highest  number  at  any  time  dnr- 
iug  ihe  past  year  was  i^,  ihe  li'\\ebt  22,  and  the  average  about  54. 

The  yard  wall  has  been  raised  so  as  to  make  it  a  two-story  enclosure, 
the  lower  floor  to  be  a  garage  and  the  upper  floor  a  place  where  prisoners 
may  exercise.    It  is  not  yet  completed. 

The  cells  in  the  old  part  of  the  jail  are  not  much  used,  as  the  45  cells 
in  the  new  part  are  usually  sufficient  to  house  all  the  male  prisokiers. 
The  minors  are  kept  on  the  top  floor  and  the  adults  in  the  30  cells  on  the 
other  two  floors. 

The  work  of  removing  the  alternate  flat  bars  from  the  old  cells  did 
not  progress  very  far.  To  do  this  by  handwork  proved  to  be  slow  and  ex- 
pensive, BO  probably  would  require  an  electric  boring  machine  to  cut  the 
ends  off  the  rivets. 

Three  meals  a  day  are  served.  Milk  and  bread  are  furnished  from 
the  penitentiary. 

The  adult  male  prisoners  are  allowed  the  run  of  the  ''pit"  in  the  old 
part  as  an  exercise  corridor  during  the  daytime. 

Conditions  were  fully  described  in  the  report  of  December  10,  1918, 
and  continue  the  same.  The  Jail  was  scrupulously  clean  throughout,  show- 
ing excellent  care.

The  maximum  population  during  the  past  year  was  192 ;  minimum,  36. 
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The  total  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919  was 
908  males  and  46  females. 

The  jail  woa  found  the  same  and  subject  to  all  the  criticisms  set 
forth  in  former  reports  of  inspection.  It  is  inadequate  to  properly  bouse 
itSie  prisoners  committed  to  it,  making  illegal  commingling  of  different 
classes  and  "doubling  up"  necessary  more  or  less  at  all  times.  The  pop- 
ulation, however,  has  not  been  quite  so  large  as  in  former  years  which 
relieves  to  some  extent  the  congestion  and  improper  classification. 

The  jail,  which  is  old  and  not  modern  in  arrangement  and  construc- 
tion, has  been  fully  described  in  previous  reports  of  inspection.  It  was 
in  a  fairly  clean  condition  but  is  dark  and  in  need  of  repainting,  a  light 
color. 

This  county  is  developing  an  industrial  farm  project,  and  together 
with  road  construction,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  sentenced  prisoners 
are  afforded  employment.  They  are  taken  to  and  from  the  jail  in  motor 
trucks. 

At  the  May  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  in  Buffalo  the  authorities 
of  Niagara  county  presented  tentative  sketches  showing  proposed  remodel- 
ing of  the  old  almshouse  on  the  farm.  The  plan  to  utilize  these  quarters 
for  (the  housing  of  working  inmates,  using  the  county  jail  for  court 
prisoners  and  special  classes,  was  approved  generally  by  the  Commission. 
The  proceedings  were  adjourned  with  the  understanding  that  further  plans 
would  be  submitted  providing  a  closet  and  lavatory  in  each  cell  room, 
a  general  toilet  and  batih  room,  dining  room  and  kitchen.  We  interviewed 
the  achitect  who  stated  that  such  plans  would  be  submitted  previous  to 
the  October  meeting. 

The  farm  is  said  to  be  proving  a  suocess  and  every  effopt  should  be 
made  to  Improve  the  old  almshouse  buildings  so  that  these  additional 
housing  facilities  will  be  available  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  two  insane  persons  were  confined  in  the  jail. 
One  was  regularly  committed,  charged  with  assault  in  the  first  degree 
and  becoming  violently  insane  in  jail,  committed  an  assault  with  a  small 
knife  upon  a  fellow  inmate.  The  other  insane  person  was  committed  by 
the  court. until  the  question  of  his  sanity  could  be  determined  and  the 
patient  sent  to  a  state  hospital.  In  neither  case  had  the  health  oflKcer  been 
notified,  we  were  informed.  The  Attorney  General,  In  a  recent  opinion,  held 
that  such  procedure  was  in  violation  of  the  Insanity  Law  and  the  county 
sheriffs  and  chiefis  of  police  of  New  York  State  were  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  said  opinion. 

We  believe  that  suitable  detention  quarters  in  Lockport,  or  a  psycho- 
pathic ward  in  connection  with  a  local  hospital,  should  be  provided  for 
the  insane  or  alleged  insane,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Hos- 
pital CoHMnission.  The  detention  of  such  persons  in  any  jail  or  lockup 
is  in  violation  of  law.*

Last  winter  the  prisoners  cut  260  cords  of  wood  used  to  heat  the 
Rome  Jail,  saving  ahout  100  tons  of  coal  worth  more  than  $1,000,  and 
raised  the  following  produce:  Potatoes,  700  bu. ;  rutabagas,  200  bu. ; 
beans,  48  bu. ;  carrots,  115  bu. ;  oats,  150  bu. ;  tomatoes,  30  bu. ;  cabbage, 
10,800  heads ;  hay,  6  tons ;  straw,  3  tons ;  parsnips,  20  bu. ;  onions,  20  bu. ; 
one  half  acre  of  sweet  com;  2  acres  silo  com;  and  large  quantities  of 
green  onions,  lettuce  and  radishes.  The  Sheriff  estimated  the  value  of 
the  farm  products  at  $3,068,  saving  on  coal  $1,000,  work  done  for  County 
Hospital  $868,  total  $4,036.  The  expenses  of  operation,  including  the  wages 
of  the  guard,  seed,  feed  and  fertilizer,  was  $1,355.22,  leaving  a  net  profit 
of  $3,625.28— a  very  creditable  showing.

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  24  men  and  1 
woman.  The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  the  past  year  was  40, 
the  lowest  16,  and  the  average  about  22.  Those  in  custody  were  classified 
as  follows :  Held  for  the  grand  jury,  adult  males  3,  minors  5 ;  serving  time, 
7  men  and  1  minor ;  U.  S.  prisoners,  4  men  and  1  woman ;  held  for  further 
examination,  4  men. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  jail  during  the  past  year.  The 
recent  improvements  were  described  in  the  last  report.  Besides  the  30 
cells  in  the  principal  jail  for  men  there  are  two  dormitories  on  the  third 
floor  over  the  office  and  kitchen  for  women,  a  domitory  on  the  second 
floor  for  trusties,  and  a  detention  room  for  civil  prisoners  and  witnesses. 
These  rooms  have  iron  cot  beds  furnished  with  mattresses,  white  sheets, 
and  pillows  with  slips,  and  toilets  and  bath. 

Male  minors  are  kept  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  main  jail.  The  adult 
court  prisoners  occupy  the  10  cells  on  one  side  and  the  adult  sentenced" 
prisoners  the  10  cells  on  the  other  side  of  the  first  floor  of  the  main  jail. 

The  beds  in  the  main  jail  are  furnished  with  mattresses  and  blankets 
only. 

As  a  general  rule  women  are  sent  to  the  Rome  Jail. 

The  prisoners  do  all  the  jail  housework,  including  the  cooking.  There- 
is  no  other  employment.  During  the  farming  season  most  of  the  sentenced 
men  able  to  work  are  transferred  to  the  jail  farm  at  Rome. 

The  jail  was  clean  tliroughout,  showing  good  care.  The  new  sherifT 
takes  control  January  1st.    The  present  jailer  is  to  be  continued. 

BECOMMENDATIONS 

The  bunks  in  the  principal  jail  should  be  furnished  with  white  sheets 
and  pillows  with  slips.  This  is  more  sanitary  and  also  more  economical 
than  sleeping  on  the  mattresses,  and  this  is  now  quite  generally  done  In 
the  jails  and  prisons  of  the  State.

Inspected  November  13,  1919.  R.  H.  Gulvin,  sheriff.  There  are  also 
an  under-sheriff,  two  guards,  and  the  sheriff's  wife  acts  as  matron. 

On  this  date  the  population  was  9,  all  adult  males,  classified  as  follows : 
Serving  sentence  4 ;  held  for  the  grand  jury  4 ;  awaiting  trial  1.  The  high- 
est number  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  44 ;  lowest  7. 

This  jail  ia  not  entirely  modem,  being  arranged  on  the  central  cor^ 
ridor  plan ;  the  plumbing  is  old  and  in  poor  condition  and  the  fioor  in  the 
department  for  females  is  wood.  Otherwise  the  jail  was  in  excellent  con- 
dition, clean  and  well  painted.  It  contains  four  separate  departments  for 
the  classification  of  males  and  two  for  females.  The  inmaites  were  prop- 
erly classified  at  the  time  of  inspection  and  officials  in  charge  stated 
that  the  jail  affords  sufficient  facilities  to  maintain  a  legal  s^aration. 

The  lining  of  the  padded  cell  which  became  worn  out  has  been  re- 
moved and  it  is  thought  that  a  cell  of  this  kind  may  not  be  needed.  The 
shower  bath  room  has  been  improved. 

The  employmenit  of  prisoners  in  this  county  has  been  for  a  number 
of  years  most  gratifying;  they  work  on  the  county  farm  three  miles 
distant  and  care  for  the  county  buildings  and  large  lawns.  This  year 
the  county  purchased  property  adjacent  to  (the  jail  and  the  building^  were 
removed,  the  site  graded  and  a  fine  garden  was  raised.  It  has  also  been 
enclosed  with  a  higjh  fence  of  substantial  material  which  makes  the  su- 
pervision of  prisoners  employed  outside  a  simple  matter.  Shrubbery  and 
trees  have  been  planted  about  the  place  and  the  bam  painted.  All  this 
work  was  done  by  the  inmates.  Acquiring  this  new  property  has  brought  the 
sheriff's  residence  and  jail  out  of  obscurity  as  well  as  added  some  much 
needed  land. 

The  prisoners  receive  three  meals  a  day  and  are  provided  with 
articles  of  clothing  when  necessary.  On  admission  each  prisoner  gets  a 
supply  of  clean  bedding  and  is  held  responsible  for  its  cleanliness  during  his 
stay.    Few  females  are  committed. 

In  order  to  make  this  jail  first  rate  the  following  is  recommended: 

1.  That  the  present  obsolete  toilets  be  replaced  with  modem  ones 
of  an  approved  type. 

2.  That  a  cement  or  composition  fioor  be  installed  in  the  department 

for  females.

ORANGE  COUNTY  JAIL 

GOSHSN 

Inspected  May  14,  1919.  William  M.  Leonard,  sheriff.  Mrs.  Leonard 
acts  as  matron  when  there  are  women  prisoners. 
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The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspeotion  was  22,  all  males, 
classified  as  follows:  Court  prisoners,  8;  serving  sentence,  14.  Three 
of  the  males  were  minors,  one  awaiting  action  of  the  grand  jury  and  two 
serving  time.  There  were  no  federal  prisoners  on  the  day  of  inspection. 
The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  the  past  year  was  40,  the  lowest 
13,  and  the  average  about  22.  All  women  in  Orange  county  committed  to 
1  county  jail  are  detained  in  the  Gosh^i  jail.  There  are  women  inmates 
most  of  the  time  I  was  informed.  T(he  number  of  prisoners  admitted  to 
this  jail  since  July  1,  1918,  to  date  of  inspection  was  260,  only  about  half 
IB  many  ae  during  the  same  months  the  previous  year. 

This  is  a  large  modem  jail.  Only  a  small  part  of  it  was  actttally 
occupied  by  the  few  prisoners  in  custody. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  fitting  up  the  cellar  for  a  laundry  was 
completed,  but  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  furnish 
it  with  laundry  equipment.    A  concrete  floor  wias  installed  in  the  kitchen. 

The  jail  was  clean  throughout.  I  was  inforaned  it  was  entirely  free 
from  vermin  of  all  kinds.  It  is  daily  swept  and  mopped.  The  prisoners 
take  care  of  the  grounds  surrounding  the  jail  and  do  the  jail  housework. 
Last  year  they  cultivated  26  acres.  This  proved  too  much  for  the  help 
available  on  account  of  the  small  number  of  inmates.  However,  there 
were  considerable  quantities  of  the  product,  consisting  of  1,149  bushels 
potatoes,  20  bushels  beans,  150  bushels  field  com,  6  bushels  string  beans, 
64  bushels  tomatoes,  7  1-2  bushels  sweet  and  popcorn,  1,150  heads  of 
cabbage,  4,600  ears  green  sweet  corn,  and  large  quantities  of  other  garden 
products. 

The  prisoners  cut  a  lot  of  wood  on  shares  which  was  used  to  save 
coal  at  the  jaiL  There  was  also  a  considerable  quantity  of  wood  brought 
in  from  the  jail  farm  and  worked  up  into  fuel  during  the  winter.  The 
sheriff  expects  to  do  some  farm  work  during  the  present  summer,  but  will 
not  undertake  tbe  cultivation  of  so  large  a  tract  as  last  year. 

BECOM  MENDATIONS 

Undoubtedly  the  jail  population  of  this  county,  now  that  the  war  is 
over,  will  become  normal  again  and  many  prisoners  will  be  idle  unless 
arrangement  is  made  for  their  employment.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  purchase  a  small  jail  farm  located  within  reason- 
able distance.  This  has  been  found  feasible  and  profitable  in  many  other 
counties  of  the  State.  It  is  beneficial  to  the  prisoners  to  do  tihis  kind  of 
woik,  as  it  teaches  them  habi>ts  of  industry  and  keeps  them  in  working 
condition  so  that  tbey  can  accept  employment  on  discharge.  In  practically 
all  counties  it  has  proved  advantageous  to  the  taxi>ayers.

Dowell, under-sheriff  in  charge  at  Newburgh.  There  are  also  1  day  jailer, 
1  night  jailer,  1  cook,  1  farmer  and  1  janitor.  All  women  are  sent  to 
the  Goshen  jail ;  no  matron  Is  employed  here. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  12,  all  male 
Adults  Of  these,  4  were  serving  sentence  and  8  were  court  prisoners. 
The  highest  munber  at  one  time  during  the  past  year  was  56 ;  the  lowest,  8 ; 
and  the  average  about  22.  There  have  been  no  Federal  prisoners  for  the 
last  several  months. 

The  jail  was  clean  tiiroughout  Large  sections  of  the  interior  hare 
recently  been  repainted  by  the  prisonex:s.    Thi6  work  was  still  in  progress. 
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Employment:  In  addition  to  the  painting  and  the  jail  housework, 
the  prisoners  are  cultivating  about  eight  acres  of  land  about  one  mile  from 
the  jail.  The  crops  consist  of  potatoes,  cabbage,  beans,  beets  and  various 
garden  vegetables.

Inspected  September  24,  1919.  Isaac  Swart,  sheriff.  There  are  also 
a  deputy  sheriff,  jailer,  matron  and  cook. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  tihere  were  no  inmates. 

The  highest  number  at  one  4;ime  during  the  past  year  was  19.  The 
total  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919  was  105 ; 
during  1916  the  total  was  253. 

This  is  a  modem  jail  in  three  floors  with  a  total  of  26  cellfi  and  two 
additional  rooms.  All  departments  have  toilet  and  bathing  facilities,  and 
the  beds  are  furnished  with  mattresses,  blankets,  sheets,  and  pillows  with 
cases.  The  whole  jail  was  clean  and  in  excellent  condition  throughout. 
The  Interior  has  been  painted  recently.  During  the  year  a  new  boiler 
house  has  been  constructed  which  heats  the  county  buildings  including 
the  jail. 

The  laundry  equipment  is  not  entirely  adequate  for  an  institution, 
but  the  sheriff  stated  that  with  the  recent  low  population  no  trouble  was 
experienced  in  washing  clothing  and  bedding  and  also  in  supplying  suf- 
ficieujt  hot  water  for  bathing  and  cleaning. 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day,  except  Sundays,  when  two 
meals  are  served.  They  take  their  meals  at  tables  in  the  corridors.  The 
number  of  sentenced  men  has  been  so  small  that  no  labor  on  the  county 
farm  was  performed  this  season.  The  institution  work  and  care  of  lawns 
and  county  buildings  provided  employment  for  the  few  in  custody.

Parsons,  deputy  sheriff  and  jailer.  The  sheriff's  wife  is  matron. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  day  of  inspection  was  15  males  and  1 
female,  all  adults  classified  as  follows:  Held  for  grand  jury,  5  males 
and  1  female;  serving  sentence,  9  males;  held  for  examination,  1  male. 
TDhe  maximum  number  during  the  past  year  was  50  males  and  2  females ; 
the  minimum,  9  males  and  1  female ;  daily  average,  about  80. 

This  is  a  large  modem  fireproof  jail.    There  are  a  toilet,  stationary 

wash  basin  and  one  folding  bunk  in  each  cell.  The  bunks  have  mattresses, 
l)lankets  and  white  sheets.  Some  have  pillows  especially  in  the  women's 
department.  The  jail  was  clean  in  all  departments.  Whenever  a  painter 
is  confined  here  he  is  kept  working  at  his  trade.  The  prisoners  are  fur- 
nished three  meals  a  day. 

The  jail  farm  consists  of  96  acres  and  is  in  conjunction  with  the  jail 
which  is  about  2  miles  from  the  city  proper.  This  season  there  were 
liardly  Plough  Inm&tes  to  do  the  farm  and  other  work  about  the  place. 
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Tbe  Btock  on  the  farm  conslflts  of  3  horses,  16  head  of  oattle,  9  of  whicfh 
are  milch  cows,  and  qnite  a  number  of  hogs.  The  crops  this  year  are  8 
acres  of  com,  7  of  oats,  3  of  backwheat,  hay  enough  to  winter  the  stock, 
and  some  garden  stuff.  The  potatoes  41iis  year  were  a  failure.  There  Is 
no  refrlgera^tlng  plant  in  connection  with  the  jail.  This  causes  the  pur- 
cbase  eadi  day  of  meats  used. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be 
ealled  to  this  matter  and  a  refrigerator  installed,  so  that  larger  quantities 
of  meats  can  be  purchased  at  a  time,  thereby  making  a  large  saving  to 
the  comity.

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  above  date  was  8.  Five  were  serving 
sentence  and  3  were  court  prisoners.  The  highest  number  in  custody  at 
one  time  during  the  past  year  was  18;  lowest,  1.  The  sheriff's  wife  acts 
as  matron  when  females  are  detained,  which  is  raither  infrequent,  there 
having  been  but  3  admissions  during  the  year.  Of  the  total  of  85  com- 
mitments to  this  jail  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1919,  20  were 
lor  public  intoxication. 

The  jail  was  found  in  excellent  condition  throughout.  Five  new  toilets 
have  been  installed  and  the  interior  of  the  jail  including  the  steel  cells 
and  bars  has  been  painted  white.  The  work  of  painting  was  not  quite 
finished  and  was  done  by  civilian  labor. 

The  imnates  are  employed  on  the  county  farm  and  also  in  caring  for 
the  large  lawns  and  assisting  with  the  institutional  work.  The  inmates 
are  taken  to  and  from  the  jail  to  the  farm  by  automobile.  The  county 
farm  provides  the  dinner,  but  the  jail  does  not  receive  any  part  of  the 
crops. 

Tbis  is  a  very  good  jail  and  with  the  small  population  of  recent 
years  provides  separate  quarters  for  the  legal  classifioaHon  of  the  inmates.

CABMEL 

Inspected  April  11,  1910.  H.  B.  Stephens,  sheriff ;  Isaac  Baxter,  deputy 
sheriff  and  jailer.    The  deputy's  wife  acts  as  matron. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  time  of  inspection  was  3,  all  males. 
One  was  awaiting  transfer  to  Elmira;  1  serving  sentence;  and  the  other, 
a  local  prisoner,  held  for  examination.  There  hAve  been  no  females  since 
January  Ist  The  maximum  population  during  ithe  past  year  was  32; 
minimum  2. 

The  jail  remains  the  same  as  described  in  former  reports,  except  that 
a  small  room  in  the  cellar  has  been  partitioned  off  with  concrete  and  is  to 
he  used  as  a  jail  kitchen.  It  has  no  windows  and  no  interior  connection 
with  the  jail.  There  is  an  outside  cellar  way  with  sash  door  which  affords 
the  only  means  of  light  and  ventilation.  Just  what  the  objection  to  the 
present  kitchen  in  connection  with  the  deputy's  quarters  is  I  did  not  learn. 
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but  the  proposed  new  kitchen  is  a  poor  snbstitute  and  unless  an  interior 
entrance  is  provided,  also  better  light  and  ventilation,  it  would  seem  like 
an  intolerable  makeshift  and  not  an  improvement  None  of  the  equipm^it 
has  yet  been  Installed. 

The  Jail  in  general  was  found  in  very  good  condition.  The  bases  of 
the  toilet  niches  are  rusting  badly  and  some  of  the  toilets  are  corroded  and 
unsightly.  These  can  be  re-enameled,  but  doubtless  in  time  the  base  will 
have  to  be  replaced  with  vitreous  ware  or  enameled  iron  as  has  been  done 
in  several  other  jails  in  the  Sta^e; 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day  and  are  unemployed  except 
eome  trusty  work.  The  population  during  the  summer  is  small,  but  it 
ought  to  be  possible  to  do  some  gardening.  The  woris  of  one  man  would 
nearly  supply  the  jail  with  potatoes,  beans,  and  other  vegetables,  and  land 
is  said  to  be  available. 

There  is  a  large  room  in  the  basement  of  the  jail  which  is  used  as 
a  lodging  place  for  tramps.  The  door  is  open  at  all  times  and  from  15  to 
40  lodgers  a  night  find  their  way  into  these  quarters.  The  room  has 
toilet  and  washing  facilities,  but  there  are  only  two  bunks.  Most  of  the 
lodgers  sleep  on  the  cement  floor. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Clean  and  ipaint  the  toilet  niches  and  re^namel  the  bowls. 

2.  Provide  proper  light  and  ventilation  for  the  proposed  new  kitchen, 

if  it  is  to  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  eonneot  it  with  the  jail  proper 
so  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  take  ttie  food  outdoors  before  serving. 

8.  Make  definite  arrangements  with  regard  to  the  employment  and 
compensation  of  the  matron.  In  many  of  the  smaller  counties  the  matron 
has  other  duties  besides  the  care  of  female  inmates,  oftm  supervising  or 
taking  entire  charge  of  the  cooking,  and  satisfactory  service  cannot  be 
expected  without  proper  compensation. 

4.    Provide  land  and  employ  inmates  at  gardening.

QUEENS  COUNTY  JAIL 

LONG   ISLAND   CITY 

Inspected  October  1,  1919.  Samuel  J.  Mitchell,  sheriff;  Charles 
Kessler,  warden,  assisted  by  two  male  keepers  and  one  matron. 

This  jail,  which  is  located  in  the  county  building,  remains  in  exactly 
the  same  condition  as  described  in  previous  reports.  At  the  time  of  the 
inspection  no  prisoners  were  on  hand,  and  for  the  last  fiscal  year  only 
16  prisoners  were  confined,  all  male,  the  longest  i>eriod  of  detrition  b^ng 
five  days.  The  only  prisoners  held  here  are  contempt  of  couitt  cases,  all 
witnesses  being  sent  to  the  city  prisons  instead  of  being  held  here,  as  is 
done  in  Kings  county. 

In  1915,  an  appropriation  was  made  for  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  a  new  civil  prison  at  this  point,  but  nothing  has  ever  been  done 
to  carry  out  the  plans.  The  present  jail  has  proved  adequate  for  the  past 
necessities,  although  if  there  happened  to  be  men  and  women  prisoners 
at  the  same  time  there  is  no  provision  for  keeping  them  here.

difScult  to  keep  mattresses  free  from  bugs  and  Impossible  to  launder  tbem 
Even  sheets  do  not  protect  tbem  from  bugs.  As  soon  as  blankets  become 
soiled  or  infested  with  vermin  they  can  be  laundered.  What  the  jail  needs 
is  a  receiving  room  where  prisoners  can  be  cleaned  up  before  taken  to 
the  regular  cells,  and  'this  is  recommended.  The  Sheriff  stated  that 
blankets  were  used  at  the  institution  on  Randall's  Island  and  he  con- 
siders it  more  economical  and  more  sanitary  than  mattresses. 

During  the  year  the  ki'tchoi,  laundry,  bread  room  and  16  of  the  cell»- 
have  been  repainted  with  prison  labor. 

SICFLOTMIKT 

Last  year  the  prisoners  cultivated  nine  acres  of  potatoes,  producing^ 
800  barrels.    Those  not  needed  for  consumption  in  the  jail  were  sold  to 
other  county  institutions.    This  land  is  about  four  miles  from  Che  jail,  and 
is  under  cultivation  again  this  year  by  the  prisoners.

The  commlfttee  very  strongly  urged  that  the  installation  of  toilets  in 
the  present  cells  be  deferred  until  next  year,  for  two  reasons:  First,  the 
very  high  coErt;  of  such  improvements  at  the  present  time;  and  second, 
the  county  this  year  is  building  a  tuberculosis  hospital  at  a  cost  of  about 
:{150,000.  The  committee  argued  that  this  improvement  could  be  made  at 
any  time  Just  as  well  as  at  present,  and  on  account  of  the  conditions 
mentioned  requested  that  it  be  deferred  until  next  year.  The  improve- 
ments above  mentioned  will  add  a  very  considerable  item  to  the  amount  of 
tax  to  be  raised  in  the  county,  and  I  recommend  that  the  request  of  the 
committee  for  a  year's  delay  in  the  installation  of  toilets  in  the  cells  in 
the  main  jail  be  granted,  with  the  exception  of  a  bath  to  be  furnished  for 
each  floor.  Now  there  is  only  one  bath  for  both  floors,  but  with  the  com- 
plete separation  that  will  follow  these  improvements  a  bath  for  each  floor 
would  be  necessary. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  asks  that  the'  proceedings  be  adjourned 
until  the  board  has  had  opportunity  to  act  on  this  matter.

There  is  a  closet  and  wash  basin  in  each  corridor  but  not  in  the  cells ;  this 
should  be  changed.  These  toilet  facilities  should  be  in  the  cells  as  is  the 
ease  in  all  modem  Jails.  The  plumbing  is  old  and  oiiten  out  of  commis- 
nion. 

The  male  Federal  prisoners  were  occupying  one  hall  in  which  are 
seven  cells.  The  other  three  halls  have  twenty-one  cells  to  accommodate  18 
prisoners,  2  of  whom  were  minors  servin^r  sentence.  The  mingling  of 
minors  with  adults  is  in  violation  of  law.  However,  In  oider  to  separate 
the  minors  it  would  be  necessary  to  double  up  some  of  the  adults. 

No  work  is  being  done  this  winter  on  the  stone  pile  as  has  been  done 
in  previous  years.  Two  to  five  men  are  employed  doing  work  on  the  jail 
farm;  the  other  sentenced  men  are  employed  doing  institutional  work. 

The  Jail  farm  in  1918  produced  as  follows:  Hay,  32  loads,  150  bo.

The  number  of  prisoners  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  18  males  and 
2  females.  During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  1,193  prisoners  were 
confined  in  the  county  jail,  of  whom  982  were  males  and  145  females;  ^ 
of  .these  males  and  1  female  were  Federal  prisoners. 

The  wife  of  the  sheriff  acts  as  matron  when  there  are  women  prisoners. 

This  county  jail  is  a  modem  one,  built  about  Hve  years  ago,  and  is 
excellent  in  equipment  and  provisions  for  proper  segregation  of  prisoners. 
It  was  found  to  be  in  a  clean  and  orderly  condition  throughout. 

The  report  of  February  12,  1918,  pointed  out  that  no  employment  was 
given  to  the  pri8<«ners  excepting  thnt  which  wss  necessary  to  keep  the  jail 
in  order.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  the  Commission  went  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  urged  that  farm  work  be  undertak^i,  but  no  results 
followed.  There  is  no  way  that  the  supervisors  can  be  compelled  to 
provide  outside  employment  for  the  prisoners  and  it  can  only  be  pointed 
out  that  Schenectady  county  is  not  keeping  pace  of  the  times  with  other 
counties  in  failing  to  give  outdoor  employment  which  would  be  good  for 
the  health  of  the  prisoners  and  productive  to  the  county.  It  is  hoped 
that  they  will  give  further  consideration  to  this  matter  so  that  next  sea- 
son something  may  be  done  to  provide  a  farm  on  which  the  prisoners 
may  be  worked. 

At  the  present  time  prisoners  are  received  here  up  to  a  maximum  of 
one  year's  sentence  and  $500  fine,  which  may  result  In  many  prisoners 
being  held  for  periods  over  a  year. 

Very  few  of  the  prisoners  are  given  an  opportunity  for  "exercise,  ex- 
cept in  the  corridors.  There  Is  a  jail  yard  in  the  rear,  about  75  feet 
square,  with  a  high  fence,  which  would  permit  of  exercising  all  of  the 
prisoners  confi^ned  at  some  time  during  the  day.  The  sheriff  fears  that 
some  of  the  men  whom  he  has  in  charge  might  escape.  Experience  of  the 
Commission  shows  th»t  snob  a  prison  yanl,  with  proper  guarding,  affords 
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t  opportnDltr  tor  escapes.  It  is.  therefore,  recommended  that 
ser  who  Is  held  more  than  five  days  be  exercised  dallr  In  the 
rd.  weather  permitting.

SGHUTIiBlR  COUNTT  JAIL 
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This  county  Jail  remains  in  precisely  the  same  condition  as  indicated 
in  the  Inspection  report  of  November  4,  1918,  excepting,  of  coarse,  the 
continuing  deterioration  and  the  fact  ithat  it  is  not  as  cleanly  as  on  the 
last  inspection. 

Since  that  time  a  prisoner  has  sawed  the  bars  of  another  of  the 
windows.  This  place  is  far  from  being  a  secure  one  for  the  confining  of 
a  desperate  criminal. 

Since  January  1,  1919,  15  prisoners  have  been  confined  in  the  Jail, 
of  whom  two  were  women.  Most  of  those  confined  were  for  local  offenses 
and  would  have  been  put  in  the  village  lockup  if  one  existed.  No  tramps 
have  been  accommodated  since  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  entire  county  of  Schuyler  is  dry  but  the  village  of  Watddns  has 
a  druggist's  license. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  there  were  no  prisoners  in  the  JaiL 

As  stated  before,  the  Jail  has  outlived  Its  usefulness  and  is  unfit  for 
the  confinement  of  prisoners. 

The  women's  section  is  a  fire  trap  and,  should  a  fire  occur  there  when 
an  attendant  was  not  close  at  hand,  as  is  frequently  the  case,  there  would 
be  no  chance  of  escape.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  assuming  a  danger- 
ous responsibility  in  allowing  this  section  to  be  continued  in  its  present 
condition. 

Following  the  inspection,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  June  17th 
and  appointed  a  committee  which  was  authorized  to  install  an  inside 
steel  stairway  and  fire  door  in  the  county  Jail.  This  work  Is  a  part  of 
a  comprehensive  plan,  which  the  supervisors  have  in  mind  for  rebuilding 
the  entire  jail.* 

In  view  of  the  fact  -that  there  are  seldom  any  prisoners  in  the  Jail 
and  the  move  now  made  by  the  supervisors  to  make  improvements  from 
time  to  time  which  will  eventually  improve  the  situfition  in  this  jail,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  matter  be  left  open,  pending  a  further  inspection 
of  the  Jail  before  1±ie  end  of  the  year.

On  this  date  there  was  one  inmate,  an  adult  male,  serving  sentence. 
The  highest  number  at  any  time  during  the  past  year  was  8 ;  lowest  none. 
The  total  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919, 
was  78  males  and  16  females 

This  is  a  modem  Jail,  fully  equipped,  and  was  found  in  excellent  con- 
dition except  the  slag  roof  in  places  was  leaking  badly.  The  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  stated  that  this  would  receive  prompt  attention. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  th«t  a  better  roof  was  not  provided  for  this  new  Jail 
which  is  otherwise  a  model  as  to  arrangement  and  facilities  provided. 

The  bedding  consists  of  mattresses  encased,  blankets,  pillows  and 
slips.  This,  together  with  the  toilet  fixtures  in  each  cell,  was  clean  show- 
ing excellent  care.  The  kitchen  and  laundry  are  in  the  basement  and  are 
said  to  be  entirely  adequate  . 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day  and  are  unemployed  except 
trusty  work.  The  recommendations  made  In  former  reports— ^that  a  good 
sized  garden  be  procured  and  worked  by  the  inmates  has  not  materialised* 
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The  per  capita  coat  of  board  of  prteonera  in  this  county  during  the  paat 
fiaod  year  was  $4.20  per  week.  In  liyingston  county,  where  a  large 
garden  was  intensively  worked  and  enough  vegetables  raised  to  supply 
the  institution,  the  per  capita  cost  for  board  was  |2.08.  Neither  of  these 
counties  has  many  prieKmers  in  custody  during  the  summer,  but  the  con- 
tinuous service  of  one  man  will  go  a  long  way  toward  raising  such  a 
garden.  This  maitter  merits  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

BBCOICMENDATION 

That  some  land  be  acquired  and,  so  far  as  possible,  the  sentenced 
inmates  be  employed  at  gardening  during  1920. 

The  court  house  at  Ovid  is  said  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  temporary 
detention  only  during  court  week,  and  as  a  lockup.

The  conditions  at  this  county  jail  remains  exactly  the  same  as  de 
scribed  in  last  year's  report,  with  tihe  exception  of  the  reconstruction  of  the 
kitchen  and  bakery,  which  has  been  ti^en  care  of  as  recommended  by  the 
Commission.  Because  of  the  work  done  in  the  kitchen  and  bakery,  it  is 
absolutely  essential  that  proper  ventilation  be  provided  for  these  quar- 
ters, and  this  should  be  taken  up  immediately  by  the  building  committee 
of  the  Board  of  Sui)ervlsors.  The  kitchen  is  also  badly  in  need  of  painting, 
which  should  be  attended  to  at  once. 

A  contract  has  been  made  for  the  complete  renewal  of  the  plumbing 
in  the  jail  and  some  of  the  supplies  are  now  on  hand  awaiting  work  by 
the  contractors. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  only  three  toilets  out  of  a  total  of  sixteen 
were  in  condition  to  be  used,  and  these  were  old  type  toilets  condemned 
by  the  Commission. 

There  is  a  ventilating  system  connecting  every  cell  with  the  main 
trunk  vent-pipe,  but  apparently  the  ventilating  system  is  not  in  order  and 
being  used,  as  on  the  day  of  inspection  the  whole  jail  showed  badly  the 
need  of  proper  ventilation.  A  ventilating  engineer  should  be  secured  to 
go  over  the  whole  propmition  and  work  out  a  plan  so  that  this  jail  may 
fit  least  have  decent  veutilation. 

Since  the  last  report,  at  the  request  of  the  Commission  an  inspection 
was  made  by  the  6tate  Department  of  Health,  which  agreed  with  the 
Commission's  recommendation  as  to  the  installation  of  proper  and  sanitary 
plumbing  throughout,  that  arrangements  be  made  to  obtain  suitable  light 
and  ventilation  in  the  kitchen,  and  that  a  careful  study  of  the  conditions 
in  the  pit  be  made  wltih  a  view  to  obtaining  better  light  and  that  such 
changes  as  may  seem  desirable  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  sheriff,  in  a  letter  subsequent  to  the  inspection,  has  promised 
that  he  will  do  everything  in  his  power  to  keep  the  jail  as  orderly  and 
deanly  as  possible,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  when  the  improvements 
are  made,  it  will  be  easier  to  do  this  than  at  present 

There  have  been  188  persons  confined  here  since  January  1,  1919,  the 
greatest  number  in  confinem^it  at  any  time  being  25,  and  the  least  num-

This  jail  has  been  fully  described  in  former  rQK>rts.  It  is  not  modem 
but  has  been  recently  painted  throughout  and  was  found  in  good  condition. 
The  toilet  fixtures  were  in  fcdr  condition  and  the  beds  clean ;  title  bedding 
consists  of  four  blankets,  sheets  and  pillows.  There  is  an  annex  to  the 
main  Jail  which  is  of  more  recent  construction  and  is  generally  used  for 
females  and  certain  other  classes  where  complete  separation  is  desired. 
This  part  was  found  in  excellent  condition.  It  is  equipped  with  cot  beds, 
toilet  facilities  and  shower  baths. 

There  is  a  lack  of  modem  equipment  such  as  laundry  and  oooktng 
facilities.  The  method  in  vogue  is  to  use  a  washing  machine  in  the  prison- 
ers' corridor,  and  the  range  which  is  located  in  the  sheriff's  quarters  Is 
mtirely  too  small  for  an  institution..  An  old  Jail  like  this  should  be  pro- 
vided with  every  faciUty  which  will  improve  sanitary  conditions  and  as- 
sist in  its  proper  conduct.  A  modem  Jail  laundry  and  institutional  range 
are  recommended. 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day,  about  as  follows:  Breakfast, 
rice,  bread  and  cereal  coffee ;  dinner,  potatoes,  meat,  vegetables  and  bread ; 
supper,  bread,  potatoes  and  cereal  coffee. 

There  is  no  regular  employment  for  the  prisoners  aside  from  troaty 
work  about  the  county  buikLings.  No  land  has  been  worked  and  the  offi- 
cials of  the  Jail  state  that  there  have  been  so  few  sentenced  men  capable 
of  rendering  any  service  that  farming  or  gardening  has  not  been  under- 
take.

The  meat  is  apparently  of  a  good  quality,  the  potatoes  used  are  "old 
potatoes,'*  but  were  excellent.  Bread  is  purchased  from  a  local  bakery. 
In  fact  we  believe  that  the  food  furnished  >tihe  prisoners  is  satisfactory  both 
as  to  quality  and  quantity. 

We  interviewed  the  prisoners,  whose  names  were  attached  to  the 
complaint.  One  man  made  a  statement  practically  identical  with  the 
complaint;  two  said  that  the  food  was  plentiful  and  satisfactory  and  that 
they  did  not  know  their  names  had  been  attached  to  tiie  complaint  until 
after  it  had  been  sent  One  said  that  the  food  was  good  and  he  had 
enough;  the  others  said  that  It  "wasn't  very  good,"  '"was  pretty  fair," 
"pretty  punk,"  "not  very  good." 

This  county  still  continues  the  practice  of  paying  the  sheriff  a  fixed 
sum  for  the  maintenance  of  prisoners  (45  cents  a  day). 

In  a  report  of  inspection  of  this  Jail  made  by  a  representative  of  this 
Commission  on  May  13,  1919,  the  following  statement  was  made: 

"I  talked  with  the  county  attorney  in  relation  to  allowing  the 
sheriff  a  fixed  sum  for  boarding  prisoners.  He  claims  this  plan 
works  more  satisfactorily  in  Ulster  county  than  the  plan  of  feeding 
prisoners  at  the  exi>enfie  of  the  county.  At  one  time  the  other  plan 
was  in  operation  there  and  it  was  believed  to  be  to  the  disadvan- 
tage of  the  county.  He  contends,  notwithstanding  the  opinion  of 
the  Attomey-Oeneral,  that  the  local  law  relating  to  Ulster  county 
is  still  applicable,  and  the  inclinatlooi  of  the  local  authorities  is  to 
continue  the  practice  unless  some  court  should  decide  it  to  be 
illegal." 
At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  passed  re-enacting 

the  local  law.    This  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor. 

We  informed  the  sheriff  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  authorities 

the  continuance  of  the  present  practice  is  a  distinct  violation  of  section 

SS  of  the  County  Law. 

The  jail  was  in  an  excellent  sanitary  condition. 

Recommendation:  Immediate  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
County  Law  relative  to  methods  of  feeding  prisoners. 

The  following  recommendations  made  in  former  reports  are  hereby 
renewed : 

First  That  a  cook  be  employed  to  have  immediate  charge  of  the 
kitchen. 

Second.    That  a  storage  room  or  cellar  for  vegetables  be  furnished.

The  Jail  and  flstnres  were  clean  and  the  whole  interior  has  be 
painted  white.  Thin  Ir  most  commendable,  and  by  the  addition  of  shet 
and  pillow  cases  this  Jail  would  rank  with  the  best  tbroucthont  the  Sta 
from  the  standpoint  of  sanitation  and  good  housekeeping.  Their  u 
preserves  the  bedding,  facilitates  cleanliness  and  insures  a  more  tidy  i 
pea  ranee.

The  prisoners  are  not  employed  with  the  exception  of  some  wo 
done  by  tru!>t1es.  Farming  or  gardenlne  has  been  recommended  In  ma: 
former  reports  but  nothing  has  materialized.  Recently  the  population  li 
been  low  durlnjt  summer  months,  but  tbpre  are  usually  enoueh  sentenp 
men  to  do  at  least  some  gardening.  This  Is  an  excellent  farming  co 
munity  and  Jn  these  times  there  Is  no  excuse  for  Idleness.

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be  was  16  yeard  of  age.   Very  few  females  are  received  at  this  Jail. 

Ite  lail  contains  12  stone  cells  in  two  departments,  and  there  is  an  ad« 
ditional  room  in  the  residence  osed  for  females.  With  these  limited  sepa- 
rate quarters  it  Is  obvious  that  a  le^l  dassificatioai  of  the  inmates  cannot 
always  be  maintained.  Minors  and  adults,  senteilced  and  court  prisoners, 
must  be  commingled  should  there  be  such  different  classes  at  the  same  time. 
However,  this  is  a  rural  county  with  very  few  admissioiis,  and  the  grand 
jury  meets  three  times  a  year.  For  a  considerable  time  this  year  there 
were  no  inmates  and  the  present  number — seven — ^is  the  maximum. 

The  jail  was  found  in  ezcellen^t  condition  with  regard  to  cleanliness. 
A  new  automatic  gas  water  heater  has  been  installed  which  is  said  to  be 
giving  excellent  satisfaction.  It  affords  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  hot 
water  at  all  times.  The  heater  has  also  been  moved  to  a  more  convenient 
location  in  the  basement 

The  annex,  constructed  in  recent  years,  affords  sanitary  toilets,  shower 
baths  and  laundry  facilities  to  each  side  of  'the  Jail.  The  inmates  receive 
tbree  meals  a  day  and  are  without  employment  excepf  the  Jail  housework 
and  care  of  the  grounds.  The  sentenced  Inmates  were  so  employed  at  the 
time  of  inspection.

There  was  1  female  witness,  1  civil  prisoner,  and  2  awaiting  transfer 
to  the  New  York  County  Penitentiary,  Blac^well's  Island.  The  highest 
number  of  inmates  in  1918  was  68. 

a%is  Jail  has  a  total  of  96  cells,  10  of  which  are  for  females  and  five 
for  civil  prisoners.  The  beds  are  provided  with  sheets  and  pillow  slips 
with  the  exception  of  six  cells. which  are  set  aside  for  police  prisoners; 
these  contain  wooden  bunks. 

There  are  10  guards  and  3  matrons.  The  physician  cal]«  daily  and 
when  required. 

The  Jail  was  found  dean  throughout. 

The  old  bucket  system  is  still  in  use,  which  is  always  bad.  In  recent 
years  lavatories  were  installed  in  the  cells.  A  modem  sanitary  toilet  of 
an  approved  type  should  be  installed  in  every  cell.  The  Jail  also  needs 
painting  which  could  easily  be  done  with  inmate  labcftr.  These  two  last 
suggestions  are  strongly  recommended.

There  are 
also  a  deputy-sheriff,  turnkey,  and  the  sheriff's  dau^ter  acts  as  matron. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  there  were  3  inmates,  all  adult  males.  Two 
were  serving  sentence  and  the  other  was  held  for  the  grand  Jury.  The  high- 
est at  one  time  during  the  past  year  was  5.  At  times  there  were  no  prison- 
ers.   The  total  number  of  admissions  was  36. 

This  is  a  modem  jail  and  was  clean  throughout  and  the  beds  presented 
a  tidy  appearance.  The  bedding  consists  of  mattresses,  blankets,  sheets, 
pillows  and  cases.  The  toilet  fixtures  were  in  good  condition  except  some 
of  the  niche  bases  which  are  rusting.  The  seat  of  one  was  entirely  loose. 
This  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  several  Jails  and  is  being  overcome 
by  installing  vitreous  base  or  integral  seat  toilet  with  pushbutton  flush- 
ometer  flush.  However,  as  this  jail  houses  so  few  prisoners,  there  are 
fdenty  of  cells  available  with  toilets  in  proper  condltioiL  The  niche  bases 
should  be  kept  thoroughly  painted. 

The  inmates  receive  three  meals  a  day,  do  the  Jail  housework  and  care 
for  the  large  lawns  around  the  county  buildings.  The^  also  do  some  work 
in  the  garden.  The  Jail  has  no  vegetable  cellar.  The  steam  pipes  pass 
through  every  room  in  the  basement  making  it  too  warm  for  the  storage  of 
vegetables.  Such  a  cellar  is  required  in  every  coxmty  Jail  and  shpuld  be 
provided  here.  The  tramp  room  in  the  basement  has  an  did  iron  toilet 
which  is  unsli^tly  and  unsanitary.  This  should  be  replaced  with  a  modem 
one.  The  laundry  and  kitchen  facilities  are  said  to  be  adequate  and  were 
found  in  good  condition. 

The  sheriff*s  office  needs  a  new  record  book.  The  old  one  has  been  in 
use  for  fifteen  years  and  does  not  provide  space  for  the  data  required  by 
law.

■tatton  boose  keeper,  and  1  woman  cleaner. 

This  station  honse  has  eight  cells,  placed  back  to  back,  with  open 
frontB  facing  dead  wall&  The  snnlight  Isihmi  a  window  at  the  end  of  each 
eonddor  In  front  of  the  cells.  The  room  Is  small,  so  that  the  oonldors 
are  narrow,  and  the  anangement  affords  Insoffldent  light  to  the  Interior  of 
the  cells.  The  city  recently  bought  a  lot  adjacent  to  this  station  house  on 
the  west  side,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  thereon  an  addition  to  the 
station  honse.  When  this  is  done  a  new  and  a  larger  cell  room  should  be 
provided  on  an  arrangement  that  would  have  outside  windows  in  front  of 
the  oeila.  This  new  lot  Is  now  yacant,  and  If  an  addition  Is  not  to  be  oon- 
stmcted  thereon,  windows  might  be  placed  In  the  west  wail  of  the  cell 
room  In  front  of  the  cells  on  that  side,  which  comprise  one-half  of  the  cells. 

13il0  prednct  has  a  good  room  for  lodgers  on  the  npper  floor  directly 
over  the  cell  room.  It  Is  well  lighted  and  furnished  with  elevated  metal 
platforms,  toilet,  and  drinking  and  washing  facilities.  Both  rooms  were 
dean,  showing  good  care. 

The  number  of  arrests  during  the  recent  months  was  an  average  of 
20  to  90.  The  total  number  of  arrests  in  this  precinct  for  the  year  ending 
November  1,  1918,  was  548  men  and  86  women.  Not  over  one-third  of 
those  arrested  are  held  in  the  station  house  all  night.  During  the  war  there 
were  fewer  lodgers  than  formerly;  during  the  past  winter  they  ranged 
from  10  to  20  a  night.  Prisoners  are  not  fed  while  in  custody  unless  at 
their  awn  expense.  Lodgers  are  not  fed  and  are  not  taken  to  court.  The 
medical  ropm  is  still  maintained.

or  in  any  of  the  prcdncte  of  the  dty  are  Rent  to  tbe  tblrd  precinct  staHon 
bouse. 

It  is  expected  Jn  the  near  future  this  prednct  will  have  a  new  station 
house,  to  contain  not  only  departments  fur  men  but  also  for  women  and 


Tbe  cell  room  here  IB  large  and  well  lighted.  There  are  12  steel 
cells  Id  a  double  tier.  Tbe  Jail  wss  clean,  showing  good  cate.  Tbe  med- 
ical room  is  atlll  mnfntained  as  first  aid. 

The  number  of  arrests  in  this  precinct  now  average  about  100  a  month. 
Since  January  29tb  Inst  to  date  of  inspection  there  were  376  arrests. 
During  the  year  ending  November  1,  IQlii,  there  were  1,701  men  and  117 
women  arrested  In  tils  irednct,  abont  one-fourth  of  whom  were  held  In 
the  station  bouse  all  night 

Police  headijuaneiK  is  also  in  this  station  bouse  and  Its  records 
show  that  the  total  number  of  nrrests  lu  the  entire  city  for  tbe  year  end- 
ing November  1,  1918.  wes  3,786  men  and  335  women,  a  total  of  i.Ul. 
The  number  of  arrests  by  tbe  police  court  wjuad  was  313  men  and  W 
women ;  and  by  tbe  officers  connected  with  tbe  detective  bureau.  137  men 
and  36  women.  The  total  arrests  in  tbla  dty  show  a  decrease  from  tbe 
preceding  year  of  1,M1.

Inspected  May  8,  1619.  Located  at  220  North  Pear]  street  John  D. 
Dugan,  captain,  assisted  by  1  lieutenant,  4  sergeants,  20  iiatrolmen,  1  ma- 
tron, I  Btatlon  house  keeper,  and  1  woman  deaner. 

This  is  a  fireproof  station  bouse  with  modem  equipment  throughout 
It  has  eight  steel  cells  for  men  In  a  room  on  the  first  fioor  and  24  bnnlcs  for 
lodgers  on  tbe  second  lloor.  There  are  four  dormitories  for  tbe  patrolmen 
witb  22  beds,  and  also  a  separate  room  for  women  and  a  matrou's  room. 
The  matron  comes  on  call  when  there  is  a  woman  In  custody  and  remains 
as  long  as  she  Is  detained.  While  only  17  women  were  arrested  last  year 
in  this  precinct,  240  women  were  arrested  in  tbe  dty,  and  all  who  were 
detained  were  brought  to  this  station  house. 

Tbe  Interior  of  the  Jail  section  was  recently  repainted  a  light  color, 
and  was  In  excellent  condition. 

Tbe  number  of  arrests  In  this  prednct  for  the  year  ending  November 
1,  1G18,  was  341  men  and  17  women.  Tbe  number  of  arrests  since  that 
date  to  date  of  Inspection  was  1S4.  About  70  per  cent  of  those  arrested  are 
detained  in  the  station  boase  all  night.  All  those  arrested  after  4  F.  U. 
are  held  for  momtng  court  unless  they  give  bail. 

Tbe  numl>er  of  lodgers  boused  here  recently  ranged  from  8  to  16  a 
night.    During  the  winter  months  they  averaged  about  30  a  n^ht 

Occasionally  a  witness  is  detained  In  this  Jail;  tbey  are  given  food; 
neither  prisoners  nor  lodgers  are  given  food  unless  purchased  by  them- 
selves. This  station  house  has  no  Keparste  place  for  tbe  custody  of  wit 
nesses.  There  is  a  room  at  the  fourth  prednct  and  one  at  the  fifth  pre- 
cinct for  witnesses,  but  they  ai«  not  often  used.  A  station  house  Is  an 
unsuitable  place  for  the  detention  of  witnesses.  This  arises  from  two 
facts;  first,  there  ere  no  facilities  for  boarding,  and  second,  a  station 
honse  does  not  provide  any  facilities  for  exercise  outside  of  the  room  in 
which  they  are  confined.     Proper  provtslon  should  be  made  for  the  honss- 
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Jug  of  witnesses,  either  at  the  county  Jail  or  some  other  institution  more 
suitable  for  their  care  than  is  possible  to  furnish  at  a  station  house.

There  are  eight  steel  cells  in  a  double  row,  facing  outside  windows. 
Each  cell  has  one  iron  bunk,  two  of  which  have  waterproof  covered  mat- 
tresses. ESach  cell  also  has  a  toilet  of  an  ancient  iron  pattern  with  an  iron 
cover,  flushed  from  the  corridor.  The  city  authorities  should  con^der 
furnishing  these  cells  with  modem  toilets  operated  by  push  button  or 
equivalent 

There  is  also  a  room  for  witnesses,  with  two  beds,  which  is  not  often 
used.  There  were  only  two  witnesses  held  here  during  the  past  year. 
Both  rooms  were  dean,  showing  good  care. 

The  number  of  arrests  in  this  precinct  for  the  year  ending  November 
1,  1918,  was  371  men  and  12  women.  During  the  succeeding  three  months 
the  number  was  70  men  and  4  women.  About  15  per  cent,  of  those  arrested 
are  held  in  the  station  house  over  night    No  lodgers  are  kept  here.

Keith,  captain,  assisted  by  1  lieutenant,  4  sergeants,  19  patrolmen,  2 
monnted  officers,  1  plain  clothes  man,  1  station  house  keeper,  and  1  woman 
deaner. 

No  women  are  detained  in  this  station  house  but  are  sent  to  the 
third  precinct  station  house. 

The  Jail  has  eight  cells,  only  six  of  which  are  in  actual  use ;  the  others 
are  not  needed  and  are  used  for  store  rooms,  as  there  are  seldom  more 
than  one  or  two  prisoners  in  custody  at  the  same  time. 

The  jail  was  dean,  showing  good  care,  and  was  found  in  practically 
the  same  condition  as  at  the  time  of  the  last  inspection.  It  has  recently 
been  painted  a  light  color. 

The  number  of  arrests  average  about  25  a  month,  about  twenty  petr 
cent  of  whom  are  held  over  night;  the  others  are  either  taken  to  court 
on  day  of  arrest  or  give  bail.  The  total  number  of  arrests  in  this  precinct 
for  the  year  ending  November  1,  1918,  was  275  men  and  9  women. 

In  addition  to  the  cell  room  for  prisoners  this  station  house  has  a 
room  for  lodgers  on  the  upper  floor.  During  the  winter  the  number  of 
lodgers  averaged  about  ten  a  night ;  they  now  average  about  two  or  three* 

The  witnesses'  room  on  the  third  floor  has  not  been  occupied  by  any 
one  for  the  past  sixteen  months. 

The  improvements  made  in  the  jail  section  about  two  years  ago  ren- 
dered it  fairly  satisfactory.

M.  J.  Foley,  mayor;  E.  Francis  Kennedy, 
commissioner  of  public  safety;  John  E.  Burke,  chief  of  police;  assisted 
by  3  sergeants  and  21  patrolmen. 

The  population  of  Cohoes  is  about  25,000. 

This  Jail  has  a  department  for  men  on  the  main  floor  of  the  City 
Hall,  containing  9  cells  and  a  bath  room  equipped  with  a  shower,  toilet  and 
stationary  wash  basin.  The  cells  open  into  an  interior  corridor.  Usually 
the  doors  of  the  cells  are  not  locked  and  the  prisoners  have  access  to  the 
bath  room.  This  department  has  three  outside  windows  placed  at  the 
end,  which  do  not  afford  very  much  light  to  the  interior  of  the  cells. 

The  department  for  women  is  on  the  upper  floor  and  consists  of 
two  rooms,  in  each  of  which  there  are  two  cages  opening  onto  an  enclosed 
corridor.  Each  cage  has  two  bunks  and  in  the  corridor  are  toilet  and 
wash  basin.  One  of  these  rooms  has  three  outside  windows,  the  other  room 
has  two,  so  they  are  all  well  lighted. 

There  is  also  a  detention  room  equipped  with  cot  bed  furnished  with 
t>edding  in  excellent  condition.    This  room  has  one  large  outside  window. 

There  was  one  male  prisoner  on  the  day  of  inspection.  The  highest 
number  at  one  time  during  the  past  year  was  4,  the  jailer  stated.  From 
January  1,  1919,  to  date  of  inspection  the  number  of  arrests  was  80,  as 
shown  by  the  police  record.  About  75  per  cent  of  these  were  locked  up 
in  the  Jail ;  about  80  per  cent,  were  women.  There  is  a  matron  who  also 
acts  as  cook. 

This  Jail  is  not  only  a  police  lockup  but  also  a  Jail  to  which  prisoners 
may  be  committed  for  minor  offenses  not  exceeding  80  days  from  the  dty 
of  Cohoes.  The  Jail  is  partially  maintained  by  the  county  of  Albany.  Sup- 
plies are  ordered  by  the  Jailer. 

The  Jail  was  dean  throughout,  showing  good  care.

The  school  honse  is  n  large  three  story  building.  The  first  fioor  i 
N-constructed,  contains  the  offices  of  the  CommlsBloner  of  Public  Safet 
tbe  chief  of  police,  the  desk  room,  locker  room  and  reserve  room  fd 
patrolmen.     Accommodatlona  are  provided  on  the  second  fioor  for  tli

•detective  bnreau,  and  a  suite  of  rooms  for  the  police  matron.  The  third 
f oor  is  in  procesn  of  reconstruction  for  a  police  court  room  and  chambers 
for  the  JudiEe.  All  the  rooms  are  commodious,  equipped  with  adequate 
sanltaiy  plumbing  and  there  is  ample  room  for  the  future  growth  of  the 
•department. 

The  new  jail  building  consists  of  three  floors,  each  floor  having  a  cor- 
ridor lookipg  north  and  south.  Six  large  windows  are  on  each  side  of  the 
buildi^  extending  from  the  first  to  the  third  floor.  The  first  floor  con- 
tains 20  modem  cells,  10  on  the  north  and  10  on  the  south  side.  Each  cell 
^is  equipped  with  a  sanitary  closet,  lavatory  and  sleeping  bench.  The  cells 
are  5x7x8.    This  floor  is  used  exclusively  for  male  adults. 

The  second  floor  is  to  be  used  for  the  male  minors  between  16  and 
21  years  of  age,  and  is  subdivided  so  classification  can  be  made  of  the 
youths.  On  the  north  side  are  10  cells  for  older  minors.  On  the  south 
:Bide  are  three  separate  divisions,  one  of  seven  cells,  one  of  three  cells  and 
(me  of  four  cells.  This  division  gives  exceptional  opportunity  for  the 
s^MirBtion  of  the  different  dasses  of  offenders.  The  third  floor  is  to  be 
used  for  women,  one  side  for  adults  and  the  other  for  minors.  Each  side 
has  three  cells  and  a  large  dormitory  room.  Cots  are  provided  for  the 
donnitory  room. 

A  large  room  50  x  13  is  provided  in  the  basement  for  lodgers.  It  con- 
tains two  sanitary  idosets,  lavatory  and  shower  bath,  and  has  a  sleeping 
platform.  The  lodgers*  room  is  partly  above  ground,  lighted  and  ventilated 
by  four  windows  about  3  1-3  feet  square. 

The  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity.  The  stair- 
^ways  are  iron  with  brass  railinga  All  the  floors  are  cement  Utility 
corridors  are  between  the  cells  on  each  floor,  and  the  plumbing  appears 
excellent. 

Wide  corridors  separate  the  cells  from  the  windows.  By  some  over- 
:8ight  bars  were  not  placed  on  the  windows.  Prisoners  loose  in  the  corridors 
have  access  to  the  windows.  The  chief  of  police  reported  that  an  appro- 
priation has  been  made  and  that  the  windows  will  soon  be  barred. 

A  large  garage  for  patrol  wagons  adjoins  the  jail. 

The  police  department  consists  of  the  chief  of  police,  one  captain, 
three  sergeants  and  48  patrolmen.  There  are  also  three  detectives,  a 
cbief  and  two  assistants.  The  three  platoon  system  is  in  force.  Since 
Binghamton  went  dry  arrests  have  fallen  off;  they  average  about  5  to  10 
a  day.  Binghamton  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  so  modern  and 
'Complete  a  police  station.  It  has  unusual  facilities  for  the  separation 
A3t  the  different  classes  of  prisoners.

This  is  a  new  jail,  completed  in  the  fall  of  1918  and  adjoins  police 
headquarters,  formerly  a  school  building.  It  was  described  in  detail  in 
a  report  of  inspection  dated  August  6,  1918. 

Briefly,  there  are  20  cells  on  the  first  floor,  28  on  the  second,  and  8  cells 
-and  4  rooms  on  the  third.  All  the  cells  have  a  niche  toilet  with  push  button 
fltiBb,  a  lavatory  and  bunk.  The  rooms  contain  seven  cot  beds  with  good 
Mdtng.  Most  of  the  cell  bunks  are  polished  wood.  The  windows  are  large 
^d  glazed  with  wdre  glass ;  those  on  the  flrst  and  second  floors  have  not 
jet  been  barred.  In  the  basement  is  a  tramp  room  with  two  shower  baths, 
two  toilets,  slop  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  for  washing  clothing,  and 
we  wooden  bunks. 
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ThlB  Is  a  large  fireproof  JaU,  constructed  along  modern  lines.  Tl 
plana  were  approved  by  tbe  State  Commission  of  Prisons  and  it  nas  t 
tended  at  the  time,  that  this  jail  should  he  of  the  highest  type  both  aa  i 
workmanship  and  facilities  provided.  It  Is  to  be  regretted  that  this  d: 
not  fnllr  materialize.    The  noticeable  defects  or  omissions  are  as  followi 

1.  Interior  open  stairway  connecting  all  floors. 

2.  Lack  of  floor  drains  except  In  lodgers'  quarters. 

8.    Defective  cell  door  hangers  and  locking  device  which  ren- 
der cells  unsafe. 

4.    Lack  of  window  bars  on  flrst  and  second  floors.

Without  floor  drains  the  interior  of  the  Jail  cannot  be  flushed  and  tl 
janitor  is  restricted  to  the  use  of  mops.  However,  at  the  time  of  1 
spection  tbe  Jail  was  found  In  clean  condition. 

As  the  Jail  has  no  guards'  corridor  between  the  unbarred  windows  ai 
the  cells,  ft  is  Important  that  the  cells  be  made  secure.  Because  of  lai 
of  funds  tbe  bars  were  not  Installed  in  the  windows. 

The  open  door  between  the  Jail  and  the  matron's  quarters  perml 
smoke  and  fumes  from  the  men's  Jail  to  penetrate  her  rooms.  The  llgbtli 
system  Is  operated  on  the  flrst  floor  of  the  Jail.  This  should  be  remedli 
BO  that  the  lighting  of  the  women's  Jail  and  the  matron's  quarters  can  I 
controlled  by  the  matron,  and  solid  doors  should  be  installed. 

The  lodgers'  room  Is  eicellent  and  fully  equipped,  except  more  ban! 
will  probably  be  needed.  The  number  cared  for  during  the  past  jei 
was  900. 

There  were  no  Inmates  at  the  time  of  Inspection. 
In  addition  to  the  detention  of  police  prisoners  this  Jail  Is  also  nst 
for  the  care  of  female  minors  and  nltnesses  from  the  county  Jail. 
Juveniles  are  cared  for  by  the  Humane  Society.

This  lockup  was  recently  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  room  for 
lodgers  and  an  office  room  for  the  police.  The  cell  room  remains  about 
the  same  as  formerly;  it  has  two  steel  cages.  The  new  room  for  lodgers 
is  12x21  feet,  with  concrete  floor,  metal  ceiling,  electric  light  and  a  coal 
stove.  The  village  park  benches  are  stored  in  this  room  except  in  the  sum- 
mer and  are  used  for  sleeping  benches.    Both  rooms  were  clean. 

There  were  90  arrests  during  the  past  year,  most  of  whom  were  held 
in  the  lockup  all  night.  No  women  were  arrested.  The  officer  stated  that 
if  one  were  arrested  she  would  be  put  in  the  care  of  a  woman  at  the  hotel 
and  not  in  the  lockup.    There  were  180  lodgers  during  last  winter. 

While  the  improvements  mentioned  are  to  be  commended,  there  should 
be  some  additional  improvements  as  follows: 

1.  Enclose  the  mattresses  in  waterproof  coverings. 

2.  Put  non-transparent  glass  in  the  upper  section  of  the  entrance 
door  to  the  lockup.  The  lockup  need  additional  sunlight  which  would  be 
provided  by  this  Improvement. 

3.  Put  a  window  in  the  back  wall  of  the  lodgers'  room.  This  room 
needs  more  outside  ventilation  and  sunlight. 

I  was  informed  that  a  barred  door  has  been  ordered  for  the  lockup  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  present  solid  door.  This  door  should  be 
installed  so  as  to  increase  the  ventilation  in  warm  weather.

The  number  of  arrests  averages  about  800  a  year  I  was  told,  about 
50  of  whom  were  held  in  the  lockup  all  night  and  a  few  of  the  others  were 
held  for  a  brief  time  during  the  day.  There  were  about  75  lodgers  housed 
during  the  past  winter.  The  other  recommendations  made  in  the  last  re- 
port of  inspection — that  a  gas  heater  be  provided  for  use  when  needed  and 
that  other  prorisloD  be  made  for  lodgers — are  repeated.

A  shower  bath  is  provided  for  the  men's  Jail 
and  each  cell  contains  a  stationary  wash  basin  and  a  toilet.  There  is  also 
quarters  for  lodgers.

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is  no  way  by  which  these  children  can  be  taken  out  doors  for  exercise. 
The  reason  for  holding  them  for  such  periods  was  due  generally  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  to  be  transferred  to  some  institution  which  was  not 
ready  to  receive  them  or  were  awaiting  an  officer  from  the  institution. 

The  chief  of  police  gave  assurance  that  at  no  time  have  boys  and 
girls  been  in  the  same  corridor  together  since  March  1,  1919,  although 
the  probation  records  show  that  a  boy  and  girl  were  confined  in  the  same 
corridor  on  April  1,  1919.  During  August  and  September,  1918,  the  pro- 
bation records  show  a  disregard  of  the  law  in  locking  up  together  women 
and  children.  During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  1918» 
there  were  59  juveniles  locked  up  in  this  Jail,  of  whom  41  were  males 
and  18  females. 

The  city  of  Elmira  has  not  kept  pace  with  other  cities  of  its  class 
in  the  matter  of  providing  for  unfortunate  delinquent  children.  There 
is  need  for  a  detention  house,  such  as  is  provided  in  other  cities,  where 
such  juveniles  may  be  properly  taken  care  of  while  in  the  custody  of  city 
authorities.  The  city  should  also  provide  a  Juvenile  Court  so  that  minors 
could  be  taken  care  of  at  a  different  time  and  under  different  circum- 
stances than  adults  in  the  regular  Police  Court.  Both  of  these  propositions 
are  now  being  urged  by  the  local  probation  officer  and  are  approved. 

The  need  of  a  new  and  up-to-date  city  jail  for  adults,  a  proper  deten- 
tion house  for  children  and  a  Juvenile  Court  should  be  submitted  to  the 
mayor  and  a  statement  requested  as  to  the  future  plans  of  tlie  city  in 
relation  to  these  matters. 

The  city  authorities  should  be  required  to  proceed  at  once  to  dean 
up  and  have  painted  the  entire  men's  jail.  Plans  for  new  plumbing  in 
the  cells  should  also  be  submitted  unless  it  is  proposed  to  build  an  entire 
new  city  Jail.

This  Jail,  which  was  severely  criticised  in  a  report  dated  April  12, 
1918,  has  been  entirely  clenned  up  and  repainted,  as  directed  by  the  Com- 
mission. Plans  for  new  plumbing  in  the  men's  cell  lockup,  witnesses'  ceU 
room  and  police  matron's  room  have  been  submitted  by  the  city  author- 
ities and  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Plans.  There  is  need  for  sanitary 
mattresses  in  the  cells  of  the  men's  department  and  witness  room  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  city  provide  mattresses  with  a  casing  of  imitation 
leather  or  other  waterproof  material,  which  casing  can  be  taken  off  and 
cleaned  and  the  mattress  kept  free  from  vermin. 

A  Janitor  has  been  secured  whose  duty  is  to  keep  the  Jail  clean  and 
the  Chief  of  Police  gives  the  assurance  that  this  will  be  done.  With  this 
work  carried  out  the  city  jail  will  be  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  con- 
dition for  the  present  needs  of  the  city.  With  the  large  growth  of  the  city, 
which  now  has  a  population  of  about  50,000,  the  time  will  shortly  come 
when  a  new  police  building  will  be  needed  for  Elmira. 

Nothing  has  been  done  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  in  the  matter  of 
providing  for  unfortunate  delinquent  children.  The  present  arrangement 
of  keeping  them  in  police  matron's  quarters  is  not  satisfactory.  The  city 
should  be  urged  to  take  the  necessary  measures  for  providing  a  house 
of  detention  for  children.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this  might  be  made 
available  for  the  use  of  the  city  and  county.

This  Jail  is  located  at  police  headquarters  and  has  been  described  in 
detail  in  prerious  reports.  It  was  improved  in  1915  and  a  separate  de- 
tanUon  room  provided  on  the  second  floor.  This  room  is  furnished  with  cot 
bed,  electric  light,  and  toilet  facilities.  The  men's  cell  room  has  three 
latticed  steel  cells,  toilet  and  lavatory  in  the  corridor,  and  is  fairly  well 
Ughted  and  ventilated.  The  steel  bunks  are  not  supplied  with  bedding. 
Without  a  mattress  these  bunks  are  objectionable,  and  if  no  bedding  is 
to  be  provided  the  steel  bunks  might  better  be  removed  and  polished  hard- 
wood benches  installed.  Waterproof  mattresses  have  been  found  satis* 
factory  in  many  lockups  and  are  inexpensive. 

The  number  of  arrests  during  1918  was  250;  about  7  were  females 
and  a  considerable  number  were  minors.  Only  a  few  of  the  latter  were 
detained. 

The  Jail  was  dean,  showing  good  care.  The  chief  stated  that  the 
Interior  would  be  thoroughly  repainted  during  the  spring. 

A  sub-station  is  now  maintained  at  what  was  formerly  Fishkill 
Landing.    It  has  no  detention  quarters  for  prisoners.

This  lockup  consists  of  a  small  detached  brick  building  provided  with 
two  steel  cells  each  containing  a  bunk,  mattress  and  blankets.  The  floor 
Is  cement,  badly  cracked  and  apparently  laid  upon  the  ground.  There  is 
a  good  sized  window  at  each  end  of  the  corridor.  The  lockup  is  without 
sanitary  facilities  of  any  kind  and  electric  lights  have  never  been  in- 
stalled.   The  coal  stove  was  covered  with  rust,  indicating  dampness. 

The  justice  stated  that  no  arrests  had  been  made  since  last  October 
and  the  lockup  has  not  been  used  except  once  or  twice  for  lodgers.  It 
was  found  in  a  dirty  and  unkempt  condition  as  no  one  is  employed  to 
take  care  of  it. 
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There  is  another  lockup  in  this  township,  located  at  Wingdale.  If 
possible  to  get  along  without  these  lockniw  they  might  better  be  abandoned. 
Otherwise  provision  should  be  made  for  their  proper  care  and  soperyision. 
As  suggested  in  former  reports,  if  these  cells  could  be  installed  in  some 
other  suitable  building  easily  accessible  and  where  steam  heat,  electric 
light  and  facilities  for  sanitation  could  be  provided,  no  doubt  that  would 
be  the  most  economical  solution  of  the  matter.  The  present  arrangement 
will  doubtless  continue  imsatisfactory  and  be  the  subject  of  criticism.

The  population  of  Millerton  is  about  900. 

This  lockup  occupies  a  one-story  brick  building  situated  in  a  field  near 
the  railroad.  There  are  three  latticed  steel  cells  furnished  with  bunks 
and  bedding.   There  are  two  windows  at  the  end  of  the  corridor.    The  lock- 
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np  is  without  toilet  facilities,  water  or  lights.  The  place  was  extremely 
damp  and  dirty»  the  stove  and  cells  msty,  and  the  floor  broken.  The  floor 
seems  to  be  below  grade  and  laid  on  the  ground.  Some  of  the  bed  clothing 
was  lying  on  the  floor  in  the  dirt  and  all  was  badly  in  need  of  washing. 
I  was  cr^ibly  informed  that  the  lockup  is  cleaned  once  a  year. 

The  docket  of  one  of  the  town  Justices  showed  that  16  arrests  had 
been  made  during  the  past  twelve  months.  The  chief  of  police  estimated 
the  total  number  of  inmates  during  the  past  year,  including  lodgers,  to 
be  about  fifty. 

This  place  has  no  town  hall  or  municipal  building,  the  only  public 
property  being  a  fire  house  and  the  lockup.  If  a  lockup  is  to  be  main- 
tained in  Millerton  some  other  provision  should  be  made.  The  present 
isolated  building  away  from  the  water  mains,  electric  light  and  improper 
means  provided  for  heating  and  caring  for  it  is  objectionable.  It  has  been 
the  subject  of  criticism  In  former  reports  of  inspection  and  something 
should  be  done  at  once  to  provide  an  adequate,  safe,  and  sanitary  lockup ; 
otherwise,  it  should  be  dosed.*

CITY  JAIL-POUGHKEEPSIE 

DUTCHESS  COUNTY 

Inspected  September  19,  1919.  Ralph  S.  Butts,  mayor;  George  W. 
Davids,  president  Police  Board ;  Charles  J.  McCabe,  chief  of  police. 

The  police  force  of  the  city  consists  of  thirty  oflScers,  including  one 
policewoman.  The  number  of  arrests  for  the  eight  months  ending  August 
31st  was:  Males  482;  females  27;  total  509.  During  the  same  period  58 
male  and  3  female  children,  a  total  of  61,  were  arrested.  Twenty-four  of 
the  children  were  runaway  boys  from  other  cities  and  were  held  until 
their  parents  came  or  sent  for  them. 

For  some  time  Poughkeepsie  has  had  one  of  the  worst  Jails  in  the 
State,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  at  the  present  time  it  has  one  of  the 
very  best  to  be  found  throughout  the  State. 

For  the  men  there  are  9  roomy  cells  equipped  with  vitreous  ware 
single-piece  toilets  and  wash  bowls  and  good  folding  bunks  with  new  mat- 
tresses.   There  is  a  good  shower  bath  in  the  corridor. 

The  women's  room  is  a  lai^ge  size  room,  14x14  feet,  with  three  folding 
cots  equipped  with  mattresses.  There  is  a  large  room  for  children  provided 
with  two  cots  and  a  wash  basin.  Children  are  rarely  held  here  over  night 
except  under  necessity  and  during  that  time  are  in  charge  of  the  police- 
woman who  is  also  the  matron.  There  is  a  children's  court  held  each  Sat- 
urday morning. 

There  are  also  two  good  size  rooms  for  tramps,  which  are  equipped 
with  lavatory,  toilet  and  shower  bath,  and  there  are  collapsible  steel  frames 
with  board  platforms  which  can  be  taken  apart  and  kept  dean. 

The  jaU  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  was  freshly  painted  and  dean 
to  a  commendable  degree.  All  rooms  in  the  JaU  are  well  lighted  and  have 
excellent  ventilation. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  the  flush  in  some  of  the  cell  toilets  was  not 
adequate,  but  the  President  of  the  Police  Board  stated  that  this  would  be 
given  immediate  attention. 

The  mattresses  have  an  extra  cover  of  tiddng  which  can  be  taken  off 
and  washed.  For  this  fine  Jail  in  such  a  deanly  condition  it  would  seem 
desirable  that  the  dty  should  buy  covers  for  the  mattresses  of  leather  or 
imitation  leather  fabric  which  can  be  washed  off  and  will  keep  the  mat- 
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«e  trom  Tenoin  and  soU.  Tbese  baTe  been  osed  sticceBsfall;  In

BUFFALO  POLICE  HEADQUARTERS  AND  POLICE  STATIONS      | 

Inspected  May  8,  1919.  George  S.  Buck,  mayor;  James  W.  Hlggfns^ 
chief  of  police. 

Police  headquarters  is  still  housed  in  the  old  brick  building,  comer 
Franklin  and  Seneca  streets.  As  pointed  out  in  previous  inspection  reports, 
this  building  is  constantly  exposed  to  fire  risks  and  is  antiquated  in  cas^ 
stroction  and  arrangement  A  number  of  years  ago  a  fire  gutted  the^ 
building,  destroying  valuable  equipment  The  central  electrical  and 
patrol  system  of  the  Police  Department,  consisting  of  extensive  and  in- 
tricate apparatus,  is  in  this  building.  The  Bertillon  and  finger  print 
records  and  the  "Rogues'  Gallery"  pictures  are  also  kept  there.  Ther 
destruction  of  the  electrical  apparatus  and  these  records  by  fire  would  be 
an  irreparable  loss  to  the  Department  and  would  paralyze  police  efficiency^ 
for  some  time. 

The  Federal  Telephone  Building  on  Ellicott  street  has  recently  be«iii 
under  discussion  as  a  new  Police  Headquarters,  but  was  finally  taken  over 
by  the  lire  Department.  A  modem  fireproof  police  headquarters,  cen- 
trally located,  is  greatly  needed  and  its  construction  should  not  be  delayed. 

The  Detective  Bureau  is  also  in  the  Headquarters  building,  and  a 
cell  room  known  as  the  "freezer*'  is  on  the  third  floor  consisting  of  five 
ceUs.  Suspects  undergoing  investigation  by  detectives  and  other  of  the 
more  serious  criminal  cases,  which  for  various  reasons  should  be  isolated, 
are  confined  in  these  cell& 

Enlarged  acconmiodations  have  been  furnished  for  the  Bertillon  and 
finger  print  ofllces.  This  is  a  well  equipped  and  well  managed  department 
A  training  school  for  patrolmen  and  a  "show  up"  room  have  been  provided 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  building. 

Several  years  ago  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  severely  criticised 
the  method  of  confining  women  in  precinct  station  houses  and  the  bad 
accommodations  provided  for  them,  and  recommended  a  central  detention 
house.  Women's  organizations  in  Buffalo  took  up  the  proposition  and 
as  a  result,  when  No.  2  station  house  was  completed  its  women's  quariers 
were  made  a  central  station  for  women.  The  accommodations  at  Nou  2 
were  hitended  only  for  one  of  the  women's  precinct  stations.  It  has  con- 
sequently at  times  become  greatly  overcrowded,  and  there  is  not  adequate 
separation  and  segregation  for  the  different  classes  of  women.  The  police 
surgeon  in  his  last  report  criticised  existing  conditions  for  women  in  this 
station  house.  The  former  women's  quarters  at  No.  8  have  been  used  durini^ 
the  past  eight  months  for  women  arrested  in  the  first  and  t^ird  precincts 
who  were  held  for  trial  during  the  daytime.  Nearly  three  thousand  women 
are  arrested  yearly.  A  central  detention  station  for  women,  which  Is 
adequate  and  will  provide  facilities  for  segregation,  should  be  provided 
either  by  enlarging  the  quarters  at  No.  2  or  in  a  separate  building. 

In  the  last  inspection  report  it  was  suggested  that  Idle  prisoners  in 
the  penitentiary  be  used  to  wash  windows  and  do  cleaning  work  in  the 
police  stations,  as  is  done  in  New  York  City.  Much  of  the  work  is  too 
arduous  for  the  women  Janitors  and  the  windows  in  the  police  stations 
are  not  kept  clean.  This  suggestion  at  the  time  was  approved  by  the 
police  authorities,  but  nothing  has  been  done  to  put  it  into  effect 
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The  Department  consists  of  the  Chief,  8  inspectors,  14  captains,  06 
lieutenants,  44  desk  setgeants,  26  detective  sergeants,  8  precinct  detectiyes, 
735  patrolmen,  and  2  police  women.  Two  additional  policewomen  are  to 
be  appointed  July  1st.  A  recent  law  giving  patrolmen  one  day  off  a  week 
will  necessitate  the  addition  of  76  more  patrolmen. 

During  1918,  88,067  males  and  2,885  females  were  anested. 

Detailed  inspection  reports  of  all  the  police  stations  by  Inspector 
Young  are  attached.

This  station  house  and  Jail  remain  In  practically  the  same  condition 
as  described  in  the  last  report  of  inspection,  except  that  electric  lights 
have  been  installed  and  vermin  was  not  so  much  in  evidence.  The  cells 
are  dungeons  and  ventilation  is  poor.  The  walls  and  ceiling  are  of  lath 
and  plaster,  some  of  the  plaster  having  fallen,  and  presented  a  dingy 
appearance.  A  light  colored  paint  should  be  used  and  the  whole  interior 
thoroughly  renovated  and  painted  this  season. 

The  cells  face  blank  walls  and  there  are  windows  on  only  one  side 
of  the  cell  room;  these  admit  little  sunlight  on  account  of  the  wall  of  an 
adjoining  building  erected  very  close  to  them.  The  last  report  recom- 
mended that  windows  be  installed  between  the  Jail  and  reserve  room  to 
improve  the  light,  and  that  a  metal  ceiling  be  installed  over  the  corridors. 
This  has  not  been  done.  The  windows  suggested  could  be  glazed  vrith 
translucent  glass  and  used  for  purposes  of  light  only.  Pending  the  erection 
of  a  new  station  house  in  this  precinct,  everything  possible  should  be  done 
to  brighten  this  dark  Jail  and  render  it  reasonably  sanitary. 

The  installation  of  electric  lights  is  commendable,  but  it  is  again 
recommended  as  follows: 

First.    That  windows  be  installed  between  the  Jail  and  reserve  room. 

Second.    That  a  metal  ceiling  be  installed  over  the  corridors. 

Third.  That  the  whole  station  house  be  renovated  and  the  interior 
of  the  Jail  painted  a  light  color.

Each  cell  has  a  wooden 
bunk  and  an  iron  automatic  flushing  closet  All  but  four  of  the  cells 
face  blank  walls  and  are  dark.  This  condition  could  be  materially  im- 
proved by  painting  the  whole  interior,  including  the  cells,  with  white 
enameled  paint. 

Electric  lights  have  not  yet  been  installed,  and  are  badly  needed. 
I  was  informed  that  provision  has  been  made  for  the  filing  of  records, 
as  was  recommended  in  the  last  report  of  inspection.

The  Jail  consists  of  a  detached  brick  building  in  the  rear  and  le 
fanilahed  with  ten  steel  cells,  each  furnished  with  a  wooden  bunk  and 
an  old  iron  automatic  flushing  toilet  There  is  a  sink  supplied  with  cold 
water  in  the  corridor.  The  cells  are  rusty  and  unsightly ;  the  ceiling  which 
is  of  lath  and  plaster,  is  falling;  and  the  whole  Jail  presented  a  dilapidated 
appearance.  The  floor  is  badly  worn  and  difficult  to  keep  dean.  Ob 
aocoixnt  of  prospective  remodeling  the  station  has  been  allowed  to  de^ 
teriorate.

Gardoiyllle  is  a  small  hamlet  in  the  town  of  West  Seneca  and  is  not 
Incorporated. 

^nie  lockup  remains  the  same  as  described  in  the  last  report  of  Inspec- 
tioQ.  It  is  located  in  the  front  room  of  a  dwelling  house,  a  one  and  one-half 
story  frame  building,  which  is  owned  by  the  town.  The  walls  and  ceiling 
are  of  wood,  lath  and  plaster  and  papered.  The  floor  is  wood  and  was 
dean. 

The  equipment  consists  of  two  cells  each  4x8x8  ft  made  of  heavy 
wire  mesh  and  furnished  with  wooden  bunks;  gas  stove  and  gas  lights. 
There  are  several  windows  in  the  front  of  the  room  and  an  outside  door 
with  transom;  there  is  also  an  inner  door  connecting  with  the  rest  of  the 
building.  Utiere  are  no  toilets  or  running  water  in  the  cell  room ;  buckets 
are  used.  There  is,  however,  running  water  in  the  residence  part  of 
the  building. 

The  constable  in  charge  occupies  the  house  and  stated  that  the  lockup 
was  kept  under  careful  supervision  at  all  times  when  in  use.  The  ar- 
rests were  estimated  at  about  90  or  60  a  year. 

There  is  nothing  modem  about  this  lockup  and  it  has  never  been  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons.  The  town  has  no  other  suit- 
able building  in  which  the  lockup  could  be  located,  and  the  constable 
whose  family  occupies  the  house  feels  that  it  will  suffice  so  long  as  it  has 
the  care  and  supervision  it  is  now  receiving.  A  modem  fireproof  lockup 
with  proper  sanitary  facilties  would  be  a  vast  improvement  Should  the 
tfteeeat  dwelling  bcK^ome  vacant  I  would  recommend  the  closing  of  the 
lockup.

This  lockup  is  still  subject  to  all  the  criticisms  and  objections  recited 
in  former  reports  of  inspection.  After  the  last  inspection  in  April,  1917  the 
Tillage  authorities  Infomoed  the  Commission  that  practically  all  inmates 
of  this  lockup  were  town  prisoners  and  rather  than  go  to  the  expense  of 
building  a  new  lockup  the  village  preferred  to  have  the  present  one  closed 
and  take  the  few  village  prisoners  to  Buffalo.  Subsequently  the  town  of 
Tonawanda  voted  an  appropriation  to  erect  a  new  town  lockup  on  what 
if  known  as  the  "River  Road"  and  plans  for  the  lockup  were  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  State  Conmiission  of  Prisons.  The  lockup,  however, 
has  not  been  constracted  and  the  town  prisoners  are  still  being  cared  for 
in  the  village  lockup  in  the  Kenmore  fire  house  which  Is  an  old  frame  struc- 
tnie.  The  officer  in  cl^irge  stated  that  a  good  many  town  prisoners  were 
being  brought  to  the  lockup. 

As  this  is  a  bad  lockup  the  proper  procedure  would  seem  to  be  the 
erection  of  the  new  one  by  the  town  and  the  closing  of  the  village  lockup. 
The  Tillage  is  rapidly  growing  and  new  automobile  fire  apparatus  is  beiruE 
purchased  and  doubtless  new  fireproof  quarters  will  be  required.  If  the 
Tillage  then  finds  it  is  in  need  of  a  lockup  a  new  modem  one  could  be  in- 
stalled.

Ray  B.  Gilson,  chief  of  police,  assisted  by 
21  ofacers. 

There  were  five  prisoners  at  the  time  of  inspection,  all  adult  males.  Dur- 
ing 1918  the  total  number  of  arrests  was  2.665,  of  which  number  352  were 
females  and  284  Juveniles.  Not  so  many  lodgers  were  housed  as  in  former 
years. 

Police  headquarters  and  the  Jail  occupy  part  of  the  main  floor  of  tb» 
city  hall  which  is  a  modem  brick  building  of  fireproof  construction.  There 
are  ten  modem  cells  in  the  men's  department  facing  large  windows,  three 
cells  in  the  department  for  females,  and  in  the  quarters  for  Juveniles  there 
are  double  decked  bunks  with  wovm  wire  springs,  mattresses  and  blankets. 
Bach  department  is  fully  equipped  with  toilets,  lavatories  and  shower  bath. 
The  cells  have  polished  wooden  bunks. 

In  the  basement  is  a  lodgers'  room,  light,  well  ventilated  and  furnished 
with  a  considerable  number  of  large  wooden  sleeping  platforms  or  bunks, 
also  toilet  facilities,  hot  and  cold  water,  electric  light  and  steam  heat. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  sanitary  and  best  equipped  lodgers'  quarters  in  the 
State. 

A  Janitor  and  police  matron  are  employed.  I  was  informed  that  the 
matron  is  associated  with  the  Probation  department  and  is  subject  to  caU 
when  females  are  detained  at  the  jail. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Jail  was  good.  Owing  to  the  presence  of 
the  inmates  the  department  for  men  had  not  yet  received  its  daily  clean- 
ing at  the  time  of  inspection. 

The  city  hall,  including  the  station  house  and  Jail,  is  a  credit  to 
the  city.

The  population  of  this  village  is  about  2,700. 

The  lockup  consists  of  three  latticed  steel  cells  situated  in  the  base* 
ment  of  the  fire  house  which  is  a  frame  structure.  It  was  fully  described 
in  former  reports  of  inspection  and  was  found  in  practically  the  same  con- 
dition as  when  last  visited.  It  is  provided  with  toilet  facilities  and  faucet 
with  water,  electric  light  and  gas  heater.  The  furnace  which  heats  the 
building  is  also  in  the  basement.  Each  cell  has  a  wooden  bunk  with  mat- 
tress and  blanket 

The  basement  is  above  grade  and  is  well  lighted  and  seems  free  from 
dampness.  The  lockup  is  a  fire  trap  unless  carefully  guarded  during  the 
night  when  there  are  inmates.  A  nightwatchman  is  employed  and  it  was 
stated  that  a  man  is  paid  to  look  after  the  cleanliness.  The  basement  was 
not  clean  at  the  time  of  inspection.  Apparently  it  had  not  been  swept  for 
a  long  time  and  the  bedding  was  not  in  good  condition.  The  use  of  water- 
proof cases  on  the  mattresses  would  pres^^ve  them  and  Insure  better  sanita- 
tion.   The  blankets  should  be  washed  more  frequently. 

At  the  present  time  few  arrests  occur  and  the  lockup  is  little  used  ex- 
cept for  the  housing  of  a  few  lodgers. 
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Recommendation;  That  some  one  be  made  Te^>onsible  for  the  proper 
care  and  superrision  of  ttils  lockujp.*

This  jail  was  described  in  detail  in  the  report  of  inspection  dated  April, 
1917.  It  oecii^es  rented  quarters  in  a  two-story  and  basement  bride  build- 
ing owned  by  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Savings  Bank. 

The  men's  Jail  consists  of  Are  steel  cells  in  a  large,  light  room  with 
high  ceiling  and  plastered  walls,  unpainted.  There  are  three  rooms  in  the 
UbBement,  for  females.  Juveniles  and  lodgers,  respectively.  Eiach  depart- 
ment has  toilet,  lighting  and  healing  facilities;  the  bunks  in  the  moi's 
cells  have  waterproof  mattresses ;  the  women  and  juveniles'  quarters  have 
cot  beds  and  the  lodgers'  quarters  have  wooden  bunks. 

The  cell  provided  in  the  plans  was  never  installed  in  the  women's  de- 
partment. The  records  show  that  during  1918,  836  arrests  were  made,  of 
whidi  number  84  were  females  and  9  Juveniles,  If  the  Jail  is  to  remain  in 
this  building  permanently,  the  cell  should  be  installed  as  planned,  as  oc- 
easionaUy  it  is  necessary  to  detain  women  who  are  violent. 

BBCOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Keep  the  cells,  walls  and  ceilings  well  painted. 

2.  Install  a  cell  in  the  department  for  females.

Some  very  commendable  improvements  have  been  made  to  this  jaU 
since  the  last  inspection.  All  the  recommendations  made  by  the  State  Com- 
mission of  Prisons  last  year  have  been  complied  with.  The  improvements 
are  as  follows: 

First,  The  wooden  cell  used  for  lodgers  has  been  removed  from  the 
men's  cell  room,  a  new  window  installed  and  all  windows  in  this  room 
glazed  with  translucent  glass.  Each  cell  has  been  provided  with  a  modem 
full-flushing  toilet  of  vitreous  ware  and  some  new  bedding.  An  enameled 
sink  with  running  water  has  been  installed  in  the  corridor. 

Second.  The  second  floor  which  was  formerly  used  for  the  detention 
of  females  is  now  used  for  lodgers.  It  has  been  renovated  and  iMtinted  and 
a  modem  toilet  installed.  The  old  toilet  remains  in  the  corridor  and  there- 
is  a  sink  with  water. 

Third.  Two  rooms  are  being  fltted  up  on  the  second  floor  of  the  city 
haU  for  the  detention  of  women  and  Juveniles.  These  rooms  are  accessible 
from  the  main  portion  of  the  building  and  also  by  means  of  an  outside 
stairway  and  entrance  in  the  rear  of  the  building.    The  last  report  de- 
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•cribed  the  rooms  In  detail  and  a  plan  was  submitted  by  the  dty  authori- 
ties, which  leoelTed  the  approrval  of  the  Commission.  The  interior  of  the 
rooms  has  been  replasteied  and  new  casings  are  being  installed,  which  work 
will  be  completed  in  a  few  days.  Cot  beds  are  to  be  proylded.  A  matron  is 
employed  when  females  are  detained. 

The  interior  of  the  Jail  has  been  painted  a  light  color  and  was  clean. 
ESach  department  Is  now  light  and  well  ventilated.  The  men's  Jail  Is 
nearly  fireproof,  being  lined  with  sheet  iron  and  the  floor  is  cement. 

The  records  of  the  police  department  show  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year,  especially  for  intoxication.  The 
total  number  of  arrests  in  1917  was  492;  in  1918  there  were  299  arrests, 
ciansltied  as  follows:  Males,  275;  females,  16;  Juveniles,  8.

On  March  9, 1918  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  dty  authorl- 
tlea  requiring  them  to  show  cause  why  this  Jail  should  not  be  closed,  be- 
cause of  its  inadequate  and  insanitary  condition. 

Since  that  time  the  Jail  has  been  improved  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  last  report  of  inspection  dated  June  5, 
1918,  which  recommendations  were  approved  by  the  State  Commission  of 
Prisons  with  the  understanding  that  the  Jail  is  to  be  used  temporarily 
until  such  time  as  the  proposed  new  dty  hall  Is  erected,  which  is  to  con- 
tain a  modem  police  headquarters  and  Jail.  The  Improvements  are  as 
f<dlow8: 

Fir9t,  An  additional  window  has  been  installed  in  the  north  wall  and 
one  in  each  of  the  wooden  cells.  These  windows  are  of  good  sise  and  very 
materially  improve  the  light  and  ventilation. 

Second.  A  modem  vitreous  full-flushing  toilet  and  wash  basin  has 
been  installed  in  each  cell. 

TMrd.  Iron  bars  have  been  placed  In  the  lower  half  of  the  cell  doors 
which  were  formerly  wooden  panels. 

Fourth.    Electric  light  and  steam  heat  have  been  installed. 

Fifth.  The  whole  interior  has  been  painted  a  light  color  and  the 
wooden  bunks  have  been  furnished  with  some  bedding. 

According  to  the  police  records  few  arrests  are  made  In  this  city,  and 
all  women  Juveniles  and  persons  arrested  on  warrant.  If  detained,  are  taken 
to  the  county  Jail  nearby. 

The  location  of  the  dty  Jail  has  been  considered  objectionable  on  ac- 
count of  its  nearness  to  private  residences,  its  attachment  to  the  fire  house, 
accessible  only  through  the  apparatus  room,  and  its  separation  from  police 
headquarters.  Already  a  high  board  fence  has  been  erected  by  private 
parties  a  few  feet  from  the  new  cell  windows.    The  reason  is  obvious. 

The  improvements  made  are  commendable  and  it  is  respectfully  rec- 
ommended that  the  order  dosing  this  Jail  be  rescinded  and  the  proceedings 
discontinued.*

On  the  second  floor  is  a  lodgers'  room  equipped  with  portable 
steel  bunks.  There  is  also  on  the  first  floor  an  additional  room  whldi  ia 
«aid  to  be  used  for  hospital  purposes. 

Each  department  and  each  ceU  has  toilet  facilities,  and  the  entire 
building  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  with  steam.  The  detention 
rooms  have  cot  beds  which  presented  a  tidy  appearance.  The  interior  of 
the  Jail  is  well  painted  and  was  found  in  clean  condition  throughout, 
except  the  bedding  on  the  cell  bunks.  This  should  be  replaced  with  water- 
proof mattresses  which  have  been  found  satisfactory  In  many  city  Jails 
and  lockups. 

The  number  of  arrests  during  1918  was  674.  The  Juveniles  numbered 
72  and  the  women  about  6;  150  lodgers  were  housed.

This  lockup  has  been  enlarged  and  Improved  in  accordance  with  plans 
approved  by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons.  It  is  located  in  the  rear 
of  the  fire  station,  a  three-story  brick  structure.  The  department  for  men 
of  the  station,  a  three^story  bivick  stmcture.  The  department  for  men 
is  approximately  16  x  21  feet.  The  former  door  has  been  bricked  up  and* 
an  entrance  with  a  transom  has  been  provided  in  place  of  one  of  the 
windows.  There  are  double  doors,  one  of  latticed  steel  and  one  of  wood» 
There  are  three  large  windows  in  the  rear  wall,  glazed  with  translucent 
glass,  barred  and  screened.  There  are  four  cells  facing  these  windows,. 
6o  placed  as  to  provide  a  utility  corridor  in  the  rear.  Two  of  the  cells 
were  used  in  the  old  lockup  and  two  are  new.  They  have  barred  fronts 
and  each  is  equipped  with  bunks,  toilet  with  Integral  seat,  and  lavatory. 
The  toilets  are  operated  by  a  push  button,  but  the  flush  is  not  adequate. 
It  was  stated  that  a  larger  water  pipe  was  to  be  installed  so  as  to  provide 
t  better  flush.  The  bunks  are  equipped  with  mattresses  and  blankets. 
A  concrete  floor  lias  been  laid.  The  room  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted 
by  electricity. 

A  room  for  lodgers,  with  a  floor  area  of  about  300  square  feet  adjoins 
tbe  lockup  on  the  first  floor.  It  has  a  concrete  floor,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  Jog  in  the  room  next  to  the  hose  tower,  a  barred  window,  and 
a  double  door,  one  of  latticed  steel  and  one  of  wood.  The  room  is  heated 
by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity,  and  Is  equipped  with  four  cots,  toilet» 
and  lavatory. 
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A  room  for  women  and  luyenlles  has  been  proTided  on  the  second 
floor.  It  is  8  z  12  feet,  with  barred  window,  and  is  equipped  with  a  bed 
with  mattress,  chair,  toilet,  and  lavatory.  In  the  plans  as  approved  the 
women's  room  was  to  have  been  a  comer  one.  Instead,  the  room  provided 
is  the  one  shown  on  the  plans  as  the  "chemical  driver's  room''  and  serves 
Its  purpose  equally  as  well  as  the  one  originally  indicated. 

In  view  of  the  completion  of  the  work  of  improving  the  lockup  it  is 
recommended  that  the  closing  order  be  set  aside  and  the  show-cause 
proceedings  be  discontinued.*

There  is  a  cdoset  in  each  c^ 
and  a  sink  with  running  water  in  the  corridor.  The  light  is  insufficient, 
there  being  a  small  window  over  the  top  of  the  cells  *at  one  side  of  the 
room  and  a  small  window  in  the  door.  The  lodcup  has  electric  light  and 
is  heated  by  a  coal  stove.  The  place  presented  a  neglected  appearance 
and  was  very  dirty. 

Additional  light  and  ventilation  are  needed.  This  could  be  provided 
by  installing  more  windows.  The  lockup  should  be  thoroughly  (deaned 
and  some  one  made  responsible  for  keeping  it  in  good  condition.  It  should 
have  supervision  when  occupied  to  guard  against  the  danger  of  fire. 

Clayton  has  a  normal  population  of  1,900  and  during  the  summer 
months  it  is  much  larger,  as  the  village  is  located  on  the  St  Lawrence 
river  at  the  end  of  a  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  railroad,  mavtwg 
it  a  gateway  to  the  Thousand  Islands.  The  village  should  have  a  lockup 
equal  at  least  to  the  one  at  Alexandria  Bay. 

The  following  recommendations  which  have  been  made  in  former 
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veporls  are  renewed  and  shonld  no  longer  be  neglected: 

ProTlde  additional  light  and  ventilation. 

Clean  tbe  lodcnp  and  provide  for  keeping  it  clean  and  giving  It  proper 
aapenrlsion  when  occupied.

This  is  no-license  territory  and  the  village  is  situated  several  miles 
from  the  railroad;  apparently  a  lockup  is  not  needed.  The  lockup  con- 
sists of  a  small  wooden  building  in  the  rear  of  stores  fronting  on  the  main 
street.  The  lockup  has  a  wooden  floor  and  the  ceiling  and  walls  are  of 
lath  and  plaster.  The  room  has  three  windows.  There  are  no  facilities 
for  heating,  lighting  or  sanitation.  The  village  has  a  water  system  and 
•electric  lights. 

There  are  two  latticed  wooden  cells,  each  furnished  with  wooden 
bunk  and  some  bedding  which  was  in  fair  condition.  The  justice  stated 
that  the  lookup  liad  not  been  used  over  three  times  in  the  past  two  years. 
It  apparently  had  not  been  used  for  a  long  time  as  it  was  covered  with 
cobwebs  and  dirt  and  the  plastering  falling  down. 

Kearly  all  lockups  of  this  description  throughout  the  state  have  been 
abandoned  or  replaced  with  modem  ones.  In  its  present  condition  this 
lodGQp  is  not  fit  for  detention  purposes.  If  the  place  does  not  require 
a  lockup  I  would  recon^end  that  the  village  bpard  pass  a  resolution 
abandoning  same  and  file  a  copy  of  said  resolution  with  the  .State  Ck>m- 
mission  of  Prisons;  otherwise  the  authorities  should  be  cited  to  show 
cause  why  M  should  not  be  closed  by  the  CJommission.

The  lockup  is  located 
in  the  same  portion  of  the  buillding  as  formerly  but  is  now  divided  into 
a  men's  cell  room,  a  detention  room  for  females  and  juveniles  and  there 
is  a  room  for  lodgers  in  the  basement.  Each  department  has  a  separate 
outside  entrance  and  can  also  be  entered  from  the  interior.  The  lockup 
is  practically  of  fireproof  construction. 

The  men's  department  has  three  cells  each  furnished  with  a  toilet, 
lavatory  and  iron  cot  with  good  mattress  and  blanket;  the  women's  room 
has  one  cell  similarly  equipped.

The  officials  of  the  village  feel  that  too  much  expense  would  be 
Involved  to  install  modem  sanitary  facilities,  and  as  tbe  lockup  is  not 
kept  heated  during  cold  weather  on  account  of  its  very  little  use  the  plumb- 
ing would  be  injured  by  frost. 

The  officer  in  charge  stated  that  the  lockup  was  not  used  over  a 
dozen  times  Inst  year.  It  has  some  supervision  when  occupied  and  is 
also  provided  with  an  alarm  connected  with  the  officer's  house;  this  ia 
operated  by  a  pull  cord  suspended  in  front  of  the  cells. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  the  lockup  needed  sweeping  and  one  of  the 
windows  had  been  boarded  up  on  account  of  broken  glass.

POLICE  HEAiDQUARTERS— .ROCHESTER 

Inspected  December  20,  1919.  J.  is,  Quigley,  chief  of  police;  H.  F. 
McAlister.  captain  of  first  p^recinct.  The  total  police  force  of  the  city 
Is  360. 

There  are  in  all  six  precincts  and  a  station  house  in  each,  but  all 
prisoners  detained  are  sent  to  the  city  Jail  at  police  headquarters.  De- 
tentions in  the  other  station  houses  are  very  brief.  The  jail  at  head- 
quarters is  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the  last  inspection.  There  is  a  cell 
room  for  men  with  21  steel  cells  and  a  department  for  women,  consisting 
of  five  detention  rooms,  quarters  for  the  tiiree  matrons,  with  a  room  for 
the  woman  police  officer  and  a  room  for  the  woman  probation  officer.  The 
women's  court  room  is  an  the  same  floor. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  calendar  year  1918  was  4,092,  of  whom 
472  were  women.  The  arrests  during  the  .present  year  to  date  of  inspec- 
tion was  4,928,  of  whom  450  were  women.  Before  July  1st  the  arrests 
for  public  intoxication  were  more  than  usual;  since  that  date  they  have 
been  less.  Of  the  arrests,  500  were  for  traflBc  violation.  The  arrests 
for  minor  misdemeanors  Increased  236,  and  for  felonies  76.  Of  those  ar- 
rested about  3,000  were  held  in  custody  over  nij^t,  the  Chief  estimated. 

The  jail  was  clean  throughout,  showing  good  care.  The  bunks  for 
men  have  no  bedding.  Some  of  them  at  least  should  be  provided  with 
waterproof  covered  mattresses  for  the  use  of  prisoners  not  grossly  in- 
toxicated, as  is  now  the  practice  in  many  statidn  house  jails.

CITY   JAIL— AMSTERDAM 

Inspected  July  2,  1919.  Seely  Conover,  mayor;  ih^  W.  PackWood, 
idilef  of  police. 

The  present  city  jail  at  Amsterdam  was  remodeled  in  1915  on  plans 
approved  by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  as  a  temporary  expedient 
pending  tbe  erection  of  a  new  municipal  building.  Bunks  were  to  have 
been  provided  at  the  time  improvements  were  made  to  take  the  place  of 
hammocks  in  the  cells,  but  the  hammocks  are  still  in  use.  The  jail  was 
dean  and  apparently  Is  well  cared  for. 

When  the  jail  was  remodeled  no  provision  was  made  for  the  deten- 
tion of  women  and  juvtoiles,  the  city  at  tihat  time  having  made  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  Salvation  Army  to  care  for  them.  Since  the  last  in- 
spection the  Army  has  moved  its  quarters  and  terminated  this  arrange- 
ment Now  when  womten  are  detained  they  are  sent  to  a  hotel  and  ju- 
veniles sleep  on  tbe  floor  at  police  headquarters. 

Amsterdam  has  an  estimated  population  of  36,500  and  should  pro- 
Tide  a  proper  place  of  detentiooi  for  women  and  juveniles  under  arrest. 
As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the  general  ctty  law  provides 
that  in  cities  of  more  than  25,000  a  iplace  shall  be  designated  for  the 
separate  detention  of  women,  and  a  matron  appointed.  The  report  of  the 
police  department  for  the  month  of  June  shows  that  16  of  the  43  arrests 
or  37  per  cent,  of  the  total,  were  juveniles.  It  is  unreasonable  to  make 
these  children  sleep  on  the  floor  at  police  headquarters  and  steps  should 
be  taken  at  once  to  provide  proiier  quarters  for  their  care  while  under 
detention.  The  matter  should  be  brought  sharply  to  the  attention  of  the 
city  authorities  with  a  view  to  remedying  this  intolerable  condition. 
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BECOMMENDATIOI78 

That  a  proper  place  of  detention  be  provided  for  women  and  Jareiiiles. 
That  bunks  be  Installed  in  the  cells  in  the  jail  and  the  hammodu 
removed.

Inspected  December  1,  1919.  Seely  Conover,  mayor;  N.  B.  Smith, 
commissioner  of  public  safety;  Fred  W.  Packwood,  chief  of  police.  The 
entire  police  force  of  ^the  city  is  22. 

The  Jail  for  men  and  the  quarters  provided  for  the  housing  of  lodgers 
were  found  In  the  same  condition  described  in  the  report  of  inspection  of 
July  2nd  last  They  have  not  been  much  used.  While  there  were  38 
arrests  in  the  city  in  October  and  21  in  November,  only  2  or  3  were  held 
in  the  Jail  all  night ;  'these  were  cases  of  arrests  in  the  evening  for  public 

Intoxication.  Very  few  of  the  others  were  locked  up  at  all  but  were 
taken  before  the  City  Recorder  and  had  a  bearing  at  once.  The  most  of 
them,  if  convicted  or  held,  paid  fines  or  gave  bail  to  appear  before  the 
grand  jury.  The  Recorder  holds  court  in  the  evening  when  anyone  is  in 
custody  awaiting  a  hearing. 

No  women  were  arrested  during  either  of  said  mouths  and  a  woman 
is  rarely  taken  into  custody.  The  city  Is  still  without  a  place  of  deten- 
tion for  either  women  or  juveniles.  As  a  temporary  arrangement  until 
such  place  can  be  provided,  they  are  taken  to  the  county  jail  at  Fonda. 

There  were  6  .luvenile  cases  in  October  and  5  in  November:  3  of 
those  in  October  were  sentenced  to  ihe  State  Industrial  School  at  Industry 
and  the  other  3,  and  all  those  brought  before  the  Court  in  November, 
were  either  put  on  probation  or  sentence  suspended.  W!hen  Juveniles  are 
sentenced  either  to  Industry  or  Randall's  Island,  they  have  to  be  held 
one  nig^t  in  *order  to  have  a  physician  examine  and  certify  to  the  con- 
dition of  their  throats.  All  the  Juveniles  of  recent  times  have  been  boys. 
All  who  have  been  sentenced  have  been  held  in  the  custody  of  the  sheriff 
at  Fonda  over  night  and  taken  to  Industry  the  next  morning. 

It  is  conceded  that  a  suitable  place  for  the  detrition  of  women  and 
children  should  be  provided  by  the  city,  but  the  terms  of  all  the  present 
dty  officials  expire  January  1,  1920,  and  they  do  not  th>\nk  it  would  be 
advisable  for  them  to  attempt  to  make  any  permanent  provision  for  such 
a  place  during  the  one  month  remaining  of  their  oflnclal  existence,  and 
suggested  that  we  take  the  matter  up  with  the  new  city  officials  after 
the  first  of  .Tnnuary.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  stated  that  he 
would  personally  see  that  any  woman  or  diild  arrested  during  the  re- 
mainder of  this  year  would  be  properly  cared  for,  either  at  Fonda  or 
at  a  hotel  in  Amsterdam. 

Juveniles  are  said  to  be  no  longer  detained  at  night  at  police  head- 
quarters and  it  was  stated  would  not  be  hereafter.  Truant  children  are 
not  arrested  by  the  School  Attendance  officer,  but  their  parents  are  notified 
to  bring  them  before  the  Recorder  in  the  morning,  and  if  committed  they 
are  sent  to  a  children's  institution  at  Troy. 

BECOKMENDATION 

That  the  city  of  Amsterdam  provide  a  suitable  place  for  the  detentioo 
of  women  and  Juveniles,  and  employ  a  matron;  and  that  the  urgent  need 
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of  such  a  place  and  the  legal  duty  of  the  dty  to  provide  Boch  place  and 
employ  a  matron  be  presented  to  the  new  anthoritiea  of  the  city  early  in 
January,  1920.

The  population  of  the  village  of  Bellmore  ds  about  1,500. 

This  lockup  belongs  to  the  town  of  Hempstead.  It  is  not  used  more 
than  six  times  a  year  I  was  informed.  There  have  been  some  improve- 
ments since  the  last  inspecUon. 

There  are  now  two  Fteel  cells  instead  of  one,  and  they  are  placed 
so  as  to  face  the  large  window.  It  seems  the  town  owned  two  cells,  but 
at  first  only  one  was  set  up.  The  second  cell  is  identical  with  the  first 
one  set  up,  which  was  fully  described  in  my  former  report  of  AprU,  1910. 

A  room  has  been  fitted  up  for  women,  adjacent  to  the  men's  room  but 
not  cosmected.  It  is  not  often  used.  It  is  8x11  feet  and  has  two  large 
windows,  electric  light,  steam  heat,  a  cot  bed,  stationary  wash  basin,  a 
chair,  a  stand,  and  a  looking  glass;  also  a  toilet  in  an  alcove  adjacent 
with  an  outside  window. 

This  lockup  is  also  used  by  the  village  of  Wantagh  and  Merrick. 

It  was  dean  throughout,  showing  good  care.

This  lockup  is  located  in  a  one-story  brick  addition  to  the  town  hall 
and  contains  a  department  with  four  cells  for  men  and  one  with  one  cell 
for  women.  It  was  formerly  a  town  lockup,  hot  recently  Glen  Cove  has 
been  incorporated  as  a  city  and  this  building  is  now  city  property.  The 
lockup  is  in  the  care  of  a  janitor  who  is  also  the  diief  of  police  and  lires 
In  the  same  building;  his  wife  acts  as  matron  when  there  is  a  woman  in 
distody. 

The  nuihber  of  arrests  during  1918  was  113.  This  is  about  one-fouith 
as  many  as  formerly,  and  only  about  a  half  dozen  of  these  were  held  In  the 
lockup  all  flight;  aboilt  25  others  Wei^  held  a  few  hours  during  the  day. 
Prisoners  are  fed  if  in  custody  at  meal  time.    No  lodgers  are  housed. 

The  lockup  was  clean  and  showed  good  care.  It  was  fully  described 
in  former  reports  and  remains  in  practically  the  same  condition  as  at  the 
time  of  my  last  inspection  in  1916.

This  towm  has  Just  about  completed  the  etection  of  Its  new  Town  Hall 
In  the  village  of  Hempstead.  It  is  a  fine  two-story  and  basement  brick 
building,  semi-fireproof.  It  contains  a  new  lo<ikup  in  the  basement  which 
Is  more  than  half  above  grade.  The  room  for  men  is  about  20  ft.  square, 
with  a  9  ft.  celling,  with  four  large  windows,  brick  walls,  cement  floor, 
steam  heat,  electric  lights,  and  three  new  steel  cells,  each  5x7  ft,  with 
barred  fronts  made  of  round  bars  set  on  about  4  1-2  inch  centers.  Each 
cell  has  one  folding  bunk,  a  modem  one-piece  toilet  flushed  with  a  push 
button,  and  a  stationary  wash  basin.  There  is  a  ventilator  in  the  top  of 
each  cell  and  a  utility  corridor  back  of  the  cells.  The  entire  interior 
Is  painted  a  light  color. 

Tliere  Is  a  room  for  women  on  the  other  side  of  the  hallway,  about 
9x24  feet,  with  a  large  double  window.  This  room  is  finished  the  same  as 
the  room  for  men  and  has  two  new  steel  cells  with  the  same  equipment 
as  those  for  men.  These  two  rooms  with  their  equipment  make  an  excel- 
lent locktp  which  is  a  credit  to  the  town.  It  has  not  yet  been  occupied, 
as  some  inside  work  on  the  upper  fioor  has  not  been  completed.  The  court 
room  and  office  of  the  justice  will  be  on  the  upper  floor. 
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The  oW  lockup  In  the  old  town  hall  is  still  in  use.  It  has  two  de- 
inrtments  and  was  clean  and  in  good  condition.  The  janitor  remains  in 
the  building  at  night  when  it  is  occupied.  This  practice  is  to  be  con- 
tinued in  the  new  building. 

The  number  detained  in  the  lockup  under  arrest  since  January  1,  191^, 
to  date  of  inspection  was  67  held  all  night,  and  a  few  others  for  a  short 
period  in  the  daytime.  No  lodgera  are  cared  for;  they  are  directed  to 
the  Salvation  Anny  which  gives  them  shelter.

Thi«  is  a  comparatively  new  fireproof  lockup  with  two  departments, 
one  for  men  with  two  modem  steel  cells  and  one  for  women  with  one 
cell.  It  was  fully  described  in  my  report  of  February  10,  1916,  ^nd  re- 
mains substantially  in  the  same  condition.  It  is  cared  for  by  the  janitor 
who  lives  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  town  hall  adjacent  to  the  lockup,  and 
ha^  fairly  good  care. 

llie  number  of  arrests  Is  lees  than  formerly.  They  now  average  about 
25  a  year,  the  jailer  stated,  most  of  whom  are  held  all  night.  Only  one 
woman  has  been  arrested  in  two  years.  There  were  about  75  lodgers 
in  1918.  They  are  given  supper  and  breakfast  by  the  janitor.  Prisoners 
are  fed  as  long  as  they  are  in  custody. 

BECOM  MEND  ATION  H 

The  push  bolts  by  which  the  toilets  are  operated  i^ould  be  readjusted 
so  that  the  toilets  could  be  more  easily  flushed.  A  better  system  should 
be  provided,  as  the  present  flush  is  very  weak  and  it  requires  more  effort 
to  push  in  the  flushing  bolt  than  a  prisoner  Is  likely  to  exert.*

The  population  of  the  village  is  about  1,800. 

This  lockup  has  four  cells,  two  of  which  belong  to  the  town  of  Hemp- 
stead and  two  to  the  village  of  Lawrence.  They  are  all  in  one  room  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  village  hall.  The  room  has  one  large  window,  electric 
light,  and  steam  heat,  and  remains  in  the  same  condition  as  at  the  time 
of  my  last  inspection,  October  11,  1916. 

The  village  clerk  stated  that  the  number  of  arrests  would  average 
about  200  a  year,  but  not  over  25  are  held  in  the  lodcup  over  night ;  the 
others  are  taken  to  court  the  day  of  their  arrest  and  if  not  cUscharged  are 
at  ooce  taken  to  the  county  jail  at  MJneola. 

The  interior  of  the  lockup  has  been  newly  painted  and  renovated, 
and  was  clean. 
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The  room  is  too  small  for  four  cells  and  should  be  enlarged.  There 
is  a  loooi  between  the  lodcup  and  the  court  room,  with  a  large  window. 
This  room  is  little  used  except  for  storage  and  might  be  added  to  the  lode- 
up  by  removing  the  board  partition  between  them.  This  would  gire  tbe 
lockup  Bfa  additional  window,  more  air  space,  and  more  room  for  the  cages. 
I  recommend  that  this  be  done.

This  village  has  a  population  of  more  than  6,000  and  the  lockup  is 
used  principally  by  the  village.  It  still  consists  of  two  cells  in  a  room 
on  the  second  floor  of  a  business  building  on  Main  street  adjacent  to 
the  Justice^s  court  room.  Since  the  last  inspection  the  rear  room  on  tills 
floor,  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  has  been  partially  fitted  up  for  women 
but  ds  seldom  used  for  such  purpose.  Vi^en  a  woman  is  arrested,  which 
is  infrequent,  she  is  either  taken  to  court  at  once  and  given  a  hearing  or 
taken  to  the  lockup  at  Hempstead  in  the  same  town  which  has  facilities 
for  the  separate  care  of  women,  and  later  is  brought  back  for  a  hearing. 

The  justice  stated  that  the  number  of  arrests  average  from  25  to  30 
a  year,  about  one-half  of  whom  are  Ih^d  in  the  lockup  over  night. 

The  lockup  was  clean  and  has  supervision  at  night  when  occupied.

This  lockup  belongs  to  the  town  of  North  Hempstead  but  is  used  chiefly 
by  the  village  of  Manhasset  and  surrounding  section. 

The  number  of  arrests  average  about  200  a  year,  I  was  informed,  all 
of  whom  were  held  in  the  lockup  over  night.  There  were  about  100  lodgers 
last  winter.  Prisoners  are  fed  if  in  custody  at  meal  time,  and  lodgers  are 
given  sup[>er  and  brealcfast  on  the  order  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor. 

This  lookup  occupies  the  basement  of  a  dwelling  house  and  is  rented 
by  the  town.  It  is  an  old  building  in  rather  dilapidated  condition.  Fonn- 
erly,  the  janitor  and  constable  lived  in  the  upper  section  of  the  house* 
but  recently  he  moved  out,  deeming  the  house  unsafe.  As  tihe  building 
bas  a  wooden  interior  he  has  one  of  his  men  remain  in  the  building  at 
night  to  give  It  supervision  on  account  of  the  danger  of  Are.  The  house 
is  built  on  a  side  hill,  so  that  the  entire  basement  is  above  grade. 

llieie  are  two  large  woodmen  cells  and  the  entire  floor  is  wood.  The 
heat  is  from  a  coal  stove  in  the  room  outside  of  the  cells.  It  is  well 
supplied  with  outside  windows  so  that  it  is  light  except  in  the  cells.  The 
entire  interior  presented  a  neglected  appearance  and  the  whole  outfit 
is  unsuitable  for  a  lockup,  especially  where  there  are  so  many  inmates. 
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It  is  alflo  inconveniently  located,  being  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from 
the  railroad  station  and  from  the  town  hall  located  near  the  railroad 
station. 

I  talked  with  the  town  clerk,  whose  office  is  in  the  town  hall,  and 
he  said  there  was  no  place  in  that  bnilding  suitable  for  a  lockup.  How- 
ever, the  lot  is  large  and  a  small  fireproof  lockup  could  be  constructed 
Qpon  the  premises.  This  town  should  provide  a  better  lockup,  either  on 
the  town  hall  lot  or  some  other  couvient  place  and  discontinue  the  use 
of  the  present  rented  building. 

Since  the  last  inspection  the  lockup  has  been  furnished  with  electric 
light  and  stationary  wash  basin,  but  is  without  a  toilet

William  H.  Seaman,  supervisor,  post-office, 
Glen  Gove;  Robert  W.  Douvall,  resident  Justice;  Charles  Weeks,  town 
clerk.  Ouster  Bay ;  John  D.  Thompson,  chief  of  police. 

The  number  of  arrests  average  about  200  a  year,  about  one-half  of 
wOiom  are  held  in  the  lockup  over  night  The  arrests  of  women  average 
about  one  a  month.    There  were  about  100  lodgers  during  last  winter. 

This  lockup  is  located  on  the  first  fioor  of  a  two-story  section  of  the 
town  hall.    The  justice's  court  room  is  adjacent  on  the  same  floor.    The 
room  containing  the  cells  is  about  12x20  feet  with  an  11  ft  celling.    There 
are  three  steel  cells,  each  5x7x7  feet,  with  open  fronts,  the  rest  solid  steel. 
Each  cell  has  two  bimks.    The  room  has  three  windows,  two  behind  the 
cells,  each  3x3  feet  and  one  at  the  entrance  end  of  the  corridor  3x5  feet 
I  inspected  this  lockup  November  18,  1914,  and  in  my  report  stated 
that  the  windows  were  so  placed  that  they  did  not  give  light  to  the  inte- 
rior of  the  cells ;  the  arrangement  is  very  poor.    At  that  time  the  number 
of  arrests  was  about  15  a  month,  most  of  whom  were  held  all  night.    That 
report  stated  'that  the  lodnip  was  without  water  exo^t  a  toilet  in  one 
tcomer  outside  the  cells.  i 

I  made  another  inspection  on  February  10,  1916.  In  that  report  I 
stated  as  follows:  None  of  the  windows  gives  any  light  in  the  cells. 
IVhile  the  cells  have  open  fronts,  the  arrangement  is  such  that  a  ray  of 
isonlight  never  enters  tiheir  interior." 

This  lookup  has  no  drinking  water  or  washing  facilities.  Most  of 
(the  villages  in  this  town  have  modem  lockups.  There  is  no  separate 
place  for  women  and  I  was  informed  at  the  time  of  inspection  in  1916, 
and  again  on  this  occasion,  that  when  a  woman  is  detained  she  is  locked 
up  in  one  of  these  three  cells.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  does  not 
provide  proper  segregation  from  the  male  prisoners. 

In  my  former  report  I  recommended  (1)  That  the  open  end  of  the 
cells  should  be  made  to  face  the  windows.  (2)  That  each  cell  should  be 
provided  with  a  toilet  and  lavatory.  (3)  That  a  separate  department 
should  be  provided  for  women.  None  of  these  recommendations  has  been 
foomplied  with,  and  since  that  inspection  war  conditions  have  prevailed 
tod  we  have  not  pressed  improvements  as  in  ordinary  times. 

It  happened  that  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay  had  a 
jneeting  at  Oyster  Bay  on  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  this  inspection  and  I 
remained  and  discussed  the  matter  with  them.  After  explaining  the  sit- 
(nation,  they  inspected  the  lookup  and  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
dbAuges  which  I  had  recommended  in  my  former  report  and  which  I 
^rged  before  them  should  be  made,  and  they  practically  agreed  that  if  the 
Commission  so  directed  they  would  make  them.  I  therefore  recommend 
'4he  following  improvements  to  this  locktip: 
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1.  That  the  stairway  leading  to  the  Janitor*8  rooms  on  the  second 
floor  be  removed  from  the  lockup.  The  janitor  stated  he  did  not  use  tiie 
stairway  and  it  would  be  an  improvement  to  his  living  quarters  to  have 
access  from  the  lockup  entirely  closed,  as  the  noise  and  odor  from  the 
lookup  were  objectionable. 

2.  That  the  three  cells  be  turned  around  so  that  the  open  fronts 
will  face  the  windows  now  at  the  rear  of  the  cells. 

3.  That  each  cell  be  equipped  with  toilet  and  stationary  wash  basin. 
The  toilets  should  be  of  a  type  approved  by  the  Commission,  viz.,  they 
should  be  of  vitreous  ware  with  integral  seat  and  have  a  tank  flush 
operated  by  push  button  or  equivalent.  A  small  space  should  be  left  in 
Ihe  rear  so  as  to  place  as  much  of  the  plumbing  behind  the  cells  as  possi- 
ble. 

4.  That  the  tops  of  the  cells  be  perforated  so  as  to  afford  better 
Tentilation  to  the  interior  of  the  cells. 

5.  That  separate  quarters,  well  lighted  and  furnished  with  toilet 
and  stationary  wash  basin,  be  provided  for  women. 

The  authorities  of  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay  fidiould  be  advised  by 
the  Commission  that  unless  these  recommendations  are  complied  with  the 
authorities  will  be  cited  to  show  cause  why  the  lockup  should  not  be  closed.

This  lockup  is  owned  by  the  town  of  North  Hemstend  but  is  rhiefly 
used  by  the  village  of  Port  Washington  where  it  is  located.  It  was 
fully  described  in  my  former  reports  nnd  remnins  in  the  same  condition 
except  that  since  the  last  inspection  a  sink  with  running  water  has  been 
Installed. 

There  are  two  good  steel  cages,  with  bunks  furnished  with  mattresses 
and  quilts,  all  in  good  condition.  It  has  been  used  but  twice  during  the 
t)ast  three  years,  I  was  informed.  It  was  clean  and  showed  good  care. 
(Prisoners  are  fed  if  in  custody  at  meal  time.    No  lodgers  are  cared  for.

This  village  has  a  population  of  about  6,000. 

The  arrests  average  from  200  to  300  a  year,  most  of  whom  are  taken 
to  court  at  once  and  if  held  are  committed  to  the  county  Jail  at  Mine- 
ola  the  same  day.  Not  more  than  half  a  dozen  are  put  in  the  lockup,  I 
was  informed.  These  were  too  intoxicated  for  a  hearing  and  were  held 
over  night  to  sober  up.  The  number  of  women  arrested  would  not  ex- 
ceed 3  a  year.    No  lodgers  are  kept. 
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This  ia  a  new  fireproof  lockup  with  a  separate  room  for  women.  It 
has  electric  light,  steam  heat,  and  modem  equipment.  It  was  clean 
except  the  toilets  which  showed  neglect  It  was  fully  described  in  a 
report  October  11,  1917.  It  is  inconveniently  located  far  from  the  busi- 
ness section  of  the  village  and  from  police  headquarters.  When  there  is 
a  police  headquarters  in  a  village  or  city  it  is  much  better  to  have  the 
lockup  in  tile  same  building  Uke  the  cells  in  city  police  stations.

The  resident  population  of  Sea  Cliff  is  about  2,500.  During  the 
midsummer  season  it  has  a  ipopulation  of  about  5,000. 

The  lockup  Is  comparatively  new,  built  about  four  years  ago,  and  was 
fully  described  in  my  report  of  February  10,  1916.  It  consists  of  a  sec- 
tion of  the  basement  of  the  village  hall.  It  has  a  concrete  floor  and 
ceiling,  brick  partitions,  metal  doors,  steam  heat  and  electric  light 

There  are  two  rooms,  one  for  men  and  one  for  women.  Each  room 
has  a  brick  cell  with  a  front  of  steel  bars  facing  an  outside  window,  a 
fiteel  folding  bunk,  a  toilet,  and  wash  basin.  The  bunks  have  waterproof 
Mattresses.     The  windows  are  glassed  with  non-transparent  glass. 

The  arrests  range  from  15  to  25  a  year.  Most  of  those  arrested  are 
held  all  ni^t 

The  lockup  was  clean,  showing  good  care,  except  the  toilets  which 
presented  a  neglected  appearance  and  should  have  better  care.*

This  is  a  small  village  having  a  population  of  about  600. 

The  lockup  consists  of  one  latticed  steel  cell  located  In  the  fire  house, 
which  is  a  small  one-story  wooden  building  centrally  located.  The  room 
is  ceiled  and  painted  and  has  several  windows,  electric  light  and  is  heated 
by  a  coal  stove.  The  village  has  a  water  system  but  no  sewerage.  There 
U  no  running  water  In  the  lockup. 

The  cell  has  two  steel  bunks,  one  of  which  was  furnished  with  some 
bedding  which,  however,  needed  washing. 

It  is  claimed  that  very  few  arrests  occur  and  that  the  lockup  is 
seldom  used.  When  prisoners  are  locked  In  the  cells  the  building  should 
have  careful  supervision,  especially  during  the  night,  on  account  of  the 
danger  of  fire. 
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Thifi  lockup  is  far  from  modem  and  not  wortliy  of  the  enterprUing 
community  which  maintains  it  If  no  longer  needed  it  should  be  abandon- 
ed by  resolution  of  the  village  board.  A  modem  lockup  consists  of  fire- 
proof quarters  with  cells  on  cement  floor,  provided  with  toilet  and  lav- 
atory.   There  should  also  be  adequate  means  of  sunlight  and  ventilation.

There  Is  an  enclosed  toilet  in  the  room  and  a  sink  with  running  water  in 
the  main  hall.  The  room  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  with  a  coal 
stove,  and  has  two  large  windows. 

The  Justice  stited  chat  oiiiy  a  few  per.««on8  were  detained  in  the  lock- 
up during  the  past  year  and  that  the  lockup  is  always  kept  under  careful 
supervision  during  the  night  when  occupied.  This  should  in  no  case  be 
neglected  as  the  building  is  almost  entirely  of  combustible  material.  The 
lockup  was  dean  showing  good  oare.

This  lockup  remains  In  the  same  condition  as  described  in  former 
reports  of  inspection.  It  consists  of  two  steel  cells  In  a  small  wooden 
building  located  in  a  remote  section  of  the  place.  There  are  no  toilet 
or  lighting  facilities  although  the  village  has  electric  light  and  a  water 
system.  The  lockup  has  a  rusty  coal  stove  and  a  small  window.  The 
steel  bunks  are  not  furnished  with  :iny  bedding. 

The  constable  estimated  the  number  of  persons  detained  in  the  lockup 
under  arrest  during  the  past  year  to  be  about  30.  Very  few  lodgers  were 
cared  for  and  no  women  or  children  were  arrested. 

This  lockup  has  been  criticized  in  all  former  reports  of  Inspection. 
The  last  one  contained  the  following  statement: 

"It  would  be  foolish  to  tinker  further  with  the  old  shanty. 
It  is  very  inflammable  and  may  burn  up  at  any  time,  day  or 
night  aoid  is  a  discredit  to  the  town  and  village.  A  new  lockup 
should  be  located  in  the  proposed  town  or  village  hall  which  the 
president  said  was  under  construction,  or  in  a  separate  con- 
crete building." 

The  same  conditions  prevail  and  if  something  is  not  done  soon  which 
will  provide  this  village  and  to^foiship  with  a  place  of  detention  some- 
what in  harmony  with  modem  requirements,  the  present  one  should  be 
closed.

NIAGABA   OOITNTY 

Inspected  February  21,  1919.  Traman  Jennings,  president  of  the 
Tillage  and  chief  of  police.  In  ad^tioQ  the  village  has  two  police 
oflTicers  and  a  resident  town  constable. 

There  have  been  only  two  arrests  and  one  lodger  since  last  October. 

The  lockup  occupies  a  room  in  the  rear  section  of  the  village  fire 
house,  a  brick  building  in  good  condition.  The  room  is  11  ft  6  tn.  by  11 
ft.,  with  a  12  ft  ceiling,  and  has  a  large  outside  barred  window  2  ft.  4  in. 
by  7  ft  It  contains  two  steel  cells,  each  6  ft.  2  in,  by  4  ft.  6  in.  by  6  ft 
8  in.  high,  with  one  bunk  in  each.  The  cells  have  open  fronts  and  top» 
of  round  bars  set  on  3-inch  centers,  with  solid  partition  and  backs  and 
metal  floors.  The  floor  outside  the  cells  is  of  matched  hardwood  laid  on 
wooden  Joists^    There  is  a  cellar  under  the  building. 

Recently,  the  entire  interior  of  the  lockup,  including  the  ceiling,  ha» 
been  lined  with  galvanized  sheet  iron,  an  excellent  improvement 

There  is  no  water  in  the  lookup,  but  there  are  two  toilets  in  a  smalY 
recess  off  the  entrance  hallway  near  the  lockup  door. 

The  President  of  the  village  asks  that  the  Commission  approve  » 
metal  floor  laid  over  the  present  wooden  floor  with  a  lining  of  heavr 
asbestos  between,  and  the  installation  of  one  toilet  and  lavatory,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  fact  that  the  lockup  is  now  so  little  used,  and  the  dif- 
ficulty of  installing  a  concrete  floor. 

It  would  seem  that  one  cell  is  all  the  village  needs  and  I  therefore 
recommend: 

First  That  one  of  the  cells  be  equipped  with  a  full-flusliing'  vitreou9 
ware  toilet  with  integral  seat,  operated  by  a  push  button  or  equivalent, 
and  a  small  stationary  wash  basin  with  a  self-closing  faucet. 

Second.  That  a  sanitary  fireproof  floor  be  installed  outside  the  cells, 
whldi  may  be  a  composition  floor  or  a  metal  floor  with  asbestos  lining.

POUCE   HEADQUARTERS   AND   GITT   JAIIr-NIAGARA    FALLS

Inspected  February  22,  1919.  George  W.  Whitehead,  mayor;  John 
A.  Curry,  chief  of  police. 

The  population  of  Niagara  Falls  is  about  70,000. 

The  total  police  force  of  the  city  is  50.  The  number  of  arrests  av»- 
age  about  250  a  month,  the  Chief  stated,  about  4  per  cent  of  whom  are 
women.  Nearly  all  are  locked  up  and  a  majority  are  in  custody  all  night 
and  takoi  to  morning  court.  There  were  256  lodgers  housed  all  night 
in  the  lodger's  room  in  the  basement  between  January  ISth  and  the  date 
of  huspection. 

This  is  a  new  Jail  and  police  station  and  a  credit  to  the  city.  There 
is  a  department  on  the  first  fioor  of  three  eclls  for  men  and  a  separate 
department  of  two  cells  designed  in  the  plans  for  intoxicated  women,  but 
■0  for  these  have  also  been  used  for  men.  The  Chief  stated  that  all  women 
arrested  so  far  have  been  nble  to  walk  upstairp.  and  as  the  windows  in 
front  of  the  cells  on  the  first  fioor  onen  onto  a  public  alley  they  dislike 
to  keep  women  in  them.  Another  officer  stated  that  women  too  intoxi- 
cated to  walk  were  carried  to  the  third  floor  on  a  stretcher. 

There  are  five  cells  on  the  second  floor  for  men.  On  the  third  floor 
there  are  a  room  for  adult  women,  a  room  for  girls,  and  a  room  for  boys. 
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There  is  also  on  this  floor  another  good  sized  room  with  two  steel  cells, 
not  yet  in  use.  The  interior  was  being  painted  on  the  day  of  inspection. 
The  Chief  stated  that  this  room  would  be  used  for  special  classes  of  male 
prisoners,  including  those  detained  for  several  days,  as  sometimes  hap- 
pens. The  rooms  on  this  floor  are  not  yet  fully  supplied  with  cot  beds; 
additional  beds  are  to  be  provided.  There  are  also  very  comfortable 
quarters  for  the  matron,  who  stays  at  the  Jail  at  night  when  there  are 
any  women  in  custody.  A  police  woman  has  the  care  of  them  during 
the  day. 

Tlie  lack  of  drainage  of  the  floors  in  the  cell  rooms  on  the  first  and 
.«econd  floors  has  not  been  remedied,  as  recommended  in  the  report  of 
Commissioner  Wade,  dated  December  26,  1018,  so  that  it  is  practically 
Impossible  to  hose  the  cells  or  corridors.  There  are  no  openings  for  the 
water  to  flow  away.  These  floors  do  not  appear  to  have  been  laid  on  a 
pitch  to  facilitate  hosing  and  drainage,  but  even  if  they  were,  unless  there 
were  drainage  openings  into  the  city  sewer  the  trouble  would  not  be 
remedied.  The  most  of  these  cells  are  used  every  night  and  need  to  be 
lioeed  every  day.  The  pr«»sent  court iti(n  is  «<implr  iiitolerf^ble.  The  City 
Manager  who  wrote  on  February  5th  that  these  floors  were  being  relaid 
to  correct  this  condition  must  have  been  misinformed. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  this  condition  be  corrected  without 
delay.

CITY  JAIL— NORTH  TONA WANDA 

NIAGARA    COUNTY 

Inspected  May  7,  1919.    John  F.  Ryan,  chief  of  police. 

This  Jail  consists  of  two  rooms  with  cells  on  the  first  fioor  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  bulldiflig.  It  has  been  described  in  fo^er  reports  of  inspec- 
tion and  was  found  in  all  respects  the  same.  The  men's  Jail  has  four 
cells  and  the  department  for  women  has  two.  There  are  also  quarters 
for  lodgers  in  the  basement.  This  is  an  interior  Jail  having  no  outside 
windows.  Electric  lights  furnish  practically  all  the  light  and  for  ventila- 
tion the  doors  are  opened  if  the  weatlier  will  permit.  A  few  years  ago 
a  tube  was  installed  horizontally  over  the  cells  and  extends  through  the 
women's  room  but  does  not  reach  the  outside  air  on  either  end.  How 
such  an  arrangement  cnn  afforJ  ventilation  ia  beyond  comprehension. 
There  seems  to  be  no  way  of  rendering  the  present  jail  adequate  and 
sanitary  as  it  occupies  quarters  not  suitable  for  such  purpose. 

The  Jail  was  clean,  showing  good  care.  The  number  of  arrests  last 
year  was  not  so  large  as  in  previous  years.  The  figures  for  1918  are  as 
follows:  Males,  275;  females,  19.  Of  the  latter  it  was  stated  that  very 
few  were  detained  in  the  Jail.  If  necessary  to  detain  a  juvenile  he  is 
placed  in  a  cell,  but  this  is  not  a  frequent  occurrence. 

I  have  only  one  recommeikdation  to  make  and  that  is  that  a  new  city 
jail  be  provided.

It  is 
located  In  a  small  one-story  detached  frame  building  situated  on  the 
main  street.  The  lockup  has  three  full  sized  windows  and  a  sash  door 
which  afford  ample  means  of  sunlight  and  ventilation.  There  is  a  coal 
«tove  but  no  toilet  facilities,  water  or  electric  light  as  the  place  does  not 
afford  these  improvements.     Kerosene  lamps  are  used. 

The  interior  of  the  room  is  painted  white  and  was  found  in  good  con- 
dition but  is  a  fire  trap  unless  carefully  guarded  when  there  are  inmates. 

The  constable  stated  that  the  lockup  was  used  approximately  five 
times  during  the  past  year,  and  at  such  times  has  had  supervision.

This  is  a  smaU  village  having  a  population  of  about  700  and  there 
M&BOM  to  be  tittle  use  for  a  lockup.  I  was  unable  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  arrests  made,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  Justice. 

The  lockup  was  found  in  practically  the  same  condition  as  described 
Id  the  last  report  of  inspection.  At  that  time  it  was  very  dirty  and 
showed  absolutely  no  care.  The  supervisor  subsequently  informed 
this  Commission  that  -the  lockup  has  be^i  put  in  proper  condition.  The 
lodrap  is  in  a  small  one-story  and  basement  frame  building  owned  by  prl- 
Tate  parties  and  rented  to  the  town.  There  are  two  latticed  steel  cells 
in  the  basement  which  seems  to  be  damp  as  the  stove  was  very  rusty  and 
the  pipe  broken  and  falling  down.  The  floor  was  strewn  with  coal, 
wood,  broken  chairs,  bottles,  dirt,  etc  The  glass  in  the  door  and  one 
ci  the  windows  was  broken. 

This  lockup  is  not  fit  for  the  detention  of  prisoners.  It  should  be 
either  put  in  proper  condition  and  cared  for,  or  it  should  be  closed. 

Following  are  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  last  report  of 
Inspection  dated  March  23,  1916,  which  are  again  repeated : 

1.  That  the  door  and  window  be  repaired  and  someone  employed 
nd  held  responsible  for  the  care  and  cleanliness  of  the  lockup  and  that 
it  be  kept  under  supervision  at  night  when  occupied. 

2.  That  electric  light  and  sink  with  running  water  be  Installed. 

3.  That  metal  ceiling  be  installed. 

4.  That  the  cells  be  kept  thoroughly  painted  a  light  color.

This  lockup  was  somewhat  improved  in  1915  and  it  has  since  been 
folly  described  In  a  report  of  inspection.  The  improvements  were  never 
fully  completed  in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  approved  by  the  State 
Commission  of  Prisons.  The  cell  toilets  were  never  installed  although 
the  sewer  pipe  was  ladd;  the  separate  room  for  tramps  was  not  provided 
nor  were  windows  installed  in  the  brick  wall  on  the  alley  side  of  the 
building. 

The  lockup  is  used  but  little  and  at  the  time  of  inspection  it  was 
very  damp  and  the  cells  and  stove  were  rusty.  The  walls  were  covered 
with  cobwebs  and  the  new  steel  ceiMng  is  nearly  destroyed  by  rust  The 
toilet  in  the  room  was  disconnected  and  broken.  It  was  not  a  fit  place 
in  which  to  confine  a  human  being  and  the  officer  stated  that  if  necessary 
to  detain  a  prisoner  he  woiAd  be  taken  to  the  county  )all  rather  than 
put  him  In  the  lockup  in  its  present  conddtion. 

This  lockup  should  be  closed.*  If  a  place  of  detention  is  needed 
pending  the  erection  of  the  proposed  town  hall  and  municipal  building, 
it  might  be  well  to  fit  up  a  sanitary  place  and  install  one  of  the  cells  on 
the  main  floor  of  the  present  building  which  is  said  to  be  rented  by  the 
village  from  private  parties. 

About  a  dozen  arrests  were  made  last  year.

The  total  police  force  of  the  city  consists  of  a  chief,  an  assistant  chief; 
twelve  patrolmen,  two  station  house  keepers,  and  two  chauffeurs. 

There  is  a  room  with  eight  cells  for  men  and  a  room  with  two  ceUs 
for  women.  If  chdldren  are  detained  they  are  kept  at  the  detention  room- 
in  the  county  Jail  nearby. 

The  bunks  in  the  cells  have  waterproof  covered  mattresses  and* 
blankets. 

The  Chief  stated  that  the  city  authorities  were  considering  the  in- 
staUation  of  new  toilets  in  the  cells.  This  would  be  a  commendable  Im- 
provement, as  the  present  ones  are  of  an  antiquated  pattern. 

The  arrests  for  the  year  1918  were  1,028  men  and  45  women.  Vor 
the  year  1919  to  date,  706  men  and  44  wom^i. 

The  Jail  was  dean  throughout,  showdng  excellent  care.

The  population  of  Utica  is  about  100,000. 

The  number  of  arrests  from  January  Ist  to  December  1,  1919,  was 
3,324  men  and  357  women,  a  total  of  3,681.  About  one-half  of  these  were 
locked  up  in  the  station  house  for  some  time  and  about  20  per  cent,  were 
lield  in  custody  all  night.  There  have  been  no  lodgers  during  the  past 
year.  Children  ere  not  detained  at  the  statical  house  but  are  sent  to  the 
I>etention  Home. 

There  are  two  cells  on  the  upper  floor  for  male  minors  and  ^ght 
on  the  main  floor  for  men.  There  is  also  a  room  for  the  matron  and  quar- 
ters for  women  on  the  upper  floor  with  cot  beds  and  suitable  bedding. 

All  departments  were  clean,  showing  good  care.  There  is  no  bedding 
on  the  bunks  for  men. 

RECOMMENDATION 

That  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  bunks  for  men  should  be  furnished  with 
waterproof  covered  mattresses  and  blankets,  as  ds  done  at  the  city  Jail 
In  Rome.

The  population  of  Waterville  is  about  1,200. 

The  lockup  remains  the  same  as  described  in  the  last  report  of  in- 
spection. There  are  three  cells  in  a  good  sized  room  in  the  basement 
of  the  fire  engine  house,  a  brick  budlding.  Each  cell  has  a  wooden  bunk 
and  one  had  a  blanket  The  interior  of  the  cells  is  lined  with  metal  and 
the  floor  is  cement.  The  lockup  is  provided  with  electric  light,  coal  store, 
sink  with  runndng  water  wad  an  automatic  flushing  toilet.  The  two  out- 
side cells  each  have  a  window  and  there  are  also  windows  in  the  room. 
The  basement  is  partially  below  grade  and  is  rather  damp  when  there 
is  DO  fire. 

The  chief  of  police  stated  that  the  lockup  is  kept  comfortable  and 
tmder  supervision  when  occupied,  but  during  recent  years  it  has  been 
used  only  occasionally,  not  over  12  or  15  limes  during  the  past  year.  The 
lodcup  was  clean.

Walter  Stone,  mayor;  Walter  W.  Nich- 
olson, commissioner  of  public  safety;    Martin  L.  Gadin,  chief  of  police. 

The  total  police  force  of  the  city  is  225.  The  population  of  the  city 
of  Syracuse  is  approximately  155,000.  The  number  of  arrests  from  Jan- 
uary 1st  to  December  1,  1919,  was  4,741.  The  number  of  prisoners  taken 
to  the  penitentiary  was  506.  There  were  143  arrests  made  by  other  police 
d^wrtments,  and  during  the  eleyen  months  152  lost  children  were  taken 
care  of.  *Ihe  number  of  Juvendle  delinquents  arrested  was  259.  During 
the  same  period  lost,  stolen  and  abatndoned  property  of  the  yalue  of 
|20&,726wO2  n^as  recovered  by  the  members  of  the  police  department  and 
returned  to  the  owners. 

The  jail  was  fully  described  in  a  report  dated  January  23,  1918.  and 
remains  in  exactly  the  same  condition.  It  was  cleanly  and  orderly  in 
appearance  aoid  showed  excellent  care.  The  women's  department,  also 
described  in  this  report,  was  scrupulously  clean  and  was  an  unusually  well 
kept  women's  department.  The  city  has  a  very  effioient  probation  officer 
in  Mrs.  Rose  Thalheimer,  and  her  work  has  been  greatly  to  the  credit  of 
the  dty  administration. 

No  children  are  confined  in  this  Jail,  quarters  having  been  secured 
in  a  good-9ised  dwelling  house  at  302  West  William  street,  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  jail.  This  is  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  and  matron. 
A  room  is  provided  where  children's  court  is  held,  obviating  the  neces- 
sity of  brinfdng  the  children  into  the  regular  police  court  The  house 
is  provided  with  kitchen  and  dininc  rooms,  dormitory,  niid  snflSolent  rooms 
to  adequately  take  care  of  the  children  who  are  placed  under  arrest. 

The  cells  on  the  west  side  open  onto  a  dead  wall,  with  a  skylight 
overhead.  It  Is  stated  that  these  cells  are  only  used  when  there  is  an 
miu5ual  number  of  prisoners  in  confinement,  and  at  times  for  lodgers. 
A  modem  ventilating  system  with  a  large  fan  was  in  operation  at  the 
time  of  the  inspection,  giving  the  best  possible  ventilation  obtainable  in 
the  laiL 

The  mattresses  in  the  cells  of  the  men's  jail  are  covered  with  a 
khaki  cloth.  It  is  recommended  that  a  more  modem  way  of  taking  care 
of  these  mattresses  be  adopted  here,  namely,  to  secure  covers  of  a  water- 
proof imitation  leather  substance  in  which  the  mattresses  can  be  en- 
cased, the  covers  to  be  taken  off  and  cleaned  regularly.  This  will  be^ 
fonnd  to  be  a  great  aid  in  keeping  the  mattresses  clean  and  free  from 
Termin. 

Tbe  city  jail  is  tbe  only  detention  place  for  prisoners  arrested  in 
the  city.  This  is  rather  unusual  for  a  city  the  size  of  Syracuse.  In  some 
hi^tances  it  is  necessary  to  bring  prisoners  over  a  mile  and  a  half  to  the 
police  station.  This,  however,  is  done  with  the  use  of  patrol  automobiles. 
Commissioner  Nicholson,  in  his  last  report  to  the  Mayor,  recommends 
the  establishment  of  two  additional  predncts  in  Syracuse.  His  recom- 
mendation is  as  follows: 

"There  is  a  strong  feeling  on  the  part  of  police  officials  in 

favor  of  establitfiing  two  sub-stations  or  precincts  in  Syracuse. 
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Chief  Cadin  has  on  two  previous  occasions  made  definite  recom- 
mendation in  that  direction,  but  refrains  from  making  a  similar 
xecommendation  this  year.  Yet,  I  believe  the  quicker  action  that 
result  from  establishhig  such  stations,  with  consequent  apprehen- 
-Bion  of  offenders  who  now  sometimes  get  away,  would  Justify  a 
reasonable  capital  expenditure  for  such  a  purpose.  It  would  be 
<well  to  consider  in  this  year's  bond  issue  the  inclusion  of  an  item 
of  $50,000  for  two  precinct  stations." 
It  is  urged  that  the  Commission  approve  this  reoomsnendation  to  the 

^tUty  authorities  as  very  necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  police  affairs 

In  the  city. 

Everything  in  connection  with  the  Inspection  indicated  an  efCiciflnt 

f>olice  eystem  in  the  dty  of  Syracuse.

This  Jail  is  located  in  the  basement  of  die  Ci'ty  Hall  and  is  practical- 
ly above  grade.  The  main  cell  room  has  6  steel  cells  facing  the  windows 
and  there  ia  a  smaller  room  containing  8  cells.  In  addition  there  is  a 
detention  room  for  females  and  a  room  for  lodgers.  The  cells  are  each 
furnished  with  a  good  sanitary  toilet  and  lavatory,  steel  bonks  and 
blankets. 

As  lodgers  are  not  accommodated  the  tramp  room  is  not  in  use  at 
present.  The  detention  room  for  females  is  used  for  storage,  as  the  Chief 
stated  that  no  women  are  housed  here  but  are  either  taken  to  tlie  county 
Jail  nearby  where  there  is  a  matron  or  the  case  promptly  disposed  of. 
Juveniles  are  cared  for  by  the  probation  officer. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  was  65. 

The  Jail  was  in  good  condition  except  the  cells  need  repainting  a 
light  color.

That  the  cell  be  painted  with  a  white  enamel  non-absorbent  paint

The  population  of  (Geneva  is  about  18,000. 

The  Jail  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  municipal  building.  Tbs 
Chiefs  office  is  on  the  main  floor,  but  the  other  officers'  quarters  are 
also  in  the  basement. 

The  men's  Jail  contains  12  good  steel  cells,  each  provided  with  an  iion 
bunk  and  bedding,  one-piece  toilet  with  direct  flush,  and  lavatory  with 
running  water.  Six  of  the  cells  face  large  windows  and  are  light;  the 
otiier  six  face  a  brick  wall  and  are  considerably  darkened. 
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The  department  for  females  Is  separate  and  has  four  similar  cells 
and  equipment.  There  is  a  small  room  adjacent  intended  for  the  matron 
whai  females  are  detained.    These  quarters  are  well  lighted  and  sanitary, 

Tbe  room  for  Juveniles  contains  two  cells  with  same  equipment. 

The  jail  waa  found  in  good  condition  throughout  A  janitor  is  em* 
ployed.  OflClcers  bxb  on  duty  at  all  tdmes  and  have  supervision  of  the 
hoiiding. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  was  080,  of  whom 
about  a  dosen  were  females,  and  a  few  juveniles  were  detained  for  short 
periods. 

When  this  jail  was  installed  an  insane  ward  was  fitted  up,  but  it  has 
not  been  used  as  the  authorities  understand  that  it  does  not  comply  with 
tbe  TetfiArem&itB  of  the  State  Hospital  Commission.  As  the  detention 
of  an  Jiasane,  or  alleged  insane,  person  is  said  to  be  a  frequent  occur- 
rence, it  would  seem  that  these  quarters  should  be  put  in  proper  order 
and  assigned  to  the  health  ofQcer  for  the  temporary  care  of  such  persons. 
Tbe  use  of  jails  for  this  purpose  having  been  declared  illegal.  It  is  Im- 
portant that  some  suitable  detention  quarters  should  be  provided. 

BEGOMMENDATIOIV 

That  the  State  Hospital  Commission  be  requested  to  advise  the  city 
officials  of  GoieTa  as  to  their  requirements  in  providing  "comfortable, 
safe  and  humane  confinement"  for  insane  or  alleged  Insane  persons.

This  lockup  is  located  at  Central  Valley  and  belongs  to  the  town  of 
Woodbury.  The  town  has  a  population  of  about  2,800  and  the  village 
about  800. 

The  lockup  has  two  steel  cells  with  modem  equipment  in  a  large 
room  in  the  basement  of  the  village  building,  has  concrete  fioor  and  metal 
celling.  It  is  entirely  above  grade  and  is  well  lighted  by  outside  windows, 
and  has  electric  Ufl^t  and  steam  heat  Since  the  last  inspection  mat- 
tresses have  been  furnished  the  bunks,  but  they  are  not  enclosed  in  water- 
fyroof  coverings  as  promised  at  that  time.     This  tsAiould  be  done. 

The  lockup  has  been  fully  described  In  former  reports. 

There  are  not  many  arrests,  about  six  last  year  the  justice  stated. 
The  average  does  not  exceed  10  or  12.  About  half  of  those  arrested  are 
lield  all  night    The  lockup  was  clean,  showing  good  care.

The  population  of  Chester  is  about  1,200. 
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Not  many  arrests  are  made  in  this  village,  not  over  10  or  12  a  year 
I  was  told.  Most  of  these  were  held  in  the  lockup  over  night  or  for  the 
balance  of  the  night  from  the  time  arrested  until  morning  court  No- 
lodgers  are  housed.    Thf  lockup  was  clean,  showing  proper  care. 

The  lockup  consists  of  two  celU  in  a  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
village  hall.  Each  cell  has  a  toilet,  stationary  wash  basin,  and  a  bunk. 
The  cells  have  open  fronts.  While  the  interior  of  the  lockup  is  practically 
fireproof  and  the  building  itself  has  a  fir^roof  exterior,  the  floors  and 
interior  supports  are  wood,  so  that  if  the  interior  of  the  building  should 
bum  when  prisoners  are  confined  in  the  lockup  they  would  be  burned  to 
death  unless  removed.  I  advised  the  president  that  under  such  conditiont 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  village  to  have  an  oifioer  remain  in  the  building 
when  the  lockup  is  occupied.*  This  should  not  be  neglected:  as  it  occurs 
less  than  a  half  dozen  times  a  year  the  expense  would  be  nei^gible.

W.  Bruce,  chief  of  police,  assisted  by  \wo  regular  oflicers  and  one  special; 
William  Lovett,  village  clerk. 

The  population  of  €k>shen  is  about  8,500. 

The  number  of  arrests  in  this  village  during  1918  was  176,  the  major- 
ity of  whom  were  held  in  the  lockup  all  night.  Occasionally  a  woman  is 
arrested ;  she  is  not  put  in  the  lockup  but  is  taken  to  the  county  Jail. 

This  lockup  has  been  frequently  described  in  former  reports  and 
recommendations  made  for  its  improvement.  It,  however,  remains  in  the 
same  condition.  In  a  report  of  inspection  made  in  January,  1918,  Com- 
missioner John  S.  Kennedy  recommended  a  number  of  important  improve- 
ments, none  of  which  has  l)een  complied  with.  The  objections  to  this  lock- 
iip  are  numerous.  The  cells  are  In  the  same  room  used  by  the  police  as 
headquarters,  the  only  separation  being  a  thin  curtain.  It  sometimes 
happens  that  women  call  at  police  headquarters  to  see  the  police  on  neces- 
sary business  at  a  time  when  there  are  prisoners  in  the  cells.  There  are 
other  times  when  it  is  embarrassing  to  have  prisoners  listening  to  what 
passes  between  police  officers  end  citizens  or  to  conversations  over  the 
telephone  by  the  police. 

It  has  been  recommended  in  previous  reports  that  a  substantial  par- 
titiotn  be  built,  separating  police  headquarters  from  the  room  containing 
the  cells;  that  the  present  toilets  be  taken  out  and  new  ones  of  vitreous 
ware  with  integral  seat  installed;  the  present  toilet  condition  is  intoler- 
able. All  the  windows  should  be  covered  with  woven  wire  mesh  to  prevent 
communication  with  outsiders.  The  bunks  should  be  provided  with  water- 
proof covered  mattresses. 

The  last  report  stated  if  the  recommendations  contained  therein  were 
not  carried  out,  within  a  reasonable  time,  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
State  Commission  of  Prisons  to  close  this  lockup.  As  that  report  was 
approved  by  the  Commission  and  copies  sent  to  the  local  authorities  mors 
than  a  year  ago  and  no  action  has  been  taken  in  the  prenitlMfi,  proper  pro- 
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ceedings  should  be  taken  by  the  Commission  unless  these  improvements  are 
promptly  made,  as  present  conditions  should  no  longer  be  tolerated.*

Nothing  whatever  has  been  done  to  comply  with  the  Commission's  re- 
i^aeBt  regarding  ^Uiis  lockup.  It  fitiU  remains  in  the  same  condition  as 
heretofore  reported.  The  only  sepo ration  between  the  two  cells  and  the 
police  office  is  e  green  curtain  stiruUg  on  a  wire.  The  cells  were  ez- 
oeptionally  dirty  and  insanitary  and  the  whole  place  presented  a  repulsive 
appearance.  It  is  not  a  fit  place  for  police-officers  to  remain  any  length 
of  time  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

President  <Swe2ey  told  me  that  the  trustees  were  going  to  appear 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Orange  county  to  make  an  effort  to 
use  a  portion  of  the  Orange  County  Jail  at  Goehen  by  making  a  contract 
with  the  supervisors.  He  also  stated  that  if  that  could  not  be  done  the 
trustees  would  vacate  the  upper  part  of  the  building  in  which  the  lockup 
\r  located  and  allow  the  police  to  occupy  that  room*  using  the  lower  floor 
exclusively  for  the  lockup.  The  trustees,  he  stated,  would  probably  take 
a  room  in  the  town  hall. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  an  eff<\^t  is  to  be  made  within  a  few  weeks 
to  correct  the  highly  tmsatisfactory  and  insanitary  conditions  existing, 
I  would  recommend  that  action  in  the  matter  be  deferred  until  the  Decem- 
ber meeting  of  the  Commission.

TOWN  LOCKUP— HIGHLAND  FALLS 

ORANGB  COUNTY 

Inspected  May  20, 1019.  George  W.  Flood,  supervisor ;  Moses  P.  Nelson, 
resident  Justice ;  Charles  H.  Dicky,  villoge  president ;  Samuel  Carlton,  chief 
of  police. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Highland  Falls  is  about  3,500  and  of  the 
villape  2,500. 

This  is  a  basement  lockup:  however,  the  building  is  on  a  side  hill  and 
the  floor  of  the  lockup  is  at  gmde.  It  consists  of  two  rooms,  one  10x11  feet 
and  the  other  11x12  feet.  The  floors  are  wood  and  each  room  has  an  out- 
side window,  toilet,  stationary  wash  basin,  and  a  double-deck  wooden  bunk 
with  canvas  bed.  The  toilets  and  wash  basins  were  out  of  order  and  part 
of  them  were  disconnected.  The  floor  was  dirty  and  the  entire  jail  present- 
ed a  neglected  and  dilapidated  appearance.  These  rooms  have  been  in  this 
condition  for  some  time  and  have  been  used  simply  as  a  sleeping  place  for 
tramps,  practically  without  care.  They  have  been  so  absolutely  unfit  for 
lockup  purposes  that  the  local  ofl?cers  have  refused  to  detain  prisoners 
therein  with  the  result  that  many  times  arrests  are  not  made  when  they 
Bhonld  be,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  fit  place  of  detention.  There 
is  no  reason  why  these  rooms  might  not  be  cleaned  up  and  the  equipment 
repaired  so  as  to  make  them  fairly  acceptable  for  lockup  purposes.  It  is 
lieeded  by  both  the  town  and  the  village. 
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The  following  improyements  should  be  made,  otherwise  the  lockai^ 
should  be  closed: 

1.  Remoye  the  wooden  floors  and  install  concrete  floors. 

2.  Install  in  each  room  new  toilets  and  wash  basins.  The  toilets- 
should  be  of  yitreous  ware  with  integral  seat,  with  tank  flush  operated  by 
push  button  or  equiyalent  Both  rooms  should  be  thoroughly  fumigated, 
cleaned,  and  painted  a  light  color.  New  bunks  should  be  furnished  or  the 
old  ones  cleaned  and  repaired.  One  of  the  rooms  might  be  used  for  lodgers 
and  the  other  for  prisoners  under  arrest  The  arrest  of  a  woman  is  so  in- 
frequent that  arrangements  should  be  made  to  take  care  of  her  other  than  in 
the  lockup. 

I  talked  with  a  number  of  the  officials  of  the  yillage  and  town  and  all 
agreed  there  was  need  for  a  lockup  and  that  this  lockup  should  be  im- 
proyed.  In  its  present  condition  it  is  a  disgrace  and  its  use  should  not 
be  permitted.  If  these  improvements  are  not  made  within  a  reasonable 
time  I  recommended  that  proceedings  be  instituted  to  dose  the  lockup.*"

who  comes  on  call  and  looks  after  the  women  prisoners. 

The  population  of  Middletown  is  about  18,000. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  1918  was  430,  of  whom  8  were 
women.  During  the  year  there  were  241  lodgers  who  sleep  on  bunks  out- 
side of  the  cells. 

This  Jail  has  two  departments,  one  with  eight  cells  for  men  and  one 
with  two  cells  for  women.  All  of  the  cells  are  of  modem  construction  and 
equipment  and  are  cared  for  by  the  janitor.  It  was  clean  and  showed  good 
care.  The  building  is  practically  fireproof  and  police  headquarters  is  on. 
the  main  floor,  so  that  some  one  is  always  on  duty  day  and  night.

This  Jail  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  City  Hall  and  consists  of 
eight  cells  for  men  and  two  for  women.  They  haye  been  described  in  pre- 
yious  reports. 

On  the  day  of  inspection  there  was  but  one  Inmate,  a  boy  of  11  years 
who  was  being  detained  in  the  women's  department  preparatory  to  being 
taken  away  the  following  morning. 

From  December  1,  1918,  until  October  1,  1919,  there  haye  been  4S9 
arrests,  about  10  of  whom  were  women.  A  matron  is  called  in  eyery  time 
a  female  is  taken  into  custody  and  the  matron's  seryices  are  continued  un- 
til the  disposition  of  the  prisoner. 
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The  Jail  appeared  in  a  clean  condition,  showing  it  is  well  cared  for.  In 
time,  however,  the  old-fashioned  toilets  with  wooden  seats  should  be  dis- 
placed by  the  one-piece  vitreous  ware  toilet.  Wooden  seats  are  hard  to 
keep  clean  and  promote  insanitation.

The  population  of  Monroe  is  about  1,600. 

This  lockup  is  comparatively  new,  completed  about  two  years  ago. 
It  is  a  one-8tory  fireproof  building  just  back  of  the  village  hall.  It  has  two 
departments,  one  for  men  and  one  for  women.  The  men's  room  has  two 
steel  cells  with  modem  equipment.  The  bunks  are  furnished  with  mattress- 
es and  comfortables.  There  is  a  separate  outside  entrance  to  the  women's 
room.  It  has  folding  steel  bunks.  Both  departments  have  electric  light, 
steam  heat,  toilets,  and  stationary  wash  basins.  The  plaster  on  the  outer 
wall,  which  was  chipped  off  at  the  time  of  the  last  inspection,  has  been 
repaired. 

The  number  of  arrests  averages  30  a  year,  about  half  of  whom  are  held 
in  the  lockup  all  night    There  is  an  occasional  lodger. 

This  lockup  was  fully  described  in  my  report  of  March,  1917,  in  which 
I  stated  that  the  lockup  is  heated  from  a  furnace  in  the  basement  of  the 
fire  hall.  The  Janitor  stated  it  was  his  place  to  see  that  the  heat  was  fur- 
nished, but  it  was  not  part  of  his  duty  to  otherwise  take  care  of  the  lockup 
and  the  report  reconmiended  that  some  definite  arrangement  be  made  to 
give  the  lockup  proper  care.  Apparently  no  such  plan  has  been  followed 
and  the  lockup  presented  a  neglected  appearance.  It  is  no  part  of  the 
official  duty  of  a  police  officer  to  do  the  housework  of  the  lockup  unless  so 
employed.  The  plumbing  especially  needs  better  care.  It  was  new  at  the 
time  of  my  last  inspection  and  shows  neglect. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  mattresses  be  enclosed  in  waterproof  cov- 
ering and  that  blankets  be  provided,  as  they  are  more  suitable  for  a  lockup 
and  can  be  laundered,  and  wiith  mattresses  so  protected  it  is  easier  to  keep 
the  lockup  free  from  vermin  and  in  sanitary  condition.

The  population  of  Montgomery  is  about  1,000. 

This  lockup  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  new  municipal  building 
and  was  fully  described  in  a  report  of  inspection  dated  June  19,  1916.  It 
has  two  concrete  cells  with  large  barred  doors  facing  three  outside 
windows.  There  is  also  an  additional  window  in  one  of  the  cells.  The  cells 
are  furnished  with  cots  and  bedding  which  were  in  good  condition,  also 
toilet  and  stationary  wash  basin.  It  has  steam  heat  and  electric  light.  It 
was  clean,  showing  good  care. 

The  police  court  records  showed  there  were  8  arrests  and  the  Justice's 
court  records  showed  9  arrests  last  year  and  1  this  year.  About  half  of 
those  arrested  are  held  over  night. 
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The  recommendation  contained  in  my  former  report — that  some  one  re- 
jnain  in  the  building  when  the  lockup  Is  occupied  on  account  of  the  danger 
of  Are — has  been  complied  with.

The 
police  force  consists  of  2  sergeants,  2  lieutenants,and  10  patrolmen.  There 
are  3  in  the  United  States  service  and  3  vacancies. 

The  jail  is  in  the  rear  of  police  headquarters  and  the  men's  department, 
•consisting  of  five  cells,  was  dean  and  in  good  condition.  The  three  old  cells 
have  been  renovated  and  repainted.  Two  new  cells  of  a  modem  type  have 
been  installed,  fitted  with  lavatory  and  latest  toilets  with  integral  seat. 
New  windows  hate  been  cut  in  and  the  apartment  is  well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated. 

On  the  floor  above  are  two  women's  rooms  well  fitted  and  equipped 
ifvith  closets  and  lavatories.  When  female  prisoners  are  in  custody  a  matroa 
who  lives  but  a  few  doors  away  is  called  in. 

In  the  basement  is  a  lodgers'  room,  equipped  with  sidewall  benches. 
It  is  well  heated  and  ventilated. 

The  whole  lockup  was  exceptionally  clean  and  showed  good  care.  There 
were  no  inmates  during  the  day  of  inspection.  The  average  number  of 
arrests  for  the  year  1918  was  about  50  a  month.

The  arrests  average  about  60  a  month.  About  one-third  of  these  aie 
locked  up  for  some  time,  the  most  of  thetii  for  all  night.  Occasionally  a 
woman  is  arrested.  There  were  quite  a  good  many  lodgers  during  the 
past  winter,  usually  three  or  four  a  night,  a  few  times  as  many  as  9. 

This  jail  has  three  departments  and  was  lately  remodeled  on  plans 
approved  by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons.  The  room  for  men  has 
five  cells  with  modem  equipment.  The  rooms  for  women  have  cot  beds 
with  waterproof  covered  mattresses,  toilets  and  stationary  wash  basins. 
The  room  for  lodgers  has  elevated  board  sleeping  platforms.  All  the  rooms 
are  well  lighted    and  were  In  good  condition  and  clean.

Inspected  January  18.  1919.  R.  Grant  Thorpe,  mayor.  The  police 
force  consists  of  Chief  Edward  V.  Morehead  and  nine  officers,  there  being 
four  vacancies  on  day  of  inspection.  George  Van  Sickle  is  the  janitor 
In  charge  of  the  building. 
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This  jail  was  last  Inspected  April  27,  1918,  at  which  time  It  was^ 
recommended  that  the  women's  room  on  the  third  floor  be  connected  with 
the  ground  by  an  outside  fire  escape  and  the  room  cleaned.  These  recom- 
mendations have'  been  carried  out.  The  fire  escape  Is  of  iron  and  very 
adequate  for  the  purpose.  An  Iron  semd -grate  door  has  been  provided, 
separating  the  room  from  the  fire  escape  and  is  easily  opened  from  the 
inside.  The  whole  arrangement  makes  It  safe  for  any  Inmate  of  the 
women's  room. 

The  cell  In  the  room  has  been  painted  and  the  room  renovated,  pre- 
senting a  clean  appearance.  There  is  no  water  or  toilet  In  the  room,  a 
commode  bedng  furnished  the  inmates.  In  a  room  adjoining  and  opening 
Into  the  women's  room  Is  a  lavatory,  bath,  and  toilet.  This  room,  how- 
ever, is  not  Intended  for  the  use  of  female  prisoners  and  is  used  by  female 
clerks  in  the  building.  The  appearance  of  the  room  showed  that  It  was 
sadly  neglected  by  the  janitor  and  should  be  kept  in  much  cleaner  con- 
dition.* 

The  men's  department  In  the  basement  and  the  lodgers'  quartern 
were  clean  and  presentable.  There  were  no  dnmates  on  the  day  of 
inspection. 

During  the  year  1918,  26  females  were  arrested — 24  white  and  2 
colored.  One  of  these  was  sent  to  the  State  Reformatory  for  Women  at 
Bedford  Hills.  A  middle  aged  woman,  who  had  been  arrested  nearly 
a  dozen  times,  was  finally  sent  to  the  State  Farm  for  W^omen  at  Valatie ; 
she  has  been  discharged  and  I  was  Informed  by  the  chief  and  Judge 
Nearpass  that  she  has  been  reformed  and  now  leads  a  respectable  life.

When  the  lockup  ds  occupied  an  officer 
remains  in  the  building  on  account  of  the  danger  from  fire. 

There  are  two  steel  cages  in  the  rear  section  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  village  fire  house.  There  Is  a  wash  bowl  with  running  water  in  the 
front  end  of  the  room ;  no  other  water  in  the  lockup. 

The  lockup  was  fully  described  in  former  reports  and  continues 
practically  the  same.  An  occasional  lodger  was  housed  during  the  past 
year.

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This  lockup  still  continues  in  the  frame  building  mentioned  in  my 
report  of  March,  1917.  It  has  two  departments,  one  for  men  and  one  for 
women.  The  men's  room  has  two  steel  cells  in  good  condition,  furnished 
with  folding  bunks  and  bedding,  also  a  stationary  wash  basin  and  one- 
piece  toilet  with  tank  flush,  both  operated  by  push  button  arrangement. 

The  women's  room  has  one  steel  cell.  This  room  is  seldom  used  and 
at  the  time  of  inspection  the  cell  was  used  as  a  store  room  for  a  large 
quantity  of  stolen  drygoods  which  had  been  recovered  by  the  police,  which 
the  chief  said,  would  be  removed  in  a  few  days. 

The  lockup  was  clean,  showing  good  care.  It  is  cared  for  by  the  jan- 
itor who  lives  on  the  upper  floor  in  the  same  building  and  gives  it  super- 
vison  at  night 

The  number  of  arrests  averages  80  a  year,  about  half  of  whom  are 
held  In  the  lockup  over  night.  Prisoners  are  fed  if  in  custody  at  meal 
time. 

While  this  is  a  village  lockup,  it  is  also  used  by  other  villages  in 
the  town.  Walden  has  two  resident  justices  of  the  peace  and  a  police 
justice.  No  women  were  in  custody  during  the  past  year  and  no  lodgers 
are  housed.

OBANOE   COUNTY 

Inspected  May  16,  1919.  C.  S.  Beattie.  village  president ;  G  W^  Clark, 
chief  of  police 

The  population  of  Wfarwick  is  about  2,500. 

This  is  classed  as  a  village  and  town  lockup,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact 
it  is  imder  the  control  of  the  village  and  used  by  the  whole  town. 

There  are  about  50  arrests  a  year  in  the  town  and  village,  about  two- 
thirds  of  whom  are  held  in  the  lockup  over  night.  A  woman  is  seldom  ar 
rested,  not  over  3  or  4  a  year  I  was  informed;  they  are  not  put  in  the 
lockup  but  are  taken  by  the  oflicer  to  his  own  home  if  held  over  night. 
During  the  war  there  were  no  lodgers,  but  during  recent  months  there  have 
been  quite  a  number;  there  were  10  in  April. 

This  lockup  is  located  In  the  basement  of  the  village  flre  house  and  is 
practically  below  grade.  There  are  two  small  windows  at  the  end  of  the 
corridor  wdth  area  ways,  affording  some  light  to  the  corridor  but  practically 
none  at  all  to  the  cells.  The  room  has  a  concrete  floor,  electric  light  and 
toilet  in  the  corridor,  and  a  faucet  with  pall  standing  under  dt.  The  heat 
is  from  a  furnace  in  the  room  which  heats  the  entire  building. 

There  are  three  steel  cells.  A  section  of  the  rear  of  each  cell  and  all  of 
the  front  is  of  latticed  bars  2  inches  wide  on  4  inch  centers  both  ways  As 
the  rear  of  the  cells  is  close  to  the  rear  wall,  the  opening  in  the  rear  is 
useless  and  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  front  of  the  cells  is  solid,  so  that  the 
only  light  and  ventilation  entering  the  cells  is  from  the  opening  dn  this 
latticed  front  When  the  cell  doors  are  closed  the  cells  are  dark  and  prac- 
tically dungeons.  I  was  informed  that  they  were  formerly  used  in  the  old 
Goshen  jail ;  they  are  5x8  feet.  Each  has  an  Iron  cot  with  a  mattress  and 
some  blankets.  When  there  is  heat  in  the  furnace  it  keeps  the  lockup  dry, 
but  during  the  summer  it  becomes  very  damp. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  This  lockup  is  practically  a  cellar  and  is  unsuitable  for  a  lockup 
and  insanitary  on  account  of  the  dampness  and  lack  of  sunlight.  The  outer 
room  in  front  of  the  lockup  is  practically  at  grade  and  well  lighted  with 
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large  windows  nnd  would  be  a  very  much  better  place  for  a  lockup^and  it 
to  recommended  that  dt  be  removed  to  this  room  and  furnished  with  con- 
crete floor  or  that  another  location  be  found  with  better  sunlight  and  less 
dampness. 

2.  One  half  the  bars  in  front  of  the  cells  should  be  removed.  This 
would  admit  more  air  and  sunlight  to  the  cells  and  the  remaining  bars 
would  still  be  close  enough  for  security. 

3.  At  least  two  of  the  cells  should  be  furnished  with  toilet  and  station- 
aiy  wash  basin.  When  prisoners  are  confined  in  this  lockup  they  have  to 
be  locked  in  the  cells  and  water  facilities  in  the  corridor  inaccessible  to 
them  are  of  little  use.  The  toilets  should  be  of  a  type  approved  by  the 
State  Commission  of  Prisons,  of  vitreous  ware  with  integral  seat,operated 
by  push  button  or  equivalent. 

4.  Mattresses  should  be  furnished  with  waterproof  covers. 

The  president  of  the  village  stated  that  the  majority  of  the  prisoners 
are  from  the  town  outside  of  the  village  and  that  the  Village  Board  would 
adopt  a  resolution  excluding  from  the  lockup  others  than  those  arrested 
In  the  YiUage.  While  this  would  perhaps  cause  the  lockup  to  be  used  less, 
it  would  not  improve  its  condition  and  would  not  remove  the  necessity 
for  the  improvements  above  recommended. 

These  recommendations  were  substantially  made  three  years  ago,  but 
CD  account  of  war  conditions  they  have  not  been  pressed,  but  there  is  now 
no  good  reason  why  this  lockup  should  not  be  made  light  and  sanitary.*

The  population  of  Washingtonville  is  about  800.  The  population  of 
the  town  of  Bloomingrove,  which  also  uses  the  lockup,  is  about  2.000. 

Since  the  last  Inspection  this  village  has  built  a  new  fire  house  and 
placed  the  lockup  in  the  basement  in  a  room  about  20  feet  square,  fur- 
nished wdth  three  outside  windows,  each  3  feet  by  1  foot  8  inches.  The 
room  has  concrete  floor,  steam  heat,  electric  light,  and  toilet  in  the  closet 
adjacent  Night  buckets  are  used  in  the  cells.  The  village  has  public 
water  but  no  sewers.  The  entire  building  is  kept  warm  during  cold 
weather  so  that  the  lockup  is  always  kept  warm.  It  is  cared  for  by  the 
Janitor  and  was  dean. 

The  cells  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  old  lockup.  They  have 
open  fronts  and  tops  and  a  section  of  the  rear;  the  bars  are  2  1-2  inches 
wide  set  on  4  1-2  inch  centers. 

Tbds  building  is  supposed  to  be  fireproof.  The  Janitor  remains  In 
the  building  at  night  The  lockup  is  not  much  used,  there  being  only 
4  or  5  arrests  a  year,  most  of  them  held  all  night.  Prisoners  are  fed 
If  in  custody  at  meal  time.  No  lodgers  are  cared  for  but  are  looked  after 
by  the  portmaster  of  the  town.  This  lockup  is  a  great  improvement  over 
the  one  formerly  in  use.

The  population  of  Fulton  is  about  12,000. 

The  city  hall  and  police  station  consists  of  a  two-story  brick  building 
formerly  used  as  a  residence.  Police  headquarters  are  in  front  of  the  sec- 
ond floor.  The  jail  is  on  tlie  ground  floor  in  the  rear  and  Is  separated  from 
the  police  headquarters  by  a  long  wooden  structure  covered  with  metal 
The  entrance  to  the  jail  is  through  the  yard. 

The  room  for  men  has  three  steel  cells  of  square  bar  construction. 
The  only  sanitary  equipment  is  a  closet  and  sink  in  the  corridor.     There 
are  three  windows  iu  the  room  and  at  the  sides  of  the  cells.     If  the 
cells  were  facing  the  windows  much  more  light  would   be  admitted   to 
the  cells.    There  is  no  be<lding  in  the  cells. 

The  room  for  women  is  adjacent  with  separate  entrance.  There  are  uo 
toilets  or  washing  facilities.  It  has  bed  and  bedddng  which  should  be 
destroyed  at  once  and  ivplaced  with  new  as  it  is  very  dirty  and  unfit  for 
use.* 

It  Js  doubtful  if  the  present  quarters  can  be  remodeled  so  as  to  pro- 
vide a  suitable  jail  for  a  city  of  this  size.  Fulton  needs  a  new  fireproof 
Jail  constructed  along  modem  lines,  and  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons 
should  urge  such  improvement  at  an  early  date.

This  should  not  be 
neglected.    The  place  was  clean.

The  only  water  is  a  faucet  in  the  corridor  over 
a  slop  sink.  There  is  a  bunk  in  each  cell  provided  with  mattress  and 
blankets.     There  are  electric  lights  and  heat  is  furnished  by  a  coal  stove^ 

I  was  credibly  informed  that  from  20  to  25  arrests  are  made  annually^ 
and  such  arrested  persons  are  usually  kept  in  the  lockup  over  nightl 
If  arrested  Saturday  night  they  are  detained  until  Monday  morning. 

The  lockup  is  insanitary  and  was  in  a  filthy  condition.  Attention  haff 
been  called  in  former  reports  to  the  insanitary  condition  and  the  danger 
of  fire  in  this  building  and  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  remedy  the 
evils.  The  best  manner  of  improvement  would  be  the  construction  of  a 
new  fireproof  lockup  with  modem  sanitary  facilities  on  plans  approved 
by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  as  required  by  law.  The  village  has 
both  water  and  sewer  systems.    The  population  is  about  2,000. 

If  the  authorities  do  not  at  once  show  a  disposition  to  remedy  the  con- 
ditions described  they  should  be  cited  to  show  cause  why  the  lockup  should 
not  be  dosed.*

VILLAGE  LOCKUP— CHERRY  VALLEY 

Inspected  September  19,  1919.  J.  Weller,  president  of  the  villager 
This  lockup  consists  of  two  latticed  steel  cells  situated  in  the  furnace 
room  of  the  village  hall.  The  cells  have  been  placed  on  a  cement  base 
near  an  outside  window  nnd  door.  The  ceiling  and  partition  walls  are 
of  wood,  unceiied ;  the  outer  walls  are  cement.  This  room  is  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  building,  but  is  largely  above  grade.  The  floor  is  earth  except 
mulemeath  the  cells  and  abont  the  fnniaco.  The  building  is  a  tliree  story- 
stone  and  cement  structure  and  is  also  used  for  moving  pictures.  There 
Is  an  electric  light  and  faucet  witli  water  near  tl'.e  cells.  Each  cell  has  a 
steel  bunk  and  some  bedding  which  was  rolled  up  and  covered  with  dust, 
not  having  been  used  in  a  long  time. 

The  street  commissioner,  who  lives  near  by  and  also  acts  as  janitor 
of  the  building,  stated  that  there  wps  almost  no  use  for  the  lockup. 
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The  interior  of  the  building  is  largely  of  wooden  construction  and 
tliere  was  a  considerable  amount  of  firewood  and  other  conbustible  ma- 
terial near  the  cells.  Careful  supervision  of  the  lockup  should  not  be 
neglected  when  a  person  is  locked  in  the  cells. 

^Doubtless  there  will  be  little  use  for  the  lockup  in  the  future.  If 
needed,  it  could  be  modernized  at  a  nominal  cost  as  follows: 

1.  Partition  off  portion  to  be  used  for  the  lockup,  using  fireproof  ma- 
terial, covering  present  wood  with  concrete  or  metal. 

2.  Cement  entire  floor  in  proposed  cell  room,  and  have  cells  face  win- 
dows. 

3.  Provide  at  least  one  cell  with  toilet  and  lavatory,  and  arrange 
proper  heating,  lighting  and  ventilating. 

4.  Keep  outside  entrance  in  operation. 

5.  Paint  the  whole  interior,  including  the  cells,  a  light  color.

The  population  of  this  city  is  about  11,500. 

Some  improvements  were  made  to  this  Jail  about  two  years  ago  and 
it  was  found  in  good  condition.  It  is  not  mo<lem  but  consists  of  a  jail  for 
men,  a  separate  detention  room  for  females  and  juveniles,  and  a  room  for 
lodgers.  Bach  department  has  toilet  facilities,  water,  and  electric  light. 
The  ofi^dals  dn  charge  feel  that  the  jail  is  now  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
the  city. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  was  563,  including 
trafiic  violations.  Probably  not  over  200  of  those  arrested  are  detained. 
At  the  present  time  very  few  lodgers  are  cared  for.

This  lockup  consists  of  a  one-story  frame  building  near  the  fire  house 
and  electric  light  station.  It  is  conveniently  located  and  is  said  to  have 
supervision  when  occupied. 

There  are  three  wooden  cells  or  rooms  facing  a  broad  corridor  and  two 
fair  sized  windows.  The  cell  doors  have  wooden  frames  with  round  barred 
centers.  Each  cell  has  an  iron  bed  with  mattress  and  blankets  which  were 
in  good  condition.  One  cell  has  a  toilet  and  lavatory.  The  dry  closets  ob- 
jected to  in  former  reports  have  been  removed.  The  lockup  is  heated  with 
a  coal  stove  and  has  electric  light.  The  interior  is  painted  white  and  was 
found  in  a  clean  condition. 

The  justice's  record  showed  that  only  five  arrests  had  been  made  this 
year,  all  for  intoxication.  There  have  been  no  arrests,  however,  since 
July  1st

This  is  a  good  lockup,  located  in  the  town  hall,  a  two-story  frame 
structure.  Since  the  last  inspection  a  composition  flooring  with  drains  has 
been  installed,  the  interior  of  the  room  painted,  and  an  outside  entrance 
provided. 

There  are  three  large  cells  with  open  barred  fronts,  each  provided  with 
iron  cot  bed,  mattress  and  blankets,  also  automatic  flushing  toilet.  In  the 
corridor  is  a  sink  with  running  water,  electric  light,  and  steam  heating 
apparatus.  A  matron  is  employed  who  takes  care  of  the  lockup  and  pro- 
vides food  for  the  inmates;  she  resides  in  the  building. 

The  number  of  prisoners  during  the  past  year  was  estimated  at  150, 
and  about  25  lodgers  were  housed.  The  matron  stated  that  no  females  had 
been  admitted  in  recent  years. 

Besides  being  used  lor  purposes  of  temporary  detention,  it  seems 
that  this  lockup  is  in  a  way  performing  the  function  of  a  county  Jail,  as 
persons  receiving  a  flve  days'  sentence  in  this  town  are  committed  to  this 
lockup.    The  county  Jail  at  Carmel  is  very  inaccessible  from  this  point. 

The  lockup  is  light,  well  ventilated,  and  was  clean  and  apparently  well 
cared  for.

The  police  force  consists 

of  three  ofllcers.  The  total  number  of  arrests  since  January  1,  1919  was 
81.    About  6  were  females  and  occasionally  a  male  JuTcnile  is  detained. 

The  lockup  is  locjucd  iu  the  baseiuciit  of  the  municipal  building  and 

has  been  fully  described  in  previous  reports.    Briefly,  there  are  four  good 

cells  for  men,  a  room  with  two  cot  beils  and  toilet  facilities  for  women  and 

juveniles,  mid  a  room  with  wooden  bunks  and  toilet  facilities  for  lodgers. 

^*'  Each  coll  has  a  one  piece  toilet,  ventilator,  bunk  and  blanket;  there  is  a 

lavatory  in  the  room.  The  floors  are  of  smooth  cement  and  the  whole  inte- 
rior was  clean  and  in  excellent  condition.  The  brick  walls  are  whitewashed 
and  the  cells  pninted  white.  Each  room  is  fairly  well  lighted  and  ven- 
tiiflfed. 

The  lockup  has  steam  heat  and  electric  light  and  is  nearly  fireproof. 
The  Ftairs  leading  to  the  baf-ement  are  wood.  In  case  of  fire  this  migbt 
prove  a  menace  to  persons  locked  in  celK  An  independent  outside  entrance 
with  iron  door  would  be  a  safegimrd.

During  the  winter  there  were  about 
25  lodgers ;  these  were  not  arrested  or  locked  up.

CITY  JAIL— RENSSELAER 

BENS8ELAEB   COUNTY 

Inspected  January  10,  1919.  John  Hall,  mayor;  Thomas  Fahey,  chief 
of  police,    assisted  by  one  deputy  chief,  one  detective,  and  nine  patrolmen. 

The  population  of  Rensselaer  ^s  about  11,500. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  1918  was  111  men  and  3 
women.  About  one-half  of  the  men  were  locked  up  in  the  city  Jail,  most  of 
them  over  night.    No  women  were  detained  in  the  jail. 

Plans  for  improving  this  jail  were  presented  to  the  State  Commission 
of  Prisons  in  September,  1917,  and  were  approved,  but  as  yet  nothing  has 
been  done  toward  making  these  improvements.  Formerly,  there  were  two 
police  stations,  but  about  a  year  ago  one  of  them,  known  as  the  First,  lo- 
cated in  the  southern  part  of  the  city,  was  closed.  The  police  office  in  that 
building  is  now  kept  warm  and  furnished  with  a  telephone  and  used  as  a 
reporting  station  for  officers  on  duty  in  that  section  of  the  city.  No  pris- 
oners are  detained  therein  and  the  old  cells  are  used  for  storage  purposes. 

The  improvements  proposed  for  the  jail  at  police  headquarters  to  make 
it  light  and  sanitary,  provide  the  cells  with  modem  equipment,  and  provide 
a  separate  place  for  the  detention  of  women,  are  necessary  and  urgent.  I 
visited  tills  jail  October  23,  1918,  and  was  informed  that  the  work  had  been 
advertised  twice  and  bids  received  and  rejected  on  account  of  some  infor- 
mality, but  everything  was  then  ready  for  readvertisement.  This  has  not 
been  done.  The  city  authorities  appear  to  have  been  dilatory  and  neglectful 
in  the  matter  of  improving  this  jail. 

On  January  1st  a  new  mayor  and  common  council  took  over  the  control 
of  city  affairs.  I  recommend  that  the  city  authorities  be  advised  that  unless 
prompt  action  is  taken  to  make  the  improvements  shown  in  the  plans  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  that  proceedings  will  be  insti- 
tuted to  close  this  Jail.*

VILLAGE  LOCKUP— SCHAGHTICOKE 

RENBBELAEB  COUNTY 

Inspected  October  24, 1919.    This  village  has  a  population  of  about  600. 

The  lockup  consists  of  two  cages  of  heavy  wire  mesh  construction, 
situated  in  a  small  two-story  wooden  building  on  the  main  street,  owned  by 
private  individuals  and  rented  to  the  village.  The  room  is  othen\'ise-used 
as  a  firemen's  headquarters  and  for  the  storage  of  chenjical  apparatus 

The  cells  have  no  beds,  toilet  or  water.  The  village  has  no  water  or 
sewerage.  The  room  is  heated  with  a  coal  stove  and  has  electric  Ught. 
There  are  two  windows  and  two  sash  doors  which  afford  satisfactory  sun- 
light. It  was  stated  that  because  of  the  frail  construction  of  the  building 
it  cannot  be  kept  warm  In  cold  weather. 

There  seems  to  be  little  use  for  a  lockup  in  this  village  as  it  has  not 
been  used  over  two  or  three  times  in  four  years,  it  was  stated.  A  consider- 
able expenditure  of  money  would  be  required  to  render  the  lockup  safe  and 
sanitary,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  so  seldom  used  and  the  space 
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is  needed  for  other  purposes,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  vil- 
lage board  of  Schaghtlcoke  pass  a  resolution  closing  it  and  send  a  copy  of 
such  resolution  to  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons. 

It  was  stated  that  in  case  of  an  arrest  where  detention  was  reqidred, 
the  prisoner  was  taken  to  Troy.

ROCKLAND    COUNTY 
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TOWN  AND  VILLAGE  LOCkuP— HAVERSTRAW 

Inspected  May  20,  1919.  H.  M.  Purdy,  superrisor;  Thomas  Lynch, 
Tillage  president ;  M.  A.  Ford,  chief  of  police,  assisted  by  3  regular  officers, 
two  on  duty  during  the  day  and  two  at  night. 

The  population  of  the  village  of  Haverstraw  is  about  5.500. 

The  number  of  arrests  averages  from  SO  to  40  a  year  I  am  told ;  most 
of  them  have  their  hearing  on  the  day  of  arrest  and  if  detained  are  taken 
to  the  county  Jail  at  New  City.  There  were  a  few  lodgers  last  winter,  not 
over  15  during  the  entire  season. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  inspection  I  was  informed  that  a  contract  had 
been  let  by  the  town  and  village  boards  to  install  improvements  which  had 
been  recommended.  These  provided  a  room  on  the  upper  floor  for  lodgers; 
two  rooms  on  the  lower  floor,  one  for  men  and  one  for  women,  each  with  a 
large  outside  window,  steam  heat,  stationary  wash  basin,  and  toilet;  the 
departments  to  have  separate  entrances.  Some  of  these  improvements  ma- 
terialized and  some  of  them  did  not. 

There  is  only  one  room  on  the  lower  floor,  7  1-2  x  13  feet,  which  is  for 
male  prisoners.  It  has  concrete  floor  and  four  iron  latticed  bunks. 
Between  this  room  and  the  outer  door  is  a  small  hallway  which  is 
separated  from  the  larger  room  by  a  thick  wall  and  a  barred  door.  In  this 
hall  are  toilet  and  stationary  wash  basin.  There  has  been  no  enlargement 
of  the  windows,  so  that  when  the  outer  door  is  closed  the  cell  room  is 
dark  and  lades  ventilation.  The  upper  room  used  for  lodgers  is  a  duplica- 
tion of  the  lower  room  and  is  reached  by  a  wooden  outside  stairway.  Each 
of  these  rooms  has  a  small  window  2  feet  wide  and  8  inches  high.  The  rec- 
ommendation and  understanding  was  that  these  windows  were  to  be  en- 
larged. They  should  be  made  at  least  3  feet  square.  Both  rooms  are  now 
practically  without  sunlight. 

The  outer  door  between  the  hallway  entrnnce  and  the  room  at  the  front 
prevents  the  inmates  from  access  to  the  toilets  and  wash  basins,  rendering 
them  comparatively  useless.  The  plumbing  was  in  dirty  condition  and  one 
of  the  toilets  was  out  of  commission.  The  railing  on  the  outside  stainvay 
was  broken  off,  rendering  access  to  the  upper  floors  dangerous. 

The  improvement  made  since  the  last  inspection  was  the  construction 
of  quarters  for  women  over  the  furnace  room.  These  are  reached  by  the 
same  stairway  that  goes  up  to  the  lodgers'  room  with  the  addition  of  three 
or  four  steps  to  the  floor  of  the  women's  department,  which  consists  of  two 
rooms,  each  having  two  good  sized  windows,  toilet,  and  stationary  wash 
basin.  It  has  never  been  used,  although  constructed  two  years  ago  and  Is 
not  furnished  with  any  bed.  At  one  time  a  few  years  ago  there  was  a  con- 
siderable number  of  women  arrested  and  the  number  of  men  reached  into 
the  hundreds  every  year.  During  the  war  there  were  comparatively  few 
arrests  of  either  men  or  women. 

The  construction  of  a  modern  highway  from  Haverstraw  to  New  City 
and  the  use  of  automobiles  have  made  the  county  Jail  more  accessible  than 
formerly,  so  that  many  of  the  prisoners  formerly  detained  over  night  in  the 
lockup  are  taken  at  once  to  the  county  Jail. 
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The  following  recommendations  are  made: 

1.  The  entire  lockup  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned. 

2.  Remove  the  barred  door  between  the  hallway  and  the  lockup  so 
that  prisoners  may  have  access  to  the  toilet  and  wash  basins.  If  necessary 
to  have  a  double  door,  a  barred  door  could  be  installed  as  a  part  of  the 
outside  door. 

3.  Install  in  each  room  for  men  an  outside  window  at  least  3  feet 
square. 

4.  Repair  and  thoroughly  clean  the  plumbing  and  provide  the  toilets 
with  a  tank  flush  instead  of  the  faucet  flush. 

5.  Put  a  substantial  raUing  around  the  outside  stairway,  and  make 
proper  provision  for  keeping  the  whole  lockup  and  its  approaches  dean 
and  in  proper  repair. 

6.  Provide  a  bed  for  the  women's  room.  As  all  women  arrested  are 
now  taken  directly  to  the  county  jail  and  not  put  in  the  lockup  the 
quarters  provided  for  women  might  be  used  for  men,  as  they  are  light 
and  sanitary.  They  might  need  some  additional  equipment  to  make  them 
secure. 

I  was  informed  that  the  Joint  boards  contemplate  building  a  new 
lockup,  which  was  given  as  an  excuse  for  not  making  further  improve- 
ments. I  recommend  that  unless  the  above  recommendations  are  carried 
out  within  a  reasonable  time  or  action  taken  looking  to  the  construction 
of  a  new  lockup,  proceedings  be  instituted  to  close  the  present  lockup.*

BOCKLAND   COUNTY 

Inspected  July  30,  1910.  Heman  M.  Purdy,  supervisor;  Thomas 
Lynch,  president  of  the  village. 

The  town  and  village  authorities  controlling  this  lockup  are  under 
citation  and  at  their  request  I  met  the  Joint  board  at  the  above  date.  We 
inspected  the  lockup  and  the  following  improvements  were  agreed  upon: 

First,  Put  the  outside  stainvay  leading  to  the  room  for  lodgers  and 
the  department  for  women  in  repair. 

Second,  Remove  the  door  separating  the  entry  on  the  first  floor 
from  the  cell  room  so  that  prisoners  confined  in  the  cell  room  may  have 
access  to  the  toilet  and  washbasin  in  the  entry.  If  it  is  considered 
necessary  to  make  the  outside  door  more  secure  use  this  barred  door 
to  make  a  double  door  for  the  outside. 

This  lockup  is  not  provided  with  cells  and  cells  are  not  really  needed. 
Prisoners  charged  with  serious  offenses  are  taken  over  to  the  county  Jail 
a  few  miles  distant  at  New  City. 

Third.  Install  a  large  window  in  the  rear  wall  of  the  room  on  the 
first  floor  used  for  men  and  repair  the  wall  of  this  room  throughout. 

Fourth.  Make  some  repairs  and  changes  in  the  room  on  the  second 
floor  now  used  for  lodgers,  and  in  addition  furnish  this  room  with  a  concrete 
floor.  All  the  rooms  are  already  furnished  with  toilets  and  stationary 
washbasins. 

The  women's  department  is  over  the  furnace  room  and  is  well  lighted. 
It  is  of  recent  construction  and  has  never  been  used. 

The  toilets  needed  cleaning.  This  they  agreed  to  do  and  to  make 
provision  to  keep  the  lockup  In  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.

With  these  improvements  this  will  be  a  fairly  satisfactory  lockup.

The  nnmber  of  arrests  arerages  from  10  to  12  a  month,  about  75  per 
cent,  of  whom  are  put  in  the  lockup  for  some  part  of  the  day  and  about 
85  per  cent,  are  held  all  night  for  morning  court.  During  the  war  there 
were  very  few  lodgers,  but  during  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  they  began 
to  be  more  frequent  and  areraged  about  a  half  dooen  a  night 

Since  the  last  inspection  on  October  25,  1918,  most  of  the  improTements 
vecommended  In  that  report  have  been  complied  with.  The  toilet  in  the 
men's  quarters  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  cleaned  and  was  found 
in  good  working  order. 

The  entire  lockup  has  been  cleaned  and  repainted  a  light  color  and 
was  in  a  satisfactory  condition  of  cleanliness.  The  only  recommendation 
which  has  not  been  complied  with  is  that  mattresses  and  blankets  be 
prerided  for  the  bunks.  This  recommendation  is  repeated ;  the  mattresses 
gheuld  have  waterproof  covers.

The  population  of  Piermont  is  about  1,500. 

This  lockup  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  village  hall.  It  was 
fully  described  in  my  report  of  March,  1917,  and  was  found  in  practically 
the  same  condition. 

There  are  two  good  steel  cells.  The  room  is  large  and  well  lighted 
with  four  outside  windows,  furnished  indth  electric  light,  and  heated  by 
a  hot  air  furnace  and  stove.    The  lodnip  was  dean. 

The  number  of  arrests  average  about  6  a  year.  There  has  only  been 
ene  In  the  past  six  months.  A  special  ofBcer  is  employed  to  remain  in  the 
Imiiding  at  night  when  the  lockup  is  occupied,  on  account  of  the  danger 
from  fire.    No  lodgers  are  cared  for. 

The  sewers  were  installed  about  a  year  ago  and  no  inside  toilets 
have  been  provided,  but  as  this  village  now  has  public  water  and  sewers 
tbere  is  no  reason  why  each  cell  should  not  be  equipped  with  toilet  nud 
Mationary  wash  basin  as  it  is  now  required  in  all  cities  and  villages 
having  public  water  and  sewers.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  this 
be  done.

This  lockup  is  located  in  a  room  in  the  basement  of  a  modem  stone 
and  brick  building  owned  by  the  town.  The  building  is  heated  by  steam 
and  bas  electric  lights.    Tbe  main  cell  room  is  about  balf  above  gmde 
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is  about  12  feet  wide  by  90  feet  tong.  It  contains  two  steel  cells  with  tops, 
bottoms  and  partitions  of  ste^  plate,  and  tlie  rest  of  round  barred  con- 
struction. Each  cell  has  two  bunks  and  there  are  in  addition  six  steel 
bunks  in  the  cell  room,  also  toilet  and  wash  basin. 

The  only  entrance  to  the  lockup  is  through  police  headquarters  and 
court  room,  the  latter  being  lighted  by  two  large  windows.  Between  the 
court  room  and  cell  room  are  two  doors,  one  barred  and  the  other  wood; 
when  the  wooden  door  is  closed  there  is  no  light  or  air  from  this  side  of 
the  room.  The  other  side  of  the  cell  room  has  two  barred  openings, 
each  3  feet  by  1  foot,  4  inches,  into  a  room  used  for  the  storage  of  coal 
and  which  is  lighted  by  two  small  windows  in  front. 

There  is  a  separate  room  for  women  6x7x8  feet,  equipped  with 
one  double-deck  steel  bunk,  closet  and  wash  basin.  It  is  lighted  and 
Tentilated  by  means  of  a  large  window. 

This  lockup  was  inspected  August  15,  1918,  at  which  time  it  was 
recommended  that  it  be  enlarged  and  made  more  sanitary ;  that  additional 
cells  be  installed ;  and  that  the  present  cell  room  be  painted  a  light  color. 
The  last  recommendation  has  been  complied  with,  but  the  room  needs 
painting  again.  The  town  and  village  authorities  hare  been  urged  by 
the  Commission  to  comply  with  all  the  recommendations,  but  have  failed 
to  do  so,  and  at  the  January  meeting  the  matter  was  referred  to  me  for 
investigation  and  report. 

As  stated  in  my  former  report,  Massena  has  a  population  of  between 
nine  and  ten  thousand,  a  large  proportion  of  which  are  foreigners  em- 
ployed by  the  Aluminum  Company  of  America.  The  village  employs  a 
chief  of  police  and  two  patrolmen  who  are  salaried  officers  and  five  special 
men  who  are  paid  by  the  hour  when  their  services  are  required.  The 
Aluminum  Company  also  employs  thirteen  or  fourteen  officers  at  their 
plant. 

On  October  1,  1918,  the  last  town  near  Massena  went  into  the  "dry" 
column  which  has  materially  decreased  the  number  of  arrests.  The  records 
show  85  arrests  for  October,  November  and  December,  of  which  26  were 
for  intoxication  and  the  others  for  various  offenses.  Since  January  1, 1919, 
18  offenders  have  been  arrested,  13  of  whom  were  locked  up. 

As  stated,  the  building  is  owned  by  the  town,  but  the  lockup  is  under 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  village  officials  who  are  permitted  to  use  it  without 
paying  rent.  Inasmuch  as  the  town  ia  receiving  no  money  from  the  vUlage 
for  the  use  of  the  lockup  the  authorities  are  unwilling  to  make  any 
changes  unless  required  to  do  so.  Although  the  number  of  arrests  has 
greatty  decreased  since  the  last  inspection,  the  insanitary  and  inadequate 
conditions  prevailing  in  this  lockup  have  not  been  remedied,  and  I  there- 
fore renew  the  following  recommendations  made  in  my  previous  report: 

That  the  lockup  be  enlarged  and  put  in  proper  sanitary  condition. 

That  additional  cells  be  installed  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  properly 
lighted. 

Plans  for  improving  the  lockup  should  be  submitted  to  the  State 
Commission  of  Prisons  for  approval  as  required  by  law  before  the  im- 
provements recommended  are  made.

This  lockup  has  recently  been  Improved  under  plans  approved  by  the 
State  Commission  of  Prisons.    It  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Town 
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HaU,  which  is  a  large  stone  and  brick  structure  and  nearly  fireproof. 

The  lockup  has  two  steel  cells  for  men  located  in  the  rear  of  the  room, 
'Which  is  in  the  shape  of  an  "L,"  the  cells  being  in  the  "L"  and  facing  the 
main  part  of  the  room.  There  are  two  large  windows  which  admit  plenty 
of  light.  There  are  a  toilet  and  lavatory  in  the  room,  screened  from  view 
by  a  concrete  partition.  The  floor  is  concrete.  The  place  is  heated  by 
steam  and  has  electric  light.  The  cells  are  seldom  used,  the  room  be- 
ing equipped  with  six  cots  hung  on  the  wall  and  supplied  with  mattresses 
and  bedding. 

The  women's  department  consists  of  a  room  7x9  feet,  with  one 
large  window.  It  contains  a  toilet  and  lavatory  and  is  supplied  with  bed 
and  bedding. 

ThiB  lodcup  as  remodeled  will  probably  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  town  for  the  present,  at  least. 

I  recommend  that  the  show  cause  proceedings  instituted  to  bring 
about  the  improvement  of  the  lockup  be  discontinued.*

There  has  been  no  change  in  this  lockup  since  the  last  inspection  on 
August  14,  1918,  except  that  the  building  has  become  unsafe  on  account  of 
the  floor  settling  which  causes  the  partitions  to  recede  from  the  outside 
wall.  If  this  settling  is  allowed  to  continue,  some  day  the  floor  will  drop 
into  the  basement  taking  the  steel  cells  with  it.  I  also  found  that  the  base- 
ment is  very  damp. 

My  last  report  of  inspection  recommended  the  following : 
*Bum  all  the  bedding  and  replace  with  new. 
'Clean  the  place  and  make  some  one  responsible  for  keeping 

it  dean. 

"Urge  the  authorities  to  furnish  a  fireproof  lockup  under  plans 

to  be  approved  by  the  State  Commision  of  Prisons,  as  required  by 

law,  as  soon  as  times  become  normal." 

Under  date  of  December  27,  1918,  a  letter  from  Supervisor  Flanagan 
stated  that  the  recommendations  had  been  complied  with.  However,  I 
found  the  place  in  the  same  dirty  condition,  bedding  and  all,  so  I  conclude 
that  the  one  made  responsible  for  keeping  it  clean  has  not  discharged 
his  duties. 

A  new  fireproof  and  sanitary  lockup  should  be  provided  and  unless 
steps  are  taken  in  that  direction  at  once  the  present  lockup  should  be 
dosed.*

'\. .  The  arrests  for  the  six  mouths  ending  June  ao,  1919  were  1,009,  an 

t  \  average  of  278  per  month*    Of  these  1,881  were  men  and  140  women,  and 

198—181  boys  and  17  girls— were  charged  with  Juvenile  delinquency.    The 
[  lodgers  accommodated  for  the  six  months  were  621,  an  average^  of  87  per 

month. 

The  City  Building  in  which  this  Jail  ds  located  was  built  in  1880  when 
the  population  was  about  80,000.  As  the  city  of  Schenectady  now  has  a 
population  of  about  104,000  the  city  Jail  accommodations  are  but  slightly 
different  from  those  of  over  thirty  years  ago,  notwithstanding  the  phenom- 
enal increase  in  population  during  that  time. 

At  a  hearing  on  an  order  to  show  cause  why  the  city  Jail  should  not  be 
dosed,  held  before  the  Commission  January  5,  1915,  William  W.  Wemple, 
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GoiiiiniMl<»ier  of  Public  Safety  at  that  time,  said  that  the  Jail  was  a  dia- 
grace  to  the  dty  of  Schenectady ;  that  conditions  should  be  remedied ;  that 
it  was  the  same  as  it  had  been  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  and  that  he 
thought  the  City  might  spend  less  money  for  other  purposes  to  provide  a 
decent  JaiL  This  statement  holds  good  in  even  greater  degree  today.  The 
Jail  as  it  now  exists  is  a  disgrace  to  a  thriving,  enterprising  and  up-to-date 
city  like  Schenectady  and  the  Commission  should  put  this  case  down  as  one 
<m  whldi  action  should  be  taken  to  eloae  the  place  unless  the  dty  ofitdaUi 
show  some  disposition  to  act  toward  the  establishment  of  a  new  Jail  in  the 
near  future.  Some  improvements  of  temporary  nature  were  made  after  the 
hearing  in  1015  but  they  do  not  in  any  way  meet  the  present  needs  of  the 
dty. 

Juvenile  delinquents  are  not  locked  up  in  this  Jail  but  are  turned  over 
to  the  Humane  Society  or  the  parents. 

The  Jail  does  not  provide  any  quarters  for  lodgers  and,  with  the  re- 
Bnmption  of  normal  conditions,  the  need  of  such  a  i^ace  will  become  greater 
as  time  goes  on.  The  city  offldals  should  take  into  consideration  the  pro- 
vision of  a  lodging  house  at  the  same  time  as  they  take  up  the  matter  of 
a  new  dty  Jail. 

The  entire  jail  was  very  dirty  and  showed  the  need  of  thorough 
grabbing  and  cleaning.  The  old  cells  in  the  men's  corridor  have  latticed 
steel  hunks  witb  no  mattress  or  blankets  of  any  kind.  The  dty  should  be 
leqidred  at  once  to  provide  mattresses  covered  with  some  waterproof  cas- 
ing, which  would  enable  them  to  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  vermin,  and 
also  to  provide  blankets  in  cold  weather  and  make  arrangements  for  their 
frequent  deaning.  In  the  boys'  and  women's  sections,  woven  wire  cots  were 
provided  with  no  mattress  of  any  kind.  The  same  kind  of  mattresses  as 
prescribed  for  the  men's  cells  should  be  provided  in  the  boys'  and  women's 
quarters 

The  walls  were  badly  marked  up  and,  on  the  wall  of  the  women's 
room,  an  obcene  picture  and  writing  had  been  put  on  with  lead  pencil. 
These  walls  should  be  deaned  and  repainted  at  once. 

The  need  of  a  fence  around  that  part  of  the  City  Hall  which  contains 
the  Jail,  even  though  the  jail  is  to  be  continued  there  for  a  short  time, 
is  very  urgent.  At  the  present  time,  anyone  can  come  up  to  the  windows 
of  the  men's  cell  room  and  hand  in  knives  with  which  the  prisoners  might 
attack  an  ofiBcer,  or  files  with  which  escapes  could  be  made,  as  well  as 
other  articles  with  which  the  prisoners  might  l)e  able  to  do  damage  to 
themselves  or  others.  This  matter  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
dty  in  the  report  of  April,  1918,  but  nothing  has  been  done. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  should  be  directed  to  take  up  the 
whole  matter  of  the  city  jail  with  the  proper  dty  oflidals  and  ask  that 
a  definite  statement  be  made  as  to  the  future  intentions  of  the  dty  in 
relation  to  the  Jail,  and  he  should  report  back  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Commission.

Tills  lockup  occupies  a  one-story  wooden  annex  to  the  fire  station 
which  is  a  two  story  brick  building. 

The  room  is  14  x  24  feet,  provided   with  four  wooden  cells,  coal 
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stove,  electric  light,  and  sink  ^ith  running  water.  There  are  no  toilets. 
There  are  only  two  small  screened  windows  which  are  entirely  inadequate 
for  light  and  ventilation.  The  cells,  which  are  dark,  have  each  a  wooden 
bunk  with  mattress.  The  floor  is  wood  and  the  walls  of  plank  construction 
filled  with  large  cracks.  One  of  the  cells  is  used  for  storage,  and  there  is  a 
small  coal  room  at  the  rear  end  of  the  corridor. 

This  building  is  a  fire  trap  and  the  lockup  is  far  from  sanitary.  The 
village  has  a  population  of  about  1,200  and  it  is  claimed  there  are  practical- 
ly no  arrests  where  detention  is  required.  The  place  is  only  five  miles  from 
the  county  jail  and  the  village  officials  may  find  it  advisable  to  abandon  the 
lockup  altogether.  If  continued  in  use,  it  should  be  modernized  and  this 
would  necessitate  rebuilding  of  fireproof  material  and  installing  steel  cells, 
which  would  require  a  considerable  expenditure,  probably  not  warranted  by 
the  very  limited  use  for  an  institution  of  this  kind. 

BBCOM  MGNDATIONS

Richmcndville  has  a  population  of  about  600  and  at  the  present  time 
there  seems  to  be  practically  no  use  for  a  lockup. 

There  are  two  latticed  steel  cells  situated  on  the  first  floor  of  the  fire 
hou.se,  which  is  a  two-story  frame  building.  The  cell  room  is  separated 
from  the  hose  room  by  a  wooden  partition.  There  are  no  sanitary  facilities 
or  electric  lights.    The  village  has  a  water  system. 

Each  cell  has  a  steel  bunk  provided  with  mattress  and  blankets.  The 
room  is  heated  with  a  coul  stove,  and  sunlight  and  ventilation  are  by 
means  of  two  large  windows. 

The  lockup  was  dirty  and  apparently  allowed  to  go  by  default.  If  it 
is  no  longer  needed,  it  might  be  well  for  the  village  board  to  pass  a  resolu- 
tion formally  closing  same.  Should  it  be  decided  to  maintain  the  lockup 
someone  should  be  made  responsible  for  its  cleanliness  and  supervision 
when  occupied.

VILLAGE  LOCKUP— SHARON  SPRINGS 

SCHOHARIE  COUNTY 

Inspected  September  18,  1919. 
'..  This  lockup  was  fully  described  in  the  last  report  of  inspection.  In 
1916  it  was  materially  improved  and  the  officer  in  charf^e  stated  that  there 
had  been  no  use  for  it  since.  It  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  fire  house 
and  library  building,  which  is  a  two-story  frame  structure.  There  are  two 
steel  cells  in  good  condition,  each  furnished  with  good  bedding.  The  base- 
ment is  light,  dry,  and  the  cell  room  has  a  good  cement  floor.  There  are  no 
toilet  facilities  or  running  water. 

As  the  lockup  is  not  used,  no  further  recommendations  concerning  It 
are  made.    It  is  habitable  and  was  found  in  good  condition.

CITY  JAIL— CORNING 

Insqpected  September  6,  1019.  George  W.  Lane,  xnayor ;  C.  G.  Hanmer, 
chief  of  police. 

The  city  of  Coming  and  immediate  vicinity  has  a  population  of  about 
17,000.  Persons  arrested  in  the  town  of  Coming  are  confined  here,  and 
also  those  arrested  at  Painted  Post,  since  the  closing  of  the  Painted  Post 
lodcnp  by  ^e  Commission. 

During  1918,  the  number  of  arrests  was:  Males  498;  females,  19: 
total  517.  During  that  time,  268  tramps  were  taken  care  of  in  the  tramps^ 
lodging  room.    The  juvenile  arrests  were  17  males  and  2  females. 

For  the  six  months  ending  June  80,  1919,  192  males  and  6  females 
were  arrested  by  the  Coming  police.  Eleven  persons  arrested  from  the 
town  of  Corning  were  confined  here  since  January  first. 

The  jail  is  located  in  the  dty  hall,  which  is  considerably  mn  down  and 
badly  in  need  of  repairs.  The  women's  jail  is  located  on  the  first  floor 
and  consists  of  five  cells,  three  of  which  are  equipped  with  modem  sanitary 
<do8ets  and  wash  basins.  The  bunks  are  provided  with  sanitary  mattresses 
and  sheets  and  pillow  cases  and  are  kept  in  excellent  condition,  the  matron 
being  in  charge  when  persons  are  under  arrest. 

The  male  quarters  are  locate<l  in  the  basement  of  the  building  and 
consist  of  five  steel  cells,  of  satisfactory  type,  three  of  which  are  equipped 
with  toilets  and  wash  basins.  Upon  the  last  inspection  it  was  stated  tliat 
arrangements  had  been  made  to  install  toilets  and  wash  basins  in  the  two 
remaining  cells,  but  this  has  not  been  done.  The  plumbing  now  installed 
will  permit  of  this  being  done  at  very  small  expense,  requiring  only  the 
installation  of  toilets  and  wash  basins  which  could  be  connected  with  the 
plumbing  in  the  back  of  the  cells.  The  city  should  be  required  to  attend 
to  this  immediately. 

The  men's  room  is  in  bad  condition,  the  walls  needing  repairs  and  the 
whole  place  needing  a  thorough  cleaning  and  painting  in  a  light  color  with 
waterproof  paint  which  will  permit  of  the  walls  being  wash^  down.  The 
windows  were  dirty  and  outside  was  a  growth  of  weeds,  the  combination 
of  which  prevented  even  reasonable  iQ^hting  in  the  cell  room.  The 
cells  are  equipi>ed  with  plank  bunks  but  no  mattresses  are  provided. 
On  the  day  of  inspection  a  soldier  who  was  absent  without  leave  had  been 
confined  there  since  September  8rd  with  nothing  but  a  board  to  sleep  upon. 
Mattresses  of  the  same  type  as  used  in  the  women's  room  should  be  pro- 
vided immediately. 

There  is  no  provision  for  towels  in  the  jnil,  and  arrangements  should 
be  made  at  once  for  the  installation  of  paper  towels.  Arrangements  also 
should  be  made  to  provide  prisoners  confined  in  cells  with  toilet  paper. 

The  tramp  room  is  located  outside  the  cell  room  and  separated  by  an 
open  bar  door  which  would  allow  of  tramps  conversing  with  prisoners  con- 
Itaied  in  the  cells.  Arrangements  should  be  made  for  providing  a  tramp 
room  in  some  other  part  of  the  city,  as  the  present  one  is  entirely  unfit 
for  use.  The  dty  authorities  should  be  asked  to  take  this  matter  up  next 
spring  and  make  arrangements  for  taking  care  of  tramps  outside  the  City 
HaU. 

Although  the  number  of  jnv^illes  arrested  is  not  large,  theie  can  be  no 
justification  of  their  being  confined  in  the  women's  jail,  as  at  present. 
Young  children  who  are  placed  under  arrest  should  not  be  confined  in  a 
jail  but  should  have  a  detention  room  provided  where  they  can  be  kept 
during  the  time  necessary  to  dispose  of  their  cases.  As  a  result  of  studies 
of  juvenile  delinquents,  it  has  been  found  that  the  impiession  gained  by 
locking  the  child  up  in  jail  often  lasts  through  a  lifetime  and  are  frequently 
responsible  for  a  life  of  crime.  No  city  the  size  of  Coming  should  per- 
mit its  unfortunate  juvenile  delinquents  to  be  locked  in  jail.  It  is  under- 
iBtood  that  space  in  the  City  Hall  has  recently  been  vacated  by  one  ef  the 
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fire  deiMirtment  companies  and  aitaogemeata  could  be  made  for  a  detention 
room  for  children  in  this  space. 

It  Is  therefore  recommended  that  within  the  coming  year  the  present 
lodgers'  room  be  abandoned  and  arrangements  made  to  house  tramps  In 
some  other  location ;  that  Immediate  action  be  taken  to  provide  the  two  re- 
maining cells  In  the  men's  section  with  toilets  and  wash  basins ;  that  both 
the  men's  and  women's  jails  be  repainted  as  Indicated  above;  that  a  deten- 
tion room  be  provided  for  juvenile  delinquents;  and  the  minor  details  re- 
ferred to  in  the  report  given  prompt  attention  by  the  city  authorities.

VILLAGE  LOCKUP— PAINTED  POST 

BTEUBBN   COUNTY 

Inspected  April  19,  1919.  A.  D.  Stevens,  president;  A.  R.  Fulkerson, 
chief  of  police. 

The  condition  of  this  lockup  was  fully  described  In  Inspections  dated 
July  28,  1917  and  October  19,  1918.  No  Improvements  of  any  kind  have 
been  made  In  the  lockup  since  the  last  Inspection  and  It  Is  absolutely  un- 
fitted for  the  confinement  of  prisoners.  From  October  19,  1918  to  date  35 
prisonerB  have  been  locked  In  the  jail  and  of  these  about  two-thirds  were 
detained  over  night. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  janitor  to  take  care  of  the  lock- 
up and  keep  It  dean.  No  bedding  has  been  provided  for  the  cells  and  the 
blankets,  which  were  In  filthy  condition  at  the  time  of  the  last  Inspection, 
have  not  been  washed. 

The  chief  of  police  Is  on  duty  all  night  up  to  5  A.  M.  and,  unless  called 
to  other  parts  of  the  vUlage,  remains  In  the  vidndty  of  the  lockup.  Inas- 
much as  the  lockup  is  located  In  the  basement  of  an  old  wooden  building, 
which  Is  a  fire  trap,  no  prisoners  should  be  locked  up  In  the  cells  unless 
some  one  ds  nearby  who  could  take  charge  of  them  in  case  of  fire.  When 
the  chief  of  police  Is  oft  duty  the  keys  are  left  with  the  justice  of  the  peace. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  Inspection  the  president  of  the  village 
wrote  the  Commission  that  'it  Is  the  Intention  In  the  spring,  or  as  soon 
as  the  war  is  over,  to  btilld  a  modem  fire  station  with  a  proper  lockup  In- 
stalled in  the  building  and  Installed  In  such  a  way  that  It  can  be  properly 
taken  care  of."  Under  date  of  April  8,  1919,  the  village  clerk  wrote  the 
Comudssion  that  "because  of  other  conditions  which  necessitated  the  ex- 
penditure of  money,  It  seems  now  that  we  will  be  unable  to  build  this 
year.'.'  A  letter  written  to  the  village  president  on  April  9,  1919,  asking 
for  definite  Information  on  this  subject,  remains  unanswered. 

If  positive  steps  are  not  taken  towards  the  building  of  a  lockup  by 
August  1st,  the  village  should  be  cited  to  show  cause  before  the  Commission 
why  the  lockup  should  not  be  closed.  In  the  meantime  the  village  should 
be  required  to  provide  mattresses  covered  with  leather  or  some  Imitation 
leather  for  each  cell;  to  provide  for  frequent  cleaning  of  blankets  which 
should  be  supplied  for  each  cell:  and  to  arrange  that  at  all  times  when 
prisoners  are  locked  in  the  cells  some  authorized  person  be  within  easy 
reach  should  a  Are  occur.*

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TOWN  IX>CKUP--BABYLON 

Inspected  June  18,  1919.  John  C.  Bobbins,  supervisor;  Thomas 
Gallagher,  chief  of  police. 

The  population  of  the  village  of  Babylon  is  about  8,000  and  of  the  town 
10,000. 

This  town  has  recently  constructed  in  the  village  of  Babylon  a  com- 
modious two-story  and  basement  town  hall,  in  the  basement  of  which  is 
a  new  lockup  consisting  of  two  rooms.  The  basement  has  a  high  ceiling 
and  is  a  little  more  than  half  above  grade.  The  plans  were  approved 
by  the  State  Ck>nmiisRion  of  Prisons. 

The  three  cells  used  in  the  old  lockup  have  been  installed  in  the  larger 
room  of  this  lockup;  they  are  each  5  feet  by  6  feet  6  inches  and  ar^ 
made  of  steel  bars  set  on  5  1-2  inch  centers  and  each  furnished  with  a  fold- 
ing steel  bunk.  On  the  day  of  inspection  the  plumbers  were  installing 
a  stationary  wash  basin  and  a  toilet  in  one  of  the  cells  and  like  equipment 
in  the  detention  room  for  women  and  minors.  The  plans  provided  for 
a  toilet  and  wash  basin  in  each  of  the  three  cells.  The  cost  of  the  build- 
ing and  equipment  has  exceeded  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  and 
the  town  authorities  are  asking  for  an  extension  of  time  before  install- 
ing a  toilet  and  wash  basin  in  the  other  two  cells,  as  there  are  no  funds 
on  band  to  meet  this  expense;  and  for  the  further  reason  that  it  might 
develop  that  the  one  cell  provided  with  these  facilities  *and  the  deten- 
tion room  may  be  all  the  town  will  need,  as  the  number  of  arrests  there 
averages  less  than  one  a  month.  The  Supervisor  and  Chief  stated  that 
the  arrest  of  a  woman  does  not  occur  more  than  once  in  five  years  and 
the  Board  anticipates  that  the  number  of  arrests  will  be  less  as  Pro- 
hibition becomes  effective. 

I  recommend  that  the  request  of  the  town  authorities,  that  the  town 
be  authorisEed  to  defer  the  installation  of  the  toilets  and  wash  basins 
in  liie  other  cells  until  such  time  as  tliey  may  be  needed,  be  granted.* 

The  Supervisor  stated  that  if  anything  should  happen  making  it 
necessary  to  use  the  other  cells  they  would  borrow  the  money  and  install 
the  plumbing,  as  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to  comply  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Commission.  Except  for  the  fact  that  the  town  had  three 
cells  on  hand,  the  Board  would  not  have  deemed  it  necessary  to  install 
more  than  one  cell.  The  chief  of  police,  who  has  held  the  position  for 
sereral  years,  stated  that  he  could  not  recall  any  occasion  when  there  was 
more  than  one  prisoner  in  custody  at  one  time.

TOWN  LOCKUP— BELLPORT

of  Heliport,  a  ttmnll  wooden  structure  situated  in  a  lonely  place  about  half 
way  between  the  railroad  station  and  the  village,  about  one  half  mile  from 
each. 

On  October  28, 1919, 1  visited  the  village  to  inspect  the  lockup,  but  was 
informed  by  the  village  officer  that  ttiis  loclvup  was  abandoned  two  years 
ago  and  bus  not  been  used  since.    I  did  not  make  an  inspection.

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VILLAGE  LOCKUP--GRBENPORT 

SUFFOLK  COUNTY 

Inspected  July  9.  1910.  George  B.  Preston,  village  president;  T.  B. 
Howard,  chief  of  police,  assisted  by  two  other  officers. 

The  population  of  Greenport  is  about  5,800. 

This  village  has  a  new  modem  fireproof  lockup  completed  in  June,  1917 
and  fully  described  in  my  report  of  October  15th  of  that  year.  It  has  three 
departments,  one  for  men,  one  for  women,  and  in  the  basement  a  room 
for  lodgers. 

The  installation  of  a  hot  water  heating  plant  in  process  at  the  time  of 
my  former  Inspection,  was  completed.  The  room  for  women  has  never  been 
needed  or  occupied  and  the  asbestos  curtain  which  was  to  be  hung  over  the 
grating  in  front  of  this  room  has  not  been  provided.  This  should  be  done 
without  further  delay,  as  without  it  the  room  for  women  is  not  properly 
segregated. 

The  Jail  was  clean  showing  excellent  care. 

The  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  ending  July  1st  was  38.  They 
were  all  detained  over  night,  the  chief  stated.  Police  court  is  held  in  the 
police  office  in  the  same  building. 

There  were  very  few  lodgers  last  winter.

TOWN  LOCKUP— ORIENT

Inspected  July  9, 1919.  David  W.  Tuttle,  supervisor,  Greenport;  H.  W. 
Terry,  resident  justice ;  D.  L.  Latham,  constable  and  keeper. 

This  lockup  belongs  to  the  town  of  Southold  but  is  located  at  and  used 
by  the  settlement  or  community  known  as  the  Orient,  which  is  not  incor- 
porated.   It  has  a  resident  population  of  about  700. 

The  lockup  remains  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  my  last  Inspection* 
October  15,  1917  and  has  not  l^een  used  at  all  since  that  inspection.  It  con- 
sists of  a  small  one-siory  frame  building  located  in  a  field  some  400  or  500 
feet  distant  from  any  other  building.  It  was  in  good  condition  except  it 
needed  sweeping, 

Only  two  arrests  have  been  made  since  my  former  visit  and  In  both. 
cases  the  prisoners  were  taken  to  the  lockup  at  Greenport,  five  miles  distant 
in  the  same  town,  for  detention. 

The  local  officials  understand  that  if  a  prisoner  is  detained  in  this 
lockup  at  Orient  an  officer  or  watchman  must  remain  with  him.  It  is 
deemed  more  economical  and  agreeable  to  take  the  prisoner  to  Greenport 
than  to  stay  with  him  at  the  Orient  lockup.  Apparently  the  town  does 
not  need  a  lockup  at  Orient.

The  resident  population  of  the  town  of  Shelter  Island  is  about  14200^ 
and  the  summer  population  about  4,000. 
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The  lockup  is  located  in  about  the  center  of  the  island  and  consists 
of  a  detached  one-story  wooden  building  with  two  good  steel  cages  with 
bonks  furnished  with  mattress  and  blankets  in  good  condition.  The  lockup 
was  dean,  the  contents  in  orderly  condition  and  all  rubbish  had  been  re- 
moved, showing  much  better  care  than  formerly.  It  is  in  the  general  care 
of  the  town  derk  who  lives  near  by.  He  stated  that  there  had  been  no  oc- 
casion to  use  it  since  he  came  into  office  in  April,  1918.  The  supervisor 
stated  that  it  had  been  used  occasionally  during  recent  years,  but  not  often. 

The  local  officials  understand  that  if  a  prisoner  is  detained  in  the 
lockup  at  night,  an  officer  or  watchman  must  remain  with  him  on  account 
of  the  danger  from  fire.    This  should  not  be  neglected. 

No  lodgers  are  cared  for.

The  population  of  the  village  is  about  2,000,  and  of  the  town  about 
6,000. 

The  lockup  Is  located  In  the  basemeut  of  the  Town  Hall,  a  recently 
constracted  brick  building,  semi-fireproof.  The  lookup  is  in  a  large  room 
with  a  concrete  floor  and  four  outside  windows,  two  of  eight  lights  and 
two  of  three  lights  each.  There  are  electric  lights  and  the  heating 
plant  of  the  building  is  in  the  same  room.  Since  the  last  inspection  a  new 
metal  ceiling  has  been  installed,  a  commendable  improvement. 

There  are  two  steel  cages,  5x7  feet,  open  on  ail  sides  except  the  par- 
tition. Each  cage  has  two  folding  bunks  and  the  lower  ones  have  each  a 
mattress,  pillow  and  blanket,  in  good  condition.  It  would  be  advisable  to 
en(dose  the  mattress  in  waterproof  covering. 

The  water  is  from  a  driven  well  with  a  pump  in  the  lockup.  The  village 
has  neither  public  water  nor  sewers. 

The  arrests  average  about  one  a  month  and  about  one-half  of  those  ar- 
rested are  held  over  night 

The  lockup  was  clean,  showing  good  care.

The  population  of  the  village  is  about  2,000,with  a  summer  population 
of  about  6,000. 

The  regular  police  force  of  the  village  is  3;  in  the  summer  it  is  in- 
creased to  8. 

Since  the  last  inspection  the  village  has  constructed  a  new  lockup, 
remedying  the  conditions  criticised  in  former  reports.  It  consists  of  a 
section  of  the  basement  entirely  separated  from  the  other  sections  by  solid 
bride  partitions.  The  room  is  about  15  x  18  feet,  with  a  concrete  floor,  a 
hollow  tile  ceiling,  plastered,  and  two  windows,  each  2  ft.  4  in.  by  3  ft  4  in. 
It  has  steam  heat  and  electric  lights. 
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There  are  two  steel  cells,  6x7  feet,  with  open  fronts  and  top  made  of 
square  bars  set  on  4-inch  centers;  each  furnished  with  two  folding  bunks 
hSTing  waterproof  mattresses  and  blankets.  Bach  cell  has  a  stationary 
wash  basin  with  a  self-closing  faucet  and  a  one-piece  vitreous  ware  toilet, 
flushed  with  a  push  button.  The  cells  are  two  of  those  formerly  in  the 
old  lockup, 

The  entire  interior  was  painted  white  enamel  and  was  dean,  dry  and 
light.  The  basement  is  about  half  above  grade  and  the  entrance  is  from 
the  outside. 

The  arrests  average  about  25  a  year  who  are  held  all  night  A  few 
others  are  detained  an  hour  or  so  in  the  daytime.  There  is  an  occasional 
lodger  in  cold  weather. 

This  new  lockup  is  a  very  creditable  improvement..

This  is  a  town  lockup  of  the  town  of  Southold,  located  at  the  village  of 
Southold  and  used  mostly  by  the  village  which  has  a  population  of  about 
1,400. 

The  lockup  remains  the  same  except  that  the  slight  repairs  mentioned 
in  my  last  report,  made  in  October,  1917,  have  been  made  and  arrangement 
made  for  an  ofl9cer  or  watchman  to  stay  at  the  lockup  when  occupied  at 
night  on  account  of  the  danger  of  fire.  The  lockup  is  seldom  used  and  not 
at  all  at  night  When  necessary  to  detain  a  prisoner  over  night  he  is  either 
taken  to  the  county  Jail  at  Riverhead  or  the  lockup  at  Greenport,  five  miles 
distant  in  the  same  town. 

No  lodgers  are  cared  for  and  the  lockup  has  not  been  used  at  all  during 
the  present  year.  It  needs  sweeping,  otherwise  it  Is  in  satisfactory  condi- 
tion. The  necessity  of  having  an  officer  or  watchman  stay  with  a  prisoner 
If  locked  in  at  night,  still  continues  and  should  not  be  changed.

The  population  of  the  village  is  about  415,  with  an  additional  increase- 
of  two  or  three  hundred  during  the  summer  season.

The  cellff 
are  equipped  with  bunks  and  bedding,  modern  toilet  facilities  and  the  Jail 
throughout  was  dean  and  in  order.  It  Is  light  and  ventilation  seems  satis- 
factory. The  room  intended  for  the  temporary  detention  of  women  wa8> 
being  used  for  Uie  storing  of  evidence  in  excise  cases,  but  the  chief  stated 
that  this  would  soon  be  removed  and  the  room  would  be  ready  to  receive 
persons  whose  separate  detention  was  required.

The  lodgers'  room  has  an  Independent  entrance  and  is  foinished  with 
toilet^  lavatory  and  wooden  benches.  The  furnace  is  a  new  one  and  is  sltu^ 
ated  in  the  basement  underneath  the  lodgers'  quarters.

piece  toilet  with  push-button  flush,  and  that  the  lavatory  in  the  corridor  be 
repaired.  Tlie  purpose  of  this  visit  was  to  ascertain  if  the  recommendation 
had  been  complied  with.  I  found  that  the  old  closet  had  been  replaced  with 
another  of  the  same  type  instead  of  the  kind  recommended.  The  one  in- 
stalled is  an  iron  self  flushing  toilet  with  wooden  seat  and  direct  flush. 

The  lavatory  has  been  repaired. 

This  type  of  iron  toilet  has  not  given  satisfaction  wherever  used  ist 
Jails  or  lockups.  The  wooden  seat  is  objectionable  for  sanitary  reasons 
and  soon  becomes  broken.  The  iron  rusts  and  enamd  chips  off  renderings 
the  toilet  difficult  to  keep  clean,  and  becomes  unsightly  in  appearance.

This  lockup  was  described  in  the  last  report  of  inspection  and  warn 
found  the  same  except  that  new  bedding  has  been  furnished.  This  con- 
sists of  mattresses,  blankets  and  pillows  with  slips. 

The  chief  objection  to  the  lockup  seems  to  be  its  location  which  Is 
in  the  basement  of  the  fire  station  and  is  rather  dark  and  at  times  Bald

to  be  rery  damp.  It  is  situated  in  a  rear  corner  of  the  basement  and  has 
two  small  windows.  The  cells  are  of  cement  block  construction,  the  fronts 
being  so  laid  as  to  leave  openings  nt  intervals  between  the  blocks.  One  of 
the  windows  is  in  the  corridor  and  the  other  in  one  cell.  This  leaves  the 
other  cell  dark.  The  doors  are  of  plank  construction  with  narrow  openings. 
A  small  fireproof  building  provided  with  steel  cells,  modern  toilets,  etc., 
woald  be  a  vast  Improvement  over  the  present  arrangement.  ESach  of  the 
•edlB  has  a  rusty  iron  hopper  closet  flushed  from  the  corridor. 

The  authorities  stated  that  the  lockup  is  used  only  occasionally  for 
the  detention  of  a  person  under  arrest,  and  in  addition,  some  intoxicated 
perBons  and  lodgers  are  allowed  in  the  lockup  over  night. 

If  the  lockup  is  to  be  continued  in  its  present  location,  the  recommend- 
ations contained  in  the  last  report  of  inspection  are  again  renewed.  They 
4ire  as  follows: 

First  Install  modem  one-piece  toilets  with  tank  flush  operated  by 
push  buttons  in  each  cell,  also  wash  basin  with  faucet. 

Second.    Install  a  large  outside  window  in  the  cell  which  has  none. 

Tlie  village  ofllcials  have  objected  to  modem  toilets  claiming  that  they 
would  freeze.  This  could  only  be  true  in  extremely  cold  weather,  when 
jurangements  could  be  made  for  turning  off  the  water  or  keeping  fire  going.

The  principal  objection  to  this  lockup,  as  set  forth  in  former  reports. 
Is  its  location,  being  in  the  basement  largely  below  grade  and  is  not  light. 
One  cell  is  very  dark. 

BInoe  the  last  inspection  the  lockup  has  been  renovated  and  new  bed- 
ting  provided.  Modem  toilets  were  recommended  in  place  of  the  Iron 
hopper  toilets  now  in  use,  also  that  a  window  be  Installed  in  the  dark 
<ceU.    These  have  not  been  complied  with. 

This  lockup  in  its  present  location  will  never  be  up  to  standard 
except  by  extensive  remodeling.  The  vill^e  officials  feel  that  the  little 
use  for  it  at  the  present  time  does  not  warrant  an  expenditure  of  money 
necessary  to  modernize  It.  The  building  is  in  excellent  condition  but 
small,  all  the  sjiace  on  the  first  floor  being  in  use  for  other  purposes. 

The  erection  of  a  small  fireproof  building  in  the  rear,  providing  same 
with  modem  equipment,  would  make  a  satisfactory  lockup  for  this  village.

Since  the  last  inspection  a  new  cement  floor  has  been  installed  in  the 
lockup  and  the  cells  pidnted  white. 

When  the  old  lockup  was  abandoned  in  1912  the  present  one  was  fitted 
up  temporarily  until  the  project  of  a  new  municipal  building  might 
materiaUsie.  Five  excellent  modem  cells  were  purchased  and  placed  in 
the  present  building  wMch  had  formerly  been  a  meat  market  and  consists 
of  the  first  floor  of  a  three^story  brick  building.    Two  of  the  cells  were

intended  for  females  but  the  Justice  and  offloers  state  that  the  detention' 
of  a  woman  has  been  a  rare  occurrence. 

The  cells  have  fronts  of  round  bars,  solid  sides,  tops  and  bottoms, 
and  sliding  doors.  ICach  cell  has  a  wooden  bunk  w>ith  blankets.  Tbe- 
toilet  facilities  consist  of  a  sanitary  doset  and  lavatory  in  the  corridor. 
The  proper  place  for  toilets  and  washbasins  is  in  the  cells,  but  the  presoit 
arrangement  was  permitted  on  account  of  the  lockup  being  intended  as  a. 
temporary  makeshift 

If  this  is  to  be  the  permanent  lockup  for  Whitehall,  the  room  should 
be  divided  into  the  cell  room  for  men,  a  detention  room  for  females  and. 
minors  and  a  room  for  lodgers.  At  the  present  time  it  is  claimed  that  not 
many  arrests  are  made  and  only  a  small  number  of  lodgers  housed. 

The  lockup  is  heated  by  a  large  coal  stove,  has  electric  lights  and  large- 
windows  in  front  of  the  cells.  It  was  found  in  clean  condition.  It  is  said 
to  be  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  at  night  when  occupied.

This  is  an  excellent  fireproof  lockup,  located  in  the  municipal  building 
and  fire  station.  It  was  fully  described  in  the  last  report  of  inspecti<»i  and 
was  found  in  a  most  commendable  condition.  It  is  complete  in  every  re- 
spect, all  the  requirements  for  a  modem  lockup  having  been  complied  with. 

Briefly  described,  it  consists  of  a  department  for  men  and  a  separate 
detention  room  for  females  or  minors.  The  room  for  men  has  two  modem 
cells  with  open  fronts  and  sliding  doors,  facing  windows  glazed  with  trans- 
lucent glass.  The  cells  are  furnished  with  modem  toilet  and  lavatory  and* 
the  bunks  are  provided  with  good  mattresses,  blankets  and  pillows.  Tlie 
detention  room  is  furnished  with  bed  and  good  bedding,  enclosed  toilet,  and 
lavatory.    This  room  has  one  large  barred  window. 

The  ceilings  are  steel  and  the  floor  and  side  walls  cement.  The  doors 
are  iron.  The  lockup  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam  or  hot 
water. 

At  the  present  time  only  a  small  number  of  arrests  occur  where  deten- 
tion  in  the  lockup  is  required.

Bedford  Hills  is  not  an  incorporated  village  and  owns  no  public  build- 
ings. The  police  station  and  lockup  is  rented  by  the  township  from  private 
Individuals,  The  building  is  a  small  one-story  wooden  structure,  centrally 
located,  and  is  said  to  be  in  charge  of  officers  at  all  times. 

The  lockup  occupies  a  room  in  the  rear  and  consists  of  two  steel  oeHa 
with  barred  fronts  and  large  round  perforations  through  the  tops  and  rears 
which  are  of  plate  steeL  The  interior  of  the  room  Is  well  ceiled  and  part- 
ed.   The  floor  is  wood.    The  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  has  electric 
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Ilffht.  There  is  a  sink  with  running  water  and  toilet  flushed  with  a  pail. 
Tbeee  are  situated  in  the  corridor.  The  cells  have  steel  bunks  with  bedding 
which  was  in  very  good  condition.  The  lockup  was  clean,  and  is  fairly  well 
lighted  and  ventilated.  There  is  an  independent  entrance  In  the  rear  which 
can  be  nsed  in  case  of  fire. 

The  number  of  arrests  since  January  1, 1919,  was  77.  The  officers  state 
that  females  and  juYeniles  are  not  detained  in  the  lockup,  but  their  cases 
are  otherwise  disposed  of.  Very  few  lodgers  are  housed  at  the  present 
ttme. 

This  is  a  very  good  lockup  but  could  be  improved  somewhat  by  in- 
stalling a  cement  floor  and  modem  sanitary  toilets  in  each  cell.  The  of- 
fidals  state  that  owing  to  inadequate  sewage  disposal  and  the  fact  that 
tliis  is  not  public  property  these  improvements  are  practically  out  of  the 
question  at  this  time.

This  lockup  is  located  in  the  basement  underneath  the  village  hall, 
whi<di  is  a  two-story  building  of  stucco  and  pressed  brick.  It  is  reached 
hj  a  very  long  steep  stairway  and  is  largely  below  grade.  The  men's  de- 
partment has  three  latticed  steel  cells  in  a  narrow  long  room  and  are 
placed  at  right  angles  with  the  windows  which  are  small.  The  interior  is 
whitewashed  and  the  floor  which  is  cement  was  clean. 

•  There  are  no  toilet  conveniences  in  the  cells.  In  an  adjoining  room 
are  toilet,  lavatory,  and  shower  bath.  Each  cell  has  a  steel  bunk  but 
very  little  bedding  is  furnished.  The  lockup  is  heated  by  steam  and  has 
electric  light    It  is  well  cared  for. 

In  1916  a  place  intended  for  the  detention  of  females  was  provided  in 
another  part  of  the  basement.  This  was  formerly  a  toilet  room  and  is 
very  badly  situated  and  has  never  been  used;  no  bed  has  been  provided. 

The  records  show  that  about  60  of  the  persons  arrested  during  the  past 
year  were  detained  in  the  lockup ;  six  were  women,  but  were  not  held  over 
night 

The  location  of  this  lockup  is  very  undesirable.  No  lockup  should  be 
in  a  deep  basement  or  cellar ;  with  no  outside  entrance  and  in  case  of  fire 
it  might  prove  a  death  trap.* 

BECOM  MENDATION 

That  other  quarters  be  provided  as  soon  as  arrangements  can  be  made, 
and  that  plans  for  same  be  submitted  to  the  State  Commission  of 
Prisons  for  approval  as  required  by  law.

The  lockup  is  u^ed  by  the  whole  township  and  the  number  of  arrests  Is 
said  to  average  about  20  a  year. 

The  building  is  a  small  one-story  frame  structure  with  one  large  lat- 
ticed steel  cell  containing  four  bunks  and  some  good  bedding.  The  village 
lias  running  water  and  electric  light,  but  these  improvements  are  not  Ifi  the 
lockup ;  kerosene  lanterns  .nrc  used  and  the  building  is  faetited  with  a  i-oal 
stove.  There  are  four  windows  which  are  boarded  up  on  the  exterior.  No 
one  is  employed  to  keep  the  lockup  under  supervisicm  during  the  nigbt  when 
occupied  or  to  look  after  its  cleanliness.  This  work  4s  certainly  not  a  part 
of  the  duties  of  a  constable  or  police  officer  unless  he  elects  to  serve  in  that 
<»pacity  and  is  paid  for  such  services. 

The  lockup  is  a  fire  trap  unless  guarded  when  occupied,  and  its  use 
•should  not  be  permitted  unless  a  watchman  is  employed  to  remain  in  charge 
during  the  night  when  there  are  inmates.  Electric  light  should  be  In- 
stalled. 

If  a  lockup  is  needed  at  Croton  Falls  it  would  probably  be  better  to 
erect  a  modem  one  of  fireproof  material  and  install  electric  light  and  run- 
ning water.  It  might  also  be  possible  to  install  a  sanitary  closet  in  the  c^, 
and  if  located  near  some  other  building  containing  steam  or  hot  water  heat 
the  same  might  be  extended  to  the  lockup. 

The  lockup  should  be  made  safe  and  sanitary  or  it  should  be  dosed.

TOWN  LOCKUP— CROTON-ON-HUDSON 

WESTCHESTER  COUNTY 

Inspected  April  7, 1910. 

The  lockups  at  this  place,  Verplanck  and  Peekskill  are  all  in  he  town  of 
Cortlandt.  The  population  of  the  village  of  Croton  is  in  the  neighborhood 
of  8,000. 

The  lockup  is  in  the  town  hall,  a  two-story  brick  building,  and  con- 
sists of  four  brick  vault  like  cells,  one  of  which  is  a  toilet  and  utility  cell. 
Two  cells  had  wooden  sleeping  platforms  and  the  other  was  empty.  There 
were  also  a  bench  and  several  wooden  bunks  or  boards  on  the  floor  in  the 
corridor,  used  for  lodgers.  The  only  electric  light  was  in  the  toilet  cell  and 
the  heating  facilities  consist  of  a  small  section  of  steam  pipes  which  seem 
insufficient  to  heat  these  solid  cells  in  cold  weather. 

Because  of  Inadequate  sunlight  and  ventilation  the  lockup  was  fonl 
smelling,  cold,  and  damp;  it  showed  lack  of  care  and  cleanliness  and  the 
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entrance  xoom  was  in  disorder  and  very  dirty.  It  was  stated  that  no  one 
is  employed  to  look  after  the  cleanliness  of  the  building.  The  interior  of 
the  lockup  is  occasionally  whitewashed. 

The  estimated  number  of  arrests  at  the  present  time,  where  dettntion  is 
required,  is  about  two  a  month  and  four  or  five  lodgers  a  week  are  housed 
in  the  lockup. 

BECOM  M  ENDATION  8 

1.  Tear  out  the  brick  cells,  and  after  putting  in  several  windows 
properly  barred,  install  two  modem  steel  cells  of  an  approved  type  and  size 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  room  from  the  present  cells  so  that  the  open 
barred  fronts  will  face  the  w4ndows. 

2.  Provide  each  cell  with  modem  full-flushing  toilet  with  integral 
seat  and  push-button  flush. 

3.  Paint  the  interior  a  light  color  instead  of  whitewash. 

4.  Some  one  should  be  employed  to  care  for  the  lockup  and  keep  it 
under  supervision  when  occupied. 

If  there  is  need  for  a  separate  room  for  females  and  Juveniles,  a  part 
of  the  room  could  be  partitioned  off  for  this  purpose. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  these  suggested  improvements  should  be 
submitted  to  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  for  approval  as  required  by 
law.*

WESTCHESTER  OOUNTT 

Inspected  April  8,  1919.    P.  F.  Costello,  captain  of  police. 

This  lockup  and  police  headquarters  are  located  on  the  second  floor 
of  a  rented  building,  centrally  located  and  otherwise  used  for  municipal 
purposes.  The  interior  of  the  cell  rooms  is  entirely  of  wooden  con- 
stmction  and  the  men's  quarters  have  no  toilet  facilities.  The  last  report 
of  inspection  recommended  the  installation  of  toilets  and  water,  also  a  cot 
bed  in  the  women's  room.    The    latter  has  been  provided. 

The  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  was  50,  of  whom  8 
were  Juveniles;  no  females  were  detained.  About  6  lodgers  a  month 
were  housed  in  the  basement 

There  are  two  latticed  steel  cells  in  the  men's  department,  each  pro- 
vided with  a  wooden  bunk  without  bedding.  The  room  is  heated  by  steam 
and  has  electric  light.  The  women's  room  is  well  ceiled  and  furnished 
with  enclosed  toilet  and  cot  bed.  The  lockup  was  clean,  showing  good 
care. 

The  erection  of  a  modem  municipal  building  with  quarters  for  the 
police  station  and  lockup  would  be  the  best  method  of  making  improve- 
ments and  probably  the  most  economical.  The  present  location  upstairs 
and  the  wooden  construction,  also  lack  of  modem  cell  toilet  facilities, 
will  always  be  objectionable. 

If  the  present  quarters  are  to  be  maintained  for  any  length  of  time, 
toilets  and  water  should  be  installed  in  the  lockup  and  It  should  be  care- 
fully guarded  at  all  times  when  persons  arc  locked  up.  The  same  is 
recommended.

There  are  two  other  lockups 
In  this  township,  one  at  Purchase  and  the  other  at  Silver  Lake. 

There  are  two  latticed  steel  cells  in  the  rear  room  of  the  police  station, 
^hlch  is  a  two-story  buUding  rented  for  the  purpose.  The  floor  is  wood, 
ceiling  metal,  and  sidewalls  lath  and  plaster.  Each  cell  has  two  steel 
bunks,  a  full-flushing  toilet,  and  there  is  a  lavatory  in  the  corridor.  The 
building  is  heated  by  steam  and  has  electric  lights.  It  is  under  the  super- 
Tision  of  officers    at  all  times. 

The  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  was  about  150  and  some 
30  lodgers  were  cared  for.  If  a  woman  is  arrested  she  Is  taken  to  Bye, 
where  a  place  of  detention  is  provided  for  females. 

BECOM  MENDATION 

That  waterproof  mattresses  be  provided  for  the  steel  bunks,  and  snp- 
plied  when  conditions  warrant  it.

This  lockup  is  in  all  respects  the  same  as  described  in  the  last  report 
of  inspection.  The  recommendations  made  at  that  time  have  not  been 
complied  with.    They  are  as  follows: 

1.  Provide  a  separate  place  for  the  detention  of  females. 

2.  Install  toilets  and  wash  basins  in  the  cells  for  men. 
The  records  show  that  about  150  arrests  were  made  during  the  past 

year.  A  few  of  them  were  women  and  Juveniles,  but  the  officers  stated 
that  in  each  case  other  arrangements  had  been  made  so  that  detention 
in  the  lockup  was  not  required. 

Police  headquarters  is  located  in  the  village  court  house  and  library 
building,  a  stone  structure.  If  necessary  to  have  a  detention  room  for 
females  and  Juveniles,  no  doubt  quarters  could  be  fitted  up  in  some  other 
part  of  the  building.  It  would  be  possible  to  turn  the  cells  around  facing 
the  windows  and  by  moving  them  forward,  leave  a  fair  amount  of  space  in 
the  rear  which  could  be  partitioned  off  and  would  provide  a  very  good 
detention  room. 

The  cells  are  good  and  each  should  be  provided  with  an  inteirral 
seat  toilet  of  an  approved  type  and  wash  basin  with  running  water.  At 
present  there  is  a  lavatory  and  toilet  with  wooden  seat  located  in  the  cor- 
ridor at  one  end  of  the  room.  The  floor  is  wood  and  the  side  walls  are  of 
wainscotting  and  lath  and  plaster.  A  concrete  floor  properly  drained  so  as 
to  permit  flushing  would  be  an  improvement,  or  composition  flooring  might 
be  laid  over  the  wooden  floor.

1.  Fit  up  detention  room  if  needed. 

2.  Install  modem  toilet  and  lavatory  in  cells. 

3.  Install  cement  or  composition  flooring.

The  police  station  and  lockup  are  located  on  the  basement  floor  of  the 
town  hall,  which  is  a  large  brick  building  in  good  condition.  The  en- 
trance  Is  at  grade  and  the  cell  room  is  above  ground.  The  lockup  was 
found  the  same  as  described  in  previous  reports  of  inspection,  and  was 
in  sattaCactory  condition  with  regard  to  cleanliness.  There  are  four  good 
ateel  cells  with  round  barred  top  fronts  and  rears.  There  are  a  toilet, 
sink,  electric  light,  and  steam  heat  in  the  corridor. 

I  was  informed  that  few  arrests  are  made    at  the  present  time.

On  the  second  floor  is  a  room  for  Juve* 
olles,  hut  the  same  has  not  heen  completed  for  use.  a  toilet,  lavatory 
and  two  cot  beds  are  to  be  installed.  The  room  has  two  barred  windows, 
cement  floor  and  electric  lights.  This  will  make  a  satisfactory  room  for 
the  detention  of  children  and  is  in  compliance  with  recommendations 
eontained  in  former  reports  of  inspection. 

This  jail  is  provided  with  modem  sanitary  facilities,  is  practically

The  police  force  of  the  city  consists  of  48  ofiBcers.  The  number  of 
arrests  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  September  80  inclusive  was  595 
men,  50  women,  and  69  minors. 

The  Jail  is  located  in  a  fine  building  which  is  also  occupied  by  the  City 
Court  and  Police  Headquarters.  It  is  modem  and  well  equipped.  The 
purpose  of  this  inspection  was  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  arrange- 
ment recommended  by  the  Commission  and  entered  into  by  the  city  officials 
for  a  detention  room  for  children  has  been  carried  out. 

A  satisfactory  detention  place  for  children  has  been  provided  on 
the  northeast  corner  of  the  second  floor  of  the  building  adjacent  to  the 
matron's  room.  A  toilet  and  cot  beds  have  been  installed  here.  There  is 
no  lavatory  In  the  room  but  there  is  one  outside  in  the  corridor  which, 
for  the  present  at  least,  will  be  satisfactory.  All  minors  arrested  who 
reside  in  the  city  are  paroled  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  custody  of  their 
parents  or  guardians  until  date  of  trial  and  are  not  held  over  night. 
Should  occasion  arise  that  minors  are  held  over  night,  there  is  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  sheets,  pillow  cases  and  covering  for  use  on  the  cots.  The 
detention  room  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Commission. 

The  cells  in  the  Jail  part  are  not  provided  with  mattresses.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  city  provide  a  suitable  mattress  with  a  cover  of  some 
leather  or  imitation  leather  fabric  which  can  be  washed  down  and  keep  the 
mattress  free  from  vermin  and  soil.  Blankets  should  also  be  provided  in 
the  cells  during  cold  weather.

The  records  show  that  about  100  males  and  1  female  were 
detained  during  the  past  year. 

This  village,  which  has  a  population  of  about  5,000,  rents  all  of  its 
quarters  for  the  various  municipal  departments,  consequently  first  class 
conditions  do  not  prevail,  particularly  because  they  are  scattered  about  in 
various  small  buildings.  The  lockup  is  located  about  a  block  from  police 
headquarters  and  consists  of  a  small  one-story  brick  building  divided  into 
two  separate  departments.  The  room  for  men  contains  three  steel  cells* 
toilet  with  direct  fiush,  and  faucet  with  water  in  the  corridor.  The  cells 
liaye  wooden  bunks  without  bedding. 

The  women's  room  has  two  cells  and  lavatory;  otherwise,  it  is  much 
the  same  as  the  department  for  men.  The  room  is  little  used  and  was  not 
Tery  clean,  but  it  is  better  lighted  and  ventilated  than  the  ther  half  of  the 
building.  The  whole  lockup  is  in  need  of  thorough  renovation  and  Interior 
painting,  including  the  cells;  a  light  colored  paint  should  be  used.*

The  chief  of  police  is  now  responsible  for 
both  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  jail  was  clean  throughout  and 
in  Older.  The  jail  kitchen  is  not  in  use  but  meals  are  served  to  inmates 
from  a  restaurant.  ' 

During  the  past  twelve  months  only  nine  persons  have  been  sentenced 
to  the  jail,  with  terms  from  five  to  twenty  days.  As  the  Westchester 
County  Penitentiary  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Federal  government 
for  hospital  purposes,  the  number  of  persons  committed  to  the  Peekskill 
jaU  under  sentence  may  increase  during  the  coming  year. 

The  number  of  persons  temporarily  detained  during  the  above  men- 
tioned period  was  611,  of  whom  20  were  females  and  26  male  minors 
under  16  years  of  age. 

This  is  a  modem  jail  but  the  whole  interior  could  be  brightened  by 
the  use  of  white  enameled  or  other  light  colored  paint.*

There  are  two  steel  cells  in  a  rear  room 
adjoining  the  office;  the  cells  are  each  furnished  with  bunk,  toilet  and 
faucet  with  the  village  water.  The  room  has  cement  floor,  steam  heat, 
electric  light  and  gas,  ami  ventilation  and  sunlight  are  by  means  of  one 
window  and  a  ventilator. 

The  lockup  was  clean  and  in  good  condition. 

The  number  of  prisoners  during  1918  was  94,  of  whom  4  were  females, 
6  juveniles  and  10  lodgers.  If  necessary  to  detain  a  woman  a  matron  is 
employed  to  care  for  her,  but  it  is  said  that  females  and  juveniles  are  not 
put  in  the  lockup.

The  population  of  Port  Chester  is  upwards  of  16,000. 

The  lockup  remains  the  same  as  described  in  former  reports  of  in- 
spection. It  occupies  quarters  on  the  main  floor  of  a  pressed  brick  build- 
ing, rented  of  private  parties.  There  are  separate  departments  for  men  and 
women,  the  former  having  four  steel  cells  and  the  latter  two  cells.  There 
is  also  a  padded  cell.  Each  cell  has  a  one-piece  toilet,  steel  bunk,  mattress 
and  blanket    The  lavatory  is  in  the  corridor. 

The  lockup  was  clean,  fairly  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  heated  by 
steam,  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

The  records  of  the  department  show  that  45  arrests  have  been  made 
since  January  1,  1919.  The  number  of  females  per  year  was  estimated  at 
about  12;  a  few  juveniles  and  lodgers  are  cared  for.  At  the  time  of  in- 
spection two  Juveniles  were  detained  in  the  room  for  women.

TOWN   LOCKUP— PURCHASE 

WESTCHESTER  COUNTY 

Inspected  April  10,  1919.     Ebenezer  Bull,  supervisor,  Harrison. 

This  lockup  is  in  the  town  of  Harrison  and  is  of  recent  construction. 
The  records  of  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  do  not  show  that  any 
plans  were  ever  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Commission  as  the 
law  provides. 

This  is  a  rural  section,  consisting  mostly  of  wealthy  estates,  and  is 
policed  by  officers  of  the  town  of  Harrison.  A  large  new  stone  buildin^r 
was  erected,  known  as  tlie  Community  House,  and  underneath  the  side 
veranda  is  located  the  lockup  and  office  of  the  police.  The  equipment  is 
very  good,  but  the  location  does  not  seem  satisfactory  and  is  rather  con- 
tracted. 

There  are  two  good  steel  cells,  size  4  feet  4  Inches  x  7  feet  x  7  feet 
8  inches  high,  with  round  barred  fronts.  They  are  undersized,  apparently 
having  been  made  to  fit  a  certain  narrow  space,  and  are  enclosed  on  every 
side  with  cement  except  the  front.    They  have  steel  bunks  without  bedding. 

The  cell  room  has  an  enclosed  toilet  of  vitreous  ware  with  integral 
seat,  and  there  are  also  a  lavatory,  mirror,  and  soap  dispenser.  There 
is  only  one  small  window  in  the  lockup,  placed  at  right  angles  with  the 
cell  fronts,  rendering  the  lockup  poorly  lighted  and  ventilated.  The 
front  side  of  the  lockup  is  largely  below  grade. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  plans  for  this  lockup  were  not  submitted 
before  starting  the  work,  as  doubtless  a  model  lockup  could  have  been 
provided.  All  lockups  should  have  ample  sunlight  and  ventilation  If 
they  are  to  be  kept  sanitary,  and  the  cells  should  face  the  windows.  The 
proper  place  for  the  toilet  facilities  is  in  the  cells.  If  there  is  no  objection 
it  would  seem  wise  to  provide  police  headquarters  on  the  main  floor  of 
the  building  and  utilize  the  whole  space  of  the  present  quarters  for  the 
lockup.  The  lockup  has  not  been  used.  The  town  of  Harrison  maintains 
a  police  patrol  automobile,  which  expedites  the  disposition  of  many  cases.

This  is  an  excellent  lockup  with  separate  departments  for  men  and 
women,  and  is  said  to  be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  Rye  which  has  a  pop- 
ulation of  abont  6,000. 

There  are  four  cells  for  men,  each  supplied  with  toilet  facilities  and 
steel  bunk  without  bedding.  The  department  for  females  has  a  padded 
cell  and  since  the  last  inspection  two  new  regular  cells  have  been  added, 
which  are  equipped  the  same  as  those  in  the  men's  room. 

The  floor  is  cement  and  was  clean.  The  whole  interior  Is  painted  white 
and  sunlight  and  Tentilation  are  by  means  of  skylights.  The  lockup  is 
furnished  with  hot  and  cold  water,  shower  bath,  electric  lights,  and  hot 
water  heat 

The  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  was  441,  but  190 
of  these  were  for  speed  violation.  Four  were  juveniles,  and  8  females 
were  detained.     About  100  lodgers  were  housed.

June  30, 1919 


Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  State  Priaona  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918. 
POPULATION 

The  number  of  prisoners  confined  in  the  institutions  under 
this  Department  on  June  30,  1919,  was  5^97,  of  which  3,971  were 
in  the  prisons  and  1,426  were  in  Matteawan  and  Dannemora 
State  Hoapitals  as  insane. 

The  greatest  popnlation  of  the  prisons  of  New  York  State 
was  in  1916,  with  a'total  of  6,953,  decreasing  in  1917  to  6,029, 
in  1918  to  5,725,  and  in  1919  to  5,397.  The  decrease  is  parti; 
accounted  for  by  war  conditions  and  partly  by  the  fact  that  in- 
matea  are  serving  shorter  periods  in  prison  because  of  parole 
and  more  time  deducted  from  sentence  by  commutation  and 
compensation.  Due  to  building  operations  the  cell  capacity  at 
Sing  Sing  Priaon  has  been  reduced  to  882,  thus  necessitating  the 
reduction  of  the  population  of  that  institution  and  the  transfer 
of  a  greater  number  of  inmates  to  the  other  prisons,  yet  there 
are  630  vacant  cells  in  Great  Meadow  Prison,  229  in  Clinton 
Priaon,  126  in  Anbnm  Prison  and  56  in  the  State  Priaon  for 
Women  at  Auburn. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION  AT  SING  SING  AND  WINGDALB 

In  1916  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  to  reorganize 
the  Commiasion  on  New  Prisons,  whose  dutiea  were  to  provide 
for  the  eatabliahment  of  a  new  farm  and  industrial  prison  and 
the  construction  of  new  buildings  at  Sing  Sing  Prison.  This 
commission  selected  a  aite  for  a  new  induatrial  prison  at  Wing- 
iale,  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  also  locations  for  new  build- 
ings at  Sing  Sing,  and  adopted  and  approved  plana  for  the  con- 
stmction  of  new  buildings.  By  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  under 
date  of  May  9,  1919,  this  commisaion  was  abolished  and  the 
Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  was  authorized  and  directed 
to  continue  the  work  of  erecting  new  buildings  in  accordance 
with  the  plana  adopted  and  approved  by  the  said  commission. 
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SING  SING  PRISON 

At  the  time  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  took  over 
the  work  of  the  Commission  on  New  Prisons,  there  had  been 
completed  by  inmate  labor  at  Sing  Sing  Prison  approximately 
sixty  per  cent,  of  the  footings  and  outside  foundation  walls  for 
the  clinic  building.  Since  then  outside  foundation  walls  of  this 
building  were  carried  to  elevation  of  98.42  by  inmate  labor.  Also 
the  outside  footings  and  foundation  walls  of  the  detention  build- 
ing were  about  forty  per  cent,  completed,  since  which  time  out- 
side foundation  walls  were  carried  up  to  elevation  of  97.17  by 
inmate  labor.  On  June  24,  1919,  bids  were  received  and  con- 
tracts let  for  buildings  to  be  constructed  on  the  foundations 
above  referred  to,  and  also  for  the  mess  hall  and  kitchen  and 
new  reservoir,  in  the  total  amount  of  fl,200,000.  In  addition, 
work  has  been  started  on  the  construction  of  the  sewage  disposal 
plant,  to  be  performed  entirely  by  inmate  labor,  as  well  as  a  new 
system  of  sanitary  sewers  which  will  be  started  in  the  spring 
as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  A  portion  of  the  rough  grading 
of  the  grounds  has  also  been  completed  by  inmate  labor. 

WINGDALE  PRISOI^ 

When  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  took  over  the 
work,  contracts  have  been  let  bj^  the  Commission  on  New  Prisons 
covering  a  new  cell  house,  mess  hall  and  kitchen,  interlocking 
cell  block  and  power  house,  totaling  about  $1,060,000,  and  ap- 
proximately twenty  per  cent,  of  work  had  been  completed.  The 
outside  walls  of  the  mess  hall  and  kitchen  are  being  constructed, 
and  those  of  the  interlocking  cell  block  are  nearly  completed  up 
to  the  first  story  window-sill  height.  Construction  work  on  the 
new  power  house  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  boilers,  generators, 
pumps,  etc.,  are  being  installed.  Work  by  inmate  labor  includes 
the  operation  of  the  quarry,  the  washing  of  sand  for  the  sewage 
disposal  filter  beds,  the  filling  for  the  detour  road  to  be  con- 
structed outside  the  prison  walls,  approximately  one  mile  long, 
and  has  been  carried  on  all  summer.  The  operation  of  the  tem- 
porary power  house  to  furnish  electricity  and  compressed  air 
for  the  quarry,  the  cutting  down  of  approximately  100,000  board 
feet  of  standing  timber  and  the  blowing  out  of  the  stumps  in  the 
basin  of  the  new  water  supply  system  has  been  completed,  as 
well  as  the  construction  of  two  new  buildings  in  connection  with 
the  housing  of  inmates. 

GREAT  MEADOW  PRISON 

I  believe  that  Great  Meadow  Prison,  which  is  the  moat 
modern  prison  in  the  State,  should  be  utilized  more  than  it  has 
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been  heretofore.  TJnder  the  present  law  its  population  consists  of 
transfers  ftom  the  other  prisons,  but  I  would  recommend  that  it 
be  made  a  prison  of  original  commitment  for  first  offenders,  thus 
giving  the  first  offender  the  opportunities  and  privileges  afforded 
by  this  institution.  In  order  to  carry  this  out,  however,  in- 
dustries should  be  installed  to  provide  work  for  the  increased 
population,  and  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  construct  a  wall 
around  the  cell  block. 

STATE  FABM  FOB  WOMEN  AT  VALATIE 
It  is  geDerally  conceded  that  the  State  Farm  for  Women 
should  never  have  been  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Prison  Department  and  an  attempt  made  to  conduct  it  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  established.  At  the  last  session  of  the 
L^slatnre  an  act  was  passed  discontinuing  the  State  Farm 
for  Women,  and  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  was  au- 
thorized to  use  it  as  a  part  of  one  of  the  State  prisons  pending 
its  final  disposition.  A  lai^e  amount  has  been  expended  in 
buildings,  which  no  doubt  can  be  used  to  advantage  for  other 
purposes.  There  are  three  or  four  propositions  now  being  con- 
sidered for  utilizing  this  property.  I  feel  that  the  buildings  could 
be  advantageously  converted  Into  a  State  prison  for  women  to 
take  the  place  of  the  Auburn  State  Prison  for  Women.  This, 
of  course,  would  necessitate  the  construction  of  an  enclosure 
for  at  least  part  of  the  property  and  would  leave  the  present 
institution  at  Auburn  for  the  use  of  the  men's  prison.  If  this 
cannot  be  done,  the  State  Farm  for  Women  should  be  turned  over 
to  some  other  department.* 

"Since  this  report  was  written  the  L^slature  has  made 
other  provisions  for  this  institution. 

CONDEMNED  CELLS  AT  SING  SING  PRISON 

On  June  30,  1919,  twenty-two  inmates  were  confined  in  the 
death  house  fit  Sing  Sing  Prison.  A  number  of  years  ago  the 
law  was  changed  whereby  the  death  sentence  was  executed  in 
the  State  prisons  rather  than  in  the  county  jails,  as  formerly, 
and  in  1914  the  law  was  further  amended  whereby  the  death  sen- 
tence is  inflicted  at  Sing  Sing  Prison  only.  No  special  provision 
has  ever  been  made  for  the  housing  and  care  of  these  inmates, 
and  the  prison  authorities  have  provided  such  accommodations 
as  possible,  but  since  all  the  condemned  inmates  are  now  sent 
to  Sing  Sing  Prison  there  are  not  adequate  Jiousing  facilities 
there  for  this  class  of  prisoners.  This  matter  should  be  given 
immediate  consideration  and  a  new  death  house  erected  to  meet 
the  existing  conditions  and  prepare  for  the  future,* 

*Since  this  report  was  written  the  Legislature  has  made 
appropriation  for  a  new  death  house  at  Sing  Sing  Prison. 
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DISCHARGED  PRISONERS 

I  believe  that  the  State  does  not  do  its  duty  when  releasing 
inmates  from  the  institutions.  Under  the  present  law  when  an 
inmate  is  released  in  summer  he  is  furnished  with  clothing 
not  to  exceed  twelve  dollars  in  value,  and  in  winter  an  additional 
allowance  of  six  dollars  is  made  for  an  overcoat.  He  is  also 
given  ten  dollars  in  money  and  a  railroad  ticket  to  the  place  of 
conviction.  I  believe  the  inmate  should  be  given  twenty-five 
dollars  in  money,  a  railroad  ticket  to  the  place  of  conviction, 
two  suits  of  clotiies,  one  being  a  working  suit,  two  pairs  of  socks 
and  two  pairs  of  shoes.  Under  the  present  law  when  the  ex- 
piration of  an  inmate's  term  falls  on  Sunday  or  a  legal  holiday, 
he  is  released  on  the  day  following.  Anyone  who  has  had  actual 
prison  experience  and  has  seen  the  anguish  caused  by  holding 
an  inmate  a  day  beyond  the  time  he  should  be  released  can 
realize  the  importance  of  changing  this  law  so  that  when  the  term 
expires  on  a  Sunday  or  a  legal  holiday  the  inmate  can  be  released 
the  day  previous.** 

**Since  this  report  was  written  the  law  has  been  amended 
permitting  the  discharge  of  prisoners  on  Saturday  where  the 
expiration  falls  on  Sunday. 

SCHOOLS 

The  present  school  system  was  put  into  force  in  1905  and  has 
accomplished  very  good  results.  I  am  in  favor  of  extending 
this  work  as  much  as  possible.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  present 
method  of  holding  school  sessions  during  the  regular  working 
hours  should  be  discontinnued  and  night  schools  established. 
This,  of  course,  would  necessitate  the  remodeling  of  the  school 
rooms,  but  I  believe  great  beniflts  would  accrue.  At  present 
the  inmates  have  one  hour  in  school,  which  means  that  no  matter 
what  industry  they  are  in,  or  the  nature  of  the  work,  when  it  is 
time  to  go  to  school  they  must  stop  work.  Thus  Jt  can  readily  be 
seen  that  if  an  inmate  attends  school  he  is  of  little  or  no  account 
in  the  industrial  department  for  practically  half  the  working 
day,  as  getting  ready  to  go  to  school,  going  to  school  and  settling 
down  after  his  return  consumes  the  greater  part  of  the  half  day 
in  which  he  attends  school.  It  also  disturbs  the  regular  routine 
of  the  shop  in  which  he  is  employed,  as  at  all  times  during  the 
day  some  inmates  are  at  school  and  it  is  necessary  to  adjust  the 
shop  work  to  accommodate  the  school.  Efforts  to  discipline  and 
educate  the  inmates  in  the  matter  of  work  in  the  industries  are 
impaired.  While  the  school  of  letters  accomplishes  much,  I 
believe  that  a  schooling  in  the  industrial  requirements  is  fully 
as  valuable  to  the  average  inmate.  In  many  cases  the  downfall 
of  a  man  can  be  traced  to  the  fact  that  he  does  not  settle  down 
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to  work,  never  having  been  trained  or  disciplined  or  shown  the 
need  of  applying  himself  to  steady  IndaBtry.  ,  I  believe  that  the 
Inmate  wonld  accomplish  more  by  a  regular  class-room  period 
after  his  day's  work  is  finished. 

TRANSFER   OP   PRISONERS   TO   DANNEMORA   AND 

MATTEAWAN  STATE  HOSPITALS 

I  wonld  recommend  that  the  law  relative  to  the  transfer  of 
insane  inmates  to  Bannemora  and  Matteawan  State  Hospitals 
From  the  State  prisons,  county  penitentiaries,  workhouses  and  re- 
rormatories  be  amended  so  that  the  inmates  must  be  examined 
by  two  physicians  other  than  the  physicians  of  the  institution 
in  which  they  may  be  confined. 

ROAD  AND  FARM  WORK 

The  use  of  prisoners  outside  of  the  prison  enclosure  in  the 
maintenance  and  construction  of  roads  and  in  farm  work  has 
>aBsed  the  experimental  stage  and  has  become  a  part  of  the  prison 
system.  This  outside  work  has  been  carried  on  now  for  several 
years  and  has  been  of  much  benefit  to  the  communities  receiving 
the  help  and  also  to  the  inmates  who  have  been  assigned  to  the 
rork,  and  I  believe  that  we  can  continue  this  feature  with  reason- 
able safety.  Of  course,  there  are  escapes  and  abuse  of  confidence, 
hut,  considering  the  number  of  inmates  who  have  been  assigned 
to  this  work,  the  number  is  small. 

INDETERMINATE  SENTENCES 

One  of  the  chief  complaints  we  meet  in  our  visitations  to 
the  several  institutions  and  in  our  conversations  with  the  in- 
mates is  their  claim  of  inequality  of  sentences;  that  is,  for  a 
certain  crime  one  judge  will  impose  a  short  sentence,  while  an- 
3ther  judge  will  impose  a  long  sentence.  The  inmates  claim  this 
is  due,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  temperament  of  the  judge  im- 
posing the  sentence  rather  than  the  nature  of  the  offense  com- 
Doitted.  They  also  cite  that  judges  in  one  locality  as  a  rule  im- 
jose  short  sentences  for  certain  crimes,  while  judges  in  another 
locality  impose  loi^  sentences  for  crimes  of  the  same  nature, 
thereby  making  it  a  matter  of  geography  as  to  the  length  of 
sentence.  Prom  my  observation  I  am  satisfied  that  there  is 
more  or  less  merit  in  this  contention,  and  I  believe  this  could 
tie  entirely  obviated  by  the  passage  of  an  indeterminate  sentence 
law  whereby  an  inmate  shall  be  sentenced  to  State  prison  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence  of  not  less  than  one  year,  the  max- 
imum sentence  to  be  the  term  provided  by  law  for  the  crime 
For  which  the  prisoner  is  convicted  and  sentenced. 
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Under  the  system  of  parole  which  has  been  in  operation  in 
this  State  for  many  years,  and  with  an  efficient  board  such  as 
we  now  have,  due  consideration  is  given  to  every  case.  The 
present  law  provides  for  paroling  inmates  at  the  expiration  of 
the  minimum  term  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  the  inmate 
is  likely  to  make  good.  This  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  I 
think  the  system  could  well  be  extended  under  an  indeterminate 
sentence  law  which  would  confer  on  the  Board  additional  powers 
to  release  inmates  after  one  year.  In  this  connection  I  would 
say  that  the  Bertillon  and  f[nger  print  systems  have  been  00 
perfected  that  it  is  difficult  for  parole  violators  who  do  not  ful- 
fill their  promises  to  escape  being  retaken  and  c6mpelled  to 
serve  their  full  sentence  or  such  period  as  the  Parole  Board,  in 
its  discretion,  deems  advisable.

PRISON  LAWS 

I  realize  that  to  work  to  the  best  advantage  the  prison  laws 
should  l>e  modified,  as  they  have  been  amended  from  time  to  time 
to  cover  conditions  as  fhey  arose,  new  laws  being  added  and  tiie 
old  laws  in  many  cases  remaining  on  the  statute  books,  so  that 
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it  would  be  an  impossibility  to  follow  the  prison  law  as  it  stands 
today.  It  was  partly  to  receive  suggestions  along  this  line  that 
upon  assuming  office  I  appointed  a  survey  committee,  and  was 
very  fortunate  in  obtaining  high  class  citizens  who  were  inter- 
ested in  prison  work,  to  investigate  the  prison  system,  ascertain 
its  weaknesses  and  recommend  measures  for  correction  in  the 
way  of  new  legislation  and  possible  changes  in  the  prison  pro- 
cedure. This  committee  has  taken  hold  of  the  work  with  vigor 
and  personal  interest  and  is  going  into  the  matter  with  thorough- 
ness and  devoting  its  valuable  time  at  no  expense  to  the  State, 
no  appropriation  for  this  work  having  been  provided. 

MAINTENANCE 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  the  eight  institutions 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919  was  11,930,831.63,  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  |152,420.28.  This  includes 
an  increase  of  |80,219.04  for  Personal  Service,  128,640.54  for 
Fuel,  light,  Power  and  Water,  155.046.41  for  Equipment,  Mate- 
rials.  Supplies  and  Repairs,  |5,848.51  for  Pensions  and  com- 
paratively small  increases  in  several  other  subdivisions.  These 
increases  total  in  excess  of  the  amount  shown,  but  are  reduced 
by  a  decreased  expenditure  for  Food  of  f  19,303.29  (primarily  on 
account  of  a  lower  population  and  reduced  cost  of  flour)  and  by 
some  slight  reduction  in  several  other  subdivisions  giving  the 
net  increase.  The  increased  expenditure  for  Personal  Service 
is  occasioned  by  the  increased  salaries  for  guards,  mechanics 
and  the  lower  salaried  foremen  in  the  prisons,  as  provided  by 
Chapter  666,  Laws  of  1918  and  some  necessary  increases  in  sal- 
aries at  Matteawan  and  Dannemora  State  Hospitals,  together 
with  the  increases  as  provided  by  Chapter  556,  Laws  of  1918. 
The  other  increases,  including  that  for  Fuel,  are  occasioned 
primarily  by  the  general  increase  in  prices.  The  item  of  pen- 
sions is  a  new  expenditure  as  provided  by  Chapter  207,  Laws 
of  1919. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  maintenance  of  the  four  State 
Prisons,  the  State  Hospitals,  the  Prison  for  Women  and  the 
State  Farm  for  Woifien,  with  the  per  capita  cost  and  the  average 
population  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918  and  1919, 
are  as  shown  in  the  following  statements : 
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Sing  Sing,  Auburn,  Clinton  and  Oreat  Meadow  Prisons

Dear  Sir: — 

I  hereby  transmit  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  Sing  Sing  Prison  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th, 
1919. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Medical  Department  during 
the  past  year  you  will  note  that  we  were  visited  by  three  serious 
epidemics,  that  of  Acute  Colitis  in  August,  1918,  Influenza  and 
Pneumonia  in  October,  1918,  and  Diptheria  in  March  and  April, 
1919.  Notwithstanding  our  having  these  diseases  we  were  fortu- 
nate in  having  but  five  deaths  in  the  prison,  one  of  which  died  at 
Wingdale,  having  been  killed  in  an  accident.  We  were  also 
fortunate  in  the  number  of  inmates  suffering  from  mental  diseases, 
inasmuch  as  we  transferred  to  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital 
for  the  insane  but  four,  the  least  number  of  which  we  have  any 
record  of  transferring  for  this  condition  in  any  single  year.  Twa 
of  the  inmates  transferred  for  mental  diseases  were  from  the 
condemned  cells  and  were  considered  insane  when  they  arrived. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  services  rendered  by 
our  assistant  Doctor  Abraham  Kosseff,  and  to  our  risiting  physi- 
cians Dr.  W.  B.  Weidler  and  Dr.  Henry  R.  Skeel,  representing 
the  State  Commission  for  the  Blind,  and  Dr.  Terry  Townsend 
who  has  been  conducting  the  venereal  clinic  here  at  the  prison 
for  some  years. 

I  would  suggest  the  following  needs  for  the  hospital :  First, 
a  full  time  dentist;  second,  an  X-Bay  machine,  and  third,  the 
appointment  of  a  graduate  citissen  nurse  to  supervise  and  in- 
struct our  inmates  and  to  be  in  attendance  in  the  absence  of  the 
physician,  this  nurse  to  live  in  the  hospital.

I  herewith  submit  the  Chaplain's  Annnal  Report  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1919,  as  required  by  Chapter  382, 
Laws  of  1889. 

Permit  me  to  direct  your  attention  to  a  change  in  the  form 
of  the  report  as  compared  with  preceding  years.  It  has  been 
customary  to  compile  statistics  from  the  records  of  the  men  re- 
maining in  Prison  at  the  close  of  each  Fiscal  Year.  Approxi- 
mately one-half  of  these  men  were  carried  in  the  last  Annnal 
Report.  In  many  instances  where  men  are  serving  long  sentences, 
the  same  information  has  been  repeated  in  the  statistics  of  the 
Prison  for  successive  years.  It  occurred  to  me  that  a  more  com- 
prehensive analysis  of  our  Prison  population  and  a  more  accu- 
rate showing  of  the  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  could  be  drawn 
from  the  records  of  the  men  who  have  been  received  in  Prison 
during  the  current  Fiscal  Year. 

Sing  Sing  is  virtually  the  receiving  and  distributing  station 
for  all  of  the  State  Prisons  and  as  nearly  all  of  the  men  received 
here  are  brought  direct  from  the  courts  where  they  are  sentenced, 
the  student  of  criminology  will  be  able  to  draw  a  more  intelligent 
comparison  from  the  statistics  concerning  them  alone  than  if 
their  records  are  mingled  with  inmates  of  long  servitude. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  total  Number  of  new  men 
received  in  this  Prison  between  June  30,  1918,  and  July  1,  1919, 
83  per  cent,  had  never  been  in  Sing  Sing  before  and  43  per  cent, 
had  never  been  in  any  prison. 

The  Library  of  Sing  Sing  Prison  contains  12,079  volumes, 
classified  as  follows: 

Fiction 50  per  cent.  Biography 4  per  cent 

Reference 9  percent.  Essays    4  percent. 

Travel 6  percent.  French   2  percent. 

Poetry    2  percent.  Italian    2  per^cent.

Hebrew    3  percent.  War    2  percent. 
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During  the  year  the  Library  was  increaaeA  by  the  purchase 
f  66  volumes  and  the  donation  of  306  volumes.  The  total  cir- 
ulation  for  the  year  was  17,001  volumee,  an  average  weekly 
Lrculation  of  327  volumes. 

In  February  of  the  present  year  a  well  equipped  bookbindery 
'as  installed  with  aldlled  workmen  chosen  from  the  inmates, 
upward  of  600  volumes  have  been  entirely  rebound  and  more 
dan  1,000  volumes  repaired  and  recovered. 

The  Library  is  much  appreciated  by  the  inmates,  who  are 
Dcouraged  to  draw  books  as  often  an  they  wish.  Many  find 
ime  after  working  hours  to  read  four  or  five  books  a  week.  The 
ecords  for  the  year  show  that  75  per  cent,  of  the  hooks  cir- 
nlated  were  fiction,  but  there  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
rawing  of  classical  works  and  of  technical  books,  especially 
ooks  on  mechanics  and  various  trades  and  industries. 

The  importance  of  the  Library  to  the  welfare  of  inmates  is 
0  great  I  feel  justified  in  urging  that  a  substantial  appropria- 
ion  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  of  current  literature. 
)nriDg  the  year  the  small  sum  allotted  for  that  purpose  was 
aken  from  the  maintenance  fond. 

I  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  expert  civilian 
brarian  who  will  hare  charge  of  the  Library  under  direction 
f  the  Chaplain.

REMARKS 

The  subjects  covered  under  this  heading  in  my  previous  re- 
ports could,  if  it  were  not  for  repetition,  be  as  applicable  to  this. 
The  Bichool  has  enjoyed  a  generally  successful  and  profitable 
year's  work.  It  has  handled  about  one-third  of  the  population 
of  the  prison  during  the  year.  The  interest  and  attention  man- 
ifested by  the  larger  number  of  men  and  the  daily  attendance 
record  is  a  credit  not  only  to  the  Head  Teacher,  but  to  the  Prin- 
cipal Keeper,  Mr.  M.  J.  Deely  and  the  new  Warden,  Mr.  E.  V. 
Brophy,  as  well. 

The  fourth  class  room,  of  the  rooms  previously  a  part  of  this 
Department,  was  returned  with  the  opening  of  the  year  and  by 
September  had  been  put  in  order  by  alteration,  painting,  etc.,  for 
class  room  instruction.  This  enabled  me  to  materially  increase 
the  number  of  men  attendii^  school  and  to  meet  the  time  best 
suited  to  the  shop  Foremen  when  the  men  could  attend  and  not 
handicap  their  work. 

It  was  necessary  to  close  the  School  on  October  11,  1918 
owing  to  the  Quaratine  of  the  Prison.  It  was  reopened  again 
on  November  4,  1918  and  again  closed  on  March  5,  1919  for  the 
same  reason.  It  was  reopened  on  April  14,  1919  and  has  since 
continued  its  regular  daily  sessions. 

Early  in  the  present  year,  a  lady  interested  in  the  educa- 
tional advancement  of  these  men,  offered  a  donation  of  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  purchase  seven  typewriters.  The  offer  was 
accepted  by  Warden  Moyer  who  directed  the  purchase  of  the 
machines  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Head  Teacher,  and  of 
their  installation  in  this  Department.  This  enabled  me  to  add 
a  Course  in  Touch  Tyx)ewriting  to  the  Stenography  then  being 
taught.  During  the  year  32  men  were  roistered  as  entering  this 
cla.ss,  9  of  whom  completed  the  work,  11  were  drafted  from  this 
prison,  and  12  were  excused  from  school  when  it  became  necessary 
for  me  to  abandon  this  work  owing  to  the  fact  that  I  was  unable 
to  secure  a  teacher  to  continue  the  instruction. 
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The  School  has  continued  its  efforts  to  wipe  out  illiteracy 
from  the  prison.  Every  man  so  classified  has  been  in  School, 
if  he  indicated  normal  mentality  and  was  not  over  sixty  years 
of  age.  As  an  added  incentive  with  this  class  of  men,  and  with  all 
those  who  are  unable  to  read  and  write  the  English  language, 
intelligently^  when  they  enter  the  Prison,  I  believe  their  discharge 
and  parole  should  be  dependent  on  their  active,  interested,  en- 
deavor to  acquire  English  during  the  term  of  their  sentence.  As 
a  further  aid  to  the  success  of  such  an  endeavor,  and  as  your 
Head  Teacher  has  constantly  maintained,  there  should  be  but 
one  language  in  the  prison,  and  that  the  language  of  America. 
The  School  has  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  having  a  man 
under  English  instruction  for  one  hour  of  the  day  when  during 
the  remainder  he  confined  himself  to  the  Italian,  Yiddish,  German 
Polish,  etc. 

Each  year  I  am  the  more  convinced  of  the  value  of  the  School 
to  these  men,  and  I  am  as  equally  certain  that  it  is  the  mast  re- 
formative influence  at  work  in  the  prison.  The  men  who  have  en- 
tered the  School,  advanced  through  its  various  Standards,  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  h^ve  later  been  discharged  or  Paroled, 
are  the  ones  who  seldom  if  ever  are  again  returned  to  our  prisons. 

The  Inmate  Teachers  which  I  have  had  to  assist  me  this  vear 
have  given  that  same  interest  and  attention  to  the  work  as  has 
been  previously  reported  of  this  class  of  workers.  They  have 
been  in  most  instances  better  qualified  for  the  work,  have  been 
more  definite  and  more  patient,  so  that  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  and  for  some  months  past,  I  have  had  a  better  School 
than  ever  before.  The  interest  of  the  teacher  has  developed  an 
interested,  attentive  and  orderly  class  in  each  of  the  rooms.  The 
men  enter  and  leave  in  an  orderly  manner  and  are  generally  well 
behaved.  Visiting  educators  and  visitors  generally  comment 
most  favorably  on  the  work  being  done  in  this  Department,  the 
only  one  in  our  Prison  System  maintained  without  the  aid  or 
assistance  of  the  Prison  Guard  other  than  the  very  active  co- 
operation of  the  Principal  Keeper. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  thanks  to  the  former 
Warden  for  his  assistance  and  interest  in  reopening  the  School 
when  closed ;  to  the  Principal  Keeper  for  his  constant  assistance 
in  the  assiging  of  competent  help,  the  consideration  granted  the 
Teachers  and  others  who  are  employed  in  this  Department;  to 
Mr.  Edward  V.  Brophy  the  present  Warden  for  the  very  active 
interest  he  has  so  early  manifested  in  the  School  and  for  his  as- 
fjurance  of  advice  and  help  in  its  future  activities;  to  Dr.  A.  C. 
Hill  of  the  State  Education  Department  for  his  frequent  visits, 
and  for  the  very  valuable  suggestion  on  the  improvement  and  ad- 
vancement of  the  work  generally,  and  to  the  Officers  and  other 
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who  have  assisted  in  the  work  which  this  Department  is  endeavor- 
ing to  do.

Maintenance 

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  clothing,  fuel  and  general  sup- 
plies, precluded  every  possibility  of  maintaining  the  prison 
within  the  appropriations  allowed  for  the  year  1918-19;  there- 
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fore  emergency  appropriations  were  necessary  to  meet  the  fall 
maintenance  of  the  fiscal  year.  Economy  was  practiced  through- 
out the  year;  yet  the  hand-to-mouth  method  of  purchasing  food 
is  not  an  economical  nor  business-like  procedure  in  meeting  the 
food  problems  that  ever  exist  in  institutions  of  this  kind.  Large 
purchases  of  dry  groceries  and  canned  meats  should  be  made  in 
advance  of  the  need  thereof.  Better  prices  could  thus  be  ob- 
tained; and  in  addition,  we  would  not  be  inconvenienced  by  the 
slowness  of  the  contractors  in  supplying  foods,  and  the  delay  in- 
cidental to  slow  transportation  by  the  railroads.  The  delay  of 
prompt  receipt  of  food-supplies  makes  it  necessary  for  us  ^o  pur- 
chase short  quantities  of  food  from  local  dealers,  in  order  to 
piece  over  the  time  during  which  we  are  awaiting  the  contract 
deliveries.  This  results  in  added  cost  to  the  State,  as  well  as 
breaking  up  our  planned  menus. 

The  obsolete  and  worn-out  cooking  equipment  is  not  adequate 
to  properly  or  scientifically  cook  the  food.  Food  that  is  not 
properly  cooked  is  not,  generally,  eaten  by  the  inmates,  thus 
causing  loss  as  well  as  dissatisfaction.  Careful  inspections  of 
the  garbage  barrels  prove  this  fact. 

Depending  upon  convict  cooks  is  absolutely  wrong.  An 
experienced  civilian  cook  should  be  employed.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  he  could  save  more  than  his  salary  in  the  conservation  of 
foodstuffs. 

Health 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  generally  good.  The 
influenza  epidemic  hardly  affected  the  inmates;  no  deaths  oc- 
curred from  this  disease.  Some  diphtheria  cases  developed  in 
the  institution.  All  such  latter  cases,  and  suspects,  were  isolated 
in  the  old  hospital.  Inmates  who  have  continued  to  show 
positive  cultures  are  retained  in  quarantine.  Fortunately,  the 
diphtheria  in  the  institution  was  of  a  non-virulent  nature. 

The  Prison  Physician  can  be  complimented  for  his  persistent 
fight  of  several  years  to  eliminate  pulmonary  tuberculosis  from 
this  Prison.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  tuberculosis  has  been,  prac- 
tically, removed  from  Auburn  Prison. 

Another  important  accomplishment  by  the  Physician  is  the 
result  of  intensive  treatment  of  venereal  diseases. 

The  death  rate  is  the  lowest  for  any  year  in  the  history  of 
the  institution. 

The  Prison  Physician  recommend  the  employment  of  a  visit* 
ing  Ophthalmologist  and  a  visiting  Bhinologist;  both  of  which 
recommendations  are  approved. 

Road  Work 

The  construction  of  roads  by  road-gangs  from  this  institu- 
tion started  early  in  the  Spring.  At  the  present  time  we  have 
the  following  camps  out :

We  ai'e  preparing  to  send  out  three  additional  gangs. 

Up  to  date,  the  work  performed  by  these  several  gangs  has 
been  satisfactory  to  the  Highway  Department.  The  camps, 
where  the  men  are  quartered,  are  sanitary  and  well-kept.  Fre- 
quent inspections  by  the  different  State  officials  have  stimulated 
the  officers  in  charge,  and  the  inmates,  to  show  commendable 
results  in  the  construction  work  at  which  they  are  engaged.  The 
inmates,  generally,  are  well  satisfied  to  be  employed  at  this 
kind  of  work.  The  open-air  life,  the  greater  privileges  granted, 
all  cause  the  men  to  be  well  contented  and  to  work  harder  than 
those  remaining  in  the  institution. 

Several  escapes  have  been  made  from  these  camps,  although 
great  care  was  exercised  in  selecting  the  men.  Only  men  with 
dean  prison  records,  and  a  short  time  to  go,  are  selected.  It  is 
noted  that  some  of  the  escape  men  had  only  a  few  months  more 
to  serve  before  they  would  have  been  paroled. 

Farm 

The  Prison  Farm,  containing  220  acres,  was  operated  with 
a  net  sale  of  |11,329.99,  and  at  a  profit  of  $972.95,  during  the 
past  year.  The  prospects  for  a  greater  harvest  and  a  resulting 
increased  profit,  are  good,  for  this  year. 

Most  of  the  men  employed  on  the  Farm  have  had  little  ex- 
perience in  farm  work.  The  Farm  has  been  operated  under  the 
charge  of  one  of  the  keepers.  The  handling  of  the  men  and  the 
operating  of  such  a  farm  is  a  great  responsibility  for  one  man. 
An  experienced  head-farmer  is  necessary  to  operate  successfully.

Industries 

The  Industries  have  been  much  handicapped  by  the  trans- 
ferring of  men  to  the  Boad  Camps  and  Farm.  It  is  unfortunate 
to  be  compelled  to  cripple  the  Industries  in  this  way;  but  the 
inmates  with  good  conduct  records  and  thqpe  who  have  proved 
most  trustworthy  are  usually  the  ones  that  can  be  trusted  on 
outside  work. 

Some  of  the  Industries  are  not  money-makers,  and  are  not 
particularly  valuable  to  the  training  of  the  inmates  for  earning 
their  own  living  on  the  outside.  Others,  like  the  Cloth  Mill, 
even  with  old-fashioned  machinery,  are  money-making  proposi- 
tions; and,  owing  to  the  demand  for  cloth,  we  are  behind  on 
orders.  The  training  of  the  inmates,  in  the  Cloth  MUl,  gives 
them  a  trade  when  they  leave  the  institution  that  will  guarantee 
them  good  wages. 

The  closing  of  some  of  the  Industries,  and  increasing  the 
size  of  the  Cloth  Mill,  with  the  adding  of  other  Industries  for 
furnishing  certain  State  supplies,  would  be  good  business. 

Chaplain's  Department 

The  new  Library  System,  which  has  been  perfected,  has 
proved  very  satisfactory;  as  better  service  is  obtained  to  the 
benefit  of  all  concerned.  The  two  Libraries — the  one  in  the 
Chaplain's  Department  and  the  other  in  the  School — contain 
about  7,000  volumes.  Many  of  these  books  are  in  need  of  repair 
or  rebinding.  This  should  be  done  at  once  in  order  to  save  the 
books,  many  of  which  are  in  continual  demand,  yet  cannot  be  put 
into  circulation  much  longer.  Our  little  bookbing  department  is 
not  equipped  to  handle  the  amount  of  work  that  is  necessary. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  two  Libraries  be  combined,  and 
placed  under  one  head,  and  the  Head  Teacher  have  charge  of  the 
books.  The  Chaplain's  Library  Room  could  then  be  used  to 
good  advantage  as  a  conference-  and  lecture  room.  Classes  in 
social  service  would  be  very  popular  with  the  inmates;  and  I 
believe  splendid  results  would  ensue.  Classes  on  such  subjects 
as:  Americanization,  Personal  Hygiene,  Ethical  Culture,  and 
Practical  Christianity,  all  should  bear  fruit,  in  that  the  inmates 
could  be  better  fitted  to  meet  the  demands  of  society  through 
an  understanding  of  these  studies. 

Recommendations 

Auburn  Prison  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  State  buildings. 
It  was  built,  you  might  say,  piecemeal.  Wings  and  extensions 
have  been  added  to  the  main  building  at  different  periods  in 
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its  history.  Shops  and  miscellaneons  buildings  have  been  added 
from  time  to  time;  heating-plants  and  power-plants  have,  ap- 
parently^ been  thrown  in  at  oidd  places  to  fill  a  need  as  wimlens 
decided  during  the  different  administrations;  yet,  no  visible 
systematic  plan  of  construction  and  betterment  followed  in  the 
adding  of  buildings  to  this  prison.  Finally,  appropriations 
seem  to  have  not  been  available  to  continue  construction  along 
a  definite  line.  The  result  is  a  generally,  run-down  condition 
in  all  its  parts ;  and  with  it  is  revealed  that  there  can  never  be 
made  a  modem  institution  from  what  remains — or  from  what 
has  been  made  or  remade. 

However,  the  general  prison  system  is  very  good,  and  has 
stood  the  test  of  time.  The  renovating  and  the  putting  in  of 
needed  repairs  and  improvements  in  this  historical  institution 
are  desirable  from  many  points  of  view. 

With  the  following  recommendations  I  believe  this  institu- 
tion can  be  made  sanitary  and  a  healthy  place  in  which  to  live ; 
and  can  be  run  in  a  more  economic  manner.  The  needs  of  the 
institution,  which  I  recommend,  are,  in  many  cases,  not  original, 
as  like  recommendations  had  been  made  by  my  predecessors; 
but  they  are  renewed,  with  additions,  out  of  a  desire  to  put  into 
effect  a  definite  line  of  policy. 

The  list  of  recommendations  for  construction  and  permanent 
betterment  follows: 

(a)  Central  Heating  and  Power-Plant. 

(A  modem,  central  plant  would  reduce  fuel 
and  equipment  cost  forty  to  fifty  percent.  We 
have  seven  boiler-houses,  or  distinct  plants,  at 
the  present  time.  We  purchase  about  8,000 
tons  of  coal  each  year.) 

(b)  New  Refrigerating  Plant. 

(c)  Bebuilding  Present  Greenhouse. 

(d)  Rebuilding  Guardhouses  on  Wall. 

(e)  Concrete  Walks  and  Roads  in  Yard. 

(f)  Repairing  the  Steam  Equipment,  Boilers  and 
Piping. 

(g)  Painting  and  Repairing  Roofs,  Buildings  and 
Cell  Halls. 

(h)     Concrete  Floor  in  Barn. 

(i)  General  Repair  in  Shops  and  Schoolhouse  and 
Building  over  Vegetable  Cellar. 

(j)     Kitchen  Equipment,  Ovens  Etc. 

(k)     Rebuilding  Floor  in  Kitchen. 

(1)     New  Buckets. 

(m)     Sterilizing  Outfit  for  Clothing,  Bedding  Etc. 

(n)     Modem  Filing  Equipment  for  a  Centrid  Office. 

(o)  Raising  Floor  in  Chapel  and  Putting  in  Ventilat- 
ing Equipment. 

(p)     X-Ray  Apparatus  in  Hospital. 

(q)     Repairing,  Alterations  and  Equipment  in  Men's 
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Hospital, 
(r)     Hospital  Operating-Boom  Equipment  for  Women's 

Prison. 
(s)     Modem  Filing  Equipment  for  a  Central  Office,  in 

Women's  Prison. 
I  also  earnestly  recommend  the  increase  of  salaries  of  prac- 
tically all  of  the  employes  of  this  institution.  Increases  have 
not  been  given  State  employes  in  proportion  to  the  advanced 
cost  of  living.  The  State  should  recognize  the  faithfulness  of 
its  employes  by  paying  them  a  wage  consistent  with  the  duties 

of  their  ^st,  and  to  meet  the  higher  cost  of  living.

Sib:— 

I  herewith  submit  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  Aubum  State  Prison  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1919. 

The  medical  work  has  been  continued  along^e  lines  of  the 
previous  years,  and  though  the  amount  of  work  accomplished 
has  been  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year,  this  is  probably 
due  to  the  lessened  population. 

The  Assistant  Physician  Dr.  Sisson  was  released  for  war 
service  and  was  absent  from  September  until  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  as  no  assistant  could  be  obtained,  the  prison 
physician  had  to  assume  the  burden  of  the  whole  work. 

We  were  fortunate  to  escape  the  heavy  toll  of  the  influenza 
epidemic,  and  though  we  had  thirty  or  forty  cases,  all  of  these 
were  mild  and  no  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease. 

Later  in  the  year  following  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria  at 
Sing  Sing  Prison,  cultures  were  made  from  the  throats  of  all  the 
inmates,  which  resulted  in  the  finding  of  a  considerable  number 
of  diphtheria  carriers  who  had  to  be  isolated.  Some  of  these 
have  continued  to  show  positive  cultures  and  are  still  quaran- 
tined until  the  results  of  virulence  tests  prove  the  diphtheria 
bacilli  to  be  of  the  non-virulent  variety. 

I  wish  specially  to  call  attention  to  two  important  develop- 
ments at  this  institution:  1st.  The  elimination  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  from  this  prison.  This  has  been  accomplished 
by  several  years  of  persistent  effort  to  diagnose  the  condition 
in  the  early  stages,  and  on  admission  to  prison,  as  well  as  the 
fact  that  the  Prison  Department  has  a  special  tuberculosis 
hospital  at  Clinton  to  which  we  can  send  these  cases  as  soon  as 
they  are  diagnosed.  Seven  incipient  cases  which  have  recently 
come  to  prison  are  awaiting  transfer  to  Clinton  Prison. 

2nd.  The  lowering  of  the  death  rate.  Last  year  we  had 
the  lowest  number  of  deaths  in  the  history  of  the  institution, 
only  five  occurred.  This  year  we  record  only  four,  which  again 
is  the  lowest  in  the  history  of  Aubum  Prison. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  consisted  in 
the  intensive  treatment  of  venereal  diseases,  while  the  usual 
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efforts  have  been  directed  to  constmctive  work  in  the  following 
up  of  treatments  recommended  for  defects  fonnd  at  the  initial 
examination.

We  have 
at  present  seven  in  the  hospital  and  one  in  the  Invalid  Co.  who 
are  to  be  transferred  to  Clinton  Prison  in  a  few  days,  so  that 
then  the  prison  will  be  free  of  tuberculosis,  except  for  new  cases 
admitted  or  an  occasional  case  that  develops  in  prison.

Chapel  Services 

All  the  chapel  meetings  are  voluntary.  Protestant,  Catholic^ 
Jewish,  Christian  Science  and  occasionally  the  Episcopalians 
have  maintained  services  throughout  the  year.  A  degree  of 
harmony  and  good-will  has  prevailed  among  these  bodies  within 
the  walls  such  as  would  be  commendable  in  the  outside  world. 
The  religious  life  of  the  institution  has  not  been  neglected  in 
any  particular,  on  the  contrary,  all  have  sought  to  put  the  best 
into  their  services.  This  has  inspired  every  man  at  all  religiously 
inclined  to  be  loyal  to  his  own  faith  and  join  heartily  in  the 
service  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of  his  own  soul.  The  Bible, 
Catholic  Prayer  Book,  Jewish  Bitual  and  other  literature  is 
furnishred  gratuitously  to  all  inmates. 

Library 

There  is  no  prison  quite  equal  in  its  distressing  influences 
as  the  mental  prison.  This  report  will  show  how  the  Library 
has  been  utilized  to  alleviate  these  conditions.  We  have  used 
the  most  up-to-date  methods  which  has  enabled  us,  not  only  to 
furnish  in  a  moment's  notice  any  book  called  for,  but  has  given 
entire  satisfaction  to  the  borrowers.  The  following  report  shows 
the  number  and  class  of  books  and  magazines  read  by  the  inmates 
during  the  time  we  have  had  the  new  system  in  operation.

Social  Service 

Throughout  the  year  a  large  number  of  interviews  are  held. 
To  individualize  each  case  in  ministering  to  his  needs  and,  yet, 
regardless  of  color,  creed  or  nationality,  to  treat  all  alike  has 
been  my  aim.  The  Catholic  Protectory,  Jewish  Protectory  and 
Aid  Society,  Salvation  Army,  Volunteers  of  America,  New  York 
Prison  League,  National  Lend-a-Hand  Society  and  other  altru- 
istic agencies  have  rendered  and  are  doing  commendable  work 
for  the  incarcerated  and  discharged  prisoner  who  sincerely 
desires  to  rehabilitate  himself  in  society.  The  representatives 
of  these  organizations  find  it  necessary  to  become  personally 
acquainted  with  the  men  whom  they  desire  to  help.  This  necessi- 
tates interviews,  which  are  held,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ward- 
en, in  the  Chaplain's  Office.  Cooperating  with  these  societies 
the  Chaplain  has  been  able  to  help  indirectly,  some  of  the  most 
needy  cases. 
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The  teaching  of  Americanization^  Personal  Hygiene,  Ethical 
Culture  and  Practical  Christianity  are  among  the  present  needs 
of  the  institution  and  should  become  the  most  potent  factors  in 
rebuilding  the  lives  of  men.  Such  has  been  the  program  the 
Chaplain  endeavored  to  make  effective.

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Remarks 


Conditions  governing  the  Women's  Prison  School  during 
the  year  have  been  most  favorable  and  much  has  been  accom- 
plished. This  has  been  particularly  true  in  cases  of  illiterate 
foreign  women  who  are  much  interested  in  learing  English.  As 
will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  statistics,  more  than  half  the  women 
enrolled  are  foreigners,  and  they  are  almost  without  exception, 
anxious  to  make  the  most  of  the  opportunity  given  to  learn 
English.  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  excellent  inmate  teachers 
who  have  been  faithful,  patient  and  who  have  been  able  to  give 
the  individual  help  so  valuable  to  women  in  the  lower  standards. 
The  Library  has  been  consolidated  with  the  school  since 
last  September  and  is  in  charge  of  the  school  attendant  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Head  Teacher.  On  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
the  women  are  allowed  to  come  to  the  schoolroom  and  select 
such  books  as  they  desire.  During  the  year  they  have  shown 
^reat  interest  in  reading,  and  the  present  plan  seems  to  be  work- 
ing out  very  satisfactorily.  The  magazines  are  also  circulated 
under  the  same  supervision. 

Applicants  who  are  to  appear  before  the  Parole  Board  are 
given  the  opportunity  of  preparing  their  application  in  the 
schoolroom  where  all  necessary  assistance  is  given.  This  plan 
seems  to  meet  the  requirements  much  better  than  the  former  one. 
The  only  books  purchased  during  the  year  were  18  copies 
of  Milne's  Standard  Arithmetic. 

I  would  recommend  that  during  the  coming  year  some  new 
furniture  be  purchased  for  the  schoolroom.  A  teacher's  desk, 
wall  dock,  chairs,  and  a  set  of  wall  maps  are  needed. 

I  have  had  this  year  as  heretofore,  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
Mrs.  Daly  at  all  times.  Whatever  measure  of  success  the  school 
has  attained  is,  to  a  great  degree,  due  to  her  interest  and  support 
for  which  I  sincerely  thank  her.  I  am  also  grateful  to  the 
Superintendent  of  State  Prisons,  to  Dr.  A.  C.  HQl  for  his  con- 
tinued interest  and  to  our  Warden,  Col.  E.  S.  Jennings,  for  the 
support  he  is  giving  the  school.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Prison  Law,  I  here- 
with submit  the  annual  reports  of  the  Clerk,  Physician,  Chaplain 
and  Head  Teacher  of  this  institution  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1919,  together  with  my  own  as  Agent  and  Warden. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures

Medical  Department 

The  report  of  the  Prison  Physician  indicates  that  in  spite 
of  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  prevailed  in  the  institution 
during  the  fall  and  winter  months,  the  percentage  of  deaths  in 
the  prison  was  comparatively  low.  Fortunately,  no  cases  of 
influenza  appeared  in  the  New  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

The  Doctor  has  outlined  the  manner  in  which  the  prisoners 
are  received  and  treated  from  a  medical  standpoint,  and  judging 
from  this  part  of  the  report,  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  the 
physical  condition  of  the  men  in  prison  is  carefully  looked  after. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  General  Hospital  is  progressing 
rapidly,  and  I  expect  that  this  wor£[  will  be  completed  during 
the  coming  year. 

CJiaplain's  Department 

The  completion  of  the  New  Chapel  with  a  seating  capacity 
equal  to  the  entire  prison  population,  is  a  source  of  satisfaction 
and  pride  to  all. 

The  Chaplain  and  Associate  Chaplains  have  been  accorded 
every  opportunity,  consistent  with  discipline,  to  carry  on  tbdr 
work  in  the  institution,  and  the  services  have  been  well  attended. 
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School  Department 

The  \i'ork  of  the  Prison  School  for  this  fiscal  year  was  com- 
menced in  the  new  quarters.  In  spite  of  the  epidemic  of  influenza, 
there  were  sixty-nine  inmates  who  either  completed  the  regular 
course,  or  one  of  the  special  courses,  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
One  hundred  and  thirty-three  inmates  are  reported  as  being 
illiterate  on  entering  school.  It  is  vastly  important  that  these 
men  be  given  a  working  knowledge  of  the  elementary  branches 
to  enable  them  to  cope  successfully  with  conditions  in  the  out- 
side world. 

Disdpline 

During  the  past  year  the  conduct  of  the  Prison  Body  as  a 
whole  has  been  good.  The  practice  of  allowing  the  men  one  hour 
each  day  for  outdoor  exercise  has  been  continued,  and  the  effect 
on  the  inmates,  physically  and  mentally,  has  been  excellent.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  exercise  hour,  Saturday  afternoon  is 
devoted  to  outdoor  sports,  and  on  Sunday  forenoon,  the  men  are 
given  the  freedom  of  the  yard. 

Many  of  the  inmates  are  employed  outside  of  the  Prison 
enclosure  on  farm  work,  road  building  and  construction  work 
of  different  kinds. 

In  the  winter  months,  we  exhibit  moving  pictures  on  Satur- 
day afternoons  in  the  New  Ohapel,  and  have  been  supplied  gratis 
with  some  excellent  films  by  the  Fox  Film  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany and  the  Universal  Film  Company. 

These  recreation  features,  with  r^ular  employment,  have 
a  tendency  to  keep  the  men  in  as  contented  a  frame  of  mind  as 
is  possible  during  their  period  of  confinement. 

Guards 

The  number  of  guards  allotted  to  Clinton  Prison  at  the 
present  time  is  inadequate.  The  New  Tuberculosis  Hospital  is 
80  situated  as  to  make  it  practically  a  separate  unit,  requiring 
a  working  force  of  its  own.  The  usual  amount  of  construction 
work,  road  work,  etc.,  is  being  carried  on,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  prison  population  is  at  a  low  ebb.  I  would  suggest 
therefore  that  the  number  of  officers  be  increased  in  order  to 
enable  us  to  properly  guard  the  men. 

'  Segregation 

The  experiences  of  the  past  year  have  emphasized  the  fact 
that  the  leaven  of  unrest  in  prison  is  disseminated  by  a  compara- 
tively small  number  of  men,  who  are  mental  and  moral  sub- 
standard's. 

The  problem  of  prison  discipline  would  be  simplified  if  these 
men  were  segregated  and  treated  as  defectives.  I  would  suggest 
that  psychiatric  methods  be  employed  in  determining  the  mental 
capacity  of  this  class  of  inmates. 
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Industrial  Department 

The  report  of  the  Industrial  Department  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1919  shows  Total  Net  Sales  of  1382,239.86  and  Net 
Earnings  of  |114,906.89.  This  is  the  best  showing  made  by  the 
industries  in  the  history  of  Clinton  Prison. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  carried  on  in  the  shops  of 
the  institution,  a  great  deal  of  construction  work  has  been  done 
around  the  Prison  and  the  New  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  for  which 
no  monetary  value  has  been  set. 

Tree  Planting 

The  young  trees  that  are  being  set  out  on  denuded  lands  by 
our  convicts  every  spring  are  thriving,  and  the  value  of  the  land 
490  reforested  will  increase  materially  from  year  to  year. 

Farm  Work 

The  acreage  of  tillable  land  connected  with  this  institution 
18  ilot  as  large  as  it  should  be,  and  we  are  yet  unable  to  raise 
the  hay  and  grain  required  for  our  horses  and  cattle.  We  are 
adding  to  this  acreage  as  much  as  is  possible  every  year,  but, 
on  account  of  the  stony  nature  of  the  Prison  land,  this  acreage 
lias  not  been  increased  as  fast  as  I  would  like  to  have  it.  What 
would  prove  a  profitable  venture,  would  be  the  purchase  of  a 
farm  in  the  valley,  two  or  three  miles  distant  from  the  prison, 
where  large  quantities  of  hay  and  grain  could  be  raised. 

We  now  have  one  of  the  finest  herd  of  cows  in  northern  New 
York,  and  most  of  the  milk  from  these  cows  is  fed  to  the  tuber- 
culous patients,  who  are  sent  here  from  all  prisons  in  the  State. 
We  also  have  over  three  hundred  hogs. 

ROAD  WORK 

LOON  LAKE— DUANE  ROAI>— FRANKLIN  COUNTY 

The  work  on  the  Loon  Lake — Duane  Road  was  continued 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1918  and  was  commenced  again 
under  date  of  May  27, 1919,  with  a  squad  of  twenty-two  inmates, 
l^early  five  miles  of  road  has  been  built,  shaped  and  graded  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year.  The  people  who  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  this 
road  camp  are  much  pleased  with  the  progress  that  has  been 
made. 

DANNEMORA— CADYVILLE  ROAD— CLINTON  COUNTY 

The  work  of  completing  the  waterbound  macadam  road  be- 
tween Dannemora  and  Cadyville  was  continued  from  July  1, 1918 
^intil  late  in  the  fall  of  1918.  In  the  early  part  of  1919  this  work 
was  resumed,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  complete  the  work  to 
the  point  where  it  connects  with  the  State  Road  at  Cadyville, 
constructing  the  piece  known  as  the  Qougeville  Hill  of  bituminous 
macadam.    The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  oiling  of  the  entire 
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road  from  Dannmeora  to  Cadyville.  Satisfactory  progress  has 
been  made,  and  we  anticipate  the  completion  of  this  piece  of 
road  in  the  near  future.

IMPROVEMENTS 
Boiler  Room 

Repaired  Boiler  settings  and  fire  boxes  and  fire  doors  and 
fronts  of  boilers,  so  as  to  improve  the  draught  on  same.  We  are 
now  able  with  two  boilers  less  to  run  the  shops  without  being 
compelled  to  shut  down  frequently  for  lack  of  steam.  During 
the  winter  months  we  ran  the  institution  with  four  boilers,  in- 
stead of  seven  as  heretofore. 

Covered  all  steam  lines  in  Boiler  Room  with  old  discarded 
covering,  which  saved  a  large  quantity  of  coal. 

Repaired  Boiler  Feed  Pumps  so  that  we  have  had  no  trouble 
from  that  source  since. 

Covjered  Return  Tank  and  Receiving  Tank  with  2  inch  plastic 
asbesto^,  thereby  conserving  a  great  deal  of  steam  for  heating 
that,  prior  to  this  time,  was  wasted.  We  also  took  away  from 
behind  boilers,  scum  blow-off  and  circulating  piping  that  was 
never  installed  properly. 
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Installed  a  Feedwater  in  Boiler  Room,  thereby  saving  fuel 
which  otherwise  would  be  wasted. 

Cotton  Shoj) 

Covered  all  exhaust  steam  main  lines  in  this  shop.  Put  in  a 
new  line  of  pipe  with  small  nipples  to  act  as  a  Humidifyer,  which 
proved  efficient.  « 

Beplaced  40  H.  P.  Motor  with  30  H.  P.,  and  fixed  40  H.  P. 
Motor  in  running  shape.  . 

Made  considerable  repairs  on  Motor  Starters,  putting  in  new 
contacts  and  removing  old  burnt  out  ones. 

Engine  Room 

Installed  New  Corliss  Engine,  200  H.  P.,  belted  to  a  new  120 
K.  W.  alternating  generator,  with  new  panel  board  for  same,  and 
with  automatic  circuit  breaker,  current  transformers  and  am- 
meter. Used  old  Voltmeter  for  same,  thereby  saving  the  cost  of 
a  new  one. 

Put  New  Pillow  Block  on  Jack  Shaft.  Cut  4  15-16  Jack 
Shaft,  so  as  to  provide  for  running  Corliss  engines  independent 
of  each  other.  Put  new  5  inch  steam  line  to  New  Corliss  Engine 
and  6  inch  Steam  Line,  exhaust.  Put  New  Steam  Separator  on 
Corliss  Engine  line  to  provide  dry  steam  to  engine.  Put  New 
Trap  6n  high  pressure  steam,  so  that  condensation  would  be  re- 
turned to  boilers  properly.  Placed  trap  on  exhaust  line  also,  so 
as  to  get  condensation  back  to  Receiving  Tank. 

Rebabbited  all  bearings  on  old  Corliss  Engine  and  put  it  in 
condition  so  that  it  could  be  used  in  conjunction  with  old  120  K. 
W.  generator,  thereby  saving  the  cost  of  a  new  installation. 

Added  eight  half  panels  to  Switch  Board  with  old  discarded 
slate  slabs,  thereby  improving  the  appearance  of  same.  Tore  out 
all  old  wiring  from  back  of  switchboard  and  replaced  it  with  new 
wire  put  in  conduit.  This  makes  it  possible  to  get  behind  the 
Switchboard. 

Installed  a  new  constant  current  transformer  for  our  street 
lighting  circuits.  Prior  to  this  time,  we  used  a  lamp  bank  of  35 
lamps,  which  made  it  very  inefficient  and  gave  poor  service. 

Rewired  the  Engine  Room  lighting  circuits  and  put  all  wire 
in  conduits,  making  a  neat  appearance  and  a  more  efficient 
svstem. 

Put  Steam  Turbines  in  a  more  efficient  state  for  generating 
power,  avoiding  shut-downs,  which  were  frequent  before. 

Connecting  oil  cooling  circulating  water  back  to  Return 
Tank  at  Boiler  Room,  saving  120  B.  L.  W.,  per  pound  of  water, 
besides  saving  water  which,  prior  to  that  time,  was  run  to  sewer. 
We  estimate  this  item  alone  effected  a  saving  of  1,800  lbs.,  of  coal 
per  day. 

Secured  old  discarded  oil  filter  and  put  new  steam  coil  in  it, 
and  found  old  setting  to  fix  it  up,  so  we  can  filter  all  the  oil  from 
the  Corliss  Engine,  thereby  saving  oil. 
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Tin  Shop 

Tore  out  old  lighting  system  of  exposed  wiring  and  rewired 
same,  putting  all  wiring  in  pipe.  This  makes  a  neater  appearance 
and  a  more  reliable  installation. 

Installed  a  new  steam  line  between  Laundry  and  Tin  Shop, 
covered  it  with  old  broken  asbestos  covering,  made  plastic  and 
covered  all  pipe  between  Laundry  and  Tin  Shop,  thus  avoiding 
BO  much  waste  by  radiation,  and  allowing  us  to  heat  all  those 
buildings  with  exhaust  steam.  Up  to  this  time,  part  of  these 
buildings  have  been  heated  with  live  steam.  This  change  effects 
a  saving  in  fuel  and  gives  better  service. 

Covered  steam  piping  with  asbestos  paper,  having  nothing 
else  at  hand.  But,  even  this  saved  considerable  steam,  whi<£ 
otherwise  would  have  been  wasted. 

Dye  Shop 

Bepiped  this  shop,  which  used  nothing  but  live  steam  for  dye- 
ing purposes,  with  larger  pipe  for  exhaust  steam  that  was  going 
to  waste.  The  saving  in  fuel  through  this  plan  was  considerable, 
and  the  efficiency  of  the.  plant  was  enhanced. 

Installed  a  discarded  blower  and  used  it  in  conjunction  with 
an  Exhaust  Steam  Heater  for  dyeing  yarn.  This  has  proven  most 
efficient  for  the  purpose.  Hitherto,  live  steam  had  been  used 
for  this  work. 

Covered  Exhaust  Line  with  pipe  covering  all  through  Dye 
Shop.  Took  down  a  lot  of  old  pipe  and  old  shafting.  This  alter- 
ation gives  the  Dye  Shop  a  neater  appearance. 

La/undry 

Put  all  Motor  wiring  in  conduit  pipe,  replacing  the  old  ex- 
posed system,  which  was  in  a  very  poor  condition. 

Put  Motors  in  a  more  efficient  installation. 

Put  seventeen  new  showers  in  ^ew  Bath  Room  in  Laundry 
Building.  This  is  not  yet  completed,  but  will  have  fifty  showers 
when  finished. 

Installed  a  Hot  Water  Heater  above  Bath  Room.  This 
heater  will  supply  hot  water  for  baths,  also  for  Laundry  use  and 
Dye  Shop.  This  will  save  live  steam,  which  can  now  be  used 
for  other  purposes. 

Stone  Shed 

Repiped  all  of  the  Stone  Shed  heating  system,  so  that  it  can 
be  heated  with  exhaust  steam  by  day,  instead  of  live  steam  as 
heretofore. 

Concrete  floor  laid  in  Hall,  entrance  to  New  Hospital, 

Concrete  Booths  in  New  Bath  Room, 

Altering  and  decorating  Old  School  Room  for  Library  and 
Chaplain's  Offices. 
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976  Sq.  ft,  of  Concrete  Floor  and  roadway  in  process  of  con- 
stmction  in  front  of  Oarage, 

Five  concrete  floor  bases  in  Shop  Toilets, 

Plastering  and  decorating  Main  Hall  and  Stairway  to  Mess 
Hall  and  Chapel, 

Remodeling  and  altering  old  Chapel  and  Electrocution  Room 
for  new  quarters  of  Prison  Hospital.

Cement  flagging  1,491  sq.  ft.. 
Cement  gutter  6,912  sq.  ft.. 
Cement  Retaining  WaU  1,270  cu.  ft. 
[Excavation  5,070  sq.  yds.. 
Dirt  and  Rock  flU  in  32,000  sq.  ft., 
liand  cleared  1  acre, 
Road  built  102,000  sq.  ft., 
Stone  Wall  built  10,400  cu.  ft., 
Sewerage  pipe  laid  300  ft. 
Fence  built  90  rods. 

Recommendations 

For  some  years  past,  I  have  recommended  that  an  appropria- 
tion be  made  for  the  erection  of  modem  concrete  and  steel  cells,, 
with  adequate  toilet  facilities,  to  replace  the  present  cell  blocks, 
which  are  of  an  obsolete  type. 

I  consider  it  important  that  coal  pockets  be  built  at  the 
Railroad  Station,  but  I  understand  that  Dr.  John  R.  Ross,  Med- 
ical Superintendent  of  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital  will  in- 
corporate this  recommendation  in  his  report. 

The  period  of  drought  which  we  are  now  experiencing  has 
made  it  necessary  to  pump  water  from  two  old  mines,  one  of 
which  does  not  belong  to  the  State.  It  is  very  important  that 
provision  be  made  for  additional  water  storage  in  the  near  future. 
It  is  impossible  for  us  to  figure  out  the  cost  of  dams,  etc.,  in 
which  to  store  an  adequate  supply 'of  water,  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  an  engineer  be  assigned  to  this  work  at  an  early  date. 

The  stony  nature  of  the  Prison  Land  makes  it  practically 
impossible  to  carry  on  agricultural  work  in  an  extensive  way. 
I  would  again  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the- 
purchase  of  a  farm  in  the  valley,  near  the  prison.  This  would 
prove  to  be  a  profitable  venture  for  the  State. 

A  New  Refrigerator  or  Meat  Cooler  should  be  constructed 
at  once,  and  I  would  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  It 
is  impossible  for  us  to  keep  meat  for  any  length  of  time,  and  aa 
the  refrigerator  cars  go  through  here  but  once  a  week,  we  often 
have  waste  when  we  purchase  a  week's  supply  at  a  time.  In  the 
fall  months,  when  beef  is  cheap  locally,  a  quantity  could  be  stored 
if  we  had  a  refrigerator,  and  money  could  be  saved  by  so  doing. 

The  elevator  used  by  the  General  Hospital  at  tiie  present 
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time  is  unsafe  for  passenger  traffic.  I  deem  it  important  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  installation  of  an  elevator  of 
a  modem  type. 

Finally,  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  apprecia- 
tion for  your  wise  direction  and  cooperation  in  the  work  of  the 
past  year,  which,  in  many  respects,  has  been  an  eventful  one.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  thirty-first  annual 
report  of  the  Medical  Department  of  Clinton  Prison  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1919. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  General  Hospital,  was 
augmented  by  the  appearance  in  the  institution  of  epidemic  influ- 
enza, accompanied  in  many  cases  by  a  severe  type  of  lobular  aad 
bronchial  pneumonia,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  with  fatal  results. 

The  first  case  of  influenza  made  its  appearance,  October  12, 
1918,  and  was  quickly  followed  by  others.  Every  precautionary 
measure  possible  was  at  once  instituted,  such  as  the  immediate 
segregation  of  influenza  patients,  the  wearing  of  masks  by  em- 
ployees and  inmates,  antiseptic  spraying  of  nose  and  throat,  free 
use  of  influenza  vaccine,  and  the  absolute  exclusion  of  all  persons 
from  the  outside  community.  In  spite  of  these  precautions  225 
cases  appeared  in  the  prison  proper,  out  of  a  population  of  1,206, 
that  the  remainder  of  the  population  were  not  stricken  was  due 
in  large  measure  to  these  preventitive  measures.  Of  the  225  cases 
there  were  29  cases  of  well-marked  pneumonia,  of  these  9  died. 
So  severe  were  these  fatal  cases  they  were  past  hope  of  recovery 
within  a  very  short  time.  The  advent  of  the  epidemic  was  sudden, 
and  came  from  the  Village  of  Dennemora,  which  was  severely 
stricken,  there  being  450  cases  out  of  a  population  of  1,000  per- 
sons. As  the  population  of  the  town  is  mostly  made  up  of  those 
connected  with  the  institutions,  the  problem  of  exclusion  during 
so  virulent  an  epidemic  was  a  momentous  one. 

There  was  an  unusally  large  number  of  inmates  transferred 
to  Dannemora  State  Hospital  for  Insane.  This  was  due  to  sev- 
eral causes,  such  as  the  re-commitment  of  men  who  had  been  in- 
mates of  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  to  the  added  fact  that  two 
were  received  positively  insane,  one  direct  from  jail,  and  one  from 
another  prison,  also  a  quite  large  number  of  border-line  cases 
from  the  general  transfers.  It  should  be  also  borne  in  mind  in 
this  connection  that  all  apparently  recovered  cases  from  Dan- 
nemora State  Hospital,  whose  time  is  not  expired,  are  returned 
to  this  institution,  regardless  of  the  prison  from  which  they  were 
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committed.  This  results  in  the  gradual  accumulation  of  the  emo- 
tionally unstable,  the  inadequate  and  the  paranoid,  susceptible 
and  subject  to  frequent  psycopathic  variations. 

It  ^ill  be  noted  that  there  were  but  4  deaths  from  diseases 
other  than  tuberculosis  and  influenza,  at  the  rate  of  .068  per 
100,000  living 

Constantly  increasing  attention  has  been  given  to  venereal 
diseases  during  the  past  year,  a  weekly  clinic  has  been  held  dur- 
ing which  examination  and  treatment  is  carried  out,  all  cases 
not  having  had  Wasserman  test  were  submitted  to  the  same,  and 
for  those  found  positive  vigorous  treatment  was  at  once  insti- 
tute<l  by  the  use  of  Salvarsan  (606),  mercury,  etc.  At  the  time 
of  reception  if  the  prisoner  is  found  to  be  in  the  active  or  com- 
municable stage  of  the  disease  he  is  at  once  isolated  and  kept 
strictly  by  himself  until  all  the  lesions  are  healed. 

There  have  been  numerous  inquiries  as  to  just  what  the  pris- 
oner receives  in  the  way  of  medical  care,  this  is  best  answered 
by  giving  a  brief  outline  of  the  manner  in  which  the  prisoners  are 
received  and  treated. 

On  reception  the  prisoner  is  given  a  rigid  examination,  which 
18  duly  recorded,  if  any  defects  are  found,  so  far  as  is  possible 
he  is  submitted  to  treatment  for  their  relief  or  cure.  If  his  teeth 
are  defective,  he  is  turned  over  to  a  competent  dentist,  who  has 
at  his  disposal  a  well  equipped  operating  and  laboratory  facilities 
for  doing  such  work.  If  there  are  errors  in  his  vison,  he  is  turned 
over  to  a  competent  optician,  and  if  without  means  in  both  cases 
the  State  sees  that  the  work  is  done  for  him.  He  also  has  the 
opportunity  of  appearing  at  the  morning  clinic  every  day,  for  ex- 
amination and  treatment  as  may  be  required  which  is  provided 
for  by  well  equipped  surgical  and  operating  rooms,  dispensary, 
X  ray  and  electrical  treatment  laboratory. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  these  opportunities  for  caring 
and  treatment  of  the  prisoner  are  not  inferior  to  those  in  outside 
communities. 

The  work  of  reconstructing  the  General  Hospital  is  well  un- 
der way,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  the  work  will  be  com- 
pleted during  the  coming  year. 

'  TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITAL 

Through  the  adoption  of  rigid  preventitive  measures,  not  a 
single  case  of  influenza  appeared  in  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 
The  Hospital  has  thus  far  proven  a  helpful  feature  in  carrying 
on  the  medical  work  of  the  prison.  The  results  of  treatment  in 
the  large  majority  of  cases  has  been  more  than  ordinarily  good. 
The  advantages  of  its  location,  facilities  and  equipment,  mani- 
fests a  marked  degree  of  improvement  over  the  oiviinary  treat- 
ment in  prison  hospital  wards. 

The  present  method  of  caring  for  a  tuberculous  prisoner  at 
Clinton  Prison  is  as  follows : — 


/ 
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When  a  prisoner  is  received  from  the  courts  or  as  a  transfer 
from  other,  prisons  of  the  State,  he  is  given  a  thorough  exami- 
nation, and  if  there  is  any  suspicion  of  tuberculosis,  he  is  as- 
signed to  a  distributing  ward  for  special  examination,  consiBting 
of  clinical,  laboratory  and  X  ray  methods,  and  if  found  to  be 
tuberculosis,  and  considered  a  proper  subject  he  is  transferred  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  where  he  receives  another  exami- 
nation and  assigned  to  either  wards  or  rooms.  The  wards  of  this 
hospital  are  not  like  those  of  the  usual  hospital  type,  but  are  so 
constructed  that  the  maximum  amount  of  air  and  light  can  be 
had  for  the  patient.  The  wards  are  built  in  the  form  of  a  pa- 
vilion, open  to  the  roof,  and  lighted  by  a  series  of  windows  so 
that  the  ward  can  be,  by  the  use  of  these  windows  and 
ventilators  made  as  nearly  like  outside  as  is  possible^  If  the 
patient  is  carrying  a  temperature  and  quite  iU,  he  is  at  once 
placed  in  bed  until  such  a  time  as  temperature  subsides.  A  large 
glass  enclosed  porch  some  260  feet  in  length  and  13  feet  wide  is 
located  on  the  southeastern  exposure  of  the  building,  which  en- 
ables these  patients  to  have  the  benefit  of  air  and  sunlight  at  aU 
times,  and  under  all  conditions  of  weather.  A  large  open-air  court 
and  pavilion  is  also  available  where  the  ambulant  patients  spend 
the  greater  part  of  the  day.  If  the  patient  is  quite  ill,  he  is  given 
a  private  room,  in  what  is  termed  the  Advanced  Case  building. 
The  Doctors  make  a  daily  round,  when  the  patients  have  an  op- 
portunity of  seeing  him,  and  the  diet  and  such  medical  treatment 
as  is  found  necessary  is  prescribed.  When  a  patient  has  so  far 
convalesced  that  he  is  able  to  exercise,  he  is  given  light  work  and 
gradually  brought  to  a  condition  where  he  can  perform  manual 
labor.  This  method  of  making  use  of  graduated  labor  in  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis  has  come  to  be  an  authenticated  means  by 
which  patients  are  well  fitted  to  resume  work  in  the  outside  world 
with  less  likelihood  of  relapse. 

The  sub-joined  table  "K"  shows  work  performed  by  this  class 
of  patients  in  the  past  year.

Dbab  Sir: — 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  Prison  Law,  I  herewith 
present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chaplain's  department  of  Clin- 
ton Prison  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919. 

For  over  twenty-ftve  years  the  prison  needed  an  assembly 
room  large  enough  to  hold  its  population.  The  new  auditorium 
opened  during  the  year  adequately  meets  the  needs  of  the  insti- 
tution, affording  seating  capacity'  for  the  entire  population  when 
entertainments  are  given,  and  providing  a  cheerful  and  attractive 
place  foT  the  religious  services. 

The  moving  picture  entertainments  given  on  holidays  and 
Saturday  afternoons  when  the  weather  conditions  do  not  admit 
the  men  playing  in  the  yard,  are  enjoyed  by  all. 

Religious  services  have  been  regularly  conducted  by  the 
Chaplain  and  Associate  Chaplains  and  the  attendance  well  main- 
tained. To  relieve  the  monotony  or  sameness  of  the  chapel  ser- 
vices a  i^ng  service  has  been  held  occasionally  with  music  by  the 
choir,  band  and  orchestra. 

A  number  of  inmates  are  interested  in  Christian  Science  and 
these  have  been  cared  for  by  Mr.  Clinton  J.  Ayres  of  Saranac  Lake 
and  Mr.  Glen  Merrihew  of  Plattsburgh.  Rabbi  S.  Judelson  has 
been  painstaking  in  his  work  for  the  Jewish  population.  Father 
J.  A.  Hervieux  is  a  patient  and  concientious  worker  and  his  pleas- 
ant and  courteous  personality  makes  him  a  valuable  co-worker. 
His  sympathetic  spirit  makes  him  a  helpful  friend  to  our  Catholic 
inmates. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Library  has  been  maintained  and  its 
privileges  enjoyed  by  all.  Two  hundred  and  fourteen  new  books 
were  purchased  during  the  year.  The  high  cost  of  books  and 
pediodicals  limited  our  purchases.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  moved  into  the  new  school 
rooms  which  are  very  comfortable  and  well  adapted  to  the  woris 
of  the  school. 

On  account  of  the  influenza  we  have  had  less  school  days 
than  last  year,  but  the  average  daily  attendance  has  been  greater. 
The  enrollment  has  been  between  three  hundred  and  four  hun- 
dred each  month. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  study 
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which  has  increased  the  usefulness  of  the  school.  The  I'egular 
school  course*  ends  with  the  sixth  standard  after  which  the  men 
are  permitted  to  take  special  courses.  French  was  added  as  a 
special  course  this  year  and  quite  a  number  of  men  have  done 
excellent  work  in  the  subject.  Beginning  with  the  new  year 
the  course  in  Mechanical  Drawing  will  be  changed  to  Shop 
Mathematics  and  Mechanical  Drawing. 

During  the  year  sixty-nine  men  either  completed  the  regular 
course  or  one  of  the  special  courses  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
Many  others  did  excellent  work  but  were  prevented  from  com- 
pleting the  work  by  being  drafted  to  some  other  prison  or  being 
placed  at  some  work  that  prevented  their  attending  school. 

There  are  great  possibilities  in  the  prison  school,  but  it  can 
never  accomplish  what  it  should  as  long  as  the  Head  Teacher 
has  to  depend  upon  inmates  to  do  the  greater  part  of  the 
teaching.  Very  few  of  the  men  who  enter  prison  are  qualified 
to  teach,  and  by  the  time  they  are  trained  to  teach  they  are 
readj'  to  leave  prison. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  officials  who  have  in  any  way  contri- 
buted to  the  welfare  of  the  school.

Dbar  Sir: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  ninth  annual  report  of  this  Institutioiir 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919. 

Population 

We  closed  the  year  with  a  population  of  only  421,  while  Uie 
average  population  for  the  year  was  491. 

During  the  year  there  were  received  from  Sing  Sing  77, 
from  Auburn  128,  and  from  Clinton  175. 

Full  details  as  to  population  are  contained  in  the  repoitB> 
of  the  Chaplain  and  Clerk. 

Health 

This  year  like  the  previous  years  has  been  marked  with 
continued  good  health  and  an  absence  of  all  epidemics,  even 
during  the  severe  epidemic  of  influenza  which  was  so  general  all 
over  the  country  last  fall  we  had  but  one  case  here  and  that  a 
mild  one.  The  location  of  this  Institution  in  the  foot  hills  of 
the  Adirondacks  with  the  pure  air  of  this  section  and  the 
abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  together  with  the  system  of  out- 
door labor  which  so  far  as  possible  is  continued  throughout  the 
year  has  the  usual  good  effect  of  improving  the  condition  of  the 
men  both  physically  and  morally,  and  with  the  discipline  of  this 
place  tends  to  make  the  men  when  they  go  out  more  fit  to  take 
up  the  positions  provided  for  them  and  to  "make  good.'' 

Th^re  has  been  but  one  death  at  this  Institution  during  the 
past  year,  and  that  was  a  chronic  case  that  would  have  been 
fatal  under  any  circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  hospital  during  the 
year  were  89,  of  which  number  81  were  discharged  as  cured  or 
so  much  improved  that  they  were  able  to  return  to  work,  one 
died  as  above  recorded,  and  three  were  transferred  to  the  State 
Hospital  at  Dannemora,  and  four  were  still  being  treated  in 
the  hospital. 

There  were  a  few  cases  of  major  operations  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  made  a  complete  recovery  or  were  much  im- 
proved. 
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During  the  year  there  has  been  added  an  electrically  Iiea^etl 
Bochlitz  Water  Still  for  the  use  of  treating  s3T)hilitic  cases  and 
icrhich  adds  much  to  the  value  of  our  equipment. 

Discipline 

We  have  had  comparatively  little  trouble  of  a  disciplinary 
nature.  Disputes  and  differences  between  individual  inmates 
have  very  seldom  reached  the  point  of  fighting,  and  the  (local) 
system  of  discipline  has  justified  itself  in  our  exx>erience  by  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  no  tax  or  strain  upon  the  offieiais  or 
officers,  orders  have  been  cheerfully  and  promptly  obeyed. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape  during 
the  year. 

Farm  and  Industrial  Department 

The  ijeport  of  the  Clerk  sets  forth  the  net  results  of  the 
Industries  for  the  year.  Much  stone  was  crushed  for  road  work. 
The  new  School  House  and  Cow  barns  have  progressed  favorably 
eonsidering  the  fact  that  the  prison  population  has  been  the 
lowest  in  many  years. 

A  greater  acreage  of  land  has  been  under  cultivation  than 
in  previous  years,  and  the  crops  would  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  adjoining  farms.  The  profits  of  the  Farm  were  $9,292.36 
for  the  Farm  year,  which  however  differs  from  the  Prison  fiscal 
year  in  that  the  Farm  year  dates  from  January  1st  to  December 
31st. 

Eoad  Work 

Work  on  State  Roads  done  with  Convict  labor  has  progressed 
favorably  during  the  past  year. 

Considerable  repair  work  was  done  on  road  between  Com- 
«tock  and  Whitehall,  known  as  County  Highway  No.  723.  A 
section  of  this  road  was  in  very  bad  shape,  having  been  broken 
up  by  the  frost  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  entirely  excavate  the 
old  road  for  some  distance  and  lay  both  new  bottom  and  top 
courses  complete.  This  work  was  done  at  a  cost  to  the  State 
of  f361.94. 

Work  was  also  continued  on  the  Johnsburg-Thurman  Road, 
known  as  project  No.  23  where,  when  work  ended  for  the  season 
29,650  linear  feet  had  been  completed. 

But  one  of  the  most  important  roads  inasmuch  as  it  connects^ 
the  two  sides  of  Washington  County  and  has  a  vast  amount  of 
traffic  and  known  as  State  Route  No.  22,  is  the  road  from  Corn- 
stock  to  Granville  on  which  work  is  progressing  with  as  much 
rapidity  as  possible. 

Work  was  continued  on  this  project  through  the  Summer 
and  Fall  and  when  it  was  stopped  by  freezing  weather,  16,500 
linear  feet  had  been  completed,  of  which  7,000  feet  was  laid  after 
July  1,  1918  and  after  this,  grading  was  continued  for  about  a 
mile.  During  the  winter  the  men  were  employed  in  excavating 
rock  for  sub-base,  which  was  drawn  out  and  piled  by  the  side 
of  the  road  ready  for  work  in  the  spring.    The  amount  spent  bj* 
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the  State  for  this  work  during  the  season  was  f4,992.41. 

Work  on  the  South  Bay  Project  was  also  continued  and  con- 
siderable progress  was  made  in  filling  in  with  rock  to  protect  the 
timber  trestle  approaches  to  the  steel  spans. 

ScJiool 

The  Head  Teacher's  report  is  gratifying  in  that  it  shows 
that  the  school  attendance  has  been  excellent  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  population  of  the  Prison  is  lower  than  it  has  been  in 
some  years.  We  •  have  installed  a  balopticon  which  with  the 
slides  used  makes  it  easier  for  the  foreign  bom  to  understand 
the  lessons  which  would  otherwise  be  difficult  for  them. 

I  would  not  consider  that  I  had  done  my  full  duty  in  sub- 
mitting this  report  if  I  did  not  thank  you  and  your  Department 
for  the  cooperation  accorded  me  in  the  work  of  the  Institution. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  Institution  for  their  faithful  support  during  the 
year.

Dbar  Sir: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  Great  Meadow  Prison  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1919. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  during  the  past  year  has  been  very 
good,  only  one  death  occurring  during  that  time. 

During  the  epidemic  of  the  ^^Spanish  Influenza"  last  autumn, 
we  considered  ourselves  very  fortunate  in  having  only  one  case 
in  the  prison,  although  the  civilian  population  in  this  vicinity 
suffered  severely  from  the  disease.  This  case  was  very  carefully 
nursed  by  inmates  who  received  their  training  while  in  prison 
and  who  had  no  previous  knowledge  in  the  nursing  of  a  com- 
municable disease.  ^ 

We  have  taken  advantage  of  the  distribution  of  Arsphen- 
amine  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  the  treatment  of 
Sjrphilis,  as  about  seventeen  per  cent,  of  our  population  have 
Syphilis,  it  becomes  necessary  to  devote  two  days  each  week  in 
the  treatpient  of  that  disease.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Ninth  Annnal 
Report  of  the  Chaplain's  Department  of  Great  Meadow  Priaon 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919. 

Religious  Services 

The  religious  services  have  been  conducted  regularly  each 
Sunday  during  the  year.  The  attendance  has  been  fair  and  the 
attitude  of  the  men  toward  the  services  has  been  cordial  and 
reverent.  Their  conduct  in  the  chapel  has  been  excellent  and  at 
no  service  has  there  been  any  disturbance  or  inattention. 

Many  outside  factors  have  been  brought  in  and  have  mate- 
rially added  to  the  interest  of  the  services.  Supplementing  the 
various  services,  Bibles  and  religious  literature  of  a  varied  char- 
acter have  been  distributed  and  a  constant  effort  has  been  made 
to  influence  the  inmates  to  higher  and  better  things. 

The  Roman  Catholic  inmates  have  been  administered  to  by 
the  Rev.  Father  Neville  of  Granville  and  the  Hebrew  inmates  by 
the  Rabbi  Hyman  A.  Lasker  of  Troy.  Both  of  whom  have  ren- 
dered efficient  and  faithful  service. 

Library 

The  Library  is  in  fine  condition,  consisting  of  2,499  volumes. 
The  room  occupied  as  a  library  is  large,  well  lighted  and  well 
adapted  to  its  purpose.  The  steel  stacks  are  adequate  for  the 
holding  and  quick  handling  of  the  books.  The  men  certainly 
appreciate  what  the  State  is  doing  for  them  in  providing  them 
with  good  reading  matter. 

We  have  added  no  books  during  the  year  to  the  library  for 
obvious  reasons.  A  special  feature  has  been  the  procuring  by 
the  Chaplain  from  the  State  Library  of  technical  and  educational 
books  on  all  sorts  of  subjects  which  have  been  diligently  studied 
by  those  for  whom  they  were  procured. 

All  books  bought  are  submitted  to  the  State  Librarian  for 

approval. 

The  monthly  magazines  are  as  popular  as  ever.  The  State 
subscribes  for  all  the  popular  ones  to  the  number  of  51  and  as 
the  men  are  eager  to  read  the  current  literature  of  the  day  th^ 
are  in  great  demand. 
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No  Qerman  books  have  been  circulated  from  the  library 
during  the  year.

Remarks 

The  school  work  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  year 
along  the  same  lines  as  in  tlie  previous  years  and  with  favorable 
results. 

The  decreased  population  of  the  prison  for  the  past  year, 
making  a  shortage  of  help  in  the  departments  of  prison  work, 
has  necessitated  depriving  many  needy  men  of  the  advantages 
of  school  work  and  causing  much  irregularity  in  the  attendance 
^f  others. 
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The  deci'eased  population  of  the  prison  has  correspondingly 
decreased  the  enrollment  in  the  school,  until  our  present  school 
record  shows  the  lowest  enrollment  since  our  school  was  or- 
ganized in  ldl3. 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  installed  a  balopticon  and 
with  our  slides,  so  kindly  loaned  us  by  the  Education  Depart- 
ment, we  have  supplemented  visual  instruction,  with  our  regular 
course  of  school  work,  with  very  encouraging  results.  The 
pictures  make  the  subject  clearer  to  those  men  who  understand 
English  imperfectly,  and  thereby  increas  their  interest  in  their 
study. 

The  men  who  serve  as  teachers,  faithfully  and  conscientious- 
ly deserve  much  credit  and  much  of  our  success  is  due  to  them. 
At  present  the  teaching  force  consists  of  but  three  inmate 
teachers. 

No  new  books  have  been  added  to  our  school  library  during 
the  past  year.  Supplementary  reading,  graded  to  the  needs  of 
the  several  standards,  would  fill  a  long  felt  need  of  the  school 
and  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  pupils. 

For  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the  prison  officials  that 
we  have  received  during  the  past  year,  I  wish  to  express  my 
grateful  appreciation.

In  accordance  with  the  proviBions  of  Article  6,  Chapter  27 
of  the  Consolidated  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Sixtieth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1919. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  review  the  anxious  times  of  the  first 
few  months  of  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report — the  summer 
and  fall  of  1918.  To  the  critical  days  in  June  and  July  when  our 
armies  were  first  put  to  the  test,  when  the  outcome  df  the  war 
was  in  grave  doubt,  when  the  long  casualty  lists  were  coming 
back — to  these,  were  added  the  horrors  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 
Then  came  better  news  from  France,  the  grim  harvest  of  the 
plague  grew  less  abundant  and  in  November  the  armistice  brought 
great  relief  and  a  sense  of  having  endured  everything  that  could 
harass  human  souls.  This  hospital  did  not  fail  to  receive  its 
share  of  viscissitudes  during  this  period.  With  a  half  of  the 
Medical  Staff  and  a  third  of  the  force  of  ward  employees  in  the 
military  service  the  keeping  up  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  re- 
quired  constant  and  arduous  effort  on  the  part  of  all,  with  the 
attendant  risks  involved  in  the  care  of  a  dangerous  class  of  pa- 
tients with  insufficient  personnel.  When  the  influenza  epidemic 
came  we  fortunately  had  a  large  ward  from  which  women  patients 
had  recently  been  moved  to  the  women's  building  and  which  was 
immediately  pressed  into  service  as  an  emergency  hospital  ward. 
This  permitted  the  immediate  isolation  of  suspected  cases  and 
evidently  did  much  to  prevent  the  number  of  cases  from  being 
much  larger.  In  all  17  employees  and  78  patients  were  attacked 
with  the  disease  and  2  employees  and  3  patients  died.  At  the 
time  of  compiling  this  rei>ort  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  have 
begun  to  approach  more  nearly  normal.  Some  of  our  best  em- 
ployees have  returned  from  military  duty  and  others  are  ex- 
pected back  shortly.  As  the  labor  situation  becomes  easier  we 
have  been  able  to  obtain  more  employees  but  the  situation  is  far 
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from  satisfactory  yet  in  this  respect.  Well  trained  employees 
returning  from  military  service  stay  a  few  weeks  and  than  ac- 
cept more  lucrative  employment  elsewhere,  and  new  employees 
are  remaining  for  only  short  periods.  One  member  of  the  med- 
ical staff  who  was  in  military  service  has  returned  and  we  have 
assurance  that  the  other  two  will  be  relieved  from  federal  service 
at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

When  I  say  that  our  affairs  have  approached  normal  I  must 
emphasize  that  this  normal  is  far  from  ideal.  That  dreaded 
problem  of  all  of  our  State  Hospitals — overcrowding — is  still 
the  feature  that  hampers  administration,  causes  great  danger, 
and  hinders  all  of  our  therapeutic  efforts.  May  I  again  invite 
your  attention  to  the  suggested  remedies  which  you  will  find  in 
my  previous  reports  and  elsewhere  in  this  one?  Additional 
quarters  for  medical  officers  and  their  families  is  a  crying  neces- 
sity. The  members  of  the  staff  are  now  all  married  men,  some 
with  families  and  their  living  accommodations  are  appallingly 
inadequate.  They  are  all  excellent  officers  and  it  would  be  a 
great  loss  to  the  service  if  we  were  to  lose  them,  but  if  the  hopes 
which  I  have  held  out  to  them  for  better  housing  are  not  realized 
I  am  convinced  that  some  of  them  will  leave.  Nor  could  I  ex- 
pect them  to  do  otherwise  for  at  present  they  are  putting  up 
with  conditions  which  are  exceedingly  trying.  The  matter  of 
securing  desirable  employees  is  becoming  more  difficult.  Wages 
for  both  skilled  and  unskilled  labor  have  become  so  high  that 
the  pay  which  we  are  able  to  offer  an  attendant  entering  this 
work  is  insufficient  to  attract  men  of  the  type  that  are  absolutely 
necessary  for  proper  operation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  higher 
scale  of  wages  for  attendants  and  employees  will  be  approved. 

The  housing  of  the  patients  should  have  immediate  attention 
if  steps  are  not  taken  for  the  establishment  of  a  separate  group 
for  the  misdemeanant  insane.  The  certified  capacity  of  the  hos- 
pital is  657  but  our  census  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  was  892. 
A  further  analysis  shows  a  certified  capacity  for  549  men  where 
we  had  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  758  or  an  excess  of  209;  a 
certified  capacity  for  108  women  with  an  actual  population  of  134 
or  an  excess  of  26.  The  seriousness  of  the  overcrowding  is  in- 
tensified by  the  fact  that  we  are  caring  for  the  criminal  insane, 
that  all  corridors  are  filled  with  beds,  that  patients  cannot  be 
properly  watched,  that  the  day  rooms  are  so  crowded  that  it  is 
impossible  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of  chairs  for  all  of  the 
patients,  and  that  we  are  operating  with  a  greatly  reduced  su- 
pervisory force.  Relief  must  be  provided  by  further  construction 
as  overcrowding  in  civil  hospitals  will  not  permit  the  transfer 
of  harmless,  term  expired  misdemeanants.

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The  number  of  admisaionB  shows  a  decrease  of  16  from  last 
year  and  29  from  2  years  ago.  This  has  been  a  source  of  grati- 
flcation  owing  to  the  serious  overcrowding,  especially  of  our 
male  population.  The  decrease  is  apparently  due  to  the  martial 
activities  of  the  country  and  the  general  industrial  activity.  The 
penal  population  of  the  State  has  shown  a  marked  redtiction  and 
the  absence  of  the  psychiatrist  of  the  Department  of  Correction 
of  the  City  of  New  York  in  military  service  has  undoubtedly 
allowed  many  incipient  cases  to  escape  detection.  Oomparison 
with  the  admissions  of  ten  years  ago  reveals  the  interesting  fact 
that  there  were  actually  19  more  cases  this  year.  A  marked 
difiFerence  in  sex  is  also  noted.  Ten  years  ago  there  were  only 
65  men  whereas  96  were  admitted  during  the  last  fiscal  year, 
an  increase  of  over  thirty  per  cent.  The  women  show  even  a 
more  pronounced  difference,  there  having  been  29  ten  years  ago 
and  only  17  the  last  year.  This  change  has  been  noted  for  several 
years,  the  male  admissions  steadily  increasing  and  the  women 
gradually  decreasing  so  that  most  of  our  overcrowding  is  on  the 
male  service. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  was  113,  a  decrease  of  10 
men  and  5  women  from  last  year.  A  further  analysis  shows  61 
or  fifty-four  per  cent,  were  committed  directly  by  the  courts  of 
original  jurisdiction.  The  number  of  court  cases  has  been  steadi- 
ly increasing  and  this  is  an  encouraging  feature  as  it  shows  that 
the  mental  status  of  those  charged  with  offenses  other  than  viola- 
tion of  civil  ordinances  is  receiving  attention  before  trial  and 
conviction  or  release  by  acquitai  with  the  possibility  of  again 
menacing  public  safety  because  of  undetected  mental  disease. 
The  admissions  from  the  penal  institutions  were  52,  a  decrease 
of  5  from  the  year  previous.  Many  of  these  were  suffering  with 
paresis  or  greatiy  deteriorated  and  they  are  the  class  that  in 
my  opinion  should  never  be  committed  to  this  hospital.  The 
original  offenses  were  simply  a  manifestation  of  mental  disease 
and  the  most  casual  examination  before  arraignment  would  have 
obviated  the  necessity  of  sentence  and  subsequent  transfer.  It 
is  regretable  that  no  provision  has  ever  been  made  for  the  psychi- 
atric examination  of  prisoners  produced  before  our  Magistrates' 
Courts  in  the  Metropolitan  district  and  in  the  larger  upstate 
cities. 

METHOD  OF  COMMITMENT 

Under  section  454  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  there 
were  no  commitments.  The  number  of  commitments  under  this 
form  have  decreased  in  recent  years  and  this  has  been  a  source 
of  gratification.  These  patients  are  acquitted  on  the  ground  of 
insanity  but  committed  to  the  hospital  on  the  ground  that  they 
would  be  dangerous  if  at  large.  As  a  result,  relatives  were  quite 
willing  to  have  a  commitment  under  this  section  but  in  a  very 
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short  time  they  were  prone  to  initate  l^al  steps  for  discharge. 

Under  section  659  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  wherein 
the  defendant  under  indictment  pleads  not  guilty  with  the  spec- 
ification of  insanity^  34'men  and  1  woman  were  committed.  This 
was  an  increase  of  6  over  the  previous  year. 

Under  section  836  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  whereip 
the  defendant  appears  to  be  insane  and  the  court  investigates 
the  question  of  insanity  before  trial,  22  men  and  3  women  were 
committed.  This  was  1  less  than  a  year  ago  but  higher  than  in 
previous  years.  Commitments  under  this  section  are  encourag- 
ing as  it  shows  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  courts  and  prose- 
cuting officers  to  have  an  investigation  of  the  mental  status  of 
cases  without  detention  in  jails  for  several  months.  It  has  been 
noted,  however,  that  a  few  people  arrested  for  vagrancy  or  dis- 
orderly conduct  and  obviously  insane  have  been  committed  under 
this  section.  The  criminal  act  charged  was  simply  a  manifesta- 
tion of  their  abnormal  mental  status  and  it  would  seem  that 
commitment  in  such  cases  should  have  been  made  to  a  Civil 
Hospital  as  they  were  neither  troublesome,  dangerous  nor  homi- 
cidal. 

Under  section  118,  Chapter  27,  of  the  Consolidated  Laws 
relating  to  persons  in  penal  institutions  serving  a  sentence  of 
more  than  one  year  for  a  felony,  there  was  1  commitment.  This 
hospital  receives  only  the  female  felons  who  are  declared  insane. 
Under  the  same  section  16  men  and  5  women  were  committed 
who  were  serving  indefinite  terms  with_a  maximum  term  of  3 
years.  The  commitments  under  this  section  show  a  decided 
decrease  especially  of  the  women  patients,  over  a  year  ago  and 
the  total  number  is  far  lower  than  in  previous  years  which  is 
probably  explained  by  the  lower  census  in  penal  institutions 
during  the  past  few  years.  Commitments  of  these  patients 
serving  indefinite  terms  cause  some  confusion  and  it  would  seem 
that  there  should  be  some  legal  method  whereby  a  patient  ad- 
judged insane  who  is  serving  an  indefinite  term  could  be  dis- 
charged or  paroled  from  the  hospital.  Under  present  conditions 
they  must  be  held  until  the  expiration  of  the  maximum  term  if 
recovery  has  not  occurred  and  it  frequently  happens  that  non- 
residents must  be  held  for  many  months.  It  has  also  happened 
that  patients  have  escaped  from  other  hospitals  and  having  been 
charged  with  vagrancy  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  metropolitan 
district  they  are  sent  to  a  penal  institution  where  their  mental 
status  is  discovered  and  they  are  transferred  to  this  hospital. 
There  is  no  procedure  which  will  permit  the  discharge  of  such 
patients  and  naturally  this  is  going  to  materially  tax  the  present 
overcrowded  condition  of  this  hospital. 

Under  the  same  section  and  Chapter  relating  to  those  serving 
a  sentence  of  one  year  or  less  23  men  and  7  women  were  com- 
mitted.  Attention  has  been  called  to  these  cases  for  several  years 
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and  they  have  been  designated  as  the  misdemeanant  insane.  Most 
of  these  patients  are  suffering  with  general  paresis  or  show 
rather  advanced  deterioration  and  a  most  casual  examination 
before  sentence  would  have  revealed  their  abnormal  status.  It 
is  claimed  that  many  of  these,  owing  to  their  wandering  tend- 
encies, are  unsatisfactory  cases  in  our  civil  hospitals.  They 
certainly  do  not  exhibit  dangerous  tendencies  and  it  would  seem 
that  a  separate  institution  should  be  provided  for  their  care. 

Under  section  121,  Chapter  27,  of  the  Consolidated  Laws 
which  authorizes  the  transfer  of  cases  held  on  criminal  orders 
in  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Hospital  Com- 
mission, or  cases  with  previous  residence  in  a  penal  institution 
that  still  exhibit  criminal  tendencies,  only  1  male  patient  was 
admitted.  This  man  was  charged  with  criminally  carrying  con- 
cealed weapons  and  having  been  adjudged  insane  was  committed 
to  a  civil  hospital  on  a  criminal  order.  We  are  deeply  indebted 
to  the  State  Hospital  Commission  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  past  year  as  there  were  numerous  requests  for  transfers  to 
this  hospital.  Attention  has  frequently  been  called  to  the  fact 
that  our  provisions  for  safe  treatment  of  the  dangerous  and 
homicidal  type  of  patient  have  been  seriously  taxed  and  we  can- 
not accept  patients  of  this  type  from  other  hospitals  until  proper 
accommodations  are  provided  for  our  present  population.

The  number  of  court  cases  again  shows  an  increase  while 
the  number  of  those  classified  as  convicts  shows  a  slight  decrease. 
The  increase  of  the  court  cases  is  partially  explained  by  the  fact 
that  these  cases  cannot  be  transferred  to  other  hospitals  nor  is 
there  any  method  whereby  they  can  be  paroled  as  the  law  provides 
for  their  return  to  the  committing  court  when  recovery  occurs. 
Of  the  418  classed  as  convicts  about  29  per  cent,  were  stiU  serv- 
ing their  sentences  and  the  others  had  completed  the  sentence 
originally  imposed  but  were  detained  at  this  hospital  because 
their  mental  status  would  not  warrant  their  dischai^e.  We 
have  endeavored  to  have  a  number  of  those  who  would  be  suit- 
able for  transfer  to  civil  hospitals  accepted  by  the  State  Hos- 
pital Commission  but  this  has  been  impossible  owing  to  the  over- 
crowded conditions  which  exists  in  all  of  the  hospitals  under 
their  jurisdiction. 
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THE  ALIEN  INSANE 

One  of  the  early  problems  of  the  perio3  of  reconstruction 
that  should  have  attention  is  the  disposition  of  the  alien  insane. 
During  the  war  and  up  to  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year  de- 
portations have  not  been  accomplished  and  a  serious  burden  is 
imposed  upon  all  institutions  treating  mental  cases.  The  prob- 
lem is  under  Federal  control  and  if  deportations  are  to  be  held 
up  and  delayed  in  the  same  manner  as  before  the  war  it  would 
seem  that  the  care  and  treatment  should  be  a  Federal  activity 
and  thereby  relieve  the  overcrowding  of  State  institutions. 

There  are  a  number  of  deportable  cases  at  this  hospital  on 
whom  warrants  have  been  served  but  they  have  not  been  moved 
and  we  are  informed  that  no  relief  is  in  sight  owing  to  shortage 
of  funds.  If  provision  was  made  for  transfer  of  all  deportable 
patients  to  a  Federal  Hospital  when  verification  of  facts  establish- 
ing status  as  deportable  alien  is  accepted  I  seriously  question 
whether  they  would  remain  for  months  and  years.  If  the  De- 
partment of  Labor  acts  promptly  in  the  future  the  number  of 
alien  insane  patients  should  be  materially  reduced  as  a  high 
I)ercentage  show  evidence  of  mental  disease  within  five  years 
after  landing  and  careful  study  reveals  they  were  psychopaths 
in  their  native  country  and  many  exhibited  active  symptoms  of 
mental  disease. 

We  are  continually  making  careful  investigation  of  foreign 
bom  admissions  and  when  seeking  deportation  we  function 
through  the  Bureau  of  Deportation  of  the  State  Hospital  Com- 
mission. They  furnish  invaluable  assistance  in  verifying  facts 
presented  and  frequently  assist  by  personal  examination  of  cases. 
I  question  whether  the  real  value  of  this  bureau  is  fully  appreci- 
ated. They  not  only  handle  cases  for  deportation  but  likewise 
repatriation  of  aliens  and  the  return  of  patients  to  their  State 
of  legal  residence.  At  this  hospital  alone  they  moved  9  per  cent, 
of  our  population  in  one  year.  The  true  economic  value  of  this 
work  is  amazing  as  an  institution  is  not  only  saved  the  main- 
tenance cost  of  these  cases  for  a  number  of  years  but  likewise 
the  construction  problem  to  house  them  that  would  cost  thou- 
sands of  dollars.  Dr.  Dawes,  the  Medical  Examiner  of  the  Bureau 
of  Deportation  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  our  cases  and  is 
worthy  of  your  special  commendation  for  the  assistance^  which 
we  have  obtained  from  his  bureau.  If  suflFicient  funds  are  pro- 
vided I  believe  that  the  next  fiscal  year  will  show  many  discharges 
through  the  assistance  of  the  Bureau  of  Deportation  that  should 
not  be  a  maintenance  charge  upon  the  State  of  New  York.

Of  the  113  patients  admitted  53  were  foreign  bom  and  only 
9  had  been  naturalized.  The  percentage  of  foreign  bom  aliens 
is  slightly  higher  than  last  year  but  lower  than  the  previous 
year  when  over  fifty  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  nativity.  If  there 
Is  no  further  restrictive  legislation  it  is  quite  probable  that  we 
will  soon  see  an  increase  in  alien  admissions  if  immigration 
returns  to  the  pre-war  standard.  Of  the  892  remaining  at  the 
-end  of  the  year  892  or  forty-four  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  natir- 
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ity  and  of  this  number  278  or  aeventy-one  per  cent,  were  aliens. 
Of  the  4,348  admitted  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  1,820 
were  bom  in  foreign  countries.  Of  the  60  native  bom  patients 
there  were  25  with  both  parents  foreign  bom,  4  with  fathers 
foreign  bom,  1  with  foreign  bom  mother  and  8  the  nativity  of 
whose  parents  could  not  accurately  be  ascertained.

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The  classification  of  mental  diseases  was  changed  last  year 
by  the  State  Hospital  Ck>mmission  to  conform  with  the  classifica- 
tion which  had  been  adopted  by  the  American  Medico-Psycho- 
logical Association  for  nse  throughout  the  country.  This  will 
make  possible  the  compilation  of  valuable  statistical  data  which 
could  not  previously  be  obtained  owing,  to  the  lack  of  uniformity 
of  grouping  and  nomenclature.  The  ^^allied"  groups  have  been 
eliminated  and  other  minor  changes  made.  The  Dementia  Prae- 
cox  group  now  comprises  all  of  the  schizophrenic  types  of 
psychoses  whether  or  not  they  follow  closely  the  usual  dementia 
praecox  reactions.  This  change  still  permits  comparison  with 
previous  years  if  the  allied  groups  are  added  in  computing. 

In  the  statistics  of  psychoses  for  the  present  year  there  are 
some  facts  to  which  attention  might  be  called  and  I  will  deal 
with  the  main  groups  separately. 

ALCOHOLIC  PSYCHOSES 

It  is  only  in  comparatively  recent  years  and  since  the  im- 
l^etus  to  study  of  mental  disease  which  came  early  in  the  present 
century,  that  a  definite  group  of  psychoses  due  entirely  to  alcohol 
has  been  recognized.  Even  after  this  recognition  the  statistics 
presented  many  inconsistencies  showing  a  misinterpretation  or 
lack  of  understanding  of  the  other  characteristic  symptoms  re- 
sulting from  this  toxic  agent.  The  two  main  types  are  the  acute 
hallucinatory  and  the  chronic  delusional.  In  the  first  the  patient 
has  active  hallucinations  of  hearing  and  sight  accompanied  by 
fear  while  in  the  second,  usually  in  older  persons,  there  are  most 
commonly  delusions. of  infidelity  against  wife  or  husband.  It 
is  from  this  latter  group  that  most  of  the  wife-murderers  come. 
The  symptoms  are  so  constantly  similar  that  diagnosis  can  usual- 
ly be  made  with  certainty.  During  the  six  years  of  my  incum- 
bency as  superintendent — ^the  only  period  of  which  I  can  speak 
authoritatively — the  percentage  of  alcdholic  cases  has  varied 
little.  The  highest  was  17.7  per  cent.,  the  lowest  14  per  cent.,  the 
average  was  15.4  per  cent.  The  percentage  for  this  year's  report 
is  15.  The  general  tendency  has  been  downward  and  inasmuch  as 
the  percentage  in  earlier  years  had  sometimes  been  reported  as 
high  as  25  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  has  been  a  definite  falling 
oflF  in  these  cases.  In  former  reports  I  offered  the  opinion  that 
the  decrease  noted  might  be  attributed  to  the  decreased  con- 
sumption of  alocholic  beverages  and  if  this  was  correct  it  will 
be  interesting  to  note  the  effect  of  national  prohibition. 

DEMENTIA  PRAECOX 

There  has  been  a  continuous  rise  in  the  percentage  of  the 
dementia  praecox  cases  admitted,  from  20  per  cent  in  1913  to 
38  per  cent,  for  the  present  report  which  is  tiie  highest  yet.    It 
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is  not  that  the  disease  is  especially  on  the  increase  but  more  of 
this  class  of  cases  are  being  sent  to  us.  Very  many  of  them  were 
obviously  insane  long  before  the  allied  offenses  were  committed 
and  they  should  have  been  sent  to  institutions  for  the  civil  Insane 
instead  of  being  indicted  or  convicted.  It  is  from  this  group  that 
the  great  bulk  of  the  permanent  residents  of  the  institution  come 
for  they  usuaUy  remain  here  for  many  years  reaching  profound 
states  of  deterioration.  Many  of  these  cases  should  have  been 
detected  under  a  most  siiperficial  examination  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  facilities  will  be  provided  so  that  misdemeanants 
will  have  a  thorough  psychiatric  examination  after  arrest  for 
some  trivial  offense.  Under  present  conditions  they  are  invari- 
ably sent  to  a  penal  institution  where  their  mental  status  is 
quickly  appreciated  and  commitment  to  this  hospital  follows. 
The  resulting  proportionate  increase  of  dementia  praecox  cases 
received  means,  therefore,  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  perma- 
nent daily  population. 

GENERAL  PARALYSIS 

The  year  covered  by  this  report  presents  a  new  high  record 
for  cases  of  general  paralysis  and  I  must  again  call  attention  to 
the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  paretics  received  in  the  past 
six  years.  Prior  to  1914  the  highest  number  admitted  during 
a  year  was  7  while  13  is  the  smallest  figure  for  any  subsequent 
year.  The  average  percentage  was  3.3  until  1909  when  it  began 
to  climb  and  it  has  increased  steadily  until  the  percentage  for 
1919  was  13.3  or  four  times  the  previous  rate.  As  I  have  previ- 
ously pointed  out,  the  reason  for  this  does  not  lie  in  an  increase 
in  general  paralysis  but  in  the  increasing  work  of  the  lower 
courts  of  New  York  City  and  the  consequent  sentencing  of  mis- 
demeanants without  the  slightest  attention  being  paid  to  their 
mental  condition.  All  but  four  of  the  paretics  admitted  during 
the  past  year  were  from  the  penal  institutions  of  Greater  New 
York  and  all  were  well  advanced  in  the  disease  when  sentenced. 
Section  87  of  the  Insanity  Law  as  amended  by  Chapter  121,  Laws 
of  1912,  specifically  states  that — "In  no  case  shall  any  insane 

person be  committed  as  a  disorderly  person  to  any  prison, 

jail,  or  lockup  for  criminals."  This  provision  is  apparently  total- 
ly ignored  although  the  proper  procedure  is  simple  and  is  care- 
fully set  forth  in  the  same  section  of  the  law.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York  will  re- 
establish the  psychiatric  laboratory  as  this  would  be  the  most 
important  step  toward  obviating  this  injustice  of  convicting  as 
criminals  these  well  marked  cases  of  paresis  and  the  uneconomic 
proceclure  of  receiving  and  caring  for  them  in  this  greatly  over- 
crowded hospital  for  the  criminal  insane. 
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PARANOIA 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  only  one  case  of 
paranoia  was  admitted.  True  paranoia  is  an  uncommon  disease. 
In  the  past  ten  years  only  36  cases  have  received  this  diagnosis 
at  this  hospital  and  it  is  possible  that  a  few  of  these  ultimately 
turned  out  to  be  cases  of  paranoid  dementia  praecox  or  alcoholic 
delusional  psychosis.  Paranoiacs  do  not  form  an  important  part 
of  our  population  in  point  of  numbers  but  the  litigious  cases 
are  the  cause  of  a  large  proportion  of  our  numerous  writs  of 
habeas  corpus.  They  are  obsessed  with  the  idea  that  they  are 
kept  here  as  the  result  of  a  conspiracy  and  are  constantly  get- 
ting into  court  in  an  effort  to  prove  their  sanity.  Paranoid  t^pes 
are  common  among  our  patients  but  the  above  group  covers  only 
those  cases  which  can  be  grouped  under  true  paranoia. 

MANIC-DEPRESSIVE  PSYCHOSIS 

The  number  of  admissions  suffering  with  this  disease  varies 
from  year  to  year  between  8  and  12  per  cent  For  the  past  year 
it  was  8  per  cent,  and  most  of  the  cases  were  received  from  penal 
institutions  where  they  were  serving  a  sentence  for  a  misde- 
meanor. The  majority  of  these  cases  recover  and  leave  the  hos- 
pital only  to  be  recommitted  after  varying  intervals  to  this  or 
*6ome  other  State  Hospital.  Many  have  had  numerous  commit- 
ments. The  disease  is  episodic  in  character  and  naturally  a 
case  held  under  criminal  order  must  be  treated  conservatively 
as  return  to  criminal  jurisdiction  might  result  in  a  new  attack. 
The  symptoms  consist  of  an  excited  or  depressed  state  of  such 
a  marked  degree  that  the  condition  can  hardly  be  overlooked. 
Insanity  is  so  very  obvious  that  they  are  usually  committed  at 
once  to  a  State  Hospital  and  rarely  held  on  a  criminal  chai^ 
as  persons  afflicted  with  this  type  of  mental  disease  rarely  com- 
mit capital  or  serious  offenses.  For  this  reason  manic-depree- 
sive  psychosis  forms  a  larger  percentage  of  the  admissions  to 
the  civil  insane  hospitals  and  it  is  a  type  rarely  seen  at  tihs 
hospital  except  in  the  misdemeanant  class. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY 

I  have  classed  under  this  heading  both  the  intellectually 
deficient  and  the  cases  of  psychopathic  inferiority.  The  per- 
centage of  mental  defectives  varies  from  15  to  25  in  different 
years.  The  average  is  19.6  per  cent.  For  the  past  year  of  this 
report  it  was  20  per  cent.  Until  the  commonwealth  makes  pro- 
vision for  the  segregation  of  more  mental  defectives  than  it  has 
at  present  we  will  continue  to  receive  this  large  percentage  of 
such  cases.  Most  of  them  have  a  long  criminal  record  and  will 
continue  to  commit  crimes  so  long  as  they  are  allowed  at  inter- 
vals to  regain  their  liberty.    In  addition  to  the  numerous  jail 
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and  prison  sentences  these  patients  often  have  histories  of  sev- 
eral admissions  to  hospitals  for  the  insane  all  of  which  repres^t 
a  great  and  needless  expense  to  the  State.  They  are  not  suitable 
cases  for  permanent  residence  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane  and 
they  are  incapable  of  supporting  themselves  outside.  On  the  other 
hand  it  is  unjust  to  convict  them  of  misdemeanors  and  send 
them  to  jail  nor  does  the  serving  of  a  sentence  have  the  slightest 
deterrent  effect  on  their  criminal  tendencies.  They  should  be 
permanently  segregated  or  supervised  which  would  minimize 
psychotic  episodes  and  in  the  end  it  would  be  a  great  economy 
to  the  State  for  they  are  usually  capable  of  considerable  work 
under  supervision  which  would  make  their  maintenance  or  su* 
I>ervision  a  comparatively  light  expense.  Moreover,  they  would 
thus  be  prevented  from  propagating.

The  above  table  is  instructive  in  showing  the  relative  re- 
coverability  and  length  of  residence  of  the  different  psychoses. 
Gases  of  dementia  praecox  practically  never  recover  but  their 
physical  health  is  not  affected  and  they  often  live  to  advanced 
years.  They,  therefore,  accumulate  and  form  the  bulk  of  the 
permanent  population  of  our  State  Hospitals  for  the  InRane.  In 
this  hospital  they  number  470  and  this  is  50  per  cent,  of  the  popu- 
lation.   The  three  groups,  alcoholic  psychoses,  dementia  praecox, 
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and  mental  deficiency,  together,  contain  over  80  per  cent  of  the 
permanent  population  of  our  wards.  In  going  through  the  length 
of  time  that  tiiese  patients  have  been  in  the  hospital  it  is  found 
that  over  40  per  cent  have  been  here  more  than  ten  years.  The 
other  psychoses  such  as  those  due  to  drugs,  the  episodes  in  cases 
of  psychopathic  inferiority,  and  the  manic  depressive  psychoses 
have  higher  recovery  rate  and  comparatively  few  of  them  remain 
in  the  hospital  for  any  length  of  time.  The  senile  psychoses  and 
the  cases  of  general  paralysis,  in  fact,  all  of  the  first  three  groups 
in  this  list  are  accompanied  by  profound  organic  disturbance 
and  a  progressively  poor  physical  condition  so  that  death  usually 
occurs  within  a  year  or  two  after  admission.  With  reference  to 
the  dementia  praecox  group  which,  as  already  mentioned,  com- 
prises over  half  of  the  permanent  population  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  only  89  are  classified  as  of  the  hebephrenic  type  and 
77  catatonic  while  304  are  grouped  under  the  paranoid  type.  I 
might  state  that  some  of  these  cases  were  very  obviously  insane 
before  arrest  and  criminal  charges  should  not  have  been  brought 
against  them  as  they  were  neither  dangerous  or  homicidaL 
Furthermore,  many  of  them  have  already  served  their  sentence 
and  are  not  of  a  sufficiently  dangerous  character  to  require  care 
in  this  hospital.  If  we  had  a  system  of  parole  by  which  these 
patients  could  be  released  in  the  custody  of  relatives  for  a  long 
period  during  which  they  would  have  to  report  at  regular  in- 
tervals we  could  dispose  of  them  in  this  way  but  in  the  absence 
of  any  legal  provision  of  this  kind  they  should  be  subject  to  trans- 
fer to  a  hospital  for  the  civil  insane  and  thus  relieve  the  dange^ 
ous  overcrowding  on  our  words.  Transfers  of  this  kind  are  very 
reluctantly  agreed  to  by  the  State  Hospital  Commission  on  ac- 
count of  the  overcrowding  which  exists  also  in  the  civil  hospitals. 
Inasmuch  as  this  congestion  is  greater  in  the  Matteawan  State 
Hospital  and  as  the  character  of  our  patients  makes  it  much  more 
dangerous  I  believe  that  transfers  of  this  kind  should  be  made 
much  more  frequently  than  they  are.

The  discharges  were  15  less  than  the  admissions  despite  the 
fact  that  we  endeavored  to  release  every  case  where  such  action 
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•could  be  takeu  without  menacing  the  public  peace  and  safety. 
Our  organic  law  has  no  provision  for  parole  and  naturally  our 
attitude  toward  release  must  be  conservative  owing  to  the  type 
of  patients  under  treatment.  I  believe  that  some  system  of 
parole  should  be  provided  and  that  cases  discharged  as  well 
as  paroled  should  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  an  after-care  agent. 
With  such  a  safeguard  we  could  exercise  a  more  liberal  policy 
and  questionable  cases  could  have  a  trial  as  free  social  units. 
While  the  number  of  discharges  was  lower  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  there  is  but  little  variance  from  last  year  when  the 
number  of  discharges  was  50  higher.  This  year  we  only  trans- 
ferred 4  term  expired  cases  to  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  State  Hospital  Commission  whereas  last  year  the  number 
was  52.  We  had  many  suitable  cases  but  all  of  the  civil  hospitals 
were  so  hampered  by  overcrowding  and  shortage  of  employees 
that  arrangements  for  transfers  could  not  be  made.  The  civil 
hospitals  have  never  looked  with  favor  upon  these  transfers  but 
if  this  hospital  must  receive  all  harmless  insane  misdemeanants, 
including  even  escaped  cases  from  civil  hospitals,  transfer  of  all 
paretics  and  other  suitable  cases  should  be  mandatory  after  ex- 
piration of  sentence. 

The  recovery  rate  is  a  trifle  lower  but  does  not  vary  mate- 
rially from  other  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  cases 
reported  as  much  improved  is  higher  and  if  we  did  not  follow  a 
highly  conservative  policy  some  cases  with  a  psychopathic  make- 
up would  probably  be  classified  as  recovered.  At  best  our  re- 
covery rate  must  be  far  lower  than  in  other  hospitals  as  the 
percentage  of  recoverable  types  of  psychoses  on  admission  is 
small  and  the  prognosis  of  many  cases  is  unfavorable  as  the  pa- 
tient is  suffering  with  a  well  defined  type  of  chronic  mental 
<lisease.

The  above  tabulation  shows  that  4  were  returned  to  penal 
iBstitutions  to  serve  unexpired  sentences.  Six  were  discharged 
to  the  custody  of  County  Sheriffs  on  court  orders  after  certificates 
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of  recovery  had  been  submitted.  The  statute  provides  that 
covered  cases  held  on  criminal  orders  must  be  returned  for  trial 
or  other  legal  disposition  of  the  case.  Occasionally  it  would  be 
advantageous  if  actual  discharge  from  hospital  by  parole  could 
be  made  in  these  cases.  One  whose  term  of  imprisonment  had 
expired  was  discharged  to  the  custody  of  relatives.  In  one  court 
case  we  obtained  a  dismissal  of  the  indictment  and  authorization 
for  discharge  to  the  custody  of  his  relatives  in  his  native  State.

One  was  discharged  by  order  of  court  after  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  had  been  sustained.  This  was  a  psychopathic  individual 
who  had  practically  recovered  from  a  confusional  episode  but 
we  hesitated  to  return  him  for  trial  owing  to  a  rather  pronounced 
basic  mental  deficiency.  The  man  likewise  exhibited  pyromanic 
tendencies.  He  subsequently  received  practically  a  life  sentence 
so  that  he  will  not  again  be  a  menace  to  the  community.  In  two 
cases  we  obtained  the  dismissal  of  the  indictment  and  court 
orders  authorizing  their  return  by  the  Bureau  of  Deportation 
to  the  State  of  legal  residence  where  they  were  placed  in  the 
custody  of  relatives.  Two  other  residents  of  other  States  were 
returned  to  their  relatives  after  their  terms  of  imprisonment 
had  expired.  In  two  cases  we  obtained  special  paroles  and  orders 
authorizing  discharge  to  permit  their  return  by  the  Bureau  of 
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I>eportation  to  native  States.  Eight  whose  terms  of  imprison- 
ment had  expired  were  unconditionally  released  to  the  custody 
of  relatives  or  friends  and  in  another  case  we  obtained  a  speciiJ 
parole  to  enable  the  patient  to  have  another  trial  at  home.  In 
OBe  case  the  (bounty  authorities  withdrew  the  criminal  charge 
and  we  obtained  a  court  order  authorizing  the  discharge  to  the 
custody  of  his  father.  Most  of  the  above  cases  were  placed  under 
the  supervision  of  relatives  but  the  hospital  has  no  control  after 
discharge.  It  is  regretable  that  we  have  no  provision  for  paroling 
cases  and  following  them  up  after  discharge.

Four  men  were  discharged  to  the  custody  of  County  Sheriffs 
after  writs  of  habeas  corpus  had  been  sustained.  In  three  cases 
it  was  recognized  by  the  court  that  complete  mental  restoration 
had  not  occurred  but  arrangements  were  made  whereby  they  were 
virtually  paroled  by  the  court  under  supervision  of  responsible 
people  without  trial  or  further  detention.  They  were  all  suit- 
able cases  for  discharge  under  these  circumstances  and  no  op- 
position was  offered.  One  case  was  a  paranoiac  of  long  standing 
and  innumerable  writs  had  previously  been  dismissed.  Counsd 
was  appointed  by  the  court  and  on  the  report  by  the  lawyer  that 
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the  patient  talked  with  him  freely  and  logically,  the  writ  was 
sustained  without  farther  hearing  on  the  ground  iJiat  the  patient 
could  consult  with  counsel.  Fortunately  this  is  not  a  common 
procedure  or  the  hospital  would  soon  be  relieved  of  many  danger- 
ous paranoiacs.  In  this  particular  case  counsel  apparently  in- 
terpreted the  paranoid  ideas  as  facts  and  did  not  appreciate  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation.  One  man  and  two  women  whose 
sentences  had  expired  were  discharged  to  the  custody  of  relatives 
after  satisfactory  arrangements  had  been  made  for  their  super- 
vision. In  two  cases  we  obtained  special  invalid  paroles  to  per- 
mit discharge  to  responsible  relatives  who  could  provide  proper 
supervision.  The  Bureau  of  Deportation  obtained  authorilEation 
for  the  transfer  of  two  non-residents  to  hospitals  in  their  native 
States  after  special  invalid  paroles  had  been  obtained.  Another 
non-resident  was  placed  in  the  custody  of  his  mother  by  the  same 
bureau  after  we  obtained  a  dismissal  of  pending  indictment  and 
court  order  authorizing  discharge.  One  boy  who  presented  rather 
pronounced  mental  deficiency  was  placed  in  the  custody  of  Us 
father  under  proper  supervision  on  court  order  after  dismissal 
of  pending  indictment.  Two  term  expired  patients  were  trans- 
ferred to  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Hospital 
Commission.

One  case  was  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  New  York 
County  Sheriff  because  of  faulty  commitment.  One  patient  was 
discharged  after  expiration  of  sentence  to  the  custody  of  his 
father.  Three  male  patients  who  had  escaped  from  other  hos- 
pitals in  other  States  before  entering  this  State  were  returned 
by  the  Bureau  of  Deportation.  In  two  of  these  cases  we  obtained 
dismissal  of  pending  indictments  and  court  orders  authorising 
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return  to  hospitals  in  their  native  States.  The  other  man  wa» 
apprehended  the  day  of  his  arrival  in  this  State  and  convicted 
of  disorderly  conduct,  a  manifestation  of  his  mental  disease 
which  was  not  detected.  The  facts  were  reported  to  the  Governor 
who  granted  a  pardon  thereby  relieving  the  State  of  his  main- 
tenance until  after  the  expiration  of  sentence  and  the  possibility 
of  his  native  State  denying  any  obligation  at  a  later  date. 

In  addition  to  discharges  noted  one  patient  was  returned 
as  not  insane  to  the  penal  institution  from  which  committed. 
He  had  considerable  difficulty  in  adjusting  himself  and  jeopar- 
dized the  possibilitj'^  of  earlj'-  discharge  by  parole.  He  then 
deliberately  feigned  insanity.  When  admitted  the  second  time 
the  mental  picture  had  changed  but  the  underlying  motive  was 
the  same.  When  returned  the  second  time  he  showed  proper  ad- 
justment, cooperated  well,  and  had  no  further  trouble. 

We  were  again  fortunate  in  having  no  escapes  which  was^ 
rather  surprising  as  the  hospital  has  probably  never  been  oper- 
ated under  such  unfavorable  conditions  as  prevailed  during  the 
last  fiscal  year.  This  would  not  have  been  possible  except  for  the 
vigilance  and  loyalty  of  the  employees  and  they  merit  great  praise. 
They  have  assumed  onerous  and  arduous  tasks,  worked  overtime 
and  lost  their  vacations  without  a  word  of  complaint.  They 
fully  realized  the  situation  and  loyally  answered  every  call.  Few 
people  realize  the  sacrifices  of  the  underpaid  hospital  employees 
during  the  last  fiscal  year.

caused  the  death  of  three  patients.  Perusal  of  the  causes  of  death 
reveals  the  striking  fact  that  general  paralysis  is  unusually  prom- 
inent. Out  of  the  45  deaths  12  or  27  per  cent  were  caused  by  this 
disease.  It  may  safely  be  said  that  all  of  these  patients  should 
liave  been  in  other  institutions  as  their  condition  must  have 
1>een  evident  when  sentenced  for  some  petty  misdemeanor.  The 
paretic  usually  dies  within  a  year  or  two  after  his  admission 
and  the  prognosis  is  always  unfavorable.  During  the  past  year 
all  but  three  died  before  a  year's  residence  and  naturally  our 
•death  rate  is  thus  swollen  inordinately.  During  the  past  flfe 
years  we  have  had  49  deaths  from  paresis  while  in  the  five  years 
next  preceding  those  due  to  paresis  were  only  21.  If  from  the 
deaths  of  this  year  we  could  deduct  those  due  to  paresis  we  would 
have  but  33  which  would  be  the  low  rate  of  3  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  patients  treated.  Of  the  deaths  due  to  lobar  pneu- 
monia three  followed  influenza  and  should  be  considered  as  cases 
-of  influenza  complicated  by  pneumonia.  The  deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis have  been  kept  at  a  low  figure  only  by  the  most  careful 
sanitation  and  by  special  care  of  those  afiflicted.  We  have  never 
had  special  facilities  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  tubercular 
and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  erect  the  bungalow  for  this  pur- 
pose which  was  allowed  by  the  legislature  on  account  of  abnormal 
building  conditions. 

Of  those  who  died  two  had  been  in  the  hospital  less  than  a 
month,  3  less  than  three  months;  3  less  than  two  years;  6  less 
than  five  years;  5  less  than  six  years;  5  less  than  ten  years;  3 
less  than  fifteen  years;  6  less  than  twenty  years;  6  less  than 
twenty-five  years ;  4  less  than  thirty-five  years ;  one  for  35  years 
and  4  months  and  another  for  37  years,  8  months,  29  days. 
The  average  period  of  residence  in  a  hospital  for  the  criminal 
insane  is  usually  higher  than  in  the  civil  hospitals.  Years  ago 
we  rarely  had  a  patient  die  who  had  not  been  in  the  hospital 
several  years.  This  year  18  died  within  five  years  after  their 
admission  and  of  this  number  12  were  paretics  all  of  whom 
died  within  eighteen  months  except  two.  These  are  the  cases 
referred  to  for  several  years  which  should  never  have  been  com- 
mitted to  a  hospital  for  the  criminal  insane  as  a  most  casual 
examination  at  the  time  of  arraignment  would  have  revealed 
the  fact  that  they  were  suffering  with  paresis  and  that  they  should 
not  be  sentenced  as  misdemeanants.  - 
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PERIOD  OP  RESIDENCE  OP  COURT  CASES 
There  were  44  court  caaes  discharged  from  our  censua  dur* 
ing  the  year.  This  group  is  made  up  of  the  cases  held  on  criminal 
orders,  ha^g  been  adjudged  insane  before  trial  or  acquitted  on 
the  ground  of  insanity.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  six  were  ie> 
turned  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  committing  courts  on  certificates 
of  recovery  and  five  after*  writs  of  habeas  .corpus  had  been  sus- 
tained. In  eight  cases  we  obtained  dismissal  of  indictments 
and  court  6r^rs  authorising  discharge  after  satisfactory  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  for  proper  supervision.  Of  this  num- 
ber six  were  non-residents  and  they  were  either  sent  to  their 
relatives  or  placed  in  hospitals  in  their  native  states.  Twenty- 
four  or  over  60  per  cent,  of  the  court  cases  died.  The  tabulated 
details  follow :

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Writs  oj  Habeas  Corpus 

Attention  has  been  called  in  former  reports  to  the  great 
number  of  writs  of  habeas  corpus  which  we  are  obliged  to  d^end. 
The  patients  are  detained  by  virtue  of  the  police  power  of  the 
State  with  a  large  percentage  of  our  population  showing  paranoid 
reactions  they  are  at  all  times  eager  to  prove  their  detention 
ill^al.  Naturally,  the  hospital  has  no  interest  in  the  detention 
of  patients  other  than  the  safety  of  the  public  but  we  are  com- 
pelled to  defend  all  writs  granted.  Frequently  a  patient  will 
make  a  good  appearance  in  court  and  if  opposition  was  not  offered 
a  dangerous  man  might  be  enlarged.  This  factor  at  times  be- 
comes a  serious  administrative  problem  as  it  causes  patients  to 
becomie  embittered,  hostile,  and  combative.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  there  are  no  safeguards  for  the  hospitaL  A  patient  can 
prepare  his  own  petition  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  and  there 
is  no  limit  to  the  number  which  he  can  obtain  as  he  can  apply 
to  any  Judge  in  the  State.  The  absurdity  of  present  procedure 
was  well  exemplified  in  one  case  during  the  last  year  when  we 
had  writs  of  habeas  corpus  directing  his  production  before  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  Fifth,  Sixth  and  Ninth  Judicial  Districts 
on  the  same  hour  and  date.  In  other  cases  we  have  had  two 
returnable  in  different  parts  of  the  State  on  the  same  day.  We 
likewise  frequently  produce  a  patient  and  after  dismissal  or 
withdrawal  of  a  writ  a  new  petition  is  immediately  presented 
for  verification  and  sent  to  some  other  Justice.  Present  pro- 
cedure, in  my  opinion,  is  anything  but  just  to  the  State  and 
remedial  measures  should  be  enacted.  The  number  and  frequency 
of  writs  should  be  limited.  Furthermore,  after  a  number  of  writs 
have  been  granted  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
should  be  denied  unless  there  is  some  evidence  of  improvement 
that  would  warrant  judicial  invest^ation. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  sixty-three  writs  of  habeas  corpus 
were  granted  and  in  some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  produce  the 
patient  on  several  occasions.  In  most  instances  they  were  the 
same  patients  who  had  numerous  writs  in  previous  years.  In  a 
few  cases  we  recommended  obtaining  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
where  we  felt  that  the  patient  might  safely  have  a  chance  but 
could  not  certify  that  mental  restoration  had  occurred.  During 
the  year  five  writs  were  sustained.  In  four  cases  we  did  not  offer 
strong  opposition  and  release  was  ordered.  In  these  cases  the 
court  appreciated  that  recovery  had  not  occurred  but  proper 
provision  had  been  made  for  their  supervision.  One  paranoiac 
was  released  on  the  ground  that  he  could  talk  with  counsel  It 
is  fortunate  that  this  is  not  the  universal  test  or  the  public  would 
be  menaced  by  the  liberation  of  mnnv  patients  that  would  be 
dangerous  to  the  public  peace  and  safety. 
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Medical  Stag 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  trying  one  for  the  staff  of- 
ficers. We  were  not  able  to  fill  the  vacancies  of  those  with  the 
colors  so  that  each  officer  had  to  assume  additional  duties  and 
responsibilities.  We  endeavored  in  this  way  to  compass  all  of 
the  essenntial  work  but  at  times  the  demands  were  very  arduous. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  the  hearty  cooperation  and  loyalty  of  the 
staff  conditions  would  have  been  intollerable  and  tiiey  are  all 
deserving  of  great  praise.  I  seriously  question  whether  the  gen- 
eral public  appreciates  the  trials  and  labors  of  the  hospital  med- 
ical service  even  in  normal  times.  We  exi>ect  the  highest  degree 
of  responsibility  and  deny  all  outside  activities  witi^out  proper 
salary  remuneration.  Even  prior  to  the  world  war  it  was  dif- 
ficult to  interest  the  most  promising  type  of  physicians  in  State 
Hospital  work  and  it  will  be  increasingly  difficult  in  the  future. 
The  Federal  Government  has  realized  the  necessity  of  salary 
revision  and  the  State  of  New  York  must  take  some  radical 
action  or  it  will  be  impossible  to  retain  an  efficient  staff.  I  be- 
lieve that  the  salaries  should  be  increased  and  the  living  condi- 
tions must  be  improved.  We  require  staff  physicians  to  reside 
at  the  hospital  but  provision  is  entirely  inadequate  except  for 
the  unmarried  man.  Homelike  surroundings  should  be  provided 
for  the  tnarried  man  so  that  his  home  life  can  at  least  approxi- 
mate conditions  in  community  life. 

Three  of  our  staff  have  been  in  military  service  throughout 
the  year.  Major  Joseph  W.  Moore,  first  assistant  physician  has 
just  returned  to  service  at  the  hospital  after  many  months  of 
service  on  the  other  side.  Captain  George  A.  Sharp  is  Division 
Psychiatrist  with  the  First  Division  in  Germany  while  Senior 
lieutenant  George  T.  Polk  in  on  sea  duty.  Chances  for  their 
early  return  are  poor. 

Dr.  Blakely  R.  Webster  severed  his  connection  with  the  hos- 
pital at  the  end  of  the  year.  He  had  been  acting  first  assistant 
physician  during  the  war  and  left  to  accept  a  well  deserved  pro- 
tnotion  to  the  position  of  first  assistant  physician  at  the  Dan- 
nemora  State  Hospital.  His  loss  will  be  greatly  felt  but  his 
loval  and  efficient  service  here  merited  the  reward. 

Employees 

During  the  war  period  many  burdens  were  placed  upon  our 
employees  but  they  never  flinched  and  I  can  proudly  say  that 
each  and  everyone  did  his  or  her  part  to  win  the  war.  Shortage 
of  help  meant  extra  duty  and  loss  of  time  off  and  vacations  but 
there  was  no  complaint.  Our  service  flag  showed  forty-seven 
stars  and  others  were  ready  to  answer  the  call  to  service.  No 
employee  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice  but  three  were  wounded  in 
action.    Most  of  our  employees  in  military  service  received  pro- 
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man  and  if  he  wants  to  establish  a  home  he  must  seek  employ- 
ment elsewhere.  The  most  ideal  solution  would  be  the  establish- 
ment of  suitable  homes  for  married  attendants  at  a  reasonable 
rental.  If  they  must  live  at  a  great  distance  from  the  hospital 
a  liberal  allowance  should  be  added  to  their  salary  and  this  should 
be  increased  for  each  minor  child.  If  this  provision  could  be 
added  to  an  attractive  basic  salary  we  could  retain  our  good  men 
on  the  wards. 

The  pension  system  should  like^irise  have  further  consider- 
ation. At  present  it  certainly  does  not  have  any  tendency  to 
retain  the  younger  men  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  actually  causes 
men  to  leave  the  service. 

The  hospital  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  employees  on  four 
occasions. 

Patrick  Fenlon  died  on  the  23rd  of  July,  1918.  He  had  been 
a  teamster  on  the  farm  for  many  years  where  he  rendered  ef- 
ficient service. 

Van  Ness  Way,  an  assistant  charge  attendant,  died  of 
pneumonia  following  influenza  on  the  30th  day  of  October,  1918. 
His  death  was  unusually  felt  as  he  had  been  a  most  popular 
employee  and  previous  to  contracting  the  influenza  he  had  vol- 
untarily undergone  an  operation  for  hernia  so  that  he  could 
be  inducted  into  military  service.  He  was  a  promising  young 
man  of  the  type  so  rarely  recruited  for  our  service. 

John  Bartenstein,  night  attendant,  died  of  influenza  on  the 
14th  of  November,  1918  and  William  J.  Kuhn,  night  attendant, 
was  drowned  May  2, 1919. 

Occupation  and  Recreation 

Occupation  in  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  care  of  mental 
diseases  is  recognized  as  of  great  importance  to  the  patient,  to 
the  institution,  and  the  the  commonwealth.  To  the  patient  it  is 
the  greatest  therapeutic  agent  in  our  whole  armamentarium. 
Under  mental  and  physical  employment  there  are  few  patients 
so  deteriorated  that  they  do  not  show  improvement  ai\^  this 
change  is  often  very  remarkable.  To  the  commonwealth  the 
benefit  is  an  economic  one  and  is  twofold.  In  the  first  place  a 
very  large  part  of  the  work  of  the  institution  and  its  farm  is 
handled  by  patients  which  results  in  an  enormous  reduction  in 
maintenance  cost.  In  the  second  place,  patients  who  by  occnpa- 
tional  therapy  are  elevated  from  a  state  in  which  they  are  filthy, 
destructive,  and  require  constant  watching  by  attendants  to  a 
condition  in  which  they  are  clean,  tidy  and  not  troublesome  are 
incalculably  less  expensive  as  wards  of  the  State.  Naturally, 
occupational  therapy  cannot  be  developed  as  widely  in  a  hos- 
pital caring  for  the  criminal  insane  owing  to  the  peculiar  make- 
up of  the  patients  as  in  other  hospitals.  We  endeavor,  however, 
to  utilize  every  agent  within  the  realm  of  safety  and  it  becomes 
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liighly  essential  that  the  employees  should  be  trustworthy  and 
r^able  to  accomplish  the  best  results.  It  follows  that  the 
greatest  benefit  from  occupational  therapy  can  only  be  obtained 
by  providing  a  salary  schedule  that  will  provide  the  best  type 
of  employees.  In  addition  to  the  general  housework,  cooking, 
dining  room  work,  etc.,  the  patients  assist  all  of  the  mechanics, 
firemen,  electrician,  painter,  plumber,  mason  and  others  and 
their  work  is  of  much  value.  A  large  force  of  both  men  and  wo- 
men patients  is  employed  in  the  laundry  and  the  tailor  shop 
furnishes  work  for  many  more.  The  farm  afifords  attractive 
-employment  for  about  seventy-five  patients  and  at  times  even 
this  number  is  increased. 

Various  amusements  are  supplied  the  patients.  In  the  sum- 
mer months  baseball,  hand  ball,  and  quoits  for  men  and  outdoor 
^alks  for  the  women  are  most  appreciated.  In  the  winter  months 
ward  games  with  tournaments,  motion  pictures,  occasional  plays, 
frequent  dances  with  ward  parties  and  phonograph  music  con- 
tribute to  the  patients'  enjoyment.  Our  orchestra  of  eight  pieces 
is  made  up  of  both  attendants  and  patients  and  furnishes  music 
for  all  entertainments.  Our  Christmas  tree  entertainment  with 
vaudeville,  and  with  a  subsequent  smoker  is  always  a  most  en- 
joyable event.  • 

ReligiouA  Services 

It  has  always  been  our  policy  to  provide  religious  services 
and  instructions  for  the  patients.  We  have  no  regular  chaplain 
bilt  services  are  conducted  in  our  assembly  hall  on  Sunday  after- 
noons by  the  clergymen  of  the  City  of  Beacon.  The  hospital  is 
considered  as  an  outmission  of  the  St.  Joachims  church  and  the 
rector  and  his  assistant  look  after  the  interests  of  the  Catholic 
patients.  The  Jewish  services  are  conducted  by  Babbi  Bosenburg 
of  Newburgh.  They  all  take  a  most  commendable  interest  in  the 
hospital  and  their  assistance  and  kindly  advice  to  the  patients 
is  deeply  appreciated. 

Maintenance 

The  total  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
1314,416.66.  This  represented  a  yearly  i)er  capita  cost  of  f  357.38 
as  compared  with  $302.74  for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  A  decided 
increase  was  expected  and  the  amount  requires  neither  defense 
nor  comment  to  establish  justification.  Everyone  is  familiar  with 
the  increase  in  cost  price  of  all  commodities  due  to  war  conditions 
and  it  is  surprising  that  the  expenditures  were  not  far  higher. 
A  brief  analysis  reveals  that  the  operation  was  conducted  on  an 
efficient  and  economic  basis.  Under  present  budgetary  classifi- 
cation many  items  are  now  chargeable  to  general  maintenance 
that  were  heretofore  paid  under  special  appropriations.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  f7,000  was  expended  for  motor  equipment, 
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the  farms  have  not  produced  a  greater  percentage  of  food  stuffs 
required  for  institutional  maintenance.  It  is  quite  apparent  that 
the  real  stiuation  is  not  appreciated  and  many  of  the  statements 
are  unwarranted  and  absurd.  The  farms  offer  a  rich  field  for  oc- 
cupational therapy,  the  economic  value  of  which  cannot  be  com- 
puted. They  also  materially  reduce  the  cost  of  food  supplies 
and  offer  variety  of  the  dietary  that  would  not  be  possible  if  pur- 
chase had  to  be  made  in  the  open  market.  A  new  uniform  system 
of  farm  accounting  was  installed  by  the  State  Comptroller  and 
the  returns  will  be  interesting  and  valuable.  We  had  used  prac- 
tically the  same  system  so  no  great  difficulty  was  experienced. 
Under  this  system  a  detailed  analysis  is  possible  and  the  results 
obtained  on  the  different  State  farms  can  be  easily  and  intelli- 
gently compared  which  was  impossible  heretofore. 

Perusal  of  the  tabular  data  in  the  appendix  of  this  report 
covering  the  operation  of  our  farm  is  invited.  The  acreage  un- 
der cultivation  was  334.55  and  the  gross  profit  f  27,421.78.  The 
net  profit  after  deducting  interest  on  investment  at  five  percent 
or  (5,620.37,  maintenance  of  employees  and  inmate  labor  was 
(15,506.40.  The  financial  result  of  operation  can  be  briefly  shown 
as  follows :

The  above  result  was  highly  satisfactory  as  the  growing 
season  was  decidedly  unfavorable.  The  planting  was  retarded  by 
cold,  wet  weather  and  the  growing  season  by  a  prolonged  drought 
which  affected  practically  all  crops.  We  also  had  some  blight 
which  was  not  unexpected  as  we  had  to  use  our  own  seed  potatoes 
owing  to  shortage  of  available  funds  and  this  fact  together  with 
a  visitation  of  the  green  aphis  greatly  reduced  our  potato  crop. 

The  dairy  herd  has  improved  and  we  are  eliminating  cows 
with  poor  milk  records.  No  reactors  were  discovered  at  the  last 
test  and  the  herd  is  apparently  free  from  tubercular  infection. 
A  fair  quantity  of  pork  was  produced  but  far  better  results  could 
be  obtained  if  we  had  a  suitable  piggery.  Poultry  operations 
for  the  year  were  expensive  owing  to  the  excessively  high  cost  of 
feed  while  we  were  not  permitted  to  credit  operation  with  current 
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market  prices  for  poultry  products  which  necessarily  caused  a 
XM>or  showing.  We  credited  fresh  ^ggs  at  thirty-five  cents  per 
dozen  throughout  the  year  whereas  we  paid  an  average  price  of 
above  fifty  cents  for  storage  eggs  and  fresh  ^gs  were  far  more 
costly.  We  allowed  twenty-three  cents  a  pound  for  chicken, 
thirty  cents  for  turkey,  twenty  cents  for  duck  and  geese.  It  can 
be  readily  appreciated  that  with  those  prices  a  poor  result  in 
operation  requires  no  explanation.  If  we  had  credited  current 
market  prices  a  profit  would  have  been  shown. 

During  the  year  farm  buildings  received  considerable  atten- 
tion and  l£e  ground  floor  of  the  main  bam  was  entirely  remod- 
eled. It  now  has  a  concrete  floor  and  concrete  horse  stalls  wil^ 
up-to-date  equipment.  One  section  was  partitioned  off  and  pro- 
vision made  for  fourteen  cattle.  A  runway  was  also  provided 
through  the  center  so  that  hay  can  now  be  stored  more  easily. 
This  building  was  painted  as  well  as  some  of  the  smaller  build- 
ings. A  new  tile  silo  was  erected.  This  work  was  accomplished 
by  inmate  labor  and  the  institutional  mechanical  force. 

The  labor  situation  has  beeu  far  from  satisfactory  and  there 
have  been  several  changes  in  our  farm  force.  The  new  employees 
have  grasped  the  problem  of  institutional  farming  fairly  well 
but  naturally  where  changes  are  so  frequent  operation  suffers 
more  or  less  interference.  Vacancies  existed  at  times  and  we 
were  frequently  unable  to  send  out  the  necessary  number  of 
patients  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  were  not  able  to  obtain  at- 
tendants to  watc  hthe  patients.  This  condition  of  imrcst  and 
shortage  of  help  naturally  caused  more  responsibility  and  work 
for  those  who  remained.  The  steward,  head  farmer  and  all  of 
the  employees  of  the  farm  and  garden  are  deserving  of  much 
praise  for  their  loyalty  and  cooperation  during  the  period  under 
consideration. 

KEQUIRBMENTS 

For  several  years  attention  has  been  called  to  the  necessity 
of  determining  the  future  capacity  of  this  hospital  and  the  urgent 
need  of  establishing  a  separate  group  or  another  institution  for 
the  misdemeanant  insane.  The  overcrowding  of  this  hospital 
has  been  a  serious  factor  and  thus  far  the  State  Hospital  Develop- 
ment Commission  has  not  considered  the  future  development  of 
this  hospital.  The  matter  should  have  immediate  attention  and 
some  definite  policy  formulated.  Construction  work  has  been  at 
a  stand  still  during  recent  years  on  account  of  war  conditions 
and  more  recently  due  to  the  impossibility  of  recruiting  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  employees  so  that  we  could  handle  patient 
labor  with  safety.  Our  present  requests  cover  essential  construc- 
tion work  and  they  should  have  prompt  attention  without  further 
delay.  The  principal  requirements  may  be  briefly  summarized 
as  follows :

FARM  AND  GARDEN 

The  farm  year  now  corresponds  to  the  calendar  year  so  that 
the  activities  covered  by  this  report  are  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1918.  The  institutional  farms  have  been  the  subject 
of  considerable  discussion  and  criticism  has  been  offered  because 
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• 

nearly  |5,000  for  repairs  and  12,000  for  special  equipment  that 
would  not  have  be^  charged  against  maintenance  before  the 
year  under  consideration.  This  would  lower  the  maintenance 
cost  to  1340.00  per  patient.  The  extra  salary  bonus  granted  to 
employees  added  110,291,  or  a  per  capita  charge  of  f  11.70.  P^- 
sonal  service  showed  an  increase  from  f  121.60  to  f  133.31,  or  f  11.71 
on  the  per  capita  basis.  This  would  reduce  the  annual  per  capita 
cost  to  about  1315.00,  or  |12.00  higher  than  last  year.  Food 
expenditures  showed  an  increase  of  about  f 5.00  per  patient  for 
the  year  or  less  than  two  cents  per  day.  Coal  was  more  costly 
and  likewise  all  materials  and  supplies.  The  strictest  economy 
was  exercised  in  every  department.  We  were  obliged  to  con- 
tinue war  time  rations  and  only  the  most  necessary  supplies  were 
purchased.  Naturally,  this  has  left  no  reserve  supply  and  there 
is  an  actual  shortage  of  materials,  supplies  and  equipment 

The  detailed  analysis  of  maintenance  expenditures  follows 
and  a  careful  perusal  is  invited.  The  results  speak  for  them- 
selves and  the  Steward  and  his  assistants  are  deserving  of  com- 
mendation for  their  faithful  service  in  holding  the  expenditures 
at  such  low  levels  during  this  period  of  unusual  price  inflation.

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  the  most  tr3ring  owing 
to  the  abnormal  conditions  resulting  from  the  war,  labor  problems, 
and  influenza  epidemic.  We  have  frequently  called  upon  outside 
friends  for  assistance  and  they  have  willingly  answered  every 
call.  The  hospitaHn  this  way  has  found  many  new  friends  who 
have  made  liberal  conntributions  of  reading  matter  and  likewise 
sacrificed  their  time  to  entertain  our  patients.  These  friends  in 
various  ways  materially  added  to  the  comfort  of  our  patients, 
many  of  whom  have  no  near  relatives  and  their  activities  are 
worthy  of  special  commendation.  This  cooperation  was  especially 
noticeable  during  the  Christmas  season  when  many  liberal  do- 
nations to  the  General  Christmas  fund  were  received  so  that  no 
patient  was  forgotten  even  though  he  had  no  friends  or  relatives 
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to  remember  him.  It  would  be  impossible  to  enumerate  indi- 
vidually the  many  acts  of  kindness  and  assistance  during  the 
past  year.  I^  therefore,  take  this  means  of  expressing  my  deep 
appreciation  for  all  of  the  newspapers  and  reading  matter  gra- 
tuitously contributed  and  for  all  of  the  kindnesses  and  the  many 
favors  and  services  to  promote  the  general  welfare  and  happi- 
ness of  our  population.

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motions  and  they  made  a  praiseworthy  record  for  the  hoq>itaL 
Those  at  the  hospital  likewise  had  an  enviable  war  record.  In  each 
of  the  loan  drives  all  employees  subscribed  for  bonds.  They  alao 
materially  assisted  in  the  local  campaigns  by  distributing  liter- 
ature,  and  stirring  up  enthusiasm.  In  all  war  drives  they  had 
100  per  cent,  membership  and  all  joined  the  Bed  Cross.  All 
purchased  War  Saving  Stamps  and  some  assisted  in  canvassing 
the  City.  They  were  always  at  the  front  in  every  patriotic  activ- 
ity and  any  patriotic  parade  would  find  the  hospital  employees 
well  represented.  They  received  much  deserved  praise  in  this 
locality  and  I  was  proud  of  their  showing  as  it  was  an  inspira- 
tion to  the  community.  It  was  especially  commendable  as  it 
meant  sacrifice  and  self  denial  which  proved  so  conclusively  their 
loyalty  and  patriotism. 

It  was  thought  that  the  ending  of  the  world  war  would  re- 
lieve the  labor  problems  of  the  hospital  but  during  the  year  just 
closed  we  have  experienced  the  greatest  difficulties  within  the 
memory  of  any  of  our  older  employees,  some  of  whom  can  recall 
conditions  for  over  twenty-five  years.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
we  only  had  four  more  employees  than  at  the  start  and  there 
were  thirty-eight  vacancies  or  18  per  cent,  of  our  total  number 
of  employees.  The  vacancies,  however,  were  chiefly  on  ward 
service  which  meant  that  our  wards  were  thirty  per  cent,  under- 
manned. This  would  be  undesirable  in  any  hospital  but  in  an 
institution  caring  for  the  criminal  insane  it  is  more  than  danger- 
ous. Fortunately  there  were  no  serious  results  but  the  activities 
<  f  the  hospital^  were  narrowed  and  it  was  absolutely  impossible 
to  do  any  constructive  work.  Efficient  administration  of  the  hos- 
pital is  impossible  without  well  trained,  experienced,  and  con- 
tented employees.  A  man  entering  the  service  requires  at  least 
a  year's  experience  here  to  become  acquainted  with  the  patients 
and  the  problem  peculiar  to  this  hospital.  Thereafter  his  value  in- 
creases so  permanency  of  personnel  is  highly  essential.  In  re- 
cent years  conditions  have  grown  steadily  worse  and  we  have 
not  been  able  to  attract  a  sufficient  number  of  promising  candi- 
dates or  retain  them  it  they  accepted  emplojrment.  During  the 
year  Just  closed  there  were  138  appointments  with  134  leaving 
by  resignation  or  discharge.  Some  of  our  well  trained  men  who 
had  been  in  military  service  returned  for  a  few  weeks  and  then 
left  the  service  attracted  by  the  high  salaries  paid  elsewhere 
and  some  of  our  older  employees  have  also  been  forced  to  retire 
as  they  were  unable  to  live  on  the  salaries  received. 

The  reason  requires  no  investigation.  Reference  has  been 
made*  for  several  years  to  the  fact  that  we  must  have  reliable, 
trustworthy  and  ablebodied  men  and  that  this  type  could  not 
be  attracted  on  our  wage  schedule.  We  actually  expect  more  of 
our  men  than  from  the  average  prison  guard  and  pay  him  about 
one-half  as  much.  The  absurdity  of  the  problem  is  evident  and 
the  condition  should  be  rectified.    It  is  quite  true  that  unusual 
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activity  with  high  wages  in  the  industrial  world  has  had  an 
unusnal  influence  but  we  have  had  the  same  trouble  for  years. 
The  service  is  not  benefited  by  taking  on  employees  during  in- 
dustrial depression  or  in  the  winter  months  only  to  lose  them  as 
opportunity  for  betterment  presents  itself.  We  should  be  in  a 
position  where  we  could  select  our  employees  and  retain  only 
the  promising  and  efficient.  Then  the  morale  of  the  hospit^d 
would  improve  and  proper  discipline  would  be  possible. 

During  the  last  year  even  extensive  advertising  in  several 
States  has  failed  to  recruit  our  corps  of  employees  above  the 
niai^n  of  safety  owing  to  the  high  salaries  in  the  industrial 
world  and  during  this  time  we  were  losing  some  of  our  well  train- 
ed employees.  Labor  has  been  at  a  premium  and  the  wishes  of 
the  laboring  man  have  received  much  attention.  The  demand 
is  becoming  almost  universal  for  a  44  hour  week  with  liberal 
salary  increase.  This  would  mean  2,288  hours  per  year  without 
consideration  of  holidays.  Most  of  our  employees  are  required 
to  be  on  duty  13  1-4  hours  one  day  and  12  1-4  hours  the  following 
day  with  relief  duty  every  other  night.  They  are  allowed  two 
days  off  every  month  and  every  third  Sunday  and  holiday.  These 
men  are  actually  on  duty  3,863  1-4  hours  per  year  and  subjected 
to  unusual  dangers  on  account  of  the  cunning  makeup  of  the 
criminal  insane.  The  nature  of  the  hospital  demands  an  in- 
creased sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  all  employees  but 
this  cannot  be  expected  on  salaries  that  will  not  afford  a  living 
wage  to  married  men.  The  responsibilities,  dangers,  and  all 
other  requirements  are  greater  than  in  the  case  o^  prison  srnards, 
policemen,  and  court  officers.  Why  should  they  not  be  reim- 
bursed on  the  same  scale? 

Provision  has  been  made  in  most  municipalities  for  liberal 
increase  in  salaries  to  policemen  and  firemen.  These  were  form- 
erly high  salaried  men  in  comp<\rison  with  our  employees.  We 
expect  even  more  of  the  hospital  employee  and  he  is  subjected  to 
the  same  risks  in  unfavorable  and  unattractive  surroundings.  It 
has  been  stated  that  our  employees  are  on  a  higher  salary  schedule 
Ihan  the  civil  hospitals  but,  in  my  opinion,  they  are  underpaid. 
Furthermore,  the  service  is  so  different  that  the  value  of  the  work 
cannot  be  compared.  Our  service  demands  the  type  of  employee 
that  should  be  recruited  by  c^areful  selection  and  after  training 
the  salary  should  be  of  sufficient  attraction  to  retain  them.  The 
salaries  must  be  materially  increased.  Thought  should  also  be 
given  to  the  question  of  maintenance.  A  single  man  lives  at  the 
hospital  and  has  no  great  problems  baffling  him.  If  he  con- 
templates marraige  and  establishing  a  home  he  is  confronted 
with  the  fact  that  maintenance  is  of  little  assistance.  He  must 
pay  rent  and  provide  meals  but  the  State  only  allows  him  ^5.00 
per  month  for  sleeping:  away  from  the  hospital.  In  other  words, 
present  salary  adjustments  discriminate   against  the  married

Sir  :— 

I  submit  herewitli,  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  require- 
ments, the  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital. 

COMMITMENTS 

Criticism  is  not  infrequently  made  as  to  the  method  of  com- 
mitting inmates  from  the  prisons,  reformatories  and  peniten- 
tiaries to  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  the  commitment  of  an  insane  convict  should  be  judicial, 
following  the  same  procedure  as  practised  in  the  commitment  of 
the  civil  insane,  rather  than  trammers  on  the  order  of  the  warden 
or  superintendent  of  a  penal  institution.  This  is  the  only  State 
institution  to  which  an  inmate  can  be  transferred  witiiout  a 
certificate  of  lunacy  executed  by  two  medical  examiners  and  a 
judicial  order.  The  organic  law,  which  the  Dannemora  State 
Hospital  obeys,  should  be  carefully  studied  with  a  view  to  reme- 
dying the  defects  that  may  exist. 

As  nearly  all  the  institutions  committing  patients  to  the 
Dannemora  State  Hospital  have  two  physicians,  who  could  quali- 
fy as  medical  examiners  in  lunacy,  the  expense  of  a  judicial  com- 
mitment would  be  no  greater  than  at  present.  In  the  end  there 
would  be  a  saving,  as  inmates  would  be  automatically  recom- 
mitted when  their  terms  of  sentence  had  expired. 

Such  a  form  of  commitment  would  in  no  way  invalidate  the 
certificate  of  conviction,  which  would  be  the  grounds  for  holding 
the  inmate  as  long  as  he  was  under  sentence.  Such  commitment 
would  also  be  valuable  because  many  of  the  patients  show  active 
mental  symptons  at  the  time  of  their  transfer.  Sometimes  these 
are  not  so  pronounced  later  on,  and  when  the  term  of  sentence 
has  expired,  and  it  is  considered  wise  for  the  inmate  to  be  re- 
committed, it  is  oftentimes  rather  difficult  to  demonstrate  the 
presence  of  a  psychosis  satisfactorily  to  a  court  of  record. 

Under  the  present  method,  the  certificate  of  insanity  now 
in  use  is  only  valid  for  the  length  of  the  orijGcinal  sentence:  and 
when  the  sentence  has  expired,  the  inmate,  if  still  insane,  must 
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be  reported  to  a  court  of  record^  which  appoints  two  physicians 
to  make  an  examination.  If,  in  their  opinion,  the  inmate  la  still 
insane,  he  may  then  be  judicially  committed  to  the  Dannemora 
Btate  Hospital.  The  expense  of  such  commitment  is  met  by  the 
hospital.  During  the  past  year  f 700  was  paid  in  fees  for  the 
examination  of  term  expired  patients,  who  were  considered  ui- 
safe  to  be  released.  This  money  could  be  used  to  better  adyan- 
tage  in  paying  the  salary  of  a  social  service  worker,  which  sug- 
gestion will  be  discussed  subsequently. 

PAROLE 

A  system  of  parole  of  time  expired  patients,  who  may  be  re- 
leased on  trial,  should  be  established  at  the  Dannemora  State 
Hospital.  When  the  term  of  sentence  of  a  patient  has  expired, 
unless  he  is  recommitted  as  an  insane  person,  he  is  a  free  agent. 
There  is  no  provision  in  the  law  that  allows  parole  and  there  ia 
no  certificate  of  lunacy  under  which  he  can  be  held.  The  sa- 
perintendent  uses  his  best  judgment  in  deciding  whether  a  certain 
individual  has  recovered  and  is  safe  to  be  allowed  his  liberty. 
The  absolute  discharge  of  an  inmate  places  a  responsibility  on 
him  that  no  other  superintendent  in  any  of  the  hospitals  for  the 
insane  in  this  State  has  to  assume,  except  Matteawan. 

Moreover,  inmates  committed  to  the  Dannemora  State  Hos- 
pital are  not  only  a  menace  to  society  because  of  insanity,  but 
because  of  criminal  tendencies.  Certain  inmates  should  be  kept 
under  some  form  of  restraint,  but  to  convince  a  court  of  record 
that  they  are  insane  is  difficult.  If  the  patient's  memory  is  good; 
if  he  does  not  express  absurd  delusions  and  if  he  denies  hallucina- 
tions, the  layman,  as  a  rule,  cannot  determine  the  reason  for 
detention.  Mental  disease  can  be  as  well  expressed  by  actions 
as  by  words.  The  layman's  conception  of  insanity  is  either  an 
active  maniacal  or  a  demented  state.  Courts  occasionally  base 
an  impression  of  insanity  upon  some  particularly  interesting 
case  and  try  to  make  all  others  square  with  it. 

The  method  of  commitment  should  be  changed  so  that  a 
judicial  order  would  be  necessary  to  transfer  an  inmate  from  the 
prisons  to  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital.  Then,  a  system  of 
parole  similar  to  that  of  the  civil  institutions  could  be  established. 
Patients,  when  warranted,  could  be  given  a  trial  at  the  expiration 
of  sentence  and  be  paroled  under  the  commitment  for  a  year. 
Authority  would  then  be  had  to  return  them  during  this  period 
if  it  were  found  that,  under  the  stress  of  meeting  conditions  in 
the  outside  world,  they  were  unable  to  adapt  themselves.  There 
is  no  question  that  it  would  have  a  deterrent  effect  in  the  pre- 
vention of  crime  among  the  mental  defectives,  who  suffer  from 
periodical  attacks  of  insanity. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Many  of  the  institutions  for  the  civil  insane  have  on  their 
staff  a  trained  social  service  worker.     They  have  proved  thdr 
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ralue.  For  thorough  and  scientific  treatment  of  a  patient  as 
well  as  efficient  administration  of  the  hospital,  there  is  no  depart- 
ment of  the  work  that  is  quite  so  important  as  that  giving  the 
complete  and  accurate  history  of  the  inmate.  Under  present 
conditions,  we  are  unable  to  employ  a  social  service  worker  who 
could  acquire  the  personal  history,  which  is  almost  mandatory 
to  meet  our  responsibilities  of  advanced  treatment,  and  which 
would  eliminate  all  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  or  danger  of  release 
of  an  inmate  at  the  expiration  of  sentence.  We  are  unable  to 
obtain  these  histories  in  other  ways  for  several  reasons ;  the  prin- 
cipal one  being  that  our  population  is  not  limited  to  any  section 
of  the  State,  and  the  remoteness  of  our  location  makes  it  a  hard- 
ship for  many  visitors  to  come  here. 

Attempts  to  obtain  histories  by  mail  have,  as  a  rule,  been 
unsuccessful  as  inmates'  families  are  apprehensive  that  the  in- 
formation desired  is  for  ulterior  purposes,  and  they  are  loath 
to  tell  anything  that  they  believe  will  be  used  to  retain  their 
relatives  beyond  the  time  of  the  original  sentence.  If  a  tactful 
social  service  worker  were  employed,  it  would  be  possible  to  visit 
the  homes  and  a  spirit  of  cooperation  could  be  established  that 
would  be  of  value  both  to  the  hospital  and  the  relatives. 

Charges  made  against  this  institution  recently  have  caused 
many  families,  who  have  relatives  here,  to  become  disturbed. 
Because  of  their  inability  to  visit  and  see  that  the  hospital  is 
conducted  along  humane  lines,  and  that  the  sole  object  is  to  con- 
tribute to  the  cure  or  improvement  of  the  mental  condition  of  the 
unfortunates  committed  here,  they  fear  for  the  worst.  If  these 
families  were  visited  from  time  to  time  by  a  trained  worker,  who 
could  talk  with  them  personally  and  bring  them  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  purpose  of  this  hospital,  a  feeling  of  good  will 
would  be  established  that  would  remove  for  all  time  vicious  at- 
tacks on  the  management. 

If  it  were  decided  to  establish  a  system  of  parole,  the  social 
service  worker  would  have  supervision  of  those  on  trial.  By 
this  means  we  could  keep  close  watch  over  our  inmates  and  re- 
turn them  promptly  if  it  seemed  best  for  their  good  or  for  the 
welfare  of  the  community.  In  the  last  analysis,  I  believe  the 
expense  of  maintaining  such  a  worker  would  be  negligble  in 
comparison  with  what  would  be  accomplished. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

For  years  in  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of  this 
hospital  attention  has  been  called  to  the  lack  of  a  proper  water 
supply.  Originally  the  reservoirs  in  use  were  designed  to  care 
for  Clinton  Prison  alone.  The  Hospital  draws  its  water  from 
the  same  source.  The  increased  demands  caused  by  the  gradual 
enlarging  of  the  hospital  have  not  been  met  by  a  corrc^nonding 
increase  in  the  storage  system.  At  present  the  supply  is  in- 
adequate to  care  for  the  two  institutions  properly.    Almost  every 
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year  there  is  a  time  when  there  is  a  shortage,  and  at  the  present 
writing  it  is  necessary  to  exercise  great  care  in  order  that  it 
may  not  become  dangerous.  There  have  been  i>eriods  when  there 
w  as  insufficient  water  to  properly  flush  the  toilets,  and  frequently 
the  pressure  has  been  so  low  that  the  water  would  not  reach  the 
second  floor.  With  such  a  condition,  the  danger  from  fire  is  not 
small  and  proper  sanitation  cannot  be  maintained.  The  Cunning- 
ham tract  of  land,  on  which  the  Hospital  and  Clinton  Prison  de- 
pend for  their  watershed,  should  be  acquired  at  once  and  the 
work  of  putting  our  water  supply  on  a  safe  basis  should  not  be 
delayed  longer. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 
Neu)  Northwest  Wing 

113,000  of  the  f30,000  asked  to  complete  the  new  northwest 
wing  was  appropriated  by  the  last  legislature.  This  sum  will 
allow  us  to  continue  construction,  but  the  failure  to  provide  the 
amount  requested  will  delay  the  completion  of  the  building. 
117,000  more  will  be  required  to  finish  this  wing. 

Tuberculosis  Ward 

In  last  year's  appropriation  |20,000  was  allowed  to  begin 
the  construction  of  a  ward  devoted  entirely  to  the  care  of  our 
tubercular  patients.    The  ultimate  cost  was  to  be  f40,000.    To 
erect  a  special  hospital  building  corresponding  with  our  present 
construction,  and  one  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  our  needB. 
the  sum  authorized  is  insufficient.    It  was  accordingly  decided 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  undertake  it.     If  the  original  plan 
of  building  is  carried  out,  the  problem  of  segregating  our  tube^ 
cular  patients  can  be  met  by  completing  the  corridor  connecting 
the  new  northwest  wing  with  Ward  8.    This  corridor  would  be 
290  ft.  long  and  24  ft.  wide.    The  second  floor  could  be  utilised 
as  an  open  ward  and  the  single  rooms  on  the  lower  floor  could 
house  individuals  requiring  special  attention.     It  would  join 
the  section  used  for  the  segregating  of  our  tubercular  patients 
at  present  and  it  would  be  admirably  situated  to  provide  the 
best  living  conditions  for  this  class.     It  would  also  make  pro- 
vision for  our  future  needs.    In  addition,  it  would  enclose  yard 
space,  thereby  securing  two  exercising  courts  which  are  urgently 
needed.    An  appropriation  of  f  90,000  will  be  necessary  to  con- 
struct this  building. 

Staff  Buildings 

Houses  should  be  provided  for  the  resident  officers.  We 
have  the  greatest  difficulty  in  keeping  a  staff  of  physicians.  The 
law  requires  the  physicians  and  steward  to  live  on  the  hospital 
grounds.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  impossible  to  comply. 
The  work  of  physicians  in  State  hospitals  will  be  more  potent 
when  they  are  able  to  live  under  more  natural  conditions  and 
have  real  home  life.    The  years  spent  In  preparing  to  take  np 
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their  work  has,  as  a  rule,  given  them  all  they  desire  of  hall  bed- 
rooms and  congregate  dining-rooms.  A  trained  psychiatrist  is 
not  made  in  a  week  or  a  months  and  the  constant  changing  in  the 
staff  is  detrimental  to  efficiency.  The  steward  lives  in  a  rented 
house  some  distance  from  the  hospital,  while  the  first  assistant 
physician  occupies  the  second  floor  of  the  administration  build- 
ing. The  construction  of  two  cottages  would  permit  the  steward 
to  reside  on  the  grounds  as  required  by  law  and  provide  quarters 
for  the  first  assistant  physician.  This  would  give  us  room  for 
housing  the  other  members  of  our  staff  properly.  We  request 
fl,000  to  purchase  material  to  start  the  foundations  this  year. 

Segregation  Building 
There  are  a  certain  number  of  inmates,  who,  because  of  their 
homicidal  tendencies,  are  unsafe  to  be  allowed  unrestricted  lib- 
erty on  the  wards.  This  class  has  been  gradually  increasing  in 
number  and  they  now  present  a  problem.  Because  of  the  limited 
yard  space,  they  are  unable  to  get  sufficient  outside  exercise 
without  depriving  the  rest  of  the  inmates  of  the  use  of  the  court- 
yard. I  would  suggest  that  a  special  building  be  constructed, 
using  the  segregation  buildings  of  Clinton  and  Auburn  Prisons 
as  a  model.  I  have  studied  these  buildings  and  am  convinced 
that  such  a  structure  would  solve  the  problem  of  safely  housing 
this  class  of  cases  and  at  the  same  time,  provide  sanitary  living 
conditions  far  in  advance  of  what  we  now  have.  This  building 
would  be  one  story  and  could  be  constructed  for  |46,000. 

Ooal  Pocket 

The  condition  relative  to  storing  coal  on  the  ground  in  front 
of  the  power  house  still  exists.  It  presents  an  unsightly  appear- 
ance and  wastes  coal  and  labor.  The  coal  pocket  in  the  rear  of 
the  power  house  can  be  enlarged  without  great  expense  to  take 
care  of  the  year's  supply,  and  this  should  be  done.  The  cost  of 
building  such  an  addition  would  be  f  5,500. 

Ooal  Trestle 

A  coal  trestle  and  pocket  should  be  built  at  the  railroad 
station  to  be  used  jointly  by  Clinton  Prison  and  the  Hospital. 
It  frequently  happens  that  a  number  of  cars  are  received  at  the 
same  time  with  the  result  that  the  coal  must  be  thrown  on  the 
ground  if  we  are  not  to  pay  demurrage.  This  again  is  a  waste  of 
coal  and  labor.  An  appropriation  of  f  7,000  is  requested  to  build 
this  trestle  and  pocket. 

Dairy  Bam 

Our  dairy  bam  is  a  makeshift  proposition.  It  has  been 
constructed  from  old  material  gathered  here  and  there  during 
the  process  of  building  the  hospital.  It  is  impossible  to  make  it 
sanitary  and  a  bam  should  be  constructed  of  sufficient  sisse  to 
provide  for  our  future  needs.  Eventually  our  herd  should  con- 
sist of  at  least  fifty  head  of  cattle.  We  request  an  appropria- 
tion of  tll,000  to  build  such  a  bam. 
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REPAIRS 

Our  propagation  house  is  gradually  falling  apart  and  unless 
extensive  repairs  are  made,  it  cannot  last  much  longer.  It 
should  also  be  enlarged.  This  house  is  very  essential  as  the 
farming  season  in  this  section  is  short  and  much  of  the  produce 
grown  is  started  under  glass.  An  appropriation  of  f6,000  is 
requested  to  enlarge  and  repair  this  building. 

FARM  AND  GARDEN 

The  amount  of  land  available  for  cultivation  is  much  less 
than  could  be  worked  advantageously.  On  our  whole  farm  we 
have  only  twenty-eight  acres  at  present  that  can  be  used,  and  of 
this  twelve  acres  are  pasture  land.  The  profit  for  the  year  on  the 
farm  and  garden  leads  me  to  believe  that  we  should  develop  this 
industry  further.  More  land  suitable  for  cultivation  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  hospital  should  be  purchased.  Many  of  our  pa- 
tients, who  would  be  of  little  value  in  mechanical  employment, 
are  able  to  become  partially  self-supporting  by  their  work  on 
the  farm.  It  would  be  sound  business  as  well  as  an  excellent 
therapeutic  measure  to  have  a  farm  of  sufiFicient  size  to  keep 
them  employed.  An  appropriation  of  f 5,000  is  requested  to 
secure  more  land. 

EMPLOYEES 

With  a  few  exceptions  all  our  employees,  who  were  in  the 
service  of  the  government  during  the  period  of  the  war,  have 
returned  to  duty.  At  present  there  are  no  vacancies  for  attend- 
<ants.  The  increase  in  salary  is  responsible  for  this  satisfactory 
condition.  This  is  the  first  time  in  many  years  that  there  has 
Ifeen  no  shortage  of  help  at  this  season. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
loyalty  of  the  employees  and  the  faithful  pei^ormance  of  their 
duties  during  the  trying  times  of  the  past  two  years.

The  average  daily  population  from  July  1,  1918  to  June  30, 
1919  was  533.896,  as  compared  with  550.435  for  the  previous  year. 
This  decrease  is  accounted  for  partially  by  our  high  death  rate, 
due  to  the  influenza  epidemic.  There  appears  to  be  quite  a 
marked  difference  between  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918 
and  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919;  nevertheless,  this  is  more 
apparent  than  real,  as  the  whole  number  treated  during  the  year 
is  only  two  less  than  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918. 
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As  in  former  years,  dementia  praccox  was  the  predomi- 
nating form  of  insanity  among  the  new  admissions,  36  per  cent. 
being  afflicted  with  this  condition.  26  per  cent,  of  the  new  ad- 
missions were  suffering  with  a  psychosis,  accompanying  a  con- 
sitntionally  inferior  make-np.  Because  of  the  unfavorable  prog- 
nosis in  these  diseases,  a  gradual  increase  in  our  population  is 
to  be  expected. 

Twenty  patients  or  32  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  ad- 
mitted were  of  foreign  birth.  The  following  tabulation  shows 
their  nativity:

Seventy-four  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year,  and 
thirty-seven,  whose  terms  of  sentence  had  expired,  but  who  were 
not  in  condition  to  be  released,  were  recommitted  to  the  hospital 
accordipg  to  law.

The  recovery  rate  based  on  the  year's  admissions  was  45.9 
per  cent. ;  based  on  the  whole  number  treated  it  was  4.63  per  cent, 
and  based  on  our  average  daily  population  it  was  5.23  per  cent. 

The  average  period  of  residence  in  the  hospital  of  those  dis- 
charged recovered  was  4  years,  4  months,  1  day  and  the  average 
gain  in  weight  was  3  lbs. 
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Nineteen  of  the  twenty-eight  recovered  patients^  whose  terms 
had  not  expired,  were  returned  to  penal  institations  to  complete 
their  sentence;  fourteen  to  Clinton  Prison  and  Ave  to  the  New 
York  State  Beformatory.  Nine,  who  had  completed  their  terms 
of  sentence,  were  nnconditionaQy  released,  as  required  by  law. 

One,  who  was  discharged  as  much  improved,  was  granted  a 
special  parole  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York  State 
Beformatory,  and  given  to  the  custody  of  his  father. 

Of  the  five  discharged  improved,  one  was  sent  to  the  care  of 
Mr.  Beingold  of  the  Jewish  Welfare  Society;  two  to  Brigadier 
Cowan  of  the  Salvation  Army;  one  to  his  father  in  another  State 
and  one  was  transferred  to  a  civil  State  hospital  by  order  of  the 
State  Hospital  Commission. 

Five,  who  were  discharged  as  unimproved,  were  transferred 
to  civil  State  hospital  by  order  of  the  State  Hospital  Commission.

The  death  rate  for  this  year  is  much  higher  than  usual. 
During  the  epidemic  of  influenza  there  were  eight  cases  among 
the  attendants,  with  one  death.  Among  the  patients  there  were 
seventy-nine  cases.   Fifteen  deaths  were  due  directly  to  influenza, 
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and  in  twelve  cases  death  was  hastened  by  a  weakened  condition 
resulting  from  this  disease. 

Dementia  praecox  was  the  diagnosis  of  the  mental  condition 
in  the  two  cases  of  suicide.  Neither  of  these  patients  had  ever 
shown  suicidal  tendencies,  and  one  was  apparently  in  n  demented 
condition.  The  patient,  who  sustained  a  fracture  at  the  neck 
of  the  left  femur,  was  in  an  advanced  stage  of  tuberculosis  when 
admitted  to  this  hospital.  His  mental  condition  was  due  to  his 
physical  lesions,  and  he  was  in  a  maniacal  state  during  his 
whole  stay  here.  He  fell  on  the  floor  of  a  corridor  and  received 
a  fracture.  Because  of  his  disturbed  condition,  it  was  almost 
impossible  to  have  any  cooperation  on  his  part. 

The  death  rate  based  on  the  whole  number  treated  was  5.79 
per  cent. ;  based  on  the  average  daily  population  it  was  6.54  per 
cent. 

Autopsies  were  obtained  in  seven  cases,  or  20  per  cent. 

MEDICAL  ST  A  FF 

Dr.  Roger  Dexter,  first  assistant  physician,  resigned  June 
30,  1919  to  enter  private  practise.  Dr.  Dexter  was  appointed 
interne  at  the  Dannemora  State  Hospital  November  15,  1907  and 
passed  through  the  various  grades  of  physicians  to  the  position 
of  first  assistant  physician.  He  was  a  member  of  the  staflF  for 
twelve  years  and  his  work  was  always  of  a  high  standard.  His 
loss  is  r^^tted. 

Dr.  Harold  B.  Robert  was  promoted  senior  assistant  phy- 
sician October  16,  1918.  He  is  still  in  military  service  and  is 
located  at  the  Disciplinary  Barracks  at  Fort  Leavenworth. 

Dr.  Theodore  D.  Reed  was  appointed  assistant  physician 
January  1,  1919.  He  is  also  in  the  army  and  is  stationed  in 
France.  Dr.  Reed  has  received  two  personal  citations  and  has 
been  awarded  the  French  Medal  of  Honor. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Bachand  resigned  as  medical  interne  May  10,  1919 
to  enter  private  practise. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  the  work  of  the  hospital  has 
suffered  because  of  an  insufficient  number  of  physicians  on  the 
staff.  Staff  meetings  have  been  discontinued  for  a  time,  as  at 
present  we  have  on  duty  one  physician  exclusive  of  the  super- 
intendent. 

TRAINTNO  SCHOOL 

The  training  school  has  not  yet  been  reorganized,  but  this 
will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

MEDICAL 

In  the  daily  clinic  2,108  treatments  were  adrainistered  dur- 
ing the  year.     This  does  not  include  those  for  whom  medicine 
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was  prescribed.     There  were  sixty-niue  cases  ^^'hich   required 
surgical  attention.      The  causes  follow:

Although  the  staff  has  been  temporarily  reduced,  the  routine 
laboratory  work  has  been  followed  out.  Blood  specimens  were 
collected  for  fifty  Wassennan  tests  and  a  lumbar  puncture  was 
performed  on  seventeen  to  obtain  spinal  fluid  for  examination. 
Mercurial  injections  were  b^un  on  all  who  showed  a  four  or 
three  plus  reaction  in  the  Wassennan  test.  During  the  year  a 
total  of  337  injections  of  mercury  were  administer^. 

A  visiting  dentist  was  available  part  of  the  year.  The  fol- 
lowing tabulation  shows  the  amount  of  work  done:

UNUSUAL  OCCURRENCES 

There  were  two  suicides  by  hanging.  Two  patients  while 
in  the  airing  court  were  struck  with  a  baseball,  in  each  case 
receiving  a  fracture  of  the  lowed  maxillary  bone.  One  patient 
jumped  from  the  third  story  in  the  new  northwest  wing  with  the 
intention  of  suicide.  He  was  not  seriously  injured,  suffering 
only  a  few  cuts  about  the  face.  One  patient  in  an  advanced  stage 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  and  sustained  a  fracture  of  the 
neck  of  the  femur. 

VISITATIONS  AND  ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

There  have  been  the  usual  official  inspections  during  the 
year.     These  have  included  the  visits  of  the  Deputy  Superin- 
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tendent  of  Prisons  and  the  State  Hospital  Commission  and  its 
medical  inspectors.  Deputy  Attorney  General,  James  A.  Bnm- 
bam,  appeared  for  the  hospital  in  habeas  corpus  proceedings  on 
two  occasions.  Mr.  John  Leary,  Jr.,  representing  the  New  York 
Tribune,  visited  the  hospital  as  a  representative  of  his  paper,  and 
he  was  allowed  to  make  a  complete  inspection  of  the  institution 
and  its  records. 

Through  the  continued  kindness  of  Mr.  O.  C.  Charles  of  the 
Hex  Film  Exchange,  we  have  been  able  to  have  moving  pictures 
weekly. 

The  religious  welfare  of  the  patients  has  been  cared  for 
throughout  the  year  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Hervieux,  Rev.  H.  S.  Rowe 
and  Rabbi  S.  Judleson  Judleson. 

The  steward's  report  follows,  and  I  desire  to  direct  atten- 
tion to  his  recommendations  relative  to  the  preparation  of  esti- 
mates.

I  respectfully  Bubmit  the  following  report  of  the  steward's 
department  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1919. 

ESTIMATES 

The  organic  law  of  this  hospital  requires  maintenance  esti- 
mates to  be  made  monthly,  thereby  necessitating  a  large  amount 
of  work,  much  of  which  is  unnecessary.  The  State  Hospital 
Commission  and  the  State  Board  of  Charities  adopted  the  quar- 
terly system  several  years  ago,  as  they  considered  it  more  satis- 
factory to  make  estimates  quarterly  than  monthly  or  bi-monthly. 

I  have  obtained  opinions  from  the  stewards  in  both  depart- 
ments and  they  all  favor  the  three  months'  estimate.  One  of 
the  oldest  stewards  as  to  length  of  service  wrote,  **When  I  first 
entered  the  service  we  had  monthly  estimates;  after  that  for 
five  or  six  years  we  had  bi-monthly  estimates  and  they  were  final- 
ly dropped  some  years  ago  and  the  quarterly  system  adopted, 
which  is  the  very  best  and  easiest  system.  There  are  fewer  or- 
ders and  fewer  vouchers,  and  a  smaller  number  of  re-estimates 
from  one  period  to  another  than  under  either  of  the  other 
systems." 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  three  months'  estimate 
would  be  in  buying  larger  quantities,  lower  prices  could  be  ob- 
tained. One  order  and  one  voucher  in  many  cases  would  take 
the  place  of  three,  as  at  present.  The  size  of  our  re-estimates 
would  be  diminished,  as  there  would  be  ample  time  for  deliveries 
to  be  made.  Our  re-estimates  now  nearly  equal  the  regular  esti- 
mates in  number  of  items.  There  would  be  time  to  do  other 
necessary  work  between  estimates. 

For  some  time  the  work  in  the  steward's  office  has  been 
increasing,  and  its  accomplishment  is  becoming  more  difficult. 
Unnecessary  work  should  be  eliminated  and  thereby  time  pro- 
vided for  attention  to  more  essential  duties.  I,  therefore,  respect- 
fully recommend  that  the  law  be  amended,  changing  the  estimate 
period  from  one  month  to  three  months. 

MAINTENANCE 

A  brief  survey  of  the  accompanying  comparative  statement 
shows  that  the  annual  per  capita  cost  exceeds  that  of  the  previous 
year  162.567.  Of  this  increase  f40.383  is  due  to  the  increase  of 
Personal  Service  alone;  f 5.939  to  Fuel,  Lisrht,  Power  and  Water; 
f  11.51  to  Equipment;  f  1.705  to  Supplies;  |2.825  to  Fixed  Charsjes 
and  Contributions  and  14.464  to  the  new  sub-division  of  Bepiirs- 

nead  Teacher. 
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Materials  and  Supplies.  The  expenditures  under  this  sub-divi- 
sion the  preceding  year  were  chained  to  Equipment,  to  Supplies 
and  to  Materials.  The  large  increase  under  Equipment  was  due 
to  the  purchase  of  a  three  and  one-half  ton  Packard  truck ;  hot 
water  heater,  boiler  feed  pump,  gasoline  tank  and  pump,  horse 
lawn  mower,  meat  and  vegetable  chopper,  air  compressor  and 
motion  picture  machine,  costing  in  the  aggregate  |5,780.36.  Here- 
tofore these  purchases  would  have  been  made  out  of  a  special 
appropriation  for  Equipment.  It  is  now  the  policy  to  charge 
all  items  of  equipment  to  maintenance.  The  other  sub-divisions, 
with  the  exception  of  Food,  show  small  increases  and  decreases. 

Under  Food  a  decrease  of  f3.869  is  shown,  although  prices 
in  geit^ral  were  higher  than  the  preceding  year.  This  was  ac- 
complished by  close  supervision  of  the  supplies  used. 

Beginning  in  February  1918,  the  average  daily  caloric  value 
of  food  consumed  by  the  entire  population  has  been  ascertained. 
8ince  March  1919  the  record  has  been  sub-divided  showing  the 
value  of  that  consumed  by  the  ofificers,  the  employees  and  ihe 
patients.  As  a  result  we  now  have  as  complete  a  record  of  our 
various  dietaries  as  can  be  obtained.  This  has  entailed  extra 
work,  but  the  information  acquired  has  more  than  paid  for  the 
e£Fort. 

The  new  garbage  accounting  system  put  into  use  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  has  proven  its  value  in  detecting  sources 
of  waste. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION,  EXTRAORDINARY  REPAIRS, 
IMPROVEMENTS  AND  INDUSTRIES 

Work  on  the  Northwest  Wing  has  been  continued  during  the 
year  and  the  outside  of  the  building  is  practically  completed. 
There  is,  however,  a  great  deal  of  grading  that  must  be  done  to 
carry  the  surface  water  away  from  the  building.  In  the  inte- 
rior the  plastering  is  well  under  way  and  should  be  completed 
about  October  15th.  A  part  of  the  heating  system  has  been  in- 
stalled so  that  work  can  be  done  during  the  winter  months.  A 
large  force  of  mechanics  has  not  been  employed  for  the  reason 
that  only  part  of  the  appropriation  asked  for  to  complete  the 
building  was  made  by  the  legislature  of  1919. 

The  old  shop  building  has  been  converted  into  a  cottage 
for  employees. 

A  balcony  has  been  erected  at  the  south  end  of  the  assembly 
hall,  which  provides  room  for  the  motion  picture  machine  and  a 
seating  capacity  for  thirty-six  people. 

A  passage-way  has  been  made  through  the  basement  of  the 
corridor  connectinig^  the  administration  building  with  the  ward 
buildings.  This  obviates  the  necessity  of  taking  ice  and  various 
supplies  around  the  front  of  the  administration  building  to  the 
staff  kitchen. 
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The  stair-well  at  the  west  side  of  the  dining-room  building, 
which  had  never  been  finished,  has  been  enclosed  and  a  sink  and 
closet  on  the  first  fioor  corridor  have  been  removed  to  the  room 
thus  made.  The  room  on  the  second  floor  will  be  used  for  a  diet 
kitchen  for  the  hospital  ward  adjoining.  A  dumbwaiter  is  being 
installed  so  that  supplies  can  be  readily  obtained. 

Eight  hundred  and  eighty  lineal  feet  of  cement  walk  have 
been  laid  along  the  highway  from  the  main  entrance  to  the  en- 
trance of  the  driveway  to  the  superintendent's  residence.  Here 
stone  gate  posts  have  been  erected  similar  to  those  at  the  main 
entrance. 

A  macadam  road  has  been  constructed  from  the  east  side 
of  the  porte-cochere  to  connect  with  the  driveways  from  the  su- 
perintendent's residence  and  from  the  shop  and  stables.  Three 
hundred  and  twenty-five  lineal  feet  of  cement  curb  and  foundation 
for  retaining  wall  have  been  laid  along  the  south  side  of  this 
road. 

The  addition  to  tho  laundry  dryer  is  completed.  The  iron- 
ing-room and  wash-room  were  enlarged  by  removing  some  tempo- 
rary partitions  and  changing  the  location  of  others. 

The  temporary  wooden  basement  entrance  on  the  east  side 
of  Ward  8  has  been  replaced  with  a  permanent  stone  one. 

New  tin  roofs  havo  been  laid  on  tlie  basement  entrance  to 
the  dining-room  building  and  on  Ibc  first  floor  entrance  on  the 
south  side  of  Ward  8. 

A  frame  garage  for  the  truck  has  been  built,  which  also 
provides  room  for  wagons,  sleighs,  farm  implements  and  tools. 

The  interior  of  the  administration  building  has  been  re- 
varnished  and  a  part  repainted. 

The  window  bars  on  a  part  of  the  institution  have  been  re- 
painted. 

The  roofs  and  sides  of  the  stable,  nightmen's  cottage  and 
the  new  employees'  cottage  have  been  restained  and  repainted. 

The  sash  for  the  northwest  wing  has  been  glazed  and  painted. 
The  interior  trim  for  the  building  has  been  filled  and  rubl>e<). 

A  hot  water  heater  has  been  installed,  replacing  one  worn 
out.  A  10x6x12  boiler  feed  pump  has  been  installed  in  the  boiler 
house  to  take  the  place  of  one  too  worn  for  such  use. 

An  air  compressor  has  been  installed  for  removing  dust 
from  dynamos  and  various  other  uses. 

The  boiler  room  has  been  rewired. 

An  emergency  alarm  call  system  has  been  installed,  with 
stations  in  the  kitchen,  dining-room,  laundry,  and  sewing-room 
with  a  central  station  located  in  the  key  office. 

Part  of  the  piping  in  the  hot  water  lines  has  been  renewed. 

For  added  protection  iron  lattice-work  doors  have  been  made 
for  the  doorway  entering  the  loggia  and  the  doorway  to  Ward  1 
at  the  top  of  the  stairs.  Iron-work  gratings  have  been  made  for 
the  dormitories  and  day-rooms  of  Wards  4  and  5  and  in  the  main 
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dining-room.  Theoe  will  afford  observation  and  control  of  these 
rooms  at  all  times. 

The  cutting  of  stone  for  new  buildings  has  been  continued 
during  the  year. 

The  ordinary  repairs  about  the  institution  have  been  kept  up. 

The  engineering  department  has  also  made  all  the  tin  and 
galvanized  iron  ware  used  in  the  institution. 

Inmates  in  the  tailor  shop,  sewing-room  and  shoe  shop  have 
made  a  large  part  of  the  clothing  used  and  also  various  articles 
for  use  about  the  institution.  The  accompanying  statements 
diow  the  articles  made  in  the  tin  shop,  tailor  shop,  sewing-room 
jmd  shoe  shop. 

FARM 

The  farm  statement  shows  a  net  operating  profit  for  the 
year  of  |2,541.01.  It  would  have  shown  a  greater  profit  had 
we  been  allowed  market  prices  for  milk,  eggs  and  dressed  poultry. 

The  different  departments  of  the  farm  show  gains  with  the 
exception  of  Poultry  and  Field  Crops.  Over  half  the  loss  on 
Poultry  is  accounted  for  by  the  low  prices  allowed.  We  also 
sustained  an  unavoidable  loss  of  a  large  number  of  small  chickens. 
The  prospect  is  for  a  better  showing  the  coming  year.  Our  loss 
1^  Field  Crops  was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  rented  a  farm  on 
shares  and  the  land  did  not  produce  as  anticipated. 

The  farm  statement  following  is  for  the  calendar  year  ended 
December  31, 1918  and  not  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1919.

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REPORT  OF  PAROLE  BOARD 


The  Board  of  Parole  for  State  Prisons  herewith  submits 
the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919. 

Under  the  present  parole  law  there  are  at  least  two  theories 
that  may  be  applied  in  its  operation.  One  is  to  carefully  sepa- 
rate, after  thorough  investigation,  the  men  who  appear  upon  the 
face  of  inquiry  as  likely  to  profit  by  parole,  and  parole  them  upon 
the  expiration  of  their  minimum  term,  detaining  those  who, 
because  of  long  criminal  records,  mental  condition,  conduct  in 
prison  or  previous  environment,  give  little  or  no  promise  of 
making  good  upon  parole.  The  other  is  to  proceed  upon  the 
theory  that  every  man,  upon  the  expiration  of  his  minimum  term, 
whose  conduct  in  prison  warrants,  who  has  proper  assurances 
from  the  outside  that  he  will  be  supplied  with  employment  and 
receive  proper  supervision,  and  whose  mental  and  physicial  con- 
dition is  satisfactory,  should  have  at  least  a  first  chance. 

The  Parole  Board  has  deemed  it  wise,  for  experimental  pur- 
poses at  least,  to  adopt  in  a  large  measure  the  latter  course, 
and  up  to  date,  while  there  are  necessarily  a  few  disappoint- 
ments, it  feels  warranted  in  the  procedure.  With  this  in  mind, 
and  owing  to  war  conditions  and  the  unusual  demand  for  labor 
during  the  past  year,  the  Board  has  been  more  liberal  in  grant- 
ing parole  than  formerly.  It  is  found  that  although  greater 
chances  were  taken  with  some  of  the  inmates,  the  percentage  of 
deliqiients  remains  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  This, 
of  course,  is  partially  accounted  for  by  the  prosperous  times  and 
the  ability  of  the  men  to  obtain  work  easily,  but  it  is  largely  due 
to  the  supervision  and  aid  given  by  the  different  agencies  who 
are  assisting  in  this  work.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  again 
acknowledge  the  valuable  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Catholic  Protective  Society,  the  Jewish  Pro- 
tectory and  Aid  Society,  the  Salvation  Army,  the  Volunteers  of 
America,  the  Christian  Science  Church,  the  Prison  Association 
of  New  York,  and  others. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  we  found  not  a  few  men  who 
were  on  parole  had  entered  military  service.  In  such  cases  the 
Board  suspended  the  parole  requirements  of  reporting,  etc.,  and 
when  the  man  was  released  from  the  army,  or  his  term  had 
ended  by  expiration,  he  was  granted  an  absolute  discharge. 
Cases  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  inmates 
who,  having  been  paroled,  violated  the  terms  of  their  parole, 
were  declared  delinquent,  and  before  apprehension  and  return 
to  prison  had  entered  military  service.  Upon  proof  that  these 
men  had  been  discharged  with  a  good  army  record  the  delin- 
quency was  condoned. 

We  do  not  contend  that  every  man  who  is  released  has  been 
cured  and  is  going  out  and  become  a  useful  citizen.    It  would 
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be  folly  to  assume  that  because  men  have  been  shut  up  in  prison 
one,  two  or  even  a  great  number  of  years,  they  have  been  made 
over  and  have  become  new  beings  with  new  instincts,  but  the 
terms  of  sentence  of  theKe  men  will  eventually  expire  and  they 
will  go  back  into  society,  and  it  is  well  to  give  them  such  en- 
couragement as  is  possible  by  showing  that  the  State  has  enough 
confidence  in  them  to  trust  them  to  go  on  parole.  We  realize 
that  some  of  these  men  do  not  present  a  very  favorable  impres- 
sion, but  we  also  believe  that  it  is  better  that  they  be  released 
and  placed  under  some  restraint,  such  as  they  are  under  when 
paroled,  rather  than  let  them  go  from  the  prison  without  any 
supervision  whatever.  Of  course,  there  are  some  failures,  but 
we  are  learning  not  to  become  discouraged,  as  we  must  admit 
that  we  expect  a  certain  number  will  not  make  good,  but  in  order 
to  give  the  possibility  a  chance  we  hope  if  we  err  it  is  to  the 
advantage  of  all  concerned  rather  than  a  disadvantage  to  some 
who  might  be  benifited  if  they  had  the  chance.  It  is  difficult 
for  human  judgment  to  decide  just  what  is  in  a  man's  mind  or 
just  what  character  he  has  within  him,  and  very  often  we  are 
disappointed  by  the  failure  of  some  in  whom  we  had  much 
faith,  and  are  gratified  by  the  success  of  some  in  whom  we  had 
but  little  faith. 

A  study  of  the  parole  statistics  should  be  interesting,  not 
only  to  the  prison  officials  and  to  the  individuals  involved,  but 
to  the  people  of  the  State.  The  experiences  and  results  obtained 
by  the  Board  of  Parole  have  demonstrated  that  many  of  these 
men  can  be  helped  and  made  useful  citizens  by  the  employment 
of  persistent  and  intelligent  effort,  and  thus  society  obtains  a 
greater  salvage  from  this  delinquent  class.  While,  of  course, 
we  would  like  to  see  every  man  who  is  paroled  make  good,  we 
can  hardly  hope  for  this,  as  all  we  can  do  is  to  start  them  right 
.  upon  their  release  from  prison,  assist  them  in  securing  work  and 
give  them  some  supervision  and  encouragement  in  their  effort 
to  rehabilitate  themselves  if  they  havn  a  desire  to  do  so. 

Of  the  957  men  paroled  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1919,  819  are  in  good  standing,  43  have  been  granted  an  absolute 
discharge  and  95  have  been  declared  delinquent,  thus  showing 
that  85  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  paroled  during  the  year  are 
making  good. 

The  statistics  further  show  that  those  who  fail  and  are 
declared  delinquent  are  usually  men  who  have  been  in  conflict 
w*4th  the  law  since  early  in  life,  starting,  in  many  cases,  in  the 
tniant  school,  going  through  the  industrial  school  and  the  re- 
formatory, at  last  ending  in  State  prison,  and  who  are  frequently 
handicapped  by  a  low  mentality. 

In  granting  commutation  of  sentences  of  prisoners  the  Ex- 
ecutive Department  has  of  late  years,  with  few  exceptions,  adopt- 
ed the  custom  of  reducing  the  sentence  by  making  it  indetermin- 
ate and  placing  the  prisoner  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Parole 
Board  rather  than  granting  an  absolute  pardon. 
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It.  might  not  be  useless  to  give  a  brief  statement  as  to  the 
mode  of  procedure  of  this  Board.    In  the  first  place,  when  an 
inmate  is  received  in   the  institution  upon  an  indeterminate 
sentence,  he  is  given  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing 
parole,  and  is  thereby  shown  what  is  expected  from  him.    During 
his   imprisonment  he  receives  frequent  inten-iews,  concerning 
parole,  with  the  Superintendent,  members  of  the  Board,  Chap- 
lain and  other  officers  of  the  prison.     One  month  before  his 
minimum  term  expires  he  is  eligible  to  make  application  to  the 
Board  of  Parole  for  release  on  parole.    At  this  time  he  is  given 
an  application  blank  to  fill  out,  in  which  he  is  asked  questions 
as  to  his  family,  his  previous  environments,  occupations,  etc. 
He  is  required  to  furnish  references  and  secure  an  offer  of  work 
from  some  responsible  party.     If  he  is  unable  to  secure  work, 
there  stands  ready  a  number  of  philanthropic  societies  who  will 
secure  work  for  him  and  accept  him  on  parole.     As  much  in- 
formation as  to  his  previous  life  as  can  be  obtained  from  inquii^' 
and  personal  interview  is  secured  by  the  prison  officials,  and  the 
principal  prison  officers,  such  as  the  Warden,  Deputy  Warden, 
Chaplain  and  Prison  Physician,  make  extended  statements  in 
writing  as  to  the  man's  prison  conduct  and  record,  together  with 
their  recommendations.    The  Board  studies  this  information  and 
then  calls  the  inmate  before  it  and  gives  him  an  opportunity  to 
state  his  case.    He  is  questioned  by  the  Board  on  such  matters 
as  where  he  expects  to  go  to  work,  under  whom  he  is  to  be  paroled 
and  given  such  individual  advice  as  seems  necessary.     He  is 
then  excused  from  the  room  and  the  Board  decides  as  to  whether 
or  not  he  shall  be  released,  and,  if  to  be  released,  to  whom  and 
the  conditions.     No  outsiders  are  permitted  to  appear  for  or 
against  the  prisoner.    If  the  Board  decides  to  grant  parole,  he, 
together  with  all  other  applicants  who  have  been  granted  parole 
at  the  meeting,  is  given  thorough  instructions  and  advice  by  the 
members  of  the  Board,  and  upon  his  release  he  is  given  a  cer- 
tificate containing  the  conditions  of  his  parole.

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PREFACE 

The  court  of  Fort  Orange  and  &e  village  of  Beverwyck,  whose 
minutes  are  published  herewith*  was  erected  by  proclamation 
issued  by  Director  General  Peter  Stuyvesant  on  April  1 0,  1 652. 
By  virtue  of  this  proclamation  the  main  settlement  of  the  colony 
of  Rensselaerswyck  was  taken  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
patroon  and  created  into  an  independent  village  by  the  name  of 
Beverwyck,  which  afterwards  became  the  city  of  Albany.  The 
erection  of  the  court  was  the  final  act  in  the  high-^handed  pro- 
ceedings wherd3y  Director  Stuyvesant  brought  to  a  close  the 
long  standing  controversy  between  the  Dutch  West  India  Com- 
pany and  the  authorities  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck 
regarding  the  jurisdiction  of  the  territory  around  the  fort 

QuesticHis  in  regard  to  this  jurisdiction  had  arisen  as  early  as 
1632,  when  the  patroon  of  the  colony  claimed  that  all  the  land 
on  die  west  side  of  the  Hudson  river,  from  Beeren  island  to 
Moenemin*s  Castle  (on  Peobles  island,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Mohawk),  even  including  the  ground  on  which  Fort  Orange 
stood,  had  been  bought  for  him,  whereas  the  company  main- 
tained diat  the  territory  pf  the  fort,  which  was  erected  in  1624, 
six  years  before  the  purchase  of  the  land  of  the  colony  from  the 
Indians,  belonged  to  the  company  and  consequently  was  not 
included  in  the  purchase. 

Perhaps  to  avoid  the  difficulties  which  were  likely  to  arise 
from  these  conflicting  claims,  or  for  other  reasons  connected  with 
the  control  of  the  fur  trade,  the  patroon  intended  that  the  main 
settlement  of  the  colony,  including  the  church,  die  houses  of  the 
sheriff,  the  minister  and  the  sexton,  as  well  as  the  brewery  and 
the  dwellings  of  the  tradesmen  and  mechanics,  should  be  located 
in  what  was  known  as  the  Greenen  Bosch,  a  pine  grove  on  the 
east  side  of  die  river,  opposite  the  company *s  fort.  Definite 
instructions  to  that  effect  were  given  by  him  in  letters  to  Arent 
van  Curler  and  Domine  Megapolensis,  dated  August  4,  1639, 
and  June  3,  1642,  and  documents  of  later  date  seem  to  indicate 
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that  before  1648  a  substantial  settlement  had  ^ning  up  <»  the 
east  side  of  the  river. 

In  a  brief  submitted  by  Brant  van  Slichtenhorst  in  1656  to 
the  district  court  of  the  Veluwe,  in  the  Netherlands,  the  state- 
ment is  made  that  on  his  arrival  in  the  colony*  in  March  1648, 
there  were,  besides  the  patrocMi's  trading  house,  but  three  houses 
standing  near  the  fort;  that  in  August  of  the  same  year  eight 
houses  had  been  built;  and  that  at  the  end  of  his  administration, 
in  1652,  there  was  a  settlement  of  about  one  hundred  houses. 
Considering  these  statements  in  connection  with  various  allusions 
to  building  operations  which  occur  in  the  records,  it  seems  that 
between  1648  and  1652,  apparendy  at  Van  Slichtenhorst's 
initiative  and  probably  for  reasons  of  greater  safety  and  con- 
venience, the  settlers  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  gradually 
removed  to  the  west  side,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  fort 

The  erection  of  these  new  houses  soon  attracted  the  attention 
of  Director  Stusrvesant,  who  objected  to  their  location  on  the 
ground  that  they  endangered  the  security  of  the  fort  Claiming 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  fort  included  all  territory  within  range 
of  cannon  shot,  reckoned  at  600  geometrical  paces  of  5  feet  to 
the  pace,  he  ordered  the  destruction  of  all  buildmgs  within  a 
radius  corresponding  to  this  range,  a  distance  which  was  after- 
wards estimated  at  1 50  rods.  The  order  called  forth  a  vigorous 
protest  from  Van  Slichtenhorst,  who  regarded  it  as  an  invasion 
of  the  patroon's  rights  and  who  proceeded  with  the  erecticm  of 
the  buildings.  A  bitter  controversy  ensued,  in  the  course  of 
which  various  charges  were  brought  against  Van  Slichtei^orst, 
who  was  summoned  to  appear  at  the  Manhatans  and  was  there 
thrown  into  prison  and  detained  for  four  months.  At  length,  in 
the  spring  of  1 652,  being  determined  to  setde  his  dispute  wiA 
Van  Slichtenhorst,  Director  Stuyvesant  repaired  to  Fort  Orange 
and  there  issued  his  proclamation  erecting  a  court  for  Fort 
Orange  and  the  village  of  Beverwyck,  apart  from  and  inde- 
pendent of  that  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck. 

The  newly  created  court,  which  was  termed  a  Kldne  Banck 
van  Justitie,  an  inferior  bench  of  judicature,  was  a  court  for  the 
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trial  of  civil  and  minor  criminal  causes,  from  which  an  appeal  lay 
to  the  Director  General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland.  The 
couit  was  composed  of  the  commies,  or  commissary  of  the  fort, 
afterwards  bearing  the  title  of  vice  director,  and  a  variable  num- 
ber of  commissarissen.  or  local  magistrates,  often  designated  in 
Elnglish  documents  of  the  period  as  **  commissaries.**  Of  these 
the  commies,  who  acted  as  prosecuting  officer  and  who  repre- 
sented the  company,  was  appointed  for  an  indefinite  term  of 
years  directly  by  the  Director  General  and  Council  of  New 
Netherland,  while  the  magistrates,  at  least  in  theory,  represented 
the  people  and  were  appointed  annually  from  a  double  number 
chosen  by  the  inhabitants.  When  sitting  as  a  criminal  court,  the 
officer  presided  and  demanded  justice  of  the  magistrates,  who 
not  only  found  whether  the  accused  was  guilty,  but  also  deter- 
mined the  penalty  that  should  be  imposed  him. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  court  comprised  Fort  Orange,  the  vil- 
lage of  Beverwyck,  Schenectady,  Kinderhook,  Claverack,  Cox- 
sackie,  Catskill  and,  until  May  16,  1661,  when  a  court  was 
established  at  the  Esopus,  also  the  region  around  Kingston. 
Excluded  from  the  jurisdiction  was  the  colony  of  Rensselaers- 
wyck,  which  maintained  its  own  court,  side  by  side  with  that  of 
Fort  Orange  and  the  village  of  Beverwyck  until  1 665,  when  by 
order  of  Governor  Richard  Nicolls  the  two  courts  were  consoli- 
dated. A  record  of  the  court  of  Rensselaerswyck  for  the  period 
1 648-52,  when  it  was  presided  over  by  Van  Slichtenhorst,  has 
been  preserved,  but  no  record  exists  of  judicial  proceedings  after 
the  last  mentioned  date.  Considering  that  die  majority  of  the 
tenants  of  the  patroon  had  become  burghers  of  Beverwyck  and 
had  their  cases  tried  before  the  local  court,  it  is  fair  to  assmne 
that  the  court  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck  was  rarely,  if 
ever,  called  upon  to  exercise  its  judicial  functions  after  1652,  and 
that  therefore  no  record  was  kept. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  primitive  conditions  under  which  the 
court  of  Fort  Orange  and  Beverwyck  conducted  its  sessions,  it 
is  interesting  to  read  the  description  of  the  first  two  buildings  that 
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were  occupied  by  the  court.  This  description  has  been  preseived 
in  a  memorandum  which  was  presented  by  V^ce  Director  La 
Montagne  to  the  Director  General  and  Council  of  New  Nether- 
land  on  September  4,  1660,  in  justification  of  the  expenditures 
incurred  by  him  in  building  the  second  court  house  in  1657—38. 
The  description  of  the  original  building  is  as  follows: 

The  old  house  was  26  feet  and  9  inches  Rhineland  measure  in  Icnglii 
and  two  stories  high,  built  all  around  of  one  inch  boards  and  baring  a 
pavilion  shaped  roof,  covered  with  old  diingles,  as  said  before.  Under- 
neath was  a  cellar,  19  feet  wide  and  as  long  as  the  width  of  the  bouse. 
The  first  story  had  eight  beams,  resting  on  corbels,  and  was  divided  in 
two  by  a  pine  partition ;  at  the  north  end  was  a  room,  1 6  or  17  feet  in 
width,  and  at  the  south  end  a  vestibule,  10  feet  wide.  The  second  stoiy 
consisted  of  a  single  room  used  by  the  court,  without  ceiling  or  cbimney, 
and  to  reach  this  room  one  had  to  climb  a  straight  flight  of  stairs  tbrough 
a  trap  door. 

The  old  building,  which  stood  close  to  the  fort,  on  the  present 
steamboat  square,  had  by  1657  sagged  at  the  north  end  m  such 
a  way  as  to  crush  almost  completely  the  house  of  Lambert  van 
Valckenburgh  and  its  general  condition  was  so  dilapidated  that 
repairs  seemed  useless.  It  was  therefore  torn  down  to  make  rooB 
for  a  larger  brick  building,  which  in  the  above-mentioned  memo- 
randum is  described  as  follows: 

A  brick  building  was  built,  with  two  cellars,  each  2t    feet  square, 
separated  by  a  two-brick  wall.     The  foundation  of  the  said  cellar  is  3  or 
4  feet  in  thickness,  built  of  substantial  stone  (hauled  a  distance  of  16 
miles),  6  feet  high,  to  the  level  of  the  ground,  and  on  top  of  thb  is  a  brick 
wall,  two  feet  high  and  three  bricks  diick,  upon  which  rest  the  cellar  beams. 
The  first  story  is  divided  into  three  parts:  at  the  north  end  is  a  room  21 
feet  square,  inside  measure,  with  a  brick  chimney;  at  the  south  end  a 
kitchen  1 6  feet  in  width  and  2 1   feet  in  length,  also  with  a  cbhnney  and 
provided  with  a  beds!ead  and  cupboard  of  wainscot;  and  in  the  middle 
a  hallway  5  feet  wide,  separated  from  the  large  room  by  a  one-brick  wall. 
The  upper  story  is  divided  by  a  half-brick  wall  into  two  equal  parts,  eadi 
21    feet  square.     At  the  north  end  is  a  room  intended  for  the  court;  at 
the  other  end  an  office,  in  which  are  a  wainscoted  bedstead  and  a  chimney. 
Access  to  this  floor  is  by  a  winding  stairway  and  a  separate  landing.    CXi 
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dttf  landing  theie  are  three  doors,  one  to  the  left,  which  gives  access  to 
the  court  room;  another  toward  the  front,  which  gives  access  to  the  office 
and  v^ch  is  faced  by  an  oval  window  in  the  west  wall;  and  a  third  door 
to  die  right,  which  gives  access  to  the  attic  by  means  of  a  winding  stair* 
case.  This  attic  extends  over  the  whole  house  and  above  it  there  is  a 
loft,  suitable  for  the  storage  of  powder  and  other  ammunition.  In  short, 
it  is  a  strong  and  substantial  house,  the  walls  below  and  above  (iq>on 
v^ch  the  beams  rest  without  corbels)  being  one  and  a  half  bricks  thick, 
provided  at  each  gable  end  with  a  double  chimney,  braced  by  42  anchors 
and  built  of  choice  clinker  brick.  The  house  is  covered  with  well  burned 
tiles  and  in  every  one*s  opinion  makes  a  strong,  commodious  and  handsome 
structure. 

The  records  of  the  court,  whidi  under  clitferent  names  con* 
tinued  to  exist  until  the  erectkm  of  the  mayor's  court  of  the  city 
of  Albany  in  1686,  have  for  the  greater  part  been  carefully 
preserved.  They  consist  of  eight  books  of  minutes,  all  written 
in  the  Dutch  language,  of  which  six,  containing  the  minutes 
for  1652-56,  1658-59,  1668-73.  1675-84,  1676-80,  and 
1680-85,  are  kq>t  in  the  Albany  county  clerk's  office,  and  the 
remaining  two  volumes,  containing  the  minutes  for  1657  and 
1 660,  form  part  of  volume  1 6  of  the  Nei»  York  Colonial  Mamn 
scripts  in  the  New  York  State  Library. 

A  complete  calehdar  of  the  minutes,  with  the  excq>tion  of 
those  for  1657  and  1660,  whidi  are  listed  in  the  Calendar  of 
Historical  Manuscripts,  edited  by  E.  B.  0*Callaghan,  was  pre- 
pared by  Berthold  Femow,  in  1894-95,  under  the  direction  of 
Wheeler  B.  Melius,  in  connection  with  the  publication  of  the 
printed  Index  to  the  Albany  county  records,  of  which  Mr  Melius 
was  the  superintendent.  A  copy  of  this  calendar,  with  editorial 
and  genealogical  notes  by  C.  A.  HoUenbeck,  who  used  the 
pseudonym  of  **  Jed,**  appeared  under  the  heading  **  Historical 
Fragments**  in  the  Sunday  issues  of  the  Albany  Argus  fw 
October  18,  1903-April  23,  1905. 

Translations  of  the  minutes  for  1658-59,  which  are  entered 
in  a  record  entitled  Mortgage[s]  No.  /,  1652-1660,  were 
among  the  manuscripts  of  the  late  Professor  Jonadian 
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Pearson,  which  were  recently  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  New 
York  State  Library  by  the  author*s  sons  and  which,  with  the 
exception  of  these  minutes,  were  published  under  the  tide  of 
Earljf  Records  of  the  C1/3;  and  Count}^  of  Albany^  and  Colony 
of  Remselaefsr^'^ckt  but,  as  far  as  known,  no  full  translation  of 
the  entire  series  of  minutes  has  ever  been  made. 

That  the  oldest  judicial  and  administrative  records  of  die  city 
and  county  of  Albany  should  thus,  for  a  period  of  more  dian 
two  hundred  years,  have  remained  virtually  a  sealed  book,  is 
much  to  be  regretted.  It  is  surprising  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  as  early  as  December  31,1 768,  an  act  was  passed  providing 
for  the  translation  of  the  Dutch  records  in  the  custody  of  die 
clerk  of  the  city  and  county  of  Albany.  The  bill,  which  was 
introduced  in  the  General  Assembly  by  Col.  Philip  Schuyler, 
referred  to  a  committee  and  favorably  reported  by  Abraham  Ten 
Broeck,  makes  no  mention  of  any  court  records  and  was  q4>ar- 
ently  primarily  intended  to  provide  for  the  preservation  and 
translation  of  deeds  and  other  writings  which  as  the  act  sajrs 
**  greatly  concern  the  Elstates  and  property  of  the  Freeholders 
and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  said  County,  and  m  their  present 
Condition  are  in  danger  of  being  lost.**  As  another  section  of 
the  act,  however,  refers  to  the  turning  over  to  the  translator  by 
the  derk  of  **  all  the  Dutch  Records  and  Writings  remaining  in 
his  custody,**  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  court  records  were 
meant  to  be  included.  Whatever  may  have  been  die  mtentioo 
of  the  introducer  of  the  bill,  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  diat 
any  such  translations  as  were  contemplated  by  the  act  were  ever 
made. 

The  first  book  of  minutes,  of  which  a  translation  appears  m 
the  present  volume,  is  a  folio  volume  of  321  pages,  which  con- 
tain the  proceedings  of  the  court  from  ^^ril  15,  1652,  to 
December  12,  1656.  Tlie  handwriting  in  the  book  varies,  the 
first  part  being  apparently  that  of  Joannes  Dyckman,  who  was 
commissary  of  Fort  Orange  from  1 65 1  until  June  1655,  v^ 
he  was  incapacitated  by  insanity.    During  the  administratioD  of 
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Joannes  Dyckman,  Pieter  Ryverdingh  was  court  messenger  and 
for  some  time  also  clerk*  and  it  is  possible  that  some  of  the 
entries  are  in  his  handwriting. 

Johan  de  Deckere*  who  succeeded  Dyckman,  was  appointed 
presiding  ommiissary  at  Fort  Orange  on  June  21 ,  1655,  and  the 
minutes  from  July  1 3th  of  that  year  until  July  1 7»  1 636»  were 
kept  by  him.  Johannes  de  La  Montague,  who  offered  to  go  to 
Fort  Orange  on  August  22,  1 636,  was  appointed  the  same  day 
and  received  his  commission  as  vice  director  on  September  22d 
of  that  year.  The  first  entry  signed  by  him  occurs  imder  date 
of  October  13,  1656,  and  appears  to  be  in  the  handwriting  of 
Johannes  Provoost,  who  during  the  administration  of  La  Mon- 
tague was  the  clerk  of  the  court.  Hie  court  messenger  at  that 
time  was  Ludovicus  Cobes,  who  received  his  appointment  on 
August  7,  1656.  For  the  period  from  October  4  to  December 
12,  1656,  an  engrossed  copy  of  the  minutes  is  found  in  part  2 
of  volume  16  of  the  Ner»  Yotl^  Colonial  Manuscripts,  in  the 
New  York  State  Library,  of  which  use  has  been  made  to  supply 
die  signatures  to  the  entry  of  October  4,  1 656,  which  are  cut  out 
of  the  original  record,  presumably  for  the  sake  of  securing  the 
autograph  of  Peter  Stuyvesant,  who  on  that  date  presided  over 
die  court 

In  making  the  translations,  the  etfort  has  been  to  combine  close 
adherence  to  the  original  text  with  a  fairly  fluent  English  render- 
ing, a  task  which  in  view  of  the  technical  character  and  often 
defective  form  of  expressicm  of  the  original  minutes  has  proved 
most  difficult.

and  some  of  the  members  of  this  court  are  to  leave  for  the  Man- 
hatans,  they  may  discuss  the  matter  with  the  Hon.  General,  the 
report  whereof  shall  be  awaited.  Until  such  time  the  petitioners 
must  have  patience  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sell  either  stuff 
to  the  Indians.

First,  that  the  ordinances  heretofore  issued  concerning  the 
malting  and  using  of  hard  grain  for  brewing  purposes  have  been 
duly  published  by  this  court  and  observed  [48]  as  far  as 
practicable,  in  connection  with  which  the  honorable  delegates 
in  the  name  of  the  Hon.  Director  General  and  Council  of  New 
Netherland  thank  die  commissary  and  members  of  diis  court 
for  the  timely  warning  in  regard  to  the  consumption  [of  beer] 
as  aforesaid,  but  that  the  court  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck 
has  thus  far  failed  to  put  into  execution  the  orders  regarding  the 
publication,  posting  and  observance  of  the  aforesaid  well-meant 
and  necessary  ordinances.  For  this  reason  the  honorable  fiscal, 
together  with  the  Hon.  Paulus  Leendertsen  and  Maximiliaen

Furthermore,  in  the  form  of  an  ordi- 
nary declaration,  that  some  beavers'  worth  of  brandy  was  sold 
by  Jacob  Clomp  to  the  savages  at  tfie  Esopus,  according  [56] 
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to  the  complaint  made  to  him  by  some  inhabitants  of  the  Esopus, 
who  declared  that  they  suffered  great  annoyance  from  them  in 
consequence  thereof.  And  as  to  Katskill,  that  the  trouble  and 
difficulties  which  have  arisen  are  the  result  thereof  and  are  also 
due  to  Kit  Davitsz. 

This  day.  Jacobus  Theunisz  from  Naerden  has  by  solemn 
oath  confirmed  the  above  deposition  concerning  the  sale  of 
brandy  by  Jacob  Clomp,  as  shown  by  his  signature. 

Willem  Fredrixsz  has  become  bail  for  Jacob  Symonsz  Clon^) 
on  account  of  the  selling  of  strong  drink  to  the  savages  in  the 
sum  of  ten  hundred  guilders  and  signed  [the  bond]  with  his 
own  hand. 

Jacob  Clomp  is  granted  permission  to  sail  for  the  Manhatans, 
on  condition  that  he  take  on  board  or  with  him  as  much  grain 
as  he  can  get  to  be  delivered  at  the  Manhatans. 

Jacob  Clomp  has  admitted  before  this  court  that  he  sold  a 
kettle  to  the  savages  and  that  after  the  payment  was  made,  there 
being  8  or  9  stivers  too  much,  he  gave  the  savages  brandy 
dierefor.

By  the  Hon.  General  and  the  magistrates  of  Fort  Orange 
and  the  village  of  Beverwyck  have  been  examined  and  inspected 
the  documents  in  the  suit  between  Willem  Juryaensen  and  Jan 
Fransen  van  Hoesem,  growing  out  of  a  contract  made  and 
entered  into  by  them  on  the  30th  of  January  1650,  which  said 
contract  the  parties  on  both  sides  have  failed  to  fuliiK  especially 
the  plaintiff,  Willem  Juryaensen,  as  shown  by  his  categorical 
answer  made  on  the  30th  of  November  1651  before  the  court 
of  the  colony,  as  follows:  **  Willem  Juryaensen,  being  asked 
by  the  court  whether  he  is  willing  to  fulfil  the  contract  entered 
into  on  the  30th  of  January  1 650  with  Jan  van  Hoesem.  answers. 
No.  Agrees  with  the  record,  Anthony  d*Hooges.**  By  which 
answer  the  defendant,  Jan  van  Hoesem,  claims  and  maintains 
that  the  contract  has  been  broken  by  the  plaintiff  himself  and 
that  therefore  he  is  not  bound  by  it 

The  defendant  further  says  and  maintains  that  the  plaintiff, 
Willem  Juryaensen,  has  broken  the  aforesaid  contract  not  only 
by  words,  but  also  by  deeds,  in  failing  to  perform  or  carry  out 
the  stipulations  of  the  contract,  namely,  to  serve  the  defendant 
and  to  teach  him  to  bake,  and  by  removing  the  baking  utensils 
to  prevent  the  defendant  from  baking  and  make  it  impossible  for 
him  to  do  so. 

The  court,  therefore,  finds  that  according  to  the  foregoing 
statements  the  contract  was  violated  and  annulled  by  the  plain- 
tiff himself  and  that  under  the  rule  of  law  the  defendant  might 
be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  pleading  and  the  plaintiff*s  claim 
and  demand  be  denied.  However,  in  view  of  a  subsequent 
judgment  given  by  the  aforesaid  court  and  also  considering  the 
needy  circumstances  of  the  plaintiff  and  the  fact  that  the 
defendant  by  virtue  of  the  contract  has  built  upon  a  part  of  die 
lot  claimed  by  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  parties  can  not  live 
together,  the  Hon.  General  and  the  magistrates  order  that  the 
plaintiff  shall  as  long  as  he  lives  stay  in  the  old  bake  house,  have

the  use  of  the  bake  oven  and  the  utensils  belonging  thereto^ 
together  with  his  own  furniture  and  household  goods»  and  be 
free  to  dispose  of  them  as  he  shall  see  fit  As  to  the  claim  of 
the  lot.  which  by  virtue  of  the  contract  was  partly  built  upon 
by  the  defendant,  the  plaintiff,  Willem  Juriaensen,  occupies  the 
same  only  by  sufferance  and  is  not  entitled  thereto  by  any  patent 
or  conveyance ;  consequently,  he  is  not  able  or  competent  to  disr 
pose  tfiereof  as  he  might  do  of  his  own  property.  However,  in 
view  of  the  plaintiff's  poverty  and  the  fact  that  he  has  resided 
for  a  considerable  time  on  the  aforesaid  lot  and  used  it  as  a 
garden,  the  Director  General  and  [64]  the  magistrates  afore- 
said  order  and  decide  that  the  defendant,  Jan  van  Hoesem,  shall 
pay  the  plaintiff  for  improvements  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  guilders,  in  three  instalments,  to  wit,  one-third  cash* 
one-third  a  year  from  this  date  and  the  last  third  within  two 
years,  the  parties  respectively  being  ordered  to  acquiesce  herein 
on  pain  of  being  fined  twenty  pounds  Flemish,  to  be  applied  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  in  case  it  should  hereafter  be 
found  that  the  plaintiff,  Willem  Juryaensen,  according  to  his 
wont,  should  continue  to  blaspheme  and  abuse  the  name  of  God 
or  His  service,  or  any  of  the  magistrates  of  the  court,  whether 
in  general  or  m  particular,  he  shall  without  exception  be  cor** 
rected  by  the  court,  eitfier  by  the  infliction  of  banishment  or 
corporal  punishment,  as  the  case  may  require.

Rem  Jansz,  smith,  by  virtue  of  a  power  of  attorney  from 
Jan  Jansz  from  Gottenborgh,  shown  to  this  court,  demands  in 
his,  Gottenborgh*s,  name  of  Merten  Herpertsz,  mason,  [pay- 
ment] according  to  a  bond  executed  before  schq>ens  cm  the  8th 
of  October  1631,  in  the  sum  of  fifty-eight  beavers,  which  he 
agreed  to  pay  even  before  the  departure  of  the  ships  and  ^lich 
is  not  yet  paid,  [praying  that]  in  case  of  longer  delay  he  may 
proceed  to  execution  and  in  that  way  secure  payment 

Resolved,  that  the  defendant,  Merten,  the  mason,  shall  be 
bound  to  satisfy  plaintiff  within  the  space  of  six  weeks,  on  pain 
of  peremptory  execution,  according  to  law. 

Commissary  Dyckman,  plaintiff,  against  liie  following  per- 
sons, on  account  of  their  not  having  built  upon  or  fenced  in  their 
lots  or  garden  assigned  and  granted  to  them  within  the  specified 
time  granted  to  each,  on  pain  of  being  fined  fl.23,  and  whose 
time  has  long  since  expired. 

Adriaen  Jansz  from  Leyden  has  adduced  reasons  for  excuse 
which  are  so  far-fetched  that  he,  the  defendant,  or  the  persoo 
who  claims  the  title  to  the  lot  shall  at  the  first  opportunity  have 
to  tender  and  pay  the  required  twenty-five  guilders  to  the  officer.

at  the  latest  on  a  lot  to  be  requested  by,  and  assigned  to,  him* 
on  pain  of  being  deprived  of  the  garden  and  of  paying  imme- 
diately to  the  officer  a  fine  of  fl.23  and  fl.3  for  having  used 
abusive  language  before  this  court,  total  fl.28,  in  case  he  faik 
to  build.

Jochem  Ketelhuyn,  on  account  of  the  garden.    First  default 

EUert  Gerritsz.     First  default 

Jacob  Luyersz,  being  summoned  and  informed  of  the  com- 
plaint and  demand  of  the  officer,  ex  officio,  on  account  of  the 
assault  committed  in  the  street,  appeals  [for  his  defence]  to  the 
personal  appearance  of  Mr  Slichtenhorst  before  this  court. 

Resolved,  to  request  Mr  Slichtenhorst  to  consent  to  appear 
on  the  next  court  day,  in  order  to  proceed  upon  a  surer  founda- 
tion. 

Hendrick  Jochemsz,  innkeeper,  for  smuggling  a  half  barrel 
of  good  beer,  laid  in  last  Saturday.

Whereas  this  day  two  weeks  ago,  being  the  9th  day  of  this 
month  of  December,  the  plaintiff  was  sitting  with  the  members 
of  the  court  here  in  the  house  of  Pieter  Bronck,  innkeeper,  to 
make  an  estimate  of  the  goods  left  behind  and  sold  by  the  per- 
sons who  perished,  namely,  Frans  Forremans  from  Veuren, 
Jurgen  Evertsz  from  Rencum  and  Abram  Jacopsz,  carpenter, 
and  of  what  might  be  due  by  and  to  the  joint  creditors  and 
debtors,  in  order  to  do  justice  to  every  one  according  to  law  and 
to  give  satisfaction  as  far  as  [the  money]  will  go;  it  ha|q>ene(l 
that  the  defendant,  while  the  plaintiff  sat  at  the  table  with  some 
members  of  the  court  to  make  the  aforesaid  calculation  and 
consider  the  matter,  has  dared  to  assault  the  plaintiff  without  a 
word  of  warning  or  reply  and  in  the  presence  of  the  court  has 
almost  pushed  him  off  the  bench  on  which  he  sat,  so  that  die 
honorable  court,  on  account  of  the  confusion  which  arose  from 
the  defendant's  attack,  were  forced  to  suspend  the  busmess  com- 
menced. Yes,  what  is  more,  after  the  plaintiff  had  arisen,  he 
not  only  threatened  to  beat  him,  but  in  addition  often  and 
repeatedly  called  him  an  unfaithful  man  and  a  rascal  and  that 
he  had  shown  himself  as  such  to  the  defendant,  repeating  the 
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same  statement  many  times*  and  whereas  this  took  place  publicly 
and  in  the  presence  of  the  court  as  aforesaid,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  have  any  further  proof  that  the  common  and  honest  testi- 
mony which  may  be  secured  from  the  bystanders  if  necessary. 

The  plaintitf,  therefore,  in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  demands 
that  the  defendant,  in  vincu/is,  as  a  criminal  and  malefactor, 
[72]  shall  have  to  answer  for  his  deeds  and  in  case  the  court 
here,  contrary  to  the  plaintiff's  rightful  expectations,  refuses  to 
do  justice  in  the  matter,  he  requests  that  the  defendant  may 
meanwhile  remain  in  vincufa's  until  the  river  is  open,  in  order  to 
be  sent  in  irons  to  the  Hon.  General  and  Council  of  New  Nether- 
land  at  the  Manathans  to  answer  there  before  their  honors  for 
his  crimes  if  he  can;  and  otherwise,  that  he  be  punished  here 
as  an  example  to  others,  justice  having  been  made  an  object  of 
derision,  as  far  as  it  lay  in  his  power.

The  defendant  is  ordered  by  this  court  not  to  leave  this  juris- 
diction without  having  satisfied  the  plaintiff,  either  by  paying 
him,  or  by  giving  good  security.  Furthermore,  the  defendant 
is  condemned  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit,  provided  that  the 
plaintiff  shall  advance  the  money  and  have  a  claim  on  the 
defendant  for  the  return  and  restitution  thereof.  And  in  case 
the  plaintiff  swears  that  according  to  his  book  he  is  entitled  to 
the  entire  amount  aforesaid,  the  defendant  shall  have  to  pay 
and  satisfy  the  plaintiff. 

It  is  decided  and  resolved  to  have  the  court  messenger  sum- 
mon Jan  Barentsz  Wemp  [75]  to  appear  on  the  next  court 
day,  provided  that  he,  Wemp,  bring  with  him  the  order  he  may 
have  from  the  Hon.  General  as  to  inclosing  the  lot  next  to  that 
of  Gysbert  Comelisz,  deceased. 
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Propositions  made  this  day  by  Stick  Stiggery  and  odien 
in  the  name  and  on  the  part  of  the  Maquas 

First,  that  this  court  would  write  to  the  French  authorities  in 
Canada  that  the  peace  concluded  between  the  Maquas  and  the 
aforesaid  French  was  agreeable  to  us  and  that  wc  or  Ac 
Christians  were  well  pleased  with  it.  To  which  was  answered. 
Yes,  and  that  at  the  first  opportunity  we  should  communicate 
the  matter  to  the  Hon.  General. 

The  Maquas  further  requested  that  this  court  would  write 
to  the  French  nation  diere  that  in  case  they  had  any  difficulties 
and  again  got  involved  in  war  with  the  French  savages,  that  the 
French  should  keep  out  of  it.  Whereupon  the  Maquas  were 
given  for  answer  that  this  would  be  written  by  this  court  alone. 

Which  propositions  and  answers  were  made  in  the  presence 
of  two  French  delegates,  whereupon  it  was  resolved  to  send  the 
following  letters  in  French  or  Latin  to  Mess"  de  Loison  and 
Boucher,  the  contents  of  which  are  as  follows: 


To  Mons'  Johan  de  Loison,***  governor  in  Quebec  and  Pierre 
Boucher,  commander  on  the  three  rivers. 

To  Mons'  Loison 
Honorable,  etc. 

We  have  duly  received  your  honor*s  agreeable  letter  of  Ac 
19th  of  the  past  month  of  November  and  learned  both  from 
this  letter  and  the  report  made  by  the  two  Frenchmen  who  were 
sent  to  us  and  some  Maquas  Indians  of  the  treaty  of  peace  made 
between  your  honor's  nation  and  the  Maquas,  in  which  we 
rejoice  not  a  little  with  your  honor,  seeing  that  this  sad  war  has 
to  our  deep  sorrow  been  carried  on  for  so  long  between  [76] 
your  honor  and  the  said  Indians,  which  we  should  have  liked 
to  have  ended  sooner,  but  which  it  seems  could  not  be  brought 

^^  Jean  de  Lauson,  governor  of  Canada,  1651-56. 
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about  We»  on  our  side,  hope  that  the  same  may  continue  for 
a  long  time,  for  the  best  of  your  honor  and  ourselves.  On  our 
side  we  have  never  failed  to  ransom  the  Christian  prisoners  of 
your  nation  out  of  the  hands  of  these  cruel  people,  as  far  as  it 
was  possible,  which  by  nature  and  God*s  command  we  found 
it  our  duty  to  do  and  which  we  therefore  did  gladly,  even  at  a 
considerable  sacrifice  and  expense  to  the  community  here,  as 
your  honor  can  readily  understand  yourself.  This  nation  of 
the  Maquas  has  even  this  day  promised  us  that  as  far  as  it  is  in 
their  power  they  will  observe  and  carry  out  the  [terms  of  J  peace 
concluded  [with  them]  and  they  have  requested  us  to  ask  your 
honor  that  the  same  might  be  done  on  your  side,  which  we  doubt 
not,  provided  there  be  no  shortcoming  on  their  side. 

Furthermore,  if  they,  the  Maquas,  should  become  involved 
In  any  war  or  trouble  with  your  honor's  savages,  they  request 
that  your  honor  and  your  honor's  nation  would  not  interfere, 
which  we  could  not  do  otherwise  than  promise  them  [to  write] 
and  which  we  therefore  do  hereby,  and  which  we  shall  also  at 
the  first  opportunity  communicate  by  letter  to  the  Hon.  General, 
at  the  Manathans. 

On  our  part  we  shall  not  fail  to  make  every  effort  in  our 
power  to  keep  the  Maquas  disposed  to  continue  the  recently 
concluded  peace,  much  innocent  Christian  blood  of  this  nation 
having  been  shed  to  our  great  sorrow.  We  doubt  not  of  your 
honor's  good  disposition  and  earnest  inclinations  toward  us,  such 
as  we,  by  reason  of  the  close  alliance  between  our  re^ective 
principals,  also  bear  toward  your  honor  and  your  nation  and 
which  on  all  occasions  that  may  arise,  as  has  been  shown  here- 
tofore and  as  behooves  close  allies,  [77]  shall  not  be  lacking 
on  our  part.  Meanwhile,  after  greetings,  we  commend  your 
honor  and  all  the  good  friends  there  to  [the  protection  of]  God. 

Canaqueese,  the  bearer  hereof,  a  savage  who  is  much  beloved 
by  the  Maquas,  has  requested  of  us  a  letter  of  reconunendation 
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to  your  honor,  in  order  that  he  may  be  well  treated  diere  and 
be  allowed  to  go  and  come  freely,  which  we  request  hereby. 

Depending  thereon,  we  remain. 

Your  honor*8  willing  servants,  the  president  and 
magistrates  of  the  court  of  Fort  Orange  and 
Beverwyck.

This  court  having  been  reliably  informed  that  the  Rev. 
Domine  Gidioni  Schaets,  at  the  close  of  the  morning  service,  has 
announced  from  the  pulpit  that  whoever  had  any  charges  to 
bring  against  the  person  of  Brant  van  Slichtenhorst  must  do  so 
at  once,  on  pain  of  forever  after  keeping  silent,  it  is  after  careful 
examination  of  the  matter  decided  by  this  court  to  draw  up  a 
protest  against  it  in  writing  and  to  have  the  commissary  serve  it 
orally  at  the  close  of  the  afternoon  service,  so  as  to  be  heard  by 
the  entire  congregation,  as  follows: 

Cry  by  the  commissary: 

Hear  Ye,  good  inhabitants  of  Fort  Orange  and  Beverwyck 
and  all  others  who  belong  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  samel 

I,  Joannes  Dyckman,  commissary  and  vice  director  of  Fort 
Orange  in  the  service  of  the  honorable  West  India  Company, 
together  with  my  associate  councilors  or  magistrates  of  the  court 
of  the  aforesaid  Fort  Orange  and  Beverwyck,  in  the  name  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Honorable  Company  aforesaid  and  the  Honor- 
able Director  General  Peter  Stuyvesant  and  the  Honorable 
Council  of  New  Netherland,  representing  the  supreme  govern- 
ment of  this  country,  are  constrained  to  protest  publicly  in  this 
place  where  it  is  customary  to  hold  divme  service,  although  dis- 
liking to  do  so,  seeing  that  this  place  is  not  intended  for  the 
administration  of  justice,  but  only  to  be  used  for  divme  service. 

The  fact  is,  however,  [87]  that  it  has  come  to  the  attention 
of  the  commissary  and  the  magistrates  aforesaid  —  some  of 
whom  have  even  heard  it  themselves  and  therefore  have  certain 
knowledge  thereof  —  that  this  forenoon,  at  the  close  of  the 
morning  service,  it  has  pleased  the  Rev.  Domine  Gidioni  Schaets, 
contrary  to  the  order  and  opinion  of  this  court  and  without  its 
previous  consent,  to  announce  publicly  from  the  pulpit  that  who- 
ever had  any  charges  to  bring  against  Brant  van  Slichtenhorst, 
the  former  director  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck,  must  do 
so  forthwith,  or  hereafter  remain  silent 
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Considering  that  the  said  Slichtenhorst  has  three  times,  or  on 
three  distinct  court  days,  in  April  1652,  by  several  inhabitants 
of  this  place  been  legally  cited  to  appear  before  the  Hon.  Director 
General  and  Council  of  Netherland  to  answer  their  complaints, 
presented  in  this  fort  in  the  form  of  petitions  or  otherwise,  and 
on  his  third  failure  to  appear  been  declared  completely  in  default, 
notwithstanding  due  opportunity  was  afforded  him  to  obtain  right 
and  justice,  the  same  as  every  one  else,  upon  presentaticMi  of 
proper  proof  in  the  matter —  which  would  not  have  been  refused 
him,  Slichtenhorst,  if  he  had  appeared  —  the  court  of  the  afore- 
said fort,  and  hence  also  of  this  place,  feel  that  they  can  not  sit 
idly  by,  but  must  notify  this  good  community  that  in  case  he, 
Slichtenhorst,  should  make  any  further  announcements  (however, 
not  there,  which  is  judged  improper,  but  rather  by  or  before  the 
judge  or  judges),  the  honorable  magistrates  of  this  court  forbid 
all  good  inhabitants  aforesaid,  in  spite  of  the  announcement  which 
has  been  made  that  all  charges  against  his  person  must  be  brought 
before  the  court  of  the  colony,  [88]  to  do  so,  or  to  comply 
therewith,  as  it  is  considered  illegal,  since  he  can  not  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  that  bench  of  justice,  but  only  before 
the  court  of  this  place  and  the  plaintiffs*  own  competent  judges. 

As  what  has  been  done  or  occurred  herein  and  all  similar 
practices  are  not  only  prejudicial  to  the  Hon.  Company  and  the 
good  inhabitants  aforesaid,  but,  as  is  claimed  and  presumable  in 
such  cases  and  by  such  means,  also  tend  to  make  the  good 
inhabitants  disobedient  and  rebellious  to  their  lawful  superiors, 
this  will  serve  therefore  to  inform  every  one  that,  pursuant  to 
the  orders  issued  by  the  supreme  government  and  the  proper 
authorities  aforesaid,  the  honorable  magistrates  of  this  court  pro- 
hibit such  announcement,  or  announcements,  from  being  made 
in  the  future,  under  [threat  of]  calling  [the  offender]  further 
to  account  and  [subjecting  him  to]  heavy  penalties,  the  honor- 
able court  declaring  hereby  the  announcement  which  has  been 
made  to  be  re  infacta^  or  null  and  void,  and  forbidding  similar 
announcements  from  being  made  hereafter.

The  defendant  admits  that  he  was  paid  in  full  to  his  satisfac- 
tion according  to  the  contract  of  sale  and  that  the  ground  brief 
was  also  handed  and  delivered  by  him  to  the  deceased  ^^  at  the 
Manathans,  to  be  entered  in  this  record  [90]  because  he 
promised  to  free  the  purchaser  from  all  further  claims  in  regard 
to  the  aforesaid  house  and  lot  foi  a  year  and  a  day,  according 
to  law;  persisting  once  more  that  he  delivered  the  ground  brief 
to  Gysbert  Cornelisz,  deceased,  at  the  Manathans,  which  is 
entered  here  by  way  of  memorandum  to  serve  the  purchaser  and 
plaintiff  in  the  future  in  the  stead  of  a  proper  deed  and  convey- 
ance, until  such  time  as  it  shall  be  convenient  [to  execute  the 
latter] . 

Claes  Gerritsz,  appearing  before  the  court,  requests  permis- 
sion to  have  a  lot  in  Beverwyck  to  build  thereon  a  house  and  in 
addition  a  garden  for  his  use.

The  honorable  treasurers,  Abraham  Staets  and  Sander  Leen- 
dertsen,  having  appeared  before  the  meeting,  declare  that  they 
have  gone  the  rounds  to  collect  the  fifteen  guilders  ordered  to 
be  assessed  on  each  house  for  the  completion  of  the  bridges  in

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Beverwyck,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Hon.  General  and  this 
court,  but  that  they  did  not  succeed  very  well.  It  is  resolved 
thereupon  to  have  the  followmg  notice  posted  immediately  in 
three  suitable  places.     [The  notice]  reads  as  follows: 

The  honorable  magistrates  of  this  court  order  all  burghers 
and  inhabitants  belonging  to  this  jurisdiction  who  have  any  house 
or  houses  standing  in  and  therefore  belonging  to  this  jurisdiction 
to  pay  within  fifteen  days  from  this  date  fifteen  guilders  to  the 
appointed  honorable  treasurers,  Abraham  Staets  and  Sander 
Leendertsen,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Hon.  Director  Gen- 
eral and  this  court,  for  the  building  of  the  bridges  contracted  for 
in  the  village  of  Beverwyck  and  to  defray  other  expenses  already 
incurred  or  still  to  be  incurred.

Inclosed  herewith  are  authentic  copies  of  the  terms  of  sale 
of  the  house  of  Merten  Herpertsz,  mason,  and  the  subsequent 
resolution  passed  at  the  request  of  the  purchaser,  on  account  of 
the  digging  of  a  hole  for  a  well  or  a  cellar  in  the  purchased 
lot,  together  with  a  memorandum  for  your  honors  in  case  Mon- 
sieur de  Hulter  should  make  any  further  request  there  to  remain 
in  the  house  that  was  sold  as  lessee  during  the  term  of  the  lease, 
in  which  [copies]  we  hope  you  will  find  sufficient  arguments  and 
reasons  against  the  frivolous  contentions  of  Monsieur  de  Hulter 
aforesaid,  trusting  further  to  what  your  honors  in  such  case  may 
be  pleased  and  able  to  advance  in  support  thereof. 

Herewith  go  also  the  measurements  of  the  lot  of  Sander 
Leendertsen,  showing  how  much  was  granted  to  him  and  how 
much  he  has  inclosed  with  posts  contrary  to  orders,  which  per-* 
son,  being  on  that  account  by  order  of  the  officer  legally  sum-* 
moned  to  appear  before  the  court,  declared  yesterday  that  the 
addition  to  his  lot  is  not  mentioned  in  his  ground  brief,  but  was 
promised  to  him,  so  that  your  honors  will  be  pleased  to  make 
further  bquiry  about  it  As  far  as  we  can  judge,  Sander  Leen- 
dertsen has  done  this  on  his  own  authority ;  if  so,  the  officer  here 
will  have  to  institute  proceedings  against  him  to  prove  his  title. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  should  like  to  see  this  place  [101] 
[disposed  of]  as  we  with  the  consent  of  the  Hon.  General 
decided,  namely,  to  have  Rutger  Jacobsz  and  Willem  Fredrixsz 
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build  a  good  horse  mill  on  it,  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  die 
burghers  here,  the  said  place  being  all  the  more  suitable  there- 
for because  it  is  close  to  the  kill  and  the  river,  so  that  it  is  con- 
venient to  convey  the  grain  to  and  from  it  by  water.  We  have 
thus  far  not  been  able  to  find  a  more  suitable  location  for  this 
necessary  structure.  Furthermore,  as  Herman  Bastiaensen  has 
sold  his  house  and  should  like  to  build  another  dwelling  house 
on  his  lot  on  the  first  kill,  also  toward  the  river  side,  so  far  from 
the  fort  that  it  will  obstruct  this  fort  very  little,  [we  hope]  that 
he  will  be  permitted  to  build,  as  he  must  have  a  place  to  live  m. 
Having  nothing  further  [to  communicate]  for  the  present*  we 
commend  your  honors,  with  our  greetings,  to  the  grace  of  God 
and  remain.

The  memorandum  follows : 

Memorandum  for  the  magistrates  Rutger  Jacobsz, 
Andries  Herbertsz  and  Comelis  Theunisz  van  West' 
broeck,  who  have  gone  to  the  Manathans. 

That  herewith  go  authentic  copies  of  the  conditions  of  sale 
of  the  house  of  Merten  Herpertsz,  mason,  and  the  resolutioD 
passed  at  the  request  of  the  purchaser  concerning  the  digging  of 
a  hole  for  a  cellar  or  a  well  in  the  lot  sold  next  to  the  aforesaid 
house. 

Which  memorandum  is  intended  to  serve  their  honors  at  die 
Manathans  if  necessary  in  case  Monsieur  de  Hulter  should  make 
there  any  further  request  to  remain  in  the  aforesaid  house  accord- 
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ing  to  the  lease  drawn  up  between  the  aforesaid  mason  and 
de  Hulter. 

First*  that  he,  the  mason,  had  no  right  to  lease  the  said  house 
in  this  manner,  because  various  judgments  against  him,  upon 
evidence  of  debt,  had  been  given  by  this  court  before  he  leased 
the  aforesaid  house,  to  wit,  that  [\62]  he  must  make  payment 
to  his  creditors  within  six  weeks,  according  to  the  aforesaid  judg* 
ments,  on  pain  of  execution. 

That  he  being  unable  to  satisfy  his  creditors  within  the  afore- 
said time,  [the  court]  was  forced  to  proceed  to  execution. 

That  the  sale,  havmg  been  made  by  the  court,  necessarily 
breaks  the  lease,  as  he  had  no  right  to  grant  it 

It  being  the  accepted  rule  in  such  cases  that  sale  breaks  the 
lease,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  fatherland  and  that 
although  this  is  not  stipulated  in  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  lease 
becomes  void  of  itself,  notwithstanding  ordinarily  the  amount 
of  the  rent  and  the  period  of  the  lease  are  specified,  which  is 
done  only  to  make  the  houses  and  real  estate  bring  higher  prices 
and  which  has  also  been  the  sole  aim  of  this  court  in  stipulating 
that  the  first  payment  must  be  made  on  the  first  of  May  next. 

In  the  fatherland  delivery  takes  place  on  payment  of  the  first 
term,  being  the  day  on  which  the  leases  of  houses  usually  begin. 

No  one  may  lease  his  real  estate  for  a  year  and  a  day  whose 
affairs  are  in  a  shaky  condition  and  whose  creditors  have  already 
secured  several  judgments  against  him; 

For  in  the  fatherland  all  leases  in  such  case  are  void  when 
the  first  payment  is  made. 

Even  the  insolvent  person,  if  he  lives  in  one  of  his  houses, 
must  vacate  the  same  when  the  first  payment  is  made ; 

For  otherwise  the  insolvent  person  would  allow  himself  as 
much  time  to  live  therein  as  he  pleased,  which  is  not  permitted 
by  the  courts  in  Holland,  as  may  be  seen  by  thousands  of  cases, 
but  must  vacate  at  the  time  stated. 

Furthermore,  a  mortgage  on  the  aforesaid  house  for  a  year 
and  a  day  has  been  granted  and  executed  with  the  knowledge 
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and  at  the  request  of  the  lessor,  which  contains  that  the  afore* 
said  house  is  specially  mortgaged  to  Jan  Jansz  from  Gottenburgh, 
to  be  sold  by  him  when  he  pleases  [103]  and  whereas  the  pur- 
chaser has  furthermore  offered  instead  of  the  first  pajrment  only 
to  pay  the  full  amount  upon  delivery,  it  would  be  a  great  loss 
and  detriment  to  the  genera)  creditors  to  whom  larger  or  smaller 
amounts  are  due  if,  on  account  of  this  lease,  they  would  have 
to  wait  a  year  and  a  day  before  being  paid  and  thereby  be 
deprived  of  considerable  interest; 

For  the  net  interest  per  year,  as  calculated  in  this  country, 
on  the  purchase  price  of  the  aforesaid  house,  plus  the  cost  of 
necessary  repairs  to  be  made,  will  far  exceed  the  stipulated  rent 
paid  by  the  lessee. 

Furthermore,  it  is  expressly  stipulated  in  the  terms  of  sale 
that  the  honorable  court  sells  everything  as  it  is,  without  either 
the  purchaser  or  the  lessee  having  the  right  to  raise  any  questions, 
from  whatever  cause  it  may  be. 

And  whereas  Monsieur  de  Hulter  at  present  dwells  in  this 
jurisdiction  and  therefore  can  not  be  regarded  otherwise  dian 
as  a  subject  and  burgher  thereof,  it  is  surprising  that  without 
notifying  this  court  he  brings  further  suit  in  the  matter  there. 

If  he  denies  that  he  is  a  burgher  and  subject  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion, he  must  without  any  gainsay  depart  therefrom  according 
to  the  opinion  of  all  reasonable  minds; 

For  no  one  may  reside  therein,  not  only  in  this  but  m  all 
other  jurisdictions,  without  duly  respecting  and  obeying  the  gov- 
ernment and  courts  thereof. 

In  case  he  acknowledges  it,  it  is  surprising  that  he  ignores  his 
own  competent  judges  and  there  seeks  judicial  relief.

The  commissary,  plaintiff,  against  Jurriaen  Theunisz,  glazier 
and  innkeeper,  and  Claes  vande  Hooge  bergh,  on  account  of 
fighting  on  Shrove  Tuesday  at  the  house  of  Jurriaen  Theunisz, 

Jurriaen  Theunisz,  appearing,  declares  that  his  opponent  came 
into  his  house  drunk  and  beat  him,  thereby  committing  violence 
in  his  house. 

It  is  decided  to  have  the  parties  summoned  again  at  the  first 
opportunity. 

Abraham  Pietersz  Vosburgh  declares  that  having  some  time 
or  some  days  ago  been  called  upon  to  survey  the  lot  of  Dirck 
Bensingh  and  being  busy  therewith  and  things  not  going  as  he, 
Bensingh,  liked,  he  said  to  the  aforesaid  surveyor :  **  The  stake 
which  stands  there  is  more  trustworthy  than  you  are  and  if  you 
do  not  survey  according  to  the  stakes  which  stand  there,  you 
survey  falsely,*'  and  other  similar  remarks.  The  aforesaid  sur- 
veyor maintaining  that  the  above  written  statements  were  made, 
it  is  resolved  and  decided  to  have  the  said  Dirrick  Bensingh  and 
both  the  surveyors  summoned  again  to  appear  on  the  next  court 
day. 

The  commissary  aforesaid,  plaintiff,  against  Jochem  Becker 
and  Jacob  Willemsz  de  Wolff,  defendants,  on  account  of  fight- 
ing which  took  place  last  Saturday  evening  at  the  house  of  Jacob 
Willemsz. 

Jacob  Willemsz  declares  that  the  old  captain's  hens  sitting 
on  the  nest  to  lay,  they  were  chased  off  the  nest  by  Jochem 
Becker,  who  said  that  they  were  his  hens,  and  when  Jacob  said, 
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**  What  do  you  mean?  they  are  the  old  captain*8  h^is/*  Jochcm 
Becker  challenged  Jacob  Willemsz  to  come  outside  the  door. 
The  latter  not  coming,  he  ran  into  the  house  after  Jacob,  grabbed 
him  by  the  throat  or  neck  and  gave  him  a  sound  beating  besides, 
calling  him  an  old  dog,  without  the  deponent  having  hit  him 
in  return. 

The  old  captain,  Willem  Juriaensz,  being  summoned  by  die 
court,  declares  that  what  Jacob  testified  to  above,  happened  as 
he  said. 

[105]  Willem  Hoffmeyer  bemg  also  summoned  to  testify 
to  the  truth  in  regard  to  the  matter  aforesaid,  the  first  default 
is  entered  against  him,  but  it  is  decided  to  have  him  summoned 
again  to  appear  on  the  next  court  day. 

Jochem  Becker  declares  that  Jacob  returned  the  blows  and 
pulled  him  by  the  hair  and  called  him  a  dog  and  a  son  of  a 
bitch.    Resolved  to  summon  him  to  reappear  also. 

Jacob  from  Loosdrecht,  carpenter,  having  been  fighting  twice, 
once  at  the  house  of  Hendrick  Jochemsz  and  once  at  Pieter 
Bronck*s,  is  ordered  to  pay  to  the  officer  here  the  sum  of  ten 
guilders,  with  costs,  to  be  paid  immediately. 

Abraham  Crabaat,  for  having  last  Shrove  Tuesday  walked 
along  the  street  in  woman's  clothes,  is,  although  it  is  the  first 
time  and  he  offers  the  excuse  that  he  did  not  know  that  he  was 
doing  wrong,  condemned  to  pay  a  fine  of  six  guilders  for  die 
benefit  of  the  poor,  with  costs,  to  be  paid  immediately,  provided 
that  if  he,  Crabaat,  or  any  one  else  should  hereafter  undertake 
to  do  this  again,  he  shall  be  arbitrarily  punished  as  an  example 
to  others. 

Albert  Gerritsz,  plaintiff,  against  Rut  Arentsz,  tailor,  defend- 
ant,  for  fl.76:-  in  seawan  and  fl.32  in  beavers,  which  defendant 
owes  plaintiff  for  wages  earned  and  other  things. 

The  court  having  heard  the  arguments  on  both  sides,  coo- 
demn  the  defendant  to  satisfy  and  pay  the  plaintiff  what  is  here- 
inbefore written  within  the  space  of  twenty-four  hours,  on  pam 
of  peremptory  execution. 
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Jan  Labade,  plaindtf*  against  Jochem  Becker*  defendant, 
about  some  dispute  concerning  their  respective  lots.  Resolved 
that  this  court  itself  will  this  afternoon  make  an  inspection  in 
order  to  be  able  to  render  a  proper  decision  and  to  setde  their 
dispute  in  accordance  with  the  merits  of  the  case. 

[  1 06]  Thomas  Sandertsen,  smith,  appearing  before  the  court, 
declares  his  inability  to  pay  the  assessment  of  fifteen  guilders  on 
each  house,  nevertheless  expressing  his  willingness  in  the  matter. 

The  court  having  heard  his  reasons  for  being  excused,  accepts 
diem  in  so  far  that  instead  of  fifteen  guilders,  he  will  have  to 
pay  only  five  guilders,  once,  to  the  treasurer,  being  thereby  for 
this  time  excused  from  making  further  payments,  without  any 
precedent  being  established  thereby. 

The  court  having  seen  and  examined  what  the  commissary 
ex  officio  as  plaintiff  has  exhibited  in  writing  against  the  delin- 
quent, Jacob  Jansz  StoU,  order  the  defendant  aforesaid  to  pre- 
sent his  written  answer  thereto  promptly  on  the  next  court  day, 
on  pain,  etc. 

The  schout  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck  having  come 
into  court  has  delivered  the  following  writing: 

To  the  Honorable  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Fort 
Orange  and  Beverwyck 

As  officer  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck,  I  respectfully 
petition  your  honors  aforesaid  as  follows:  Whereas  it  has 
pleased  the  Hon.  Joannes  Dyckman  some  time  ago,  at  the  house 
of  the  lord  patroon,  at  the  close  of  divine  service  in  the  after- 
noon, to  read  publicly  to  the  congregation  a  protest  concerning 
the  announcement  of  the  departure  of  Brant  van  Slichtenhorst, 
formerly  director  of  the  aforesaid  colony,  and  it  is  [but]  just 
that  one  should  have  positive  knowledge,  which  one  can  not 
gather  from  hearsay  alone,  according  to  all  [legal]  customs, 
therefore,  in  my  official  capacity  aforesaid,  I  request  that  an 
authentic  copy  of  the  aforesaid  protest  which  was  read  may  be 
exhibited  and  delivered  to  me,  in  order  that  I  may  know  the 
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matter  itself  and  the  foundation  thereof,  whereupcm  I  expect 
your  honors*  apostil  and  consent  to  be  written  in  the  margm 
hereof.  Underneath  was  written.  Your  honors*  willing  servant, 
and  was  signed,  Gerrit  Swart,  officer.  Done  this  3d  of  March 
A""  1654,  at  the  house  of  the  lord  patroon  of  the  aforesaid 
colony. 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved  to  make  the  following  apostfl: 

The  Honorable  Schout  and  officer  of  the  colony  of  Rensse- 
laerswyck  having  come  into  court,  [107]  has  delivered  a  cer- 
tain writing  whereby  a  copy  is  requested  of  the  protest  against 
the  reading  or  announcement  made  from  the  pulpit  in  regard 
to  the  affairs  of  Brant  van  Slichtenhorst,  the  former  director  of 
the  aforesaid  colony,  served  by  Conunissary  Dyckman  by  order 
of  this  court  on  the  25th  of  January  last  in  the  church  in  the 
hearing  of  the  congregation  who  were  present.  It  states  among 
other  things  that  it  is  just  that  one  should  have  positive  knowledge 
which  one  can  not  gather  from  hearsay,  according  to  all  [legal] 
customs,  and  requests  that  an  authentic  copy  of  the  aforesaid  pro- 
test may  be  exhibited  and  delivered  to  him,  in  order  that  he 
may  know  the  matter  itself  and  the  foundation  thereof  and  that 
an  apostil  may  be  entered  on  his  petition.  This  serves  therefore 
to  state  that  the  court  in  so  far  does  not  judge  his  request  unjust 
and  therefore  shall  furnish  him  with  an  authentic  copy,  subject 
only  to  this  condition  that  his  honor  shall  first  or  at  the  same 
time  deliver  to  this  court  in  exchange  a  copy  of  what  that  fore- 
noon was  proclaimed  in  the  matter  by  the  Reverend  Domine 
Gidiony  Schaets,  such  being  in  accordance  with  all  legal  cus- 
tom. This  court  is  unable  to  see  that  it  is  otherwise  bound 
to  do  so  and  therefore  also  intends  not  to  send  the  protest  to 
his  honor  or  whoever  else  may  demand  the  same  in  such  a  man- 
ner, which  is  deemed  impudent,  unless  it  receives  beforehand 
what  was  read  from  [the  pulpit].  Otherwise,  it  intends  to  delay 
the  same  until  the  arrival  of  the  Honorable  Director  General, 
who  according  to  his  honor*s  letter  meanwhile  received  we  expect 
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at  the  first  opportunity  and  to  whose  wise  judgment  we  shall 
gladly  defer  the  matter,  considering  it  without  reason  that  in  case 
the  proclamation  is  refused  us,  this  court  should  be  bound  to  send 
and  furnish  the  protest  to  their  honors  of  the  colony,  but  being 
ready  and  willing,  if  the  proclamation  is  delivered  to  this  court, 
immediately  to  remit  a  copy  as  aforesaid  of  the  protest  to  the 
officer  aforesaid,  or  whoever  may  ask  for  the  same  in  the  name 
of  the  colony.

Herman  Bastiaensen,  plaintiff,  against  Pieter  Adriaensen  Soo 
Gemackelyck,  defendant,  for  fl.750:-  for  wages  earned  by  him. 
of  which  fl.150:-,  or  thereabouts,  are  alleged  to  have  been 
paid.  The  plaintiff  demands  payment  of  the  entire  amount,  not- 
withstanding the  defendant  says  that  the  contract  made  between 
them,  which  is  exhibited,  is  not  yet  fully  carried  out,  he  being 
willing  to  pay  the  first  five  hundred  guilders  and  the  balance  af 
soon  as  the  work  is  finished  according  to  the  contract. 

The  court,  having  heard  the  arguments  and  debates  on  both 
sides,  orders  and  adjudges  that  the  defendant  shall  remain  id 
custody  until  the  work  shall  have  been  inspected  by  two  impar- 
tial carpenters  and  that  after  they  have  made  their  report  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  go  home  on  bail.

Herman  Bastiaensen,  carpenter,  plaintiff,  against  Pieter 
Adriaensen  Soo  Gemackelyck,  defendant,  about  a  certain  dis- 
pute brought  before  the  court  on  Friday  last  about  wages  earned 
in  building  the  house  of  the  aforesaid  Gemackelyck. 

The  court  having  heard  the  debates  and  arguments  on  both 
sides  and  having  also  examined  the  written  report  of  the  two 
impartial  carpenters  appointed  last  Friday  to  inspect  the  work, 
order  and  adjudge  that  the  plaintiff  must  still  make  in  the  afore- 
ssdd  house  a  Bol  Cos^n^  tongue  and  groove  and  make  tight  the 
ceilings,  and  hang  the  doors  and  windows.  As  to  the  one  gable, 
which  has  not  been  tongued  and  grooved  and  planed  according 
to  the  contract,  but  nailed  down,  the  board  overlapping  one 
another,  this  shall  remain  thus  as  an  offset  against  the  extra  work 
that  has  been  done  according  to  the  written  report.  The  court 
further  condemn  the  plaintiff  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit  and 
order  the  defendant,  as  soon  as  the  aforesaid  work  shall  have 
been  done,  promptly  to  pay  the  stipulated  wages. 

Resolved  to  draw  an  order  on  the  honorable  treasurers  here 
in  favor  of  the  carpenter,  Abraham  Pietersz  Vosburgh,  in  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  guilders  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
which  he  has  asked  for  making  the  two  bridges  here  in 
Beverwyck. 

The  court  of  Fort  Orange  and  Beverwyck  on  the  safe  arrival 
here  of  the  Hon.  Director  General  and  the  Hon.  Nicasius  Sille, 
have  deemed  it  necessary  and  proper  to  submit  to  their  honors 
the  following  request,  which  was  this  day  delivered  to  their 
honors :

That  this  court,  [110]  from  experience,  for  reasons  herein- 
after stated,  can  (subject  to  correction)  come  to  no  other  con- 
clusion than  that  they  are  forced  to  request  that  the  bench  of 
Justice  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck,  which  until  now  has 
been  allowed  to  continue  in  the  place  where  it  was  accustcHned 
to  meet,  may  be  removed  and  ordered  to  [hold  court]  outside 
of  this  jurisdiction  or  the  established  limits. 

For  it  is  evident  that  they  have  caused  the  minister,  Gidion 
Schaets,  to  announce  and  serve  public  notice  in  the  churdi  stand* 
ing  in  this  jurisdiction  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  this  as  well  of 
their  jurisdiction  who  had  any  charges  to  bring  against  the  per- 
son of  Brant  van  Slichtenhorst  must  make  them  known  and 
plead  before  their  bench  of  justice,  on  pain  of  keeping  for  ever 
silent,  and  that  without  regard  of  persons,  whoever  they  might 
be,  which  can  not  be  understood  otherwise  as  to  include  also 
(with  all  due  respect)  your  honors  and  the  respective  members 
of  this  court. 

How  impudent  this  is,  your  honors  can  [readily  see] ,  it  being 
contrary  to  your  honors*  express  written  orders  and  command 
given  almost  two  years  ago  to  those  of  die  colony,  when  this 
bench  of  justice  was  erected  and  established,  we  on  our  side, 
according  to  our  bounden  duty,  having  never  attempted  to  treat 
the  court  of  the  colony  in  any  other  than  a  friendly  way,  saving 
the  privileges  of  each,  nor  sought  to  be  with  the  court  of  die 
colony  aforesaid  on  any  other  terms  than  those  of  love  and 
friendship,  the  two  jurisdictions  mutually  respecting  each  other's 
rights. 

[Praying  therefore.]  that  it  may  be  ordered  and  decreed  diat 
all  persons  residing  in  this  jurisdiction  may  (saving  the  right  of 
appeal)  be  summoned  only  before  this  bench  of  justice,  without 
regard  of  persons. 

And  v/hereas  those  of  die  colony  judge  [otherwise,  that]  aD, 
or  such  as  have  taken  the  oath  to  the  patroon,  who  at  present 
reside  in  this  jurisdiction  and  who  intend  to  remain  there,  may 
be  ordered,  whenever  the  occasion  may  require  it,  to  plead  their 
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causes  before  this  bench  and  to  stand  trial  here,  after  being 
legally  cited  or  otherwise  summoned  to  appear,  if  need  be. 

That  the  same,  when  residing  in  this  jurisdicticm,  [HI]  may 
also  be  bound  to  take  the  common  burgher  oath,  or  in  case  of 
refusal  be  ordered  to  depart,  since  without  it  they  can  not  be 
deemed  or  adjudged  otherwise  than  in  contempt.  An  example 
whereof  was  seen  by  this  court  in  the  person  of  Brant  van 
Slichtenhorst  who,  having  been  three  times  legally  cited  to  appear 
in  court  by  a  private  person  of  this  jurisdiction,  gave  for  answer 
that  this  court  had  no  jurisdiction  over  him,  as  he  had  taken  the 
oath  to  the  patroon. 

And  if  the  court  of  justice  of  the  colony  should  remain  where 
it  is,  this  can  only  tend  to  the  great  prejudice  of  this  court,  as 
they  daily  make  the  inhabitants  of  this  jurisdiction  believe  that 
there  is  to  be  a  change  and  that,  being  returned  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  patroon,  they  will  be  regarded  as  perjurers,  in  conso" 
quence  of  which  the  inhabitants  here  can  not  be  held  as  well  as 
they  should  to  their  bounden  duty  and  obedience,  but  become 
refractory  and  on  the  contrary  forget  the  respect  which  they  owe 
this  court. 

The  colony  extends  far  and  wide  and  between  the  farms 
established  by  the  patroon  there  are  still  many  lands  which  are 
not  yet  bought  or  occupied  by  the  patroon  or  his  subjects,  but 
are  cultivated  by  the  natives  themselves,  to  the  great  prejudice 
of  this  country;  for  the  savages  being  allowed  to  plant  them, 
they  imagine  after  a  time  that  they  belong  to  them  and  there- 
after  use  the  lands  as  their  own,  to  the  great  loss  and  detriment 
not  only  of  the  inhabitants,  but  also  of  the  land  itself,  which 
otherwise  might  be  bought,  paid  for  and  cultivated  by  the 
inhabitants,  to  the  great  convenience  of  themselves  and  conse- 
quently of  the  country.  It  is  therefore  requested  that  these  lands, 
which  have  not  yet  been  purchased  of  the  natives,  may  by  order 
of  your  honors  be  bought,  paid  for  and  occupied  and  cultivated 
by  the  private  inhabitants,  according  to  your  honor's  pleasure 
and  with  your  consent 
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As  on  the  8th  of  April  next  three  of  the  magistrates  will  have 
been  for  two  years  in  consecutive  service  and  the  term  which 
they  agreed  to  serve  will  therefore  expire  and  the  time  arrive  for 
others  to  take  their  places,  we  have  below  nominated  a  [112] 
double  number  of  five  persons,  from  whom  three  are  to  be  chosen 
by  your  honors  to  fill  the  vacancies.

Dyckman  and  the  magistrates  [113]  of  the  Court  of  Fort 
Orange  and  Beverwyck,  that  they,  the  petitioners,  find  by  exp>eri- 
ence  that  notwithstanding  the  placards  that  have  been  issued, 
whereby  all  tapsters  residing  in  this  jurisdiction  are  required  to 
pay  the  regular  and  appointed  tapsters*  excise  on  wine,  beer 
and  distilled  liquors  which  they  tap,  retail  or  sell,  in  such  way 
as  the  ordinance  provides,  the  wine,  beer  and  distilled  liquors 
are  not  entered  as  they  should  be,  but  that  much  smuggling  is 
going  on  and  that  the  burghers  here  have  to  pay  the  tax  put 
by  the  tapsters  on  the  aforesaid  liquors,  whether  diey  smuggle 
and  thereby  pay  no  excise,  or  not.  The  petitioners,  therefore, 
would  not  be  surprised  if,  in  order  to  prevent  the  smuggling  in 
die  future,  it  were  better  to  have  the  excise  on  beer,  wine  and 
distilled  liquors  publicly  farmed  out  to  the  highest  bidder,  and 
left  to  the  farmer  first  for  a  year  and  thereafter  for  longer, 
according  to  your  honors'  pleasure  and  decision,  provided  that 
die  tapsters  of  the  heavy  beer  and  wines,  before  they  are  allowed 
to  have  these  carried  or  brought  into  their  houses  or  cellars,  must 
obtain  from  the  appointed  collector,  or  farmer,  or  farmers,  of 
the  excise  a  proper  certificate  that  they  have  paid  the  excise,  and 
furthermore  that  every  burgher  must  also  get  a  similar  certificate 
from  the  collector  or  farmer  of  the  [excise  on]  beer,  wine  and 
distilled  liquors,  without  however  having  to  pay  any  excise,  but 
only  the  fee  for  writing  the  certificate,  under  the  penalty  to  be 
provided  by  your  honors. 

It  is  furthermore  to  be  considered  whether  in  the  future  those 
of  the  colony  ought  not  to  pay  the  established  tapsters*  excise 
as  well  as  the  tapsters  in  this  jurisdiction,  who  complain  that 
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they  sell  their  beer,  wine  and  distilled  liquors  as  cheap  as  diose 
of  the  colony*  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  they  must  pay  die 
excise  and  in  addition  must  do  guard  duty,  as  they  [114]  did 
last  year,  from  which  those  of  the  colony  are  exempt,  which 
they  consider  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  colony  as  well  as  to  this 
jurisdiction.  Also  that  they  are  bound,  together  with  the  other 
burghers  of  this  jurisdiction,  to  bear  the  extraordinary  charges 
for  the  maintenance  of  bridges,  etc.,  which  however  arc  used 
also  by  the  residents  of  the  colony,  yes,  even  had  to  help  build 
up  and  fortify  this  fort,  although  in  times  of  need  it  would 
serve  as  a  place  of  refuge  for  those  of  the  colony,  as  well  as  for 
themselves  and  other  burghers,  and  other  such  like  reasons. 

Upon  the  complaint  of  the  burghers  here,  the  petitioners  find 
and  have  daily  experienced  that  the  bakers  do  not  act  in  good 
faith  in  the  matter  of  baking  bread  for  the  burghers,  but  bolt 
the  flour  from  the  meal  and  sell  it  greatly  to  their  profit  to  the 
savages  for  the  baking  of  sweet  cake,  white  bread,  cookies  and 
pretzels,  so  that  the  burghers  must  buy  and  get  largely  bran  for 
their  money,  and  even  then  the  bread  is  frequently  found  to  be 
short  of  weight,  and  they  ask  one  guilders,  yes,  as  much  as  24 
stivers  for  such  poor  and  short-weight  baked  bread.  Which  die 
petitioners  in  the  interest  of  this  community  have  thought  it 
necessary  to  bring  to  your  honors*  attention,  in  order  that  in  die 
future  your  honors  may  provide  herein  as  you  shall  see  fit,  in 
the  interest  of  the  community  here  and  especially  of  the  plain 
and  common  people,  who  can  not  bake  themselves,  so  that  if 
this  continues  the  Christians  must  eat  the  bran  while  the  savages 
eat  the  flour;  [praying  therefore]  that  a  proper  weight  and  a 
price  for  the  sale  of  proper  bread  may  be  set 

Whereas  the  people  here,  at  Katskill,  Elsopus  and  elsewhere 
are  very  short  of  schepel  measures,  whether  whole,  half,  or  quar- 
ter schepels,  to  measure  grain  and  other  commodities,  your 
honors  are  requested  to  be  pleased  to  order  a  reasonable  quantity 
from  patria  to  supply  the  people  therewith  [115],  provided  diat 
every  one  who  receives  one  is  to  pay  for  it     Otherwise,  one 
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person  and  another  measuring  with  a  little  tub  or  keg*  great  dis- 
putes are  likely  to  be  caused  and  to  arise  among  the  people. 

Furthermore*  as  the  petitioners  are  often  compelled  to  take 
otf  time  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  this,  their  accepted  office,  to 
the  great  loss  and  detriment  of  themselves  and  the  public  service, 
they  request  your  honors  to  be  pleased  to  authorize  that  each 
of  the  magistrates  during  the  term  of  his  service  or  office  be  given 
a  yearly  salary  at  the  discretion  and  pleasure  of  your  honors, 
the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  excise,  die  general  or  other  funds. 

Expecting  hereupcm  your  honors*  favorable  apostil,  they  are 
and  will  remain.

there  and  in  such  way  as  they  shall  see  fit. 

It  is  decided  that  Goosen  Gerritsen  must  without  delay  move 
back  the  palisades  inclosing  his  lot  on  the  hill  [135]  as  far  as 
the  stakes  that  have  been  set  by  this  court  on  the  street  line, 
beside  the  palisades,  on  pain  of  incurring  the  penalty  to  be  pro- 
vided, without  prejudice  to  the  demands  of  the  officer. 
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Upon  the  request  of  Claes  from  Rotterdam  and  Oom 
that  they  may  each  obtain  a  lot  in  connection  with  the  gardens 
that  were  granted  to  them,  it  is  decided  to  adjourn  the  matter 
until  further  advice  from  the  Hon.  General  and  the  Supreme 
Council. 

Stoffel,  the  carpenter,  having  set  a  post  near  his  lot,  far  out- 
side of  the  Ime,  in  the  common  road,  to  begin  inclosing  his  lot 
from  that  point,  it  is  ordered  that  the  aforesaid  Stotfel  must 
remove  said  post  and  the  Hon.  Magistrates  Jacob  Schermer- 
horen  and  Pieter  Hertgerts  are  appointed  to  stake  out  the  proper 
line  and  to  do  or  cause  to  be  done  whatever  is  required.

A  petition  having  been  read  of  Andries  de  Vos  and  Abraham 
Pietersen  Vosburgh,  demanding  proof  of  the  term  **  delinquent " 
in  the  order  issued  on  the  statement  of  the  offenses  committed  by 
Abraham  Pietersen  Vosburgh,  filed  in  writing  by  the  commissary 
and  officer,  it  is  decided  to  make  an  apostil  thereon,  as  follows: 

Whereas  the  Honorable  Court  ordered  the  defendant  by 
Tuesday,  being  the  next  court  day,  to  present  his  written  rejoinder 
to  a  certain  replication  filed  by  the  commissary  and  officer 
regarding  the  offenses  committed  by  the  defendant,  which  replica- 
tion was  sent  to  him  by  the  court  messenger  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  defendant  and  his  wife  presented  by  the  court  messenger 
to  the  defendant's  attorney,  the  aforesaid  court  messenger  has 
in  a  written  return  made  to  this  court  set  forth  that  he  received 
from  the  defendant's  attorney  the  statement  that  the  defendant's 
attorney,  Andryes  de  Vos,  was  not  inclined  to  receive  any  writs 
of  the  court  until  the  charge  of  being  a  delinquent  had  been 
proved  to  the  defendant  by  the  officer  and  that  the  aforesaid 
attorney  had  received  instructions  to  that  effect  from  the 
defendant  before  his  departure.  Whereupon  the  court  has  con- 
cluded to  order  the  aforesaid  replication  to  be  sent  once  more 
to  the  defendant's  house,  with  the  express  command  that  he 
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must  strictly  observe  and  comply  with  the  order  thereon  issued 
by  this  court,  the  defendant,  or  his  attorney,  being  further 
ordered  once  more  [146],  as  they  are  hereby,  that  they,  or 
either  of  them,  must  next  Tuesday,  without  delay,  appear  before

they  were  not  only  busy  repairing  the  old  works,  but  also  obliged 
to  begin  some  new  ones.    Complaining  of  the  scarcity  of  money 
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in  the  treasury,  he  requests  that  the  most  prosperous  of  die 
burghers  here  lend  a  helping  hand  and  that  this  court  would  be 
pleased  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  money,  on  condition  that  it  be 
returned  within  a  year,  either  m  duties,  or  otherwise,  for  which 
his  honor  and  the  honorable  councilors  offer  their  pers<»s  and 
property  as  security. 

After  careful  ccmsideration  of  die  matter,  this  court  has 
decided  to  summon  the  most  prosperous  and  loyal  citizens  and 
to  communicate  the  matter  to  them,  with  the  recommendation 
that  they  assist  die  Honorable  General  in  this  great  emergency, 
who,  having  been  summoned  one  by  one  and  appeared  in  court, 
have  signed  for  the  following  amounts,  which  they  have  agreed 
to  furnish  promptly  for  die  purpose  and  on  die  conditions  here- 
mbefore  written,  and  which  it  is  decided  to  send  at  once  by  At 
sloop  of  Jacob  Symontsz  Kl<mip,  in  company  of  two  other 
sloops,  which  are  lying  ready  to  sail  for  the  Manadians.  They 
have  contributed  and  signed  as  follows:

burgh,  on  pain,  etc.  Meanwhile  the  officer,  Dyckman,  has  not 
been  neglectful  but  offered  to  deliver  to  this  court  the  documents 
and  papers  which  he  can  produce  in  support  of  his  charges  against 
Abraham  Pietersz  Vosburgh  and  [requests]  that  die  replicaboD 
to  which  he  must  make  answer  be  again  sent  to  him  by  the 
court  messenger. 

Jochem  Becker,  being  summoned  by  the  commissary  and 
officer  to  appear  in  court  to  testify  whether  Elmerhuysen  KJcyn 
and  Gerrit  Slichtenhorst  did  not  sell  brandy  to  the  savages  and 
whether  he  did  not  have  certain  knowledge  thereof,  more  than 
the  common  rumor  and  complaint  thereof  among  the  burgben, 
has  declared  as  follows : 

That  about  two  months  ago,  the  exact  day  he  has  forgotteo. 
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he  saw  a  certain  savage  get  brandy  and  drink  it  at  the  house, 
who,  coming  out  of  their  house  drunk,  picked  iq[>  a  maul  lying 
near  the  house  of  Jan  van  Hoesem*s  farm  and  therewith  forcibly 
banged  open  the  door  of  his  house  and  thereupon  greatly 
molested  him  and  his  family.  Also,  that  when  he  banged  with 
the  maul  on  the  door,  the  dowels  came  out  of  the  casing  and 
that  he  committed  many  odier  outrages.  Furthermore,  that  after- 
wards a  Mahican,  commonly  called  **  Whoremaster,"  being 
there  in  the  house  drunk  and  wishing  to  pay  for  the  brandy  drunk 
in  the  house,  with  enough  money,  so  it  seemed,  was  given  a 
sound  thrashing  by  Elmerhuysen  and  Slichtenhorst,  and  on  com- 
ing out  of  the  house  made  a  good  deal  of  trouble  here  and  there. 

Jacob  Adriaensen,  wheelwright,  has  requested  that  the  attach- 
ment of  the  goods  of  Jacob  from  Loosdrecht  at  the  house  of 
Andries  Herperts,  might  be  declared  valid. 

The  same  is  declared  vaUd. 

[150]  Willem  Jansz  StoU  being  summoned  to  appear  in 
court  on  account  of  his  having  stabbed  Dirrick  Lammertsz,  this

Merten,  the  brewer,  on  account  of  various  excuses  offered 
by  him,  is,  mstead  of  the  flJ5:-  to  be  contributed  toward  the 
building  of  the  bridges  and  other  expenses,  ordered  to  contribute* 
promptly  fl.IO:- 

Neis,  or  Jacob  Adriaensz,  wheelwright,  plaintiff,  against 
Jacob  from  Loosdreght,  defendant,  about  claims  which  die 
plaintiff  alleges  he  has  against  the  defendant  on  account  of  his 
not  carrying  forward  and  finishing  the  work  undertaken  by  him. 

The  defendant  being  absent,  the  court  decides  that  the  plain- 
tiff may  have  the  defendant  simimoned  to  appear  on  the  next 
court  day.     Defendant's  first  default 
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Merten,  the  mason,  declares  that  he  owes  Hermanus  Hertosji 
no  more  than  ten  beavers,  or  fl.

After  mature  consideration  of  the  present  juncture  of  time, 
this  court  has  for  various  reasons  thought  it  necessary  to  call 
some  of  the  most  favorably  disposed  of  the  citizens  here  before 
the  court,  to  propose  to  them  the  necessity  and  the  reasons  which 
this  court  thinks  it  has  to  send  a  present  to  the  Maquas:  first 
because  the  savages,  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  merchandise, 
have  been  obliged  to  give  much  more  than  ordinarily  for  tbe 
goods  which  they  bought  by  the  measure.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  good  inhabitants  themselves  had  to  forego 
what  was  bought  out  of  their  own  much  needed  siq[>ply,  which 
was  the  cause  and  origin  of  the  high  cost  of  the  same.  How^ 
ever,  when  the  ships  come  here,  [it  is  proposed]  to  promise  them, 
according  to  the  circumstances,  to  let  them  have  the  goods 
cheaper,  on  the  old  basis. 

Secondly,  to  renew  the  old  alliance  and  friendship  between 
both  sides. 

Thirdly,  in  order  that  they  shall  in  die  future  not  loll  oar 
cattle,  as  has  happened  heretofore. 

Fourthly,  that  in  case  the  savages  should  again  make  some 
presents,  as  they  are  accustomed  to  do,  these  shall  be  divided 
among  the  [present]  givers,  or  their  order,  in  proporticm  to  die 
amoimt  contributed  by  them.

Whereupon  the  court,  taking  into  account 
the  present  dangerous  times,  condescend  to  do  so,  on  condition 
that  if  they  can  not  come  to  any  satisfactory  agreement,  the 
action  shall  remain  unabated.  On  the  side  of  the  commissary 
were  chosen  and  appointed  the  present  honorable  magistrates, 
and  on  the  defendant's  side  Rutger  Jacopsz  and  Goosen  Ger- 
ritsen,  whose  award  is  inserted  here  as  follows: 

Abraham  Pietersen  Vosburgh  and  his  attorney,  Andryes  de 
Vos,  having  this  morning  requested  in  court  that  the  matters  in 
dispute  pending  before  this  court  [as  to  offenses]  committed  by 
the  aforesaid  Vosburgh  and  his  wife,  in  actions,  words  or  deeds, 
may  be  settled  by  arbitrators,  it  b  by  way  of  compromise  agreed 
by  the  arbitrators  appointed  by  the  defendant  on  the  one  side 
and  those  appointed  by  the  honorable  court  on  the  other  side 
that  all  causes  of  action  and  claims  which  the  officer  may  to 
this  date  have  against  the  aforesaid  Vosburgh  shall  be  composed, 
annulled,  canceled  and  settled,  on  condition  that  the  officer 
shall  receive  from  the  aforesaid  Vosburgh  as  a  fine  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  guilders,  one  half  to  be  paid  prompdy 
within  six  weeks  and  the  other  half  within  six  weeks  thereafter. 
However,  the  aforesaid  Abraham  Pietersz  Vosburgh  is  to  remain 
deposed  from  his  office  of  surveyor.  Andryes  de  Vos  is  retain 
the  garden  inclosed  by  him,  but  the  lot  on  which  he  [158] 
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resides  and  which  he  enlarged  far  beyond  its  pr(q>er  limits,  con- 
trary to  the  order  of  this  court,  he  shall  reduce  m  size  according 
to  the  pleasure  of  this  court,  without  any  objection,  and  the 
whole  extent  of  the  garden  of  Luykas  Pietersz  shall  revert,  as 
it  does  hereby,  to  this  court.  Provided,  finally,  that  the  wife 
of  Abraham  Pietersz  Vosburgh  shall  come  and  appear  before 
this  court  and  declare  that  she  has  nothing  to  say  about  any  of 
the  members  but  what  is  honorable  and  of  good  repute.  For  the 
faithful  performance  hereof  signed  with  their  own  hands,  this 
15th  of  July  1654.

But  the  brewers  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  furnish  any  strong  beer  to  the  burghers  or  tapsters  until  a 
proper  certificate  from  the  farmer,  or  impost  master,  or  his  col- 
lector, is  shown  to  them,  on  pain,  etc.

Herman  Jansz  declares  that  he  also  climbed  throu^  die 
window  but  that,  contrary  to  the  declaration  of  Luykas  Pietersz, 
he  did  not  see  Marcelis  standing  before  the  window. 

Uidrick  Kleyn  declares  diat  he  heard  the  breaking  of  die 
wmdow  and  that  he  saw  them  break  in,  to  wit,  Luykas  Pietersz, 
Cortsz  and  Marceles,  whereupon  and  on  all  of  this  [evidence] 
it  is  decided  to  hold  die  persons  of  Cors  Boutsen,  Luykas  Pieter- 
sen  and  Herman  Jansz  in  custody  in  irons  until  further  order. 

Jacob  from  Loosdrecht  asks  for  a  lot.  Deferred  to  the  draw- 
ing of  lots. 

Joannes  van  Twiller  requests  permission  of  the  court  to  have 
a  door  leading  out  of  the  fort.  Decided  to  write  about  it  to  die 
Hon.  General  [  1 70]  and  to  submit  the  matter  to  his  wise  and 
superior  judgment.  Meanwhile,  the  court  is  of  opinion  that  for 
the  security  of  the  fort  it  would  be  better  and  more  suitable  if  he 
had  [a  door]  on  the  west  side,  within  the  fort.  However,  diqr 
leave  the  matter  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Hon.  General*

Moreover,  all  excuses  and  subterfuges  about  this  are  very 
illogical  for,  seeing  that  man  is  mortal,  it  would  be  full  of  danger 
for  them  to  depart  [without  being  married] ; 

First,  because,  although  it  may  be  argued  that  they  arc 
engaged,  this  is  neither  binding  [1 73]  nor  legal,  as  long  as  they 
are  not  united  in  marriage  in  the  customary  way.

Whereupon  the  honorable  court  have  decided  to  give  for 
answer  that  the  petitioner  was  not  unacquainted  with  the  fact 
that  he  was  not  allowed  to  export  any  strong  beer,  wine,  or 
distilled  liquors  out  of  this  jurisdiction  without  having  first 
secured  a  proper  certificate  from  the  impost  master.  Concerning 
which,  in  order  the  better  to  ccmvince  him  thereof,  he  is  hereby 
reminded  of  the  ordinances  of  the  Hon.  General  and  the  Suprme 
Council  published  and  posted  to  that  end  for  several  years  and 
at  different  times,  from  which  the  petitioner  had  sufficient  and 
definite  knowledge  on  the  subject  and  therefore  was  not  allowed 
to  do  so  on  pain  of  the  penalty  thereto  provided.  Aldiough  be 
maintains  that  the  beer  was  brewed  from  his  own  grain,  the

The  written  demand  and  conclusion  of  Joannes  Dyckman, 
commissary  and  officer  here,  against  Herman  Jansz  van  Valcken- 
burgh, at  present  in  custody,  being  read  and  reread,  the  following 
sentence  is  prcmounced  on  account  of  the  crimes  conunitted  by 
him: 

Sentence 

Herman  Jansz  van  Valckenburgh,  at  present  in  custody  on 
account  of  various  crimes  committed  by  him,  has,  after  being 
confronted  with  all  the  evidence,  voluntarily  confessed  that  he 
committed  them. 

First,  the  priscHier,  some  time  ago,  of  his  own  accord,  together 
with  his  accomplices  broke  open  the  window  of  MarceHs  Jansz, 
of  which  complaint  was  lodged  with  the  honorable  court  by  the 
officer,  and  which,  he  confesses,  was  done  by  him  out  of  pure 
mischief.  Then,  after  the  window  was  broken  open,  he  climbed 
into  the  house  and  according  to  the  complaints  of  Marcelis  Jansz 
assaulted  and  molested  him  in  his  own  house;  scattered  the  fire 
over  the  floor  in  starting  a  fire  on  the  hearth  of  the  inside  room, 
without  allowing  the  woman  or  the  man  of  the  house  to  come 
into  the  inside  room  to  extinguish  the  fire  which  had  commenced 
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to  bum  one  of  the  doorposts  and  die  floor;  until  finally  the  afore- 
said Marcelis  was  assisted  by  the  officer,  who  upon  his  com- 
plaint about  assault  went  with  him  and  found  the  conditicms  as 
described  [  1 93  ]  and  caused  the  fire  to  be  extinguished ;  without 
which  to  all  appearances  the  house  would  have  suffered  con- 
siderable damage  from  the  fire  that  was  started,  yes,  would  have 
been  totally  ruined. 

Furthermore,  secondly,  he  has  confessed  that  lately  when  they 
were  riding  the  goose,  he,  on  the  public  street,  (be  it  said  without 
disrespect)  befouled  the  servant,  or  one  of  the  men  of  Mr  de 
Hulter  commonly  called  Voogel,  which  he  publicly  confesses  in 
accordance  with  the  testimony  thereof  secured  by  Adriaen 
Claesz;  therefore  violating  and  disturbing  the  peace  on  the  public 
highways  and  streets. 

Last  Monday  evening,  coming  to  the  house  of  Steeven  Jansz, 
he  threatened  to  beat  him,  Steeven,  in  his  house,  whereupon  [the 
said  Herman]  taking  off  his  coat,  he,  Steeven,  was  forced  to 
turn  [for  help]  to  the  officer,  who  took  him  into  custody,  first 
asking  the  witnesses  who  were  present  whether  it  was  true,  who 
declared  [it  to  be]  absolutely  [true],  as  may  be  seen  more  at 
large  by  the  declarations. 

About  the  time  of  the  last  freshet,  sitting  at  the  house  of 
Steeven  Jansz  with  his  feet  in  irons,  he  declared  openly  that  he 
had  seen  the  wife  of  Commissary  or  Officer  Dyckman  commit 
adultery  with  several  persons,  showing  with  outstretched  arms 
the  size  of  the  horns  which  he  saw  put  on  the  commissary,  accord- 
ing to  the  information  and  sworn  interrogatories  procured  thereof, 
which  being  read  to  him,  he  has  publicly  denied  the  same  and 
declared  that  he  knew  nothing  about  it,  the  prisoner  declaring 
that  he  was  drunk  that  evening  and  that  the  next  day  he  was 
informed  by  others  that  he  had  said  so,  but  that  he  knows  nothing 
about  the  aforesaid  [194]  person  but  what  is  consistent  with 
honor  and  virtue* 
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Furthermore,  he  has  here  and  there  made  much  noise  and 
created  many  disturbances  by  fighting,  etc.,  which  he  must  adnut 
himself. 

The  Honorable  G>urt  having  heard  these  and  other  complaints 
and  the  same  havmg  been  proved  by  his  own  confession,  have 
condemned  the  prisoner,  as  they  do  condemn  him  on  the  demand 
made  by  the  officer  upon  due  evidence,  pronouncing  sentoice  in 
the  name  and  on  the  part  of  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the 
States  General,  his  Highness  the  Prince  of  Orange,  the  Honor- 
able Directors  of  die  West  India  Company  and  the  Honorable 
General  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  New  Netherland,  as 
follows : 

Herman  Jansz  van  Valckenburgh  shall  be  brought  to  die  place 
where  it  is  customary  to  execute  justice  and  be  put  in  the  flogging 
iron,  with  a  few  rods  hanging  from  the  post  above  his  head  and 
on  his  breast  a  sign  with  the  words  **  False  Accuser.**  Furdier- 
more,  the  prisoner  shall  be  banished  from  diis  jurisdiction  for  the 
period  of  six  consecutive  years,  upon  the  sole  ccmdition  that  if  the 
prisoner  hereafter  commits  any  further  otfenses,  die  old  charges 
and  the  new  shall  be  dealt  with  together  as  they  deserve*  the 
Honorable  Court  being  moved  to  mitigate  and  reduce  the 
sentence  to  this  extent  in  the  hope  that  he  may  improve  his  con- 
duct, although  the  crimes  committed  by  him  demand  greater  and 
severer  punishment. 

Thus  done  and  sentenced  the  26th  of  Fdbruary  and  executed 
on  the  27th  of  this  month  of  February,  in  full  view  of  the  people

They  are  notified  that 
before  any  one  undertakes  to  bake  in  it,  it  must  first  be  properly 
repaired,  in  order  that  no  dreaded  fire  may  break  out  there  in 
the  future.

Volckart  Jansz,  appearing  in  court,  protests  against  the  vnj 
they  now  begin  to  set  otf  the  lot  of  the  poorhouse  and  requesb 
that  a  plot  may  be  made  thereof  upon  further  inspection. 

Pursuant  to  a  letter  sent  to  the  honorable  court  by  the  hoooi^ 
able  supreme  council  of  New  Netherland  under  date  of  the  1 1  th 
of  April  last  past,  showing  that  his  honor,  Volckart  Jansz,  hai 
been  chosen  by  the  honorable  supreme  court  of  New  Netherland 
as  a  magistrate  of  this  court  and  as  associate  justice  of  this  bench 
of  justice,  in  the  stead  of  Jacob  Jansz  Schermerhoren,  who  has 
gone  to  Holland,  [the  said  Volckart  Jansz,]  being  summoned 
and  the  aforesaid  order  and  letter  having  been  read  to  him,  has 
with  some  exceptions  taken  the  following  oath  as  magistrate  of 
this  honorable  court.  The  oath  of  Volckart  Jansz  reads  as 
follows:

Herman  Bastiaensz,  surveyor,  requests  that  he  may  be  dis- 
charged from  his  office  of  surveyor,  or  properly  sustained  therein, 
complaining  [206]  among  other  things  that  Willem  Teller  has 
anew  moved  out  his  palisades  and  that  others  had  done  likewise. 
[The  court  decides  that]  he  shall  be  upheld  in  his  capacity 
of  surveyor  and  that  Willem  Teller  shall  be  notified  that  he  must 
before  Tuesday  next  move  back  the  newly  set  palisades  of  his 
garden,  on  pain  of  having  the  honorable  court  provide  therein 
and  have  the  aforesaid  extension  taken  off. 

Abraham  Pietersz  Vosburgh,  appearing  before  this  honorable

As  to  the  abuse  that  some  bakers  continue  to  bake  without 
having  taken  the  oath,  this  will  be  prevented  as  much  as  possible. 

And  as  to  the  request  that  they  may  form  a  guild,  the  honor- 
able members  of  this  court  consider  this  for  the  present  for  certain 
reasons  not  advisable. 

Pieter  Bronck,  being  summoned,  is  enjoined  from  tapping 
strong  beer*  for  the  reason  that  he  brews  the  same,  in  whatever 
manner  it  may  be,  and  on  acting  contrary  hereto  he  shall  the 
first  time  forfeit  25  guilders,  the  second  time  forfeit  50  guilders 
and  the  third  time  receive  arbitrary  correction,  provided  that  he 
shall  be  permitted  to  draw  the  wines  which  he  has  now  in  the 
cellar  according  to  the  gage. 

Rut  Jacobsz,  plaintiff,  against  Femmetgen  Alberts  Geverts, 
defendant,  about  the  sum  of  about  fl.400  which  are  due  to  the 
plaintiff  by  the  defoidant  according  to  the  account  rendered 
thereof  and  of  which  the  plaintiff  demands  payment. 

The  court  having  heard  the  statements  and  arguments  on  both 
sides,  order  and  condemn  the  defendant,  Femmetgen  Alberts, 
to  pay  the  plaintiff  each  half  year,  in  part  payment  of  the  account, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  guilders,  promptly,  on  pain,  etc.

^°  Den  papega}^  it  laaten  schieten;  a  method  of  target  shooting  ivliidi 
is  described  by  George  McCall  Theal*  in  his  History^  and  Eihnographs  of 
Africe  south  of  the  Zamhesu  vol.  2*  p.  316,  as  follows:  *'A  figure 
resembling  a  parrot,  and  hence  called  a  pcpegam^  was  fixed  upon  a  pole 
in  the  center  of  a  circle  with  a  radius  of  eighteen  metres.  The  marksncn 
chose  their  position  upon  an  arc  of  this  circle  in  the  order  in  which  they 
paid  the  subscription  fees,  which  were  —  to  residents  of  Stellenbosch  one 
shilling*  and  to  all  others  four  shillings.  They  fired  in  the  same  order, 
standing  and  without  rests  for  their  guns.  The  small  prizes  were  —  for 
knocking  off  the  head  four  shillings,  the  ri|^t  wing  two  shillings*  die  left 
wing  one  shilling  and  sixpence,  the  tail  one  shilling,  and  a  splinter  six- 
pence. The  great  prize  was  given  to  him  who  knocked  off  the  ramp  and 
by  doing  so  destroyed  the  whole  figure.  It  was  five  pounds  in  cash  from 
the  honourable  company  and  \^atever  subscription  money  was  in  hand. 
The  winner  was  escorted  home  in  state  by  the  whole  body  of  shooters, 
and  had  the  title  of  King  of  the  Marksmen  until  some  one  else  wrest  it 
from  him.*' 
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Steeven  Jansz*  plaiiititf»  against  Jan  Jansz,  defendant,  about 
some  money  due  him  for  tavern  e3q>enses. 

The  defendant  is  ordered  to  pay  the  plaintiff  one-half  now  or 
within  a  month  and  the  other  half  two  months  later*  promptly, 
without  any  exceptions. 

Maria  Jan,  wife  of  Steeven  Jansz,  is  ordered  by  this  honor- 
able court  to  suspend  tapping  in  this  fort  for  the  period  of  two 
weeks  from  this  date,  precisely. 

The  commissary  and  officer  is  ordered  to  pay  within  the  space 
of  forty-^ight  hours  [211]  to  Jacob  Jansz  Flodder  the  sum 
of  fifty-six  guilders,  being  the  [half?]^  of  what  the  officer 
received  from  the  hands  of  the  aforesaid  Flodder  on  account 
of  the  late  Hendrixsz,  but  the  officer  retams  nevertheless  entire 
his  cause  of  action  on  account  of  his  misbehavior  in  the  public 
street  on  Saturday  last  in  calling  the  honorable  commissary  and 
some  magistrates  of  the  court  here  bloodhounds  and  tirants 
steeped  in  liquor,  for  which  he  may  proceed  against  him  when 
time  and  opportunity  offer  themselves. 

The  court  of  the  colony  of  Rensselaerswyck  learning  that  the 
result  and  outcome  of  the  fight  between  Steven  Jansz  and  Jacob 
Hendricksz  Maat  offers  and  furnishes  them  good  reasons  and 
motives  for  being  vigilant  and  watchful  with  respect  to  the  proper 
administration  of  justice  according  to  their  bounden  duty,  the  fact 
in  the  case  being  that  Steven  Jansz  was  wounded  and  struck  by 
the  aforesaid  Jacob  Jansz  with  a  knife  in  his  left  side  in  such 
a  way  that  he  is  in  peril  of  losing  his  life  and  considering  that 
the  aforesaid  fight  took  place  within  the  district  and  jurisdiction 
of  the  aforesaid  colony,  they  therefore  propose  and  submit  the 
matter  to  the  honorable  court  of  Fort  Orange  and  Beverwyck 
with  the  friendly  request,  if  Jacob  Hendricksz  above  mentioned 
should  happen  to  stay  or  sojourn  in  their  honors*  jurisdiction, 
that  they  would  be  pleased  by  legal  process  to  deliver  him  into 
the  hands  of  their  officer  in  order  that  he  may  take  full  charge 
of  the  case  [212]  and  proceed  agamst  his  person  as  shall  be

We,  the  undersigned,  being  chosen  magistrates  of  the  bench 
of  Justice  of  Fort  Orange  and  Beverwyck,  promise  and  swear 
in  the  presence  of  God  Almighty  and  our  fellow  members,  that 
we  shall  help  to  do  true  equity  and  justice  between  man  and 
man  and  furthermore  cause  to  execute  and  help  to  prcMnote  all 
matters  relating  to  justice  or  administration  according  to  the  best 
of  our  knowledge,  and  in  all  respects  conduct  ourselves  loyally 
and  faithfully  toward  the  Lords  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  the  Honorable  Directors  of  the  Chartered  West 
India  Company  and  the  Hon.  Director  General  and  Council 
of  New  Netherland,  with  the  further  promise  that  we  shall  help 
to  maintain  here  the  Reformed  Religion  according  to  God*3

resulting  frcrni  the  tapping,  selling  or  giving  of  wine  or  beer  to 
the  savages  indeed  demand  that  in  view  of  the  aforesaid  dis- 
regard and  violation  of  the  aforementioned  and  more  than  once 
renewed  ordinances  and  the  sad  accidents  resulting  from  the 
drunkeness  of  the  savages  the  aforesaid  Dirckje  Harmens,  as  an 
example  to  others,  receive  arbitrary  and  corporal  punishment 
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and  be  banished  from  this  country.  However,,  takings  into 
sideration  the  v<4imtary  confesnon  of  the  aloresaid  Diii^>ai 
Harmens,  the  Director  Genera)  and  the  nukgiitrates  (rf  dua  court 
are  for  the  present  inclined  [206]  to  show  leniency  instead  of 
rigor  (on  which,  howcfver»  no  one  should  rely  in  the.  future)  and 
hare  sentenced  and  condemned  die  af of esaid  Dirckjen  HamKM, 
as  they  sentence  and  condemn  her  hereby,  ^  pay  a  fine  of  three 
hundred  guilders,  she  to  remam  in  civil  detendon  untO  the  satii- 
faction  of  the  judgment  or  until  she  shall  hafve  fumished  satis- 
factory security,  the  further  dftmands  of  the  officer  being  denied. 
Thus  done,  sentenced  and  condemned  at  the  session  of  the 
Director  General  and  the  magistrates  of  the  village  of  Bever- 
wyclu  this  6th  of  October  Anno  1 656.

Finally,  he  was  asked  how  large  the  cask  was,  wherei^Km  he 
indicated  die  size  in  such  a  way  that  one  was  able  to  judge  that  it

vided however  that  he  compensate  Comelis  Pietersen  Hoogen- 
boom for  maintenance,  medicine  and  lost  time. 
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Gommer  Poulussen  requests  the  court  to  grant  him  a  place 
for  a  garden.  The  magistrates  have  taken  the  matter  imder 
advisement  and  will  accommodate  the  petitioner  according  the 
situadon  of  the  place.

of  fktir  ability,  do  hereby  order  all  burghers  and  inhabitants  of

Executive  Chambeb 

Albany,  Septemher  20,  1920. 
To  the  Legislature:  ^ 

I  have  exercised  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  to 
call  the  Legislature  into  Extraordinary  Session  because  I  am  con- 
vinced that  an  emergency  confronts  the  State,  and  because  I  feel 
that  vre  cannot  wait  until  the  regular  session  to  find  remedies 
for  its  relief. 

In  the  period  of  reconstruction,  many  problems  have  been 
pressing  for  solution  which  are  not  ordinary  in  their  nature,  but 
are  the  direct  result  of  war  conditions.  None  of  them  has  so 
taxed  the  agencies  of  government  as  the  question  of  proper  hous- 
ing facilities. 

In  January  of  1919,  I  charged  the  Reconstruction  Commission 
with  the  duty  of  making  an  exhaustive  inquiry  into  this  subject 
to  the  end  that  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the  Gov- 
ernment might  be  in  a  position  to  deal  with  this  problem,  which 
even  at  that  time  promised  to  be  acute.  Tour  Honorable  Bodies, 
believing  that  facts  should  be  produced  upon  which  to  predicate 
remedial  legislation,  appointed  a  Committee  from  both  houses  of 


the  Legislature,  to  investigate  the  subject.  This  Coramitti 
reported  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  and  several  legi- 
lative  proposals  arising  from  their  report  were  enacted  into  la?. 
It  was  admitted  at  the  time  that  they  were  expedients  intend.  1 
to  alleviate  the  situation  temporarily.  As  we  understand  leg:- 
lation,  they  were  entirely  regulatory.  Two  vital  objects  wer- 
overlooked ;  one,  the  encouragement  of  building  construction,  an.i 
second,  the  adoption  of  a  State  policy  looking  to  the  future  ^tudy 
and  development  by  the  State  of  this  all  important  question  o: 
adequate  housing  facilities. 

Experience  of  several  months  has  revealed  to  us  the  wealmcs^  > 
of  the  temporary  expedients  and  had  made  more  acute  the  Dt-irt- 
sity  for  encouragement  of  building  operations  so  far  as  ii  en 
be  done  by  law,  and  the  creation  of  State  agencies  for  future  u^. 

We,  therefore,  at  this  session,  as  I  see  it,  have  three  dis:ii:* 
branches  of  the  subject  with  which  to  deal. 

First,  the  strengthening  of  the  temporary  statutes  enacted  ir 
the  recent  session. 

Our  temporary  laws  of  last  spring  have  fallen  far  short  of  viia 
was  expected  of  them  and  selfishness  and  greed  on  the  part  of  k: 
a  few  landlords  has  brought  about  an  indescribable  conditk  ii 
the  Municipal  Courts  in  Xew  York  City.  I  am  informed  l»y'i- 
President  of  the  Board  of  Justices  of  the  Municipal  Court  x* 
there  are  pending  for  October  fij'st,  more  notices  of  dispossess  pr- 
ceedings  than  were  filed  during  the  whole  year  of  1919  —  appra- 
imately  100,000.  The  court  rooms  have  been  crowded  bcvoii 
their  capacity  by  tenants  seeking  relief.  These  figures  of  thm- 
selves  cannot  communicate  the  harassing  uncertainty  and  tb 
misery  caused  by  the  constant  repetition  of  these  proceedings.  I' 
has  been  publicly  stated  by  the  Health  Commissioner  of  the  C:ry 
of  New  York  that  this  condition  of  uncertainty  is  alone  a  dire  * 
menace  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  community.  The  hou^ini: 
shortage  leaves  the  citizen  nowhere  to  turn.  Families  have  bees 
broken  up  and  dispersed  generally  through  the  city,  or  crowded 
and  huddled  into  the  homes  of  relatives  tmtil  the  health,  welfare 
and  morality  of  the  community  is  seriously  threatened. 

It  seems  a  veiy  great  pity  that  the  decent,  honest  landlord 
should  be  obliged  to  come  under  a  regulation  clearly  not  intec^J'^ 


for  him,  but  made  necessary  by  the  willful  and  deliberate  profiir 
eer,  who  would  turn  this  gi'eat  crisis  in  our  State's  history  to  his 
personal  advantage.  The  people,  to  some  degree  at  least,  have 
managed  to  protect  themselves  from  other  forms  of  profiteering, 
but  they  ai'e  helpless  to  deal  with  this  one,  because  a  home  every- 
one must  have.  Have  in  mind  that  no  regulatory  legislation, 
properly  drafted,  will  have  any  disastrous  effect  upon  an  honest 
man.  It  has  been  my  experience  that  only  those  who  seek  to  live 
outside  of  the  moral  law  have  any  great  fear  of  State  regulation. 
The  State  has  a  conscience  and  it  will  regulate  fairly. 

Inasmuch  as  regulation  must  be  exercised  through  the  agency 
of  our  courts,  it  is  to  existing  statutes  or  the  enactment  of  new 
ones  supplementing  them  that  we  must  turn  our  attention. 

Landlords  have  been  given  the  special  privilege  of  summary 
proceedings  in  order  to  regain  immediate  possession  of  their 
premises.  This  privilege  does  not  belong  to  any  landlord  as  a 
matter  of  inherent  right.  Inasmuch  as  the  evidence  laid  before 
U3  indicates  that  summary  proceedings  are  being  grievously 
abused,  in  a  crisis  of  this  kind,  the  State  does  only  its  duty  when 
it  withdraws  or  modifies  them. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  evidence  that  undesirabilitv  or 
failure  to  pay  rent  is  not  in  the  majority  of  instances  the  basis 
of  the  application  for  the  writ  of  summary  removal,  but  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  the  operation  of  the  profiteer  who  would  remove 
the  desirable  and  paying  tenant  in  order  to  create  a  vacancy 
which  may  thereafter  be  offered  to  the  highest  bidder.  As  a 
result  of  this,  families  have  been  shifted  from  place  to  place 
without  rhyme  or  reason  and  the  unscrupulous  and  selfish  have 
profited  imm«i8ely  by  it.  'October  first  was  to  be  the  height  of 
the  harvest.  The  State  should  step  in  and  use  its  power  to  dis- 
appoint them. 

I  believe  the  emergency  to  be  such  that  the  strong  arm  of  the 
State  must  reach  through  its  courts  and  protect  the  people  for  at 
least  one  year,  until  the  crisis  shall  have  passed  or  the  situation 
is  relieved.  The  courts  should  be  empowered  where  it  is  evident 
that  the  dispossess  is  requested  for  the  purpose  of  unreasonable 
rent-raising,  to  suspend  the  dispossess  remedy  for  an  adequate 
period.     You  might  well  hold  that  the  courts  shall  have  the  power 


to  suspend  rent  increases  and  place  the  burden  of  proof  upon  tie 
landlord  to  show  the  necessity  for  the  increase  or  any  part  of  it 
No  honest  man  can  suffer  from  such  legislation.  The  court  will 
undoubtedly  give  its  approval  to  increases  that  can  be  justified 

Inasmuch  as  the  personnel  of  your  committee  remains  tie 
same,  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  suggest  to 
you  other  specific  amendments  to  the  existing  so-called  rent  lavs; 
and  that  they  will  strengthen  them  where  experience  has  proTt^n 
them  to  be  weak. 

The  second  phase  of  the  question  before  us  is  how  to  stimulaN 
building  construction.  Figures  gathered  from  the  most  authenri 
sources  indicate  that  the  State  is  vears  behind  its  normal  hoiiiin^ 
accommodations.  Between  June  1,  1919  and  July  1,  1920.  ia 
the  City  of  New  York,  3,652  individual  apartments  designed  t": 
the  same  number  of  families  were  constructed,  but  as  an  offset  n 
that  new  construction  there  were  demolished  or  converted  f-r 
non-residential  uses  3,833  apartments,  leaving  271  less  homes  t 
the  end  of  that  period,  although  the  question  has  been  constant; 
before  the  public  for  a  year  and  a  half. 

The  housing  shortage  is  felt  not  alone  in  the  City  of  Xew  York 
but  all  cities  in  the  State  are  passing  through  the  same  difficuh. 
In  New  York  City  at  least  50,000  homes  are  immediately  neres- 
sary.  It  should  therefore  be  your  chief  objective  during  the 
Extraordinary  Session  to  encourage,  so  far  as  that  can  be  done  bv 
law,  the  building  of  houses. 

The  commercial  and  economic  supremacy  of  the  State  i> 
threatened  by  this  shortage.  No  community  can  expect  ro 
achieve  an  industrial  growth  if  it  is  unable  to  house  its  workins 
population  properly.  Lalbor  shortage  can  be  frequently  attrib- 
uted to  improper  housing  acconunodations.  It  is  only  humin 
for  a  man  to  want  to  live  where  he  can  rear  his  family  in  decency 
and  comfort.  If  some  other  State  offers  him  that  opportunity,  it 
comes  into  sharp  competition  with  our  own  State,  and  good  hous- 
ing is  therefore  a  necessity  for  the  promotion  of  commerce  and 
industry. 

The  question  of  stimulating  building  growth  becomes  a  verr 
practical  one  because  of  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  building  opera- 
tions has  trebled  since  1915.    Building  at  this  time  is  considered 
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an  unprofitable  field  and  money  will  not  enter  it,  nor  can  it  bo 
forced  into  it  by  law,  but  we  may  be  able  to  offer  an  inducement 
to  capital  to  come  back  into  the  field  aoid  building  may  be  resumed 
in  a  natural  way  if  the  State  can  find  some  way  to  offset  the 
increased  costs. 

A  very  vital  element  in  the  carrying  cost  of  a  newly  constructea 
building  is  the  taxation  to  which  it  is  subject  While  I  do  not, 
as  a  matter  of  policy,  favor  tax  exemptions,  the  emergency  is  such 
at  the  present  time  that  it  might  be  well  to  consider  the  enactment 
of  a  law  exempting  from  taxation  for  a  period  of  years,  with 
proper  restrictions,  buildings  used  for  dwelling  purposes  whose 
construction  is  undertaken  within  such  a  period  as  will  assure  an 
immediate  increase  in  housing  accommodations.  I  believe  this 
will  aid  in  putting  new  construction  on  a  fair  competitive  basis 
with  buildings  erected  before  the  war  and  will  assist  in  creating 
a  market  for  new  buildings. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  exemption  of  mortgages  from  the 
provisions  of  the  State  Income  Tax.  The  State's  Tax  is  very 
small  and  we  can  give  no  guarantee  of  federal  legislation  along 
the  same  line.  I,  therefore,  do  not  place  much  faith  in  this  sug- 
gestion iis  offering  any  great  remedy.  However,  your  Legislative 
Committee  is  in  possession  of  more  facts  on  this  subject  than  I 
can  lay  before  you. 

Loaning  institutions  apparently  have  not  kept  in  step  with  the 
times  and  have  spent  their  energy  in  securing  investments  bring- 
ing a*  larger  return  than  real  estate  mortgages.  For  instance,  our 
Savings  Banks  and  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  are  organized 
not  for  profit  but  as  depositaries  for  the  people's  money,  and  it 
would  l>e  entirely  in  keeping  with  their  purpose  if  their  funds 
were  made  available  to  a  greater  extent  to  meet  the  people's  needs, 
by  investing  a  larger  portion  of  them  in  bond  and  mortgage. 

In  1914,  there  was  created  by  statute  a  State  Land  Bank  having 
for  its  purpose  assistance  to  building  and  loan  associations.  Inas- 
much as  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  of  the  Land  Bank 
are  used  for  the  building  of  homes,  the  State  should  do  every- 
thing that  it  possibly  can  to  make  the  bonds  a  more  desirable 
purchase.  We  have  already  exempted  them  from  the  provisions 
of  the  State  Income  Tax  but  the  abnormal  yield  at  this  time  from

other  securities  is  such  as  to  make  them  an  undesirable  investment 
It  might  be  well  that  the  State  use  its  own  moneys  or  a  portioD 
thereof  now  in  the  various  sinking  funds  of  the  State  to  purchasi 
these  bonds.  It  might  also  enable  municipalities  of  the  Stale  to 
iiivoFt  in  such  Ijonds. 

Theses  recommendations  are  made  in  the  hope  that  the  legisla- 
tion which  they  suggest  will  bring  voluntary  capital  into  the  build- 
ing market.  That,  of  course,  remains  to  be  seen.  If  the  preaent 
condition  be  not  thus  relieved  and  the  health  of  the  commuBity 
continues  to  be  menaced,  then  we  have  a  grave  public  emergencr 
to  meet  such  as  would  confront  us  in  a  time  of  epidemic  or  of 
catastrophe.  Clothed  with  the  proper  safeguards  the  Police  power 
of  the  State  should  be  extended  to  municipalities  in  order  th«t 
they  may  be  enabled  either  to  build  or  lend  their  credit  to  the 
building  of  houses. 

Undoubtedly,  the  State  as  well  as  the  munic-ipalities  should  be 
in  a  jK)sition  to  extend  its  credit  either  through  the  medium  of 
the  State  Land  Bank  or  a  specially  created  agency. 

There  is  one  avenue  of  possible  direct  State  aid  in  an  emergenev 
which  might  be  applied  at  once.  The  State  apparently  owns  con- 
siderjiMe  jnoperty  that  was  cither  acquired  by  escheat  or  vss 
bought  ill  at  tax  salct.  It  might  be  well  to  dii*ect  the  OomptrolleT 
either  to  arrange  favorable  short  term  leases  or  dispose  of  the 
property,  if  it  is  to  be  used  for  housing  at  such  prices  as  will 
encourage  its  development. 

It  has  been  called  to  my  attention  by  the  report  of  the  Recon- 
struction Commission  and  by  hearings  held  before  the  Joint 
Legislative  C^ommittee  and  by  private  citizens,  that  the  high 
cost  of  building  materials  is  artificially  stimulated.  Xo  doubt, 
one  verv  vital  aid  to  construction  would  be  the  elimination  of 
any  combinations  to  increase  the  prices  of  building  materials. 
Investigation  of  this  situation  by  an  agency  of  your  own  creation 
is,  to  my  mind,  highly  desirable. 

We  enme  now  to  the  third  consideration  —  provision  for  a 
pennaiient   housing  i)olicy. 

The  existing  accommodations  are  far  from  the  standards  of 
adequacy  that  a  normal  family  has  the  right  to  expect.  I  was 
conscious  that  the  State  was  facing  a  problem  of  housing,  both 


from  the  fundamental  point  of  view,  and  from  that  of  the  short- 
age in  the  supply,  when  I  asked  the  Reconstruction  Commission 
to  study  and  to  suggest  a  permanent  policy  for  the  State  in  this 
regard. 

The  evils  of  bad  housing  are  only  too  apparent  in  Xew  York 
city  —  but  my  study  and  experience  here  have  shown  me  that 
an  inadequate  standard  of  housing  exists  in  nearly  every  city  and 
town  in  the  State.  The  Tenement  House  Law  has  some  measure 
of  beneficent  effect,  but  in  the  smaller  communities  investigation 
shows  that  housing  is  without  even  elementary  supervision  as  to 
safety  and  sanitation. 

x*for  is  the  situation  of  such  recent  growth  as  is  popularly 
supposed.  Since  we  passed  the  Tenement  House  Law  of  twenty 
years  ago,  nothing  constructive  has  been  done.  We  rested  with 
that  achievement  and  every  attempt  to  aid  in  developing  a  solu- 
tion for  other  communities  has  met  with  failure. 

Any  attempts  to  amend  the  present  Tenement  House  Law  are 
likely  to  be  viewed  with  alarm  and  suspicion  if  they  are  aimed 
at  detailed  and  specific  sections  of  the  law.  It  is,  however,  prob- 
able that  the  law  can  be  made  to  fit  present  conditions  if  it  is 
applied  with  greater  elasticity.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
as  an  aid  to  the  construction  of  multi-family  homes,  that  there 
be  created  for  the  tenement  house  department  a  board  of  appeals 
similar  to  or  identical  with  the  one  at  present  functioning  for 
the  building  department  of  the  city  of  Xew  York.  If  such 
a  board  is  constituted,  deviations  from  the  letter  of  the  law, 
which  make  possible  new  methods  of  construction,  can  be  care- 
fully considered  bv  such  a  boai'd  and  the  law  be  less  hampering 
in  its  effect. 

Building  houses  for  some  groups  in  the  population  has  become 
an  unprofitable  business.  Hence,  these  groups  have  for  a  genera- 
tion lived  in  the  left-over  housing,  or  in  the  cheapest  and  most 
poorly-planned  type  of  home  that  a  grudging  and  unrealizing 
community  would  provide.  As  a  result  of  the  present  emergency, 
a  still  larger  portion  of  our  population  is  being  forced  back  into 
houses  of  a  standard  below  that  which  we  have  accepted  as  decent 
American  homes. 
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Except  for  the  report  of  the  Eeconstruetiou  Commission  and 
the  findings  of  your  own  committee,  we  have  been  aided  by  no 
State  agency  in  the  consideration  of  this  very  important  problem. 
In  the  enactment  of  labor  laws,  we  are  guided  by  the  Industrial 
Commission.  In  the  enactment  of  health  measures,  by  the  State 
Health  Department.  In  matters  affecting  the  conservation  of 
our  natural  resources,  by  the  Conservation  Commission.  The 
Banking  Department,  the  Insurance  Department,  and  other  State 
agencies  all  dfeal  with  special  subjects  that  need  executive  or 
legislative  action.  But  in  housing,  dealing  with  the  elemental^ 
need  of  shelter  and  establishing  homes,  there  is  no  State  or  loe^ 
agency  to  aid  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment either  in  meeting  an  emergency,  or  what  is  more  important, 
in  helping  to  establish  a  permanent  housing  policy  for  the  State. 
Such  a  policy  does  not  necessarily  mean  the  building  of  houses 
by  the  State,  but  it  does  mean  'the  establishment  of  housing 
standards  and  of  local  development  that  should  underlie  any 
future  growth  of  the  cities  of  this  State. 

Granted  that  Your  Honourable  Bodies  will  enact  measures  to 
meet  the  emergency,  it  is  important  that  you  recognize  the  chal- 
longe  which  these  insufferable  conditions  raise,  to  establish  agec- 
cies  for  providing  an  enlightened  and  constantly  developing  hou^ 
ing  policy  for  the  future. 

To  this  end  I  reeonmaend  a  law  which  will  create  in  each  coin- 
nuinity  having  a  population  of  over  ten  thousand  a  local  housing 
hoard,  which  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  finding  a  solution 
for  the  local  housing  situation.  These  local  boards  should  Iv 
required  to  prepare  within  a  period  to  be  determined  by  the  local 
authorities  a  plan  for  the  future  development  of  the  city  anJ 
should  consider  local  housing  ordinances.  A  State  agency  should 
be  created  and  the  local  Boards  should  be  required  to  rejxirt  to  it 
at  stated  intervals  so  that  there  may  be  available  at  all  times  a 
body  of  information  applicable  to  this  subject. 

The  State  agency,  on  the  other  hand,  shoiild  first  of  all  l>e 
directed  to  report  to  the  next  Legislature  on  a  method  for  the 
Jevelopment  of  a  system  of  State  credits  for  housin«f  purposes. 
Through  the  S'tate  agency  information  should  be  made  available 
to  Local  Communities  that  will  aid  them  in  their  housing  program. 


These  agencies,  both  State  and  Local,  should  be  unpaid,  but  so 
far  as  the  State  agencr^^  is  concerned,  adequate  appropriation  for 
Its  expenses  should  be  made. 

Thia  is  the  time  for  actioiL  We  are  confronted  with  a  real 
problem  of  reconstruction.  Shall  we  remain  in  the  dark  ages  of 
inadequate  and  un-American  houBing,  endangering  the  health  and 
morals  of  future  generations  of  our  citizenship  ?  Or  shall  we  go 
forward  with  the  times,  and  enter  the  new  era  of  our  democracy 
with  an  enlightened  interest  in  the  fundamental  needs  of  our 
cities  and  our  citizenship  for  weU-planned  communities  that  serve 
the  industrial,  commercial  and  social  needs  of  the  people,  and 
homes  that  make  for  a  stabilized,  self-respecting,  wholesome  family 
life. 

If  this  IB  accomplished,  the  sufferings  caused  by  the  housing 
crisis  wiU  not  be  without  their  compensation.  The  permanent 
fruits  of  this  emergen<7  should  be  written  on  the  record  which 
this  State  has  made  for  progressive  laws  affecting  human  needs. 
It  takes  a  serious  emergency  to  bring  a  realization  of  deficiencies. 
The  opportunity  is  yours  to  remedy  them.

Whereas^  The  Civil  Practice  Act,  Surrogate's  Court  Act, 
Justice  Court  Act,  Court  of  Claims  Act,  and  other  civil  prac- 
tice provisions  contained  in  the  Consolidated  Laws  and 
rules  of  procedure  to  be  adopted  by  this  Convention  will 
become  effective  April  15,  1921,  and  no  official  analytical 
subject  or  section  index  has  been  prepared  for  such  acts  and 
rules  of  procedure,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  of  vital  importance  that  before  said  acts 
and  rules  of  procedure  finally  become  effective  there  be  pro- 
vided by  the  State  such  official  analytical  subject  and  section 
index  of  said  acts  and  rules  of  procedure  together  with 
tables  of  distribution  and  annotations  of  the  derivation  of 
the  section  or  sections. 
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Now,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  Resolved,  That  this  Conveution 
assembled  does  hereby  petition  His  Excellency  Alfred  E. 
Smith,  Gk)vernor  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  recommend 
by  message  to  the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Legislatiin 
about  to  be  convened  the  passage  of  an  Act  providing  for  the 
preparation  of  an  official  analytical  subject  and  section  index 
of  the  Civil  Practice 'Act,  Surrogate's  Court  Act,  Justice 
Court  Act,  Court  of  Claims  Act,  and  other  civil  practice 
provisions  contained  in  the  Consolidated  Laws  and  Rules  of 
Procedure  adopted  by  this  Convention,  and  also  the  prepara- 
tion of  tables  of  distribution  and  annotations  of  the  deriva- 
tion of  sections  or  parts  of  sections. 

I  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  that   legislation  \^ 
enacted  as  suggested  in  the  forgoing  resolution.

In  my  annual  message  to  the  Legislature,  dated  January  7, 
1920,  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  whereas  under  chapter 
240  of  the  Laws  of  1914  the  Public  Service  Commission  might 
suspend  increased  rates  by  common  carriers  pending  hearings,  the 
law  as  it  now  stands  permits  other  public  service  corporations, 
including  telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  steam,  gas  and 
electric  companies,  to  increase  their  rates  by  filing  a  tariff  to  that 
effect  upon  notice  of  thirty  days,  and  the  higher  rates  may  then 
be  collected  pending  hearings  before  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion to  determine  their  reasonableness.  I  recommended  an 
amendment  to  the  statute  placing  all  public  service  corporations 
on  the  same  footing  as  common  carriers,  in  order  that  the  Com- 
mission might  suspend  the  enforcement  of  the  higher  rate  pend- 
ing a  hearing. 

This  change  in  the  statute  has  been  recommended  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission  for  a  number  of  years  and  I  now  renew  my 
recommendation  as  made  in  my  annual  message  dated  January  7,

My  Deab  GrovEBNOB. —  The  Court  of  Appeals  today  handed 
down  a  decision  affecting  the  municipal  motor  bufi  operations  in 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York.  It  decided  the 
matter  on  a  very  narrow  ground  and  left  unstated  what  the  precise 
power  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  in  the  premises  either  as  a  mat- 
ter of  claimed  emergency  power  or  as  a  matter  of  power  under 
the  Home  Rule  Act. 

The  practical  effect  of  the  decision,  however,  is  to  stop  the  oper- 
ation of  these  motor  bus  routes  in  Brooklyn  without,  however, 
actually  adopting  the  gi-ound  for  doing  so  as  stated  by  the  Appel- 
late Division.  This  produces  an  intolerable  and  calamitous  con- 
dition in  the  transit  situation  of  the  City.  The  realization  of  this 
result  is  mirrored  in  the  action  of  the  Appellate  Division  staying 
the  operation  of  their  own  orders  enjoining  operation  of  the  buses 
imtil  the  Court  of  Appeals  was  afforded  an  opportunity  to  act  in 
the  litigation. 

The  motor  bus  routes  in  question  were  installed  primarily 
to  subserve  the  convenience,  comfort  and  interests  of  the 
traveling  public.  The  immediate  call  for  municipal  aetivitj 
was  due  to  a  disregard  by  the  traction  companies  of  their 
franchise  obligations  to  the  public.  They  completely  aban- 
doned in  Brooklyn  the  operation  of  one  through  car  service 
(Sixteenth  Avenue  Line)  except  a  short  stub  end  of  the  line, 
which,  prior  to  its  abandonment,  was  a  heavily  patronized 
line  and  left  the  people  formerly*  using  it  without  any  means 
of  transit  to  and  from  their  homes  and  plajces  of  business 
other  than  the  already  disgracefully  overcrowded  lines, 
threading  the  territory  formerly  served  by  the  abandoned 
line.  They  did  this  with  an  added  motive.  The  practical 
effect  of  the  deprivation  of  its  through  facilities  was  that 


added  fare  charges  became  necessary  to  travel  from  the  points 
formerly  served  by  this  abandoned  line  either  in  the  form  of 
transfer  charges  or  new  added  full  fare  charges  on  the  lines 
of  other  companies. 

A  further  condition  that  constituted  the  immediate  neces^ 
sity  for  installing  these  motor  bus  lines  was  the  action  of 
one  of  the  companies  which  resxdted  in  great  public  disorder, 
l^eoimse  of  its  exacting  a  second  fare  on  Flatbush  Avenue 
in  disregard  of  an  authorized  decision  which  held  that  it  had 
no  legal  right  to  exact  such  a  second  fare.  Its  action  resultea 
in  outrageous  assaults  upon  passengers,  (followed  by  criminal 
convictions  of  railroad  employes)  the  diverting  of  loaded 
cars  to  dead  tracks  and  leaving  the  passengers  who  refused  to 
pay  the  second  fare  upon  cars  thus  stalled,  and  otherwise  rid- 
ing roughshod  over  the  rights  of  the  traveling  public  legally 
entitled  by  contracts  to  through  service  for  a  five  cent  fare 
on  that  line.  These  conditions  followed  an  overcrowding 
of  all  the  lines  in  Brooklyn  to  a  point  characterized  by 
impartial  observers  as  an  '^  intense  "  overloading  and  causing 
highly  brutalizing  congestion  of  people  upon  its  cars,  es- 
pecially outraging  the  decencies  of  life  so  far  as  women  were 
concerned. 

The  foregoing  followed  upon  an  increasing  of  the  conges- 
tion of  the  traveling  public  due  to  the  installation  on  August 
1st,  19 1&  of  970  new  transfer  charge  points  on  the  surface 
lines  in  Brooklyn,  and  a  separation  on  October  19,  1919  of 
about  60%  of  the  surface  line  f acilitites  from  the  former  B. 
R.  T.  system.  This  increased  congestion  came  aibout  by  rea- 
son of  passengers  re-routing  themselves  to  avoid  or  keep  at 
a  minimum  the  number  of  new  and  added  five-cent  fares  or 
two-cent  transfer  charges  to  be  met  with  in  traveling  to  and 
from  their  homes  and  places  of  business. 

Throughout  the  greater  city  there  has  been  ft  duplicatioD 
of  these  conditions.  First,  that  of  abandoned  lines  and 
breaches  of  contract  obligation  by  the  oompanies  involved. 
Second,  increasing  of  congestion  of  traffic  due  to  the 
unscrambling  of  former  systems  into  constituent  companies. 
Third,  the  adding  of  all  this  to  previously  existing  intense 


overloading.  Fourth,  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  companies 
to  keep  pace  with  the  increase  of  population  in  the  matter 
of  adding  to  the  number  of  cars  operated.  This  has  been  true 
particularly  in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Richmond 
where  companies  have  completely  abandoned  operation  of 
lines  in  whole  or  in  part. 

All  of  these  conditions  were  co-existent  with  demand  for 
increased  fares.  The  lack  of  justification  has  been  demonstrated 
by  investigations  into  the  operations  and  finances  of  the  various 
companies.  And  it  has  been  further  revealed  by  the  operation  ot 
these  motor  bus  lines  that  the  people  served  by  them  can  be 
furnished  with  adequate  transportation  on  a  five-cent  fare  basis 
with  reasonable  profit. 

The  dislocation  and  disturbance  of  transit  conditions  that  will 
result  from  a  complete  suspension  of  motor  bus  facilities  now  in 
operation  in  the  City  of  New  York,  is  evidenced  by  the  number 
of  people  using  them.-  It  is  estimated  that  almost  400,000  pas- 
sengers use  these  bus  lines  daily  as  a  matter  of  necessity. 

The  need  for  inmiediate  action  arising  because  of  the  vast 
number  of  people  whose  rights  and  convenience  are  affected  is 
revealed  by  the  number  of  users  and  the  multitudinous  demands 
for  the  continuance  of  these  motor  bus  lines  made  upon  the  offi- 
cials of  the  City  of  New  York  by  del^ations  from  all  parts  of  the 
city  affected  and  through  the  medium  of  innumerable  commimi- 
cations  from  similar  sources,  but  for  the  further  reason  that 
conditions  tending  to  public  disorder  and  actually  resulting  in 
public  disorder  cannot  be  permitted  to  again  spring  into  being. 

Making  grants  of  franchises  to  private  operators  in  an  endeavor 
to  procure  adequate  and  proper  transit  facilities  through  privately 
owned  companies  exercising  these  franchise  has  been  a  failure. 
That  method  of  solving  the  problem,  present  and  past  experience 
demonstrates  to  be  insufficient  Attempting  to  use  that  method 
of  solving  the  problem  results  in  the  undesirable  division  of 
responsibility  between  State  officials  and  city  officials.  The  prob- 
lem is  exclusively  a  local  one.  It  concerns  exclusively  the  local 
people  and  the  local  officials  whom  they  elected  to  serve  tiiem  and 
virhom  as  a  practical  fact  they  hold  responsible. 
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I  have  studied  the  transit  situation  in  this  citv  and  in  th.' 
course  thereof  have  fotmd  that  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  wav 
of  proper  transit  facilities  in  this  city  has  been  due  to  the  fran- 
chises which  have  been  held  by  corporations  destitute  of  an- 
desire  or  intention  to  perform  their  contract  obligations  to  fur 
nish  adequate  service  to  the  people  from  whom  they  have  receivc'd 
their  grants  in  the  City  of  New  York.  After  careful  thou^i  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  only  effective  way  ta  pro- 
ceed in  the  future  development  of  transit  in  this  city  is  to  pro^ 
ceed  along  municipal  ownership  and  operation  of  lines,  particu- 
larly of  motor  bus  lines. 

With  all  these  facts  brought  specifically  to  its  attention,  ii  ij 
unthinkable  that  the  Legislature  will  withhold  the  needed  pover 
in  the  municipality  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  f oregoiiig  con- 
ditions that  the  stopping  of  the  bus  lines  will  give  rise  to. 

I  am  constrained,  therefore,  to  call  upon  you  to  end  the  doult 
as  to  the  city's  power  and  to  convene  the  Legislature  at  ik 
earliest  time  possible  under  the  Constitution  and  request  it  U' 
enact  a  specific  statute  authorizing  the  City  of  New  York  ^• 
municipally  own  and  operate  motor  bus  lines  generally  in  sDci: 
parts  of  the  city  as  there  is  necessity  therefor.

To  the  Legislature: 

By  chapter  342,  Laws  of  1916,  a  commission  consisting  of  the 
Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Attomey-KJeneral,  ComptroUea* 
and  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  negotiate  with  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  United  States  for  the  transfer  of  title  or  the 
surrender  of  the  possession  and  use  to  the  United  States,  upon 
the  payment  of  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  of  the 
quarantine  establishment  of  this  State,  with  full  power  to  execute 
and  deliver  to  the  United  States  deeds  or  other  instruments  to 
effectuate  such  transfer  or  surrender,  was  duly  appointed. 

By  concurrent  resolutions  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  adopted 
on  February  15,  1917,  reciting  that  said  commission  had 
formally  offered  to  transfer  the  said  quarantine  establishment 
to  the  United  States,  upon  the  payment  by  the  Federal  govern- 
ment to  the  State  of  New  York  of  the  sum  of  one  million  three 
hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars  ($1,395,275),  the  Legislature  urged  the  Senators  and 
representatives  in  Congress  from  this  State  to  use  their  utmost 
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efforts  to  obtain  the  passage  of  an  appropriation  by  Congress  of 
said  sum  of  $1,395,275. 

The  Congress  delayed  during  the  period  of  the  late  Worid 
War  making  such  appropriation  but  by  the  Sundry  Civil  Bill  for 
the  fiscal  year  1921  (Public  No.  246,  66th  Congress,  II.  R.  i:3, 
870)  there  was  appropriated  to  the  Treasury  Department  '*  for 
the  acquisition  by  purchase  from  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the 
property  known  as  the  New  York  Quarantine  Station, 
$1,395,275." 

It  appears  that  the  said  sum  so  agreed  upon  was  intended  to 
include  all  the  furniture  and  equipment  in  connection  with  said 
station  valued  at  about  $84,275.  The  Act  of  1916,  however, 
does  not  expressly  authorize  the  transfer  of  such  furniture  and 
equipment. 

I  therefore  recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies  a  suitable 
amendment  to  chapter  342  of  the  Laws  of  1916  as  will  expressly 
authorize  the  transfer  of  such  furniture  and  equipment  in  con- 
nection with  the  transfer  of  said  station.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Honorable  Eugene  M. 
Travis,  State  Comptroller,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

''September  20,   1920. 

Hon.   Alfred  E.   Smith,   Oovemor,  Staie  of  Neto  York, 
Executive  Chamber,  Albamy,  N.  Y.: 

My  Dear  Governor. —  I  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  enclosed  bill  amending  section  14  of  the  State  Finance 
Law,  and  would  urge  that  you  submit  it  to  the  extra  session 
of  the  Legislature  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  passed 
for  the  following  reasons: 

Under  the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  the  Comptroller  can  only 
issue  temporary  notes,  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  bonds, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  5  per  cent.  This  amend- 
ment authorizes  these  notes  to  be  issued  at  the  least  rate 
obtainable.     The  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  Barge  Canal 


Terminal  and  Highway  bonds  have  become  exhausted,  and 
for  several  months  it  has  been  necessary  to  finance  the  esti- 
mates payable  on  contracts  in  force  from  the  proceeds  of 
temporary  loans  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  long 
term  bonds  authorized  by  the  referendums.  Over 
$4,000,000  of  such  loans  have  been  taken  by  the  sinking 
and  tnist  funds  of  the  State,  as  authorized  by  law,  but  all 
of  the  cash  in  these  funds  has  now  been  borrowed  and  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  Comptroller  to  sell  these  notes  in  the 
open  market  to  provide  the  necessary  money  to  meet  these 
payments. 

The  best  judgment  of  prominent  financiers  is  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  the  State  to  sell  long  term  bonds  at 
par  at  4^  per  cent  under  the  present  condition  of  the  money 
market  and  that  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
State  that  short  term  notes  be  sold  imtil  such  time  as  the 
permanent  bonds  can  be  disposed  of. 

As  it  would  be  impossible  to  sell  these  short  temi  notes 
to  bear  5  per  cent  interest,  the  rate  now  authorized  by  lav, 
it  is  important-  that  this  amendment  be  passed  at  this  sessi'« 
of  the  Legislature.

To  the  Legislature: 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  grave  situation  in  relation  to 
the  care  and  treatment  of  veterans  of  the  World  War  who  have 
become  mentally  disabled.  There  are  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
five  ex-service  men  and  women,  suffering  from  mental  disorders, 
being  cared  for  in  State  institutions.  Their  average  age  is  under 
twenty-five,  and  in  most  cases  they  are  suffering  from  the  early 
states  of  the  disease;  whereas  the  age  of  the  average  other  patient 
in  the  State  hospitals  is  above  fifty-five  years,  and  in  most  cases 
the  disease  is  chronic. 

These  disabled  men  and  women  of  the  World  War  cannot 
receive  the  proper  treatment  under  the  present  system.  They 
should  be  segregated  into  one  institution  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  in  which  event,  I  am  informed,  a  great  majority  of  them 
may  be  cured. 

The  following  communication  received  by  me  from  R.  G. 
Cholmdey  Jones,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  War  Risk  Insurance 


of  the  United  States  government,  explains  the  situation  in  detail 
viz,: 

"  Treasuey  Department 

Washington 

August  19,  1920. 

Honorable  Alfred  E.  Smith,  Oovernor  of  the  State  of  ^'?r 
York,  Albmy,  New  York: 

My  Dear  Governor.  —  In  the  Government's  program  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  its  disabled  veterans  of  the  World 
War,  much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  securing 
of  adequate  hospital  facilities.  This  has  made  it  necessan 
for  the  Government  to  send  a  very  large  number  of  the  sick 
and  disabled  men  to  private,  state  and  county  hospitals  and 
sanatoriums. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  nineteen  thousand 
disabled  ex-service  men  and  women  scattered  in  more  than  i 
thousand  hospitals  throughout  the  United  States.  In  Xef 
York,  for  instance,  there  were  on  August  1st,  reported  1,851' 
disabled  men  and  women  in  147  hospitals.  This  scattering 
of  patients  in  such  a  large  number  of  hospitals  and  siuu- 
toriums  makes  proper  Governmental  supervision  of  te 
treatment  and  cure  most  unsatisfactory  not  onlv  to  tW 
(Grovernment  but  to  the  patients  themselves. 

The  problem  of  the  case  of  the  mentally  sick  veterans  hi* 
proven  particularly  complex  and  difficult,  and  in  many  locali- 
ties it  has  been  found  impossible  to  secure  hospital  facilities 
of  proper  construction  under  medical  administration  in  con- 
formity with  the  best  type  of  modem  practice. 

In  New  York  State,  for  example,  on  August  Ist  tbw 
were  reported  845  ex-service  men  and  women  suffering  from 
mental  disorders  who  were  being  cared  for  in  39  hospitals 
and  sanatoriums,  including  State  institutions.  The  Govern- 
ment is  expending  at  the  present  time  about  $400,000  for 
the  care  of  approximately  443  patients  in  New  York  Sf.'itp 
hospitals  annually.  At  this  same  rate  were  all  the  ex-serrice 
men  suffering  from  mental  and  nervous  disorders  in  Xev 
York  State  cared  for  by  New  York  State  hospitals,  the 
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Government  would  be  expending  for  such  cases  more  than 
$770,000   annually. 

The  situation  as  regards  the  care  and  treatment  of  these 
mental  patients  of  the  World  War  affects  very  much  the 
World  War  veterans  of  Xew  York  State  —  not  because  the 
rate  of  insanity  is  higher  in  New  York  State  than  in  other 
States,  but  because  of  the  very  large  quota  of  troops  fur- 
nished by  New  York  State  in  the  recent  war. 

It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Government  so  to  prepare 
itself  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  that  it  may  properly 
care  for  the  mentally  diseased  veterans  of  the  World  War  in 
special  psychiatric  hospitals.  This  task  must  be  approached 
with  a  profound  r^ard  for  the  rights  of  the  disabled  soldier 
and  his  relatives.  In  the  State  of  New  York  the  hospitals 
for  the  insane  are  not  charitable  institutions  in  the  strict 
sense  of  the  word,  yet  they  are  so  regarded  by  many  relatives 
of  the  ex-service  men,  and  on  this  account  there  is  a  little 
reluctance  to  make  use  of  them. 

Of  far  greater  importance,  however,  is  the  fact  that 
medically  and  socially  the  insane  ex-service  man  presents 
problems  far  different  from  those  for  which  the  great  institu- 
tions of  your  state  were  created  and  are  maintained.  The  aver- 
age age  of  the  ex-service  men  in  the  New  York  State  hospi- 
tals is  under  twenty-five  vears  while,  I  am  informed,  the 
average  of  the  other  patients  is  above  fifty-five  years.  The 
ex-service  insane  man  is  in  the  .early  stages  of  the  disease, 
and  therefore  has  a  greater  opportunity  for  recovery  under 
suitable  treatment.  The  civilian  patients,  on  the  other 
hand,  in  the  New  York  State  hospitals  represent  very  largely 
the  terminal  stages  of  insanity.  Buildings,  methods  of 
treatment,  recreation,  and  occupation  which  are  suitable  for 
the  treatment  of  the  somewhat  elderly  and  more  chronic 
patients,  are  obviously  not  equally  well  adapted  for  young 
ex-soldiers. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  is  without  adequate 
hospital  facilities  in  the  State  of  New  York  for  the  reception 
and  care  of  its  insane  beneficiaries  in  their  State.  A  con- 
siderable time  would  of  necessity  elapse  before  the  Govern- 


ment  could  construct  such  facilities  even  though  it  were  con- 
sidered wise  to  do  so  and  the  appropriations  had  been  made 
by  Congress  and  were  now  available.  It  therefore  becomes 
necessary  for  the  Government  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the 
State  of  Xew  York.  To  this  end  I  would  invite  your  con- 
sideration to  a  plan  calculated  to  meet  the  immediate  emer- 
gency, at  the  same  time  making  adequate  provisions  for  the 
future  care  and  treatment  of  the  civilian  patients  of  Xew 
York  State,  since  in  the  interim  the  Government  would  have 
sufficient  opportunity  for  developing  its  facilities  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  sick  and  disabled  veterans. 

If  the  State  of  New  York  would  immediatelv  undertake 

■ 

the  completion  of  the  Marcy  Division  of  the  Utica  State 
Hospital  so  that  it  could  receive  these  beneficiaries  at  a  per 
diem  rate  to  be  agreed  ui)on  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  and  the  State  of  Kew  York,  the  immediate  problon 
would  be  greatly  simplified. 

I  would  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  secured  from 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  during  its  forth- 
coming special  session  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
a  thouitand-lx^d  hospital  for  the  insane  to  be  located  at  J 
strategic  point,  and  to  be  erected  and  outfitted  in  accordance 
with  the  bc»st  views  of  modern  psychiatrists.  Further,  that 
tho  Governor  be  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
United  States  wherebv  the  Government  shall  take  over  and 
operate  this  institution  under  lease  for  a  term  of  years  con- 
tingent upon  Congressional  appropriations. 

In  this  way,  the  institution  would  be  gradually  paying 
for  itself,  the  rentals  constituting  a  credit  in  the  Treasurr 
of  the  State  and  upon  the  relinquishment  of  the  propertv 
by  the  Government,  the  State  would  be  in  possession  of  a 
modern  institution  at  little  or  no  cost,  which  would  be  an 
excellent  addition  to  the  already  admirable  system  of  State 
hospitals  at  a  time  when,  in  all  human  probability,  there 
would  be  a  great  need  for  such  an  institution  by  the  State. 

I  sincerely  hope  you  will  regard  this  proposal  as  suf- 
ficiently practical  to  include  it  in  your  message  to  the  special 


session  of  the  State  Legislatare,  in  order  that  the  matter 
may  be  given  consideration  at  the  earliest  practical  moment. 
If  it  meets  with  your  approval,  and  at  such  time  as  is 
convenient  to  you,  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  and  I  will  be  very  glad  indeed  to 
call  upon  you  in  order  that  all  of  the  important  details  may 
be  gone  into  very  thoroughly.

I  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  an  additional  hospital  to  take  care  of  these 
disabled  veterans  of  the  World  War,  and  also  recommend  the 
enactment  of  legislation  authorizing  the  Governor  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  United  States  Government  to  take  over  and 
operate  such  hospital.

I  am  in  receipt  today,  of  the  following  letter  from,  the  City 
Attorney  of  the  City  of  Watertown : 

"  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  September  20,  1920. 

Hon.  ^Vlfred  E.  Smith,  Governor,  Albany,  New  York, 

Dear  Governor. —  A  very  extraordinary  situation  has 
arisen  in  the  City  of  Watertown  owing  to  the  looseness  of 
the  legislation  providing  for  the  change  to  a  Commission 
Form  of  government. 

In  my  opinion  the  assessment  now  proceeding  for  taxes 
next  year,  is  void,  for  certain  defects  which  I  need  not 
specify,  many  of  which  defects  have  arisen,  as  I  believe, 
from  attempt  to  do  too  much  in  the  Commission  Form  of 
government  act.  It  is  possible  that  these  defects  might  have 
been  avoided  if  the  former  Council  and  the  Commission  had 
appreciated  the  magnitude  of  the  task  that  confronted  them 
when  they  began ;  but  that  was  not  in  the  nature  of  things. 


Under  these  circumstances  it  seems  to  me  to  be  the  diit\ 

ft 

of  the  Executive  and  the  Legislature,  in  view  of  the  special 
meeting  of  the  Legislature,  to  permit  this  error  to  be  co> 
rected  by  the  passage  of  a  special  act. 

While  Watertown  is  a  small  city,  the  emergency  is  ju?t 
as  great  as  if  it  were  for  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  State. 
and  if  a  similar  situation  arose  in  one  of  the  larger  cities  I 
have  no  doubt  you  would  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  purpose  of  meeting  that,  even  if  you  had  nothing 
else. 

Some  of  the  consequences  for  not  passing  a  special  act 
at  the  special  session,  you  will  pardon  me  for  pointing  mx. 

Besides  being  without  money  to  carry  on  the  govemmen: 
or  adequate  statutory  provision  for  temporarily  providing 
for  their  needs  while  a  new  assessment  is  being  made  pur- 
suant to  a  special  act  passed  in  January,  great  difficultly 
would  arise  in  relation  to  ihe  equalization  of  taxes  in  : 
County  and  the  collection  of  the  State  taxes  from  the  Citv. 

Appreciating  these  facts,  the  City  Council  of  Waterto^ 
has  authorized  me  to  prepare  and  urge  the  passage  of  thi- 
special  act. 

I  trust  under  these  circumstances  you  will  see  your  w 
clear  to  send  an  emergency  message  to  the  Legislature  ai- 
ing  the  desired  relief  for  the  City.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  Superintendent  of 
Sfehools,  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
in  relation  to  the  construction  of  schools  for  school  purposes,  a 
copy  of  which  is  as  follows: 

''  September  20,  1920. 
To  the  Oovemor: 

"  There  is  an  acute  situation  with  respect  to  the  number 
of  school  sittings  in  the  city  of  New  York.  There  has  been 
congestion  for  a  number  of  years  which  resulted  in  the  adop- 
tion of  what  is  called  the  '^  part  time  "  system  of  schooling, 
and  as  a  supplementary  measure  the  adoption  of  what  is 
called  the  "  double  session "  plan.  Both  of  these  plans, 
"part  time,"  and  "  double  session,''  mean  that  one  school 
sitting  must  accommodate  two  children. 


"  There  arc  at  present  in  our  schools  86,277  children  -l 
paac  time.  There  are  also  over  140,000  children  on  i? 
double  session  plan.  Approximately  it  would  take  50  buiio 
ings,  housing  2,000  children  each,  to  remedy  the  situatici 
and  at  a  cost  of  $50,000,000. 

**  The  unprecedented  registration  of  this  Fall  of  fv : 
18,638  increase  is  a  sign  of  a  greater  congestion  in  the  fiii.r 
if  this  emergency  is  not  recognized. 

*^  Moreover,  the  passage  of  the  continuation  school  lav  : 
1919  (Chapter  531  of  the  Laws  of  1919)  makes  it  raani 
toiy  on  the  part  of  the  city  of  New  York  to  provide  accni- 
modations  for  200,000  employed  children  within  the  ter 
few  years. 

"  The  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  these  eliiliirrL 
must  be  begun  at  once  if  the  provisions  of  that  statute  si^ 
to  be  complied  with  by  the  City.  Building  operations  of  i 
magnitude  sufficient  to  cope  with  this  situation  cannot  ^r 
undertaken  unleas  the  restrictions  imposed  'by  the  "  pay  i» 
you  go  "  policy  are  removed.

T  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  Greater  New  YoA 
Charter  tliat  will  except  the  erection  of  school  buildings  and 
the  acquisition  of  sites  for  the  same  from  the  provisions  of 
Subdivision  9  of  Section  169  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter. 

I  also  call  vour  attention  to  a  recommendation  of  the  Cot- 
poration  Counsel  of  the  City  of  New  York,  asking  for  an 
amendment  to  Subdivision  8  of  Section  1&8  of  tBe  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  and  recommend  that  such  an  amendment 
be  passed: 
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^'At  the  lirst  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1920,  by 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  729  of  the  Laws  of  1920,  sub- 
division 8,  Section  188  of  the  Greater  IJew  York 
Charter  was  amended  so  as  to  provide  that,  in  the  year 
1920,  $7,000,000  of  special  revenue  bonds  might  be 
issued  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  expenses  author- 
ized by  the  concurrent  vote  of  adl  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  three-fourths  of  all  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  The  $5,000,000  thus 
authorized  in  addition  to  the  regular  Charter  provision 
was  thought  sufficient  to  meet  and  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  the  additional  expenses  made  necessary  by 
the  inci'eased  cost  of  living  and  supplies  due  to  the  war. 
Since  that  bill  has  taken  effect  it  has  been  found  that 
the  amount  authorized  is  far  too  little  to  meet  the 
extraordinary  expenses  which  have  become  necessary 
for  the  balance  of  the  year  1920  in  the  administration 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
So  that,  out  of  the  aforesaid  conditions,  there  are 
deficits  confronting  the  municipal  administration  of  the 
various  departments,  which,  if  not  supplied  at  once, 
will  result  in  a  condition  where  some  of  the  departments 
may  cease  to  function.  This  will  create  a  deplorable 
situation,  particularly  in  the  Ambulance  Service,  which 
must  have  an  additional  $30,000;  the  Child  Welfare 
Department  whicli  must  have  $450,000;  the  Health 
Department  which  lacks  $171,189;  the  Bellevue  and 
Allied  Hospitals  which  need  $149,731 ;  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment which  needs  $96,000 ;  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment which  needs  $202,500,  and  the  Street  Cleaning 
Department  which  must  have  $1,015,000.  These  are 
a  few  of  the  largest  and  most  pressing  needs  which  must 
be  met  before  the  close  of  1920. 

"Added  to  the  foregoing  demands  axe  the  care  of 
highways  and  public  places  and  various  unforeseen  ex- 
penses in  the  office  of  the  Borough  Presidents,  which 
will  consume  amounts  at  the  present  time  unknown  but 
which  will  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  a  large  sum  of 
money. 


"  These  expenses  are  due  to  the  increased  cost  of 
materials  and  supplies,  and  are  to  a  considerable  extait 
due  to  legislation  passed  at  the  1919  session  of  the 
Legislature.  They  were  unknown  and  unforeseen  when 
such  legislation  was  passed  and  when  the  amendment 
to  subdivision  8,  Section  188  of  the  Greater  Xew  York 
Charter  waa  adopted  by  the  present  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. Otherwise  a  sufficient  sum  would  have  been  set 
forth  in  the  aforesaid  amendment  of  19'20. 

'*  In  the  light  of  the  information  in  the  hands  of  the 
Finance  Department  at  the  time  of  the  amendment  of 
1920  to  Section  188  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter 
was  adopted  by  the  present  Legislature,  the  $5,OO0,0U0 
increase  was  considered  ample  to  meet  all  demands,  but 
that  sum  has  now  been  used  up  and  another  $5,000,Cn» 
very  nearly  consumed  in  necessary  expenses^  and 
extraordinary  expenditures  for  the  coming  year. 

"  Hence  on  account  of  the  emergency  now  existing, 
it  is  asked  that  a  further  amendment  to  subdivision  S, 
Section  188  of  the  Greater  Kew  York  Charter  be  passed 
by  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Legislature,  author- 
izing for  the  year  1920  the  amount  of  $12,OOO,0W  r^' 
provide  for  the  payment  of  expenses  to  be  authoiizied 
by  the  unanimous  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  ^d 
concurred  in  by  three-fourths  of  all  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.

It  is  certified  to  me  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  competent 
employees  for  the  management  of  the  institution  at  the  salaries 
now  fixed  by  law. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  superintendent, 
of  the  psychiatrist,  of  the  chief  derk,  and  the  Balaries  of  the 
matrons  be  increased  in  order  that  there  may  be  attracted  to 
these  positions  the  talent  and  ability  required  for  the  efficient 
management  of  the  institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 


To  the  Legislature: 

This  Committee  was  appointed  in  May,  1919.  At  the  special 
session  in  July  of  that  year  several  amendments  to  the  Summary 
l^roceeding  Act  were  suggested  and  passed.  The  recommenda- 
tions were  concurred  in  by  the  Governor's  State  Keconstruction 
Commission,  the  chairman  of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on  Rent 
Profiteering  of  the  City  of  Xew  York,  and  the  one  affecting  the 
Tenement  House  Law  by  the  Charity  Organization  Society  and 
Tenement  House  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

A  preliminary  report  was  submitted  to  the  Legislature  of  1920 
and  several  bills  passed,  including  the  so-called  rent  laws,  which 
are  hereinafter  discussed. 

Conditions,  Causes  and  Effects 

When  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War  it  became  neces- 
sary to  immediately  arrange  for  the  production  of  coUosal  quanti- 
ties of  war  essentials,  and  to  organize  all  the  economic  and  social 
forces  of  America  for  maximum  effectiveness.  Industries  con- 
yidered  nonessential  were  restricted  and  building  for  other  than 
governmental  use  at  first  hampered  by  freight  embargoes,  increased 
transportation  rates,  limited  use  of  fuel,  diversion  of  men, 
material  and  money  was  finally  stoj>ped  when  the  War  Industries 
Board  prohibited  the  use  of  building  materials  for  school  houses, 
residences,  apartments  and  hotels. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  Federal  authorities  reported  a  world- 
wide shortage  of  housing  accommodations  and  the  need  in  America 
for  one  million  new  homes.  The  committee  estimates  the  shortage 
of  homes  in  New  York  State  at  this  time  to  be  approximately 
100,000.

The  Federal,  State  and  City  Health  Authorities  direct  the  at- 
tention of  the  nation  to  the  overcrowding,  especially  in  the  large 
cities,  and  point  out  that  the  housing  situation  presents  a  poie> 
tial  danger  and  menace  to  the  public  welfare.  The  old,  abandoMi 
unsanitary  tenements  are  necessarily  occupied  and  the  slum  i** 
again  raising  its  head  in  the  cities. 

The  stability  and  progress  of  a  people  depend  upon  the  comiorr. 
healthfulness  and  security  under  which  they  live.  Shelter  is  a 
necessity  of  life  and  the  home  the  bulwark  of  the  Nation. 

The  housing  shortage  developed  a  practice  of  rent  profiteerin:. 
national  in  its  scope  and  consequences.  Tenants  were  evicted  Ij 
the  thousands  because  they  were  unwilling  or  unable  to  pay  a 
greatly  increased  rental.  Rent  riots  occurred  in  a  number  of  lb 
cities.  In  New  York  city  thousands  of  dispossess  proceeJinc- 
were  brought,  a  large  number  of  which  were  settled  out  of  co;i:t. 
through  the  efforts  of  local  organizations. 

Health  laws,  sanitation  laws,  vital  of  course,  but  mere  am- 
sories  to  the  home  itself,  have  had  a  great  deal  more  attentimi  ry 
Legislators  than  the  suibject  of  housing.  Occasionally,  a  s>  _ 
organization  would  point  to  bad  housing  conditions  and  take  .- 
interest  in  a  measure  rectifying  such  evils.  Little,  however 
has  been  done,  except  as  health  measures,  to  alleviate  sufFeri:. 
and  distress,  and  only  as  to  bad  housing  conditions.  It  was  l 
until  the  housing  matter  affected  not  only  the  very  poor  but  :: 
average  citizen  that  the  question  has  become  one  of  great  puH! 
interest. 

The  newest  thought  on  all  public  questions  to-day  is  to  pr*^ 
mote  the  ounce  of  prevention  and  obviate  the  pound  of  cure 
This  matter  of  housing  is  not  entirely  an  economic  one.  It  h' • 
most  important  social  aspects.  The  home  of  the  individual.  tL 
family,  its  welfare,  reflects  in  the  entire  community.  A  mar.'* 
home  is  his  castle.  From  there  emanates  everything  that  nn-h-^ 
!i  communitv,  the  nation. 

While  the  courts  have  held  that  no  man  may  staL. 
at  the  gateway  of  commerce  and  demand  a  toU  fpc 
the  poorest  man  that  he  cannot  pay,  and  while  the  Constitutio:. 
gives  every  man  the  right  to  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  that  rigtt 
must  be  safeguarded  in  the  first  instance  for  his  first  requiremPD* 


* — thfi  roof  over  his  head.  And  bo  important  hflft  this  foeoome 
that  unless  that  roof  ia  «fl«ured  to  the  ftrerage  eitizen  at  a  reason- 
aUe  price^  from  present  indicationa  the  result  will  not  only 
affeet  the  individual  concerned,  but  the  public  at  large. 

The  unrest  that  is  generated  in  the  home  of  a  family  which  is 
haraaied  by  high  rents  and  undeeirahle  change  of  domieile  goes 
out  into  the  eommunity  thixragh  the  individnalA  so  ai&cted,  so  as 
aeriouely  to  menace  the  general  welfare. 

Profiteering  haa  done  more  to  create  resentment  on  the  part  of 
the  naturally  peaceful  citizen  than  any  other  element  since  the 
war.  The  most  flagrant  and  the  moet  acute  form  of  extortion 
and  one  which  is  almost  ineceapable  is  rent  profiteering.  And  as 
for  eviction,  never  in  the  history  of  the  city  of  New  York  have 
there  been  so  many  evietiona.  Every  opportunity  should  be  given 
IxTth  the  tenant  and  tb^  landlord  to  have  their  difficulties 
adjusted  by  a  just  tribunal.

Over  60,000  tenants  have  been  notified  to  vacate  on  October 
1,  1-920,  irrespective  of  the  rental,  and  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  ilunicipal  Oourt  Justices  of  the  City  of  New  York  stated  Sep- 
tember 1-6,  1920,  "  the  summary  or  disposaeefl  proceedings  against 
tenants  during  the  month  of  October  will  exceed  in  num- 
l>er  the  record  for  the  whole  year  1919.     If  the  hard-hit  public 
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is  to  be  relieved  action  must  be  taken  within  a  period  of  ten  daTS 
after  the  Legislature  convenes,  otherwise  our  new  May  isj. 
October  first,  will  find  us  in  a  terrible  condition.  Our  courts  ttIL 
be  packed  with  frantic  men  and  women.  You  will  have  to  ae 
quickly." 

During  the  past  year  the  calendai-s  of  the  Municipal  Conn-  •- 
New  York  City  have  been  so  congested  with  rent  cases  thai  oth-- 
business  has  been  deferred.  A  court  calendar  of  300  or  400  case- 
a  day  is  not  unusual.  Men,  women  and  children  wait  for  h<mt. 
frequently  until  late  in  the  evening,  for  their  cases  to  be  called. 
Under  these  circumstances  judges  are  unable  to  give  but  a  tV 
minutes  to  the  consideration  of  a  case. 

The  attempts  of  some  landlords  to  obtain  more  rent  by  taKir.- 
tenants  to  court  month  after  month  and  the  granting  of  shi'r 
stays  from  time  to  time  subject  families  to  great  anxiety.  Tt^ 
know  not  when  they  may  have  to  move,  have  no  place  to  go.  lo? 
respect  for  the  laws  and  the  courts,  who  to  them  seem  unable  tf* 
protect  their  rights.     They  readily  fall  victims  to  the  agitator. 

The  inability  to  build  during  the  war  produced  the  shorUs^ 
The  high  cost  of  the  factors  entering  into  construction  deterr^. 
the  speculative  builder  from  engaging  in  new  operations-  Tr. 
demand  for  homes  exceeded  the  supply  and  an  active  real  e^ti: 
market  was  developed,  supported  by  few  investors,  but  many  n'l 
speculators.  Properties  were  sold  and  resold  within  a  few  montV 
usually  upon  the  representation  that  the  rents  could  be  subfTii 
tially  increased  and  they  were  substantially  increased.  Min; 
who  could  not  afford  to  pay  were  compelled  to  do  so  becau-e.  r 
evicted,  they  could  not  obtain  other  quarters.  To  meet  the  incrpf.^ 
families  took  in  boarders  and  doubled  up.  The  'Mea^'PT*^ 
appeared.  He  never  "  sowed''  rarely  repaired  always  "  reiii-  '' 
by  jacking  up  rent  and  is  largely  responsible  for  the  oppre>-i<"i 
practiced. 

The  situation  became  so  acute  that  in  April  19i20,  the  Legi^^'- 
ture  by  almost  unanimous  vote  passed  the  " rent  laws/'  the  ni- 
important  of  which  provides  in  chapter  136,  section  1. 

"  Unjust,  unreasonable  and  oppressive  agreements  for  ti& 
payment  of  rent  having  been  and  being  now  exacted  by  l^nc- 
lords   from   tenants   under   stress   of  prevailing   conditirir? 


whereby  the  freedom  of  contract  has  been  impaired  and  con- 
gested housing  conditions  resulting  therefrom  have  seriously 
affected  and  endangered  the  public  welfare,  health  and 
morals  in  certain  cities  of  the  state,  and  a  public  emergency 
existing  in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  by  reason  thereof^ 
it  shall  be  a  defense  to  an  action  for  rent  accruing  under  an 
agreement  for  premises  in  a  city  of  the  first  class  or  in  a  city 
in  a  county  adjoining  a  city  of  the  first  class  occupied  for 
dwelling  purposes,  other  than  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  hotels 
lodging  house  or  rooming  house,  that  such  rent  is  unjust  and 
unreasonable  and  that  the  agreement  under  which  the  same 
is  sought  to  be  recovered  is  oppressive." 

Certain  real  estate  representatives  contended  that  the  law  was 
unconstitutional,  in  that  it  deprived  them  of  the  absolute  control 
of  their  property  and  prevented  the  freedom  of  contract. 

If  it  lies  within  the  power  of  one  party  to  a  negotiation  to 
force  his  terms  upon  the  other  and  assent  is  gained  through  the 
helplessness  of  one,  then  there  can  not  be  fairly  said  to  have  been 
a  contract.  To  hold  otherwise  would  be  to  condone  oppression* 
Here  was  a  situation  where  public  policy  required  that  the  state 
intervene  to  put  the  parties  on  an  equality  and  permit  the  recovery 
of  a  fair  and  just  rental.  The  public  unrest  and  the  overcrowd- 
ing called  for  the  invocation  of  the  police  power.  The  public  in- 
terest is  certainly  involved  when  the  public  peace  is  threatened, 
and  the  health  and  morals  of  the  community  affected  as  in  the 
present  crisis. 

On  the  question  of  freedom  of  contract  former  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  said : 

"  Freedom  of  contract  should  be  permitted  only  so  far  as  it 
is  compatible  with  the  best  interests  of  the  community,  and 
when  vested  rights  become  intrenched  wrongs,  they  should  be  over- 
turned." 

The  1920  Rent  Laws  were  generally  successful  in  preventing 
evictions,  but  partially  failed  to  stop  exorbitant  increases  of  rent. 

The  questicMi  of  the  constitutionality  of  these  laws  was  fully 
discussed  by  Mr.  Justice  Spiegelberg  in  the  case  of  78th  Street 
and  Broadway  Co.  v.  Rosenbaum,  111  Misc.  577.  The  pertinent 
facts  of  said  opinion  are  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  hereto  attached. 
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Obaervers  of  their  operation  ind  effect  spesk  bb  follows: 

Hon.  Artkur  J.  W.  Hilly,  chairman  of  tlie  Mayar'«  Kent 
Profiteermg  Committee,  lITew  York  city,  which  committee  has 
handled  over  100,000  oonzplftinte,  gtftted  July  — ,  1020:  ^  I  find 
thjtt  with  Ifae  enjctment  of  ihe  Bent  Laws,  tiiere  was  immediate 
relief  afforded  to  the  situation  tiiat  wai  fast  becoming  a  crisis 
last  May.  The  laws  have  been  wocking  out  in  a  very  eBoelleni 
manner.'^ 

Hon.  F.  H.  La  Giiardia,  president,  Board  of  Aldermen,  citv 
of  New  York,  said : 

" The  first  thing  that  struck  me  when  talk  of  an  extra  sessiin 
was  heard,  was  to  make  it  very  clear,  if  an  extra  session  is 
called,  that  nothing  would  be  done  to  repeal  the  laws  vkidi  tou 
pttBsed  daring  the  regular  eession  on  this  subject.  Th^e  kiB, 
while  they  do  not  go  as  far  as  acme  of  na  hoped^  were  indeed  i 
blessing  for  3f  ew  York  eity.  They  averted  a  criais  on  the  first  of 
May.  I  am  sore  that  every  Municipal  Court  judge  will  apw 
with  that." 

Hon.  Henry  H.  Curran,  president  of  the  borough  of  lCai»- 
hattan : 

*^  I  believe  the  admirable  rent  laws  enacted  by  the  Lepdatinf 
last  winter  should  not  be  disturl)ed ;  should  not  be  broken  down. 

Hon.  Aaron  J.  Levy,  president,  Board  of  Municipal  Justice^ 
of  the  city  of  New  York: 

'*  These  laws,  as  they  were  passed,  were  never  intended  to  be* 
permanent  cure.  Nobody  has  ever  argued  that  thej'  were 
expected  to  go  to  the  vitals  of  this  condition,  and  bring  abwluie 
relief,  but  I  dare  say  that  these  laws  have  had  a  very  benenoii- 
result." 

Municipal  Court  Justice  Strahl  said: 

"  In  my  opinion,  to  repeal  any  of  the  laws  passed  at  tbe  h^ 
session  would  be  cruel  and  criminal." 

Stewart  Browne,  president  of  the  United  Real  Estate  (hrn^f^ 
Association,  with  a  membership  of  over  12,000  of  actual  owners 
and  invef^tors  in  real  estate,  said,  August  4,  1920 : 

"As  a  whole  the  rent  laws  were  necessary  and  are  xrorbBj 


fairly  well.     Does  any  sane  person  think  tbat  tbe  L^ailature 

\9ill  modify  the  rent  laws  to  enable  landlords  to  evict  tenants?" 

Mr.  Justice  Scanlan,  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  Borough 
of  the  Bronx,  said: 

"  I  think  these  rent  laws  were  absolutely  necessary,  and  I 
think  they     *     *     *     worked  out  yery  well." 

Mr.  Justice  Boyce  said : 

'^  The  present  rent  laws  when  applied  sanely  and  justly  will  not 
only  protect  the  landlords  but  bring  relief  to  the  tenants." 

Congress  on  May  31,  19il8,  enacted  the  Saulsbnry  Resolution 
whereby  tenants  in  the  District  of  Columbia  holding  leases  for  one 
month  or  longer  were  protected  from  eviction  or  increases  in  rent 
until  the  declaration  of  peace.  This  law  was  declared  unconstitu- 
tional by  the  courts  in  Wilson  v.  McDonald,  48  Washington 
Law  Reporter  6.  Thereupon  in  October  1919,  Congress  passed 
the  Ball  Act,  providing  for  a  Rent  Commission  with  power  to  fix 
rents  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  This  act  was  held  unconstitu- 
tional by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the 
case  of  Hirsch  v.  Block,  decided  June  2,  1020  (48  Washington 
Law  Reporter,  p.  378).  The  case  is  now  on  appeal  to  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  and  at  this  time  the  local  courts  refuse  to 
follow  the  findings  of  the  Rent  Commission  as  to  what  is  a  fair 
rental. 

Maine,  Wisconsin,  New  Jersey  and  New  York  have  adopted 
laws  seeking  to  restrain  profiteering  in  rents.  Similar  measurers 
are  under  consideration  in  other  states. 

Every  state  in  the  Union  having  populous  communities  is  seek- 
ing a  remedy,  and  all  of  them  are  promoting  "  Own-Your-Own- 
Ilome"  movements. 

Congress  passed  the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Act  to  help  meet  the 
situation  affecting  the  farmer,  but  thus  far  has  failed  to  take  action 
on  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Act  to  meet  the  situation  affecting 
the  city  dweller. 

An  example  of  the  increased  cost  of  production  is  shown  by  the 
experience  of  the  City  of  New  York.  Contracts  for  the  erection 
of  tbe  new  building  for  the  Newtown  High  School  in  the  Horough 
of  Queens.

Increased  production  of  materials  and  dwellings,  to  be  brcmgl- 
jibout  by  the  fullest  cooperation  between  capital  and  labor,  alon? 
can  meet  the  extraordinary  demands  which  come  from  all  parts  of 
the  country. 

Men,  Money  and  Material 

The  solution  of  the  problem  lies  in  an  ample  supply  of  men : 
do  the  work,  of  money  to  finance  the  undertakings,  and  of  material 
with  which  to  build. 

Men 

The  activities  of  skilled  labor  during  the  war  were  directed  bj 
the  government  to  war  industries  and  many  thousands  of  exper 
mechanics  are  still  retained  in  those  employments.  Groven- 
ment  reports  indicate  a  slackening  in  many  lines  of  busines. 
which  should  bring  back  to  the  building  trades  a  number  of  :3 
best  workers. 

The  housing  situation  has  had  the  attention  of  the  Ft^ieri 
Department  of  Labor  and  of  labor  organizations  throughout  tt 
eountiy,  particularly  in  the  State  of  New  York,  where  they  hr"^ 
expressed  a  willingness  to  cooperate  in  the  construction  of  hoiue^ 
and  have  evidenced  it  by  the  passage  of  resolutions  and  appoiLt- 
ments  of  committees. 

Living  costs  increased  and  it  was  natural  labor  should  deraar.' 
a  hiffher  return.

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i^gislation  cannot  increase  labor  efficiency.  Local  Housing 
l^Oiirds,  which  will  keep  informed  on  the  entire  subject,  promote 
c;ooperation  between  labor  and  capital,  so  that  continued  employ- 
ment will  be  given,  continued  work  done,  strikes  avoided,  costs 
istabilized  and  time  of  completion  approximately  fixed,  will  greatly 
aid. 

Money 

Money  seeks  the  best  market  and.  the  highest  return.  Mort- 
gage interest  rates  in  this  State  axe  limited  to  6  i)er  cent  per 
annum.  Railroad  and  industrial  corporations,  with  long  interest- 
paying  records,  have  been  issuing  millions  of  dollars  of  securities 
paying  up  to  9  per  cent  on  par. 

Within  the  past  two  weeks  mortgage  money  applications  have 
liad  to  compete  with  the  Federal  Government  issue  of 
$400,000,000  Treasury  Certificates  bearing  6  per  cent  interest, 
free  of  all  Federal  and  State  income  taxes  and  an  issue  of  $100,- 
000,000,  French  Eepublic  8%  Bonds.  States  and  Municipalities 
are  issuing  high  interest  bearing  tax-exempt  bonds. 

Interest  on  mortgages  held  by  certain  corporations,  individuals 
aul  trustees  being  subject  to  the  Federal  and  State  income  taxes 
c:  nnot  meet  this  competition.  In  some  cases  the  net  return  oq 
mortgages  has  been  shown  to  be  less  than  three  per  cent  per 
annum.  The  holders  naturally  call  them  and  invest  in  tax- 
exempt  Government  securities  yielding  a  higher  return. 

The  interest  on  mortgages  held  by  savings  banks,  is  exempt 
from  Federal  and  State  income  taxes.  These  institutions  and 
tie  insurance  companies,  favored  by  the  Tax  Laws,  are  properly 
expected  to  supply  the  bulk  of  the  mortgage  money. 

Examination  is  now  being  made  into  these  mortgage  invest^ 
n-onts,  more  testimony  will  be  taken  and  a  complete  report  made 
to  the  January,  1921,  legislature,  as  directed  in  the  resolution. 

The  committee  is  aware  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  these 
of-rporations  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  Government  bonds, 
during  the  war  period.  It  appreciates  that  a  certain  percentage 
of  the  assets  of  such  institutions,  particularly  banks,  must  be  in 
liquid  form,  but  believes  that  holding  the  savings  of  millions  of 
citizens  of  the  state  they  are  charged  with  responsibility  to  aid 
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this  grave  situation  wfaieb  affects  the  health,  happiness  and  pros- 
perity of  the  peofAe. 

Some  iasarance  companies  and  sayings  banks  have  greatly  sidpd 
by  making  loons,  others  haye  failed  to  help  and  most  have  declhied 
to  loan  except  on  a  pre-war  valuation. 

The  condition  of  the  mortgage  money  market  is  alarming  and 
unless  the  savings  banks  and  insurance  companies  meet  the  de- 
mand the  Legislature  must  consider: 

1.  Legislation  restricting  savings  bank  and  insnranee  eompasv 
investments,  or 

2.  Extending  of  the  credit  of  the  State  or  cities,  or 

3.  Raise  the  legal  interest  rate.

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Material 


In  view  of  the  pressing  need  for  building  materials  at  L'.'i.it? 
we  think  it  but  fair  that  Congress  should  place  at  least  a  limi-e'i 
embargo  on  the  exportation  of  basic  building  materials.  The  cost 
of  materials  such  as  lumber,  brick,  cement,  lime,  lath,  glass, 
etc.,  has  steadily  increased.  Present  prices  are  more  than  i^T.<> 
per  cent  above  their  pre-war  level  as  contrasted  with  an  advan^ne 
of  a  little  more  than  100  per  cent  for  average  prices  of  all  ^'•'*m- 
modities.

A  striking  fact  in  connection  with  this  increase  of  pri* •> 
has  been  the  uniformity  of  price  of  all  these  articles  throufrh- 
out  the  trade.  Investigation  shows  an  apparent  lack  »£ 
all  competition  in  price  and  a  fixation  of  prices  throui:: 
associations  or  by  *'  luncheon  agreements."  Too  mucli  profit,  :? 
being  exacted.  Where  manufacturing  and  transportation  c«>*.s 
are  substantially  equal  as  in  Xew  York  and  Chicago  there  ha- 
been  a  wide  difference  in  price.  The  committee  will  continue  :*s 
investigation  into  this  branch  of  the  subject  before  the  next  rtoi- 
lar  session  of  the  legislature  and  submit  the  facts  to  the  FederuL 
State  and  Local  Authorities. 

Situation  in  the  State 

The  committee  took  testimony  in  various  cities.  On  Sept»rni- 
ber  15,  1920,  it  received  a  survey  from  the  oflScials  of  the  State 
Conference  of  Mayors.  This  survey  indicates  a  general  shorta^ 
in  the  cities  and  shows  that  local  efforts  are  being  made  to  stimu- 
late construction  and  obtain  first  and  second  mortgage  inon»»y. 
The  most  acute  conditions  prevail  in  Xew  York  and  Buffalo. 
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State  Aid 

Competent  legal  authority  advise  that  the  State  cannot  give  aid 
by  appropriation  of  its  funds  or  extension  of  its  credit  without 
amendment  of  the  State  Constitution.  Proposed  constituticmul 
amendments  must  be  acted  upon  by  two  successive  legislatures, 
and  advertised  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  election  of  tho 
members  of  the  second  legislature.  For  this  reason  the  que-tion 
of  a  proposed  state  constitutional  amendment  has  not  been  con- 
sidered by  the  committee  in  the  drafting  of  this  report  for  the 
Special  Session. 

State  construction  was  agitated  in  Massachusetts.  The  pro- 
posed act  was  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  an  opinion 
and  was  held  to  be  unconstitutional.  A  constitutional  amend- 
jiient  was  adopted  in  1911. 

Municipal  Aid 

Municipal  aid  has  its  advocates.  One  group  recommend  that 
the  city  extend  its  credit  in  the  form  of  long-term  amortized 
mortgage  loans  on  dwellings.  .Vnother  urges  the  city  engage  in 
the  erection  of  tenements. 

The  constitutional  power  of  the  municipality  to  engage  in  the 
enterprise  is  extremely  controversial.  The  committee  hero  i)i\^ 
!?ents  the  opinions  now  at  hand. 

Hon.  William  P.  Burr,  then  corporation  counsc»l  of  the  City 
of  Xew  York,  in  an  opinion  rendered  May  20,  1919,  considered 
this  question  at  great  length  and  gave  as  his  conclusion : 

**  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  under  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  the  city  has  no  power  to  construct 
municipal  apartment  houses  and  rent  them  to  private 
parties."    *    *    * 

This  view  was  fully  concurred  in  in  an  opinion  rendered  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
under  date  of  April  6,  1920,  by  Hon.  George  P.  Nicholson,  act- 
ing Corporation  Coimsel. 

The  report  of  the  Mayor's  Conference  Committee  of  the  Ciry 
nf  Xew  York,  dated  July  21,  1920,  page  6,  states: 

"  Your  committee  does  not  *  *  *  believe  that  anv 
j)]an  for  Tnunicii)al  or  State  building  constniction  is  either 
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practical  or  desirable.  Any  plan  that  will  enable  the  State 
or  city  to  build  houses  must,  of  necessity,  be  delayed  too  Ions 
to  be  of  any  practical  value,  even  if  it  were  not  objectionable 
from  an  economic  and  governmental  point  of  view,  ^o  such 
plan  could  be  put  into  operation  without  first  having  the 
State  Constitution  amended,  which  would  mean  that  the 
State  or  city  government  could  not  begin  actual  building  for 
practically  three  years." 

The  report  eontaining  the  foregoing  paragraph  states  it  wa£ 

unanimously  approved  and  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  oa  Wednesday,  July  21st,  1920.  Such  ezecative  eom- 
mittee  wae  oompoaed  of  Hon.  John  F.  Hyian,  Mayor  of  the  eitr 
of  New  York,  Honorary  Chairmfln ;  Hocl  Frank  ManiL,  Tenemem 
House  Commissioner,  Chairman;  Robert  P.  Brindell,  repreient- 
ing  labor  organizations;  Walter  Stabler,  representing  lending 
institutions;  E.  A.  MacDougall,  Builder;  Preston  P.  Lynn, 
Merchant;  Wright  D.  Goss,  Manufacturer  building  materia!; 
Lawrence  McQuire,  former  president  Eeal  Estate  Board  of  Xew 
York;  Burt  L.  Fenner,  Architect;  James  Howell  Post,  Merchant; 
Ralph  Peters,  Transportation ;  Edward  P.  Doyle,  Real  Estate  and 
Secretary  of  Mayor  Hylan's  Conference  Housing  Committee: 
Victor  F.  Ridder,  Publisher. 

Hon.  Louis  Marshall,  eminent  authority  on  constitutional 
questions,  holds  emphatically  that  the  only  legal  way  by  which 
cities  can  be  launched  upon  a  scheme  of  municipal  building  is  by 
an  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution. 

Hon.  William  J.  Wallin,  Chairman  Legislative  Committee, 
State  Conference  of  Mayors  and  City  OflS.c4als,  ftays,  in  a  letter 
to  the  Legislature,  September  18, 1920 :  "  It  is  the  opinion  of  this 
Committee  that  the  construction  and  selling  of  homes  by  cities  is 
not  feasible  or  desirable." 

The  ofHciak  of  the  cities  of  Albany,  Amsterdam,  Buffalo, 
Canau<laigua,  Ithaca,  Kingston,  Mount  Vernon,  Xew  York,  Xew- 
burgh,  Xiagara  Falls,  Xew  Rochelle,  Glean,  Ogdenaburg,  Oneida, 
Oneonta,  Port  Jervis,  Salamanca,  and  White  Plains  opposed 
granting  the  cities  authority  to  build  or  sell  homes. 

The  Massachusetts  legislature  in  June,  1920,  after  the  adop- 
tion of  a   constitutional    amendment   passed   a  bill  authorizing 
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municipalities  to  erect  homes.  Inquiries  made  as  late  as  Septem- 
ber 10,  1920,  show  that  thus  far  nt)  city  has  taken  advantage  at 
this  law. 

Other  Efforts 

Governments  of  the  diufferent  countries  of  Europe  and  of 
Canada  have  tried  to  stimulate  construction  by  both  direct  and 
indirect  subsidies,  aad  the  State  of  Xew  Jersey  has  within  the 
past  few  days  adopted  a  tax  exemption  law. 

Recommendations 

1.  A  bill  exempting  interest  on  mortgages  from  the  State  in- 
come tftX. 

A  similar  bill  was  recommended  by  this  committee  last  year 
but  failed  of  passage.  We  urge  the  general  exemption  because 
if  limited  in  amount  or  to  mortgages  on  new  housing  old  loans 
will  be  called  as  thev  become  due  and  a  worse  condition  created 
than  it  is  sought  to  cure. 

Exemptions  from  taxation  are  uneconomic  and  sliould  be 
avoided  but  the  great  present  need  requires  us  to  adopt  extraor- 
dinary measures. 

2.  The  L^fislatiire  manoriaUze  Congress  to  exempt  interest  on 
mortgage  holdings  firam  tazatioai  nnder  the  Federal  Inoome 
Tax  Law. 

While  the  .State  income  tax  is  small  in  amount  we  are  advised 
by  our  representatives  in  Congress  and  experts  familiar  with  the 
mortgage  situation  that  they  cannot  very  well  hope  for  relief  from 
the  heavy  Federal  taxes  unless  the  State  shows  its  willingness  to 
relieve  mortgage  interest  from  the  State  income  tax. 

3.  A  bin  granting  to  the  local  anthorities  the  right  to  exempt 
fnmi  taxation  for  loeal  purposes  for  a  period  ending  Jannary  SO, 
1832,  all  new  bnildings  erected  exelnnTely  for  honsing,  prorided 
eonstraction  is  commenced  before  October  1, 1921,  and  the  premises 
ready  for  oecnpancy  before  April  1,  1923. 

Where  conditions  are  acute,  and  where  the  public  health, 
gafety,  morals  and  welfare  are  endangered,  it  is  necessary  to 
offer  some  substantial  inducement  to  spur  on  building  and  in 
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a  measure  to  take  care  of  the  excess  cost.  An  exemption  for  prac- 
tically ten  years  at  an  average  tax  rate  of  2.5  per  cent,  per  annum 
would  mean  a  present  value  saving  of  approximately  20  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  the  building.  Such  an  exemption  is  not  unfair  tc 
the  owner  of  existing  buildings  because  those  properties  wen- 
built  on  the  old  cost  basis  and  if  no  new  buildings  are  coDstructei 
the  owner  of  the  old  property  continues  to  pay  all  the  taxes  for 
cupport  of  government  and  is  of  the  many  who  would  suffer  by 
leason  of  the  rcjsulting  conditions  of  unrest  and  ill  bealtL 
Building  induced  by  the  partial  exemption  will  give  emplov- 
ment,  will  help  all  of  the  people  and  ultimately  add  to  the  tax- 
able values.  There  will  be  no  loss  of  tax  income  for  the  land  will 
be  assessed  and  continue  to  pay  taxes  as  at  present.  The  build- 
inns  are  not  now  assessable  because  thev  are  not  now  in  existenct 
and  will  not  be  in  existence  unless  some  substantial  inducement 
is  held  out  in  order  to  partially  offset  the  abnormal  cost  of  con- 
struction. 

Xcw  Jersey  has  passed  a  similar  bill. 

The  Xational  Government  exempted  profits  of  ship  building  car- 
porations  from  certain  Federal  taxes  to  stimulate  building. 

The  proposed  bill  is  optional  in  fonn  and  the  advisability  of  its 
adoption  must  be  passed  upon  by  the  local  authorities  who  are  in 
direct  touch  with  the  situation  in  their  respective  communities. 
Thov  must  know  whether  or  not  such  a  measure  is  needed  and 
will  jrive  relief. 

4.  The  creation  of  Local  Housing  Boards  to  be  appointed  hj 
the  Mayors  of  the  various  cities. 

The  function  of  the  local  boards  shall  be  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  information  relating  to  housing  and  com- 
munity planning,  aiding  and  advising  each  locality  in  meeting  the 
immediate  pressing  needs  for  sufficient  homes,  the  study  of  means 
of  lowering  the  cost  of  housing,  through  better  planning.  So  far  as 
possible,  to  arrange  full  co-operation  between  labor  and  capital 
so  that  continued  employment  will  be  given,  continued  work 
done,  strikes  avoided,  costs  stabilized  and  time  of  completi»^ii 
approximately  fixed,  and  such  other  and  further  power  as  may 
1)0  conferred  by  the  municipality  creating  such  board. 
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5.  A  bill  makmg  bonds  of  the  State  Land  Bank  a  legal  invest- 
ment for  State  and  local  Sinking  Funds. 

In  19 14  the  State  authorized  the  organization  of  the  land  bank 
of  the  State  of  Xew  York.  It  is  a  semi-public  cooperative  institu- 
tion, the  stock  is  held  by  cooperative  savings  and  loan  associations 
doing  business  under  the  provisions  of  the  New  York  Banking 
Law  and  is  intended  to  be  a  central  institution  for  all  the  savings 
and  loan  associations  of  the  State  with  power  to  assist  them  in 
procuring  money  to  loan  upon  real  estate,  both  urban  aiid  rural, 
on  reasonable  terms.  The  building  and  loan  associations  which 
l>ecome  members  of  the  land  bank  may  deposit  their  bonds  and 
mortgages.  This  collateral  is  held  by  the  State  Comptroller  and 
the  land  bank  issues  its  bonds  secured  bv  such  collateral.  The 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  are  turned  over  to  such  savings 
and  loan  association  as  apply  for  the  money,  they  repay  the 
monev,  and  thus  retire  the  bonds. 

The  State  superintendent  of  banks,  in  an  official  report,  said 
of  these  bonds :  ''  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  private  institution 
of  this  character  in  which  the  possibility  of  loss  could  be  more 
carefully  minimized."  Land  bank  bonds  are  legal  investments  for 
savings  banks,  executors,  tiiistees  and  individuals.  They  are 
exempt  from  the  State  income  tax  but  subject  to  the  federal  income 
tax.  After  the  passage  of  the  Federal  Income  Tax  Law  it  became 
impossible  for  the  State  land  bank  to  sell  its  4i/>  |)or  cent, 
taxable  bonds,  so  that  the  bank  has  practically  ceased  to  function. 
Xew  York  State  has  254  savings  and  loan  associations  with 
$110,000,000  of  assets  and  210,000  members.  Practically  all  of 
the  assets  are  invested  in  small  first  mortgages  on  homes.  The 
loans  afford  a  safe  security  and  the  associations  are  of  vast  benefit 
in  promoting  home  ownership. 

The  Committee  has  been  requested  to  recommend  legislation 
which  would  exempt  these  bonds  from  the  federal  income  tax. 
The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  cannot  declare  them 
to  be  instrumentalities  of  the  State  because  of  the  provisions 
of  the  State  constitution. 

6.  That  Congress  be  memorialized  to  enact  necessary  legisla- 
tion to  grant  to  the  transportation  of  building  material  a  pri- 
ority subsequent  only  to  that  of  food  and  coal,  and  to  place  an 
embargo  on  shipment  of  building  material  to  foreign  countries. 
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7.  That  CongrwB  be  meBMniaBied  te  pswide  fisr  the  inBe- 
diate  investigation  of  the  eburgm  tiHit  €«rt«in  mmmdm&IXBrm  and 
prodoeen  ^  tmikteg'  materisil  hsw  entered  iete  valapirfid  ctm- 
Wnatiorai  aad  are  engaged  i&  methods  ef  bnsiBCM  calenlated  to 
inflrnttiin  tke  jyi^u^iiiitg  pmnhiliiiLiiii^  eost  of  muA  msfesiaL 

S.  Tfte  connnittee  win  farther  recosmnend  such  TnBs  as  m  its 
jedgment  will,  so  far  as  possible, 

(a)  Protect  tenants  who  have  received  notice  to  move  on 
October  lat. 

(b)  Tend  to  prevent  the  granting  of  numerous  short  stays  in 
hold-over  proceedings  and  peimit  longer  stays. 

(c)  Eliminate  the  25  per  cent  clause  so  that  the  burden 
of  proving  an  increase  of  rent  is  reasonable  in  all  cases  will 
be  upon  the  landlord  who  is  in  possession  of  all  the  information 
and  who  in  a  bill  of  particulars  will  be  required  to  furnish  the 
court  and  the  tenant  facts  as  to  his  income^  maintenance  and  e»si^ 
of  operation. 

(d)  Meike  various  amendments  to  procedural  provisions  of 
the  code  tending  to  facilitate  the  administration  of  the  laws  anJ 
protect  both  the  landlords  and  the  tenants  in  their  ngbts. 

(e)  Exempt  new  buildings  from  the  provisions  of  the  rent 
laws.  It  has  been  claimed  by  swie  that  the  laws  deterred  new 
buildings  although  the  facts  are  that  there  have  been  more  acci.iu- 
modations  for  families  built  in  New  York  city  since  the  enact- 
ment of  the  laws  than  for  the  corresponding  period  in  the  preced- 
ing year  and  there  has  been  less  building  in  proportion  done  in 
Chicago,  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  other  large  cities  where  there 
have  been  no  rent  laws. 

9.  Amend  the  Tenement  House  Lsv  so  thai  variatiaiia  frcm  tke 
letter  bet  net  the  spirit  of  the  law  mey  be  peiieiUed  in  order  that 
oontiQelMa  aad  feooBBtrnetxen  to  add  additioeal  heusii^  facilitks 
wmj  he  pveiaoted  without  iaeieaiing  the  iort  hami  or  lewiring 
laaitarj  previsions. 

10.  Amend  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  granting  the  snperin- 
tendoits  of  boildiiigB  in.  the  ▼aariove  taocoivgha  power  to  vtfnet  a 
penult  as  to  future  ao^nired  jaopatty  to  demoliik  a-  hwaldnif 
need  ftor  diraelUng  perpoaee  if  in  the  opiniea  of  the  aopmiutaiid 
eat  it  hr  hi  ti»  pnbttc  ixiteEeBt  to  ntmtnme  the  vte  of  swch  ^— ■M*if 
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for  dwelling  purposes.    An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  snperintendeiil  to  Uie  Board  of  Appeals. 

11.  An  amendment  to  the  resohrtion  ereating  tUs  committee 
enlarging  its  scope  and  powers  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  its  work. 

Conclusion 

The  Committee  has  bad  the  full  co-operation  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  and  the  valuable  aid  of  representatives  of 
the  Federal,  State  and  Municipal  Gtovemments,  Finance,  Real 
Estate^  Manufacturing,  Construction,  Labor  Law,  Transporta- 
tion, and  Tenants  and  Property  Owners. 

The  Committee  was  most  fortunate  in  having  without  charge 
the  adviec  of  the  Hon,  John  P.  Leo,  a  practical  architect  and 
builder  of  long  experience,  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals  of  the  city  of  Xew  York. 

Having  in  mind  that  our  government  was  organized  to  secure 
laws  ^*the  most  wholesome  and  necessary  for  the  public  good'^ 
aikd  "  to  insure  domestic  tranquillity  "  and  "  to  promote  the  gen- 
eral welfare,"  we  have  made  recommendations  which,  so  far  as 
practically  possible^  wc  believe  best  meet  the  situation  at  this 
time.

SriEGELBERG,  J.  The  plaintiflf  brings  this  action  to  reeoTer 
the  first  installment  of  rent  falling  due  under  a  written  lease  for 
one  year  and  six  months.  The  lease  was  executed  on  March  22, 
1920.  The  defendant  sets  up  ,as  a  defense  that  he  was  in  pos- 
session of  the  premises  under  a  lease  commencing  April  1,  1919, 
that  the  lease  upon  which  the  action  is  brought  provides  for  a 
rental  which  represents  an  increase  of  more  than  twenty-five  per 
cent  over  the  rent  as  it  existed  one  year  prior  thereto  and  that 
the  rent  demanded  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and  oppressive,  ana 
thait  the  agi'eement  under  which  the  same  is  sought  to  be  recovered 
is  oppressive.  The  plaintiff  rested  its  case  upon  the  proof  of 
the  agi'eement  and  the  non-payment  of  the  rent. 

This  case  involves  the  validity  and  construction  of  chapter  136 
of  the  Laws  of  1920,  which  took  effect  on  April  1,  1920.  That 
law  is  one  of  the  twelve  statutes,  to  wit,  chapters  130  to  138,  209 
and  210,  which  were  recently  passed  by  the  legislature  to  give 
relief  to  tenants  from  the  grave  situation  which  has  arisen  in 
this  and  other  cities  due  to  the  ever-increasing  rents.  Chapiters 
'136,  137  and  .139  form  the  keystone  of  this  programme.  Chap- 
ter 136  deals  with  actions  at  law  and  the  other  two  with  sum- 
mary proceedings.  These  laws  were  called  forth  by  the  present 
emergency.  They  apply  only  to  cities  of  the  first  class  and  cities 
in  the  county  of  Westchester,  and  are  limited  in  duration  until 
']S""ovember  1,  1922. 

The  situation  which  confronts  the  vast  majority  of  our  popula- 
tion due  to  the  shortage  of  housing  facilities  is  well  known.  The 
courts  may  take  judicial  notice  thereof  without  supporting  evi- 
dence. People  V.  Schweinlej'  Press,  214  N*.  Y.  395,  404.  Judi- 
cial cognizance  may  be  taken  of  all  matters  of  general  knowl- 
edge.    Muller  V.  StcUe  of  Oregon,  208  U.  S.  412,  420. 

The  legislature  has  incorporated  its  views  of  the  situation  in 
the  statute.  Section  1  reads :  "  Unjust,  unreasonable  and  oppres- 
sive agreements  for  the  payment  of  rent  having  been  and  being 
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now  '.'xacted  by  landlords  from  tenants  under  stress  of  prevailing 
con^litions  whereby  the  freedom  of  contract  has  been  impaired 
and  congested  housing  conditions  resuking  therefrom  have  seri- 
ously affected  and  endangered  the  public  welfare,  health  and 
morals  in  certain  cities  of  the  state,  and  a  public  emergency 
existing  in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  by  reason  thereof,  it 
shaJl  be  a  defense  to  an  adtion  for  rent  accruing  under  an  agree- 
ment for  premises  in  a  city  of  the  iirst  class  or  in  a  city  in  a 
county  adjoining  a  city  of  the  first  class  occupied  for  dwelling 
purposes,  other  than  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  hotel,  lodging  house  or 
rooming  house,  that  such  rent  is  unjust  and  unreasonable  and 
that  the  agreement  under  which  the  same  is  sought  to  be  recovered 
is  oppressive.'' 

This  act  permits  the  defendant  in  an  action  at  law  for  the 
reco\t?ry  of  rent  to  set  up  the  defense  that  the  rent  is  unjust  and 
unreasonable  and  that  the  agreement  imder  which  the  same  is 
sought  to  be  recovered  is  oppressive.  It  does  not  give  the  court 
the  power  to  fix  the  rent  or  make  a-new  agreement  for  the  parties. 
The  court  upon  proper  facts  shown  may  hold  that  the  agreement 
is  oppresive.    That  is  the  extent  of  its  power. 

Section  3  of  the  statute  gives  the  plaintiff  an  opportunity  to 
])lead  and  prove  a  fair  and  reasonable  rent  for  the  premises  and 
recover  judgment  therefor,  or  to  institute  a  separate  action  for 
the  recovery  thereof. 

I  ho  act  in  question  is  constitutional.  Its  validity  rests,  first, 
upon  the  police  power  of  the  state,  and,  secoiidhj,  upon  the  equally 
broad  principles  of  public  policy. 

There  has  never  been  a  time  w^hen  the  state  was  denied  the 
7\>wer  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  private  property  where  the 
?afety,  health  and  morals  of  the  community  demanded  it.  The 
police  |>ower  for  the  protection  of  the  public  welfare  has  recently 
l^ofn  vastlv  extended.  Public  use  does  not  mean  a  direct  use  bv 
the  entire  public.  In  Sfrichley  v.  Tliglildnd  Boy  Gold  Mining  Co. . 
200  F.  S.  527,  the  court,  commenting  on  Clarh  v.  Nash,  198  id. 
361,  says  at  page  531:  "In  discussing  what  constitutes  a  public 
u^e  it  recognized  the  inadequacy  of  use  by  the  general  public  as  a 
universal  test.  While  emphasizing  the  great  caution  necessary 
to  be  ^hown,  it  proved  that  there  might  be  exceptional  times  and 
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places  in  which  the  verj  foundations  of  public  welfare  eoold  sot 
be  laid  without  requiring  concesftionB  from  individuals  to  ei^ 
other  upon  due  compensation  which  under  other  circumstaAfcs 
would  be  left  wholly  to  voluntary  consent. '^ 

Forward  looking  legislation  has  broadened  state  control  otw 
i)rivate  property  to  meet  social  needs,  and  the  courts  have  likewise 
advanced  and  sustained  the  broadening  legislation.  It  maj  be 
of  interest  to  point  out  that  in  People  v.  ^'UliamSj  189  N.  Y.  lol 
(decided  1907),  the  prohibition  of  night  labor  by  wofnen  was  bdd 
\o  be  unconstitutional  as  aifeeting  the  freedom  of  contract,  wMe 
in  People  v.  Schwemt-er  Press,  214  X.  T.  395  (decided  J.9J5 , 
legislation  of  the  same  kind  was  upheld.  In  1909  thelimitatiom 
upon  the  use  of  land  by  restricting  the  height  of  signs  on  buiUiEfs 
were  held  to  be  unconstitutional  in  People  ex  reL  Win^o!i 
Advertising  Co,  v.  Murphy,  195  X.  T.  136,  while  substantitllj 
the  same  law  was  upheJd  in  1915  in  People  ^ex  rel.  PvMidh 
LeasiTtff  Co.  v.  Imdxvig,  218  id.  540. 

In  the  famous  case  of  Mvnn  v.  Illinois,  94  F.  S.  113,  theewt 
held,  in  substance,  that  when  the  owner  of  property  devotes  it  to 
a  use  in  which  the  public  has  an  interest,  he  grants  to  the  piaW^^ 
pn  interest  in  such  use,  and  must,  to  the  extent  of  that  intewst, 
submit  to  be  controlled  by  the  public  for  the  common  good.  Cfcirf 
Justice  Waite,  in  that  ease,  says  2ti  page  124:  "When  od^^ 
comes  a  member  of  society,  he  necessarily  parts  with  some  rJgte 
or  privileges  which,  as  an  individual  not  affected  by  his  reJation? 
to  others,  he  might  retain.  *A  body  politic,'  as  aptly  defined  ■ 
the  preamble  of  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts,  *  i8  a  »oil 
compact  \iiy  which  the  whole  people  covenants  with  each  citift'D. 
and  each  citizen  with  the  whole  people,  that  all  shall  be  goterBM  i)y 
certain  laws  for  the  common  good.'  This  does  not  confer  pW' 
upon  the  whole  people  to  control  rights  which  are  purely  and  e* 
clufiivoly  private,  Thorpe  v.  JR.  <C  B.  Bailroad  CompoMf,  27  ^^ 
143 ;  but  it  does  authorize  the  establishment  of  law«  reqinnM 
each  citizen  to  so  conduct  himself,  and  so  use  his  own  prop^^" 
as  not  unnecessarily  to  injure  another.  This  is  the  veiy  eas®*^^ 
government,  and  has  found  expression  in  the  maxim  «*  ^*^ 
hw  ui  alienum  nan  laedas.  From  this  source  come  the  p»** 
powers,  which,  as  was  said  by  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Taney  in  * 
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License  Cases,  5  How.  583,  '  are  nothing  more  or  \&m  than  the 
powers  of  government  inherent  in  everj'  sovereignty  *  *  * 
that  is  to  saj,  *  *  *  tjje  power  to  govern  men  and  thingg/ 
Under  these  powers  the  government  regulates  the  oonduct  of  its 
citizens,  one  towards  another,  and  the  manner  in  which  each  lahall 
uBe  his  own  property,  when  such  regulation  becomes  necessary 
for  the  public  good." 

And  again  at  page  125 :  "  This  brings  us  to  inquire  as  to  the 

principles  upon  which  this  power  of  regulation  rests,  in  order  that 

we  may  determine  what  is  within  and  what  is  without  its  operative 

effect    Looking,  then,  to  the  common  law,  from  whence  came  the 

right  which  the  Constitution  protects,  we  find  that  when  private 

property  is  ^  affected  with  a  public  interest,  it  ceases  to  be  juris 

jyrivaii  only.'     This  was  siaid  by  Lord  Chief  Justice  Hale  more 

than  200  years  ago,  in  his  treatise  De  Portibiis  Maris,  1  Hai^. 

Law  Tracts,  78,  and  has  been  accepted  without  objection  as  an 

essential  element  in  the  law  of  property  ever  since.     Property 

does  become  clothed  with  a  public  interest  when  used  in  a  manner 

to  make  it  of  public  consequence,  and  affect  the  community  at 

large.    When  therefore,  one  devotes  his  property  to  a  use  in  which 

the  public  has  an  interest,  he,  in  effect,  grants  to  the  public  an 

interest  in  that  use,  and  must  submit  to  be  controlled  by  the 

public  for  the  common  good,  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  he  has 

thus  created.     He  may  withdraw  his  gi^ant  by  discontinuing  the 

use ;  but,  so  long  as  he  maintains  the  use,  he  must  submit  to  the 

control." 

In  Noble  State  Bank  v.  Haskell,  219  U.  S.  104,  the  court, 
at  page  111,  referring  to  the  police  power  of  the  state, 
usee  this  veiy  significant  and  sweeping  language :  "  It  may  be 
said  in  a  general  way  that  the  police  power  extends  to  all  the 
great  public  needs.  Catn^field  v.  United  States,  167  U.  S.  518. 
It  may  be  put  forth  in  aid  of  what  is  sanctioned  by  usage,  or 
held  by  the  prevailing  morality  or  strong  and  preponderant  opin- 
ion to  be  greatly  and  immediately  necessarj'  to  the  public 
welfare." 

In  German  Alluuice  Ins.  Co,  v.  Kansas,  283  U.  S.  389, 
referring  to  the  police  power,  the  court,  at  page  413,  says: 
"Counsel  states  that  this  power  may  be  exerted  to  ^pass  laws 
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whose  purpose  is  the  health,  safety,  morals  and  the  general  w- i- 
fare  of  the  people/  The  admission  is  very  comprehensive. 
What  makes  for  the  general  welfare  is  necessarily  in  the  d^^r 
instance  a  matter  of  legislative  judgment  and  a  judicial  review 
of  such  judgment  is  limited.  ^  The  scope  of  judicial  inquirv  in 
deciding  the  question  of  power  is  not  to  be  confused  with  '\x 
scope  of  legislative  considerations  in  dealing  with  the  matter  of 
policy.  Whether  the  enactment  is  wise  or  unwise,  whether  ::  ii 
based  on  sound  economic  theory,  whether  it  is  the  best  iii^ui^ 
to  achieve  the  desired  result,  whether,  in  short,  the  legisk-.rive 
discretion  within  its  prescribed  limits  should  be  exercised  :l  a 
particular  manner,  are  matters  for  the  judgment  of  the  legisla- 
ture, and  the  earnest  conflict  of  serious  opinion  does  not  sufitv 
to  bring  them  within  the  range  of  judicial  cognizance.'  Chiohio, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Co.  v.  McGidre,  219  TT.  S.  .'4'^ 
569." 

The  court,  after  reviewing  in  detail  many  of  the  prior  '  u.^ 
upholding  the  police  power  of  the  state,  enunciates  its  view?  ;t* 
page  415,  as  follows:  '^The  principle  we  apply  is  definite  inu 
old  and  has,  as  we  have  pointed  out,  illustrating  example?.  Aiui 
both  by  the  expression  of  the  principle  and  the  citation  of  *h»^ 
examples  we  have  tried  to  confine  our  decision  to  the  reguktion 
of  the  business  of  insurance,  it  having  become  *  clothed  wi*!i  a 
public  interest,'  and  therefore  subject  ^to  be  controlled  by  rhe 
public  for  the  common  good.' 

"If  there  may  be  controversy  as  to  the  business  havimr  <\^*?. 
character,  there  can  be  no  controversy  as  to  what  follows  from 
such  character  if  it  be  established.  It  is  idle,  therefore,  to  debate 
whether  the  liberty  of  contract  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  is  more  intimately  involved  in  price  repi- 
lation  than  in  the  other  forms  of  r^ulation  as  to  the  validitv 
of  which  there  is  no  dispute.  The  order  of  their  enactment  cer- 
tainly cannot  be  considered  an  element  in  their  legality.  It 
would  be  very  rudimentary  to  say  that  measures  of  government 
are  determined  by  circumstances,  by  the  presence  or  imminenci* 
of  conditions,  and  of  the  legislative  judgment  of  the  measA  ^r 
the  policy  of  removing  or  preventing  them." 
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It  needs  uo  argument  to  show  that  at  the  present  time  buildings 

are  aJBFeeted  by  a  public  interest  and  that  to  serve  the  welfare, 

safety,  health  and  morals  of  the  people  the  unrestricted  private 

use  of  buildings  by  the  owner  may  be  and  should  be  regulated 

by     the    legislature.      In    some    respects    such    regulation    by 

the   state  is  more  vital  than  in  the  case  of  other  necessities 

of   life.     Individuals  may  cut  down  on  wearing  apparel,   they 

may  stint  on  food,  but  they  must  have  a  roof  over  their  heads. 

Whether  the  legislature  could  have  passed  more  efficacious  laws, 

whether  it  acted  upon  sound  economic  principles,  is  not  for  the 

courts  to  determine.     Granting  legislative  power,  the  policy  must 

be  left  to   the  discretion  of  the  legislature.     Germcm  Allia7ice 

hisurwfice  Co.  Case^  supra. 

The  fact  that  the  statute  restricts  the  free  exercise  of  the  power 
to  make  contracts  is  no  objection.  There  is  no  absolute  freedom 
of  contract.  It  is  subject  to  restrictions  necessary  in  the  interest 
of  general  welfare. 

Professor  Freund,  in  his  well-known  treatise  on  Police  Power, 
discussing  its  extension  to  the  impairment  of  the  obligation  of 
contract,  says  at  page  582:     **Thus  it  appears  that  the  earning 
power  of  capital  may  or  may  not  be  validly  impaired,  according 
as  it  has  not  or  has  been  fixed  by  entering  into  definite  contracts. 
The  legislature  may  operate  upon  future  contracts  but  not  upon 
those  already  in  existence.     This  difference  is  a  matter  of  consti- 
tutional policy ;  a  contract  is,  as  a  general  rule,  of  limited  dura- 
tion and  in  the  course  of  time  the  debtor  will  be  discharged  from 
its  operation.     His  hardship  is  temporary,  and  as  he  has  under- 
gone it  voluntarily,  it  is  deemed  better  (provided  the  contract  is 
not  immoral,  or  in  its  inception  contrary  to  public  policy)  that 
he  should  suffer,  than  that  the  faith  in  the  security  of  promises 
should  be  shaken." 

In  Chicago,  Bxurlingtpn  &  Quincy  RaUpoad  Co.  v.  Mc(}^iir3, 
219  U.  S.  64^y  567,  the  court  says:  "It  was  recognized  in  the 
cases  cited,  as  in  many  others,  that  freedom  of  contract  is  a  quali- 
fied and  not  an  absolute  right.  There  is  no  absolute  freedom  to 
do  as  one  wills  or  to  contract  as  one  chooses.  The  guaranty  of 
liberty  does  not  withdraw  from  legislative  supervision  that  wide 
department  of  activity  which  consists  of  the  making  of  contracts. 
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or  deny  to  gOFenunent  the  power  to  provide  restrictive  safe 
guards.  Liberty  implies  the  abflenoe  of  arbitrary  restraint,  not 
immunity  from  reasonable  regulations  and  prohibitions  impsA 
in  the  interests  of  the  community.''  And  on  page  566  it  is  siid 
that  the  right  to  make  contracts  ^^  is  subject  also,  in  the  field  of 
state  action,  to  the  essential  authority  of  goyemment  to  raiintiiL 
peace  and  security,  and  to  enact  laws  for  tlie  promotion  of  tke 
health,  safety,  morals  and  welfare  of  those  subject  to  its  ]u^iflii^ 
tion.'' 

In  MuUer  v.  Staie  of  Oregon,  208  U.  S.  412,  421,  it  is  aid: 
**  The  general  right  to  contract  in  relation  to  one's  buftiDes 
*■  *  *  is  not  absolute  and  extending  to  all  contracts,  and  riit 
a  State  may  *  *  *  restrict  in  many  respects  the  individoiTi 
power  of  contract." 

We  have  arrived  at  a  point  where  in  an  emergency  there  are  b*^ 
property  rights  which  are  not  subject  to  the  poliee  power  of  tbe 
state.  The  legislature  is  the  exclusiye  judge  of  the  existence  Oi 
an  emergency.  Every  person  who  carries  on  a  business  emerjes 
from  his  priyacy  and  owes  an  obligation  to  the  community  is  ^ 
conduct  of  his  business.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  cue  oi 
peal  estate,  as  the  use  and  control  of  lands  from  the  earliest  timft* 
has  been  most  persistently  associated  with,  and  applied  to  be  sot^ 
ject  to  the  public  interest  See  article  by  Edw.  A-  Adler,  entit.t : 
^^  Labor,  Capital  and  Business  at  Common  Law,''  publisheil  in  - 
Harvard  Law  Review. 

Irrespective  of  the  police  power,  the  statute  is  valid  upon  tii^ 
principle  of  public  policy.     The  right  of  freedom  of  iftioa  i.^ 
limited  when  it  interferes  with  public  policy.     Our  entire  I^*'*'^ 
usury  depends  upon  that  principle.     Another  famous  instanfo  i? 
the  doctrine  of  equity  of  redemption.     Under  the  "bond  the  leuw- 
is  entitled  to  the  property  immediately  upon  default,  but  eqnitj 
steps  in  to  relieve  the  borrower  of  the  harshness  of  the  eontri'' 
and  permits  him  to  redeem.     Whenever  a  transaction,  perfeeuj 
regular  in  its  external  form,  lacks  the  absolute  cement  whi«  ^' 
regarded  as  essential,  equity  will  give  relief.     As  stated  u*  - 
Pomeroy's  Equity  Jurisprudence   (3d  ed.),  section  945:  "to 
equitable  conception  of  true  consent  assumes  a  physical  power  o 
the  party,  an  intellectual  and  moral  power,  and  that  he  exerf'- 
thr.  ^  powers  freely  and  affirmatively." 
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The  same  author,  in  sectiixn  948,  says :  **  Whenever  one  perron 
is  in  the  power  of  another,  so  that  a  free  exercise  of  his  judgment 
and  will  would  be  impowible,  or  even  difficulty  and  whenerer  a 
person  is  in  pecuniary  necessity  and  distress,  so  that  he  would  be 
likely  to  malce  any  tuidue  sacrifice,  and  adrantage  is  taken  of 
such  condition  to  obtain  from  him  a  conreyanee  or  contract  which 
ia  unfair,  made  upon  an  inadequate  consideration,  and  the  like, 
even  though  there  be  no  actual  duress  or  threats,  equity  may 
relieve  defensively  or  aflSrmativdy." 

In  1  Story  Equity  Jurisprudence  (14th  ed.),  section  339,  the 
learned  author  says:  "Circumstances  also  of  extreme  necessity 
and  distress  of  the  parties,  althou^  not  acecHupanied  by  any 
direct  restraint  or  duress,  may  in  like  mauner  so  entirelv  over- 
come  hia  free  agency  as  to  justify  the  court  in  setting  aside  a 
contract  made  by  him  on  accoont  of  some  oppression  or  fraudu- 
lent  advantage  or  imposition  attendant  upon  it/' 

And  in  13  Corpus  Juris,  409,  the  rule  is  stated  as  follows: 
"Where  one  party  has  taken  advantage  of  another's  necessities 
and  distress  to  obtain  an  unfair  advantage  over  him,  and  the 
latter,  owing  to  his  condition,  has  encumbered  himself  with  a 
heavy  liability  or  an  onerous  obligation  for  the  sake  of  a  small 
or  inadequate  present  gain,  equity  will  relieve  him.  So  agree- 
ments between  lender  and  borrower  are  closely  scrutinized 
because  they  are  not  always  at  arms  length." 

Innumerable  instances  may  be  cited  and  a  wealth  of  authorities 
is  given  in  the  text  books  above  quoted.  Even  where  at  the  time 
of  the  transaction  parties  were  permitted  to  make  their  own  agree- 
ments as  to  interest,  in  default  of  the  existence  of  usury  laws, 
the  courts  decline  to  enforce  hard  and  unconscionable  bargains 
for  excessive  interest.  Brown  v.  Hall,  14  K.  I.  249;  Miller  v. 
Cool',  L.  R.  10  Eq.  641.  And  where  a  waiver  of  the  equity  of 
redemption  is  made  a  part  of  the  mortgage  itself  the  courts  refuse 
to  enforce  such  a  provision.     27  Cyc.  1373,  and  cases  cited. 

Ch'er  100  years  ago  it  was  said  in  Wood  v.  Ahrey,  3  Madd. 
417,  423:  "With  respect  to  value,  mere  inadequacy  of  price  is 
of  no  more  weight  in  equity  than  at  law.  If  a  man  who  meets  his 
purchaser  on  equal  terms  negligently  sells  his  estate  at  an  under 
value,  he  has  no  title  to  release  in  equity.     But  a  Court  of  Equity 
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will  inquire  whether  the  parties  really  did  meet  on  equal  terms; 
and  if  it  be  found  that  the  vendor  was  in  distressed  circumstances, 
and  that  advantage  was  taken  of  that  distress,  it  will  avoid  the 
contract." 

In  Baxter  v.  Wales,  12  Mass.  365,  the  court  had  before  it  an 
onerous  contract  for  hiring  of  cattle.  The  opinion  tersely  says: 
*^rf  they  (the  contracts)  are  unreasonable  and  oppressive,  the 
principles  of  the  common  law  will  give  relief  against  them,  as 
in  other  cases  of  that  description.'' 

A  very  interesting  discussion  of  the  subject  is  found  m  Tan 
Dyke  v.  Wood,  60  App.  Div.  212 :  "  The  principle  upon  which 
men  are  relieved  from  their  contracts  procured  by  duress  has 
been  greatly  extended  in  recent  years.  In  the  time  of  Lord  Coke 
no  one  would  have  been  permitted  to  avoid  his  contract  for  duress, 
unless  the  duress  was  such  as  not  only  to  put  him  in  fear  of 
illegal  imprisonment  or  great  bodily  harm,  but  went  so  far  as  to  be 
something  that  a  man  of  ordinary  firmness  would  not  be  able  ta 
resist.  No  possible  loss  to  his  land  or  property  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  enable  him  to  avoid  a  contract  which  he  had  made  to 
prevent  it.  (Bacon  Abr.  tit.  Duress  A.)  But  gradually  and  bv 
slow  degrees  the  strictness  of  that  rule  was  abated  until  finally 
it  had  come  to  be  the  rule  of  law  in  this  coimtry,  although  per- 
haps not  in  England,  that  where  one  is  presented  with  the  con- 
tingency of  serious  loss  or  damage  to  his  property  or  of  a  submis- 
sion to  an  extortionate  claim,  if  he  pay  the  claim  or  make  the 
contract  which  is  extorted  from  him  it  is  not  to  be  considered  a 
voluntary  act,  and  it  may  be  set  aside  on  the  ground  of  duress. 
(Vyne  v.  Glenyi,  41  Mich.  112;  Hamiony  v.  Bigliain,  12  X.  T. 
99 ;  Hatter  v.  Greeiilee,  26  Am.  Dec.  370,  note  pp.  376,  377.) " 

The  court  then  proceeds  to  support  its  views  with  numeroiLs 
authorities. 

In  the  recent  case  of  C<wr  v.  Sacramento  Clay  Products  Co., 
170  Pac.  Eep.  446,  450,  the  court  set  aside  what  it  denominates  an 
apparent  contract  upon  the  ground  that  it  was  in  violation  of  sec- 
tion 1575  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  which  provides  tiuit 
undue  influence  consists,  among  other  things,  in  the  taking  of  "  a 
grossly  oppressive  and  unfair  advantage  of  another's  necessities 
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and  distress."     And  a  similar  statute  of  the  state  of  Oklahoma 
was  upheld  in  Snyder  v.  Rosenbaunij  215  U.  S.  261. 

It  is,  therefore,  apparent  that  the  doctrine  is  firmly  imbedded 
in  our  jurisprudence  that  where  one  takes  an  undue  advantage  of 
another's  situation  and  circumstances  and  thereby  obtains  an  un- 
fair and  unconscionable  contract  the  court  may  grant  relief.  This 
ctvidition  applies  to  the  making  of  leases  at  the  present  time. 
I.jindlords  and  tenants  cannot  contract  on  an  equal  basis.  The 
tfmant  is  compelled  by  sheer  necessity  of  having  a  place  to  dwell  in 
If)  agree  to  any  conditions  that  may  be  imposed  by  the  landlord. 
As  the  statute  well  says,  the  freedom  of  contract  is  impaired. 
Chapter  136  does  nothing  else  but  what  equity  has  decreed  should 
\m'.  done  in  similar  cases.  It  permits  the  equitable  defense  of 
oppression  to  be  set  up  in  an  appropriate  case.  That  under  our 
procedure  equitable  defenses  may  be  interposed  in  actions  at  law 
:s  unquestioned.  The  remedy  given  by  the  legislature  is  not  an 
ijviiovation.  It  only  puts  in  statutory  form  what  has  been  the  law 
fj'-iii  time  immemorial.  The  legislature  has  determined  by  enact- 
Yj'f  nt  what  is  public  policy.

WJiereas,  Bv  reason  of  the  usury  laws  of  the  several  states  the 
income  from  mortgages  on  real  estate  is  definitely  limited,  while 
other  investments  are  enhanced  bv  various  exemptions  and  greater 
income  earning  capacity, 

Whereas,  Thereby  the  mortgage  as  an  investment  cannot  com- 
pete with  other  securities  and  investors  not  only  are  refusing  to 
invest  in  loans  on  real  estate  but  are  actually  withdrawing  funds 
from  the  mortgage  market, 

Whereas,  The  lack  of  housing  facilities  prevailing  throughout 
the  country  can  only  be  rectified  by  immediate  and  extensive  con- 
struction the  financing  of  which  is  impossible  so  long  as  the  mort- 
gage continues  to  be  an  unattractive  and  inferior  investment, 

Whetreas,  While  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  has 
enacted  a  law  exempting  from  the  state  income  tax  the  income 
from  mortgages,  the  feeling  prevails  that  such  exemption  will 
not  constitute  a  sufficient  enhancement  of  the  mortgage  as  an  in- 


vestment  unless  a  similar  exemption  be  granted  und^r  the  federa 
income  tax  law. 

Besolvbd  (if  the  Assembly  concnt)  ,  That  the  legislature  o 
the  State  of  New  York  earnestly  urge  the  congress  of  the  Unite* 
States  to  enact,  as  speedily  as  possible,  proper  l^islation  t 
effect  such  exemption.

and  the  preferences  and  priorities  granted  to  other  classes  of  ship- 
ments, 

Whereds,  Much  of  the  building  material  which  actually  finds 
its  way  through  transportation  systems  is  immediately  diverted 
from  the  home  markets  and  shipped  to  foreign  ports  at  more 
attractive  prices. 

Be  IT  Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  the  Legisla- 
ture petitions  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  enact  necessary 


l^slation  to  grant  to  shipments  of  building  material  a  priority 
ftubsequent  only  to  shipments  of  food  and  coal  and  to  place  an 
embargo  on  shipments  of  building  material  to  foreign  countries ; 
Be  it  fuetheb  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
hereby  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  resolution  to  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  States  and  to  the 
several  members  thereof  representing  this  State.
